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"Make  No  Little  Plans....  There's

^  “Where  there  is  no  vision  the  peo¬ 
ple  perish."  Proverbs  29:18. 

That  ageless  proverb  would  appear 
to  take  on  a  deeper  meaning  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  in  Great  Britain  begin 
a  new  year — 1969. 

This  new  year,  incidentally,  is  the 
start  of  the  second  decade  of  the  “New 
Era”  for  the  Church  in  Great  Britain,  as 
was  announced  in  1959.  The  first  “New 
Era"  came  as  a  result  of  the  growth 
and  expansion  of  the  Church.  It  result¬ 
ed  in  new  missions,  stakes,  a  great 
building  programme  including  the  Lon¬ 
don  Temple,  Hyde  Park  Chapel,  and 
scores  of  other  chapels.  The  foundation 
for  all  this  was  the  renewed  proselyt¬ 
ing  programme  and  the  Prophet  David 
O.  McKay’s  admonition,  “every  mem¬ 
ber  a  missionary.” 

Here  then  is  your  new  year,  number 
1969,  What  will  you  accomplish  during 
its  365  days?  Very  little,  unless  you 
have  a  goal,  set  your  sights  and  head 
in  the  right  direction.  Like  a  navigator 
of  a  large  ship,  you  must  set  your 
goal,  determine  the  course  (plan  of 
action)  and  then  get  to  work.  Select  a 
goal  for  the  year,  achieve  it  a  day  at  a 
time,  through  365  approaches  each  aim¬ 
ed  toward  the  goal. 

Goals  Stressed 

Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  while  in  Great 
Britain  last  Autumn  stressed  the  nec¬ 


essity  of  having  goals.  He  asked  each 
stake  and  mission  presidency,  each 
bishopric  and  branch  presidency,  to  set 
goals  for  their  respective  units  that 
the  work  of  the  Lord  might  go  forward. 
These  objectives  and  goals  were  re¬ 
corded  and  will  be  reviewed  periodically 
to  determine  if  progress  is  being  made 
in  the  specified  areas. 

Similarly  individuals  must  have  goals 
and  plans  to  be  effective.  Surely  we 
must  start  at  the  beginning.  The  tragedy 
is  that  too  often  we  never  start,  for 
too  many  of  us  are  not  self-starters, 
we  depend  upon  the  charge  from  an¬ 
other's  "battery.”  We  fail  to  realize  we 
too  have  the  same  power  to  improve, 
to  grow,  if  we  but  utilize  the  God-given 
talents  and  abilities  we  possess. 

Rather  than  wander  aimlessly  through 
another  year,  let  us  “have  vision”  and 
set  a  goal  or  goals  (not  too  many,  so 
that  we  may  concentrate)  and  then 
check-up  on  ourselves  periodically.  The 
check-up  is  necessary  so  that  in  the 
event  we  find  ourselves  diverting  we 
can  realign  our  sights,  focusing  more 
accurately. 

The  Main  Goal 

As  Latter-day  Saints  our  main  destin¬ 
ation  in  terms  of  eternal  progress,  is 
Eternal  Life  (living  in  God’s  presence). 

A  long  range  goal  for  the  year  might 
be  to  take  the  family  to  the  temple. 
We  cannot  reach  our  ultimate  goal 
without  this  ordinance  which  takes 
planning,  preparation,  study,  faith,  parti-

cipation,  heeding  of  the  commandments 
of  the  Lord,  to  name  but  a  few. 

Another  long  range  goal  might  be  a 
mission.  The  preparation  and,  saving 
for  this  may  stretch  over  many  years. 

Each  year,  as  a  father,  I  have  felt  the 
great  influence  of  the  Family  Home 
Evening  manual  in  our  home.  These 
manuals  teach  us  a  lesson  in  setting 
goals  and  achieving  them,  as  each  man¬ 
ual  contains  a  goal  for  the  year’s 
course,  plus  a  goal  for  each  lesson 
through  the  year.  The  overall  goal  be¬ 
ing  “to  motivate  families  to  improve 
their  attitudes  and  behaviour  by  obeying 
the  laws  of  God  more  fully  .  .  .  the 
purpose  being  to  direct  each  individual 
to  question,  “How  does  this  concern 
me?"  One  answer  is  that  it  helps  build 
an  attitude  in  Latter-day  Saint  families 
that  will  inspire  them  to  obey  the 
laws  of  God  as  well  as  of  the  land 
even  when  it  means  self-denial.  Each 
lesson  suggests  what  this  family  hour 
can  do  for  members  of  the  family  in 
achieving  these  goals  and  getting  the 
messages  into  the  hearts  and  minds 
for  action. 

No  Little  Plans 

Someone  once  said,  “make  no  little 
plans — there’s  nothing  in  them  to  stir 
men’s  souls."  We  must  set  our  aim  high 
— even  though  we  may  fail  to  reach 
our  objective — we  will  have  progressed 
further  than  if  we  had  set  a  small 
goal.  We  are  told  by  the  Lord  in  this 
day  and  age  that  unless  we  are  headed 
in  the  right  direction  we  may  be  re¬ 
trogressing.  We  must  not  go  through 


life  aimlessly. 

Yes,  this  is  a  New  Era  in  Great 
Britain  for  the  Church  and  it  will  be 
only  as  great  as  each  Latter-day  Saint 
makes  it.  We  must  all  move  forward 
together — prompting  each  other  to 
“envision  the  goal." 
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Long  Range  Goals  —  Mission  — 


ic  President  David  O.  McKay  offers 
these  thoughts  to  guide  youth  in  the 
New  Year. 

"I  should  like  to  apply  the  few  say¬ 
ings  expressed  during  the  Saviour’s 
life  to  the  individual  lives  of  God's  chil¬ 
dren. 

"Jesus  spoke  not  only  to  the  few 
people  who  followed  Him,  but  to  all 
mankind.  So  I  take  that  admonition  to 
appfy  to  young  people  everwhere — 
seeking  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
his  righteousness — assuring  them  with 
faith,  that  all  other  things  needful  and 
helpful  will  be  added. 

"Too  many  people  in  the  world  seek 
to  become  useful  in  ways  which  are 
contrary  to  the  seeking  of  the  kingdom 
of  God.  In  other  words,  life  is  divided 
into  two  great  planes — the  animal  and 
the  spiritual.  If  you  open  your  eyes  and 
look  around  you,  you  will  find  that 
most  people  seek  delight  in  the  animal 
world  rather  than  in  the  spiritual.  With 
all  my  heart,  after  many  years’  experi¬ 
ence,  I  say  to  you  young  people  especi¬ 
ally,  that  usefulness,  pleasure,  joy  and 
happiness  in  this  life  come  by  following 
Christ’s  admonition  to  seek  first  His 
kingdom. 

"If  you  would  obtain  the  highest  suc¬ 
cess  and  the  most  contentment  of  mind, 
practice  in  your  daily  contacts  the  ideals 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

"I  do  not  hestitate  to  make  that 
statement  without  modification.  I  know 
the  results  will  be  what  I  have  indicat¬ 
ed.  They  will  make  our  young  peopie 
more  dutiful  sons  and  daughters,  more 


clever  students,  more  desirable  com¬ 
panions,  more  loyal  friends,  more  help- 
fu1  members  of  society,  more  worthy 
mothers  and  fathers  of  future  families; 
make  them  more  successful  in  fulfill¬ 
ing  the  measure  of  their  creation  on 
earth. 

To  you  students  I  would  say,  make 
yourselves  more  proficient  in  your 
chosen  professions  or  vocations;  be¬ 
come  more  efficient,  more  useful  to 
others,  and  have  more  personal  joy. 
Whatever  your  chosen  profession  or 
vocation,  be  determined  to  excel  there¬ 
in. 

1  Though  I  urge  excellence  on  the 
part  of  students,  there  is  something 
higher  than  excellence  in  your  chosen 
professions.  It  is  that  something  which 
makes  the  man.  It  is  something  which 
makes  the  beautiful  woman,  the  man 
of  service  to  humanity,  the  woman  of 
love  and  service  to  those  whom  she 
loves;  the  thing  which  a  man  really 
believes  in  his  heart,  which  he  cheri¬ 
shes  as  he  goes  through  life,  which 
guides  him  in  the  school  room,  iri  the 
dance  hall,  in  social  functions,  in  all  his 
activities — in  the  home,  the  Church, 
and  in  business.  What  he  actually  thinks 
is  the  thing  he  lives.  To  change  men 
in  the  world,  we  must  change  their 
thinking.  Men  do  not  go  beyond  their 
ideals.  They  often  fall  short  of  them, 
but  they  never  go  beyond  them. 

"Paul  puts  it  another  way: 

.  .  .  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye 
shall  not  fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh. 
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Temple  Marriage  —  Eternal  Life  Etc. 


For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the 
Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh; 
and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the 
other;  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things 
that  ye  would."  (Gal.  5:16,17.) 

Paul  enumerates  the  works  of  the 
flesh,  manifest  in: 

.  .  .  Adultery,  fornteetlon,  unclean¬ 
ness,  lasciviousness. 

‘‘Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance, 
emulations  wrath,  strife,  seditions, 
heresies. 


"Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  his  righteousness  ..."  and  that 
is  done  by  encouraging,  thinking,  and 
living  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  which  are 

"Love,  Joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gen¬ 
tleness  goodness,  faith. 

"Meekness,  temperance;  againstsuch 
there  is  no  law. 

"If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  walk 
in  the  Spirit."  Gal.  5:22-25

less  in  a  dense  forest  of  humanity. 
Some  lose  their  sense  of  direction: 
others  wisely  have  an  anchor,  and  they 
can  find  their  way  back,  even  if  they 
wander  across  the  road  or  become  con¬ 
fused  in  the  maze  of  human  association. 

That  anchorage  is  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  its  ideals.  Happiness, 
safety,  character  which  is  higher  than 
intellect,  result  from  holding  to  that 
anchor.  Be  true  to  the  spiritual  ideals 
of  honesty,  virtue,  chastity — the  anchor 
of  your  life — bringing  happiness  and 
peace  to  your  soul  by  following  those 
ideals  in  daily  Ijfe  .  .  Every  joy, 
every  happiness  may  be  yours  by  con¬ 
forming  to  the  ideals  as  set  forth  by 
the  Saviour. 

"But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  his  righteousness;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.” 
(Matt.  6:33.) 

ic  Due  to  the  pressures  of  daily  life 
and  the  apparent  inherent  "pull"  of  the 
mortal  world,  sometimes  it  is  easy 
for  one  to  lose  his  focus  upon  eternal 
things  and  lose  a  long-range  perspec¬ 
tive,  becoming  fully  absorbed  in  the 
affairs  of  the  present,  if  not  the  mo¬ 
ment  .  .  .  (Melchizedek  Priesthood 
manual  for  1966) 

"If  one  can  be  aroused  from  this 
mortal  lethargy  and  awakened  to  a  re¬ 
alization  of  the  incomparable  magni¬ 
tude  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Priesthood 
with  its  immortal  power,  he  cannot  be 


other  than  grateful  for  it  and  moved  to 
to  bring  himself  into  a  more  complete 
harmony  with  the  Gospel  and  God,  its 
author." 

Whole  Armour 

The  Lord  in  modern  day  revelation 
further  encourages  us  as  we  learn  from 
Doctrine  &  Covenants  27:15-18: 

"Wherefore,  lift  up  your  hearts  and 
rejoice,  and  gird  up  your  loins,  and  take 
upon  you  my  whole  armour  that  ye  may 
be  able  to  withstand  the  evil  day,  hav¬ 
ing  done  all  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
stand. 

"Stand,  therefore,  having  your  loins 
girt  about  with  truth,  having  on  fhe 
breastplate  of  righteousness,  and  your 
feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the 
gospel  of  peace,  which  I  have  sent 
mine  angels  to  commit  unto  you. 

"Taking  the  shield  of  faith  wherewith 
ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all  fiery 
darts  of  the  wicked. 

"And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation, 
and  the  sword  of  my  Spirit,  which  I 
will  pour  out  upon  you,  and  my  word 
which  I  reveal  unto  you,  and  be  agreed 
as  touching  all  things  whatsoever  ye 
ask  of  me,  and  be  faithful  until  I  come, 
and  ye  shall  be  caught  up,  that  where 
I  am  ye  shall  be  also.  Amen." 

Moved  Forward 

Go  forward  and  not  backward,  was 
the  admonition  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith: 

“Brethren,  shall  we  not  go  on  in  so 
great  a  cause?  Go  forward  and  not 
backward.  Courage,  brethren,  and  on 
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The  People  Perish"  Proverbs  29:15 


to  the  victory!  Let  your  hearts  rejoice, 
and  be  exceedingly  glad.  Let  the  earth 
break  forth  into  singing.  Let  the  dead 
speak  forth  anthems  of  eternal  praise 
to  the  King  Immanuel,  who  hath  ordain¬ 
ed,  before  the  world  was,  that  which 
would  enable  us  to  redeem  them  out 
of  their  prison  for  the  prisoners  shall 
go  free.  (D&C  128:22.) 

“Behold,  the  great  day  of  the  Lord  is 
at  hand,  and  who  can  abide  the  day  of 
his  coming,  and  who  can  stand  when 
he  appeareth?  .  .  ."  (D&C  128:24.) 

Each  Head  Accountable 

We  are  each  the  custodian  of  the 
years  of  mortality  with  which  we  have 
been  blessed  and  each  will  be  held 
accountable  for  the  use  of  those  same 
years.  By  the  same  right,  each  is  charg¬ 
ed  with  his  intellectual  and  other  per¬ 
sonal  skills  and  endowments  and  the 
utilization  thereof.  The  Lord  told  us 
each  is  the  steward  over  his  posses¬ 
sions  and  will  be  held  responsible  for 
what  he  does  with  the  same.  Each  hol¬ 
der  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood 
needs  to  examine  his  life  thus  determin¬ 
ing  the  stewardship  and  administration 
of  his  spiritual  affairs  and  resolve  to 
improve  in  this  area  under  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord. 

Again,  the  Lord  has  counseled  in  this 
day  “and  whoso  is  found  a  faithful,  a 
just,  and  a  wise  steward  shall  enter 
into  the  joy  of  his  Lord,  and  shall  inherit 
eternal  life."  (D&C  51:19) 

“And  he  that  is  a  faithful  and  wise 
steward  shall  inherit  all  things."  D&C 


78:22.) 

For  behold  He  said,  “this  is  my  work 
and  my  glory  to  bring  about  the  im¬ 
mortality  and  eternal  life  of  man.” 

It  was  the  late  U.S.  Senator  Robert 
F.  Kennedy  who  said  that  this  genera¬ 
tion  is  faced  with  the  task  of  taking  the 
lead  in  the  introduction  of  “a  new 
order  of  things,  and  the  road  is  strewn 
with  many  dangers.” 

Senator  Kennedy  cited  four  dan¬ 
gers.  He  quoted  an  Italian  philosopher 
who  said  that  “there  is  nothing  more 
difficult  to  take  in  hand,  more  perilous 
to  conduct,  or  more  uncertain  in  its 
success  than  to  take  the  lead  in  the 
introduction  of  a  new  order  of  things." 

The  danger  of  futility  is  first.  Few 
will  have  the  greatness  to  bend  history 
itself,  but  each  of  us  can  work  to 
change  a  small  portion  of  events,  and 
in  the  total  of  all  those  acts  will  be 
written  the  history  of  this  generation 

.  .  Each  time  a  man  stands  up  for 
an  ideal,  or  acts  to  improve  the  lot 
of  others,  or  strikes  out  against  in¬ 
justice,  he  sends  forth  a  tiny  ripple  of 
hope,  and  crossing  each  other  from  a 
million  different  centres  of  energy  and 
daring,  those  ripples  build  a  current 
that  can  sweep  down  the  mightiest 
walls  ot  oppression  and  resistance. 

“If  Athens  shall  appear  great  to  you 
consider  then  that  her  glories  were 
purchased  by  valiant  men  and  by  men 
who  learnt  their  duty"  said  Pericles. 
That  is  the  source  of  all  greatness  in 
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all  societies,  and  it  is  the  key  to  pro¬ 
gress  in  our  time. 

One  thing  that  the  late  President 
John  F.  Kennedy  stood  for,  that  touched 
the  most  profound  feelings  of  people 
across  the  world,  was  the  belief  that 
idealism,  high  aspirations,  and  deep 
convictions  are  not  incompatible  with 
the  most  practical  and  efficient  of  pro¬ 
grammes —  that  there  is  no  basic  in¬ 
consistency  between  ideals  and  real¬ 
istic  possibilities,  no  separation  between 
the  deepest  desires  of  heart  and  mind 
and  the  rational  application  of  human 
effort  to  human  problems. 

This  second  danger  of  expediency  Is 
of  those  who  say  that  hopes  and  be 
liefs  must  bend  before  immediate  nec¬ 
essities.  Of  course,  if  we  would  act 
effectively  we  must  deal  with  the 
world  as  it  is.  We  must  get  things  done. 

Of  course,  to  adhere  to  standards, 
to  idealisms,  co  vision  in  the  face  of 
immediate  dangeis,  takes  great  cour¬ 
age  and  self-confidence.  But  we  also 
know  that  only  those  who  dare  to  fail 
greatly  can  ever  achieve  greatly. 

Timidity  is  the  third  danger.  Few  men 
are  willing  to  brave  the  disapproval 
of  their  fellows,  the  censure  of  their 
colleagues,  the  wrath  of  their  society. 
Moral  courage  is  a  rarer  commodity 
than  bravery  in  battle  or  great  intellig¬ 
ence.  Yet  it  is  the  one  essential,  vital 
quality  for  those  who  seek  to  change 
a  world  that  yields  most  painfully  to 
change. 

Aristotle  said,  “at  the  Olympic  games 
it  is  not  the  finest  and  the  strongest 
men  who  are  crowned,  but  they  who 
enter  the  lists...  .  So  in  the  life  of  the 
honourable  and  the  good  it  is  they  who 
act  rightly  who  win  the  prize." 

And  so  in  this  generation  those  with 
the  courage  to  enter  the  moral  conflict 
will  find  themselves  with  companions 
in  every  corner  of  the  world. 

The  temptation  to  follow  the  easy 


and  familiar  paths  of  personal  ambition 
and  financial  success  so  grandly  spread 
before  those  who  enjoy  the  privilege 
of  education  leads  to  the  fourth  danger 
— comfort.  But  that  is  not  the  road 
history  has  marked  for  us. 

Like  it  or  not  we  live  in  times  of 
danger  and  uncertainty,  but  they  are 
also  more  operr  to  the  creative  energy 
of  men  than  any  other  time  in  history. 
Our  future  may  lie  beyond  our  vision, 
but  it  is  not  completely  beyond  our 
control. 

It  is  the  shaping  of  the  irrestible 
tides  of  history  by  our  own  hands 
matched  to  reason  and  principle,  that 
will  determine  destiny.  There  is  pride 
in  that,  even  arrogance,  but  there 
is  also  experience  and  truth.  In  any 
event,  it  is  the  only  way  we  can  live. 

Yes.  we  can  perish  without  vision. 
Life  can  hold  more  than  we  ever  dream¬ 
ed,  if  we  have  a  goal,  for  where  there 
is  no  vision  ...  we  may  perish.

This  year,  however, 
looking  back  on  1968  with  its  riots, 
wars,  protests,  famine,  disasters,  crime 
and  general  immorality  and  discontent, 
it.  seems  to  me  that  if  I  and  the  millions 
of  ordinary  housewives  and  mothers, 


like  myself,  could  achieve  a  few  well 
thought  out  goals  which  will  improve 
and  develop  not  only  our  own  personali¬ 
ties  and  characters,  but  also  those  of 
our  families,  then  we  could  be  a  great 
force  in  making  this  world  a  healthier, 
happier,  more  spiritual  place  in  which 
to  live. 

Lesson  Objectives 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind  I  re¬ 
called  a  recent  Relief  Society  lesson. 
The  objective  of  which  was  to  stress 
that  control  is  the  focus  which  gives 
energy  its  direction.  To  illustrate  a  Story 
by  Albert  Wetjin  entitled  "Command" 
was  studied.  This  was  the  story  of  a 
captain  of  a  passenger  ship.  His  respon¬ 
sibilities  lay  in  three  main  directions, 
first,  his  ship;  second  his  crew;  and 
third,  his  passengers.  The  last  being 
equal  with  the  first  in  importance.  He 
could  not  channel  his  thoughts  and  act¬ 
ions  on  one  of  these  responsibilities 
at  a  time,  all  three  must  be  constantly 
receiving  his  time  and  attention  and 
he  must  never  at  any  time  convey  any 
anxiety  he  may  feel  to  any  of  his  pass¬ 
engers'.  He  must  be  in  command  the 
whole  of  the  time.  True  he  had  officers 
and  men  to  help  him  but  his  was  the 
ultimate  responsibility  if  they  failed  so 
he  must  be  in  constant  touch  with  every 
aspect  of  that  voyage.  There  were  many 
anxieties.  As  his  passengers  lay  peace¬ 
fully  sleeping  he  was  steering  the  ship 
through  fog  and  icy  waters,  at  the  same 
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time  he  must  listen  to  the  ships  Doctor 
who  had  a  dying  seaman  below.  As 
they  came  through  the  fog  and  he  was 
about  to  climb  into  his  bunk  a  new 
problem  confronted  him.  Fire  had  brok¬ 
en  out  in  the  engine  room,  the  source 
of  which  was  not  easily  traced.  They 
were  carrying  oil,  one  small  spark  could 
set  the  whole  ship  ablaze.  Ships  in  the 
vicinity  must  be  warned  of  their  danger 
in  case  they  were  needed  for  rescue. 
A  constant  eye  must  be  kept  on  the 
weather,  a  dead  seaman  needed  burial. 
Through  all  this  he  must  continue  to 
mingle  with  his  passengers  at  regular 
intervals  to  dine  with  them,  engage  in 
the  general  pleasant  conversation  of 
the  ladies,  play  bridge  with  and  listen 
to  the  rather  boring  jokes  of  a  share¬ 
holder  travelling  with  him,  who  made 
no  bones  of  telling  him  he  had  an  easy 
job  with  so  many  men  to  do  his  bidding. 
At  no  time  must  any  of  his  passengers 
see  in  him  any  trace  of  his  worries  and 
fears,  his  tiredness  or  weight  of  his  re" 
sponsibilities.  He  must  be  in  control 
all  the  time  he  was  steering  his  ship, 
passengers  and  crew,  safely  to  harbour. 

Control  Emotions 

After  the  story  ,  the  position  of  the 
captain  was  likend  to  that  of  a  mother. 
Although  the  settings  and  responsibili¬ 
ties  are  different  a  housewife  and 
mother  must  cope  with  innumerable 
responsibilities,  worries  and  anxieties, 
focusing  her  attention  on  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  family  all  at  one  time.  To  be 
successful  she  must  have  the  supreme 
outward  calm  and  control  shown  by 
the  captain.  Here,  I  thought,  is  my  first 
goal  for  1969.  More  control  of  emotions 
“Feelings”  the  class  leader  said  “are 
good  servants  but  bad  masters”.  How 
true  this  is.  If  I  can  exercise  more 
control  and  can  teach  my  family  the 
advantages  of  being  in  command  of 
their  feelings,  then  here  will  be  four 


people  better  equipped  to  resist  the 
temptations  of  the  world. 

Handcart  Pioneers 

A  second  story  “Ordeal  by  Handcart” 
by  Wallace  Stegner  was  an  account  by 
a  non-Mormon  of  the  plight  of  the  last 
two  handcart  companies  to  cross  the 
plains  in  1856.  Their  control  came  thr¬ 
ough  in  the  fact  that  no  matter  how 
desperate  their  plight  they  never  once 
deviated  from  the  high  standards  of 
Latter-day  Saint  life.  The  outstanding 
quality  of  their  ordeals  however,  must 
be  their  indomitable  courage  in  the 
face  of  extreme  adversity.  Each  day,  no 
matter  how  weak  they  were  they  rose 
up  and  pushed  a  little  further.  Fathers 
carried  their  children  until  the  day  be¬ 
fore  they  died.  One  young  girl  died  in 
the  act  of  putting  food  to  her  lips. 
“Life  went  out  as  smoothly  as  a  lamp 
when  the  oil  runs  out”.  What  tremen¬ 
dous  courage.  Then  someone  suggested 
we  needed  just  as  much  courage  today 
but  in  other  directions  from  sheer  phy¬ 
sical  courage. 

Head  Our  Children 

Thinking  upon  this  led  me  to  my 
second  goal — courage.  I  don’t  have  to 
lead  my  children  through  frozen  wastes, 
underfed  and  inadequately  clothed, 
sleeping  with  only  the  sky  for  a  roof, 
but  looking  again  at  the  world  as  it 
is  today  I  certainly  need  as  much  cour¬ 
age  as  those  early  Saints  to  lead  them 
through  the  hazards  that  beset  us  on 
every  side.  In  the  face  of  worldly  opp¬ 
osition  it  will  take  courage  to  speak 
out  against  those  evil  practices  which 
will  lead  them  through  the  frozen  wast¬ 
es  of  momentary  pleasures,  leaving 
them  spiritually  underfed  and  under¬ 
clothed  to  sleep  under  the  sky  of  total 
destruction.  This  courage  I  must  acquire 
for  myself.  I  must  be  ever  ready  to 
speak  out  in  support  of  important  Gos- 
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pel  principles  to  all  whom  I  meet. 
This  courage  must  also  be  fostered  in 
my  family.  By  example  I  must  lead  them 
in  not  only  striving  to  better  live  the 
teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  themselves, 
but  in  exhorting  others  to  accept  them 
into  their  lives. 

Hope  Of  Achievement 

These  then  are  my  goals  for  1969. 
"Mot  many",  some  may  say.  True,  but 
I  feel  the  folly  of  past  resolutions  was 
that  too  many  were  made  and  there 
was  no  hope  of  achieving  them.  If  I  set 
goals  they  must  be  realistic  in  that  I 


can  have  some  hope  of  achievement. 
These  two — Control  and  Courage — will 
not  be  achieved  easily  in  a  short  time 
I  shall  need  to  work  at  them  constantly 
on  each  of  the  365  days. 

If  each  Latter-day  Saint  housewife  in 
Great  Britain  would  set  just  two  goals 
for  achievement  in  1969  what  a  great 
and  mighty  force,  for  good  we  could  be- 
become,  with  our  families  "in  training" 
following.  Whatever  our  goal  each  step 
will  show  on  our  new  year  sheet  of 
driven  snow.  Each  one  achieved  will 
be  of  valuable  assistance  to  us  in  the 
building  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.

^  I  could  think  of  one  hundred  or  more 
goals  I  would  like  to  score  in  1969  as 
a  District  President.  When  a  football 
player  goes  out  onto  the  playing  field, 
his  hopes  are  for  his  Team  to  win. 
Planned  preparation  by  the  Team,  the 
Manager  and  the  Trainer  many  days 
before  the  match  mould  the  team  into 
good  physical  and  spiritual  condition, 
not  for  the  player’s  own  sake  but  for 
the  good  of  the  Team.

It  We  worship  God  the  Father  through 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  He,  the 
Saviour,  who  is  the  Head  of  the  Church, 
its  great  High  Priest,  its  Founder,  and 
its  Inspiration.  All  others,  whether  they 
be  prophets,  apostles,  elders,  members 
— all  others  are  willingly  subservient 
to  Him.  We  agree  with  the  Apostle  Paul 
that  .  .  .  there  is  none  other  name 
under  heaven  given  among  men,  where¬ 
by  we  must  be  saved.”  (Acts  4:12.) 

Perhaps  many  would  refer  to  the 
Church  as  the  “Mormon"  Church;  while 
we  do  not  object  to  that  designation, 
it  may  be  a  bit  misleading.  Mormon 
was  an  ancient  American  prophet, 
whose  name  was  given  to  a  sacred  re¬ 
cord  which  he  compiled;  but  though 
this  may  be  called  the  Mormon  Church, 
it  is  not  the  Church  of  Mormon,  nor 
is  it  the  Church  of  Joseph  Smith  nor  of 
Brigham  Young,  nor  of  any  other  man. 

It  is  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Though  the  Western  nations  believe 
in  God,  or  claim  to,  and  in  the  freedom 
of  men,  and  the  worth  of  the  individual, 
there  are  hundreds  of  millions  of  our 
fellow  men  who  are  being  taught  that 
God  is  a  myth  and  religion  but  an 
opiate;  who  are  being  indoctrinated, 
while  their  minds  and  bodies  are  en¬ 
slaved,  to  believe  in  the  monstrous 
supremacy  of  the  totalitarian  state. 


Presidency 

Many  Live  In  Fear 

While  we  are  preaching  Christ  and 
Him  crucified,  there  are  millions  on 
the  earth  who  dare  not  mention  His 
name  except  in  derision  and  anathema. 
The  battlefronts  in  this  cold  war  are 
divided  into  sectors:  social,  economic, 
scientific,  geographic,  ideological;  but 
the  one  front  on  which  the  enemy  is 
concentrating,  the  one  front  which 
makes  him  gnash  his  teeth  at  its  very 
name,  is  the  front  which  may  be  called 
"God  and  religion.”  The  war — cold  or 
hot —  will  be  waged  by  the  followers 
of  Christ  versus  anti-Christ. 

That  being  true,  it  is  incumbent  upon 
all  Christians  eveywhere  to  re-examine 
our  creeds,  our  fundamental  concepts, 
our  basic  faith,  and  ask  ourselves  again 
the  meaning  of  the  word  “God"  in  our 
theology,  and  the  place  of  God  in  our 
lives.  Our  allegiance  must  be  intelligent 
and  well-defined. 

Every  man  should  answer  for  himself 
the  question,  “What  think  ye  of  Christ?  ’ 
(Matt.  22:42.)  I  should  like  to  bear 
my  testimony  of  Him  and  indicate 
briefly  His  status  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  all  Latter-day  Saints  as  back¬ 
ground  and  introductory,  or,  by  way 
of  contrast — for  none  other,  however 
great,  can  be  compared  to  Him —  may 
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I  call  attention  for  a  moment  to  what 
the  tourist  may  see  when  he  goes  to 
Europe  or  the  Middle  East,  as  he  visits 
the  birthplaces  and  the  resting  places 
of  the  notable  ones  of  the  earth — the 
poets,  authors,  soldiers,  and  statesmen. 

Impressive  Sites 

The  tourist  will  probably  be  impress¬ 
ed  by  the  ruins  of  ancient  cities  and 
the  crumbling  monuments  and  tomb¬ 
stones  of  many  who  are  called  great. 
Some  of  these  ancients  built  and  gar¬ 
nished  their  own  sepulchres  and  gilded 
their  tombs  in  order  to  display  their 
wealth  and  to  indicate  their  status.  The 
visitor  will  be  impressed  by  the  Colos¬ 
seum  in  Rome,  the  Acropolis  in  Athens, 
and  admire  the  work  of  former  masters 
in  art,  literature,  philosophy,  and  gov¬ 
ernment.  He  will  be  reminded  of  the 
pomp  of  the  Pharaohs  in  Egypt  as  he 
visits  the  pyramids,  and  may  ask:  “Why 
such  colossal  expenditure  of  money 
and  time  and  lives  to  build  a  tomb?*1 
He  will  propably  leave  without  an  ans¬ 
wer  to  his  question  and  remember 
only  the  inscrutable  smile  of  the  Sphinx. 

But  if  his  tour  leads  him  to  the  Holy 
Land,  he  will  be  inspired  by  the  thought 
that  though  Rome  had  her  Caesars, 
her  master  artists,  and  her  geniuses; 
though  Athens  had  her  conquerors, 
her  statesmen,  and  her  philosophers; 
though  Egypt  had  her  pompous  dictat¬ 
ors  and  her  unrelenting  Pharaohs,  It 
remained  for  little  Bethlehem  and  later 
Nazareth  and  Galilee  to  give  to  this 
world  its  most  transcendent  personage. 

In  Jerusalem  one  has  the  privilege  of 
standing  before  an  open  tomb — a  tomb 
that  was  once  closed  by  a  great  stone 
on  which  was  placed  the  seal  of  Rome 
and  over  which  a  guard  was  mounted. 
But  that  stone  was  rolled  away,  that 
seal  was  broken,  that  guard  was  over¬ 
come,  that  tomb  was  opened  by  an 
angel  of  the  Lord.  That  borrowed  sepu¬ 
lchre  was  neither  gilded  nor  decorated, 


and  in  it  was  found  no  earthly  treasure, 
for  its  temporary  tenant  was  destitute 
of  worldly  goods.  In  life  He  had  no 
place  to  lay  His  head,  and  in  death 
there  was  no  place  to  lay  His  body — 
hence,  the  pity  of  a  friend. 

Lowly  Tomb  ? 

But  there  came  forth  from  that  lowly 
tomb  riches  beyond  all  price.  The 
lifeless  body,  which  was  placed  there 
by  loving  hands  three  days  previously, 
came  forth  from  that  tomb  triumphant 
over  death,  a  resurrected,  glorified  Per¬ 
sonage,  the  first  fruits  of  them  that 
slept.  And  the  rewards  of  that  victory 
are  to  be  shared  among  all  men  every¬ 
where,  for  as  Paul  said,  “For  since  by 
man  came  death,  by  man  came  also 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

“For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.”  (1  Cor. 
15:21-22.) 

And  what  was  it  that  came  from  that 
open  tomb?  Was  it  merely  a  spirit? 
He  JHimself  answered  that  question 
when  He  stood  among  His  followers 
who  were  amazed  and  frightened  at 
His  appearance.  He  said  to  them,  “.  .  . 
Why  are  ye  troubled?  and  why  do 
thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts? 

“Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that 
it  is  I  myself:  handle  me,  and  see; 
for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as 
ye  see  me  have."  (Luke  24:  38-39.) 

Man  Of  Galilee 

This  Babe  of  Bethlehem,  this  Carpen¬ 
ter  of  Nazareth,  this  Man  of  Galilee, 
never  wrote  a  book,  and  yet  the  story 
of  what  He  said  and  did  during  the 
three  short  years  of  His  ministry,  which 
was  faithfully,  though  only  partially, 
recorded  by  His  humble  disciples,  has 
been  read  and  reread  by  more  people 
in  more  languages  than  any  other  book. 

He  left  no  masterpiece  on  canvas, 
and  yet  His  life  and  death  have  been 
the  inspiration  for  more  artists  than 
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any  other  subject.  He  left  no  monument 
in  stone  or  bronze  or  marble,  and  yet 
the  image  of  His  divine  manhood  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  millions  down 
through*  the  centuries. 

We  testify  of  and  worship  not  only 
one  who  lived  and  died  two  thousand 
years  ago  but  also  of  one  who  was 
resurrected  from  the  dead  and  is  now 
living — one  who  is  comprehensible,  one 
who  has  a  material,  though  an  immortal 
body  as  He  Himself  declared  when  He 
said  to  His  astonished  followers:  “Han¬ 
dle  me  and  see."  It  was  that  same 
body  which  ascended  into  heaven  out 
near  Bethany  when  a  cloud  enveloped 
Him,  and  to  the  amazement  and  aston¬ 
ishment  of  his  followers,  He  ascended 
into  heaven.  Two  men  in  white  standing 
by  said,  “Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand 
ye  gazing  into  heaven?  this  same  Jesus, 
which  is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye 
have  seen  him  go  into  heaven."  (Acts 
1:11.) 


We  Testify 

Peter  declared  that  the  heaven  must 
receive  Him  until  the  time  of  the  “.  .  . 
restitution  of  all  things,  which  God 
hath  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his 
holy  prophets  since  the  world  began." 
(Ibid..  3:21.) 

Yes,  we  testify  of  the  First  Begotten 
of  the  Father  in  the  spirit,  the  Only 
Begotten  Son  of  God  in  the  flesh,  a 
member  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  the  Creator 
of  the  world.  To  prove  He  was  the  Cre¬ 
ator  we  quote  the  words  of  John,  the 
Apostle:  "In  the  beginning  was  the 
Word,  and  the  Word  was  with  God, 
and  the  Word  was  God.  The  same  was 
in  the  beginning  with  God.  All  things 
were  made  by  him;  and  without  him 
was  not  any  thing  made  that  was 
made."  (John  1:1-3.)  That  the  Word 
referred  to  was  none  other  than  the 
Christ  becomes  evident  when  one  reads 
the  fourteenth  verse:  “And  the  Word 
was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us, 
(and  we  beheld  his  glory,  the  glory 
as  of  the  only  begotten  of  the  Father,) 
full  of  grace  and  truth.”  (Ibid.,  1:14.)

^  We  live  in  the  period  of  time 
spoken  of  by  the  prophets  of  the  Bible, 
when  all  the  keys  of  the  priesthood, 
the  powers,  the  gifts,  and  the  authority 
are  restored  and  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  servants  of  the  Lord  in  this  day,  all 
of  which  is  preparatory  to  the  ushering 
in  of  the  millennial  reign  of  the  Saviour. 

The  Primary  purposes  of  this  dispen¬ 
sation  are  first,  to  gather  Israel  through 
the  great  missionary  service  of  the 
Church  and  the  proselyting  effort  of 
all  of  us,  that  through  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  they  may  seek  and  find 
salvation  and  exaltation  with  their  fam¬ 
ilies. 

And  secondly,  the  redemption  and 
salvation  of  the  dead  through  vicarious 
service. 

Most  Significant 

Section  two  of  the  Doctrine  and  Cov¬ 
enants  contains  the  words  spoken  by 
Moroni,  the  angel  who  appeared  to 
Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet.  While  it  Is 
very  brief,  it  is,  nevertheless,  one  of 
the  most  significant  and  important  of 
all  revelations.  Elder  John  A.  Widtsoe 
one  time  had  this  to  say  about  this 
section: 

“The  beginning  and  the  end  of  the 
Gospel  is  written  in  section  two  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants.  It  is  the  key¬ 
stone  of  the  wonderful  Gospel  arch; 
and  If  that  center  stone  should  weaken 


and  fall  out,  the  whole  Gospel  structure 
would  topple  down  in  unorganized  doc¬ 
trinal  blocks." 

Let  us  see  what  is  contained  in  this 
momentous  revelation: 

“Behold,  I  will  reveal  unto  you  the 
Priesthood,  by  the  hand  of  Elijah  the 
prophet,  before  the  coming  of  the  great 
and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord. 

“And  he  shall  plant  in  the  hearts  of 
the  children  the  promises  made  to  the 
fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the  children 
shall  turn  to  their  fathers. 

“If  it  were  not  so,  the  whole  earth 
would  be  utterly  wasted  at  his  coming." 
(D&C  2.) 

Lord's  Promise 

Thus  in  this  revelation,  Moroni  reiter¬ 
ated  the  promise  of  the  Lord  made  thr¬ 
ough  Malachi,  centuries  before.  (Mai. 
3:  5-6) 

About  twelve  and  a  half  years  after 
these  pronouncements  were  given  by 
Moroni,  Elijah  actually  appeared  to  Jo¬ 
seph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery  and 
committed  into  their  hands  the  keys  of 
the  sealing  power  and  said  unto  them, 
“.  .  .by  this  ye  may  know  that  the  great 
and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  is  near, 
even  at  the  doors."  (D&C  110:16.) 

Along  with  the  restoration  of  the 
keys  and  the  powers  of  the  priesthood 
to  enable  the  living  and  the  dead  to 
gain  salvation,  there  came  an  almost 
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overwhelming  responsibility  and  oblig¬ 
ation  to  the  Latter-day  Saints,  to  act 
as  agents  of  the  Lord  in  bringing  about 
the  programme  of  salvation  and  redemp¬ 
tion  to  their  fellow  men. 

Equal  Opportunity 

Where  in  all  the  world  can  you  find 
a  people  whose  faith  teaches  them  to 
recognize  the  justice  and  mercy  of  God 
in  granting  to  all  men,  living  or  dead, 
the  same  or  at  least  an  equal  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  receive  salvation?  Since  God  is 
just,  His  divine  plan  of  salvation  in¬ 
cludes  the  means  and  the  power  by 
which  those  who  have  died  without  a 
knowledge  of  the  Gospel  may  hear  it, 
and  if  they  will,  receive  it,  and  thereby 
gain  the  gift  of  eternal  life 

In  a  public  discourse,  Pres.  Wilford 
Woodruff  once  made  this  significant 
and  consistent  statement: 

"Since  God  is  no  respecter  of  per¬ 
sons,  He  will  not  give  privileges  to  one 
generation  and  withhold  them  from  an¬ 
other.  The  whole  human  family,  from 
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Father  Adam  to  our  day,  have  got  to 
have  the  same  privileges  somewhere, 
of  hearing  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  They 
have  to  be  preached  to  in  the  spirit 
world  But  nobody  will  baptize  them 
there  'Therefore,  someone  must  ad¬ 
minister  to  them  by  proxy  here  in  the 
flesh,  that  they  may  be  judged  accord¬ 
ing  to  man  in  the  flesh  and  have  part 
in  the  first  resurrection. 

And  a  few  years  later,  this  great 
leader  said: 

"We  have  to  enter  these  temples  and 
redeem  our  dead.  This  is  the  great  work 
of  the  last  dispensation,  the  redemp¬ 
tion  of  the  living  and  of  the  dead.” 

Twofold  Obligation 

Now  the  redemption  of  the  dead 
carries  a  twofold  obligation  and  mission, 
to  which  we  have  all  been  called  by 
revelation  of  the  Lord.  In  the  journal 
of  Pres.  Woodruff  he  wrote  this: 

"I,  Wilford  Woodruff,  received  the 
following  revelation  from  the  Lord.” 
Included  in  that  revelation  which  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  Presidency 
and  the  Twelve  of  the  Church  and  by 
the  Church  in  conference  assembled,  is 
found  this  admonition: 

"We  want  the  Latter-day  Saints  from 
this  time  to  trace  their  genealogies 
as  far  as  they  can  and  be  sealed  to 
their  fathers  and  to  their  mothers  and 
have  their  children  sealed  to  their 
parents  and  run  this  chain  through  as 
far  as  you  can  get  it.  This  is  the  will  of 
the  Lord  to  the  people.” 

There  can  be  no  substitute  for  the 
Lord’s  plan  in  redeeming  our  dead  re¬ 
latives,  and  no  amount  of  side-stepping 
our  individual  responsibility  will  excuse 
us  for  neglecting  to  do  these  two  im¬ 
portant  things,  namely,  identifying  the 
dead  from  the  records  available,  and 
then  seeing  to  it  that  they  have  receiv¬ 
ed  in  the  temples  by  proxy  the  necess¬ 
ary  ordinances  for  their  salvation. 
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"We  Believe  In  Jesus, 
The  Son  Of  God"

^  We  invite  all  men  everywhere  to 
come  unto  Christ,  to  accept  Him  as  the 
Son  of  God,  to  obey  the  laws  He  has 
revealed,  thereby  gaining  peace  in  this 
life  and  eternal  salvation  in  the  life  to 
come. 

We  believe  in  Christ.  We  testify  of 
His  divine  \Sonship.  President  David 
O.  McKay  has  testified  that  “Christ 
the  Son  of  Righteousness  came  with 
healing  in  His  wings  in  the  Meridian 
of  Time,"  that  “He  is  the  true  Light  of 
of  men's  lives,"  and  that  as  “the  Prince 
of  Peace"  He  “shall  reign  as  King  of 
kings  and  Lord  of  lords." 

We  believe  as  the  Book  of  Mormon 
says,  .  that  there  shall  be  no  other 
name  given  nor  any  other  way  nor 
means  whereby  salvation  can  come 
unto  the  children  of  men,  only  in  and 
through  the  name  of  Christ,  the  Lord 
Omnipotent."  (Mosiah  3:17.) 

We  believe  again  in  the  language  of 
the  Bpok  of  Mormon,  “.  .  .  that  salvat¬ 
ion  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come,  in 
and  through  the  atoning  blood  of 
Christ,  the  Lord  Omnipotent."  (ibid., 
3:18.) 

Wp  believe  as  John  the  Baptist  said: 
“He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath 
everlasting  life:  and  he  that  believeth 


not  the  Son  shall  not  see  life;  but  the 
wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him."  (John 
3:36.) 

We  believe  in  the  language  of  Paul, 
“That  if  thou  shalt  confess  With  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe 
in  thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised  him 
from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved." 
(Rom.  10:9.) 

Belief  Basic 

Belief  in  Christ  is  basic  and  funda¬ 
mental  to  the  Christian  faith.  He  is  the 
one  sure  foundation.  By  him  all  things 
are,  and  upon  him  all  things  rest.  As 
Paul  said:  .  .  other  foundation  can 

no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is 
Jesus  Christ."  (1  Cor.  3:11.) 

But  we  deplore  and  are  saddened 
by  the  lack  of  unity  among  professing 
Christians,  lack  of  unity  as  to  His 
divine  sonship,  His  atonement  and  mis¬ 
sion  and  the  Gospel  plan  which  bears 
His  name.  One  group  of  sincere  and 
devout  persons  believes  one  thing  and 
another  group  something  else. 

We  look  forward  with  hope,  however, 
to  an  eventual  day  when  honest  men 
among  ajl  natidms  shall  know  wh/o 
Christ  is,  what  His  laws  are,  and  what 
they  must  do  to  be  saved  in  His  king¬ 
dom. 
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To  aid  these  sincere  seekers  after 
spiritual  certainty,  may  we  testify  to 
the  world  of  those  things  which  have 
been  revealed  to  us  concerning  this 
greatest  of  all  men — Jesus,  our  Lord 
and  Master.  May  we  begin  by  taking 
this  statement  of  Paul  about  confessing 
Christ,  believing  in  His  resurrection, 
and  consequently  gaining  salvation. 

Paul’s  Message 

Here  is  a  man  who  says  he  has  a 
message  for  “all  that  be  in  Rome.”  He 
announces:  I  am  "Paul,  a  servant  of 
Jesus  Christ,  called  to  be  an  apostle." 

I  bring  you  "the  gospel  of  God,"  which 
gospel  is  that  “Jesus  Christ  our  Lord" 
was  both  “the  seed  of  David  according 
to  the  flesh,”  and  also  “the  Son  of 
God."  (See  Rom.  1:1-7.) 

This  man  Paul,  who  speaks  for  God, 
then  says:  "...  my  heart’s  desire  and 
prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is,  that  they 
might  be  saved.”  (Ibid.,  10:1.)  He  then 
reveals  his  fears  that  they  may  not 
gain  salvation,  for  he  says:  “.  .  . 
they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  knowledge"  (Ibid.,  10:2); 
that  is,  they  had  a  system  of  religion 
and  sought  in  their  way  to  worship  God, 
but  their  course  was  not  based  on  a 
knowledge  of  the  truth. 

And  so,  to  chart  the  course  which 
they  and  all  men  must  follow  to  gain 
salvation,  Paul  gave  this  glorious  state¬ 
ment:  "...  if  thou  shalt  confess  with 
thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt 
believe  in  thine  heart  that  God  hath 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt 
be  saved.”  (Ibid.,  10:9.) 

Now,  If  we  are  to  believe  in  Christ, 
we  must  know  who  He  is  and  what  it 
means  to  believe  in  Him.  True  worship 
presupposes  that  men  know  whom  they 
worship  and  know  how  to  worship. 

Son  of  God 

Is  He,  as  the  Mohammedans  say, 


one  of  the  prophets,  but  not  the  Son 
of  God? 

Is  He,  as  some  professors  of  religion 
assert,  a  great  moral  teacher,  but  not 
the  Saviour  and  Redeemer? 

Is  He,  as  some  of  old  claimed,  the 
carpenter’s  son,  but  not  the  promised 
Messiah? 

Is  He,  as  some  creeds  recite,  an 
incomprehensible,  incorporeal,  uncreat¬ 
ed  spirit  which  fills  immensity,  but 
not  the  literal  offspring  of  that  God  in 
whose  image  man  is  created? 

Or  is  He,  as  we  testify,  the  Son  of 
God,  the  Firstborn  in  pre-existence, 
the  Only  Begotten  in  the  flesh,  the 
Creator  find  promised  Messiah,  the 
Redeemer  and  Saviour  who  has  mani¬ 
fested  Himself  in  our  day,  and  who  will 
soon  return  in  glory  to  reign  on  earth 
a  thousand  years? 

How  shall  we  know  who  or  what 
Christ  actually  is? 

Paul  Answers 

Paul  answers  this  to  the  Romans  by 
first  saying:  "...  whosoever  shall  call 
upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
saved”  (Ibid.,  10:13)  and  by  then  ask¬ 
ing  four  questions  which  grow  out  of 
this  plea  for  men  to  approach  their 
God: 

First:  “How  then  shall  they  call  on 
him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed?” 
(Ibid.  10:14.)  Believe  in  God.thatholy 
Being  in  whose  image  man  is  created. 

Second:  “.  .  .  how  shall  they  believe 
in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard?” 
(Idem.)  The  knowledge  of  God  must 
be  revealed,  the  gospel  taught. 

Third:  ”...  how  shall  they  hear  with¬ 
out  a  preacher?"  (Idem.)  Preachers, 
Apostles,  prophets,  teachers,  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Lord  must  do  the  teach¬ 
ing. 

Fourth:  .  .  how  shall  they  preach, 

except  they  be  sent?"  (Ibid.,  10:15.) 
Only  those  can  preach  and  teach  who 
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are  actually  called  of  God  and  sent 
forth  by  Him. 

Walk  By  Faith 

In  other  words,  if  we  "call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord,”  if  we  confess  the 
Lord  Jesus  with  the  mouth,  if  we  be¬ 
lieve  in  our  hearts  "that  God  hath  rais¬ 
ed  Him  from  the  dead,"  it  is  because 
we  first  believe  and  accept  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  the  Apostle  or  prophet  who  is 
sent  of  God  to  give  us  the  knowledge 
of  salvation.  It  is  not  the  Lord's  pro¬ 
gramme  to  appear  personally  to  every 
man  and  tell  him  what  to  believe  and 
how  to  act  to  be  saved.  In  this,  our 
second  estate,  we  are  to  walk  by  faith, 
not  by  sight. 

But  it  is  the  Lord’s  programme  to 
send  legal  administrators  endowed  with 
power  from  on  high,  to  send  prophets 
and  Apostles  to  teach  His  truths  and 
perform  the  ordinances  of  salvation. 

Paul  was  one  of  these.  Since  he  was 
sent  to  the  Romans,  that  nation  was 
required  to  accept  him  as  an  Apostle 
in  order  to  accept  Christ  as  the  Sav¬ 
iour.  If  they  believed  in  Christ  and  ac¬ 
cepted  Him  as  the  Son  of  God,  they 
of  necessity  had  to  believe  that  Paul 
was  an  Apostle,  for  he  was  the  preacher 
sent  to  them  to  reveal  the  truth  about 
Christ  and  the  Gospel. 

Thus,  Christ  and  His  prophets  go 
together.  They  cannot  be  separated. 
It  is  utterly  and  completely  impossible 
to  believe  in  Christ  without  also  beli¬ 
eving  in  and  accepting  the  divine  com¬ 
mission  of  the  prophets  sent  to  reveal 
Him  and  to  carry  His  saving  truths  to 
the  world. 

Believe  In  Prophets  Too 

No  One  today  would  say:  "I  will  be¬ 
lieve  in  Christ,  but  will  not  believe  in 
Peter,  James,  and  John  and  their  testi¬ 
mony  of  Him.”  In  the  very  nature  of 
things  belief  in  Christ  is  more  than 
accepting  Him  as  a  single  person  stand- 
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ing  alone,  as  one  person  independent 
of  any  other.  Belief  in  Christ  presuppo¬ 
ses  and  includes  within  it  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  prophets  who  reveal  Him 
to  the  world. 

Jesus  said:  "He  that  receiveth  whom¬ 
soever  I  send  receiveth  me.  .  .  ." 
(John  13:20.)  Also:  "He  that  heareth 
you  heareth  me;  and  he  that  despiseth 
you  despiseth  me;  ..."  (Luke  10:16.) 

To  believe  in  Christ  we  must  not  only 
accept  the  prophets  who  reveal  Him, 
but  we  must  also  believe  the  scrip¬ 
tural  acounts  recorded  by  those  pro¬ 
phets.  Jesus  said  to  a  Book  of  Mormon 
prophet:  "...  he  that  will  not  believe 
my  words  will  not  believe  that  I  exist 
and  am  the  Son  of  God.” 

Nephi,  another  Book  of  Mormon  pro¬ 
phet,  invited  all  men  to  "believe  in 
Christ.  .  .  .  And  if  ye  shall  believe  in 
Christ,"  he  said,  "ye  will  believe  in 
these  words  (that  is,  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon  account) ,  for  they  are  the 
words  of  Christ,  and  he  hath  given 
them  unto  me;  ..."  (2  Nephi  33:10.) 
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The  Worlds  Greatest 
Need  Is  For  Religion

^  Today  more  than  ever  before  our 
youth  need  religion.  Some  years  ago 
our  beloved  Prophet  David  O.  McKay  in 
an  editorial  gave  a  number  of  reasons 
for  giving  proper  religious  training  to 
our  youth.  I'd  like  to  refer  to  three  of 
his  points: 

First,  he  said,  "Youth  need  religion 
to  maintain  a  proper  equilibrium  during 
the  formative  period  of  their  lives." 
(Treasures  of  Life,  p.  493.)  Young  peo¬ 
ple  tend  to  be  impetuous  and  some¬ 
times,  in  trying  to  formulate  their 
conclusions,  have  a  tendency  to  look 
upon  parents  as  old-fashioned,  but  they 
give  confidence  to  others  who  seem 
to  be  leading  them  into  realms  and 
higher  planes.  Now  when,  under  these 
conditions,  the  young  person  receives 
something  which  seems  to  conflict  with 
his  previous  notions  of  religion  and 
right,  he  is  likely  to  be  swayed  beyond 
his  proper  equilibrium.  Youth  today  are 
thinking  more  than  ever  before,  and 
they  need  to  have  a  daily  influence 
which  will  keep  them  in  proper  balance. 

Second,  President  McKay  said, "Youth 
should  have  religion  in  order  to  stabi¬ 
lize  our  society."  (Ibid.,  p.  495.)  It  was 
Goethe  who  observed  that  "The  destiny 
of  any  nation  at  any  given  times  de¬ 
pends  on  the  opinion  of  its  young  men 
under  five  and  twenty."  (Cited  idem.) 
Speaking  of  the  need  of  stability  in  our 


society  makes  me  remember,  thinking 
as  a  soldier  during  World  Warll  what  a 
tragedy  that  so  much  destruction,  pain, 
and  suffering  had  to  exist  in  a  world 
that  had  achieved  such  brilliance  in  so 
many  fields,  for  instance,  the  sciences. 

Key  To  Progress 

I  can't  help  recalling  the  magnificent 
M-1  rifle  that  was  placed  into  my  hands 
when  I  was  an  infantryman  and  how 
grateful  I  was  for  the  protection  it 
gave  me.  The  brilliance  that  went  into 
creating  this  weapon  of  war  is  out- 
standing.and  yet  its  utilization  was  a 
sad  commentary  on  life,  for  many  times 
I  was  required  in  the  defence  of  this 
country  to  pull  the  trigger  to  take  the 
life  of  a  fellow  human  being  because 
of  this  very  thing  that  our  beloved  pro¬ 
phet  has  indicated  to  us  in  his  editorial. 

Robert  A.  Millikan,  himself  a  renown¬ 
ed  scientist,  has  said  this  about  his 
own  field:  "Science  without  religion 
obviously  may  become  a  curse  rather 
than  a  blessing  to  mankind.  But  science 
dominated  by  the  spirit  of  religion  is 
the  key  to  progress  and  the  hope  of 
the  future."  (Cited  idem.)  This  suggests 
that  scientific  leaders  of  the  future,  as 
well  as  leaders  in  all  fields,  will  need 
spiritual  understanding  and  training. 

Third,  youth  need  religion  to  satisfy 
the  Innate  longing  of  the  soul.  “Man," 
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President  McKay  has  said,  “  is  a  spiritual 
being,  and  sometime  or  other  every 
man  is  possessed  with  a  longing,  an 
irresistible  desire  to  know  his  relation¬ 
ship  to  the  infinite.  He  realizes  that 
he  is  not  just  a  physical  object  that  is 
to  be  tossed  for  just  a  short  time  from 
bank  to  bank,  only  to  be  submerged 
finally  in  the  ever-flowing  stream  of 
life.  There  is  something  within  him 
which  urges  him  to  rise  above  himself, 
to  control  his  environment,  to  master 
the  body  and  all  things  physical  and  live 
in  a  higher  and  more  beautiful  world." 

Three  Needs 

He  goes  on  to  give  three  great  needs 
associated  with  the  spiritual  urge  which 
have  been  felt  through  the  centuries: 

“1.  Every  normal  person  yearns  to 
to  know  something  of  God.  What  Is 
he  like?  Is  he  interested  in  the  human 


family  or  does  he  disregard  it  entirely? 

2.  What  is  the  best  life  to  live  in  this 
world  in  order  to  be  most  successful 
and  to  get  the  most  happiness? 

3.  What  is  that  inevitable  thing  called 
death?  What  is  beyond  it?  if  you  want 
your  answer  to  these  longings  of  the 
human  soul,  you  must  come  to  the 
Church  and  come  often  to  get  it." 
(Ibid.,  pp.  495-496.) 

Youth  need  religion.  The  world  needs 
it — in  fact,  it  is  the  world’s  greatest 
need,  it  is  my  humble  prayer  that  you 
young  people  everywhere,  along  with 
your  parents,  will  see  the  need  for 
constant,  daily  exposure  to  religious 
education  and  that  you  will  support  It 
with  interest  and  enthusiasm.

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Let's  Talk  About  Your  Health

(In  this  month’s  article  he  talks  about 
alcohol  and  asks:) 

How  dangerous  is  it  to  drink  alcohol 
that  is  labeled  “for  external  use  only”? 

This  is  methyl  alcohol,  or  commonly 
called  wood  alcohol.  It  is  used  in  rub¬ 
bing'  alcohol  and  tonics.  It  is  extremely 
dangerous  to  drink!  Small  amounts  may 
cause  blindness  while  larger  amounts 
may  cause  death. 

How  soon  after  drinking  does  one 
feel  the  effects  of  liquor?4 

It  usually  takes  one  or  two  hours  for 
alcohol  to  be  completely  absorbed  into 
the  blood  stream,  but  its  effects  will 
be  felt  long  before  this  time.  If  a 
sample  of  blood  is  tested  one  or  two 
hours  after  drinking  it  should  tell  the 
amount  of  alcohol  in  the  blood. 

In  general  how  much  alcohol  does  it 
take  to  make  a  social  drinker  “drunk"? 

With  most  people,  judgment  begins 
to  be  impaired  within  an  hour  after  one 
or  two  beers  or  cocktails.  About  20 
per  cent  of  “social  drinkers"  on  occa¬ 
sions  will  become  ^runk. 

What  about  people  who  say?  “I  am 


used  to  liquor,"  or  “I  can  hold  my  liqu¬ 
or!"  or,  “I  drink,  but  I  never  get  drunk." 

Ninety-five  per  cent  of  even  heavy 
drinkers  suffer  impairment  of  judgment 
when  the  blood  level  reached  .15  per 
cent.  Most  others  would  be  conspicu¬ 
ously  drunk  at  this  level.  Some  might 
even  pass  out!  Most  people  pass  out 
when  the  blood  alcohol  level  reached 
.30  per  cent.  Tolerance  for  liquor  may 
vary,  but  no  one  is  immune  to  intox¬ 
ication  ...  If  he.  consumes  enough 
alcohol. 

Is  alcohol  a  stimulant? 

Because  it  deadens  certain  functions, 
such  as  judgment,  self-criticism  and 
self-control,  some  have  thought  it  is  a 
stimulant.  But  actually  alcohol  is  a 
depressant. 

Does  alcohol  make  a  person  warmer? 

No.  It  causes  the  face  to  flush  and 
the  skin  to  feel  “warm".  The  sensation 
is  one  of  warmth,  but  the  body  actually 
loses  heat.  In  severe  weather  condit¬ 
ions,  alcohol  would  increase  the 
chances  of  dying  from  the  cold. 

Does  alcohol  make  a  person  braver? 

No.  A  person  may  become  more  act¬ 
ive  and  excited,  but  he  actually  has 
poorer  judgment.  He  may  feel  braver 
but  he  accomplishes  less.  In  early  days 
men  were  given  “rum"  or  “grog"  to 
make  them  better  soldiers.  They  be¬ 
came  braver  all  right  after  the  rum. 
But  eventually  the  leaders  came  to 
realize  that  these  men  lacked  judgment, 
took  foolish  risks  and  actually  were 
poorer  soldiers  than  if  they  were  sober. 
It  requires  skill  and  judgment  along 
with  bravery  in  order  to  be  an  effective 
soldier.

Sister  Nibley  is 
a  gracious  hostess  who  serves  delicious  refreshments  to  all  her  guests. 


JEANNINE’S  CAKE 

My  neighbour  in  London  gave  me  this  recipe,  hence  the  title.  It  is  moist,  keeps 
well  and  is  so  easy  to  make. 

1  lemon  cake  mix  (Betty  Crocker) 

|  cup  cooking  oil  (Mazola  or  Wesson  Oil) 
i  cup  sugar 
1  cup  apricot  nectar 
4  eggs 

Beat  mix,  sugar  and  apricot  nectar.  Add  oil  and  one  egg  at  a  time.  Bake  in 
ungreased  tube  pan  one  hour  at  325°.  This  cake  is  also  good  made  with  a  spice 
cake  mix.  Jeannine  also  uses  apple  juice  when  apricot  nectar  is  not  available. 


CHICKEN  DIVAN 

This  is  an  easy  method,  quick  and  tasty. 

2-10  ounce  packages  of  frozen  broccoli 
3  or  4  chicken  breasts  (cooked  and  boned) 

2  tins  condensed  cream  of  chicken  soup 
1  cup  mayonnaise 
1  tsp.  lemon  juice 
\  cup  shredded  cheese 
J  cup  softened  bread  crumbs 
1  tbs.  margarine  or  butter,  melted 

Cook  broccoli  in  boiling  water  until  tender.  Drain.  Arrange  broccoli  stalks 
in  greased  baking  dish  (11"  x  7 ").  Lay  chicken  pieces  on  top  of  broccoli.  Com¬ 
bine  soup,  mayonnaise  and  lemon  juice.  Pour  over  chicken.  Sprinkle  with  cheese. 
Combine  crumbs  and  butter  and  sprinkle  over  all.  Bake  at  350°  for  thirty  minutes. 

Note:  i  teaspoon  of  curry  powder  can  also  be  added  to  the  sauce.  Since  our 
family  don't  like  curry,  I  use  only  the  lemon  juice  but  increase  the  amount  to 
2-3  teaspoons  as  it  seems  to  add  flavour.

~t  cup  finely  chopped  onion 
-fr  pound  fresh  mushrooms,  sliced 
\\  pounds  beef  (cut  in  1/4"  x  1/4"  x  2"  strips) 

2  tbs  flour 

1  cup  bouillon  (dissolved  one  bouillon  cube  in  one  cup 

of  boiling  water.) 

4  tsp.  salt 

2  tbs.  tomato  paste 

3-  tesp.  Worcestershire  sauce 
cup  sour  cream 
cup  heavy  cream 

Melt  small  amount  cooking  oil  or  2  tbs  butter  in  pan.  Add  onions,  saute  until 
golden  brown,  remove  and  set  aside.  Add  more  oil  or  butter  and  saute  mushrooms 
until  lightly  browned,  remove  and  set  aside.  Add  a  small  amount  of  oil  or 
butter.  Roll  beef  in  flour  and  saute  until  brown.  Add  bouillon,  salt  and  the  onions. 
Cover  and  simmer  gently  until  beef  is  tender.  (About  \\  hours)  Add  tomato 
paste,  Worcester  sauce,  sour  cream,  heavy  cream  and  mushrooms.  Heat  thoroughly 
on  low  heat  and  serve  at  once.  Can  be  served  on  rice  or  noodles. 

Note:  I  use  cooking  oil  as  butter  burns  more  easily. 


HOUSEHOLD  HINTS 

^  In  damp  weather  add  a  few  grains  of  rice  to  salt  in  shakers  to  keep  the 
salt  pouring  freely. 

To  keep  a  bowl  steady  when  whipping  ingredients,  place  the  bowl  on  a  wet, 
folded  cloth. 

To  keep  parsley  fresh,  wash  it  and  place  in  a  closed  jar  in  the  refrigerator.

K,10.  P  I.  K.10,  Row  2.  K. 

Repeat  these  two  rows  until  work 
measures  slightly  less  than  the  length 
of  your  foot,  thus  allowing  for  stretch¬ 
ing  of  knitting. 

Cast  off. 


Join  each  end.  Make  pompon  of  con¬ 
trasting  wool  for  decorating  top  of  toe. 

Now  make  another  slipper  to  match. 

For  effect,  change  colour  of  wool 
for  toe  end  of  slipper. 

More  substantial  slippers  ,can  be 
made  by  using  thicker  wool  and  cor¬ 
respondingly  larger  needles.

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A  Latter-Day  Saint  In  A 
Church  Of  England  College

*  One  among  1,200  is  the  ratio  of 
Latter-day  Saints  to  non-members  with¬ 
in  my  college.  In  September  of  this 
year  I  found  myself  entering  a  Church 
of  England  College  of  Education  and 
due  to  study  Religious  Education.  How 
did  this  happen? 

At  the  time  of  my  application  in  1967 
I  had  never  heard  of  "The  Mormon 
Church."  As  I  looked  around  me  in  diff¬ 
erent  schools,  I  saw  that  there  was  a 
dearth  of  convinced  teachers  of  reli¬ 
gion.  Being  an  active  Christian,  I  had 
regarded  my  teaching  Christianity  not 
only  a  necessity,  but  also  as  a  moral 
obligation.  With  these  thoughts  in  mind, 
I  selected  this  college  because  of  its 
Christian  atmosphere  and  opted  to  study 
Religious  Education. 

In  May,  1968  I  took  the  first  step 
towards  eternal  life  and  was  baptised. 

I  knew  that  six  months  later  I  should 
have  to  leave  my  home  Ward  and  enter 
the  college.  My  fears  were  increased 
when  I  read  my  textbook  on  religion 
which  was  so  distant  from  the  truth.  I 
decided  to  change  my  course.  As  the 
awful  day  approached,  I  was  lacking 
in  courage. 

No  changing  Course 

The  first  catastrophe  happened  soon 
after  my  arrival.  The  deputy-principal 
informed  me  that  my  change  of  course 
could  not  take  effect  until  my  second 
year.  In  the  first  year,  I  should  have  to 
study  something  else.  I  maintained  my 
choice  of  Religious  Education. 

I  had  under  estimated  the  power  of 


the  Lord  and  my  priesthood.  During  the 
first  week,  I  bore  my  testimony  to 
more  people  than  in  six  months  pre¬ 
vious.  Discussions  about  the  Church 
and  it's  doctrine  have  carried  on  until 
the  early  hours  of  the  morning.  One 
student  has  asked  to  read  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  Another  has  come  to  a  Sacra¬ 
ment  meeting  with  me.  These  contacts 
also  tell  others  of  this  "Mormon"  and 
gradually  the  opportunities  for  witness 
and  discussion  are  increasing.  These 
activities  are  not  confined  to  the  stu¬ 
dents.  I  have  testified  about  and  discus¬ 
sed  the  Church  with  a  tutor  and  the 
college  Chaplain. 

Many  Opportunities 

There  are  also  opportunities  for  testi¬ 
fying  in  my  Religious  Education  semin¬ 
ars.  All  students  know  that  I  am  a 
Latter-day  Saint.  On  points  of  discus¬ 
sion  the  tutor  will  ask  me  for  my 
Church’s  standing.  Imagine  the  wonder¬ 
ful  opportunity  for  speaking  about  the 
Gospel.  The  head  of  the  Religious  Dep¬ 
artment  asked  all  of  us  to  write  an 
essay  on  our  present  beliefs.  He  has 
yet  to  read  this  witness  of  "Mormon- 
ism"  about  which  he  knows  nothing. 

I  am  sure  that  the  Lord  has  kept 
me  here  for  a  purpose.  Perhaps  no  one 
will  be  baptised  during  my  years  here, 
but  many  will  have  heard  the  truth 
and  seen  a  living  testimony  of  it.  This 
may  be  of  benefit  to  them  when  a 
missionary  knocks  on  their  door  and 
hopefully,  they  may  then  receive  the 
Gospel.

Four  Testimonies 

^  On  a  cold  November  morning,  53 
years  ago,  four  teenage  girls  were 
baptised  into  the  Church  in  the  North 
Sea,  beyond  Lowestoft.  Three  of  these 
Sisters  attend  the  same  branch  today. 
They  are  Gertrude  (Walker)  Neeve.age 
75;  Ivy  (Firmin)  Upson,  age  72;  May 
(Coleby)  Blowers,  age  70.  The  fourth, 
Sister  Lily  (Walker)  Bush,  Went  to 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  many  years  ago 
and  is  still  faithful  to  the  Church. 

The  three  Sisters  who  remained  in 
England  have  also  contributed  much  in 
time,  talent  and  service  to  the  Church. 
They  have  served  in  each  of  the  auxil¬ 
iaries,  accepted  calls  as  part-time  mis¬ 
sionaries,  as  Relief  Society  presidents 
totalling  12  years,  filling  district  ap¬ 
pointments,  and  sang  with  the  Relief 
Society  Singing  Mothers  as  they  toured 
Great  Britain  several  years  ago. 

These  Sisters  are  all  very  proud  of 
their  membership  in  the  Church.

Britain  were  represented.  Host  for  the 
day  was  Pres.  Kenneth  J.  Poole,  and 
his  counselors  of  Leicester  Stake.  Lunch 
was  prepared  and  served  by  the  Relief 
Society. 

The  opening  general  meeting  was  ad¬ 
dressed  by  the  visiting  leaders  follow¬ 
ed  by  separate  meetings  for  the  Primary 
and  Relief  Society  and  priesthood.  Foll¬ 
owing  lunch  the  music  department  was 
also  held  while  priesthood  leaders  con¬ 
sidered  welfare  problems. 

Pres.  Curtis  pleaded  for  officers  and 
teachers  to  “individualize”  their  as¬ 
signments  that  they  might  be  concerned 
about  and  do  something  for  the  youth. 
“Youth,"  he  said  "don’t  care  how  much 
we  know,  but  how  much  we  care." 

He  disclosed  that  the  average  Sacra¬ 
ment  Meeting  attendance  in  the  Church 
in  1937  was  16  per  cent  but  in  the 


past  10  years  has  increased  to  36  per 
cent.  However  in  Great  Britain  it  is 
only  16.3  per  cent,  20  per  cent  below 
the  Church  average.  In  student  stakes 
(located  near  universities  and  collegesj 
attendance  is  65  per  cent. 

A  recorded  message  on  Genealogical 
work  prepared  by  Dean  Belnap  gave 
renewed  emphasis  to  this  most  import¬ 
ant  phase  of  the  Gospel  plan. 

Bro.  Belnap,  who  told  listeners  he 
alone  has  prepared  17,000  family  group 
sheets,  (which  amazed  everyone  in  the 
congregation)  said  that  beginning  Oct. 
1,  1969,  submitting  of  one’s  own  line¬ 
age  will  be  upon  single  name  entry 
sheets  and  the  family  group  sheets  will 
remain  as  an  individual's  own  personal 
record.  The  family  group  sheets  will 
become  more  a  part  of  the  Book  of 
Remembrance  as  the  Church  keeps 
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records  of  names  beyond  the  fourth 
generation  on  its  computer  system.  It 
will  no  longer  be  necessary  to  submit 
family  group  sheets  beyond  the  fourth 
generation  as  conceivably  this  informa¬ 
tion  will  be  on  the  computer. 

Bro.  Belnap  emphasized  therefore  the 
need  for  heads  of  families  to  submit 
their  four  generation  family  group 
sheets  before  the  Oct.  1,  1969  date  that 
this  information  may  be  assembled  for 
the  records. 

He  said  it  is  also  MOST  VITAL  that 
families  register  with  the  Pedigree  Re¬ 
ferral  System  so  that  duplication  may 
be  prevented. 

Bro.  Belnap  said  the  four  points  of 
the  Genealogical  programme  are: 

1.  Complete  the  four  generation 
group  sheets  in  your  homes. 

2.  Begin  and  encourage  Books  of  Re¬ 
membrance  (give  them  to  your  child¬ 
ren  as  gifts  at  Christmas,  birthday, 
etc.,)  as  evidence  of  your  lineage. 

3.  Teach  the  programme  through 
workshops  and  other  means  that  more 
people  will  become  schooled  in  it. 

4.  Continue  your  efforts  to  the  Temp¬ 
le. 

He  also  noted  that  four-fifths  of 
Genealogical  research  is  traceable  back 
to  Great  Britain,  noting  the  great  migra¬ 
tion  of  people  from  the  British  Isles  to 
the  United  States  and  Canada. 

He  observed  that  66  per  cent  of  the 
names  for  which  ordinance  work  is  done 
in  the  London  Temple  are  being  taken 
from  parish  registers.  Forty-five  per 
cent  of  parish  records  are  now  on  films 
and  it  is  hoped  filming  here  will  be 
concluded  by  July  1,  1969  on  records 


dating  back  as  far  as  1050. 

Priesthood  members  were  informed 
of  an  unusual  missionary  effort  in  Man¬ 
chester  Stake  as  presented  by  Pres. 
J.  H.  Weightman,  first  counselor  in  the 
stake  presidency.  It  was  decided  that 
one  week  during  the  summer  would  see 
every  member  in  the  stake  assigned 
on  a  special  missionary  project,  to  con¬ 
duct  a  religious  survey.  As  Relief  Soci¬ 
ety  workers  came  to  the  chapels  for 
their  auxiliary  meeting,  they  met  for 
an  opening  programme  and  then  all 
dispersed  for  their  special  assignments. 
Other  auxiliary  leaders  did  the  same 
in  place  of  their  regular  meetings. 

The  net  result  was  that  the  2,400 
hours  of  missionary  work  by  the  stake 
membership  kept  the  missionaries  busy 
following  up  the  1 ,000  contacts  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  14  baptisms.  The  missionaries 
did  no  tracting  for  three  months  foll¬ 
owing  the  survey. 

Pres.  Weightman  said,  "every  mem¬ 
ber  complained,  ’it  wasn't  long  enough 
they  enjoyed  the  special  project." 

In  the  Manchester  Stake  the  priest¬ 
hood  missionary  leader  works  with  the 
bishopric  to  correlate  all  missionary 
work  in  the  ward,  he  said. 

Pres.  Weightman  emphasized  ttie 
programme  for  the  week  was  worked 
out  well  in  advance  and  planned  to 
every  hour  and  every  member. 

Also  the  stake  now  challenges  each 
ward  to  hold  a  missionary  event  each 
quarter,  each  member  to  pass  along  a 
golden  referral  each  month  which  they 
hope  will  result  in  a  baptism  every  six 
months  per  member.

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^  John  Dane,  an  Englishman,  serving 
with  the  United  States  Army  in  Viet 
Nam  writes  this  testimony  of  the  re¬ 
ality  of  God. 

From  a  hospital  bed  he  describes  the 
beauty  of  the  sunrise  over  the  South 
China  Sea  and  ends  his  description 
with  these  words  .  .  . 

"0605  hours.  Now  the  sun  has  risen 
above  the  sea  horizon  and  hovers  there 
a  gigantic  ball  challenging  a  new  day 
and  heralding  the  populace  to  take  to 
their  tasks. 

It  is  as  if  a  signal  were  given  and  the 
whole  of  Viet  Nam  begins  a  new  cycle 
of  life  intensifying  as  the  sun  rises 
higher  in  the  colour  suffused  sky.  It 
seems  all  wrong  that  such  beauty 
should  come  to  a  war-torn  country. 

Perhaps  even  here  the  presence  of 
the  Creator  of  all  things  beautiful  must 
make  Himself  known  to  those  who 
watch  and  wait. 

Long  Night 

The  night  has  passed,  one  that  was 
hot  with  hints  of  storms  unimagined; 
of  rain  that  felt  warm  on  the  face  and 
steamed  on  the  ground;  of  alert  sirens 
and  the  noise  of  people  funning — 
shouting;  of  explosions  as  incoming 
rounds  landed  close  to  this  hospital 
and  enemy  rockets  whistled  overhead 
going  to  other  targets;  of  the  dull  boom 
of  returning  artillery  and  spasmodic 
light  arms  automatic  fire  with  red  and 
green  and  blue  tracers  arching  in  the 
dark  stormy  sky. 

There  in  the  hopeful,  prayerful  wait 
of  the  sick  and  dying  in  the  hospital 
till  the  all  clear  is  sounded  and  peace, 
perhaps  for  a  short  time,  can  again  be 
enjoyed.

ions  and  the  casualties  arrive  to  be 
treated  and  sent  back  or  kept  for  fur¬ 
ther  treatment.  The  most  pathetic  of 
all  are  those  torn  bodies  burned  from 
explosions,  to  be  returned  to  families 
and  homes  for  burial. 

I  would  have  given  myself  as  a  sacri¬ 
fice  to  have  prevented  all  this,  but  my 
time  has  not  yet  come.  Instead,  with 
thousands  of  others  we  were  spared 
and  we  weathered  the  harsh  night, 
though  haggard  waiting  Tor  another 
attack,  another  offensive  against  Chu 
Lai  this  time. 

Sunrise — A  New  Day 
But  with  the  morning  all  the  name¬ 
less  fears  of  the  night  were  washed 
away.  The  potent  tide  of  the  sunrise 
was  so  magnificent  that  l  imagined 
standing  above  the  world  witnessing 
the  result  of  the  eternal,  irrevocable 
command  "Let  there  be  light  .  .  .  and 
there  was  light  and  God  saw  that  it  was 
good  and  indeed  it  was  good."  Suddenly, 
alone,  yet  not  alone,  for  the  Spirit  was 
there  as  the  sun  swept  away  the  name¬ 
less  horrors  of  the  night.  The  whisper¬ 
ings  of  the  Spirit  brought  a  calmness 
and  an  abiding  awareness  of  the  Al¬ 
mighty  presence  even  here  in  Viet  Nam. 

Perhaps  peace  on  earth  needn’t  be  a 
Christmas  time  theme  but  a  year  round 
theme  and  the  feeling  here  is  certainly 
one  of  peace  at  the  moment,  that  is 
until  the  next  time  when  we  need  an¬ 
other  new  day  dawning  to  remind  us  that 
God  lives.  If  today  is  just  a  reminder, 
what  must  the  resurrection  morning  be 
like? 

Wishing  you  ...  a  good  and  pro¬ 
sperous  day  and  greetings  from  us  here 
on  a  beautiful  morning  in  Viet  Nam.

Report  On  Convention 
'69 


it  The  First  Presidency  has  announced 
plans  for  the  construction  of  an  ex¬ 
hibition  building  at  Osaka,  Japan,  site 
of  the  1970  Japanese  World  Exposition 
which  opens  in  the  spring,  and  con¬ 
tinues  through  the  fall. 

Emil  B.  Fetzer,  Church  architect,  de¬ 
signed  the  building  which  will  be  con¬ 
structed  of  structural  steel  with  light¬ 
weight  cast  stone  panels.  It  is  designed 
so  that  much  of  the  material  can  be 
re-used  for  Church  buildings  in  the 
Osaka  area  after  the  exposition  closes. 

The  modern-Oriental  style  one-story 
building  will  be  constructed  on  stilts 
with  an  entrance  from  both  ends  through 
Japanese  gardens  to  a  central  lobby  on 
the  ground  level.  Here  groups  will  as¬ 
semble,  receive  literature  and  begin  a 
guided  tour  of  the  exposition  mounting 
to  the  exhibition  floor  on  a  graceful, 
curving  stairway. 

The  main  floor  will  include  four  ex¬ 
hibition  areas  and  two  small  theaters 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  100  persons 
each.  The  theaters  will  be  situated  so 
one  can  be  operating  while  the  other  is 
being  filled.  Visitors  will  leave  the  up¬ 
stairs  via  another  curving  stairway. 

The  10,000  square  foot  office  and  ex¬ 
hibition  building  will  have  a  tower 
rising  80  feet  with  a  statue  of  the  Angel 
Moroni  on  top. 

A  favourable  location  has  been  secur¬ 
ed  for  the  building,  adjacent  to  a  main 
raised  moving  sidewalk  and  near  the 
big  Japanese  government  exhibition. 


^  Early  trends  in  a  Census  of  Wards

The  barbeque  has  been  mentioned;  it 
will  be  predominantly  self-cooking  and 
self-entertaining  by  the  group  in  contrast 
to  the  canned  aspects  of  the  opening 
social,  where  a  discotheque  scene  will, 
with  music,  lights  and  a  fast  program¬ 
me,  provide  sufficient  flexibility  to  in¬ 
vigorate  the  travel  weary  and  handle 
their  arriving  throughout  the  evening. 
Also  worth  noting  will  be  the  Ball  on 
the  Saturday  evening. 

But  though  the  Convention’s  aim  is 
to  be  fun,  primarily  fun,  this,  it  is  hoped, 
will  result  from  things  other  than  the 
purely  social.

Maryland  Temple  To  Serve 
Eastern  United  States 


^  A  site  near  Washington,  D.C.,  USA, 
has  been  selected  for  a  Temple,  the 
First  Presidency  has  announced. 

President  David  O.  McKay  considered 
it  a  “great  pleasure  in  being  able  to 
approve  construction  of  a  House  of 
the  Lord  to  serve  an  area  in  which  a 
Temple  is  so  much  needed." 

The  57-acre  site,  located  in  suburban 
Maryland,  on  a  prominence  120  feet 
above  the  surrounding  terrain, overlooks 
Rock  Creek  Park. 

The  Washington  Temple  will  serve 
more  'than  238,000  members  of  the 
Church  living  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River  in  38  stakes  and  missions.  The 
First  Presidency  said  this  area  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  includes  the 
largest  body  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  the 
world  not  living  within  a  reasonable 
close  proximity  to  a  Temple. 

The  new  Temple  will  be  located  on 
a  tract  readily  accessible  to  the  entire 
area  to  be  served — by  road,  rail  or 
air.  It  is  the  largest  undeveloped  tract 
of  its  kind  in  the  Washington  metro¬ 
politan  area,  and  of  sufficient  size  to 
accommodate  potential  expansion. 

Near  Capital 

Nearby  will  be  the  National  Capital 
Beltway,  an  interstate  highway  used 
by  travellers  along  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

Members  of  the  Church  in  the  stakes 
and  missions  have  pledged  their  full 


support  in  the  project  through  their 
leaders,  the  First  Presidency  said.  The 
area  will  be  organized  into  a  temple 
district  and  the  membership  will  be 
asked  to  contribute  a  fair  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  the  new  temple. 

The  First  Presidency  also  noted  that 
the  new  sacred  edifice  will  bring  added 
blessings  and  opportunities  for  con¬ 
tinuing  temple  work  by  the  many  Church 
members  who  presently  find  it  more 
difficult  to  go  to  a  temple  because  of 
the  additional  time  and  money  factors. 

Some  of  the  finest  genealogical  re¬ 
search  facilities  in  the  world  are  located 
in  the  capital  area. 

The  First  Presidency  announced  that 
plans  for  the  new  temple  will  proceed 
as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  architec¬ 
tural  plans  and  construction  to  be  dir¬ 
ected  by  the  Church  Building  Committee 
with  Mark  B.  Garff,  chairman. 

13  In  Operation 

Presently  the  Church  has  13  temples 
in  operation  throught  the  world — four 
in  Utah,  two  in  California,  one  each  in 
Idaho,  Hawaii,  Canada,  Arizona,  England, 
Switzerland  and  New  Zealand.  Within 
the  past  year  the  Church  announced 
two  new  temples  would  be  built  in 
Utah,  one  at  Provo  and  the  other  at 
Ogden. 

Also  of  interest  to  Church  member¬ 
ship  was  the  announcement  in  recent 
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months  that  a  partial  restoration  of 
the  Nauvoo  Temple  is  planned  by  the 
Nauvoo  Restoration,  Inc.  This  temple 
was  preceded  only  by  the  Kirtland  Tem¬ 
ple.  The  Nauvoo  Temple  was  the  first 
temple  used  for  sacred  ordinance  work 
but  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1848,  two 
and  a  half  years  after  the  Saints  began 
their  trek  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Dr.  J.  LeRoy  Kimball,  president  and 
chairman  of  the  board  of  NRI,  notes 
the  Nauvoo  Temple  restoration  purpose 
is  to  create  a  centre  where  the  Church's 
history  can  be  told  to  the  millions  of 
tourists  and  residents  expected  to  visit 
the  Mississippi  Valley  region  in  the 
years  ahead. 

An  exhaustive  programme  of  arch¬ 
aeological  and  historical  research,  will 
precede  the  restoration.  Numerous  art¬ 


ifacts  have  already  been  unearthed, 
including  sections  of  the  wall  which 
surrounded  the  original  temple  plot, 
part  of  the  bricked  basement  floor,  seg¬ 
ments  of  the  stone  oxen  statuary  that 
sustained  the  baptismal  font,  work¬ 
men’s  tools,  and  other  items. 

Visitors  Centre  Also 

A  museum  and  visitors’  centre  to  be 
located  near  the  temple  block  will  dis¬ 
play  the  many  artifacts.  The  temple 
story  will  also  be  told  through  displays, 
artwork  and  films. 

The  main  exhibit  will  be  the  restored 
portion  of  the  Nauvoo  Temple  with  the 
footings  and  floor  to  be  built  over  the 
exact  spot  where  the  original  temple 
once  stood,  following  the  exact  meas¬ 
urements  of  the  original  building,  Dr. 
Kimball  announced.

Consider  some  of  the  customs  and 
fashions  of  today,  and  what  they  bring 
to  us. 

Let  us  talk  about  drugs  for  a  moment. 
Some  reports  indicate  that  half  of  the 
high  school  students  of  the  United 
States  have  experimented  with  them 
to  some  degree,  and  that  as  many  as 
20  per  cent  of  the  students  use  them 
regularly. 

Popularity  is  immediately  involved. 
Even  the  youngsters  who  use  them 
know  that  these  drugs  are  harmful, 
and  can  bring  even  insanity  or  death. 
And  they  taste  bad,  too. 

But  danger  or  taste  to  the  contrary, 
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And  Standards 


the  drugs  are  used  because  “everyone 
does  it,"  not  that  there  is  anything 
desirable  about  them. 

Once  Was  Enough 

Think  next  of  tobacco  and  liquor.  A 
15-year-old  boy  recently  said,  “I  tried 
them  both  but  they  tasted  so  bad  that 
once  was  enough." 

But  with  all  their  dangers  to  health 
and  happiness  both  are  used  by  many 
who  think  it  is  the  thing  to  do  to  be 
popular,  awful  taste  and  all.  It  seems 
that  some  will  do  almost  anything  to 
be  one  with  the  crowd. 

Immorality  on  a  date  is  becoming 
"the  accepted  and  expected  thing"  in 
some  circles.  This  promiscuity  is  not 
only  destroying  the  moral  fibre  of  the 
nations,  but  it  is  spreading  venereal 
disease  so  rapidly  that  public  health 
officials  now  regard  it  as  an  epidemic 
which  is  out  of  control. 

Does  this  "accepted  thing"  make  it 
really  acceptable?  Can  corruption  be 
turned  into  goodness  simply  by  mak¬ 
ing  it  popular? 

Undue  Publicity 

One  of  the  most  notable  examples 
of  throwing  standards  to  the  winds  in 
favour  of  popularity  is  to  be  found,  of 
course,  in  both  men’s  and  women’s 
styles^ 

Because  misguided  publishers  and 


radio  programme  planners  give  undue 
publicity  to  the  hippie  element,  long 
hair,  dirty  clothes  and  filthy  habits 
have  appeared  in  nearly  every  city. 

Can  such  popularity  make  filth  and 
base  indulgence  good? 

And  when  Paris  and  New  York  decree 
shorter  skirts,  even  mothers  and  grand¬ 
mothers  expose  themselves  immodestly 
because  it  is  stylish.  They  should  (and 
do)  know  better,  which  makes  it  even 
worse. 

History  repeats  itself  in  these 
matters. 

The  devil  is  no  more  changeable  than 
is  God. 

Always  he  has  told  people  to  “be¬ 
lieve  it  not"  when  the  sacred  word  has 
been  preached.  Always  he  has  tempted 
them  to  sin.  Always  he  has  deceived 
them  and  made  them  think  that  if  it 
glitters,  and  if  he  makes  it  popular, 
even  sin  will  become  acceptable. 

But  always  God  has  held  fast,  and 
has  commanded  His  people  to  observe 
His  standards. 

And  always  also,  even  some  of  His 
Saints  have  tried  to  compromise  and 
serve  two  masters. 

Can  we  really  afford  to  be  “right 
with  fashion"  when  it  makes  us  wrong 
with  God?

Ground  Broken  For  New 
Holy  Edifice  Near  U.S.  Capital 


^The  Church  is  wasting  no  time  in 
getting  work  started  on  the  proposed 
new  temple  in  the  Washington,  D.C. 
area.  President  Hugh  B.  Brown,  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency,  broke 
ground  recently  for  the  Washington 
Temple.  He  and  several  other  General 
Authorities  participated  in  the  service 
which  was  attended  by  more  than  3,500 
members  in  35-degree  weather  on  the 
57-acre  hilltop  property.  The  site  is 
just  north  of  the  United  States  capital. 

President  Brown  brought  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  the  First  Presidency  and  part¬ 
icularly  of  President  David  O.  McKay. 

"I  have  a  thrill  when  i  think  of  the 
significance  of  this  occasion,"  Presi¬ 
dent  Brown  said.  Expressing  his  hope 
the  holy  edifice  would  be  completed  in 
four  years,  he  said  “we  express  deep 
appreciation  to  our  Father  that  times 
have  changed,  and  we  are  surrounded 
by  friends.  We  would  like  to  carry  to 
them  the  Gospel.”

Purposes  Of  Temples 


LATTER-DAY  TEMPLES 

^  President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  of 
the  First  Presidency  has  informed  us 
in  this  day  and  age  that  the  Lord  com¬ 
mands  that  temples  be  built  that  sacred 
ordinances  and  covenants  necessary  to 
the  exaltation  in  the  celestial  kingdom 
may  be  bestowed  upon  all  those  who 
are  worthy  of  the  exaltation.  (D&C  76: 
52-56) 

However,  only  those  who  have  pre¬ 
pared  themselves  for  exaltation  by 
keeping  all  of  the  commandments  and 
have  prepared  themselves  by  faith  and 
faithfulness  to  be  so  endowed  are 
entitled  to  enter  the  temple,  and  to 
receive  these  ordinances. 

President  Smith  emphasizes  the  “re¬ 
sponsibility  resting  upon  the  members 
of  the  Church  in  this  dispensation  is 
far  greater  than  that  given  to  any  other 
dispensation.  This  being  the  last  dis¬ 
pensation,  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
labour,  not  only  for  ourselves,  but  also 
for  all  the  righteous  dead  of  all  other 
dispensations  for  whom  the  work  has 
to  be  done.

TEMPLES,  SACRIFICE  TO  BUILD 

^  The  Nauvoo  Temple  which  was  ded¬ 
icated  on  May  1,  1846  by  Elder  Orson 
Hyde  was  erected  during  a  period  when 
the  saints  were  poor  and  during  a  great 
deal  of  the  time  the  temple  was  being 
built,  were  harassed  by  their  enemies. 
Cost  of  the  structure  was  more  than 
a  million  dollars. 

Construction  of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple, 
built  under  somewhat  similar  circum¬ 
stances.  required  40  years  for  construc¬ 
tion  and  co-st  more  than  four  million 
dollars. 

There  were  no  modern  tools  or  machin¬ 
ery  to  aid  in  construction  of  those  two 
edifices.  The  saints  had  to  do  every¬ 
thing  by  hand.  They  could  not  order 
timber  from  a  lumber  yard  nor  metal 
from  an  iron  foundry.  They  had  to  cut 
and  polish  stone  from  the  quarries. 
These  temples  were  constructed  at  a 
time  when  the  saints  were  being  per¬ 
secuted  and  in  the  case  of  the  Nauvoo 
Temple,  their  Prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
forced  into  exile  to  avoid  his  enemies.

it  There's  a  GiANT  in  the  Church. 
His  name  is  Genealogical  Information 
and  Name  Tabulation,  shortned  to 
GiANT. 

This  Giant  takes  a  huge  step  forward 
as  The  Genealogical  Society  prepares 
to  enter  the  electronic  age,  at  least 
that  which  has  to  do  with  the  submis¬ 
sion  of  and  preparing  names  for  tem¬ 
ple  work.  This  new  programme  invol¬ 
ves  procedure  only,  according  to  Elder 
Theodore  L.  Burton,  Assistant  to  the 
Twelve,  and  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  The  Genealogical  Society. 

Under  the  new  plan  individual  names 
sent  to  the  Society  for  processing  will 
be  coded  to  a  "computerized”  master 
index.  Eventually  the  potential  will  in¬ 
clude  all  identified  names  on  certain 
types  of  records  from  nations  to  be 
electronically  coded  into  this  master 
index. 

These  are  the  records  designed  for 
Church  records,  civil  registrations  and 
vital  statistical  records  and  those  com¬ 
piled  from  cemeteries  and  others. 
Through  individual  genealogical  re¬ 
search  all  available  names  which  are 
not  found  in  church  or  vital  records 
will  undoubtedly  be  assimilated  into 
the  GIANT  index.  Thus,  with  certain 
exceptions,  all  names  submitted  will 
be  as  single  source  individual  entries 
rather  than  as  family  groups. 

Therefore  a  single,  simple,  easy-to- 


use,  entry  form  has  been  designed. 
Three  specific  rules  to  remember  for 
the  new  recording  names  programme 
are: 

1.  The  entry  must  be  from  a  single 
source. 

2.  The  information  must  be  recorded 
exactly  as  found  in  the  original  sou¬ 
rce — that  is  spellings,  abbreviations 
and  so  forth  must  not  vary. 

3.  No  information  from  any  other  sou¬ 
rce  should  appear  on  the  entry. 
There  can  be  no  approximated  dates, 

changing  of  double  dates  to  single 
dates,  no  addition  of  personally  known 
information  such  as  the  adding  of  one 
parent’s  name  if  both  are  not  found  at 
the  source,  etc. 

The  certain  exceptions  include  cen¬ 
sus  returns,  probates,  and  multiple 
sources  necessary  to  establish  speci¬ 
fic  relations  for  direct  ancestry. 

instructions  on  how  the  family  group 
record  sheets,  formerly  used,  are  to  be 
recorded,  will  be  covered  in  the  forth¬ 
coming  new  Records  Submission  Man¬ 
ual. 

Patrons  are  to  continue  submitting 
their  genealogy  names  on  the  familiar 
family  group  record  sheets,  finishing 
the  work  they  have  started  under  the 
present  system,  until  July  1,  1969. 
None  of  these  sheets  will  be  accepted 
under  the  old  programme  after  date. 
The  Genealogical  Society  will  accept 
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Flexowriters  in  The  Genealogical  Society's  offices  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
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NO  RECORDS  for  processing  by  the 
Society  from  July  1  to  October  1,  1969, 
permitting  the  Society  to  process  and 
clear  from  its  files  forms  submitted 
under  the  old  system. 

Beginning  October  1,  1969,  the  Soc¬ 
iety  will  begin  accepting  the  new  indivi¬ 
dual  entry  forms. 

This  all  means  that  the  work  in  sub¬ 
mitting  and  processing  names  will  be 


less  difficult  than  under  the  old  system. 

Elder  Burton  emphasizes  that  those 
doing  their  work  now  should  not  slack¬ 
en  or  wait  until  the  new  system  is 
affected. 

He  also  emphasized  that  genealogi¬ 
cal  work  under  the  new  plan  will  not 
change  or  reduce  the  responsibility  of 
Church  members  to  seek  after  their 
dead.

^  A  friend  of  ours  tells  the  story  of 
his  not-so-glorious  career  as  a  centre- 
half  in  his  school  soccer  team.  Al¬ 
though  he  made  the  team,  the  cruth 
was  soon  evident,  and  midseason  found 
him  as  a  reserve.  By  season’s  end,  he 
had  given  up.  During  the  final  game  he 
pulled  off  his  boots,  wrapped  himself 
in  a  blanket,  and  settled  down  to  watch 
his  team-mates  perform. 

Then  it  came. 

"Hey  you,  you!  Get  out  there  and 
play.  Set  up  the  attack!" 

The  sound  startled  him.  What  should 
he  do?  His  first  impulse  was  to  say 
"Wait  a  minute,  coach,  while  I  put  on 
my  boots."  The  next  two  possibilities 
were  either  to  pretend  he  didn’t  hear 
or  to  lapse  into  a  coma.  He  did  the 
only  manly  thing.  Stripping  off  his 
track  suit  he  ran  on  field,  his  stocking¬ 
ed  feet  conspicuously  evident.  Amidst 
unbelieving  team-mates  he  directed  an 
attacking  move.  But  the  shock  of  his 
first  game  was  a  little  disconcerting, 
and  as  he  received  the  back  pass  from 
the  inside-right  it  dawned  on  him  [hat 
he  had  forgotten  which  play  he  called. 
As  his  forwards  moved  up-field  to  the 
right,  he  nimbly  went  left  and  met  the 
world  of  opposition  head  on  and  was 
swallowed  up  in  the  snarl  of  opposing 
half  backs  and  backs  and  was  effectiv¬ 
ely  stopped. 

Though  the  story  goes  on  to  some¬ 
thing  of  a  happy  ending,  my  friend 


takes  the  occasion  to  teach  what  n as 
become  a  great  lesson  to  me.  He  said 
"No  one  expected  me  to  score,  or 
even  to  play  a  good  game.  Even  run¬ 
ning  the  wrong  way  was  understandable 
But  there  was  no  excuse  for  a  centre- 
half  without  his  boots!" 

In  one  of  the  revelations  contained 
in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Oliver 
Cowdery  was  told  that  he  was  to  be 
granted  the  gift  of  translation.  (D&C 
6:25.) 

But  there,  in  a  far  more  serious  con¬ 
test,  was  another  player  without  his 
shoes.  He  wasn’t  as  ready  as  he  had 
once  been.  His  belief  in  himself  and 
his  cause  had  faltered,  and  though  he 
cried,  "Wait  while  I  get  ready!"  he 
learned  that  eternal  work  can  seldom 
wait.  To  Oliver  the  Lord  had  to  reply, 
"Because  you  did  not  continue  as  you 
commenced  ...  I  have  taken  away 
this  privilege  .  .  .  You  feared,  and  the 
time  is  past,  and  it  is  not  expedient 
now."  (See  D&C  9:5,  11.)  The  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  a  lifetime  had  not  been  seized 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  opportunity 
and  it  was  gone  forever.

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Revelation  Brought  Forth 
Truths  On  Resurrection

^  In  the  27th  chapter  of  3rd  Nephi 
verses  19  and  20  is  the  word  of  our 
Redeemer  to  the  Nephites  as  He  taught 
them  after  his  resurrection.  It  is  as 
follows: 

"And  no  unclean  thing  can  enter 
into  his  kingdom:  therefore  nothing 
entereth  into  his  rest  save  it  be  those 
who  have  washed  their  garments  in  my 
blood,  because  of  their  faith,  and  the 
repentance  of  all  their  sins,  and  their 
faithfulness  unto  the  end. 

"Now  this  is  the  commandment:  Re¬ 
pent,  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth,  and  come 
unto  me  and  be  baptised  in  my  name, 
that  ye  may  be  sanctified  by  the  re¬ 
ception  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  ye  may 
stand  spotless  before  me  at  the  last 
day." 

The  other  passage  is  in  the  10th 
verse  of  chapter  41  in  the  book  of 
Alma  and  is  as  follows: 

"Do  not  suppose,  because  it  has 
been  spoken  concerning  restoration, 
that  ye  shall  be  restored  from  sin  to 
happiness.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  wick- 
endless  never  was  happiness.” 

Good  Guide 

These  two  passages  I  have  tried  to 
follow  all  the  days  of  my  life,  and  I 
have  felt  to  thank  the  Lord  for  this 
counsel  and  guidance,  and  I  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  stamp  these  sayings  on 
the  minds  of  many  others.  What  a 
wonderful  guide  these  teachings  can  be 
to  us  if  we  can  get  them  firmly  fixed

in  our  minds!  These  thoughts  are  of 
course  not  peculiar  to  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon.  They  are  fundemental  teachings 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  have 
been  expressed  many  times  by  the  pro¬ 
phets  of  old  and  our  Redeemer  when 
they  were  upon  the  earth.  It  is  a  fact 
beyond  successful  dispute  that  no  un¬ 
clean  thing  can  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  obtain  what  is  known  as  eter¬ 
nal  life.  This  is  to  sav  that  the  Redee¬ 
mer  of  this  world,  through  the  great 
sacrifice  which  He  made,  opened  the 
graves  and  restored  all  mortal  things, 
both  mankind,  fowls  of  the  air,  fishes 
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of  the  sea,  and  every  creature  that  par¬ 
took  of  death  through  the  “fall"  of 
Adam.  In  the  5th  chapter  of  John,  verses 
28  and  29,  we  have  the  definite  state¬ 
ment  of  our  Redeemer  proclaiming  this 
truth  as  follows: 

“Marvel  not  at  this:  for  the  hour  is 
coming,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in 
the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice. 

"And  shall  come  forth;  they  that  have 
done  good,  unto  the  resurrection  of  life; 
and  they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the 
resurrection  of  damnation." 

May  I  quote  some  other  passages  of 
scripture  from  the  revelations  that  have 
come  to  us  by  divine  decree  in  this 
dispensation.  This  is  from  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants,  section  29,  verses  22  to 
25: 

“And  again  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you  that  when  the  thousand  years  are 
ended,  and  men  again  begin  to  deny 
their  God,  then  will  I  spare  the  earth 
but  for  a  little  season; 

"And  the  end  shall  come,  and  the 
heaven  and  the  earth  shall  be  consumed 
and  pass  away,  and  there  shall  be  a 
new  heaven  and  a  new  earth. 

“For  all  old  things  shall  pass  away, 
and  all  things  shall  become  new,  even 
the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and  all  the 
fulness  thereof,  both  men  and  beasts, 
the  fowls  of  the  air  and  the  fishes  of 
the  sea; 

“And  not  one  hair,  neither  mote,  shall 
be  lost,  for  it  is  the  workmanship  of 
mine  hand.” 

Answer  Revealed 

Again  the  Lord  spoke  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  in  a  revelation  in  answer 
to  the  question: 

“Q.  What  are  we  to  understand  by 
the  four  beasts,  spoken  of  in  the  same 
verse?  (See  Rev.  4:6.) 

“A.  They  are  figurative  expressions, 
used  by  the  Revelator,  John  in  describ¬ 
ing  heaven  the  paradise  Pf  God,  the 
happinesss  of  man,  and  of  beasts,  and 


of  creeping  things,  and  of  the  fowls  of 
the  air;  that  which  is  spiritual  being  in 
the  likeness  of  that  which  is  temporal; 
and  that  which  is  temporal  in  the  like¬ 
ness  of  that  which  is  spiritual;  the 
spirit  of  man  in  the  likeness  of  his 
person,  as  also  the  spirit  of  the  beast, 
and  every  other  creature  which  God 
has  created."  (D&C  77:2.) 

There  is  a  strange  doctrine  in  the 
world  concerning  the  resurrection  even 
among  those  who  believe  there  will  be 
a  reuniting  of  the  spirit  and  body,  which 
is  to  the  effect  that  only  the  righteous 
will  come  forth  to  receive  rewards  of 
exaltation.  This,  however,  is  a  misunder¬ 
standing.  Through  the  atonement 
wrought  by  the  Son  of  God,  our  Saviour, 
the  resurrection  is  a  complete  restora¬ 
tion  of  all  things  mortal,  even  of  this 
earth  itself  on  which  we  stand.  The 
earth  is  to  be  purified  and  become  the 
abode  of  the  righteous.  Peter  under¬ 
stood  this  doctrine  and  in  his  second 
epistle  made  the  following  statement: 

“But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come 
as  a  thief  in  the  night;  in  the  which  the 
heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great 
noise,  and  the  elements  shall  melt  with 
fervent  heat,  the  earth  also  and  the 
works  that  are  therein  shall  be  burned 
up. 

“Seeing  then  that  all  these  things 
shall  be  dissolved,  what  manner  of 
persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  all  holy  con¬ 
versation  and  godliness. 

“Looking  for  and  hastening  unto  the 
coming  of  the  day  of  God,  wherein  the 
heavens  being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved, 
and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fer¬ 
vent  heat? 

“Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his 
promise,  look  for  new  heavens  and  a 
new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteous¬ 
ness.”  (2  Peter  3:10-13.) 
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The  Same  Earth 

Let  us  not  misunderstand  this  ex¬ 
pression.  The  new  heaven  and  new 
earth  will  be  the  same  heaven  and  the 
same  earth  on  which  we  now  sojourn, 
for  this  earth  is  to  receive  the  resur¬ 
rection  after  this  day  of  mortality  and 
be  the  abode  of  the  righteous  in  eter¬ 
nity.  Without  the  revelations  of  the 
Lord  given  to  men,  this  truth  would 
not  be  made  known.  Neither  would  we 
have  knowledge  of  the  final  glory  to 
which  this  earth  will  be  assigned. 
Even  now,  where  men  are  without 
divine  guidance  and  revelation  this  truth 
is  unknown. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  my  Father  in 
heaven  for  the  privilege  that  has  been 
granted  to  me  to  come  into  this  world 
in  this  dispensation  when  once  again 
the  fulness  of  the  gospel  has  been  rev¬ 
ealed.  I  have  been  grateful  and  have 
thanked  the  Lord  many  times  for  the 
privilege  which  came  to  me  to  live  in 
the  present  dispensation  and  that  I  was 
not  born  two  or  three  hundred  years 
ago  during  the  great  period  when  the 
fulness  of  the  Gospel  was  not  had 
among  men  and  they  were  running,  as 
the  scriptures  say,  “to  and  fro"  seeking 
for  the  truth  which  could  not  be  found 
because  of  the  deep  spiritual  darkness 
which  covered  the  entire  earth.  This 
condition  was  not  the  fault  of  the  Lord 
but  the  fault  of  mankind,  for  they  had 
been  offered  the  fulness  of -the  Gospel, 
but  in  course  of  time  they  refused  to 
have  it,  and  their  teachers  turned  away 
and  caused  to  enter  into  the  Church 
false  doctrines  and  false  ordinances 
and,  worse  than  all,  a  false  conception 
in  relation  to  God  our  Eternal  Father 
and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

Confusion  Reigned 

It  was  a  day  when  there  was  not  one 


left  in  mortality  with  the  divine  power 
to  officiate  in  the  vital  and  saving  ordin¬ 
ances  of  the  Gospel — a  day  when  false 
teachings,  false  ordinances,  and  false 
instructors  came  upon  the  scene.  This 
condition  left  the  entire  Christian  world 
in  a  state  of  confusion,  without  divine 
inspiration,  so  that  the  notion  prevailed 
universally  that  the  heavens  were  clos¬ 
ed.  Contact  with  the  Father  and  his 
Beloved  Son  had  ceased,  and  the  angels 
for  a  long,  long  past  had  ceased  to  visit 
mortal  man  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 
Under  such  conditions  it  was  a  natural 
thought  encouraged  by  clergy  that  our 
Eternal  Father  had  ceased  to  commune 
with  his  children  on  the  earth.  More¬ 
over,  the  false  notion  became  prevalent 
that  mortal  man  was  left  with  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  the  Bible  and  that  it  contained 
all  of  the  revelation  that  mankind  need¬ 
ed  to  insure  his  salvation  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God.  Under  such  conditions 
and  practice  no  doubt  Satan  rejoiced; 
false  teachings  arose,  and  the  people, 
no  matter  how  devout  they  were,  found 
themselves  in  spiritual  darkness.  More¬ 
over,  for  a  long  time  the  edict  went 
forth  that  mortal  men  who  had  not 
been  prepared  for  the  clergy  should 
not  seek  for  knowledge  or  search  the 
scriptures,  for  this  was  the  sole  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  clergy.  Therefore  I  am 
exceedingly  grateful  for  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  and  the  coming  of  the 
Father  and  the  Son  to  him  and  their 
directing  him  in  the  course  he  should 
take.  Moreover,  I  am  thankful  that  the 
time  came  for  the  restoration  of  divine 
truth  and  the  power  of  the  Holy  Priest¬ 
hood  so  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
world  could  find  the  path  to  eternal  life, 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  Holy  Priest¬ 
hood  could  again  be  exercised  in  behalf 
of  the  salvation  of  all  mankind.

^  Every  Latter-day  Saint  desires  to  be 
a  missionary.  I  think  that  this  is  in 
the  heart  of  almost  every  member;  but 
why  is  it  that  we  are  so  afraid  to  bear 
our  testimonies  to  our  neighbours?  I 
think  it  was  the  Apostle  Paul  who  said: 

“For  though  I  preach  the  gospel,  I 
have  nothing  to  glory  of:  for  necessity 
is  laid  upon  me;  yea,  woe  is  unto  me. 
if  I  preach  not  the  gospel!" 

(1  Cor.  9:16.) 

Then  another  great  prophet  of  Israel 
said  this:  “So  thou,  O  son  of  man,  I 
have  set  thee  a  watchman  unto  the 
house  of  Israel;  therefore  thou  shalt 
hear  the  word  at  my  mouth,  and  warn 
them  from  me. 

“When  I  say  unto  the  wicked  .  .  . 
thou  shalt  surely  die;  and  if  thou  dost 
not  speak  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his 
way,  that  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his 
iniquity;  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at 
thy  hand. 

"Nevertheless,  if  thou  warn  the  wick¬ 
ed  of  his  way  to  turn  from  it;  if  he  do 
not  turn  from  his  way,  he  shall  die  in 
his  iniquity;  but  thou  hast  delivered 
thy  soul."  (Ezek.  33:7-9.) 

I  have  often  said  to  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  "If  you  cannot  be  a  missionary, 
then  at  least  be  a  Latter-day  Saint, 
that  you  will  not  stand  in  the  way  by 
your  manner  of  living,  of  those  who  will 
want  to  come  into  the  Church." 

There  are  many  wonderful  things  going 
on  in  EuroDe.  Under  the  inspiration  of 
the  Lord  we  have  called  translators  in 
the  various  countries.  I  wish  I  could 
relate  the  story  of  each  one,  like  Sister 
Charrier  down  in  a  little  village  in 
France.  She  heard  the  Gospel,  accepted 
it.  We  learned  that  she  had  a  class  of 
pupils  whom  she  was  teaching  English. 
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Her  preparations  have  enabled  her  to 
help  us  with  the  translations  into  the 
French  language.  And  she  now  is  work¬ 
ing  diligently. 

I  also  remember  Immo  Luschin 
Ebengreuth  of  Graz,  Austria,  a  man 
who  heard  the  Gospel  message  from 
two  missionaries,  and  said  to  them 
before  they  got  into  a  lengthy  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  Gospel,  "I  would  ask  you 
only  five  questions  before  you  go  fur¬ 
ther."  He  was  a  confirmed  member  of 
the  Catholic  Church,  and  these  are  his 
questions: 

“1.  Does  this  Church  believe  in  mar¬ 
riage  for  all  eternity? 

“2.  Does  this  Church  believe  in  the 
punishment  for  infants  who  are  not 
baptised? 

"3.  Do,  in  this  Church  the  rich  and 
the  poor  have  equal  opportunity? 

"4.  In  this  Church,  do  you  baptise 
by  immersion  for  the  remission  of  sin? 

“5.  In  this  Church  do  you  lay  on 
hands  for  receiving  of  the  Holy  Ghost?" 

This  man  had  never  met  the  mission¬ 
aries  before,  and  we  inquired  as  to 
where  he  got  such  questions.  His  an¬ 
swer  was,  “We  have  not  been  satisfied 
with  our  faith.  My  wife  and  I  deter¬ 
mined  that  through  prayer  and  the  de¬ 
sire  to  know  that  we  would  find  out 
the  true  Church.”  The  missionaries 
said,  “Why  these  are  our  teachings," 
and  thus  Brother  Ebengreuth  was  bap¬ 
tized  with  his  wife.  This  brother  is  a 
skilled  interpreter.  He  speaks  English, 
I  am  confident,  better  than  I  do,  and 
he  can  become  a  translator  for  the 
Church  of  the  German  language. 

This  has  been  how  the  Lord  has  open¬ 
ed  the  way  for  i is.

'To  Obey  Is 
Better  Than 
Sacrifice  .  .  ."

it  ...  to  obey  is  better  than  sacri¬ 
fice,  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of 
ram."  (1  Sam.  15:22.) 

So  said  the  Prophet  Samuel  to  the 
disobedient  King  Saul  who  lost  his 
kingdom  because  of  rebellion.  The  pro¬ 
phet  warned  Saul  that  he  should  dis¬ 
comfit  his  enemies  but  that  he  should 
not  retain  the  spoils  of  war.  But  bleat¬ 
ing  of  the  sheep  and  the  lowing  of  the 
oxen  revealed  that  Saul  and  his  people 
had  disobeyed  the  simple  command  of 
the  Lord.  Samuel  chastised: 
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“Hath  the  Lord  as  great  delight  In 
burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices,  as  in  ob-. 
eying  the  voice  of  the  Lord? 

.  .  rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of  witch¬ 
craft,  and  stubborness  is  as  iniquity  and 
idolatry."  (Ibid.,  15:22-23.) 

Saul  asked  forgiveness,  but  the  pro¬ 
phet  replied: 

“.  .  .  thou  hast  rejected  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  hath  rejected 
thee  from  being  king  over  Israel." 

(ibid.,  15:26) 

In  his  arrogant  and  haughty  state  he 
took  things  in  his  own  hands  wholly 
disregarding  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord. 

Samuel  scolded: 

“When  thou  wast  littie  in  thine  own 
sight,  wast  thou  not  made  the  head  of 
the  tribes  of  Israel,  and  the  Lord  an¬ 
ointed  thee  king  over  Israel? 

"Wherefore  then  didst  thou  not  obey 
the  voice  of  the  Lord,  but  didst  fly  upon 
the  spoil,  and  didst  evil  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord?  (Ibid.,  15:17,  19.) 

Many  Like  Saul 

Saul  rationalized.  It  was  easy  for  him 
to  obey  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
kings,  for  what  use  were  conquered 
kings?  But  why  not  keep  the  fat  sheep 
and  cattle?  Was  not  his  royal  judgment 
superior  to  that  of  lowly  Samuel?  Who 
was  Samuel  that  his  words  should  be 
obeyed  implicitly,  and  who  would  know 
anyway? 

How  like  Saul  are  many  in  Israel 
today.  One  will  live  some  of  the  Lord’s 
revelation  on  health  except  that  he 
must  have  his  occasional  cup  of  coffee; 
she  will  not  use  tobacco  nor  liquor  for 
which  she  has  no  yearning  anyway 
but  must  have  the  comforting  cup  of 
tea. 

He  will  serve  in  a  Church  position, 
for  here  is  activity  which  he  likes  and 
honour  which  he  craves,  or  contribute 


to  a  chapel  where  his  donation  will  be 
known,  but  rationalization  is  easy  as 
to  tithepaying  which  he  finds  so  diffi¬ 
cult.  He  cannot  afford  it — sickness  or 
death  has  laid  a  heavy  hand — he  is  not 
sure  it  is  always  distributed  as  he 
would  have  it  done,  and  who  knows 
any  of  his  failure? 

Another  will  attend  some  meetings 
but  Saul-like  rationalize  as  to  the  rest 
of  the  day.  Why  should  he  not  see  a 
ball  game,  a  show,  do  his  necessary 
yard  work,  or  carry  on  business  as 
usual? 

Difficult  Requirement 

Another  would  religiously  attend  his 
outward  Church  duties  but  resist  any 
suggestions  as  to  family  frictions  in  his 
home  life  or  family  prayers  when  the 
family  is  so  hard  to  assemble? 

Saul  was  like  that.  He  Could  do  the 
expedient  things  but  could  find  alibis 
as  to  the  things  which  countered  his 
own  desires. 

To  obey!  To  hearken!  What  a  difficult 
requirement!  Often  we  hear:  “Nobody 
can  tell  me  what  clothes  to  wear,  what 
I  shall  eat  or  drink.  No  one  can  outline 
my  Sabbaths,  appropriate  my  earnings, 
nor  in  any  way  limit  my  personal  free¬ 
doms!  I  do  as  1  please!  1  give  no  blind 
obedience!” 

Blind  obedience!  How  little  they  un¬ 
derstand!  The  Lord  said  through  Joseph 
Smith: 

"Whatever  God  requires  is  right,  no 
matter  what  it  is,  although  we  may  not 
see  the  reason  thereof  until  long  after 
the  events  transpire.  (Scrapbook  of 
Mormon  Literature  vol.2,  p.  173.) 

Faithful  Obedience 

When  men  obey  commands  of  a  crea¬ 
tor,  it  is  not  blind  obedience.  How  dif¬ 
ferent  is  the  cowering  of  a  subject  to 
his  totalitarian  monarch  and  the  digni¬ 
fied,  willing  obedience  one  gives  to  his 
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God.  The  dictator  is  ambitious,  selfish, 
and  has  ulterior  motives.  God’s  every 
command  Is  righteous,  every  directive 
purposeful,  and  all  for  the  good  of  the 
governed.  The  first  may  be  blind  obedi¬ 
ence  but  the  latter  is  certainly  faith¬ 
ful  obedience. 

it  was  not  blind  faith  when  the  pat¬ 
riarch  Noah  built  an  ark  some  forty-two 
centuries  ago  or  when  the  prophet  Nephi 
built  a  boat  about  twenty-five  cent¬ 
uries  ago.  Each  was  commanded  by  the 
Lord  to  construct  a  seaworthy  vessel. 
An  unprecedented  total  flood  was  to 
envelop  the  earth  in  the  one  case  and 
the  greatest  ocean  to  be  crossed  by 
the  other.  No  experience  of  either 
builder  could  give  guidance  in  these 
new  adventures — no  previous  flood  or 
ocean  crossing  had  ever  come  in  the 
life  of  either — there  was  nothing  on 
which  to  base  construction  except  dir¬ 
ections  from  the  Lord.  Here  was  no 
blind  obedience.  Each  knew  the  good¬ 
ness  of  God  and  that  he  had  purpose 
in  his  strange  commands  And  so  each 
with  eyes  wide  open,  with  absolute  free¬ 
dom  of  choice,  built  by  faith.  Noah's 
family  was  saved  from  physical  drown¬ 
ing  and  spiritual  decadence,  and  Nephi’s 
people  were  saved  likewise  . 

The  Promise 

No  swords  nor  bayonets,  no  famine 
nor  pestilence  drove  the  Lehites  from 
the  lush  shores  of  Bountiful,  but  seeing 
obedience  led  them  across  uncharted 
oceans.  The  Lord  had  promised: 

“.  .  .  inasmuch  as  ye  shall  keep  my 
commandments,  ye  shall  prosper,  and 
shall  be  led  to  ...  a  land  which  is 
choice  above  all  other  lands.”  (  Nephi 
2:20.) 

And  with  compliance  born  of  faith 
and  confidence,  the  vessel  was  finished, 
loaded,  and  launched. 

There  was  no  compulsion  in  Noah’s 
movements — no  blind  obedience,  it  was 


not  raining  when  the  man  of  God  made 
the  craft  which  was  to  save  his  family. 
After  its  completion,  a  full  week  of  dry 
weather  preceded  the  storm.  Here  was 
obedience  born  in  testimony  of  the 
power,  sureness,  justice  of  God.  And 
Noah's  trust  was  justified,  and  a  race 
was  perpetuated. 

When  men  speak  of  all  faith  and  all 
obedience  as  blind,  are  they  not  cover¬ 
ing  their  own  weaknesses?  Are  they 
not  seeking  an  alibi  to  justify  their  own 
failure  to  hearken? 

Justification 

A  man  obeys  strictly  the  income  tax 
law  and  pays  fully  and  before  due 
date  his  property  taxes  but  justifies 
himself  in  disregarding  the  law  of  the 
Sabbath  or  the  payment  of  tithes  on 
on  time,  if  at  all.  In  the  one  case  he 
may  suffer  only  deprivation  of  freedom 
or  resources  or  lose  his  home  or  per¬ 
sonal  property,  but  in  the  other  he 
opens  doors  to  the  loss  of  a  soul.  The 
spiritual  as  truly  brings  penalties  as  the 
temporal,  the  principal  difference  is  the 
swiftness  of  punishment,  the  Lord  be¬ 
ing  so  long-suffering. 

One  would  hardly  call  the  first  blind 
obedience,  yet  he  sometimes  regards 
the  spiritual  commands  as  such. 

Is  it  blind  obedience  when  the  air 
traveler  fastens  his  seat  belt  as  that 
sign  flashes  or  is  it  confidence  in  the 
experience  and  wisdom  of  those  who 
know  more  of  hazards  and  dangers? 

Is  it  blind  obedience  when  the  little 
child  gleefully  jumps  from  the  table 
into  the  strong  arms  of  its  smiling 
father,  or  is  this  implicit  trust  in  a 
loving  parent  who  feels  sure  of  his 
catch  and  who  loves  the  child  better 
than  life  itself? 

is  it  blind  obedience  when  the  pilot 
guides  his  ship  between  the  buoys 
which  mark  the  reefs  and  thus  keeps 
his  vessel  in  deep  water  or  is  it  con- 
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fldence  In  the  Integrity  of  those  who 
have  set  up  protective  devices? 

Blind  Obedience 

is  It  then  blind  obedience  when  we, 
with  our  limited  vision,  elementary 
knowledge,  selfish  desires,  ulterior  mot¬ 
ives,  and  carnal  urges,  accept  and  follow 
the  guidance  and  obey  the  commands 
of  our  loving  Father  who  begot  us, 
created  a  world  for  us,  loves  us,  and 
has  planned  a  constructive  programme 
for  us,  wholly  without  ulterior  motive, 
whose  greatest  joy  and  glory  is 
to  “bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life"  of  all  his  children? 

Blind  obedience  it  might  be  when 
no  agency  exists,  when  there  is  re-j 


glmentation,  but  in  all  of  the  commands 
of  the  Lord  given  through  his  servants, 
there  is  total  agency  free  of  compul¬ 
sion.  Some  remonstrate  that  agency  is 
lacking  where  penalties  are  imposed 
and  condemnations  threatened — to  be 
damned  for  rejecting  the  Gospel  seems 
harsh  to  some  and  to  take  away  free 
agency.  This  is  not  true,  for  the  deci¬ 
sion  is  ours — we  may  accept  or  reject, 
comply  or  ignore. 

In  all  of  our  life  activities  It  is  the 
same — we  may  attend  college  or  stay 
away  from  the  campus;  we  may  apply 
ourselves  to  our  studies  or  waste  our 
time;  we  may  fulfil  all  requirements  or 
ignore  them.  The  decision  is  ours;  the 
sncy  is  free.

From  Following 
Commandments

^  One  of  the  foundation  stones  of 
success  in  the  home  is  companionship 
in  the  home,  and  that  companionship 
must  begin  with  husband  and  wife. 

The  Lord  had  something  to  say  about 
companionship  in  the  home.  He  gave 
a  great  commandment  in  section  42  of 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  verse  22, 
and  this  is  what  he  said: 

“Thou  shalt  love  thy  wife  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  shalt  cleave  unto  her  and 
none  else."  * 

I  believe,  Sisters,  that  that  command¬ 
ment  is  just  as  applicable  to  you,  and 
that  you  could  receive  it  as  though  it 
said:  “Thou  shalt  love  thy  husband  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  shalt  cleave  unto  him 
and  none  else.”  And  when  the  Lord 
commands  that  husband  and  wife  love 
each  other  with  all  their  hearts,  it  means 
that  it  shall  be  a  wholehearted  love, 
and  that  there  shall  be  no  holding  back 
and  no  reservations.  Then  the  second 
part  of  that  command,  to  “cleave  unto 
her,"  I  believe  means  that  we  shall  be 
good  companions  one  to  the  other.  I 
believe  that  when  the  Lord  says  that 
we  shall  cleave  unto  husband  and  wife, 
that  He  means  that  we  shall  be  en¬ 
joyable,  desirable,  happy,  loving  com¬ 
panions  one  with  the  other. 


Then  there  is  that  very  potent  Iasi 
portions,  “and  none  else,”  which  rules 
out  all  types  of  competition.  Any  mar¬ 
ried  man  who  pays  attention  to  any 
woman  other  than  his  wife,  to  that  ex¬ 
tent  is  in  rebellion  against  Almighty 
God,  and  any  woman  who  is  married 
and  receives  attention  from  any  other 
man  is  flying  in  the  face  of  Providence 
and  violating  the  law  of  heaven. 

What  Is  The  Answer? 

Now,  if  you  have  broken  this  law, 
what  is  the  answer?  What  is  the  answer 
to  any  broken  law:  If  you  break  the  law 
of  the  Sabbath,  is  the  answer  further 
violation?  If  you  break  the  law  of  chas¬ 
tity,  is  the  answer  further  violation? 
There  is  only  one  answer  to  a  broken 
law,  and  that  is  repentance,  and  if  you 
have  broken  the  law  which  says,  “Thou 
shalt  love  thy  wife  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  shalt  cleave  unto  her  and  none  else" 
is  the  answer  divorce,  or  is  it  repent¬ 
ance  with  a  broken  heart  and  a  con¬ 
trite  spirit? 

There  is  another  type  of  companion¬ 
ship  between  parents  and  children.  I 
am  sure  that  many  of  you  parents  do  not 
realize  the  gravity  of  the  tempations 
which  face  your  young  people.  There 
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are  sins  in  which  your  young  people  be¬ 
come  involved  that  many  of  you  parents 
do  not  even  dream  about,  but  they  are 
terrible  things  which  will  drag  them 
down  into  the  depths  of  hell  if  they 
yield  to  them,  and  will  break  your 
hearts,  as  parents.  Companionship  be¬ 
tween  parents  and  children  will  provide 
a  fortification  against  those  temptations 
and  may  save  them. 

You  fathers,  are  you  willing  to  be 
companions  to  your  sons?  Oh,  they  need 
you,  and  they  plead  for  you.  Would 
each  father  be  willing  to  spend  one 
hour  a  day  with  his  son  if  he  knew  that 
the  boy's  very  salvation  depended  upon 
it?  Oh,  I  know  that  some  of  you  will 
say  that  business  is  too  demanding  and 
you  cannot  spare  the  time  from  your 
job  and  your  other  exacting  assignments, 
but  I  would  like  to  tell  you  that  there 
is  not  a  job  in  the  world  as  important 
to  you  as  your  son. 

If  you  are  so  busy  that  you  cannot  be 
a  companion  to  your  son  so  that  you  can 
help  to  save  his  soul,  you  are  too  busy 
and  need  to  readjust.  If  you  will  be  a 
companion  to  him,  and  if  you  will  keep 
the  standards  of  the  Church,  and  in  that 
companionship  teach  those  standards 
to  your  son,  as  that  boy  watches  you 
observe  those  high  principles,  he  will 
have  respect  both  for  you  and  those 
principles  and  will  be  converted  to 
them,  and  thereby  you  will  place  him 
on  the  high  road  to  salvation. 

Teach  By  Companionship 

You  mothers,  teach  your  daughters 
by  means  of  companionship  also.  A 
couple  of  weeks  ago  when  I  was  com¬ 
ing  home  on  the  train,  there  was  in 
the  same  car  with  me  a  young  mother 
and  her  two  little  girls  It  was  a  long 
ride,  and  these  little  girls  were  tired 
and  peevish.  This  mother  was  one  of 
those  strict  disciplinarians  who  appar¬ 
ently  knew  nothing  but  discipline.  I  am 
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sure  that  with  that  stern  face,  if  she 
had  ever  smiled  it  would  have  cracked 
her  face  all  over,  she  was  so  rigid  and 
so  stern.  She  gave  those  children  a 
very  bad  time,  and  they  gave  her  a  bad 
time,  and  a  bad  time  was  had  by  all. 

Then,  as  I  went  into  the  next  car  on 
my  way  to  the  diner,  I  noticed  another 
mother  and  her  two  little  girls.  There 
was  none  of  the  atmosphere  of  what  ! 
have  just  described  to  you.  There  was 
happiness  and  laughter  and  joy  because 
on  the  same  train  and  over  the  same 
long  journey  this  second  mother  was 
playing  with  her  little  daughters.  She 
was  a  playmate,  a  pal,  to  them.  I  notic¬ 
ed  that  in  the  midst  of  the  game  one 
of  the  little  girls  came  up  and  hugged 
her  mother,  and  said,  "Mother,  L  love 
you  so  much."  Then  she  went  back  to 
play  her  game  again. 

I  thought,  what  a  pattern  for  all 
mothers.  If  mothers  would  just  be  com¬ 
panionship,  they  will  love  you;  they  will 
honour  you;  they  will  seek  your  advice. 
Even  when  they  have  grown  up,  you 
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will  see  that  from  time  to  time  in  the 
midst  of  their  worries,  they  will  come 
to  you  and  put  their  arms  about  you 
and  say,  "Mother,  I  love  you." 

Love  at  home  comes  through  proper 
companionship.  Husband  and  wife  may 
be  kept  together  through  it.  Mother  and 
father  can  save  their  sons  and  their 
daughters  by  proper  companionship. 

TrueWorship  Requires 
More  Than  External 
Forms

it  “The  backslider  in  heart  shall  be 
filled  with  his  own  ways:  .  .  /  (Prov. 
14:14)  is  a  proverb  credited  to  the 
ancient  King  Solomon,  who  the  Bible 
records  was  .  .  wiser  than  all  men; 

.  .  ."  (1  Kings  4:31.)  It  is  assumed  that 
Solomon  in  this  proverb  referred  to 
those  who  had  retrogressed  in  their 
allegiance  to  God  by  failing  to  give 
heed  to  his  counsel.  Frequently  God 
has  sent  His  prophets  to  counsel  his 
children  in  an  attempt  to  arrest  them 
from  their  wrongdoing,  their  backslid¬ 
ing,  and  to  point  the  way  to  happiness 
and  salvation.  The  task  of  persuading 
man  from  nis  carnal  ways  has  always 
been  an  arduous  struggle,  as  evidenced 
by  history.  The  inhabitants  of  the  earth 
seem  eager  to  be  filled  with  their  own 
ways.  Because  of  this  the  prophets 
have,  from  time  to  time,  suffered  much 
tribulation. 

Jeremiah  was  such  a  prophet.  In  his 
day  he  faced  almost  continuous  opposi¬ 
tion  and  insult  as  he  tried  to  stem  the 
tide  of  idolatry  and  immorality  among 
the  people.  During  his  lifetime  he  tried 
to  teach  the  multitude  that  true  wor¬ 
ship  of  Jehovah  required  more  than 
devotion  to  external  forms  of  worship. 
His  message  was:  One  must  live  and 
dedicate  oneself  to  keeping  all  of  God’s 


commandments.  At  last,  many,  too  blind 
to  see  that  they  were  heading  for  de¬ 
struction  and  captivity  and  no  longer 
of  a  mind  to  listen  to  Jeremiah,  were 
the  cause  of  his  being  stoned  to  death. 
His  tragic  death,  however,  did  not  null¬ 
ify  or  stay  his  decreed  counsel,  for 
soon  the  people  passed  through  all  of 
the  adversity  that  he  foretold  would 
transpire  if  they  did  not  repent  of  their 
evil  ways 

Follow  Counsel 

The  determination  to  follow  good  coun 
sel,  to  obey  divine  law,  is  paramount 
for  true  success  and  happiness  in  life. 
In  the  era  in  which  we  live,  as  anciently, 
the  Lord  has  sent  us  His  prophets  and 
as  reaffirmed  the  need  to  adhere  to 
His  precepts.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
on  April  2,  1843,  said,  “There  is  a  law, 
irrevocably  decreed  in  heaven  before 
the  foundations  of  this  world,  upon 
which  all  blessings  are  predicated. 

“And  when  we  obtain  any  blessing 
from  God,  it  is  by  obedience  to  that 
law  upon  which  it  is  predicated."  (D&C 
130:20-21.)  Paralleling  this  revealed 
truth  is  the  admonition: 

"...  let  every  man  learn  his  duty, 
and  to  act  in  the  office  in  which  he  is 
appointed,  in  all  diligence. 

"He  that  is  slothful  shall  not  be 
counted  worthy  to  stand,  and  he  that 
learns  not  his  duty  .  .  .  shows  himself 
not  approved.  .  .  "  (Ibid.,  107:99-100.) 

It  seems  that  one  of  the  great  weak¬ 
nesses  in  man’s  character  is  the  tend¬ 
ency  to  shun  good  counsel  and  instruc¬ 
tion.  Men  do,  in  fact,  set  up  barriers 
for  themselves,  for  they  seem  to  want 
to.  become  laws  unto  themselves.  Jacob 
understood  this  when  he  warned,  “.  .  . 
O  the  vainness,  and  the  frailties,  and 
the  foolishness  of  men!  When  they  are 
learned  they  think  they  are  wise,  and 
they  hearken  not  unto  the  counsel  of 
God,  for  they  set  it  aside,  supposing 
they  know  of  themselves,  wherefore, 
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their  wisdom  is  foolishness  and  it  pro- 
fiteth  them  not  .  .  . 

"But  to  be  learned  is  good  if  they 
hearken  unto  the  counsels  of  God.” 
(2  Nephi  9:28-29.) 

Adam  Set  Example 
Father  Adam  set  us  a  splendid  ex¬ 
ample  of  following  counsel.  After  Adam 
and  Eve  were  driven  out  from  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  the  Lord  "...  gave 
unto  them  commandments,  that  they 
should  worship  the  Lord  their  God, 
and  should  offer  the  firstlings  of  their 
flocks,  for  an  offering  unto  the  Lord. 
And  Adam  was  obedient  unto  the  com¬ 
mandments  of  the  Lord. 

“And  then  the  angel  spake,  saying: 
Why  dost  thou  offer  sacrifices  unto 
the  Lord?  And  Adam  said  unto  him:  I 
know  not,  save  the  Lord  commanded 
me. 


"And  then  the  angel  spake,  saying: 
This  thing  is  a  similitude  of  the  sacri¬ 
fice  of  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father, 
which  is  full  of  grace  and  truth.”  (Moses 
5:5-7.) 

Our  attitude  should  be  one  of  sub¬ 
missiveness  to  all  of  God’s  command¬ 
ments.  We  need  not  indulge  in  self- 
sophisticated  reasoning  to  justify  our 
compliance  with  God’s  counsel.  Our 
motivation  should  be  based  upon  a 
desire  to  serve. 

I  believe  that  God  wants  His  children 
to  be  happy  and  has  charted  the  course 
through  prophets  for  its  attainment.  I 
believe  that  true  happiness  will  only 
come  in  this  life  by  following  His  cou¬ 
nsel.  As  someone  has  said,  "Doing  the 
will  of  God  leaves  no  time  for  dis¬ 
puting  about  His  plan."

mercy  has  healed  His  daughter." 

She  turned  to  Miriam  and  embraced 
her,  they  wept  joyously.  Dorcas  walked 
towards  Jesus  and  looked  into  His  face, 

“Thank  you  Lord,"  she  said. 

In  His  eyes  there  was  recognition 
and  again  they  seemed  to  search  her 
very  soul,  was  it  her  Imagination  or 
was  there  just  the  ghost  of  a  smile 
about  His  lips. 

In  the  quiet  of  that  night  kneeling  by 
her  bed,  Dorcas  prayed  like  she  had 
never  prayed  before.  Jesus  had  shown 
her  the  way  to  become  wholesome  in¬ 
side  as  well  as  out.  She  had  obeyed 
His  words  “go  and  sin  no  more,"  now 
there  were  other  things  for  her  to  do. 

Dorcas’  name  became  blessed  in  the 
village,  the  sick  knew  her  care  the 
aged  knew  her  comfort  and  to  many 
young  mothers  she  acted  as  midwife 
and  cared  for  their  babies.  Children 
loved  her  and  followed  her  about  begg¬ 
ing  for  stories. 

Whenever  the  opportunity  came  Dor¬ 
cas  would  take  her  leave  and  go  and 
listen  to  Jesus’  words.  She  was  surely 
in  that  little  group  of  women  that  stood 
a  little  way  off  from  the  cross;  and 
watched  with  heavy  heart  whilst  He 
died.  Without  a  doubt  she  rejoiced 
with  her  fellow  sisters  in  the  glorious 
news  of  His  resurrection.

+  While  I  was  doing  missionary  work 
in  Ireland,  one  simple,  powerful  lesson 
on  testimony  was  brought  home  to  me 
over  and  over  again.  One  would  come 
to  know  the  truth  to  the  degree  he  was 
true  to  the  truth. 

Learning  of  the  divinity  of  Jesus 
Christ  Is  unlike  other  kinds  of  learn¬ 
ing.  It'  is  not  primarily  a  matter  of 
acquiring  information,  of  logic  and  re¬ 
asoning,  of  scriptural  proof  or  histori¬ 
cal  evidences.  Intellectualizing  about 
it  is  a  poor  substitute  for  actually  liv¬ 
ing  as  we  must  in  order  to  get  the 
kind  of  knowledge  we  seek.  For  the 
kind  of  learning  that  is  required  here 
is  of  a  different  order  altogether. 

Again,  the  principle  of  this  learning 
is:  We  can  know  of  the  Lord  not  simply 
by  setting  out  to  find  truth,  but  by  set¬ 
ting  out  to  be  true.  Only  through  mould¬ 
ing  It  into  our  lives  Is  this  truth  found. 

Where  Lies  the  Responsibility? 

The  Father  has  promised  to  grant  a 
witness  of  the  divinity  of  His  Son, 
through  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  anyone  who 
qualifies.  The  responsibility,  then,  is 
upon  us  to  qualify.  It  is  not  the  Lord 
who  must  make  up  His  mind  to  com¬ 
municate.  It  is  we  who  must  change 


and  prepare  ourselves  to  receive  the 
communication  He  has  promised. 

Once  we  clearly  understand  that 
"my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts, 
neither  are  your  ways  my  ways,  saith 
the  Lord”  (Isaiah  55:8);  that  "the  th¬ 
ings  of  God  knoweth  no  man,  but  by 
the  spirit  of  God”  (1  Cor.  2:11);  that 
"if  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall 
know  of  the  doctrine”  (John  7:17); 
then  we  begin  to  look  within  for  the 
key  to  this  learning.  We  ask,  ”How 
sincere  am  i?  Do  I  really  want  to  know? 
Am  I  willing  to  pay  the  price  to  do 
whatever  is  necessary  in  study,  prayer, 
repentance,  and  service  to  qualify?” 

Many  discover  that  it  is  not  Christ, 
nor  the  prophets  who  testify  of  Him, 
that  they  doubt.  In  their  sincere  intro¬ 
spection  they  cannot  honestly  lay  the 
blame  upon  the  Lord  for  their  failure 
to  receive  a  witness.  What  they  really 
doubt  is  their  own  ability  to  make 
themselves  worthy.  They  sense  that 
the  obstacle  or  weakness  lies  in  them. 

One  investigator  wrote.  “I  doubted 
whether  I  really  could  or  even  wanted 
to  give  up  my  smoking.”  Others  ack 
nowledge,  in  this  crisis  of  self-honesty, 
that  the  problem  is  within  themselves 
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— intellectual  pride,  perhaps,  or  sen¬ 
suality,  or  materialistic  desires,  or  hy- 
procrisy.  They  see  they  have  failed  to 
gain  a  testimony  of  Christ’s  divinity 
"because  their  hearts  are  set  so  much 
upon  the  things  of  this  world,  and 
aspire  to  the  honours  of  men,  that  do 
not  learn  this  one  lesson — that  the 
powers  of  heaven  cannot  be  controlled 
nor  handled  only  upon  the  principles 
of  righteousness."  (D&C  121:35,36.) 

Personal  Change 

Many  people  do  not  like  this  prin¬ 
ciple  because  very  often  it  implies 
some  agonizing  admissions  about  one¬ 
self,  and  it  promises  hard  effort  to 
bring  about  personal  change.  There  is 
no  way  to  shortcut  these  admissions 
and  this  effort.  It  is  not  a  matter  of 
merely  acquiring  information  while  re¬ 
maining  one’s  old  self.  The  person  him¬ 
self  must  change  if  he  is  to  be  able  to 
receive  a  witness  of  the  divinity  of 
Christ. 

This  principle  threatened  the  proud 
hopes  of  the  Jews  at  the  Saviour’s 
time;  those  who  looked  for  a  power¬ 
ful  political  Messiah  to  take  the  resp¬ 
onsibility  of  changing  the  world  so 
they  would  not  have  to  change.  They 
thought  eternal  life  was  found  in  sear¬ 
ching  the  scriptures;  but  Christ  taught 
this  "hard,"  inescapable  doctrine — that 
even  the  scriptures  point  out,  beyond 
mere  words,  the  need  to  come  to  Him 
personally,  to  live  in  His  way.  The 
scriptures,  Jesus  said,  "testify  of  me, 
And  ye  will  come  to  me,  that  ye  might 
have  life."  (John  5:39-40) 

Our  Conscience 

We  come  to  Christ  on  His  terms.  The 
Lord  outlined  these  terms  personally 
when  He  was  on  earth;  and  afterwards, 
through  His  prophets.  Part  of  these 
instructions  stipulate  that  just  study¬ 


ing  the  scriptures  is  not  enough;  we 
must  have  living  contact  with  the  Spirit 
of  Christ.  The  medium  of  this  contact 
is  one’s  own  conscience. 

How  does  a  person  counsel  with  his 
conscience?  Right  now  you  may  hon¬ 
estly  ask  yourself,  "What  should  I  do 
to  get  closer  to  the  Saviour?"  Now 
listen.  Meditate.  Examine  yourself. 
And  again,  listen.  You  will  hear  a  voice 
speak  to  you;  the  still,  small  voice  of 
conscience.  You  won't  hear  it  in  your 
ear.  You  will  feel  it  within  yourself — 
deep  within  yourself — in  your  heart 
and  mind.  It  will  tell  you  exactly  what 
you  must  do  to  draw  closer  to  the  Lord. 
You  will  become  aware  of  acts  that 
call  for  repentance,  someone  to  whom 
you  should  be  kinder,  someone  whose 
forgiveness  you  must  ask,  some  habit 
you  must  overcome,  some  virtue  you 
must  develop.  What  you  hear  or  feel 
in  our  conscience  is  your  personal 
formula  for  gaining  a  vital,  living  ■‘esti- 
mony  of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  Do  Not  Listen! 

The  Lord  may  try  to  get  through  to 
us,  while  we  harden  our  hearts  against 
Him,  as  Nephi  indicated  Laman  and 
Lemuel  had  done:  "Ye  have  heard  his 
voice  from  time  to  time  .  .  .  but  ye 
were  past  feeling,  that  ye  could  not 
feel  his  words."  (1  Nephi  17:45). 

We  then  "go  through  the  motions" 
of  religious  worship  and  service.  Our 
prayers  become  one-way,  mechanical 
and  ritualistic,  offered  out  of  duty,  not 
desire.  "They  draw  near  to  me  with 
their  lips  but  their  hearts  are  far  from 
me."  Little  wonder  many  of  us  lose 
faith  in  prayer:  we  have  no  response, 
no  two-way  communication  with  the 
Lord.  We  do  not  listen. 

We  should  try  "listening  in  our  pray¬ 
ers.  When  we  ask  for  a  particular  bles 
sing,  let  us  quietly  listen  with  our 
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hearts  to  understand  the  law  on  which 
that  blessing,  is  predicated.  (D&C  130: 
20,  21)  When  we  hear  the  answer  in 
our  hearts,  let  us  carefully  consider  it 
and  honestly  examine  ourselves  to 
see  if  we  are  willing  to  obey  that  law. 
If  so,  let  us  answer  back  and  commit 
our  promise  to  the  Lord  that  we  will 
obey.  If  not,  let  us  not  ask  For  the 
blessing.  If  we  are  not  willing  to  since¬ 
rely  commit  ourselves  to  qualify  for  a 
living  testimony  of  Christ,  we  cannot 
expect  to  receive  one. 

“Be  not  deceived;  God  is  not  mocked 
for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that 
shall  he  also  reap."  (Galatians  6:7) 

Few  things  will  inspire  self-honesty 
and  humility  more  that  a  genuine,  list¬ 
ening,  two-way  prayer.  It  brings  us  into 
living  contact  with  the  light  and  Spirit 
of  Christ.  In  this  attitude  of  perfect 
honesty,  humility,  reaching  out,  and 
dedication,  we  can  literally  have  the 
Holy  Ghost  as  our  guide  and  compan¬ 
ion;  and  He  will  bestow  upon  us  a 
witness  of  the  divinity  of  Jesus  Christ. 


However  intelligent  and  knowledge¬ 
able  we  may  be  unless  we  have  a  real 
and  personal  experience  with  the  Spirit 
of  God,  we  will  know  no  more  about 
Christ  that  the  man  blind  from  his 
birth  knows  about  light  and  sight,  how¬ 
ever  glib  he  may  be  in  describing  the 
anatomy  of  the  eye  or  the  properties 
of  light. 

This  personal  testimony  is  thus  a 
living  thing.  It  is  neither  borrowed  From 
another  nor  from  the  remembrance  of 
past  spirituality. 

It  is  rather  a  well  of  '‘living  water" 
(John  4:10),  arising  from  current  and 
real  experiences  obtained  through  ear¬ 
nest  prayer,  study,  repentance,  coven¬ 
ant  making,  obedience,  and  service — ah 
achieved  through  the  empowering  prin¬ 
ciple  that  it  be  done  "with  real  intent." 
(See  Moroni  10:  4-5) 

To  know  Christ  is  to  strive  constantly 
to  be  like  Him,  to  partake  of  the  divine 
nature.  (2nd  Peter  1:  3-8)  Such  a  state 
of  knowledge  and  being  qualifies  us 
for  eternal  life.  (John  17:3)

Does  alcohol  make  a  person  think 
more  clearly? 

No.  Because  inhibitions  are  depress¬ 
ed,  a  person  becomes  more  talkative. 
He  then  THINKS  that  he  is  performing 
better.  He  feels  it  has  “loosened”  his 
tongue,  but  his  actual  thinking  proces¬ 
ses  and  reasoning  ability  are  dulled. 

Does  alcohol  improve  one's  creative 
ability? 

No.  George  Bernard  Shaw  answered 
this:  “Alcohol  knocks  off  the  last  inch 
of  efficiency  which  in  all  really  fine 
works  makes  the  difference  between 
first  rate  and  second  rate.” 

Does  alcohol  make  a  person  a  better 
athlete  in  competition? 

No.  Other  things  such  as  weight, 
physical  condition,  etc.  being  equal  in 
two  athletes,  the  difference  between 
the  winner  and  the  loser  is  often  the 
difference  in  their  “reaction”  time  . 
the  time  it  takes  to  make  a  decision  and 
respond  with  action.  A  batter  has  to 
judge  the  speed  and  position  of  the  ball 


and  respond  accordingly  .  .  .  INTiMETO 
HiT  THE  BALL!  Such  reaction  time  is 
slowed  by  alcohol.  A  “hangover”  has 
lost  many  a  contest. 

Does  alcohol  improve  digestion? 

No.  Alcohol  actually  increases  the 
flow  of  acid,  thus  iRRITATiNG  the  lin 
ing  of  the  stomach.  For  this  reason, 
people  who  have  stomach  ulcers  must 
abstain  from  drinking  alcohol  bever¬ 
ages. 

Does  alcohol  improve  eyesight? 

No.  Alcohol  interferes  with  the  co¬ 
ordination  of  the  eye  muscles  and  may 
cause  double  vision.  It  also  interferes 
with  the  interpretation  of  the  images 
received  by  the  brain. 

Is  alcohol  valuable  as  a  sedative  or 
analgesic  (pain-killing)  drug? 

There  are  many  more  effective  non¬ 
habit  forming  drugs  that  can  be  used. 

How  does  alcohol  harm  the  liver? 

To  the  liver  falls  the  task  of  dispos¬ 
ing  of  the  alcohol  from  the  body.  When 
it  becomes  overloaded,  overworked  and 
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"Truth  Is  obeyed  when  It  Is  loved. 
Strict  obedience  to  the  truth  will 
alone  enable  people  to  dwell  in  the 
presence  of  the  Almighty.” 

— Brigham  Young 
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finally  exhausted,  it  shrivels  up  and 
develops  "cirrhosis”  or  degeneration. 
It  simply  folds  up  and  goes  out  of  busi¬ 
ness.  The  drinker  then  dies  because 
this  organ  is  necessary  to  perform 
many  other  important  functions  of  the 
body. 

Is  a  "small  amount”  of  alcohol  qood 
for  the  health? 

No  one  has  ever  produced  scientific 
evidence  of  benefits  from  the  consu¬ 
mption  of  alcohol.  A  social  drinker 
runs  the  risk  of  becoming  a  "chronic 
alcoholic”,  a  disease  that  is  one  of 
the  most  difficult  to  cure. 

Does  alcohol  cure  snake  bite? 

No.  Alcohol  does  nothing  for  a  snake 
bite  except  to  relieve  some  of  the 
pain.  It  may  be  dangerous  because  it 
lulls  the  victim  into  a  false  sense  of 
security,  making  him  think  that  nothing 
further  need  be  done.  This  is  a  time 
when  one  needs  all  of  his  faculties  and 
reflexes  in  order  to  obtain  treatment 
as  soon  as  possible. 


Does  alcohol  prevent  or  cure  a  cold? 

No.  Drinking  alcohol  makes  one  feel 
warmer  and  deadens  the  reflexes.  How¬ 
ever,  it  causes  the  pores  to  dilate  and 
therefore  makes  the  person  more  sus¬ 
ceptible  to  chilling.  Also,  the  drinker  is 
less  cautious  and  exposes  himself 
more,  causing  more  deaths  from  pneu¬ 
monia  among  heavy  drinkers. 

Is  alcohol  valuable  in  the  treatment 
of  heart  disease? 

No,  nitroglycerine  is  far  more  elec¬ 
tive  than  alcohol  in  relieving  the  pain 
of  angina  pectoris.  Alcohol  has  some 
sedative  effect,  but  every  little  beneficial 
effect  in  dilating  blood  vessels  which 
supply  blood  to  the  heart  muscle. 

Is  alcohol  really  a  medicine  anyway? 

No.  Alcohol  taken  internally  will  not 
cure  anything.  The  American  Medical 
Association  says,  "use  of  alcohol  as 
a  tonic,  a  stimulant,  or  a  food  has  not 
SCIENTIFIC  BASIS.  The  AMA  opposes 
its  use  as  a  beverage  or  as  a  therapeu¬ 
tic  agent.”

^  On  January  11  a  quorum  of  the  exe¬ 
cutive  committee  for  the  Second  Natio¬ 
nal  LDS  Student  Convention  met  in 
Sunderland,  to  report  back  on  their 
assignments  and  plan  for  the  minute 
by  minute  progress  of  the  weekend. 
They  discussed  local  press  coverage; 
the  booking  of  a  band;  selection  of  a 
site  for  the  barbeque;  as  well  as  the 
Mason  with  Stake  MIA  (William  Hall 
and  Ann  Ingram)  and  Catering  Com¬ 
mittee  (Constance  Hill).  They  examin¬ 
ed  facilities  at  both  Sunderland  Stake 
Centre  and  the  College  of  Education, 
all  in  preparation  for  the  important 
March  weekend. 

The  convention  is  to  be  held  March 
27-30,  with  a  theme  of  ‘Must  We  Com¬ 
promise?”  The  opening  Devotional  Ass¬ 
embly  will  be  taken  by  John  Madsen 
(of  the  British  Seminary  District)  and 
a  sequence  of  activities  will  lead  to 
the  Sunday  morning  session,  with  Sun¬ 
derland  Stake  Pres.  Frederick  W.  Oates 
and  Pres.  George  I.  Cannon,  Central 
British  Mission  president  and  Peter 
Joyce  of  the  executive  committee  sum¬ 
ming  up  on  the  theme.  There  will  be 
speaker-centred  discussions  on  the 


position  of  the  LDS  student  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  before  the  Lord,  and  the  avoi¬ 
dance  of  ‘schizophrenia’  in  playing  too 
defensive  a  role  at  college.  A  fringe 
panel  will  look  at  some  of  the  problems 
arising  from  the  various  studies  follow¬ 
ed:  the  names  of  Darwin  or  De  Sade 
might  be  dropped  at  random  here,  and 
panel  and  group  will  be  considering 
issues  for  Mormons  in  the  sciences 
and  arts.  Graduates  on  the  panel  in¬ 
clude  Cris  Freeman  (Royal  School  of 
Mines)  and  Gilbert  McCabe  (Christ 
Church,  Oxford)  as  well  those  of  more 
professional  status  such  as  Joseph 
Hamsterd  (London  Stake  president). 

Another  key  activity  will  be  a  Mor¬ 
ality  Workshop  under  the  direction  of 
David  Foote  (Glasgow)  in  which,  as 
with  the  others,  the  emphasis  is  not 
on  definitive  answers  but  on  the  tech¬ 
niques  of  handling  situations.

it  Bake  some  Valentine  cookies  this 
month  for  your  special  Valentines.  The 
children  will  delight  In  the  heart  shapes 
and  gay  icing.  This  recipe  Is  rolled  and 
can  be  cut  Into  any  shape.  This  is  Val¬ 
entine  month,  however,  so  use  &  com¬ 
mercial  heart  shape  cookie  cutter, 
if  available,  or  cut  your  own  heart  pat¬ 
tern  out  of  cardboard  placing  the  pat¬ 
tern  on  the  rolled  dough  and  cutting 
around  it. 


Mix  thoroughly  shortening,  sugar  and 
egg.  Stir  in  milk  or  cream  and  vanilla 
essence.  Sift  togther  and  stir  in  flour, 
baking  powder  and  salt.  Chill  dough 
and  then  roll  it  very  thin  on  a  slightly 
floured  board.  Cut  with  heart-shaped 
cutter.  Brush  lightly  with  a  little  beaten 
egg  whites.  Sprinkle  with  sugar  that 
has  been  coloured  red  with  food  colour¬ 
ing  and  bake.  Oven  temperature  should 
be  425°  (hot  oven)  for  5  to  7  minutes. 
This  recipe  should  yield  about  5  dozen 
cookies. 


4i  oz.  shortening  (use  half  butter) 
5i  oz.  sugar 
1  egg 

1  desert  spoon  milk  or  cream 

1  tsp.  vanilla  essence 
6  oz.  sifted  flour 

J  tsp.  baking  powder 

2  tsp.  salt 
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Cookies 


DOUBLE  HEART  COOKIES 

^  Cut  dough  with  two  heart-shaped 
cutters  one  smaller  than  the  other. 
Lay  the  smaller  heart  on  top  of  the 
larger  one  and  bake.  When  baked,  ice 
the  smaller  cookie  with  pink  icing.  You 
can  also  ice  both  cookies  and  put 
white  coconut  on  the  larger  one.  This 
gives  you  a  pink  heart  in  the  middle 
with  lacy,  white  coconut  around  the 
edge. 


VALENTINE  GATEAU 

^  Bake  your  favourite  white  layer 
sponge  and  cut  in  the  shape  of  a  heart. 
Ice  with  white  icing  and  trim  with  1 
cup  shredded  coconut  with  minced  can¬ 
died  cherries.  Sprinkle  over  the  top. 
Serve  on  a  lace  doily. 


ICING 

^  Blend  together  4  oz.  butter  and  12 
oz.  of  sifted  icing  sugar.  Add  1i  tbs.  of 
cream  and  1j  tsp.  vanilla.  Stir  until 
smooth.  Tint  with  a  few  drops  of  red 
food  colouring,  if  desired.  Use  for 
cookies  or  for  the  Valentine  Gateau.

have  sought  help.  They  turned  to  a 
church  in  their  time  of  stress.  Brother 
Preece  has  been  of  service  to  them 
and  has  felt  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  as 
he  tried  to  help  them.

The  week  itself  would 
begin  on  Sunday,  Oct.  13th  1968  with 
a  special  Fast  Meeting,  with  all  the 
members  dedicating  their  fasting  and 


prayers  to  the  work,  and  culminating 
the  following  Saturday  with  "Telerama” 
in  the  Town  Hall,  which  would  include 
a  performance  by  the  New  Mission- 
Aires  and  the  film  "Man’s  Search  for 
Happiness". 

After  leaving  that  meeting  i  was 
very  enthusiastic,  worried,  but  enthus¬ 
iastic.  What  were  the  worries?  Could  a 
small  branch  live  up  to  the  commit¬ 
ments  involved?  Would  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  accept  their  call?  The  full-time 
missionaries  had  told  us  that  the  town 
had  been  tracted  so  many  times  al¬ 
ready. 

How  then  would  people  react  to  this 
Mormon  Invasion”?  It  was  alright  for 
the  missionaries,  they  had  been  called 
of  God  to  do  this  work  full  time,  but 
the  members  wouldn’t  want  to  be  in¬ 
sulted  and  have  doors  slammed  in 
their  faces  after  a  hard  days  work. 

The  programme  was  introduced  to 
the  branch  at  a  Sacrament  Meeting  in 
which  Bro.  Chace  and  myself  gave 
talks  explaining  the  plans.  Individual 
calls,  from  the  mission  presidency,  to 
serve  a  one  week  mission  were  given 
out  to  the  members  in  attendance, 
and  four  families  were  asked  if  they 
would  hold  special  Family  Home  Eve¬ 
nings,  to  which  friends,  neighbours 
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and  other  non-members  could  be 
invited. 

For  the  next  two  Sundays,  the  full¬ 
time  missionaries  took  the  Sunday 
School  class  period  to  tell  us  about 
tracting,  door  approaches  and  using 
street  boards.  Two  Firesides  were  held 
for  this  purpose  and  also  to  work  out 
tracting  schedules. 

Then,  very  suddenly,  "Finda  Member 
Week"  was  upon  us.  Our  Fast  Meeting 
was  attended  by  Pres.  Cuthbert,  who 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Mission  presi¬ 
dency,  and  I  led  the  members  in  bear¬ 
ing  testimonies  and  accepting  the  call. 
Not  all  the  members  present  respon¬ 
ded,  but  those  who  did  shared  their 
testimonies  and  we  all  felt  a  wonderful 
spirit  present.  After  the  meeting,  ten 
of  us  climbed  to  the  top  of  a  large 
grassy  hill,  overlooking  the  surrounding 
ares,  to  dedicate  the  town  to  "Finda 
Member  Week".  It  was  wet  and  rather 
muddy  in  places,  but  during  the  ded¬ 
icatory  prayer  it  really  felt  like  the 
"wind  of  change"  blowing  over.  One 
more  fireside  that  evening,  and  then 
down  to  the  real  work. 

The  tracting  was  a  great  experience, 
and  good  fun,  not  only  for  me,  but 
everyone  else  I  have  spoken  to  about 
it. 

The  sisters  filled  their  commitments 
really  well,  not  only  with  tracting,  but 
also  with  boarding  two  extra  mission¬ 
aries,  feeding  a  whole  flock  of  them 
who  came  into  Town  on  Telerama 
Day,  and  with  baby  sitting.  The  ones 
who  were  most  frightened  seemed  to 
be  the  ones  who  were  most  successful. 
Of  course,  we  had  some  mixed  re¬ 
ceptions.  One  man  I  visited  with  my 
young  son,  told  me  to  go  home,  tear 
up  my  Book  of  Mormon  and  get  down 
and  pray  for  my  sins  to  be  forgiven. 
Another  told  us  that  all  the  modern 
day  prophecy  we  needed  was  in  the 
Bible,  and  we  didn’t  need  anything  else. 


In  retrospect,  the  responses  to  our 
visits  were  quite  good  and  there  cer¬ 
tainly  weren’t  many  doors  slammed. 

The  high  spot  of  the  week  came 
with  the  dawning  of  Saturday  "Tele¬ 
rama  Day".  There  were  two  extra  sets 
of  missionaries,  besides  our  own,  two 
very  charming  and  competent  lady  mis¬ 
sionaries,  the  Mission-aires  (plus  inst¬ 
ruments)  two  street  boards  and  a 
handful  of  members.  We  set  out  to 
"invade"  Banbury  High  Street.  The 
boards  were  set  up,  the  Mission-Aires 
began  to  sing  and  we  launched  into 
the  crowd  with  tracts  and  invitations 
to"  Telerama".  Many  people  stopped 
to  listen  to  the  singing  and  so  wewere 
able  to  meet  and  talk  to  quite  a  few. 

The  Town  Hall  was  ready,  displays 
had  been  made  by  the  members,  show¬ 
ing  different  aspects  of  the  Church 
and  its  auxiliaries.  Attendance  was  not 
quite  as  good  as  expected  but  the  eve¬ 
ning  was  a  success.  The  Mission-Aires 
were,  as  usual,  superb,  and  the  film 
beautiful.  Light  refreshments  were 
served  and  everyone  including  Pres. 
Cannon,  chose  a  non-member,  or  family 
and  showed  them  the  displays  while 
explaining  a  little  about  "Mormonism". 
When  it  was  all  over  one  of  the  sisters 
exclaimed  that  she  just  found  out  that 
she  didn’t  feel  nervous  any  more,  I 
told  her  that  neither  did  I,  and  I  had 
felt  it  ever  since  I  left  the  Mission 
Home  a  month  ago. 

Well,  what  was  the  result?  The  peo¬ 
ple  of  Banbury  should  now  understand 
us  a  little  better.  The  Branch  should  be 
more  united,  the  members  more  willing 
to  help  the  missionaries,  and  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  have  at  least  fifteen  good  re¬ 
ferrals.  Two  days  after  "Telerama"  one 
young  man  knocked  on  their  door  and 
said  "I  have  read  your  book,  and  I 
want  to  know  more". 

If  this  programme  is  introduced  in 
your  area,  I  would  exhort  you  to  re¬ 
spond  with  all  your  heart  and  energy, 
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because  this  is  truly  the  Lord’s  work. 
I  offer  my  help  and  energy,  because 
this  is  truly  the  Lord’s  work.  I  offer 
my  help  in  any  way  possible  to  anyone 
who  is  thinking  about  this  project. 

I  thank  my  Heaveny  Father  that  He 


chose  Banbury  for  this  great  work, 
and  that  He  chose  me  to  serve  a  one 
week  mission,  and  I  pray  that  I  may 
follow  it  up  in  my  daily  life  by  following 
the  words  of  our  beloved  Prophet, 
“Every  Member  a  Missionary. ’’

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This  Life  Is  A 
Testing  Period 

By  Elder  Eldred  G.  Smith 
Patriarch  To  The  Church 


★  Have  you  had  any  problems?  Have 
you  had  any  difficulties?  Have  you  had 
any  trials?  Have  you  ever  been  dis¬ 
couraged?  Have  you  had  any  heart¬ 
aches?  Have  you  ever  felt  that  disaster 
had  fallen  upon  you  and  completely 
submerged  you?  Have  you  been  tem- 
ted  to  cry  out,  “Why  this  to  me?"  You 
can  always  find  someone  in  worse 
straits  than  you. 

I  talked  to  a  middle-aged  woman 
who  was  blind.  I  have  met  others  who 
were  converts  to  the  Church  who  were 
blind  or  crippled  or  mute;  others  who 
have  physical  difficulties  and  handicaps 
in  this  life.  Even  though  this  woman 
was  blind  from  birth,  she  was  a  con¬ 
vert  to  the  Church.  I  asked  her  how 
she  became  a  member  of  the  Church, 
and  she  explained  how,  through  the 
facilities  the  missionaries  had  made 
available'to  her  of  Braille  and  “talking 
books,"  she  had  received  a  knowledge 
of  the  Gospel,  and  through  her  study, 
through  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  a  testi¬ 
mony  of  the  Gospel  had  come  to  her. 

I  asked  her  about  her  family.  She 
mentioned  she  had  two  sisters  who 
had  their  sight,  but  she  said,  They  do 
not  see.”  Even  though  they  had  the 
sight  of  their  eyes  they  did  not  under¬ 
stand  the  Gospel.  They  could  not  see 
it.  She  bore  testimony  to  me  that  she 
would  rather  be  as  she  was  and  have 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  then  to 


trade  places  with  either  of  her  sisters 
who  did  not  have  the  Gospel.  It  really 
thrilled  me. 

God  gives  us  darkness  to  see  into 
the  distance.  He  gives  us  light  to  see 
close  up.  The  stars  shine  in  the  day¬ 
light  as  much  as  they  do  at  night,  yet 
we  need  the  darkness  in  which  to  see 
the  stars.  We  can  see  into  the  distance 
as  this  blind  woman  did,  through  the 
Spirit  even  farther  than  we  can  see 
with  our  natural  eyes.  This  life  is  full 
of  contrasts.  We  have  pleasure  and 
pain,  good  and  evil,  virtue  and  vice. 
One  purpose  of  this  life  is  to  be  tried 
and  tested,  and  as  some  have  said, 
they  wondered  why  they  did  not  re¬ 
ceive  the  Gospel  when  they  were 
younger.  They  had  to  wait  until  they 
wefe  thirty,  or  forty,  or  fifty  years 
old,  and  some  even  older,  before  they 
heard  and  accepted  the  Gospel.  Pro¬ 
bably  part  of  the  testing  purpose  of 
this  life  was  that  they  were  so  born 
into  the  world  that  they  would  be  tried 
and  tested  to  see  whether  they  would 
have  the  faith  under  those  circumstan¬ 
ces  to  accept  the  Gospel  when  it  came 
to  them. 

So,  this  life  is  a  testing  period  that 
man  may  learn  obedience  by  his  own 
experience.  Through  modern  revelation 
the  Lord  tell  us,  ".  .  .  it  must  needs 
be  that  the  devil  should  tempt  the 
children  of  men,  or  they  could  not  be 
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agents  unto  themselves;  for  they  never 
should  have  bitter  they  could  not  know 
the  sweet — "  (D&C  29:39.)  Again  the 
Lord  said: 

“For  behold,  it  is  not  meet  that  I 
should  command  in  all  things;  for  he 
that  is  compelled  in  all  things,  the 
same  is  a  slothful  and  not  a  wise  ser¬ 
vant;  wherefore  he  receiveth  no  re¬ 
ward. 

"Verily  I  say,  men  should  be  anxious¬ 
ly  engaged  in  a  good  cause,  and  do 
many  things  of  their  own  free  will,  and 
bring  to  pass  much  righteouness; 

"For  the  power  is  in  them,  wherein 
they  are  agents  unto  themselves.  And 
inasmuch  as  men  do  good  they  shall  in 
nowise  lose  their  reward. 

"But  he  that  doeth  not  anything  until 
he  is  commanded,  and  receiveth  a 
commandment  with  doubtful  heart,  and 
keepeth  it  with  slothfulness,  the  same 
is  damned.  (Ibid.,  58:26-29.) 

The  Lord  expects  us  to  use  our  free 
agency.  That  is  the  reason  we  have 
free  agency.  The  Lord  also  extends  His 
help  In  answer  to  our  prayers.  "We 
ask  for  strength,  and  God  gives  us 
difficulties  to  make  us  strong.  We 
plead  for  wisdom,  and  God  sends  us 
problems,  the  solution  of  which  de¬ 
velops  wisdom.  We  plead  for  prosper¬ 
ity,  and  God  gives  us  brawn  and  brains 
to  work.  We  plead  for  courage,  and 
God  gives  us  dangers  to  overcome.  We 
ask  for  favours,  and  God  gives  us  op¬ 
portunities." 

This  is  a  tempering  process  of  life, 
that  we  may  become  stronger  and 
eventually  attain  perfection.  It  is  much 
the  same  as  we  do  to  temper  steel. 
There  are  several  processes  of  temper¬ 
ing  steel.  One  is  to  take  a  bar  of  steel, 
put  it  into  a  process  of  hammering  and 
beating,  and  the  more  it  is  pounded 
and  hammered  and  beaten,  the  tougher 
the  steel  gets.  This  is  cold  rolled  steel. 


We  do  not  change  the  content  of  the 
steel.  After  this  process  it  has  the 
same  content  it  had  before,  but  through 
the  process  of  a  good  beating  it  be¬ 
comes  tougher,  stronger,  more  valu¬ 
able,  and  more  endurable. 

Another  process  is  that  of  heat  treat¬ 
ment.  We  can  take  a  bar  of  steel  and 
cut  it  in  two,  one  part  of  it  we  put 
through  a  heat  treatment  where  it  is 
heated  to  a  terrifically  high  degree  of 
temperature  and  held  through  a  given 
length  of  time,  and  then  quickly  plunged 
into  a  solution  of  brine,  cold  water, 
oil,  or  some  other  method  of  quenching 
— an  extreme  reverse  again  from  the 
heat  to  the  cold.  Then  that  piece  of 
steel,  so  treated,  becomes  so  hard  that 
it  can  cut  the  counterpart  from  which 
it  was  previously  cut,  yet  we  have  not 
changed  the  content  of  the  steel.  And 
so  is  life  a  tempering  process. 

To  me  the  story  of  Job  has  a  great 
lesson  in  it.  In  all  trials  of  Job,  Lucifer 
did  unto  Job  only  that  which  the  Lord 
permitted.  Lucifer  does  not  have  power 
over  us  only  so  far  as  he  is  permitted. 
The  trials  of  Job  came  only  by  steps  or 
degrees,  not  all  at  once.  Job  may  not 
have  been  able  to  withstand  every¬ 
thing  all  at  once,  but  coming  in  steps 
each  trial  gave  him  the  strength  to 
take  the  next.  Finally,  Lucifer  was 
given  full  control  over  Job,  except  that 
he  could  not  destroy  his  soul.  As  Job 
conquered,  he  became  more  perfect. 
As  it  was  with  Job,  so  shall  it  be  with 
us.  We  also  must  withstand  trials  and 
difficulties  through  which  we  attain 
perfection.  This  process  thus  streng¬ 
thened  Job  until  he  uttered  that  im¬ 
mortal  testimony:  “For  I  know  that  my 
redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall 
stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth: 

And  though  after  my  skin  worms 
destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh 
shall  I  see  God."  (Job  19:25-26.) 

Many  of  us  say,  "I  believe,"  but 
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can  we  say  as  Job  did,  “I  know."  Can 
we  say  we  know  that  God  lives,  and 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  and  that  Joseph 
Smith  is  a  true  prophet  of  God,  and 
that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has 
been  restored  in  this,  the  latter  day? 
This  is  the  question  that  we  have  to 
answer,  and  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
gives  us  the  answer  thereto.  Through 
the  tempering  process  of  life  we  may 
become  strengthened  even  to  perfect¬ 
ion,  as  we  conquer  and  endure  to  the 


end,  that  we  too  may  have  a  testimony 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Lord  said:  .  .  he  that  endureth 
to  the  end  shall  be  saved."  (Matt.  10: 
22.)  To  the  Nephites  he  said:  "Behold, 
I  am  the  law,  and -the  light.  Look  unto 
me,  and  endure  to  the  end,  and  ye 
shall  live;  for  unto  him  that  endureth  to 
the  end  will  I  give  eternal  life"  (3 
Nephi  15:9),  which  is  the  greatest  gift 
that  God  can  give  to  man. 
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I  will  proceed  to  tell  you  what  the  Lord 
requires  of  all  people,  high  and  low, 
rich  and  poor,  male  and  female,  mini¬ 
sters  and  people,  professors  of  religion 
end  non-professors,  in  order  that  they 
may  enjoy  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  to  a 
fullness,  and  escape  the  judgments  of 
God,  which  are  almost  ready  to  burst 
upon  the  nations  of  the  earth.  Repent 
of  all  your  sins,  and  be  baptised  in 
water  for  the  remission  of  them,  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  receive  the 
ordinance  of  the  laying  on  of  the  hands 
of  him  who  is  ordained  and  sealed  unto 
this  power,  that  ye  may  receive  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  God;  and  this  is  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the 
Book  of  Mormon;  and  the  only  way  that 
man  can  enter  into  the  celestial  king¬ 
dom.  These  are  requirements  of  the 
new  covenant,  or  first  principles  of  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.

Headquarters  At  Bristol  Where 
First  Branch  Was  Organised 


^  Missionary  work  in  Bristol,  England 
is  first  recorded  in  January,  1841, 
when  a  branch  was  organised  consist¬ 
ing  of  nine  members.  Today,  Bristol 
is  the  headquarters  of  the  Southwest 
British  Mission.  On  January  24,  1962 
President  N.  Eldon  Tanner  announced 
in  Hyde  Park  Chapel,  London,  that  a 
new  mission  would  be  formed  in  the 
British  Isles — the  Southwest  British 
Mission.  Bristol  was  to  be  the  new 
headquarters. 

On  Ivywell  Road  in  Sneyd  Park  a 
lovely  old  house  was  bought  which  was 
to  be  the  office  and  headquarters  of 
the  mission.  Extensive  repairs  were 
made  so  that  the  mission  home  would 
be  an  acceptable  place  to  keep  records 
and  important  documents  of  the  Church 
as  well  as  a  comfortable  residence  for 
the  mission  president,  his  family  and 
the  mission  staff.  The  grounds  of  the 
"Well  House"  are  lovely  and  spacious 
and  add  much  to  the  spirit  which  pre¬ 
sides  there. 

Chosen  as  the  first  mission  president 
was  A.  Ray  Curtis,  who  came  from  the 
United  States  in  February,  1962.  At 
the  opening  of  the  Southwest  British 
Mission  there  were  twelve  districts; 
Bristol,  Somerset,  Gloucester,  Royal 
Windsor,  Reading,  Guildford,  Oxford, 
Plymouth,  Southampton,  Cornwall,  Port¬ 
smouth,  and  South  Coastal. 


We  are  told  in  Proverbs  29:  18  that 
"Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people 
perish".  Joseph  Smith  said,  "A  task 
without  a  vision  is  drudgery;  a  vision 
without  a  task  is  a  dream;  a  vision  with 
a  task  is  victory".  Hence,  an  appropri¬ 
ate  name  for  the  helpful  and  necessary 
periodical  was  "The  Vision".  This  bro¬ 
ught  inspiration  from  Pres.  Curtis  and 
other  leaders  of  the  mission  to  the 
missionaries,  branch  presidents  and 
other  throughout  the  mission. 

At  the  formation  of  the  mission  the 
Church  in  this  area  prospered.  Tithing 
increased,  membership  increased,  per¬ 
centage  at  meetings  increased  and  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord  among  the  members 
was  felt  strongly.  Truly  the  formation 
of  this  new  mission  was  planned  and 
inspired  by  the  Lord.  Many  programmes 
in  proselyting,  fellowshipping,  reacti¬ 
vation  and  other  Church  responsibilities 
helped  the  mission  to  grow.  At  the  end 
of  1962  the  mission  was  a  completely 
organised  function  of  the  Church. 

In  1964  the  Southwest  British  Mis¬ 
sion  was  divided  and  the  British  South 
Mission  was  formed.  Portsmouth,  Read¬ 
ing  and  Slough  were  taken  from  the 
Southwest  British  Mission  and  given  to 
the  British  South  Mission  together  with 
part  of  the  British  Mission. 

In  the  early  part  of  January  Pres. 
Curtis,  his  wife.  Sister  Elaine  B.  Curtis, 
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and  their  children,  Tom  Curtis,  and 
Jody  Curtis  were  released  from  the 
mission  field.  The  mark  which  they 
made  upon  this  mission  will  never  be 
forgotten,  their  righteousness,  their  ob¬ 
edience  and  their  magnitude  has  affect¬ 
ed  all  those  who  knew  them  and  their 
memory  will  continue  to  inspire  their 
many  friends  here. 

On  March  1,  1965,  a  new  administa- 
tion  was  to  preside  over  the  mission. 
Pres.  Ray  H.  Barton  and  his  family 
were  met  at  the  airport  by  Pres.  Mark 
E.  Petersen,  Pres.  A.  Ray  Curtis,  and 
the  mission  home  staff.  Because  of  the 
unusual  musical  ability  of  the  Barton 
family  the  spirit  in  the  mission  was 
high  and  jovial.  Choirs  were  formed 
with  Pres.  Barton  conducting.  Concerts 
were  given  all  over  England  and  Wales. 
They  made  recordings  with  Decca  Re¬ 
cord  Company  in  London  and  they  were 
doing  much  good. 

Another  highlight  of  the  years  of 
Pres.  Barton's  leadership  of  this  mission 
was  when  they  had  a  competetive  basket¬ 
ball  team  which  travelled  throughout 
C:?at  Britain  winning  favour  for  the 
Church  .  After  the  games  which  the 
"Bristol  Mormons"  often  won,  Books 
of  Mormon  and  Meet  the  Mormons 
were  given  to  the  opposing  team.  This 
resulted  many  times  in  conversions  to 
the  Gospel.  The  missionary  basketball 
team  was  well  known  through  England 
and  advertised  as  the  best  team  in  the 
British  Isles.  They  were  popular  for 
their  conduct,  clean  living,  good  sports¬ 
manship  and  exciting  games. 

On  July  1st,  1965,  South  Wales 
officially  became  part  of  the  Southwest 
British  Mission  being  transferred  from 
the  Central  British  Mission.  This  added 
two  districts  to  the  mission,  great  lead¬ 


ers,  and  wonderful  proselyting  areas. 
Since  this  transfer.  South  Wales  has 
consisently  been  one  of  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  parts  of  the  mission  for  prosel¬ 
yting. 

In  July  of  1967  Pres.  Rulon  H.  Brad¬ 
shaw,  Marie  F.  Bradshaw,  his  wife,  and 
Myrtle  Twitchell,  Pres.  Bradshaw's  sis¬ 
ter,  who  acts  as  cuisinere,  were  met  at 
the  airport  by  Pres,  and  Sister  Barton 
and  the  mission  staff.  Pres.  Bradshaw 
had  come  to  preside  over  the  mission 
in  place  of  Pres.  Barton,  who  had  been 
released. 

During  Pres.  Bradshaw's  leadership 
of  the  mission,  the  work  of  the  Lord 
has  grown. 

Following  the  council  of  the  General 
Board  of  Y.M.M.I.A.  Pres.  Bradshaw 
was  instrumental  in  organising  scout¬ 
ing  in  the  mission.  In  the  early  part  of 
1968  Scouting  was  organised.  The  first 
unit  to  be  registered  with  the  Scouts  of 
Great  Britain  was  the  Bristol  troop  con¬ 
sisting  of  three  patrols.  Since  that  time 
scouting  has  been  organised  in  two 
Wales  Districts,  Plymouth  district,  and 
South  Costal  District. 

At  the  formation  of  the  mission  in 
1962  there  were  no  chapels,  but  under 
the  leadership  of  Pres.  Curtis  and  Pres. 
Barton,  chaples  were  built  in  Merthyr 
Tydfil,  Cardiff,  Downend,  Bristol,  Wells 
Road  Bristol,  Poole,  Plymouth  and 
Cheltenham.  At  present  there  are  three 
new  chaples  under  construction.  New¬ 
port,  Gloucester,  and  one  in  Bristol 
which  will  soon  be  completed. 

Membership  of  the  Church  since  the 
formation  of  the  Mission  has  soared  to 
over  7,500.  These  saints  have  felt  the 
influence  and  love  of  Pres,  and  Sister 
Bradshaw.

^  Pres.  Rulon  H.  Bradshaw  and  his 
wife,  Marie  Flachman  Bradshaw,  were 
called  to  preside  over  the  Southwest 
British  Mission,  June  28,  1967. 

Pres.  Bradshaw  was  born  at  Lyman, 
Wyoming,  U.S.A.  He  was  educated  in 
Lyman  and  attended  the  University  of 
Wyoming. 

Pres.  Bradshaw  filled  a  mission  in 
Eastern  Canada  in  1 925-27.  After  which 
he  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City  where  he 
met  Marie  Flachman.  They  were  married 


in  June  1929,  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple. 

Pres,  and  Sister  Bradshaw  have  two 
sons  and  two  daughters  who  are  all 
married  and  living  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
They  have  eighteen  grand-children.  One 
has  been  born  since  they  have  been  in 
England. 

Pres.  Bradshaw  has  been  active  in 
many  civic  and  church  positions.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  in  Sugar  House,  Utah  and  was 
president  of  Rotary  International  there. 
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He  worked  in  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
as  a  Scout  master  and  director  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  Council.

Pres.  Bradshaw  has  also  filled  many 
positions  of  responsibility  in  the  Church 
He  has  served  as  a  teacher  in  Sunday 
School,  priesthood  and  M.I.A.  and  was 
superintendent  of  ward  and  Stake  Sun¬ 
day  Schools,  and  stake  superintendent 
of  M.I.A.  He  served  as  counselor  in  the 
bishopric  of  two  wards  and  as  a  bishop 
of  the  Hillcrest  Ward  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah.  He  has  been  a  High  Councilman, 
in  Granite  Stake  as  well  as  in  the 
Grant  Stake  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

For  six  years  he  was  a  General

was  serving  in  this  capacity  at  the  time 
he  was  called  to  preside  over  the  South¬ 
west  British  Mission. 

Sister  Bradshaw  has  been  veryactive 
in  the  Church.  She  has  served  as 
teacher  and  co-ordinator  in  Jr.  Sunday 
School  for  many  years  She  was  in  the 
Primary  presidency  of  the  Ward  as 
well  as  the  stake.

Sunday  School  Co-ordinators  in  the 
stake  for  a  number  of  years. 

At  the  time  of  their  mission  call  she 
was  Social  Relations  leader  in  the 
Ward  Relief  Society.  She  has  been 
secretary  to  her  husband  for  many 
years  and  rearing  a  family  who  are  all 
active  in  the  Church.

^  John  Wesley's  Methodist  Church 
opened  in  June  3rd  1739,  and  was 
enlarged  in  1748  into  the  present  chap¬ 
el  which  is  the  first  Methodist  church 
to  be  built  and  is  therefore  the  oldest 
in  the  world.  It  is  situated  in  the  town 
center  of  Bristol,  on  Broadmead. 

As  you  enter  the  large  Iron  gate 
from  Broadmead,  you  are  confronted 
with  the  life  size  statue  of  John  Wesley, 
seated  on  his  horse. 


This  statue  designed  and  modelled 
by  Gordon  Walker,  is  one  of  the  finest 
equestrain  statues  in  great  Britain. 

There  were  no  pews  in  the  New 
room  which  opened  in  June  1739.  The 
early  Methodists  sat  on  the  benches 
which  are  now  on  the  side,  but  were 
then  in  the  centre,  the  men  sitting  on 
one  side  and  the  women  on  the  other.

BRISTOL  TROOP 

^  The  38th  Bristol  Scout  Troop  was 
organised  in  June,  1968  after  Two 
years  of  successful  work  with  Van¬ 
guards.  It  is  unique  amongst  Bristol 
Scout  Troops  as  it  is  spread  all  over 
the  city  with  4  patrols  divided  between 
three  branches.  This  has  only  been 
made  possible  by  the  utmost  co-opera¬ 
tion  from  various  district  commission¬ 
ers.

SWINDON  BRANCH 

^  Swindon,  as  its  name  suggests, 
was  a  small  farming  town  when  the 
Swindon  Branch  was  organised  in  the 
early  1900's. 

Swindon  benefited  from  the  planning 
schemes  of  the  1950's  which  re-distri¬ 
buted  much  of  London's  excess  pop¬ 
ulation  into  smaller  towns.  This  con¬ 
tinuing  transfusion  has  boosted 
Swindon's  population  to  100,000,  and 
added  several  housing  and  industrial 
growth  rings  to  her  circumference. 

Swindon  benefited  from  the  planning 
town,  The  average  Sacrament  Meeting 
attendance  is  near  80.  Six  mission¬ 
aries  are  presently  serving  in  Swindon, 
two  each  in  neighbouring  Stroud  and 
Marlborough.  Preliminary  plans  are  un¬ 
der  way  for  a  chapel. 

Presently  Swindon  Branch  is  presid¬ 
ed  over  by  Pres.  Lavar  M.  Butler,  who 
came  to  Swindon  from  the  States  in 
March  as  managing  director  of  Reliance 
Controls,  Ltd. 

Counselors  are  Bertie  E.  Rose  and 


John  Hobbs,  both  converts.  Branch 
clerk.  Thomas  Brown,  and  his  family 
recently  were  sealed  in  London  Temple. 

CHELTENHAM  BRANCH 

^  The  Gospel  was  being  taught  in  the 
spa  town  of  Cheltenham  at  least  as 
early  as  1840  when  we  know  travelling 
elders  held  street  meetings.  It  is  re¬ 
corded  that  Brigham  Young  preached 
here  on  one  of  his  early  missions  to 
Britain  There  were  many  conversions 
and  emigrations  to  'Zion'  about  1856. 

Church  members  suffered  consider¬ 
able  persecutions  for  their  beliefs,  and 
the  scriptural  prophesy  'one  of  a  family' 
has  been  truly  borne  out  here.  The 
missionaries  at  least  twice,  barely  es¬ 
caped  with  their  lives  at  the  hands  of 
vicious  men. 

Church  services  were  held  in  homes 
and  rented  rooms  until  the  end  of  the 
Second  World  War.  During  this  trial 
as  never  before,  the  faithfulness  of  the 
members  was  tested.  It  should  be  re- 
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called  that  the  missionaries  had  been 
withdrawn,  the  few  local  priesthood 
called  into  the  services,  and  with  no 
organised  branch  left,  it  fell  to  the 
sisters  to  arange  to  meet  regularly. 
This  they  did,  inviting  visiting  American 
service  men  to  administer  the  sacra¬ 
ment  each  Sunday.  Interweek  Relief 


Society  and  Book  of  Mormon  classes 
were  held.  It  was  a  great  day  when  the 
missionaries  returned,  and  early  in  the 
1950s  the  Church  purchased  an  old 
Baptist  chapel  and  renovated  it  to  the 
needs  of  our  growing  community.  This 
building  served  us  until  1964  when  the 
present  chapel  was  opened. 


South  Coastal  District 


Situated  on  Wiltshire's  desolate  Salisbury  Plain  is  Stonehenge,  romantic  and  eerie. 
This  is  England's  most  notable  prehistoric  monument. 


BOURNEMOUTH  BRANCH 

^  Missionaries  arrived  in  Bournemouth 
to  tract  the  area  for  the  first  time  in 
1948.  In  the  Boscombe  East  area,  they 
soon  found  people  who  were  willing  to 
listen  to  the  Gospel  Message.  In  a  very 
short  while,  meetings  were  being  held 
regularly  at  the  Adult  School  Hall  in 
Kimberley  Road. 

On  the  25th  February,  1949  the  first 
convert.  Brother  W.  Willoughby,  was 
baptised  and  by  1950  the  first  Primary 
and  M.I.A.  meetings  were  organised. 
With  these  two  auxiliaries  firmly  est¬ 


ablished,  attention  turned  to  further 
development — the  organisation  of  Re¬ 
lief  Society  and  Genealogy. 

The  Bournemouth  Branch  continued 
to  grow  until,  five  years  later  the  mem¬ 
bership  numbered  92.  In  1958,  the 
branch  moved  to  its  present  address  at 
4  St.  Stephens  Road. 

Now,  with  a  total  of  nearly  200  fami¬ 
lies,  the  Branch  is  working  towards  a 
new  chapel.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
be  achieved  in  the  not  too  distant 
future.

ST.  HELIER  BRANCH 


^  Although  it  is  traditionally  under¬ 
stood  that  missionaries  were  on  the 
Island  of  Jersey  as  early  as  1840,  there 
is  no  local  record  of  a  continuous 
membership  here  from  that  time.  Sister 
Clare  Harrison,  who  now  resides  at 
St.  Helier  House,  has  lived  on  the 
island  for  thirty  five  years  as  a  member, 
having  been  baptised  on  the  mainland 
in  1914. 

Thomas  and  Enid  Wills  joined  the 


Church  while  living  for  a  brief  period 
in  New  Zealand,  and  upon  returning  to 
Jersey  in  July  of  1964  found  no  Church 
organisation  on  the  island.  After  a 
number  of  requests  for  missionaries 
Elders  Tueller  and  Jesperson  arrived  in 
September  1964.  They  held  their  first 
Sunday  service  with  the  Wills  family, 
the  only  known  members  at  that  time. 

Later  a  hall  was  hired  for  Sunday 
services,  and  eventually  a  couple,  Ter-

ence  and  Marguerite  Andrews  were 
baptised  in  the  sea  on  a  cold  Novem¬ 
ber  day.  Following  this  experience  a 
temporary  font  was  constructed  of  tubu¬ 
lar  steel  scaffolding  and  a  tarpaulin. 
Curtains  were  made  and  hung  around 
the  edge.  This  was  set  up  in  the  con¬ 
servatory  of  the  Wills  residence.  Water 
was  heated  for  each  service,  and  twenty 
nine  souls  were  baptised  in  this  font 


before  it  was  supplanted  by  a  fibreglass 
structure  constructed  by  a  local  firm. 
The  new  font  now  serves  in  the  hired 
hall  the  branch  occupies  in  the  South 
Telephone  Exchange  in  St.  Brelade. 

The  St.  Helier  Branch  was  formally 
organised  the  eighth  day  of  August 
1965  by  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen,  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  with  Thomas 
W.  Wills  as  president.

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In  the  spring  of  1967  Alexander 
Mackenzie  was  sustained  as  branch 
president.  He,  in  turn  was  succeeded  a 
year  later  by  Elder  Francis  E.  Carlisle, 
who,  with  his  wife  returned  to  their 
home  in  Salt  Lake  City  Utah  in  June 
1968.  Elder  and  Sister  Morris  E.  Baker 
of  Burley,  Idaho  at  present  assist  in 
the  branch  organisation  with  some  sev¬ 
enty  members  on  Jersey.  Six  proselyt¬ 
ing  missionaries  are  also  serving  here.

PEMBROKE  BRANCH 

^  The  Pembroke  Branch  was  formed 
as  an  independent  branch  in  October, 
1968.  Previously  it  had  been  dependent 
on  Swansea.  The  branch  covers  a  wide 
area  including  St.  Clears,  Witland,  New¬ 
port,  Haverfordwest,  Narbeth,  Cardigan, 
Carmarthen  and  Pembroke.  The  present 
membership  has  reached  65  and  the 
branch  is  receiving  support  from  the 
missionaries  from  Tenby. 

Brother  Leslie  Arundel,  a  member  of 
the  branch  was  baptised  in  1930  at  a 
time  when  there  were  many  members 
of  the  Church  in  the  area.  Later,  how¬ 
ever,  the  numbers  declined  with  some 
families  moving  away  and  others  lost

CARDIFF,  Glam. 

it  Cardiff  has  grown,  in  little  more  than 
150  years,  from  a  sizeable  village  to 
become  capital  of  the  Principality  of 
Wales,  a  major  seaport,  and  a  univer¬ 
sity  city.  Its  prosperity  dates  mainly 
from  the  docks,  introduced  by  the 
Marquess  of  Bath  in  the  early  19th 
century. 


This  little  flock  have  enjoyed  visits 
from  Presidents  A.  Ray  Curtis,  Ray  H. 
Barton  Jr.,  Rulon  H.  Bradshaw,  and 
their  wives.  The  priesthood  holders 
are  unusually  active;  the  auxiliaries  are 
all  organised  and  functioning.  These 
are  a  happy,  cooperative  people,  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  the  day  when  they  can 
worship  in  a  building  dedicated  to  the 
Lord. 


interest  during  the  war  years  when  there 
was  little  Church  activity.  When  the 
missionaries  returned  after  the  war  the 
numbers  again  increased.  Now  with 
eight  elders  in  the  district,  coupled 
with  the  efforts  of  the  established 
branches,  they  anticipate  continued 
growth. 

Swansea  is  a  proud  city,  but  its 
pride  is  not  in  antiquity  for  there  are 
not  many  ancient  things  here;  its  pride 
is  in  its  own  achievements  and  more 
especially  in  its  museums  and  art  col¬ 
lections.  The  Royal  Institution  of  South 
Wales  contains  a  fine  collection  of 
Welsh  exhibits. 


Cardiff  Castle.  Robert,  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
mandy,  was  confined  here  for  28  years 
following  his  defeat  by  his  younger 
brother,  Henry  I  of  England,  at  the 
Battle  of  Tenchebrai  (Normandy)  in 
1106  (Normandy  remained  annexed  to 
the  English  Crown  until  the  reign  of 
King  John).  A  motte  with  wooden  build¬ 
ings  was  raised  in  1093  on  the  site  of 
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a  Roman  fortification;  the  present  stone 
keep  was  erected  to  replace  the  wood¬ 
en  buildings  in  the  late  12th  century 
and  additions  were  made  in  the  15th 
century  and  each  century  following.  In 
1861  the  3rd  Marquess  of  Bute  and 
William  Burges  designed  additions  in 
the  Gothic,  Arab  and  Classical  Greek 
idioms.  The  Arab  Room  represents  a 
harem  with  trellised  windows,  and 
throughout  the  decoration  is  a  riot  of 
inventiveness  and  allegory,  often  in 
exotic  materials — lapis  lazulli,  for  ex¬ 
ample. 

Roman  Fort.  Adjoining  the  fine  open 
spaces  which  surround  Cardiff's  civic 
centre,  there  stands  a  Roman  fort.  Built 
about  the  end  of  the  3rd  century,  it  is 
of  the  same  pattern  as  the  later  forts  of 
the  Saxon  Shore,  with  rectangular  cor¬ 
ners  and  projecting  bastions.  It  was 
placed  here  to  protect  the  harbour  and 
coast  against  the  raids  of  Irish  pirates. 
Its  special  spectacular  interest  lies  in 
the  fact  that  a  former  Lord  Bute,  its 
owner,  had  its  curtain  wall  completely 
reconditioned,  even  to  the  castellation 


along  the  wall-top,  so  that,  standing 
in  a  modern  main  street,  the  exact 
semblance  of  a  late  Roman  fort  may  be 
viewed. 

Barry,  with  its  three  great  docks, 
has  grown  in  sixty  years  from  a  tiny 
village  to  a  large  port.  From  Barry 
Island,  really  a  peninsula,  there  are 
fine  views  over  the  Bristol  Channel 
towards  the  Somerset  and  Devon 
coasts. 


CARDIFF  BRANCH 

^  The  Cardiff  Branch  Chapel  is  locat¬ 
ed  in  the  beautiful  Rhiwbina  residential 
area  of  Cardiff,  the  capital  city  of 
Wales.  The  Chapel,  which  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  October,  1966,  and  dedicated 
March  3,  1968,  is  easily  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  places  of  worship  in 
the  city.  It  is  not  only  beautiful  but  also 
has  the  quality  of  great  utility.  It  will 
serve  both  as  a  spiritual  center  and 
also  the  varied  activity  needs  of  the 
Welsh-East  District  and  the  immediate 
Cardiff  area.

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The  Cardiff  Branch  was  first  organised 
in  1923  with  two  famiilies.  It  struggled 
through  conditions  of  severe  persecu¬ 
tion  in  the  early  years  and  was  closed 
for  a  period  during  the  Second  World 
War.  Re-opened  in  1946,  the  branch 
had  tremendous  growth  in  its  Conway 
Road  location  in  the  1950's  and  this 


led  to  the  selection  of  a  site  and  the 
construction  of  the  Chapel  in  the  mid- 
1960's.  The  membership  now  is  be¬ 
yond  the  400  mark  and  looks  forward 
to  a  great  period  of  further  growth  and 
service  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  the 
future.

PLYMOUTH,  Devon 
^  Sir  Francis  Drake  returned  to  Ply¬ 
mouth's  natural  harbour  in  September 
1580  after  circumnavigating  the  world. 
In  1620,  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  departed 
from  it  to  settle  in  the  New  World.  As 
a  precaution  against  Roundhead  trouble, 
Charles  II  built  the  great  citadel  which 
dominates  city  and  harbour;  its  ram¬ 
parts  are  20  feet  thick  in  places.  The 
Elizabethan  zone  of  Plymouth  is  known 
as  the  Barbican:  The  Mayflower  Steps 


here  commemorate  the  departure  of  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers. 

City  Museum  and  Art  Gallery.  The 
Reynolds  family  portraits,  Joshua  Rey¬ 
nold's  diaries  and  the  Cottonian  Collec¬ 
tion  of  pre-1800  paintings,  drawings 
and  printed  books  are  among  the  dis¬ 
plays  in  this  museum.  The  paintings 
include  old  masters,  contemporary 
works  and  the  Clarendon  Collection  of 
portraits.  The  collection  of  fine  silver.

though  small,  includes  the  Drake  Cup 
and  the  Eddystone  Salt.  Pottery  and 
porcelain  are  represented,  with  emphasis 
on  Cookworthy's  Plymouth  and  Bristol 
hardpaste.  There  are  also  departments 
of  archaeology  and  natural  history. 

Eddystone  Lighthouse  (Re-Erected) 
On  Plymouth  Hoe  is  one  of  the  world's 
most  important  18th-century  light¬ 
houses.  Some  14  miles  south  of  Ply¬ 
mouth  the  Eddystone  reef  was  the 
setting  of  the  first  true  rock  station,  the 
earliest  being  wooden,  built  in  1698, 
followed  in  1708  by  a  wood  and  stone 
building  which  survived  until  burnt  in 
1755.  Four  years  later  John  Smeaton's 
tower  showed  its  light,  and  this  tower, 
rebuilt  on  the  Hoe  after  the  present 
lighthouse  replaced  it  in  1882,  was  the 
first  scientifically  designed  and  jointed 
masonry  structure  to  be  built,  serving 
as  a  model  until  the  era  of  reinforced 
concrete. 

^  The  Plymouth  District  covers  the 
County  of  Devon,  noted  for  its  rich 
agricultural  land,  rolling  hills  and  sea¬ 
side  resorts.  These  result  in  many  visit¬ 
ing  Saints  attending  meetings  during 
the  holiday  season  at  the  five  branches 
of  Barnstaple,  Exeter,  Newton  Abbot, 


Plymouth  and  Torbay. 

Founded  in  1960  under  the  presi¬ 
dency  of  Stephen  L.  Winters  an  Ameri¬ 
can,  the  Plymouth  District  has  seen 
five  subsequent  British  presidents,  the 
present  holder  Donald  V.  Norris  having 
been  set-apart  in  1966.  A  Chartered 
Gas  Engineer,  Pres.  Norris  was  baptised 
in  November  1963  whilst  resident  in 
Truo,  Cornwall,  and  moving  to  Torbay’ 
became  branch  president  in  1965  where 
he  served  till  his  district  call.  Both 
his  counselors,  Bros.  R.  E.  Wallace  and 
E.  Perry  are  former  presidents  of  the 
Plymouth  and  Exeter  Branches  respecti¬ 
vely. 

The  two  main  goals  of  the  presidency 
are  to  have  the  Plymouth  Chapel,  open¬ 
ed  in  1966,  dedicated  and  to  achieve 
stakehood.  Both  will  need  much  ded¬ 
ication  to  achieve. 


NEWTON  ABBOT  BRANCH 

^  Newton  Abbot  is  a  market  town  sit¬ 
uated  five  miles  from  Torquay.  The 
branch  was  organised  in  1956  and 
meetings  were  then  held  in  a  very  small 
cottage  in  the  village  of  Kingsteignton 
which  is  one  mile  from  Newton  Abbot. 
While  the  Newton  Abbot  Branch

This  time 
is  not  needed  by  the  branch  members 
as  it  is  Fast  Sunday  when  no  evening 
service  is  held. 

The  membership  stands  at  102. 

TORQUAY  (TORBAY)  BRANCH 
^  The  Torbay  Branch  area  includes 
the  seaside  town  of  Paignton,  the  fish¬ 
ing  port  of  Brixham  and  the  ancient 
borough  of  Totnes  as  well  as  the  inter¬ 
nationally  famous  resort  of  Torquay; 
and  many  readers  will  be  familiar  with 
this  beautiful  part  of  South  Devon. 
Those  who  have  settled  there  appreciate 
the  mild  winter  climate  and  freedom 
from  fog. 

The  Branch  was  formed  seven  years 
390,  prior  to  which  the  local  Saints 


were  members  of  the  Branch  at  Newton 
Abbot,  a  town  about  six  miles  from 
Torquay. Branch  membership  nowstands 
at  130. 

The  branch  president  is  Roy  East,  a 
professional  musician  who  has  played 
with  such  famous  bands  as^  those  of 
Ted  Heath  and  Johnny  Dankworth.  Pre¬ 
sident  East's  1st  Counselor  is  Paul 
Bartlett,  a  local  government  officer,  and 
his  2nd  counsellor  is  Brian  Poole  (also 
branch  clerk),  a  skilled  mechanical  en¬ 
gineer.

^  The  Cornwall  District  was  organis¬ 
ed  January  1st,  1964.  Heber  Done — a 
missionary — was  the  first  district  presi¬ 
dent.  At  this  time  there  were  two  Corn¬ 
ish  Branches — Helston  and  Falmouth/ 
Truro,  and  192  members.  Two  other 
branches  were  quickly  organised  at 
Redruth,  and  St.  Austell  and  these  four 
branches  along  with  dependent  New¬ 
quay  Branch  now  constitutes  the  district. 

The  first  member  to  be  called  as 
district  president  was  Hugh  Mc.Dermott 
of  Helston,  and  when  he  left  the  district 
in  January,  1966,  Graham  Pearce  of  St. 
Austell  became  president — at  the  age 
of  25  the  youngest  man  to  be  called 
to  this  position  in  the  mission.  His 
counselor  is  Lesley  Seddon  of  Redruth.

^  In  January,  1964  the  Redruth  Branch 
was  formed  with  a  missionary  elder 
presiding.  At  this  time  they  met  in  a 
small  room  of  a  hotel.  The  membership 
increased  until  it  was  necessary  to 
move  into  a  larger  hall  over  Burton's 
Tailors.  This  was  done  in  April,  1964 
when  Bro.  S.  Jeffcock  became  branch 
president  with  Bro.  J.  Liddemont  and 
Bro.  L.  Seddon  as  counselors.  At  this 
time  there  was  a  regular  attendance  of 
25  to  the  Sunday  Services.

LONGLEAT  HOUSE 

if  A  great  early  Renaissance  house, 
began  for  Sir  John  Thymme  in  1568. 
Thymne  had  bought  the  land  and  origi¬ 
nal  priory  buildings  as  Longleat  in 


1541,  He  at  once  set  about  building  a 
new  house,  but  much  was  destroyed  by 
fire  in  1567.  A  year  later  the  Architect 
Robert  Smythson  arrived  on  the  scene 
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and  work  on  the  present  house  began, 
but  was  not  finished  when  Thymne 
died  in  1580. 

Longleat,  one  of  the  great  exploits  of 
Elizabethan  architecture,  is  symmetrical, 
except  for  the  great  hall,  found  to  one 
side,  as  in  most  medieval  houses:  Sir 
Jeffry  Wyatville  made  alterations  to 
the  house  in  1807.  The  magnificent 
state  rooms  contain  fine  furniture  and 
paintings,  and  include  a  superb  library. 

The  mansion  and  colourful  gardens 
are  in  the  middle  of  a  park,  landscaped 
by  Capability  Brown.  There  are  over 
200  acres  of  the  most  lush  green  gar¬ 


dens,  with  beautiful  flowers,  part  of 
this  land  has  now  been  made  into  the 
Longleat  Lion  farm  where  one  may  find 
lions  roaming  at  will. 

Part  of  the  garden  has  been  made 
into  an  animal  refuge.  Where  one  may 
find  Giraffe's  Zebra's,  Deer,  and  many 
other  animals  can  be  found  there.  The 
Lion  farm  is  separated  by  a  high  wire 
fence. 

Every  year  many  tourists  come  to 
this  estate  and  marvel  at  the  grandeur 
of  the  gardens  and  of  the  lions  who 
have  found  refuge  there.

£  c  brown  sugar  firmly  packed 
£  c  white  sugar 
3  eggs  beaten 
1  tsp.  vanilla 
1  tsp.  soda 

1  c  walnuts 

2  T  hot  water 
21  C  sifted  flour 

1  Pkg.  chocolate  chips,  (Polka  Dots) 

Cream  shortening  and  both  sugars,  add  beaten  eggs,  hot  water  and  vanilla 
and  beat  well,  sift  flour,  soda  and  salt  together  and  add  to  mixture.  Add  chocolate 
chips  and  nuts. 

Mix  thoroughly  drop  by  spoonsful  on  a  greased  baking  sheet.  Bake  350  for 
15  minutes. 


HEAVENLY  CHOCOLATE  PIE 

I  Cup  sifted  all  purpose  flour 

£  tsp.  salt 

1  cup  shortening 

3  or  4  tbls.  cold  water 

2  eggs  whites 

1  tsp.  vinegar 

£  tsp.  cinnamon  optional 

1  cup  sugar 

Combine  flour  and  £  tsp  salt  in  mixing  bowl.  Rub  in -shortening  until  consis¬ 
tency  of  coarse  meal.  Sprinkle  Water,  1  tbls.  at  a  time,  over  mixture  tossing 
quickly  and  lightly  with  fork  until  dough  is  just  moist  enough  to  hold  together. 
Prick  generously  with  fork.  Bake  at  450  Deg.  F  for  12  Min.  until  golden  brown. 

Beat  together  egg  whites,  vinegar,  cinnamon  and  remaning  £  tsp.  salt  until 
stiff  but  not  dry.  Gradually  add  sugar  and  beat  until  very  stiff.  Spread  meringue 
oyer  bottom  and  sides  of  baked  pastry  shell.  Bake  at  325  Deg.  F.  for  15  or  18 
minuets,  until  lightly  browned.  Cool,  fill  with  chocolate  cream  filling.

1  cup  sugar 

1  Knob  buter  or  margarine 

2  squares  chocolate

Clean,  and  cut  in  half,  lay  flat  in  dripper  pan.  Then  baste  frequently.  Bake  for 
t  hour  or  until  a  golden  brown  on  one  side  at  400  Deg.  then  turn  the  chicken  on 
other  side  and  bake  for  $  hour  or  until  chicken  is  golden  brown,  be  sure  to  baste 
frequently.

NORWEGIAN  APPLE  CAKE 

Ingredients: 

2  eggs,  9  oz.  castor  sugar;  3£  oz.  butter;  just  over  i  pt.  top  of  milk,  or  creamy 
milk;  6^  oz.  plain  flour;  2  rounded  teasp.  baking  powder;  3  or  4  Bramley  cooking 
apples. 


Method: 


Whisk  the  eggs  and  8  oz.  sugar  together  until  whisk  leaves  a  trail  when  lifted 
out  of  the  mixture.  Put  the  butter  and  milk  into  a  pan  and  bring  to  the  boil.  Stir 
this  boiling  liquid  into  the  eggs  and  sugar.  Fold  in  the  sifted  flour  and  baking 
powder  thoroughly  until  there  are  no  lumps  of  flour.  Pour  the  mixture  into  a  large 
buttered  and  floured  roasting  tin.  Peel  and  core  and  slice  the  apples;  arrange 
them  over  the  batter  and  sprinkle  the  1  oz.  of  sugar  on  top. 

Gas  mark  6.  400  degrees  F.  for  20  to  25  minutes.  When  cooked,  allow  to  cool 
in  the  tin,  then  cut  into  slices,  delicious  served  with  fresh  cream.

^  We  first  fished  the  stream  as  small 
boys — stream  did  I  say?  In  reality  it 
was  litle  more  than  a  collection  of 
shallow  pools,  each  joined  to  the  next 
by  a  trickle  of  clear  sparkling  water, 
which  weaved  its  narrow  passage  thro¬ 
ugh  thick,  overhanging  bushes  and 
waist  high  grass.

Each  visit  brought  fresh  experience. 
We  enjoyed  paddling  the  cool  flow  as 
we  pushed  a  pioneer  trail  through  the 
heavy  growth  in  search  of  .  .  .?  We 
knew  not  what. 

With  the  passage  of  time  we  brought 
nets  and  jam  jars  along  on  our  trips, 
catching  minnows,  bullheads  and 
loaches,  with  long  sweeps  of  the  net 
through  the  weeds  and  under  the  banks.

I  retained  a  great  number  of  these  cap¬ 
tives  in  an  old  bath  at  the  end  of  the 
garden;  some  lived  some  died,  but  I 
never  ceased  to  wonder  and  indeed 
marvel,  at  these  small  fry  as  they  cir¬ 
cled  around  in  the  white  confines  of 
the  tub. 

My  angling  instinct  was  fortunately 
allowed  to  gain  life  and  flourish  in  a 
home  atmosphere  of  understanding  and 
toleration  at  my  watery  escapades,  with 
the  resulting  torn  and  dirty  clothes. 
Later,  the  natural  urge  to  explore  the 
stream  beyond  the  field  became  too 
great  and  one  day  we  scrambled  throu¬ 


gh  the  barbed  wire  and  continued  our 
safari  upstream. 

The  banks  here  were  less  bushy,  and 
the  slightly  bigger  pools,  edged  with 
erosion  exposed  roots,  seemed  that 
much  more  interesting.  On  this  first  up¬ 
stream  visit  we  discovered,  to  our  in¬ 
tense  delight,  that  the  trickle  contained 
fish  other  than  the  abundant  small  fry 
of  our  jam  jar  days.  A  swirl  appeared 
along  the  edge  of  the  far  bank  where 
the  grassy  tussocks  overhung  the  water. 

We  moved  closer  and  the  swirl  ap¬ 
peared  again.  Slowly  we  worked  our 
way  towards  the  edge  until  it  was  just 
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possible  to  see  into  the  clear  pool.  But 
despite  the  absolute  clarity,  we  could 
at  first  see  nothing  apart  from  the  patch- 
work  of  weeds  over  the  sandy  bottom. 

Then  it  moved!  The  spotted  form 
rose  slowly  until  it  was  just  beneath  the 
surface,  turned  and  flipped  to  the  bot¬ 
tom — the  swirl  appeared  for  the  third 
time.  "Trout”  said  my  companion  in  a 
squeaky  excited  voice.  I  think  it  was 
at  that  moment  that  we  both  resolved 
inwardly  to  catch  this  fish  for  ourselves. 

At  first,  in  our  ignorance,  we  tried 
the  small  fry  nets,  but  alas  our  ex¬ 
pertise  with  minnows  was  all  to  no 
avail  against  this  bigger,  more  wily 
quarry. 

Inevitably,  the  transition  to  rod  and 
line  fishing  was  made.  My  friend's 
father,  hearing  of  our  exploits,  made 
him  a  traditional  boy's  outfit — garden 
cane,  strong  thread,  and  what  we  call 
eel  hooks.  On  our  next  visit  we  baited 
with  a  thick  lobworm,  and  dangled  it 
over  the  spot  where  we  had  seen  the 
trout  No  response;  we  fished  on,  first 
one  then  the  other  taking  turns  at  the 
rod,  twitching  and  jerking  the  half 
dead  worm  as  best  we  could. 

It  was  a  hot  day  and  by  early  after¬ 
noon  we  were  both  sprawled  on  our 
sides  watching  the  now  idol  rod — the 
top  nodding  with  the  pull  of  the  current 
against  the  line.  Hours  past,  the  sun  fell 
behind  the  copse,  country  sounds  be¬ 
came  muted  apart  from  the  murmur  of 
the  little  stream,  and  we  waited  with 
all  the  optimism  of  youth. 


Then  it  happened!  The  rod  top  pulled 
over  the  edge  and  the  butt  was  lifting 
in  the  air  before  my  friend,  who  was 
nearest,  could  grab  the  cane  and  hang 
on  for  dear  life.  The  strong  tackle  held 
and  soon  the  fish  was  brought  kicking 
to  the  bank. 

To  our  young  eyes  it  was  a  fantastic 
catch,  beautifully  spotted  and  in  the 
peak  of  condition.  We  looked  at  each 
other,  then  at  the  fish  as  it  lay  panting 
in  the  grass.  It  would  have  been  nice 
to  carry  the  trophy  back  to  the  limelight 
of  the  adult  world,  but  somehow  it 
didn't  seem  right,  and  anyway,  it  would 
be  sure  to  die  in  the  bath  down  the 
garden. 

We  decided  to  free  our  captive  back 
to  the  stream.  It  swam  off  quickly,  in 
an  upstream  direction  and  was  soon 
lost  from  sight.  It  was  the  first  success, 
yet  the  last  time  we  fished  the  water. 
Before  the  next  holiday  my  friend,  with 
life  ahead,  was  dead,  killed  in  a  boat¬ 
ing  accident.  The  bulldozers  moved  in 
and  left  their  ugly  mark  on  the  land¬ 
scape.  A  housing  estate  was  built.  The 
little  stream,  my  friend,  the  big  trout, 
all  now  were  but  memories,  gone  from 
reality  forever. 

It  was  a  full  twelve  months  before  I 
caught  my  first  fish — a  perch.  An  angler 
nearly  remarked,  "nice  half-pounder 
you've  got  there  son" — it  was  about 
the  same  size  as  the  big  trout.

The  Prophets  Message

^  I  should  like  to  quote  the  truth  and 
the  admonition  given  by  Peter  the  chief 
Apostle  to  the  members  of  the  priest¬ 
hood  over  nineteen  hundred  years  ago. 
That  chief  Apostle  wrote  these  lines 
and  addressed  them  to  the  elders  of 
that  time: 

"...  I  exhort,  who  am  also  an  elder, 
and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings  of 
Christ,  and  also  a  partaker  of  the  glory 
that  shall  be  revealed: 

"Feed  the  flock  of  God  which  is 
among  you,  taking  the  oversight  there¬ 
of,  not  by  constraint,  but  willingly;  not 
for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind; 

"Neither  as  being  lords  over  God's 
heritage,  but  being  ensamples  to  the 
flock. 

"And  when  the  chief  Shepherd  shall 
appear,  ye  shall  receive  a  crown  of 
glory  that  fadeth  not  away. 

"Likewise,  ye  younger,  submit  your¬ 
selves  unto  the  elder.  Yea,  all  of  you 
be  subject  one  to  another,  and  be 
clothed  with  humility:  for  God  resisteth 
the  proud,  and  giveth  grace  to  the 
humble. 

"Humble  yourselves  therefore  under 
the  mighty  hand  of  God,  that  he  may 
exalt  you  in  due  time: 

"Casting  all  your  care  upon  him;  for 
he  careth  for  you. 

"Be  sober,  be  vigilant;  because  your 
adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion, 


walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he  may 
devour: 

"Whom  resist  steadfast  in  the  faith, 
knowing  that  the  same  afflictions  are 
accomplished  in  your  brethren  that  are 
in  the  world."  (1  Peter  5:1-9.) 

Applicable  Today 

These  instructions  are  nineteen- 
hundred-years  old,  yet  new  today,  and 
just  as  applicable  as  then  to  the  elders 
of  this  Church.  Peter  said  they  should 
be  "ensamples  to  the  flock."  I  should 
just  like  to  ask  if  that  example  starts  at 
home.  What  better  place  to  exercise 
the  lofty  ideals  of  the  priesthood? 

The  older  I  grow,  the  more  grateful 
I  am  for  my  parents,  for  what  they  did 
in  that  old  country  home.  They  lived 
the  Gospel.  Father  used  to  preach  it, 
particularly  to  visitors  who  came,  more 
than  to  us  boys  and  girls;  but  both 
Father  and  Mother  lived  the  Gospel. 
I  realize  more  than  ever  before  that  my 
testimony  of  the  reality  of  the  existence 
of  God  dates  back  to  that  home  when  I 
was  a  child,  and  it  was  through  their 
teachings  and  their  examples  that  I  re¬ 
ceived,  even  as  a  child,  the  absolute 
knowledge  that  God  is  my  Father,  that 
I  received  then  the  knowledge  of  the 
reality  of  the  spiritual  world,  and  I 
testify  to  you  that  that  is  a  reality. 

It  is  easy  for  me  to  accept  as  a 
divine  truth  the  fact  that  Christ  preach- 
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ed  to  the  spirits  in  prison  while  His 
body  lay  in  the  tomb.  It  is  true.  And  it 
is  just  as  easy  for  me  to  realize  th^t 
one  may  so  live  that  he  may  receive 
impressions  and  direct  messages  thr¬ 
ough  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  veil  is  thin 
between  those  who  hold  the  priesthood 
and  those  on  the  other  side  of  the  veil. 

Testimony  By  Example 

That  testimony  began,  was  borne  in 
that  home,  because  of  the  example  of 
a  man  who  lived  the  priesthood  and 
a  wife  who  sustained  him  and  lived  it 
in  the  home.  A  man  of  the  priesthood 
had  that  in  mind,  particularly,  when  he 
mentioned  "being  ensamples  to  the 
flock"  (Ibid.,  5:3),  but  I  do  know  that 
each  home  is  a  part  of  that  flock.  The 
influence  you  spread  in  your  home  will 
go  throughout  the  ward,  the  stake,  and 
then  will  go  throughout  the  city,  the 
state,  the  country,  and  the  world. 

The  most  precious  thing  in  the  world 
is  a  testimony  of  the  truth.  Truth  never 
grows  old,  and  the  truth  is  that  God 
is  the  source  of  your  priesthood  and 
mine,  that  He  lives,  that  Jesus  Christ 
stands  at  the  head  of  this  Church,  and 
that  every  man  who  holds  the  priest¬ 
hood,  if  he  lives  properly,  soberly,  in¬ 
dustriously,  humbly,  and  prayerfully,  is 
entitled  to  the  inspiration  and  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  I  know  that  it 
is  truel 

God  help  us  to  defend  the  truth — 
better  than  that,  to  live  it,  to  exemplify 
it  in  our  homes.  What  we  owe  to  our 
parents  we  cannot  express.  Are  you 
going  to  have  that  same  influence  on 
your  children,  you  parents — fathers 
and  mothers?  Never  set  an  improper 
example  before  them.  You  are  men  6f 
the  priesthood,  and  you  are  leaders. 
Never  let  them  hear  a  cross  word.  You 
should  control  yourself.  He  is  a  weak 
man  who  files  into  a  passion,  whether 


he  is  working  a  machine,  plowing,  or 
writing,  or  whatever  he  may  be  doing 
in  the  home.  I  do  not  know  that  Peter 
should  not  fly  into  a  passion.  Learn  to 
be  dignified. 

Worthiness — Importance 

To  hold  the  priesthood  of  God  by 
divine  authority  is  one  of  the  greatest 
gifts  that  can  come  to  a  man,  and 
worthiness  is  of  first  importance.  The 
very  essence  of  priesthood  is  eternal. 
He  is  greatly  blessed  who  feels  the 
responsibility  of  representing  Deity.  He 
should  feel  it  to  such  an  extent  that 
he  would  be  conscious  of  his  actions 
and  words  under  all  conditions.  No 
man  who  holds  the  Holy  Priesthood 
should  treat  his  wife  disrespectfully. 
No  man  who  holds  that  priesthood 
should  fail  to  ask  the  blessings  on  his 
food  or  to  kneel  with  his  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren  and  ask  for  God's  guidance. 

A  home  is  transformed  because  a 
man  holds  and  honours  the  priesthood. 
We  are  not  to  use  it  dictatorially,  for 
the  Lord  has  said  that  ".  .  .  when  we 
undertake  to  cover  our  sins,  or  to  grati- 
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fy  our  pride,  our  vain  ambition,  or  to 
exercise  control  or  dominion  or  com¬ 
pulsion  upon  the  souls  of  the  children 
of  men,  in  any  degree  of  unrighteous¬ 
ness,  behold  the  heavens  withdraw 
themselves;  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is 
grieved;  and  when  it  is  withdrawn, 
Amen  to  the  priesthood  or  the  authority 
of  that  man."  (D&C  121:37.)  That  re¬ 
velation  given  by  the  Lord  to  the  Pro¬ 
phet  Joseph  Smith  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  lessons  in  pedagogy  or  psy¬ 
chology  and  government  ever  given, 
and  we  should  read  it  over  and  over 
again  in  the  121st  section  of  the  Doc¬ 
trine  and  Covenants. 

Maintain  The  Standards 
Let  us  realize  that  we  are  members

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Instructions  To  Parents,

^  God  extends  to  earthly  parents  a 
choice  blessing  when  He  sends  a  spirit 
son  or  daughter  of  His  to  dwell  in  a 
mortal  body  provided  by  them.  God 
grants  to  parents,  if  they  have  com¬ 
plied  with  His  Gospel  laws  and  ordin¬ 
ances,  the  children  born  to  them  in  the 
new  and  everlasting  covenant  of  mar¬ 
riage,  or  sealed  to  them  by  the  authority 
of  the  Holy  Priesthood  of  God  as  their 
very  own  throughout  the  eternities  of 
time. 

This  knowledge  adds  joy,  happiness, 
and  glory  to  joint-heirship  with  Christ 
in  all  that  the  Father  possesses,  even 
the  gift  of  His  own  spirit  children. 
Every  child  is  born  in  complete  innoc¬ 
ence  here  on  earth.  The  Lord  entrusts 
these  choice  spirit  children  of  His 
to  earthly  parents,  with  a  hope  that 
through  proper  teaching  and  training 
they  will  keep  them  moral,  true,  and 
faithful.  God  has  revealed  this  truth 
in  our  day:  Every  spirit  of  man  was 
innocent  in  the  beginning;  and  God 
having  redeemed  man  from  the  fall, 
men  became  again,  in  their  infant 
state,  innocent  before  God."  (D&C  93: 
38.) 

Our  Saviour,  giving  His  life  on  the 
cross,  redeemed  us  from  the  effects  of 


the  fall;  therefore,  every  soul  at  birth 
stands  innocent  before  God. 

First  Duty — Bless  Children 

In  the  modern  revelations  the  Lord 
had  given  important  instructions  to 
parents,  detailing  their  responsibility  in 
the  upbringing  of  their  children.  After 
children  come  to  bless  parents  with  the 
joy  and  happiness  of  possession,  the 
Lord  has  admonished  that  "Every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  church  of  Christ  having 
children  is  to  bring  them  unto  the 
elders  before  the  church,  who  are  to 
lay  their  hands  upon  them  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  bless  them  in  his 
name."  (Ibid.,  20:70.)  Here,  then,  is 
one  of  the  first  duties  of  parents:  to 
have  their  children  blessed  by  the  elders 
of  the  Church.  What  a  privilege  and 
proper  beginning  for  a  child  to  be 
blessed  by  the  elders  of  the  Church  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christl 

Now,  God  has  revealed  that  "little 
children  are  redeemed  from  the  found¬ 
ation  of  the  world  through  mine  Only 
Begotten; 

"Wherefore,  they  cannot  sin,  for 
power  is  not  given  unto  Satan  to  tempt 
little  children,'  until  they  begin  to  be¬ 
come  accountable  before  me."  (Ibid., 
29:46-47.) 
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Parents,  therefore,  have  these  early, 
golden  years  of  a  child's  life  in  which 
to  teach,  train,  and  mold  its  character, 
when  Satan  is  not  given  power  to  tempt 
or  to  mislead  it.  But  there  does  come 
a  time  in  the  lives  of  children  for  in¬ 
dividual  responsibility  and  accountabili¬ 
ty^  time  when  they  are  to  act  for 
themselves,  and  receive  the  Gospel  and 
its  ordinances  and  to  be  baptized  for  a 
remission  of  their  sins. 

The  Lord  has  declared  that,  "No 
one  can  be  received  into  the  church 
of  Christ  unless  he  has  arrived  unto 
the  years  of  accountability  before  God, 
and  is  capable  of  repentance. "{Ibid., 
20:71.)  Parents,  looking  forward  to 
the  time  of  individual  responsibility  of 
children  for  their  own  acts,  should 
carefully  heed  this  admonition  from  the 
Lord: 

"Again,  inasmuch  as  parents  have 
children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  stakes 
which  are  organised,  that  teach  them 
not  to  understand  the  doctrine  of  re- 


For  Parents 

pentance,  faith  in  Christ  the  Son  of  the 
living  God,  and  of  baptism  and  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of 
the  hands,  when  eight  years  old,  the 
sin  be  upon  the  heads  of  the  parents." 
(Ibid.,  68:25.) 

Prepare  For  Baptism 

Parents,  therefore,  have  the  respons¬ 
ibility  of  teaching  to  the  understanding 
of  their  children  the  Gospel  truths,  pri¬ 
nciples,  and  ordinances,  and  to  prepare 
them  for  baptism  and  the  laying  on  of 
hands  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
when  they  attain  the  age  of  eight  years, 
the  age  of  accountability  before  God; 
otherwise,  the  sin  is  upon  the  heads  of 
the  parents. 

To  leave  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of 
parents  about  their  responsibility  and 
accountability  to  this  instruction,  the 
Lord  continued  by  saying: 

For  this  shall  be  a  law  unto  the 
inhabitants  of  Zion."  The  teaching  of 
Gospel  principles  and  the  preparation 
of  children  to  receive  the  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel  is  not  something  parents 
can  do  only  if  they  want  to,  because 
the  Lord  emphatically  declared  that  it 
shall  be  a  law  unto  the  inhabitants 
of  Zion.  .  .  .  And  their  children  shall 
be  baptised  for  the  remission  of  their 
sins  when  eight  years  old,  and  receive 
the  laying  on  of  the  hands."  (Ibid., 
68:26-27.) 

Baptise  At  Eight 

He  did  not  say  that  parents  could 
wait  until  children  are  nine  or  ten  or 
older  before  baptism,  neither  does  He 
suggest  that  parents  can  permit  their 
children  to  grow  up  to  maturity  and 
decide  for  themselves  whether  they 
should  be  baptised.  The  Lord  said  they 
"shall  be  baptised  .  .  .  when  eight 
years  old."  There  can  be  no  question 
about  our  understanding  of  this  in¬ 
struction.

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Saviour  Was  Deliverer 
To  Those  In  Spiritual  Darkness

^  Near  the  beginning  of  the  ministry 
of  Jesus  Christ,  He  came  one  day  to 
the  city  of  Nazareth  where  He  had 
grown  up  as  a  lad.  As  was  His  custom 
on  the  Sabbath  day  He  went  to  the 
local  synagogue  to  worship.  As  He 
stood  up  to  read.  He  was  given  the 
book  of  Isaiah  from  which  He  read  as 
follows: 

"The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is  upon 
me;  because  the  Lord  hath  anointed 
me  to  preach  good  tidings  unto  the 
meek;  he  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the 
broken-hearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to 
the  captives,  and  the  opening  of  the 
prison  to  them  that  are  bound; 

"To  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of 
the  Lord.  .  .  ."  (Isa.  61;  1-2.) 

Then  He  closed  the  book  and  sat 
down  to  speak.  As  all  eyes  were  fast¬ 
ened  upon  Him  to  see  what  interpreta¬ 
tion  He  would  give  to  these  words.  He 
said: 

"This  day  is  this  scripture  fulfilled 
in  your  ears. 

"And  all  bare  him  witness,  and  won¬ 
dered  at  the  gracious  words  which  pro¬ 
ceeded  out  of  his  mouth."  (Luke  4:21- 
22.) 

I  am  interested  in  the  words  of 
Isaiah,  or  as  Jesus  gave  them  as  quot¬ 
ed  by  Luke: 

"...  he  hath  sent  me  ...  to 
preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and 
.  .  .  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are 
bruised."  (Ibid.,  4:18.) 

Specific  Prisoners 

Bible  interpreters  have  said  that  the 


original  words  from  Isaiah  have  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  release  of  the  Jewish  cap¬ 
tives  from  Babylon,  but  that  Jesus  app¬ 
lied  them  to  the  release  of  sinners 
from  the  guilt  and  bondage  of  sin, 
through  His  ministry.  But  was  this 
Jesus'  intent,  and  what  sinners  were 
held  prisoners  through  the  guilt  and 
bondage  of  their  sins? 

I  claim  that  Isaiah  and  Jesus  were 
speaking  of  specific  prisoners  as  given 
in  the  following  quotations  from  Isaiah: 

"And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that 
day,  that  the  Lord  shall  punish  the 
host  of  the  high  ones  that  are  on  high, 
and  the  kings  of  the  earth  upon  the 
earth. 

"And  they  shall  be  gathered  together, 
as  prisoners  are  gathered  in  the  pit, 
and  shall  be  shut  up  in  the  prison,  and 
after  many  days  shall  they  be  visited." 
(Isa.  24:21-22.) 

"I  the  Lord  have  called  thee  in  right¬ 
eousness,  and  will  hold  thine  hand, 
and  will  keep  thee,  and  give  thee  for 
a  covenant  of  the  people,  for  a  light 
of  the  Gentiles; 

"To  open  the  blind  eyes,  to  bring 
out  the  prisoners  from  the  prison,  and 
them  that  sit  in  darkness  out  of  the 
prison  house."  (Ibid.,  42:6-7.) 

Jesus,  The  Deliverer 

There  is  no  question  but  that  Jesus 
was  to  be  the  Deliverer  and  that  they 
that  sit  in  this  prison  were  to  be  in 
the  bonds  of  darkness,  which  must  re¬ 
fer  to  spiritual  darkness  rather  than  to 
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political  prisoners  here  upon  the  earth. 
The  work  of  Jesus  definitely  was  not 
confined  solely  to  those  of  His  own 
earthly  generation  who  heard  His  voice 
in  person  as  on  this  occasion  when  He 
spoke  in  the  synagogue  at  Nazareth. 
His  work  was  a  greater  work,  a  univer¬ 
sal  work,  and  applied  not  only  to  the 
whole  wide  world  of  those  then  living, 
but  also  to  all  who  ever  lived  or  ever 
would  live  upon  this  earth. 

One  of  the  mistakes  of  Christendom 
today  is  thinking  that  Christ's  ministry 
began  at  the  Meridian  of  Time  follow¬ 
ing  His  birth  upon  the  earth.  At  the 
Meridian  of  time  He  began  His  earth 
ministry  as  He  was  born  among  men  as 
the  Only  Begotten  Son  of  God  in  the 
flesh.  It  is  not  generally  understood 
that  Jesus  was  the  Firstborn  of  the 
spirit  children  of  God  and  that  as  Jeho¬ 
vah,  the  Creator,  He  was  the  God  of 
this  earth  ,  before  He  became  manifest 
in  the  flesh  as  Jesus  Christ.  He  is  the 
Eternal  God  of  this  earth  who  gave  His 
laws  and  commandments  to  the  pro¬ 
phets  of  old  before  He  came  to  earth 
as  the  Son  of  Man. 

Eternal  Principles 

The  principles  of  the  Gospel  which 
Jesus  taught  were  eternal.  They  were 
given  and  taught  to  the  prophets  and 
seers  of  old.  They  in  turn  preached  and 
taught  them  to  the  people  of  their  day. 
Did  they  not  understand  that  the  Red¬ 
eemer  would  come?  Wasn't  Isaiah,  for 
example,  a  witness  of  the  coming  Lord 
as  he  proclaimed: 

"Who  hath  believed  our  report?  and 
to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  re¬ 
vealed? 

"For  he  shall  grow  up  before  him  as 
a  tender  plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of 
a  dry  ground:  he  hath  no  form  nor 
comeliness;  and  when  we  shall  see 
him,  there  is  no  beauty  that  we  should 


desire  him. 


"He  is  despised  and  rejected  of 
men;  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted 
with  grief;  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our 
faces  from  him;  he  was  despised,  and 
we  esteemed  him  not. 

"Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs, 
and  carried  our  sorrows:  yet  we  did 
esteem  him  stricken,  smitten  of  God, 
and  afflicted. 

"But  he  was  wounded  for  our  trans¬ 
gressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our  in¬ 
iquities:  the  chastisement  of  our  peace 
was  upon  him;  and  with  his  stripes  we 
are  healed. 

"And  we  like  sheep  have  gone 
astray;  we  have  turned  every  one  to  his 
own  way  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on 
him  the  iniquity  of  us  all. 

"He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  aff¬ 
licted,  yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth:  he 
is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter, 
and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is 
dumb,  so  he  openeth  not  his  mouth." 
(Ibid.,  53:1-7.) 

Prophets  Testified 

Dare  we  say  that  the  prophets  did 
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not  know  all  about  Jesus  and  His  com¬ 
ing?  Did  they  not  testify,  often  with 
their  lives,  of  the  divinity  of  God  and 
urge  their  hearers  to  turn  to  Him  and 
live? 

Just  as  authority  in  the  priesthood 
had  been  given  to  Adam  and  his  sons 
the  patriarchs,  so  also  were  they  given 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  participated  in  the  blessings 
and  covenants  that  pertain  to  exalta¬ 
tion  in  the  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ 
as  Lord  and  King.  Only  when  the  peo¬ 
ple  refused  to  accept  this  higher  priest¬ 
hood  and  higher  law  at  the  time  of 
Moses  were  they  given  the  lesser  priest¬ 
hood  and  the  lesser  law  which  was  to 
be  a  taskmaster  to  lead  them  eventually 
to  accept  Jesus  Christ  and  the  higher 
law  which  He  had  given  to  the  pro¬ 
phets  of  old  and  which  He  gave  again 
in  His  earthly  ministry. 

Manuscripts  Discovered 

Failure  to  understand  the  eternal  and 
universal  nature  of  the  ministry  of 
Jesus  Christ  has  caused  considerable 
consternation  among  students  of  div¬ 
inity.  With  the  study  of  the  mystery 
religions  came  the  knowledge  that  a 
virgin  birth  of  a  Redeemer  and  a  death 
and  resurrection  of  the  same  was  claim¬ 
ed  by  several  such  religions  hundreds 
of  years  before  the  birth  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Baptism  by  immersion  was  a 
fairly  common  ritual  long  before  the 
coming  of  Jesus.  The  discovery  of  the 
manuscript  rolls  from  the  caves  at 
Qumran  near  Jerusalem  brought  to  light 
teachings  and  practices  later  used  in 
Christianity  two  hundred  years  before 
the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  has  led 
certain  students  of  Christian  religion 
to  deny  the  divinity  of  Jesus  Christ. 
They  have  regarded  Him  only  as  a  great 
and  gifted  teacher  who  simply  adopted 
and  adapted  the  thoughts  and  practic¬ 
es  of  the  Essenes  priests.  So  they 


claim  He  established  a  new  philosophy 
of  the  brotherhood  of  man  based  on 
these  concepts  and  in  defense  of  which 
He  even  gave  His  life  as  a  martyr. 

Such  denial  of  Jesus  Christ  as  a 
divine  being  is  the  result  of  not  under¬ 
standing  the  eternal  nature  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  Jesus  taught.  If  one  understands 
that  the  Gospel  was  taught  and  practis¬ 
ed  from  the  very  beginning,  one  can 
understand  how  its  doctrines  and  pra¬ 
ctices  can  be  found  in  apostate  forms 
in  the  mystery  religions  of  Greece  and 
Egypt  and  can  account  for  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  Christian  teachings  before  the 
birth  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Knowing  then  that  the  Gospel  was 
preached  by  the  prophets  of  old  in 
anticipation  of  the  coming  of  the  Sav¬ 
iour  and  that  it  is  now  preached  in 
confirmation  of  His  atonement,  we  can 
ask  a  pertinent  question.  What  happen¬ 
ed  to  those  who  heard  the  Gospel  and 
rejected  it,  or,  perhaps  better  said, 
who  failed  to  accept  it  while  on  the 
earth?  What  happened  to  those  who 
lived  on  the  earth  when  through  apos¬ 
tasy  and  wickedness  they  never  had 
a  chance  to  hear  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  preached?  What  happens  to 
those  we  call  heathens  who  never 
heard  of  Jesus  Christ? 

Peter  Explains 

At  the  death  of  these  people,  who 
never  made  a  covenant  to  become  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  Jesus  Christ, 
their  spirits  went  to  a  spirit  prison 
where  they  were  forced  to  wait  until 
they  could  be  released.  This  Peter  ex¬ 
plained  when  he  told  how  Jesus  went 
to  minister  among  those  who  were 
dead,  for,  as  the  scriptures  inform  us, 
Peter  taught: 

"And  he  commanded  us  to  preach 
unto  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it 
is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be 
the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead. 
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"To  him  give  all  the  prophets  wit¬ 
ness.  that  through  his  name  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  shall  receive  remiss¬ 
ion  of  sins."  (Acts  10:42-43.  Italics 
added.) 

That  this  salvation  through  belief  in 
Christ  is  open  to  the  dead  as  well  as 
to  the  living  is  evident  as  Peter  taught: 

"For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered 
for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that 
he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put 
to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by 
the  Spirit: 

"By  which  also  he  went  and  preached 
unto  the  spirits  in  prison; 

"Which  sometime  were  disobedient, 
when  once  the  longsuffering  of  God 
waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while  the 
ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls  were  saved  by  water." 
(1  Pet.  3:18-20.) 

Redeeming  Power 

The  reason  for  this  Peter  explained 
as  follows: 


"For  this  cause  was  the  Gospel  pre¬ 
ached  also  to  them  that  are  dead,  that 
they  might  be  judged  according  to  men 
in  the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God 
in  the  spirit."  (Ibid.,  4:8.) 

Thus  the  redeeming  power  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  made  possible  to  every  person 
who  ever  lived  or  will  live  upon  the 
face  of  the  earth.  In  view  of  the  scrip¬ 
tural  confirmation  of  this  doctrine  that 
Christ  did  visit  and  minister  among  the 
spirits  who  had  been  disobedient  and 
who  because  of  unpardoned  sin  were 
held  in  a  spirit  prison,  we  may  well 
ask,  what  was  the  scope  and  purpose 
of  our  Lord's  ministry  among  them? 
His  preaching  was  purposeful  and  pos¬ 
itive,  not  to  further  condemn,  but  to 
bring  relief  and  mercy.  To  them  came 
the  Redeemer  to  open  the  way  that 
leads  to  life.  He  came  not  to  intensify 
their  darkness  and  their  grief,  but  to 
bring  relief  from  despair  and  suffering.

When  she  was  drifting  off  to 
sleep  she  whispered  "I  must  have  my 
hair  done  on  Friday,  it  is  Conference 
this  weekend  and  we  don't  want  to 
miss  it  do  we?" 

Jack  smiled  happily  and  the  stars 
twinkled  through  the  open  bedroom 
window  and  there  was  a  sweet  scent 
of  lime  trees  and  roses  in  the  air,  and 
he  was  very  much  aware  of  it. 
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Elder  Tuttle  Asks: 
"What  Is  Peace 
Based  Upon?" 

By  Elder  A.  Theodore  Tuttle 
of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy 

^  As  I  understand  it,  it  is  the  mission 
of  the  Church  to  develop  and  extend 
unity  and  brotherhood  throughout  the 
world. 

How  can  peace  come  without  brother¬ 
hood?  What  is  peace?  Is  peace  the 
cessation  of  hostilities?  Is  peace  a  cold, 
rather  than  a  hot  war?  Is  peace  co¬ 
existence?  Is  peace  to  live  and  let  live? 
Is  peace  a  relationship  based  on  force? 
Is  peace  servitude  and  slavery  based 
on  power?  What  is  it  that  brings  peace: 
arms,  bombs,  pacts,  arbitration,  and 
compromise?  What  perpetuates  peace: 
armies  and  navies,  planes  and  missiles, 
and  anti-missile  missiles?  What  is  the 
basis  of  peace?  Is  it  based  on  a  balance 
of  power?  I  think  that  each  one  of  us 
would  have  to  answer  that  it  is  none 
of  these,  and  that  at  best  they  are  but 
temporary  measures. 

What  is  peace  based  on?  May  I  try 
to  illustrate  it  with  a  story  with  which 
I  think  many  of  you  are  acquainted. 
It  is  entitled  "Abram  and  Zimri"  by 
Clarence  Cook.  Two  brothers  farmed 
together.  Abram  had  a  wife  and  seven 
sons.  Zimri  lived  alone.  At  harvest 
time  the  crop  was  divided  equally. 
Zimri  lay  in  bed  and  thought:  "Here 
am  I,  just  one  mouth  to  feed,  while 
my  brother  Abram  has  a  wife  and  many 
sons.  I  must  go  to  the  field  and  share 
my  half  with  my  brother,  Abram."  So 
he  girded  himself  and  went  down  and 
gave  a  generous  third  of  his  portion  to 


his  brother. 

Shared  A  Third 

Abram,  on  the  other  hand,  thought 
that  same  night:  "Here  am  I  with  a 
wife  and  seven  sons — someone  to 
share  my  load  and  to  work  with  me. 
Here  is  my  brother,  Zimri,  he  works 
alone  and  has  no  one  to  help.  I  shall 
gird  myself  and  go  down  to  the  field 
and  share  my  portion  with  him."  And 
he  took  a  generous  third  and  put  it 
with  Zimri's  sheaves.  The  next  morning 
the  sheaves  were  the  same. 

The  next  night,  determined  to  change 
it,  Zimri  went  again  to  the  field  and 
carried  another  third  from  his  pile  to 
his  brother,  Abram's  and  then  lay  in 
the  field  to  watch.  Soon  Abram  came 
and  took  his  sheaves  and  put  them 
with  his  brother's  share.  Then  Clarence 
Cook  closes  with  these  words:  "And 
Zimri  arose  and  caught  him  in  his  arms, 
and  wept  upon  his  neck,  and  kissed 
his  cheek;  and  Abram  saw  the  whole, 
and  could  not  speak;  neither  could 
Zimri,  for  their  hearts  were  full." 

Now,  as  I  read  the  record  of  history, 
there  is  but  one  force  strong  enough 
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to  motivate  a  universal  acceptance  of 
brotherhood.  That  is,  the  acceptance 
of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  div¬ 
ine  Sonship  of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thence  all  men  as  brothers.  This 
has  been  the  power  that  has  united 
men  in  the  past.  This  has  been  the  plan 
of  our  Heavenly  Father  from  the  begin¬ 
ning,  and  it  is  no  illusion.  It  has  worked. 
We  all  know  the  story  of  Enoch  who 
taught  this  Gospel  plan  to  his  brethren, 
and  when  it  was  accepted  they  lived 
happily — so  much  so  that  the  Lord 
walked  and  talked  with  them,  and  took 
them. 

Another  Occurrence 

A  similar  unity  of  brotherhood  oc- 
cured  on  this  continent  after  the  Lord 
had  been  here  and  taught  His  Gospel 
to  the  Nephites.  I  quote  the  account  of 
the  condition  that  existed  for  two  hun¬ 
dred  years  afterward: 

"And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was 
no  contention  in  the  land,  because  of 
the  love  of  God  which  did  dwell  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people. 

"And  there  were  no  envyings,  nor 
strifes,  nor  tumults,  nor  whoredoms, 
nor  lyings,  nor  murders,  nor  any  man¬ 
ner  of  lasciviousness;  and  surely  there 
could  not  be  a  happier  people  among 


all  the  people  who  had  been  created  by 
the  hand  of  God. 

"There  were  no  robbers,  nor  murder¬ 
ers,  neither  were  there  Lamanites,  nor 
any  manner  of  -ites;  but  they  were  in 
one,  the  children  of  Christ,  and  heirs 
to  the  kingdom  of  God."  (4  Nephi  IB- 
17.) 

This  blessed  condition  is  attainable 
today,  but  it  is  attainable  only  upon 
the  basis  of  accepting  God  as  Father 
and  all  men  as  brothers  and  living  the 
plan  of  salvation. 

My  testimony  is  that  this  plan,  which 
the  Lord  introduced  in  the  beginning 
with  Adam,  and  that  has  successfully 
brought  about  true  brotherhood  in  the 
past,  has  been  restored;  that  the  priest¬ 
hood  that  activates  it  and  operates  it 
is  in  our  midst,  and  that  the  leaders 
thereof  in  this  Church  are  servants  of 
our  Heavenly  Father.  This  plan  is  bring¬ 
ing  about  a  true  brotherhood  in  this 
day  and  it  i$  up  to  you  and  me  to  make 
it  function  even  more  perfectly.  To 
show  our  appreciation  for  the  privilege 
we  have  of  belonging  to  this  great 
brotherhood,  may  we  be  ever  willing 
to  share  it  with  all  of  our  brothers  and 
sisters.

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Tabernacle  Choir  Wins 
New  Friends  Through 
Washington  Inaugural 


^  Sounding  as  one  voice  the  renowned 
Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  with  un¬ 
usually  sparkling  and  clear  diction,  ad¬ 
ded  a  great  spiritual  tone  to  the 
inaugural  ceremonies  for  the  new  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States  held  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  Jan.  20. 

President  Richard  M.  Nixon  personal¬ 
ly  paid  tribute  to  the  375-voice  choir 
after  the  triumphal  inaugural  concert  in 
beautiful  Constitution  Hall.  He  enthusi¬ 
astically  shook  hands  with  Richard  P. 
Condie,  choir  director;  Howard  Mitchell 
conductor  of  the  National  Symphony 
Orchester  and  bowed  to  the  singers. 
(The  Choir  was  what  most  Nixon  rela¬ 
tives  wanted  to  see  and  hear  in 
Washington). 

The  concert  audience  represented  a 
"Who's  Who"  of  official  Washington 
including  virtually  every  dignitary,  dom¬ 
estic  and  foreign  in  the  U.S.  Capitol. 

The  concert  concluded  th’e  pre-in¬ 
augural  events  on  Sunday  which  began 
for  the  Choir  singing  its  2,057th  nation¬ 
wide  CBS  broadcast  from  Constitution 
Hall,  tickets  for  which  had  disappeared 
many  days  previous.  (Tickets  were  ava¬ 
ilable  to  non-members  of  the  Church, 
and  were  necessary  to  limit  the  size  of 
the  audience.) 

Representing  President  David  0. 
McKay  in  Washington  was  President 
N.  Eldon  Tanner  of  the  First  Presidency. 

Elder  Richard  L.  Evans  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve,  commentator,  and  author 
of  the  "Spoken  Word"  welcomed  the

steps  of  the  U.S.  Capitol  just  before 
the  swearing-in  ceremonies  for  the  new 
president  on  Monday. 

"Doubtless  the  world's  greatest  and 
most  celebrated  singing  unit  from  the

Also  performing  with  the  Choir  at 
the  inaugural  were  Andre  Watts,  the 
brilliant  young  Negro  pianist  and  Anna 
Moffo,  Metropolitan  Opera  and  La  Scala

Many  Latter-day  Saints  were  involved 
in  the  inaugural  programmes  J.  Willard 
Marriott,  chairman  of  the  1969  Inaugu¬ 
ral  Committee,  is  a  prominent  business 
man  and  a  former  stake  president.  He 
was  born  in  Marriott,  Utah,  his  grand¬ 
father  having  migrated  from  Illinois  to 
Utah  in  1847. 

Mrs  Mariott  was  chairman  of  the 
Distinguished  Ladie  Reception  held  on 
Saturday  evening  for  7,000  distinguish¬ 
ed  women  who  attended  by  special 
invitation. 

Robert  W.  Barker,  an  attorney,  was 


general  counsel  for  the  committee  and 
responsible  for  legal,  tax,  contract, 
liability,  and  insurance  details. 

Mark  Evans  Austad,  radio-TV  ex¬ 
ecutive,  co-chairman  of  the  inaugural 
ball  committee  was  in  charge  of  six 
balls  to  be  held  in  five  hotels  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution. 

Jesse  R.  Smith,  member,  Law  and 
Legislature  Committee,  a  special  co¬ 
ordinator  on  concert  committee,  hand¬ 
led  all  arrangements  for  the  appearance 
and  feeding  and  housing  of  the  Mor¬ 
mon  Choir. 

Several  hundred  Church  members  in 
Washington  provided  rooms  in  their 
homes  for  the  singers  plus  meals  and 
transportation  to  and  from  the  central 
meeting  place. 

One  police  officer  said  after  the 
prayer  by  one  of  the  Choir  members 
preceding  the  inaugural  ceremonfes,

Because  some  parents  have  not  at¬ 
tended  to  this  important  counsel,  many 
of  their  children  today  and  the  posterity 
of  these  children  are  out  of  the  Church, 
separated  from  the  greatest  gift  in  life, 
and  thus  are  denied  all  of  the  blessings 
which  they  could  otherwise  have  recei¬ 
ved  from  faithful  Church  membership. 

The  revelation  continues  with  this 
further  admonition  to  parents: 

"And  they  shall  also  teach  their 
children  to  pray,  and  to  walk  uprightly 
before  the  Lord. 


"And  the  inhabitants  of  Zion  shall 
also  observe  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it 
holy."  (Ibid.,  68:28-29.) 

To  prevent  these  conditions  with 
their  penalties,  parents  who  desire  to 
abide  by  counsel  have  no  alternative 
except  to  follow  religiously  the  admoni¬ 
tion  and  instruction  the  Lord  has  given 
them  in  this  revelation.  He  also  issued 
an  additional  warning,  which  admoni¬ 
shes  parents  of  the  obligation  they 
have  for  the  spiritual  upbringing  of 
their  children.

^  Egbert  J.  Brown  seems  to  have  dis¬ 
covered  some  secret  process  for  squeez¬ 
ing  30  hours  into  a  24-hour  day.  There 
is  no  other  way  to  explain  the  prodigious 
activity  of  the  man.  He  has  been  the 
mayor  of  Mesa,  Arizona  where  the 
serious  business  of  municipal  govern¬ 
ment,  coupled  with  the  time-consuming 
chores  of  ribbon  cutting  and  celebrity 
greeting,  takes  up  many  hours  each 
week.  He  has  been  the  president  of  the 
East  Mesa  Stake  of  the  Church,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Roosevelt  Council  Boy 
Scouts  of  America,  president  of  the 
League  of  Arizona  Cities  and  Towns  as 


well  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  dir¬ 
ectors  of  the  Arizona  Bank.  He  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Atomic  Energy  Commissioner 
by  the  governor  of  Arizona.  Pres.  Brown 
is  co-owner  of  Brown  &  Hoeye  Chevr¬ 
olet  Company  in  Mesa,  Arizona. 

Pres.  Brown  grew  up  on  a  farm  atten¬ 
ded  Arizona  State  University,  and 
studied  accounting  by  correspondence. 
He  started  his  career  in  his  father's 
garage  in  Mesa  earning  around  £7  per 
week.  When  he  was  called  to  be  a 
Bishop  of  the  Fifth  Ward  in  Mesa  he 
declared  "That  was  probably  the  big¬ 
gest  turning  point  of  my  life.  It  taught 
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me  that  no  man  can  lead  a  truly  balanc¬ 
ed  and  happy  life  if  he  devotes  all  of 
his  time  to  business.  I  started  giving 
many  hours  to  my  Church  each  week 
and  from  there  I  went  on  to  give  other 
hours  to  scouting,  to  the  Lions  Club 
and  finally  to  the  government  of  my 
city.  To  my  surprise,  I  found  that  des¬ 
pite  all  the  times  I  gave  to  my  Church 
and  civic  work,  I  was  becoming  a  more 
effective  business  man  besides." 

His  wife  Elva,  keeps  almost  as  busy 
as  President  Brown.  She  is  a  devoted 
worker  in  the  Church  and  while  at 
home  was  an  enthusiastic  bowler  and 
took  care  of  the  Brown's  new  home.

They  are  the  parents  of  three  sons  and 
one  daughter  and  have  16  grandchild¬ 
ren. 

Their  family  increased  extensively, 
however,  when  they  arrived  in  Scotland 
to  preside  over  the  Scottish  Mission 
in  June  of  1966.  They  now  have  200 
adopted  sons  and  daughters,  the  Elders 
and  Sisters  of  the  Scottish  Mission. 
The  missionaries  are  proud  to  call  them 
mission  parents. 
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Gospel  Brought  to  Scots 
During  Winter  of  1839 

^  The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  was  brought  to  the  mighty  Scots  in  the  winter  of 
1839  by  Elder  James  Mulliner  and  Alexander  Wright.  Each  had  joined  the  Church 
there  and  had  then  emigrated  to  America.  Elder  Mulliner  stopped  in  Edinburgh  to 
see  his  parents  and  to  begin  systematic  proselyting.  Elder  Wright  went  further 
north  to  where  his  family  lived  in  a  memorable  episode  of  courage.  No  boats 
operated  that  season  so,  poorly  fed  and  clothed,  he  walked  all  the  way.  He  slept 
some  of  the  nights  in  the  open.  He  was  repeatedly  troubled  by  illness  which  a 
chemist  diagnosed  as  small  pox.  He  delayed  only  two  days  and  then  continued, 
bearing  his  testimony  on  the  way.  Strangely  enough,  when  he  arrived  at  his 
former  home,  he  was  completely  well. 

Elder  Mulliner  baptised  the  first  Scottish  family  on  January  14,  1840.  Five  days 
later  at  the  confirmation  service  he  received  the  gift  of  tonges,  a  divine  approba¬ 
tion  of  the  Gospel  beginnings  in  Scotland. 

By  the  time  Orson  Pratt  arrived  in  May,  Scotland  had  80  Latter-day  Saints.  The 
morning  after  he  first  saw  Edinbugh  he  did  a  remarkable  thing.  He  climbed  a 
jutting  hill  not  far  away  (some  still  refer  to  it  as  "Pratt's  Hill)  and  importuned  the 
Lord  to  give  him  200  souls  in  baptism.  Then  he  worked.  When  six  months  later  he 


Holyrood  Palace,  named  "Arthur's  seat"  but  is  commonly  known  as  "Pratt's  hill" 
by  the  missionaries. 
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attended  the  mission  conference  in  Manchester,  he  reported  over  250  members 
in  the  Edinburgh  area. 

Then  the  apostles  came.  Ultimately  there  were  eight  there  at  one  time.  John 
Taylor  and  Wilford  Woodruff  came  first.  They  had  left  behind  their  destitute 
families  and  were  both  ill,  scarcely  able  to  walk.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the 
Scottish  Mission. 

Scotland  was  part* of  the  British  Mission  and  as  that  expanded  it  became  a 
district  of  the  North  British  Mission.  There  were  only  12  missionaries  in  this 
district.  On  December  22,  1960,  Pres.  Brockbank,  then  the  president  of  the  North 
British  Mission  was  informed  by  the  First  Presidency  that  he  was  to  form  the 
Scottish-lrish  Mission  and  became  the  new  mission  president. 

The  work  progressed  and  in  1962  the  Scottish  and  Irish  missions  were  formed 
from  the  Scottish-lrish  Mission.  The  Scottish  Mission  continued  until  it  was  also 
divided  that  same  year  into  the  Scottish  and  the  North  Scottish  Missions.  The 
mission  went  forward  with  many  baptisms  and  the  building  of  several  chapels. 
When  the  Glasgow  Stake  was  formed  the  North  Scottish  and  Scottish  missions 
were  again  combined  into  the  Scottish  Mission  as  it  remains  today.  It  has  a  com¬ 
pliment  of  nine  missionary  sisters,  6  couples  and  161  elders.  There  are  sixteen 
new  buildings  in  Scotland.  The  work  continues  to  progress.

^  Scotland  has  a  rich  and  colourful 
history  one,  that  if  proper  treatment  of 
it  were  given  here,  would  take  more 
space  than  can  be  allotted  at  this  time. 
Therefore  much  of  that  which  is  printed 
in  this  issue  pertains  more  to  the 
spiritual  than  the  temporal  background. 

John  Knox,  the  great  reformer,  and 
others  like  him,  wanted  Scotland  to 
change  its  religion  because  they  believ¬ 
ed  that  the  Church  of  Rome  taught  many 
things  not  to  be  found  in  the  Bible. 
They  also  believed  the  clergy  were 
doing  more  harm  than  good  to  the 
people.  The  people  were  discontented 
with  the  Church  because  one  third  of 
all  the  wealth  in  the  country  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  clergy;  the  bishops 
and  abbots  lived  in  luxury,  while  they 
did  not  give  nearly  so  much  to  the 
poor  as  they  ought  to  have  done;  the 


poorest  people  were  compelled  to  make 
gifts  to  the  Church,  otherwise  the  priest 
would  neither  marry  them,  bury  them, 
nor  baptise  their  children.  Many  of  the 
clergy  also  lived  such  bad  lives  and 
were  so  ignorant,  that  they  were  quite 
unfit  to  be  ministers  of  religion,  and 
were  the  laughing-stock  of  the  people. 

John  Knox  and  others  like  him,  said 
that  a  Church  which  allowed  such  a 
state  of  things  could  not  be  the  true 
Church,  and  that  it  was  their  duty  to 
try  to  put  an  end  to  it. 

John  Knox's  zeal  and  eloquence  did 
much  to  further  the  cause  of  the  Re¬ 
formation.  He  returned  to  Scotland  in 
1559  after  a  long  exile  on  the  Continent, 
and  became  the  very  leader  the  re¬ 
formers  needed.  Though  small  in  stature 
he  had  such  courage  that  it  was  said, 
"he  never  feared  the  face  of  man."

Edinburgh  Unusual  City 


^  Edinburgh  is  an  unusual  city.  Her 
shape  has  never  been  affected  by  the 
flow  of  water.  Her  very  name  signifies 
a  slope.  She  grew,  in  the  Scottish  man¬ 
ner,  out  of  a  single  street:  a  high  and 
windy  street  on  the  crest  of  a  ridge. 
Where  most  cities  seek  shelter  in  a 
valley,  drain  the  water-meadow,  sternly 
guide  the  river  flow,  and  inhale  the 
damps  of  ghostly  marshes.  Old  Edin¬ 
burgh  rode  high,  in  harsh  and  drastic 
exposure. 

St.  Margaret's  Chapel,  on  the  Castle 
rock,  is  the  oldest  structure  in  Edin¬ 
burgh.  Built  by  the  Queen  Saint  about 
the  year  1090,  although  small,  measur¬ 
ing  only  twenty-six  by  ten  feet,  it  has 
instant  beauty.  It  has  been  given  a 
curiously  perched  appearance  through 
the  cutting  away  of  the  rock  for  a  road¬ 
way  in  the  16th  century.  At  the  same 
time  this  emphasises  its  position  on 
the  very  summit  of  the  Castle  rock,  the 


highest  as  well  as  the  oldest  foundation 
in  the  city. 

It  has  withstood  all  the  vicissitudes 
of  seige  and  storming  that  the  castle 
has  suffered.  In  1313  Randolph,  Earl 
of  Moray,  Bruce's  nephew,  recaptured 
the  castle  from  the  English  by  climbing 
the  rock  and  delivering  a  suprise  as¬ 
sault.  He  levelled,  at  the  King's  com¬ 
mand,  every  building  and  fortification 
except  this  chapel.  After  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  the  chapel  became  the  gunner's 
storehouse,  and  a  reformed  chapel  was 
built  against  the  east  wall.  But  in  the 
last  century  it  was  once  again  restored 
as  a  memorial  to  that  early  Scottish 
Queen. 

One  must  also  know  of  the  Edinburgh 
Festival,  known  throughout  the  world, 
where  drama,  music  and  art  are  brought 
from  many  countries.  Usually  held  the 
last  of  August,  one  of  the  most  popular 
items  is  the  Military  Tattoo. 
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ARCHIBALD  R.  RICHARDSON 

First  Counselor,  Scottish  Mission 

^  President  Richardson  has  a  long 
history  of  service  in  the  Church.  He 
was  baptised  in  1951  and  within  a  few 
months  was  called  as  second  counselor 
in  the  Glasgow  Branch  Presidency.  A 
year  later  he  was  called  to  be  the 
branch  president.  In  1958  he  joined  the 
district  presidency  as  first  counselor.

In  September,  1961  he  was  called 
to  serve  full-time  in  the  mission  presi¬ 
dency.  The  new  Glasgow  Stake  was 
formed  in  1962  and  Pres.  Richardson 
became  its  first  president.  He  was  re¬ 
leased  in  September,  1968  to  become 
first  counselor  to  Egbert  J.  Brown  the 
mission  president. 

Pres.  Richardson  married  Catherine 
Easton  and  they  are  the  parents  of  six 
children.  They  are  a  united,  happy  family 
and  they  give  much  credit  for  this  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Church.  They 
particularly  enjoy  and  feel  the  benefit 
from  the  Family  Home  Evening. 

The  entire  family  have  contributed 
much  to  the  Church  in  a  musical  cap¬ 
acity.  Sister  Richardson  has  done  out¬ 
standing  work  with  The  Singing  Moth¬ 
ers  and  was  involved  with  this  group 
from  its  beginning  in  Scotland.  In  those 
days  Pres.  Richardson  assisted  her  and 
he  has  since  organised  and  trained 
Priesthood  choruses.  Irene,  the  eldest 
of  the  children,  has  also  done  good 
work  with  youth  choruses  in  the  Glas¬ 
gow  Stake.  The  Richardson  family  play 
the  following  instruments:  piano,  organ 
piano,  accordion,  trumpet  and  guitar.

A  TESTIMONY 

^  The  year  is  1898;  the  missionary 
experience  belongs  to  Elder  David  O.

60  No.  47,  Nov.  24,  1898,  Page  747.

The  elders  labouring  in  Ayr,  relate 
the  following  experience  which  will  be 
interesting  and  encouraging  perhaps  to 
some  of  the  readers  of  the  Star: 

For  some  time  after  our  arrival  in 
Ayr  we  had  no  encouragement  what¬ 
ever  from  the  people;  but  were  met 
with  such  cold  indifference  that  our 
hopes  were  lowered  nearly  to  the  point 
of  despair.  However  we  perserved  with 
our  street  meetings  and  on  July  4th  had 
the  satisfaction  of  speaking  to  our  first 
good  audience.  As  the  meeting  procee¬ 
ded  a  spirit  of  opposition  became  very 
manifest.  Our  opponents  tried  to  inter¬ 
rupt  us,  but  a  women's  encouraging 
voice  was  heard,  saying:  "Pay  no  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  disturbers;  your  teachings 
are  in  accordance  with  the  scriptures. 
Go  on  with  your  meeting!"  She  was  an 
entire  stranger  to  us,  and  little  knew  at 
the  time  what  consolation  and  encour¬ 
agement  her  words  gave  two  humble 
servants  of  the  Lord. 

She  was  recognized  at  several  of  our 
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succeeding  meetings,  and  on  the  even¬ 
ing  of  September  5th,  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  conversing  with  her.  Mrs 
Wilson,  for  that  is  her  name,  invited  us 
to  her  home,  and  in  accepting  the 
invitation  we  took  with  us  some  views 
of  Utah.  In  the  illustration  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  is  a  picture  of  one  of  the 
windows  showing  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  recieving  his  first  vision.  '  When 
Mrs.  Wilson  saw  this  she  shed  tears  of 
joy  and  said,  "I  saw  in  a  dream  that 
man  praying  in  the  woods,  a  long  time 
ago." 

As  the  conversation  continued.  Elder 

N .  read  his  blessing  received 

when  he  was  set  apart  for  his  mission. 
Among  other  promises  made  him  was 
that  "Angels  should  go  before  him." 
When  the  lady  heard  this,  she  testified 
again  saying,  "That  is  true;  angels  have 
been  here;  and  I  saw  you  two  men 
coming  from  America  to  preach  the 
gospel." 

Mrs.  Wilson  and  her  two  daughters 
have  been  baptized  into  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.

A  Faith  Promoting  Incident 


(President  McKay  tells  of  a  faith  prom¬ 
oting  experience  at  a  Priesthood  meet¬ 
ing  for  missionaries  held  in  Glasgow, 
Scotland,  May  29,  1899,  at  which 
time  President  James  W.  McMurrin 
made  a  prediction  that  he  will  "yet  sit 
in  the  leading  councils  of  the  Church".) 

^  I  was  on  my  first  mission,  president 
at  the  time  of  the  Scottish  Conference 
in  the  year  1899.  Presiding  over  the 
European  Mission  were  Elders  Platt  D. 


Lyman,  Henry  W.  Naisbett  and  James 
McMurrin.  Pres.  McMurrin  represented 
the  European  Presidency  at  a  confer¬ 
ence  held  in  Glasgow,  Scotland.  Follow¬ 
ing  a  series  of  meetings,  we  held  a 
most  remarkable  priesthood  meeting, 
one  that  will  never  be  forgotten  by  any 
man  who  was  present. 

I  remember  as  if  it  were  yesterday, 
the  intensity  of  inspiration  of  that 
occasion.  Everybody  felt  the  rich  out- 
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Jennette  Evelyn  Evans  McKay,  mother 
of  President  McKay. 


pouring  of  the  spirit  of  the  Lord.  All 
present  were  truly  of  one  heart  and  one 
mind.  Never  before  had  I  experienced 
such  an  emotion.  It  was  a  manifestation 
for  which  as  a  doubting  youth  I  had 
secretly  prayed  most  earnestly  on  hill¬ 
side  and  in  meadow.  It  was  an  assurance 
to  me  that  sincere  prayer  is  answered 
"sometime,  somewhere." 

During  the  progress  of  the  meeting, 
an  elder  on  his  own  initiative  arose 
and  said,  "Brethren,  there  are  angels 
in  this  room."  Strange  as  it  may  seem, 
the  announcement  was  not  startling, 
indeed  it  seemed  wholly  proper;  though 
it  had  not  occured  to  me  there  were 
divine  beings  present.  I  only  knew  that 


I  was  overflowing  with  gratitude  for 
the  presence  of  the  holy  spirit.  I  was 
profoundly  impressed,  however,  when 
Pres.  James  McMurrin  arose  and  con¬ 
firmed  that  statement  by  pointing  to 
one  brother  sitting  just  in  front  of  me 
and  saying,  "Yes,  brethren,  there  are 
angels  in  this  room,  and  one  of  them  is 
the  guardian  angel  of  that  young  man 
sitting  there,"  and  he  designated  one 
who  today  is  a  patriarch  in  the  Church. 

Pointing  to  another  elder  he  said, 
"and  one  is  the  guardian  angel  of  that 
young  man  there"  and  he  singled  out 
one  whom  I  had  known  from  childhood. 
Tears  were  rolling  down  the  cheeks  of 
both  of  these  missionaries,  not  in  sor¬ 
row  or  grief,  but  as  an  expression  of

the  overflowing  spirit.  Indeed  we  were 
all  weeping. 

Such  was  the  setting  in  which  James 
McMurrin  gave  what  has  since  proved 
to  be  a  prophecy. 

I  had  learned  by  intimate  association 
with  him  that  James  McMurrin  was 
pure  gold;  his  faith  in  the  Gospel  im¬ 
plicit;  that  no  truer  man,  no  more  loyal 
man  to  what  he  thought  was  right, 
ever  lived;  so  when  he  turned  to  me 
and  gave  what  I  thought  then  was 
more  of  a  caution  than  a  promise,  his 
words  make  an  indelible  impression 
upon  me.  Paraphasing  the  words  of 
the  Saviour  to  Peter,  he  said,  "Let  me 
say  to  you  Brother  David,  Satan  hath 
desired  you  that  he  may  sift  you  as 
wheat,  but  God  is  mindful  of  you." 
Then  he  added,  "If  you  will  keep  the 
faith  you  will  yet  sit  in  the  leading 
councils  of  the  Church."  At  that  mom¬ 
ent  there  flashed  into  my  mind  tempta¬ 
tions  that  had  beset  my  path,  and  I 
realized  even  better  than  Pres.  McMurrin 


or  any  other  man,  how  truly  he  had 
spoken.  With  the  resolve  then  and 
there  to  keep  the  faith  there  was  born 
a  desire  to  be  of  service  to  my  fellow 
men,  and  with  it  a  realization,  a  glimpse 
at  least,  of  what  I  owed  to  the  elder 
who  first  carried  the  message  of  the 
Restored  Gospel  to  my  grandfather  and 
grandmother  who  had  accepted  the 
message  years  before  in  the  north  of 
Scotland. 

Following  that  meeting  I  had  an 
occasion  to  visit  the  scenes  of  my 
grandparents'  childhood,  and  I  more 
fully  and  completely  comprehended 
what  the  Gospel  had  done  for  them 
and  for  their  descendants. 

I  know  that  this  incident  means  but 
little  to  others,  but  to  me  it  connotes 
so  much  that  is  intimately  precious 
and  so  profoundly  important  as  a 
milestone  in  my  life  that  I  cherish  it 
as  a  sacred  possession.

Today's  Beloved  Prophet  Recalls 
1952  Visit  To  Scotland 


(Excerpts  from  Remarks  made  in  Edin¬ 
burgh  by  President  David  0.  McKay  on 
his  visit  to  Scotland,  June  4,  1952.) 


^  Very  few  who  are  present  realize 
what  this  moment  means  to  me.  With 
appreciation  of  your  welcome  I  associate 
in  a  reminiscent  mood  events  that 
brought  me  to  the  position  that  I  now 
occupy  ...  Let  me  state  briefly  that  it 
has  been  over  a  hundred  years  since 
my  grandfather,  William  McKay,  and 
my  grandmother,  Ellen  Oman  McKay, 
left  Thurso,  Scotland,  having  become 
converts  to  the  Church. 

About  1877  William  McKay,  my 
grandfather,  came  back  to  his  native 
land  as  a  missionary  and  went  up  to 
Wick,  Thurso,  and  Aberdeen,  bearing 
witness  that  the  Gospel  had  been  re¬ 
stored  and  that  he  knew  it  to  be  true. 
About  1882,  his  son,  David,  my  father, 
came  over  here  as  a  missionary.  He 
too  laboured  in  Glasgow,  Dundee,  Aber¬ 
deen,  and  in  Thurso,  and  he  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Scottish  Conference. 

In  1897  I  was  called  as  a  mission¬ 
ary,  an  unmarried  man,  young,  earnest, 
and  eager  .  .  .  Rulon  S.  Wells  appointed 
me  president  of  the  Glasgow  Confer¬ 
ence. 

An  old  lady  in  Thurso  whom  I  visited 
in  1898  was  the  playmate  of  my  grand¬ 


mother.  She  remembered  when  William 
McKay  and  Ellen  Oman  were  married. 
She  remembered  when  they  were  bap¬ 
tised,  in  referring  to  which  she  said, 
"I  remember  when  they  dipped  them 
V  the  Burn;  do  ye  do  that  noo?"  I 
assured  her  that  we  did.  "And  are  ye 
Willie's  grandson?  Ach  a'ne,  ach  a'ne, 
I  am  getin'  auld!"  She  felt  then  as  I 
do  tonight.  Sir  Walter  Scott  expressed 
it: 

"Years  rush  by  us  like  the  wind. 

We  see  not  whence  the  eddy  comes. 

Nor  witherward  it  is  tending. 

And  we  seem,  ourselves,  to  witness 
their  flight 

Without  a  sense  that  we  are  changed. 
Yet  time  is  beguiling  man  of  his  strength 
As  the  winds  rob  the  trees  of  their 
foliage." 

Though  time  dim  our  youthfulness 
and  affect  the  physical  body,  it  cannot 
touch  the  spirit.  And  so,  as  I  look  back 
in  reminiscent  moods  upon  these  events 
and  many  others  that  have  crowded 
my  mind,  I  stand  before  you  with 
gratitude  in  my  heart  that  a  humble 
elder  a  hundred  years  ago  knocked  at 
a  door  in  Thurso,  or  really  Janetstown 
near  Thurso,  and  testified  that  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  had  been  re¬ 
stored.  I  am  thankful  that  my  grand¬ 
father  and  grandmother  believed  that, 
because  that  was  the  beginning  of  all 
the  events  that  have  happened  in  the 
century  leading  to  this  moment.

President  McKay  Has  Seen  Church 
Expand  into  World  Wide  Organisation 


^  What  article  about  Scotland  would 
be  complete  without  the  story  of  the 
beloved  prophet  of  the  Church,  David 
0.  McKay. 

Born  in  the  Alpine  like  Utah  com¬ 
munity  of  Huntsville  on  September  3, 
18/3  four  years  aitei  the  pioneer  era 
ended  with  the  coming  of  the  railroad 
to  Utah,  President  David  0.  McKay  has 
seen  the  Church  grow  literally  into  the 
worldwide  organisation  it  had  been 
prophesied  it  would  become. 

During  his  presidency,  beginning 
April  9,  1951,  the  stakes  have  been  ex¬ 
tended  to  Europe,  Latin  America,  Aus¬ 
tralia,  and  the  islands  of  the  sea.  He 
has  pronounced  dedicatory  prayers  for 
five  temples:  Swiss,  Los  Angles,  New 
Zealand,  London,  and  Oakland.  The 
seminary  and  institute  programmes  have 
been  expanded — Bringham  Young  Un¬ 
iversity  has  grown  to  become  the  larg¬ 
est  church  related  university  in  the 


world;  and  colleges  and  schools  have 
been  established  in  Hawaii,  New  Zea¬ 
land,  and  other  mission  areas.  There  is 
hardly  an  area  in  which  the  Church 
has  not  witnessed  phenomenal  growth 
while  President  McKay  has  been  at  its 
head.  He  has  also  traveled  more  widely 
than  any  other  Prophet  in  the  history 
of  the  restored  Church,  visiting  the 
stakes  and  missions  throughout  the 
world. 

Most  Precious  Thing 

"I  realized  in  youth  that  the  most 
precious  thing  that  a  man  could  obtain 
in  this  life  was  a  testimony  of  the 
divinity  of  this  work.  I  hungered  for  it. 
I  felt  that  if  I  could  get  that,  all  else 
would  indeed  seem  insigificant,"  he 
has  recalled. 

As  a  young  missionary  serving  in 
Scotland  before  the  turn  of  the  century, 
he  knew  discouragement  when  he  re¬ 
alised  that  many  wonderful  people  in 
the  land  of  his  father  were  letting  the 
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message  of  the  Gospel  go  unheeded. 
Then  one  day  he  saw  an  uncompleted 
building  with  a  motto  carved  in  stone 
over  a  doorway,  'What'er  Thou  Art, 
Act  Well  Thy  Part.'  He  said  later  that 
this  was  the  turning  point  of  his  mis¬ 
sion. 

At  a  meeting  in  the  mission  field  one 
day,  James  McMurrin,  his  mission  pres¬ 
ident  turned  and  said  "Let  me  say  to 
you,  Brother  David,  Satan  hath  desired 
you  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat,  but 
God  is  mindful  of  you.'^Then  headded, 
"if  you  will  keep  faith,  you  will  sit  in  the 
leading  councils  of  the  Church." 

After  completing  his  mission,  David 
0.  McKay  married  the  sweetheart  of 
his  university  days,  Emma  Ray  Riggs, 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  on  January  2, 
1901.  They  became  the  parents  of 
seven  children,  one  of  whom  died  in 
childhood. 

Many  Positions 

David  0.  McKay's  roles  in  the 
Church  have  been  many.  He  was  serving 
as  principal  of  Weber  Academy  in 
Ogden  when  he  was  called  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  at  the  April  1906 
general  conference.  Six  months  later,  in 


October  1906,  he  became  a  member  of 
the  general  superintendency  of  Sunday 
Schools.  For  many  years  he  devoted 
much  of  his  time  to  directing  this 
programme,  becoming  general  superin¬ 
tendent  in  1918,  and  serving  in  this 
capacity  until  he  was  chosen  to  be  a 
counselor  to  President  Heber  J.  Grant 
of  the  First  Presidency  in  October  1934. 

As  a  member  of  the  Twelve  he  visited 
many  of  the  missions  and  stakes  of 
the  Church.  He  made  a  worldwide  tour 
of  missions  in  1920-21  and  presided 
over  the  European  mission  in  1922-24. 
Then  in  April  1951,  45  years  to  the  day 
since  he  had  been  ordained  to  the 
Twelve,  he  became  President  of  the 
Church. 

President  McKay  is  a  great  teacher. 
An  elder  who  was  nearly  called  to  pre¬ 
side  over  the  mission  in  Brazil  said  of 
the  calling,  "This  is  such  a  great 
honour."  The  Prophet,  with  his  kindly 
but  piercing  eyes,  looked  into  the 
appointee's  soul  and  replied,  "No,  not 
a  great  honour.  It  is  a  great  trust!" 

President  David  0.  McKay  has  been 
mindful  of  the  solemn  trust  that  is 
his  both  to  the  Lord  and  to  the  Saints.

^  Aberdeen  stands  on  a  shoulder  of 
ground  between  the  Dee  and  the  Don 
rivers  and  was  once  two  separate 
burghs — Aberdeen  on  the  Dee  and  the 
Aulton  on  the  Don.  They  are  now  one 
though  still  distinguishable. 

In  medieval  times,  Aberdeen  had  a 
strong  castle.  The  Aulton  had  a  cath¬ 
edral  and,  from  1494,  a  university. 
Aberdeen  prospered  by  trade  with  the 
Continent;  the  Aulton  was  devoted  to 
learning.  Aberdeen  had  a  good  ancho¬ 
rage  on  the  Dee,  the  Aulton  a  poor  one 
on  the  Don:  so  the  trading  went  more 
and  more  to  the  former.  The  merchants 
of  Aberdeen  turned  the  anchorage  into 
a  harbour  at  great  labour  as  their  trade 
with  Europe  grew:  and  to  satisfy  that 
trade  they  developed  the  resources  of 
the  countryside.  That  countryside  was 
poor  in  everything  but  people.  The 
people  were  put  to  work  in  the  homes, 
the  textile,  and  especially  in  knitting 
stockings.  When  the  factory  system 
came  in,  the  merchants  started  mills 
in  the  town  which  attracted  people 
from  the  country  parishes  and  the  high¬ 
lands.  The  town's  growth  caused  the 
town  council  to  make  a  grand  town 
plan.  The  clutter  of  old  hovels  was 
swept  away,  a  hill  removed  and  a  new 
street  westward  through  the  middle  of 
the  town  completed.  The  area  was 
designed  in  classical  style  and  brought 
to  it  a  certain  elegance.  Simultaneously 
masons  discovered  how  to  dress  the 
native  granite,  so  a  new  and  handsome 
Aberdeen  arose. 

Aberdeen  has  had  three  natural  re¬ 
sources,  the  sea,  the  farmland  and  the 
industry  of  her  people.  The  manufacture 


of  linen  and  cotton  led  to  great  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  late  eighteenth  century. 
Then  a  market  was  found  for  Granite.

It  was  not  until  1926,  however,  that 
they  were  baptised  by  Elder  Groo. 
During  this  period,  James  E.  Talmage 
was  the  British  Mission  president  and 
they  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  and 
hearing  him  at  the  district  conference 
in  Glasgow  during  1927. 

In  1928,  Bro.  Thompson  was  ordain¬ 
ed  a  priest  by  Elder  George  Romney 
with  whom  he  gained  early  experience 
in  missionary  work,  acting  as  Elder 
Romney's  part  time  companion  while' 
Elder  Romney  was  without  a  missionary 
companion  for  some  time. 

During  this  year  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe 
visited  Aberdeen  and  the  fireside  meet¬ 
ing  held  in  the  home  of  Sis.  Sutherland 
was  undoubtedly  an  event  which 
greatly  impressed  Brother  Thomson.

^  When  travelling  expenses  in  the 
old  North  Scottish  district  (comprising 
Dundee  and  Aberdeen)  grew  more  out¬ 
rageous,  it  was  decided  to  form  the 
Dundee  District.  The  new  district 
would  have  it's  centre  in  Dundee  and 
would  extend  across  the  River  Tay  to 
branches  in  Fife. 

At  first  this  presented  some  difficulty, 
there  being  only  a  rail  bridge  across  the 
Tay  at  Dundee  and  to  travel  to  Fife 
from  there  meant  making  a  detour 
via  Perth,  a  20-mile  extra  journey.  But 
the  Lord  never  let  progress  in  His  King¬ 
dom  be  halted  over  such  trivialities. 

Soon  after  the  district  was  formed 
He  guided  the  missionaries  to  a  home 
in  Perth  where  there  lived  an  elder  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  his  wife  and 
their  three  young  sons.  Despite  severe 
opposition  from  family  and  friends, 
Thomas  Crook  and  his  family  were 
baptised  and  about  one  year  later  he 
became  the  second  president  of  the 
Dundee  district,  with  the  great  advan¬ 


tage  of  accessibility  to  both  Dundee 
and  Fife  areas.  This  was  obviously  a 
considerable  advantage,  however  auxil¬ 
iary  boards  were  still  finding  travel 
something  of  a  problem.  So,  two  years 
ago,  the  government  "obligingly"  built 
a  £5  million  road  bridge  across  the 
river  at  Dundee,  thus  cutting  travel 
time  to  Fife  by  half. 

It  has  been  said  (locally)  that  the 
Dundee  District  is  small  in  area,  aver¬ 
age  in  size  of  membership  and  gigantic 
in  spirituality.  This  would  seem  to  be 
borne  out  by  the  fact  that  of  the  seven 
branches  in  the  area,  three  already 
have  their  own  chapels,  and  two  build¬ 
ings  are  expected  to  be  started  in  the 
near  future.  One  will  be  in  Dunfermline, 
where  planning  permission  is  awaiting 
approval;  the  other  in  Perth,  which,  it 
is  hoped,  will  be  under  way  within  a 
few  months.  Dundee  itself  was  for  a 
long  time  the  only  city  in  Britain  to 
have  two  chapels.

My  Testimony

^  I  was  born  into  the  Church  34  years 
ago  in  Birmingham,  England.  My  four 
sisters  and  one  brother  and  I  were 
guided  through  life  by  the  teaching  of 
the  Gospel.  But  when  I  fell  in  love  my 
husband  was  Scottish  and  belonged 
to  the  Church  of  Scotland.  Religion 
played  no  part  in  our  love.  We  married 
and  lived  happily  ever  after  {as  the 
story  goes),  all  but  for  the  nagging  ache 
in  a  corner  of  my  heart  because  once 
taught  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
taught  it  well  no  matter  what  happens 
and  how  happy  you  may  be  the  truth 
always  shines  through.  How  I  longed 
to  share  it  with  my  husband,  but  some¬ 
how  when  I  tried  to  explain  it,  it  always 
ended  in  harsh  words. 

I  looked  forward  to  my  holidays  in 
Birmingham  to  hear  all  the  Church 
news  and  friends  in  it.  The  strange 
thing  was  the  longer  I  was  away  from 
the  Church  the  more  I  loved  the  Gospel 
and  the  promises  it  holds  for  us. 

Five  years  after  our  marriage  we 
were  blessed  with  a  son,  Stephen.  I 
knew  the  responsibility  we  had  as 
parents  towards  our  children  and  most 
of  all  I  realised  they  would  need  to  be 
baptised.  Still  I  could  not  bring  my 
husband  to  see  the  importance  of  this, 
and  because  I  loved  my  husband  so 
much  it  hurt  that  much  more  I  prayed 
often  for  an  answer.  My  family  in  Eng¬ 
land  most  of  all  my  brother-in-law  tried 
to  help.  I  remember  once  coming  home 


from  a  holiday  armed  with  lots  of  pam¬ 
phlets  which  I  left  all  over  the  house 
hoping  he  would  pick  one  up  and  want 
to  know  more. 

The  first  time  I  saw  a  sign  of  inter¬ 
est  was  when  I  lost  my  mother  and 
Charles  met  people  from  the  Church.

The  Testimony  Of 

Pres.  Henery  McGibben, 


EDINBURGH  DISTRICT  PRESIDENT 
★  On  a  June  evening  in  1956  two 
young  men  knocked  upon  our  door,  and 
thanks  to  my  dear  wife,  were  admitted 
into  our  home.  When  they  had  stated 
the  purpose  of  their  call,  I  was  not  in 
the  least  interested,  but  had  the 
courtesy  to  listen  now  that  they  got  this 
far.  My  intentions  were  to  hear  them 
out,  give  them  enough  rope  to  hang 
themselves  and  then  having  contended 
with  them,  send  both  of  them  packing. 

Although  no  longer  a  religious  man 
at  that  time,  I  had  supposed  knowledge 
of  the  Bible,  enough  to  make  me  con¬ 
fused  by  the  teachings  of  the  church  to 
which  I  had  been  affiliated  some  years 
before  and  I  presumed,  sufficient  to 
prove  to  these  yong  men  that  I  did  not 
need  anyone  to  come  from  America  to 
enlighten  me  about  truth.  However,  it 
was  not  so  very  long  before  I  realised 
that  here  was  something  really  different, 
there  was  no  confusion  or  mystery, 
merely  an  explanation  of  the  purpose  of 
life,  from  the  scriptures,  that  was 
wonderfully  simple  and  I  was  later  to 
discover,  simply  wonderful. 

Although  aware  from  the  atmosphere 
in  my  home,  whenever  these  youg  men 
were  present,  that  they  were  humble 
and  sincere,  to  accept  their  message 
would  have  necessitated  such  a  tremen¬ 
dous  change  in  my  way  of  living  and 
the  severing  of  life-long  friendships 
with  former  companions,  with  whom  I 
would  no  longer  have  the  same  things 
in  common,  the  temptation  was  to 
take  the  easy  road  out  and  ask  them 
not  to  call  back. 

Even  though  I  was  logically  convinced 
of  the  truthfulness  of  their  statements. 


I  had  not  the  courage  of  conviction  to 
which  the  poet  refers,  nor  did  I  wish 
to  be  among  the  few  when  I  was  so 
happy  among  the  throng,  so  I  decided 
not  to  heed  their  message  and  reasoned 
that  if  this  was  the  wrong  thing  to  do, 

I  would  pay  for  my  mistake  when  the 
time  came,  hoping  of  course  that  this 
would  be  a  long  way  off. 

It  never  occured  to  me  that  I  was 
not  only  denying  myself  the  opportunity 
of  "Eternal  Life"  through  failure  to 
comply  with  the  first  principles  of  the 
Gospel,  but  that  my  wife  and  family 
would  be  denied  the  spiritual  blessings 
which  stem  from  active  membership 
in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  meanwhile  depriving  them 
of  the  temporal  blessings  which  they 
would  gain  were  I  to  cease  squander¬ 
ing  my  money  on  drinks,  gambling  and 
other  follies. 

When  I  had  informed  the  "Elders"  that 
I  thought  their  Church  was  probably 
true,  but  that  I  was  enjoying  life  as  it 
was  and  didn't  think  I  would  want  to 
change,  adding  that  I  would  not  be 
baptised  and  make  a  mockery  of  the 
Church  by  failing  to  adhere  to  it's 
principles,  I  was  given  cause  to  re¬ 
alize  that  there  was  more  than  myself 
involved,  this  came  about  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  manner.  During  our  meeting  with 
the  missionaries,  my  elder  son  who 
was  then  only  nine  years  old,  was 
standing  by  my  side,  and  the  younger 
boy,  only  four  years,  was  sitting  on  my 
knee.  One  of  these  young  men  asked 
me  if  I  loved  my  sons,  and  whether,  if 
necessary,  I  would  be  willing  to  die 
for  them.  When  I  replied  that  I  thought

I  would,  he  asked  why  I  should  not  be 
willing  to  live  for  them. 

My  Sons  were  two  of  God's  children, 

I  had  been  entrusted  with  their  upbring¬ 
ing  and  would  not  have  wanted  them 
to  go  everywhere  I  went,  or  do  all  the 
things  I  did,  so  their  example  must  not 
only  come  from  their  mother,  but  was 
a  responsibility  which  I  must  share. 

This  realisation  caused  me  to  want 
to  know  whether  the  Gospel  as  taught 
by  Jesus  Christ  had  actually  been  re¬ 
stored  to  earth  through  Joseph  Smith 
and  whether  he  was,  in  fact,  a  Prophet 
of  God.  No  longer  did  the  testimony 
of  these  young  missionaries  suffice, 
sincere  as  they  were,  they  might  just 
as  easily  have  been  sincerely  wrong,  as 
so  many  good  people  are  today. 

Since  this  knowledge  is  not  reserved 
for  any  class  or  category  of  people, 
and  since  there  is  no  substitute  for 
truth,  I  decided  to  ask  of  God. 

With  this  sincere  desire  to  know,  I 
knelt,  with  my  wife,  and  children  and 
by  my  side  in  secret  prayer,  to  enquire 
of  my  Heavenly  Father,  as  a  result  of 
which  my  wife  and  I,  along  with  our 
nine  year  old  son,  were  baptised  on 
17-11  -  56.  Four  years  later,  I  baptised 
my  younger  son  who  had  by  this  time 


reached  the  age  of  accountability,  as 
was  given  by  revelation  to  a  living 
Prophet  in  our  day. 

The  past  12  years  have  brought  trials 
of  faith  and  many  blessings,  along  with 
numerous  opportunities  to  serve  in  the 
building  of  Our  Father's  Kingdom.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  period  I  have  had  the  privilege 
and  honour  to  serve  as  a  Sunday  School 
superintendent,  branch  president,  dis- 
rict  missionary,  bishop,  counselor  to 
the  mission  president  and  currently 
president  of  the  Edinburgh  District. 

Sister  Jane  McGibbon,  my  wife,  is 
president  of  the  Relief  Society  in  the 
Galashiels  Branch,  and  serves  as  a 
counselor  in  the  district  Relief  Society 
presidency. 

Duncan,  my  oldest  son,  is  an  elder, 
serving  as  a  counselor  to  the  branch 
president  and  as  Sunday  School  and 
YMMIA  superintendent.

"Being  in  Dr.  Widtsoe's  presence,  you 
knew  you  were  in  the  company  of  a 
great  man.” 

One  of  the  earliest  social  evenings 
that  stands  out  in  their  memory  was  the 
centenrary  celebrations  in  1930.  This 
year  was  of  special  significance  to  Bro. 
Thompson  in  another  way,  as  he  was  ord¬ 
ained  an  Elder  by  the  then  mission 
president  A.  W.  Lund  at  a  District 
Conference  in  Glasgow. 

Throughout  their  years  in  the  Church, 
they  have  served  in  many  positions 
within  the  branch.  Sis.  Thomson  work¬ 
ing  mainly  in  Relief  Society,  being 
president  for  some  time.

Enthusiasm  Spirit,  Determination 


^  The  ground  breaking  services  that 
began  the  construction  of  the  Greenock 
Chapel  were  held  during  a  pouring 
rain  storm  on  Dec.  16,  1964.  The 

newly-turned  earth  in  the  garden  site 
of  what  was  once  an  old  Georgian  man¬ 
sion  was  the  beginning  of  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  the  hopes  and  desires  of  the 
small  group  of  Saints  gathered  there 
that  day. 

Pres,  and  Sister  David  B.  Haight  of 
the  Scottish  Mission,  along  with  Branch 
Pres.  Edward  McLachlan,  his  wife  Mary, 
John  and  Rose  McFadden,  Alexander 
and  Mary  Straiton,  William  and  Betty 
Boyd  and  John  Joyce  were  among  those 
who  witnessed  the  beginning  of  the 
beautiful  building. 

The  Saints  of  the  Greenock  Branch 
had  waited  for  three  years  to  begin 
their  chapel  and  now  the  time  was 
here.  With  enthusiasm,  spirit  and  det¬ 
ermination  the  work  began. 


First  the  site  had  to  be  cleared  of 
trees.  The  Relief  Society  Sisters  had 
the  job  of  clearing  the  smaller  trees 
and  undergrowth.  A  fire  was  kept  going 
for  months  burning  trees  and  refuse.  It 
served  a  double  purpose  when  the  rain 
was  heavy  and  the  weather  cold,  keep¬ 
ing  the  workers  warm. 

Elder  Merlin  J.  Fish  from  Arizona, 
USA,  came  to  supervise  the  work  after 
about  two  months  and  a  crane  and 
mechanical  digger  was  employed  to 
speed  up  the  work.  A  burn  ran  through 
the  property  which  had  to  be  piped  in 
and  the  machinery  gave  the  workers  a 
welcome  relief  from  handling  the  large 
pipes  in  the  freezing  water. 

Members  and  missionaries  helped  as 
the  work  progressed.  Sometimes  mem¬ 
bers  came  from  other  branches  to  assist. 
They  had  a  good  time  working  together, 
shuttering,  pouring  concrete,  putting 
scaffolds  up  and  helping  the  brick- 
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layers.  Although  there  were  many  pro¬ 
blems,  backaches  and  heartaches,  their 
determination  carried  them  through. 

Working  together  to  build  the  chapel 
created  a  unity  in  the  branch  that  has 
seldom  been  equalled  and  brought  them 
to  the  happy  day  of  May  15,  1966, 
when  the  opening  of  the  new  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Later-day  Saints  at  Fox 
and  Union  Streets  was  held.  It  was  the 
fifteenth  building  to  be  constructed  in 
Scotland  and  has  since  been  the  pride 
of  the  members  of  the  Greenock  Branch. 

William  Boyd  said,  "I  have  seen  our 
Church  grow  right  from  that  first  Dec¬ 
ember  day  into  a  beautiful  building 
admired  by  everyone.  We've  had  our 
ups  and  downs,  but  I'm  sure  everyone 
who  worked  on  the  building  left  a  little 
bit  of  themselves  in  it."

Visitor's  Centres  throughout  the  world 
beckon  to  those  who  are  not  of  our 
faith,  as  well  as  those  who  are  already 
members.  Such  centres  and  displays 
help  keep  the  correct  information  be¬ 
fore  the  public. 

These  centres,  located  at  the  temples 
and  other  sites,  help  missionaries  con¬ 
tact  persons  interested  in  hearing  ,of 
the  restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
This  great  message  is  unfolded  to  the 
visitor  through  pictures,  music  and  the 
"spoken  word." 

The  Scottish  Mission  Visitor's  Centre 
in  Edinburgh  has  been  established 
through  the  foresight  of  a  visionary 
mission  president,  and  is  fast  becoming 
a  most  effective  missionary  tool.  Locat¬ 
ed  on  a  street  soon  to  be  made  a  Histori¬ 
cal  site  because  of  the  unique  architec¬ 
ture,  on  Hillside  Crescent,  just  off 
London  Road,  the  centre  is  only  minutes 
away  from  the  famed  Prince's  Street. 

Approaching  the  building  a  sign  bids 
a  hearty  welcome.  Once  passed  the 
portals  colourful  paintings  of  Moroni 
delivering  the  plates  to  Joseph  Smith; 
Mormon  writing  his  abridgement  of  the 
ancient  records  given  to  him  as  a 
trust,  and  a  large  mural  of  Christ  or¬ 
daining  the  twelve  apostles,  are  seen. 
At  the  information  desk  those  interested 
may  purchase  a  copy  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  sign  the  guest  book.  Peo¬ 
ple  who  desire  may  leave  their  name 
and  address  for  missionaries  to  call 
by  their  home  to  explain  further  the 
Gospel  message. 

Across  from  this  desk  a  passageway 
leads  to  a  large  room  where  several 


paintings  are  hung.  Busts  of  the  three 
witnesses,  Emma  Smith  and  the  Prophet 
respectively  face  from  opposite  walls. 
The  paintings  depict  the  "signs  of  the 
true  Church"  and  Christ's  visit  to  the 
American  Continent  after  His  resurrec¬ 
tion  and  ascension  into  the  heavens. 
The  busts  are  coupled  with  the  recorded 
testimonies  of  the  divinity  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon.  A  speaker  from  behind 
each  bust  gives  the  effect  of  the  person 
speaking  for  himself. 

In  front  of  this  display  and  attached 
to  the  ceiling  is  a  screen  which  can  be 
lowered  to  show  the  selected  film  of 
the  day.  The  seating  arrangement  per¬ 
mits  easy  access  to  all  of  the  portraits, 
and  yet  gives  the  viewer  a  clear  picture 
of  the  film  being  shown  on  the  suspend¬ 
ed  screen. 

The  final  display  is  a  large  cabinet 
containing  copies  of  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon,  writen  in  Aramic,  Chinese,  Jap¬ 
anese,  Spanish,  etc,  showing  that  the 
Book  of  Mormon  is  a  scripture  volume 
for  all  the  people  of  the  world  who  will 
listen,  read  and  pray  about  its  message.

^  Sister  Brown's  hobby  is  cooking  and  she  enjoys  collecting  new  recipes.  The 
Browns  come  from  a  very  warm  climate  so  salads  are  often  served  in  their  home. 
These  are  particularly  delicious  and  favorites  of  their  family.  The  "quick”  breads 
are  typical  American  and  nice  to  serve  with  a  hot  drink  after  Church  or  for  any 
snack. 

CHICKEN  SALAD  (serves  10) 

1  package  lemon  jelly 
1  cup  (8  oz.)  boiling  water 
1  cup  (8  oz.)  chopped  celery 
1  cup  (8  oz.)  chopped  apple 

1  tablespoon  grated  onion 

2  tablespoons  green  pepper  (optional) 
i  cup  (4  oz.)  pecans  (or  walnuts) 

1  3  oz.  package  Philadelphia  cream  cheese 
cup  whipped  cream 

cup  mayonnaise  (or  salad  dressing) 

2  cups  (16  oz.)  boiled  chicken,  cut  into  bite  size  pieces 

Pour  boiling  water  over  jelly,  cream  cheese,  and  mayonnaise.  Cool.  Fold  in 
chicken,  vegetables  and  all  ingredients,  and  last  f.old  whipped  cream  into  jelly  and 
rest  of  mixture.  Serve  on  a  lettuce  leaf  with  a  hot  yeast  roll  for  luncheon. 


DATE  BREAD  (Makes  1  large  loaf) 

1  cup  dates 
1  cup  boiling  water 
1  teaspoon  soda 

Mix  and  let  stand  until  cool.  Cream  together 

1  rounded  tablespoon  shortening 
1  cup  sugar 
1  egg 

Add  to  date  mixture. 

1  cup  plain  flour 
cup  nuts 

1  teaspoon  vanilla 

Bake  in  moderate  oven  350  deg.  for  30  minutes.  Reduce  heat  to  325  deg.  for 
45  minutes  to  1  hour.

CARROT  COOKIES 

1  cup  shortening 

1  cup  sugar 

2  eggs 

2  cups  plain  flour 
%  cup  nuts 

2  teaspoons  baking  powder 
y  teaspoon  salt 
2  cups  grated  carrots 

1  tablespoon  water 

2  teaspoons  vanilla 

Mix  all  together  and  bake  on  greased  baking  sheet  at  425  deg.  for  about  10 
minutes. 

Ice  while  still  warm  with:  : 

2  cups  icing  sugar 
1  tablespoon  butter 
t  teaspoon  lemon  flavour 
Enough  orange  juice  to  mix 
Enough  orange  rind  to  taste 


DATE  BARS 

3  well  beaten  eggs 
1  cup  sugar 
1  cup  plain  flour 
1  teaspoon  salt 
1  teaspoon  baking  powder 
1i  cups  dates  (cut  up) 

1  teaspoon  vanilla 
1  cup  pecans  (or  walnuts) 

Beat  eggs  with  sugar  until  thick.  Add  sifted  dry  'ingredients.  Add  dates  vanilla 
and  nuts.  Bake  about  30  minutes  in  350  deg.  oven.  Cut  in  1"  x  4"  bars.  Roll  in 
icing  sugar  while  warm.  (Makes  2  dozen). 


KAUAI  BANANA  BREAD 

(Makes  two  1  lb.  loaves) 

Cream  together: 

2  cups  sugar 
1  cup  shortening 

Add: 


6  ripe  bananas 
4  eggs 
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Sift  3  times: 

21  cups  flour 

1  teaspoon  salt 

2  teaspoons  baking  soda 

Blend  wet  and  dry  ingredients.  DO  NOT  OVER  MIX.  Bake  in  a  moderate  oven. 
350  deg.  for  45  to  50  minutes. 


CHOCOLATE  CHIP  COOKIES 

1  cup  margarine  (1  lb.) 

£  cup  brown  sugar 

£  cup  white  granulated  sugar 

2  eggs 

1  teaspoon  water 
1  teaspoon  vanilla 
2£  cups  plain  flour 
1  teaspoon  soda 
1  teaspoon  salt 
1-2  cups  porridge  oats 
12  oz.  chocolate  chips 

Cream  together  margarine  and  sugar  and  add  eggs.  Mix  in  water  and  vanilla, 
then  add  the  rest  of  the  ingredients.  Bake  at  375  deg  for  about  10-15  minutes 
on  an  ungreased  baking  sheet. 


CRANBERRY  BREAD 

(Pretty  and  good  for  Christmas  Holidays)  Makes  1  loaf 

2  cups  plain  flour 

I  teaspoon  salt 

II  teaspoons  baking  powder 
1  teaspoon  baking  soda 

1  cup  sugar 

Juice  and  grated  rind  of  1  orange 

2  tablespoons  shortening 
Boiling  water 

1  egg  (beaten) 

1  cup  raw  cranberries 
*  cup  nuts 

Sift  together  dry  ingredients.  To  grated  rind  and  juice  of  orange,  add  shorten¬ 
ing  and  enough  boiling  water  to  make  £  cup  liquid.  Add  with  1  beaten  egg  to  dry 
ingredients.

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Two  Most  Frequent 
Questions  Asked 

by  President  Hugh  B.  Brown 


^  Two  of  the  most  frequent  questions 
asked  of  us  as  we  travel  are,  "What  is 
your  creed?"  and  "What  distinguishes 
your  Church  from  others?" 

We  do  not  have  a  written  creed  in 
the  usual  sense  of  the  word.  How¬ 
ever,  we  do  have  a  concise  and  author¬ 
itative  statement  of  the  beliefs  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints  given  by  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Church,  known  as  the  Articles  of  Faith. 
In  that  statement  we  declare  our  faith 
in  God  the  Father,  in  Jesus  Christ  His 
Son,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  known 
generally  as  the  Holy  Trinity.  We  decla¬ 
re  our  conviction  that  men  will  be  held 
accountable  for  their  own  sins  and  will 
not  be  answerable  for  the  sins  of 
others,  that  there  are  certain  principles 
and  ordinances  that  must  be  believed 
and  observed  by  those  who  would  gain 
salvation,  and  that  those  principles 
and  ordinances  must  be  taught  and 
administered  by  men  who  have  authority 
in  the  apostolic  Church  as  organized 
in  the  Meridian  of  Time,  of  which  Jesus 
Christ  was,  and  is,  the  chief  corner¬ 
stone. 

In  this  declaration  we  affirm  our  faith 
in  the  atonement  of  Christ  and  its  un¬ 
iversal  applicability.  We  believe  that 
He  will  come  again,  that  there  will  be 
a  thousand  years  of  universal  peace. 
We  make  the  statement  that  we  believe 
in  sacred  scriptures,  ancient  and  mod¬ 
ern;  that  we  believe  that  men  are  en¬ 


titled  to  freedom  of  religious  belief. 
We  honour  and  sustain  the  laws  of  the 
land.  We  commit  ourselves  to  Christ's 
standard  of  moral  conduct,  and  service 
based  on  love  of  God  and  of  fellow 
men. 

Cites  Ninth  Article 

As  many  sermons  have  been  preached 
and  much  has  been  written  on  each 
of  these  articles,  I  shall  not  elucidate, 
but  I  should  like  to  refer  for  a  moment 
to  the  ninth  Article  of  Faith. 

"We  believe  that  He  will  yet  reveal 
many  great  and  important  things  per¬ 
taining  to  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

This  simple  and  forthright  statement 
of  faith  in  revelation  has  elicited  the 
criticism  of  some  of  our  friends,  be¬ 
cause  it  includes  past,  current,  and 
future  revelation.  Many  other  churches 
profess  belief  in  the  revelations  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Bible,  but  they  do  not 
believe  that  God  still  reveals  His  will 
through  chosen  prophets  on  the  earth. 

Communication  Lines  Open 

We  declare  that  the  line  of  commun¬ 
ication  between  heaven  and  earth  is 
open,  and  operating,  as  anciently.  We 
believe  that  revelation  is  continuous  and 
expedient,  and  is  suited  to  the  times  in 
which  it  is  given.  When  we  make  that 
statement,  it  follows  that  we  believe  in 
scriptures  other  than  the  Holy  Bible, 
because  divine  revelation  is  the  word 
of  God,  and  His  word  is  scripture.  We 
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unequivocally  declare  our  faith  in  the 
Bible  as  the  word  of  God,  and  we 
specify  the  King  James  version  thereof. 

Our  acceptance  of  other  revelation 
does  not  diminish  our  faith  in  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments.  On  the  contrary, 
our  belief  in  the  Bible  is  strengthened 
and  our  understanding  of  it  clarified  by 
these  new  corroborative  revelations. 

Among  the  volumes  of  scripture  in 
which  we  believe,  the  one  most  freque¬ 
ntly  referred  to  by  friends  and  critics  is 
the  Book  of  Mormon.  It  has  the  largest 
circulation  and  has  elicited  more  com¬ 
ment  during  the  past  century,  favorable 
and  otherwise,  than  any  other  modern 
book. 

This  book  is'  an  inspired  text,  having 
been  written  by  various  prophets  who 
lived  in  America  at  the  times  of  which 
they  write.  It  is  a  sacred  record  of  the 
ancient  inhabitants  of  America,  cover¬ 
ing  in  the  main  that  portion  of  their 
history  from  about  600  B.C.  to  400 
A.D. 

Plates  Translated 

Its  message  was  inscribed  on  metal¬ 
lic  plates  by  various  authors.  These 
writings  were  abridged  by  the  Prophet 
Mormon,  one  of  the  last  survivors  of  a 
dwindling  race.  It  is  therefore  known  as 
the  Book  of  Mormon.  He  entrusted  the 
plates  to  his  son,  Moroni,  who  was  the 
last  of  the  Nephite  historians.  Moroni 
deposited  the  plates  in  a  stone  box  on 
a  hillside  and  some  fourteen  hundred 
years  later  he,  at  that  time  a  resurrect¬ 
ed  being,  revealed  their  hiding  place  to 
Joseph  Smith,  the  prophet,  who  trans¬ 
lated  what  is  said  to  be  reformed  Egypt¬ 
ian  characters  into  English  by  the  gift 
and  power  of  God. 

It  is  doubtless  this  element  of  the 
miraculous  which  disturbs  many  who 
hear  of  this  record,  causes  some  to 
shrug  it  off  without  further  interest.  It 
seems  strange  to  us  that  believers  in

the  Judeo-Christian  Bible  should  be 
skeptical  of  the  miraculous. 

Miracles  form  an  important  part  of 
the  Old  and  the  New  Testaments.  The 
story  of  the  earth  life  of  Jesus  of  Naz¬ 
areth  continues  to  grip  the  hearts  and 
intrigue  the  minds  of  men,  largely  be¬ 
cause  of  the  miracles  of  His  birth,  the 
almost  daily  miracles  He  performed 
during  His  ministry,  and  the  transcen¬ 
dent  miracle  of  His  resurrection  and 
ascension.  Moreover,  He  left  His  apos¬ 
tles  and  disciples  with  a  promise  of  a 
miraculous  reappearance  in  the  last  days. 
Paraphrasing  the  Apostle  Paul  we  ask, 
"Why  should  it  be  thought  a  thing 
incredible  that  God  should  reveal  His 
will  to  His  servants,  the  prophets,  as 
He  promised  to  do." 

Popular — Appealing 

One  remarkable  fact  about  this  book 
is  its  continued  popularity  and  appeal. 
One  hundred  thirty  years  after  the  first 
edition  was  published,  it  is  still  a  best 
seller,  over  thirty-five  thousand  copies 
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being  printed  in  English  each  year,  and 
other  thousands  distributed  in  the  twen¬ 
ty-seven  different  languages  into  which 
it  has  been  translated.  Nearly  three 
million  copies  of  this  book  have  been 
distributed  in  almost  all  countries  of 
the  world  in  the  last  century. 

Yes,  we  do  believe  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  to  be  the  word  of  God,  and  we 
believe  in  the  miraculous  that  was  in¬ 
volved  in  its  preservation  and  produc¬ 
tion.  There  have  been  many  who  have 
sought  to  discredit  it,  many  things 
have  been  written  against  it,  but  more 
recent  times  some  of  our  friends  who 
have  made  a  careful  study  of  the  book 
have  made  statements  which  are  signi¬ 
ficant.  I  shall  refer  to  one  or  two  taken 
from  a  little  book  called,  The  Book  of 
Mormon  Message  and  Evidences  by  Dr. 
Franklin  S.  Harris,  Jr.  Charles  H.  Hull, 
professor  of  American  history  in  Cor¬ 
nell  University  wrote: 

"I  am  perfectly  willing  to  say  to 
anyone  that  I  suppose  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  to  be  one  of  the  most  famous  and 
widely  discussed  books  ever  published 
in  America." 

Says  a  Rochester  newspaper,  "The 
book  itself  remains  on  which  was  fou¬ 
nded  the  greatest  religion  of  the  con¬ 
tinent  and  the  century.  It  was  not  the 
book  itself,  but  the  wonderful  influence 
it  has  on  America  that  counted." 

And  a  former  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  who  had  read  the  book  carefully 
said,  "Of  all  the  American  books  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  it  seems  pro¬ 
bable  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  was 
the  most  powerful.  It  reached  perhaps 
only  one  percent  of  the  United  States, 
but  has  affected  this  one  percent  so 
powerfully  and  lastingly  that  all  the 
people  of  the  United  States  have  been 
affected,  especially  by  its  contribution 
in  opening  one  of  our  great  frontiers." 
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Solemn  Declaration 
Now,  our  declaration  regarding  the 
Book  of  Mormon  is  a  solemn  one.  If  it 
is  false,  it  is  almost  blasphemous.  If 
it  is  true,  then  all  who  believe  it  are 
under  a  solemn  obligation  to  its  author 
to  proclaim  its  truth. 

One  of  the  prophets  of  that  book 
emphasized  this  fact  in  the  following 
words,  and  I  read  from  Second  Nephi: 

"Wherefore,  how  great  the  import¬ 
ance  to  make  these  things  known  unto 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  that  they 
may  know  that  there  is  no  flesh  that 
can  dwell  in  the  presence  of  God,  save 
it  be  through  the  merits,  and  mercy, 
and  grace  of  the  Holy  Messiah,  who 
layeth  down  his  life  according  to  the 
flesh,  and  taketh  it  again  by  the  power 
of  the  Spirit,  that  he  may  bring  to  pass 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  being  the 
first  that  should  rise."  (2  Nephi  2:8.) 


And  further  in  his  same  book,  after 
reciting  the  miraculous  events  in  the 
history  of  the  Israelites,  he  said, 

"...  I  say  unto  you,  that  as  these 
things  are  true,  and  as  the  Lord  God 
liveth,  there  is  none  other  name  given 
under  heaven  save  it  be  this  Jesus 
Christ,  of  which  I  have  spoken,  whereby 
man  can  be  saved."  (Ibid.,  25:20.) 

Same  Message  To  All 
It  is  the  message  of  the  Book  of 
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Mormon  that  has  caused  people  from 
almost  all  nations  of  the  earth  to  accept 
it  as  the  word  of  God.  Its  inspiring 
theme  and  divine  message,  from  the 
title  page  to  the  last  chapter,  constitutes 
the  testimony  or  witness  of  a  whole 
nation  of  people  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  the  Creator  of 
the  world,  the  Redeemer  of  mankind.  It 
bears  witness  to  the  efficacy  of  the 
atonement,  of  its  universal  application 
and  its  value  to  all  individuals  who  will 
accept  His  word  and  keep  His  com¬ 
mandments. 

We  urge  our  friends  to  examine  the 


book  itself,  to  check  its  claims,  listen 
to  its  message  and  to  feel  of  its  spirit. 
Yes,  we  believe  in  continued  revelation, 
ancient,  continuous,  current,  and  future. 

I  wish  to  bear  my  testimony  that  the 
Church  today,  the  kingdom  of  God,  is 
being  led  by  revelation.  God  is  not  the 
author  of  confusion.  He  does  not  work 
in  dark  places.  He  makes  it  known  to 
the  world  when  He  appoints  a  prophet, 
and  I  testify  that  I  know  as  I  know  I 
live,  that  this  Church  today  is  guided 
by  prophecy  and  by  revelation,  and  that 
these  men  whom  we  honour  are  pro¬ 
phets  of  God. 


Edinburgh  Castle. 
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Baptism  Of  The 
Spirit  Essential 

By  President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith 


^  Each  individual  who  enters  the 
waters  of  baptism  makes  a  covenant 
with  the  Lord. 

"And  again,  by  way  of  command¬ 
ment  to  the  church  concerning  the 
manner  of  baptism — All  those  who 
humble  themselves  before  God,  and 
desire  to  be  baptised,  and  come  forth 
with  broken  hearts  and  contrite  spirits, 
and  witness  before  the  Church  that  they 
have  truly  repented  of  all  their  sins, 
shall  be  received  by  baptism  into  his 
church."  (D&C  20:37.) 

Baptism  into  the  Church  is  not  en¬ 
ough  to  save  us.  It  is  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  that  is  true,  but  there  is  an¬ 
other  baptism  which  is  just  as  essential, 
and  that  is  the  baptism  of  the  spirit, 
or  the  bestowal  of  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  After  we  are  baptised,  we  are 
confirmed.  What  is  that  confirmation 
for?  To  make  us  companions  with  the 
Holy  Ghost;  to  have  the  privilege  of  the 
guidance  of  the  third  member  of  the 
Godhead  —  companionship,  that  our 
minds  might  be  enlightened,  that  we 
might  be  quickened  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  seek  for  knowledge  and  understand¬ 
ing  concerning  all  that  pertains  to  our- 
exaltation  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Take  Heed,  Pray  Always 

In  this  same  revelation  the  Lord  said: 

"And  we  know  that  justification 
through  the  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Sav¬ 
iour  Jesus  Christ  is  just  and  true; 

''And  we  know  also,  that  sanctifica¬ 
tion  through  the  grace  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ  is  just  and  true, 


to  all  those  who  love  and  serve  God 
with  all  their  mights,  minds,  and 
strength. 

"But  there  is  a  possibility  that  man 
may  fall  from  grace  and  depart  from 
the  living  God; 

"Therefore  let  the  church  take  heed 
and  pray  always,  lest  they  fall  into 
temptation; 

“"Yea,  and  even  let  those  who  are 
sanctified  take  heed  also."  (Ibid.,  20: 
30-34.) 

Baptism  and  confirmation  into  the 
Church  do  not  necessarily  insure  our 
exaltation  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  They 
do,  provided  we  are  true  and  faithful 
to  every  covenant  and  obligation  re¬ 
quired  of  us  in  the  commandments  of 
our  Eternal  Father.  It  is  he  who  endures 
to  the  end  that  will  be  saved,  and  there 
is  a  danger  that  confronts  us  through 
the  temptations  of  the  adversary  if  we 
yield  to  those  temptations  that  we  may 
lose  it  all.  The  greatest  punishment 
that  can  come  to  any  individual  in  this 
world  is  punishment  that  will  come  to 
those  who  have  received  the  light  and 
truth  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
who  have  passed  through  the  waters  of 
baptism,  who  have  hands  laid  upon 
their  heads  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  then  turn  away  from  the 
truth,  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  them 
guiltless. 

Son  of  Perdition 

I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  no 
man  can  become  a  Son  of  Perdition 
until  he  has  known  the  light.  Those 
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who  have  never  received  the  light  are 
not  to  become  Sons  of  Perdition  They 
will  be  punished  if  they  rebel  against 
God.  They  will  have  to  pay  the  price  of 
their  sinning,  but  it  is  only  those  who 
have  the  light  through  the  priesthood 
and  through  the  power  of  God  and 
through  their  membership  in  the  Church 
who  will  be  banished  forever  from  His 
influence  into  outer  darkness  to  dwell 
with  the  devil  and  his  angels.  That  is 
a  punishment  that  will  not  come  to 
those  who  have  never  known  the  truth. 
Bad  as  they  may  -suffer,  and  awful  as 
their  punishment  may  be,  they  are  not 
among  that  group  which  is  to  suffer 
the  eternal  death  and  banishment  from 
all  influence  concerning  the  power  of 
God. 

It  is  my  judgment  that  there  are 
many  members  of  this  Church  who 
have  been  baptised  for  the  remission  of 
their  sins,  who  have  had  hands  laid 
upon  their  heads  for  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  who  have  never  received 


that  gift,  that  is,  the  manifestations  of 
it.  Why?  Because  they  never  put  them¬ 
selves  in  order  to  receive  these  man¬ 
ifestations.  They  never  humbled  them¬ 
selves.  They  have  never  taken  the  steps 
that  would  prepare  them  for  the  com¬ 
panionship  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Therefore 
they  go  through  life  without  that  know¬ 
ledge,  and  they  have  not  the  under¬ 
standing.  Therefore  when  those  cunning 
and  crafty  in  their  deceit  come  to  them, 
they  disturb  them  in  their  faith,  if  they 
have  faith  left.  They  criticize  the  Auth¬ 
orities  of  the  Church.  They  critize  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church,  and  these 
weak  members  do  not  have  understand¬ 
ing  enough,  information  enough,  and 
enough  of  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  to  resist  the  false  doctrines 
and  teachings  of  those  who  come  to 
them,  the  wolves  in  sheep's  clothing, 
and  they  listen  to  them,  and  think  that 
perhaps  after  all  they  have  made  a 
mistake,  and  first  thing  you  know  they 
find  their  way  out  of  the  Church,  be¬ 
cause  they  do  not  have  understanding. 

Evil  Influences 

I  get  letters  frequently  from  people, 
members  of  this  Church,  who  have 
been  disturbed  principally  by  two  org¬ 
anizations  which  seem  to  have  dedicat¬ 
ed  their  lives  to  the  destruction  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  These  people  go  into  the  homes 
of  our  weak  members,  disturb  them  in 
their  faith,  get  them  all  riled  up,  and 
they  do  not  know  whether  they  did 
the  right  thino  when  they  were  baptised 
or  whether  they  did  not;  but  if  they  had 
lived  as  they  should  and  had  received 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  they 
would  not  be  moved.  They  would  not 
be  influenced  by  the  false  teachings 
and  false  statements  regarding  our 
doctrines  that  these  people  present  to 
them. 

The  Gospel  is  simple.  There  is  noth- 
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ing  difficult  about  it.  There  are  mysteries, 
no  doubt.  We  do  not  need  to  bother 
about  the  mysteries,  but  the  simple 
things  pertaining  to  our  salvation  and 
exaltation  we  can  understand. 

Let  me  refer  to  another  passage  of 
scripture. 

"But  ye  are  commanded  in  all  things 
to  ask  of  God,  who  giveth  liberally;  and 
that  which  the  Spirit  testifies  unto  you 
even  so  I  would  that  ye  should  do  in 
all  holiness  of  heart,  walking  uprightly 
before  me,  considering  the  end  of  your 
salvation,  doing  all  things  with  prayer 
and  thanksgiving,  that  ye  may  not  be 
seduced  by  evil  spirits,  or  doctrines  of 
devils,  or  the  commandments  of  men; 
for  some  are  of  men,  and  others  of 
devils."  (Ibid.,  46:7.) 

So  the  Lord  has  given  us  a  warning. 

"Wherefore,  beware  least  ye  are  de¬ 
ceived;  and  that  ye  may  not  be  deceived 
seek  ye  earnestly  the  best  gifts,  always 


remembering  for  what  they  are  given; 

"For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  they  are 
given  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  love 
me  and  keep  all  my  commandments, 
and  him  that  seeketh  so  to  do;  that  all 
may  be  benefited  that  seek  or  that  ask 
of  me,  that  ask  and  not  for  a  sign  that 
they  may  consume  it  upon  their  lusts. 

"And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  I 
would  that  ye  should  always  remember, 
and  always  retain  in  your  minds  what 
those  gifts  are,  that  are  given  unto  the 
church."  (Ibid.,  46:  8-10.) 

The  Lord  would  give  us  gifts.  He 
will  quicken  our  minds.  He  will  give  us 
knowledge  that  will  clear  up  all  difficul¬ 
ties,  and  put  us  in  harmony  with  the  com¬ 
mandments  that  He  has  given  us,  and 
which  we  can  receive  if  we  will  only  be 
true  and  faithful  to  every  covenant  and 
obligation  pertaining  to  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ. 
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Judge  Not  That  Ye 
Be  Not  Judged

^  In  his  masterful  discourse  of  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount,  Jesus  gave  a 
vital  commandment  which  has  been 
ignored  almost  universally  by  the  human 
family.  In  many  cases  where  it  has  not 
been  ignored,  it  has  been  broken  many 
times  by  most  people. 

I  believe  that  we  all  want  to  do  what 
is  right — live  near  to  the  Lord — and  so 
I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about 
the  observance  of  this  commandment. 

"Judge  not,"  Jesus  commanded, 
"that  ye  be  not  judged."  And  then  He 
gave  this  warning: 

"For  with  what  judgment  ye  judge, 
ye  shall  be  judged:  and  with  what 
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measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured 
to  you  again."  (Matthew  7:1-2.) 

Throughout  my  life  in  mingling  with 
many  people  of  various  religious  de¬ 
nominations  I  have  observed  that  as 
a  rule  it  seems  as  if  human  beings  like 
to  gossip.  We  like  to  hear  unsavory 
things  about  our  neighbours  and  talk 
about  each  other.  It  seems  that  ofttimes 
we  get  a  certain  degree  of  satisfaction 
or  even  joy  out  of  saying  bad  things 
about  other  people.  We  thoughtlessly 
and  sometimes  maliciously  judge  each 
other.  We  censure  our  associates  some¬ 
times  unjustly,  many  times  unkindly; 
and  most  of  the  time  we  speak  without 
having  the  evidence  to  back  up  what 
we  are  saying.  We  seem  to  forget  that 
James,  the  brother  of  the  Lord,  warned 
that  the  unbridled  tongue  is  "full  of 
deadly  poison."  (James  3:8.) 

Do  Not  Gossip 

I  know  that  even  sometimes  people 
who  are  faithful  in  the  Church  pass 
judgment  and  condemantion  on  those 
with  whom  they  associate  without 
knowing  the  facts.  Such  is  displeasing 
to  God. 

I  know  that  many  people's  hearts 
have  been  broken  and  tears  have  been 
shed  because  of  the  unkind  and  perhaps 
untrue  things  that  have  been  said  about 
them  and  because  of  unjust  judgments 
that  we  give  of  each  other. 

My  conscience  certainly  tells  me 
that  I  err  at  times.  Sometimes  I  gossip 
and  judge  others,  and  when  I  do  it  I 
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act  unrighteously  before  the  Lord.  My 
heart  tells  me  I  would  like  to  repent, 
I  would  like  to  overcome  my  weakness 
of  gossiping  and  saying  bad  things 
about  other  people.  I  am  sure  that  you 
feel  the  same  as  I  do. 

But  one  might  say:  "The  man  or 
the  woman  from  whom  I  obtained  this 
information  is  an  honest  man  or  woman 
and  would  not  lie." 

Just  Wrong  Information 

Certainly  honest  and  honorable  peo¬ 
ple  would  not  lie,  but  we  should  re¬ 
member  that  they  have  to  get  their 
information  through  human  senses  and 
that  human  senses  are  not  always  a 
hundred  percent  reliable;  for  example, 
if  an  honest  man  were  standing  on  a 
corner  and  another  one  on  the  opposite 
corner  and  two  cars  crashed  in  the 
street,  the  testimonies  of  these  two 
men  might  vary,  and  rightly  so.  They 
saw  the  accident  at  different  angles, 
and  perhaps  neither  of  them  saw  ex¬ 
actly  what  happened. 

Recently  one  of  the  General  Authori¬ 
ties  said  that  he  was  interested  at  stake 
conferences  to  hear  members  of  stake 
presidencies  in  the  Sunday  conference 
session  tell  some  of  the  things  that 
he  had  talked  about  the  night  before. 
And  then  the  General  Authority  said, 
"Ofttimes  I  cannot  recognise  that  I 
had  talked  on  the  subjects  nor  said  the 
things  that  I  was  reported  to  have 
said." 

Now  certainly  the  General  Authority 
was  not  accusing  stake  presidencies  of 
being  dishonest.  I  think  he  did  not  have 
that  in  mind  at  all,  but  this  story 
illustrates  the  inadequacy  of  human 
senses. 

Sometimes  we  sit  in  a  congregation 
and  listen  to  somebody  speak.  While 
he  talks  we  think  many  of  our  own 
ideas  as  we  hear  many  of  the  things  he 


is  saying.  As  time  passes  we  might 
confuse  some  of  our  own  thoughts 
with  some  of  the  things  the  speaker 
said.  Because  of  the  inadequacy  of 
human  senses,  Jesus  Christ  said,  "in 
the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses 
every  word  may  be  established."  (Matt. 
18:16.) 

Those  Called  To  Judge 

The  saviour  and  the  holy  prophets 
have  told  us  how  to  judge  when  it 
needs  be  that  we  judge,  because  oft- 
times  we  must  judge.  In  fact  many  of 
you  are  called  upon  to  be  judges.  It  is 
your  ecclesiastical  responsibility  to 
judge.  But  let  me  give  the  warning  that 
with  the  same  judgment  that  you  judge, 
you  shall  be  judged. 

The  Lord  and  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  understood  human  nature,  know¬ 
ing  that  we  may  be  tempted  to  judge 
unjustly,  and  so  the  following  is  found 
in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants: 

"We  have  learned  by  sad  experience 
that  it  is  the  nature  and  disposition  of 
almost  all  men,  as  soon  as  they  get 
a  little  authority,  as  they  suppose,  they 
will  immediately  begin  to  exercise  un¬ 
righteous  dominion.  .  .  ." 

And  then  this  beautiful  admonition 
was  given  us: 

"No  power  or  influence  can  or  ought 
to  be  maintained  by  virtue  of  the 
priesthood  only  by  persuasion,  by  long- 
suffering,  by  gentleness  and  meekness, 
and  by  love  unfeigned; 

"By  kindness,  and  pure  knowledge, 
which  shall  greatly  enlarge  the  soul 
without  hypocrisy,  and  without  guile" 
( D&C  121:39,  41-42.) 

As  I  have  traveled  throughout  the 
Church  and  have  observed  those  who 
have  been  called  and  set  apart  to  be 
judges,  it  is  my  testimony  that  they 
have  been  guided  in  most  cases  by 
the  pure  love  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  charity. 
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and  so  they  have  rendered  righteous 
judgment. 

Love  Thy  Neighbour 

As  I  have  suggested,  the  Saviour 
and  the  prophets  have  told  us  how  to 
treat  each  other.  The  Master  gave  us 
the  vital  law  known  as  the  second 
great  commandment:  "Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour  as  thyself."  (Mark  12: 
31.) 

If  all  of  us  would  love  our  neighbours 
— would  love  all  the  people  with  whom 
we  associate — as  much  as  we  love 
ourselves,  we  would  do  no  unkind 
things  to  them.  We  would  not  say  any 
harsh  or  unkind  words  to  them.  We 
would  not  repeat  any  bad  gossip  about 
them.  But  on  the  other  hand,  we  would 
show  forth  love  and  compassion  at  all 
times.  We  would  rejoice  in  their  suc¬ 
cesses,  and  we  would  weep  with  them 


in  their  sorrows.  Under  those  condi¬ 
tions,  a  <‘orious  spirit  of  brotherhood, 
love,  ana  compassion  would  prevail. 

The  Saviour  also  gave  us  the  famous 
Golden  Rule:  ".  .  .  whatsoever  ye  would 
that  man  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even 
so  to  them."  (Matt.  7:12.) 

Every  time  we  hear  something  about 
sombody  else,  if  we  would  stop  and 
think  before  we  repeated  what  we  heard 
and  take  as  our  measuring  rod  the 
following:  "Would  I  like  to  have  some¬ 
body  say  that  thing  about  me?  Is  it 
just?  Is  it  fair?  would  it  make  the 
person  involved  happier  if  I  should 
repeat  it?  Would  it  make  him  progress? 
Would  it  add  to  the  beauty  and  the  joy 
of  life?"  And  if  it  will  not  meet  these 
measurements,  then  our  judgment  would 
not  be  righteous  if  we  should  repeat 
what  we  heard.  It  is  best  under  these 
conditions  that  we  keep  quiets

Comparison  Of  Many  Points

^  May  I  invite  your  attention  to  a  com¬ 
parison  between  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,  as  it  was  organised  and  perfect¬ 
ed  in  New  Testament  times,  and  the 
self-styled  Christian  churches  that  exist 
in  the  world  today?  In  order  to  do  so  I 
shall  take  the  liberty  of  raising  a  num¬ 
ber  of  queries,  and  shall  assume  that 
each  of  us  has  sufficient  working  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  New  Testament  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  basis  upon  which  each  query 
rests. 

Where  in  the  world  today  will  we 
find  a  church  that  has  as  its  official 
title  some  combination  of  the  names  of 
Christ,  according  to  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  pattern? 

Where  is  there  a  church  whose  min¬ 
isters  claim  divine  authority  in  the  real, 
complete,  and  actual  sense  that  it  was 
claimed  by  the  ministers  among  the 
primitive  Saints? 

Where  is  there  a  church  which  claims 
the  Melchizedek  and  Aaronic  orders  of 
the  priesthood  as  these  were  had  an¬ 
ciently? 

Where  is  there  a  church  in  which  we 
will  find  the  ordinances  practised  that 
were  practised  among  the  primitive 
Saints? 

Where  do  we  find  baptism  by  im¬ 
mersion  for  the  remission  of  sins  per¬ 
formed  under  the  hands  of  a  legal 
administrator? 

Where  do  we  find  a  people  who  lay 
hands  on  the  head  of  every  baptised 
convert  for  the  present  bestowal  of  the 
Holy  Ghost;  or  who,  when  there  are 
sick  among  them,  call  in  the  elders  of 
the  Church,  that  they  may  anoint  them 
with  oil  and  pray  over  them,  that  the 
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prayer  of  faith  may  heal  the  sick  and 
God  may  raise  them  up? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  has  the 
New  Testament  ordinance  of  baptism 
for  the  dead? 

Where  is  there  a  church  that  has  the 
same  organisation  that  existed  among 
the  primitive  Saints,  that  has  Apostles 
and  prophets,  pastors,  evangelists,  and 
all  the  rest? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  believes 
that  there  should  be  Twelve  Apostles 
holding  the  keys  of  the  kingdom,  pres¬ 
iding  over  and  directing  all  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Church  and  kingdom,  and 
that  such  group  should  continue  until 
there  is  a  unity  of  the  faith? 

Where  is  there  a  church  that  believes 
that  God  has  set  some  in  the  Church, 
first  Apostles,  secondarily  prophets, 
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thirdly  teachers;  after  that  miracles; 
then  gifts  of  the  spirit,  healings,  ton¬ 
gues,  helps,  and  governments? 

Where  is  there  a  Church  that  profes¬ 
ses  to  have  all  of  the  doctrines  that 
were  taught  in  New  Testament  times; 
that  believes  that  God  our  heavenly  Fa¬ 
ther  is  a  personal  being,  in  whose  image 
man  is  created;  that  has  an  under¬ 
standing  that  Jesus  Christ  is  His  Only 
Begotten  Son  and  is  a  Being  in  the  ex¬ 
press  image  of  the  person  of  the  Father: 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  has  a 
real,  intelligent,  and  scriptural  under¬ 
standing  of  the  atoning  sacrifice  of 
Jesus  Christ,  that  knows  that  because 
of  that  transcendent  act  all  men  will  be 
raised  in  immortality  and  those  who 
have  believed  and  obeyed  the  Gospel 
law,  both  in  immortality  and  unto  eter¬ 
nal  life? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  knows 
that  the  plan  of  salvation,  based  on 
the  atoning  sacrifice  of  Christ,  consists 
in  having  faith  in  Christ,  in  repenting 
of  one's  sins,  in  being  baptised  under 
the  hands  of  a  legal  administrator,  in 
receiving  the  gift  and  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  then  in  enduring  in 
righteousness  unto  the  end? 

Where  is  there  a  church  that  believes 
that  the  Gospel  is  preached  to  those  in 
the  spirit  world,  that  they  may  live 
according  to  God  in  the  spirit,  and  be 
judged  according  to  men  in  the  flesh? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  believes 
in  the  literal  resurrection  from  the 
grave,  in  the  fact  that  all  men  will 
stand  before  the  judgment  bar  of  Christ, 
and  having  been  judged  according  to 
the  deeds  done  in  the  flesh,  will  be 
awarded  a  place  in  a  kingdom  of  glory, 
in  either  a  telestial,  a  terrestrial,  or  a 
celestial  kingdom? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  believes 
that  between  the  first  and  second 
comings  of  Christ,  there  was  to  be  a 


complete,  total,  universal  falling  away 
from  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the 
Saints? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  believes 
that  in  the  last  days  there  was  to  be 
an  era  of  restoration,  a  time  of  restitu¬ 
tion,  in  which  God  would  give  again  all 
things  that  He  had  spoken  by  the  mouths 
of  all  His  holy  prophets  since  the  world 
began? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  believes 
that  this  restoration  of  the  Gospel  was 
to  be  effected  by  angelic  ministration, 
and  that  the  Gospel  so  restored  was 
then  to  be  carried  to  all  the  peoples  of 
the  earth? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  believes 
that  in  a  day  subsequent  to  New  Testa¬ 
ment  times,  the  kingdom  was  to  be  re¬ 
stored  to  Israel  and  the  scattered  re¬ 
mnants  of  that  people  gathered  back 
to  the  lands  of  their  inheritance? 

Where  is  there  a  people  that  actually 
believes  that  signs  will  follow  those 
who  accept  and  obey  the  Gospel  law, 
that  professes  to  have  among  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  church  the  working  of 
miracles,  the  ministering  angels,  the 
gifts  of  the  Spirit,  and  all  the  powers 
and  graces  that  were  had  anciently? 

Now  we  might  multiply  questions  on 
all  of  these  matters,  but  I  submit  to 
you  that  every  essential,  identifying 
characteristic  of  the  New  Testament 
Church  can,  with  intelligence  and  pro¬ 
priety,  be  outlined  under  one  of  these 
six  hands:  name,  authority,  organisa¬ 
tion,  doctrines,  and  gifts  of  the  Spirit. 
And  I  submit  further  that  there  is  only 
one  Church  in  all  the  world  that  so 
much  as  claims  to  have  every  essential 
identifying  characteristic  of  the  Church 
organised  and  perfected  by  Christ  and 
his  Apostles  anciently,  and  that  one 
Church  is  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.

Noted  Educator  Presides 


Pres,  and  Sister  Theron  M.  Ashcroft 
came  to  preside  over  the  Irish  Mission 
on  August  8,  1967.  They  left  their 
home  in  the  small  Mormon  city  of 
Cedar  City  in  Southern  Utah  to  enter 
the  mission  field  and  for  the  first  time 
became  acquainted  with  missionary  life. 

Pres.  Ashcroft  has  been  an  active 
scouter  all  his  life  and  led  one  at  the 
first  Vanguard  Groups  in  the  Church. 
He  filled  offices  in  the  M.I.A.,  Sunday 
School  superintendency,  and  as  coun¬ 
selor  in  a  bishopric.  This  was  followed 
by  a  number  of  years  on  the  High 
Council.

from  this  position  he  was  called  to  the 
Irish  Mission.  Pres.  Ashcroft  has  been 
connected  with  young  people  all  of  his 
adult  life,  as  a  teacher  and  head  of  the 
Physical  Science  Department  at  the 
College  of  Southern  Utah.  Here  he  had 
much  opportunity  to  counsel  and  guide 
young  people. 

Sister  Ashcroft  has  grown  up  with 
the  auxiliaries  of  the  Church.  For  the 
first  10  years  of  her  married  life  she 
worked  in  M.I.A.  Then  as  her  children 
grew  up  she  took  them  with  her  into 
the  Primary  Association.  She  holds  a 
25  year  service  certificate  for  Primary 
work  both  on  the  ward  and  stake  level. 
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Latter  years  found  her  working  as  pres¬ 
ident  of  Relief  Society,  both  ward  and 
stake  and  Cultural  Refinement  Leader. 
She  loves  the  young  people  of  the 
Church  and  has  always  been  keenly 
interested  in  their  activity  programmes. 

Pres,  and  Sister  Ashcroft  have  seven 
children,  six  married  and  one  deceased. 
They  have  sixteen  grandchildren.  The 
love  and  support  of  their  family  has 
meant  a  great  deal  to  them  as  they 
labour  in  the  Irish  Mission.  They  love 
their  work  here  in  the  Emerald  Isles

IRISH  MISSION  CREST 

Four  divisions  of  the  Crest: 

1.  The  Red  hand  of  Ulster,  representing 
the  provinces  of  Northern  Ireland. 

2  The  Harp,  symbol  of  the  Free  Re¬ 
public  of  Ireland. 

3.  The  Three  Legged  symbol,  represent¬ 
ing  the  Isle  of  Man.  "No  matter 
which  way  I  am  thrown  I  will  stand." 

4.  The  Temple,  the  focal  point  of  spirit¬ 
uality  in  the  British  Isles. 

On  either  side  of  the  Crest  stands 
the  Lion  and  the  Unicorn.  The  Lion 
symbolizes  the  British  crown,  reminding 
us  that  this  is  one  of  the  seven  missions 
of  the  British  Isles.  Also  the  Lion  sym¬ 
bolizes  the  House  of  Judah,  stick  of 
Judah  or  Holy  Bible. 

The  Unicorn  stands  for  the  House  of 
Ephraim  which  the  Elders  as  servants 
of  God  represent  in  proclaiming  the 
message  of  the  everlasting  Gospel  to 
the  world. 

The  Crest  is  topped  by  a  figure  re¬ 
presenting  the  Angel  Moroni.  This  sign¬ 
ifies  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  in 
this  dispensation  of  time  and  the  pre¬ 
aching  of  the  Gospel  to  all  people  on 
the  earth. 


The  small  Shamrock,  represents  the 
Emerald  Islands. 

The  words  under  the  Crest  are  "Ora, 
Studeo  and  Labora."  This  signifies  the 
three  laws  of  effective  missionary  effort, 
"Pray,  Study  and  Work." 

Together  the  Crest  represents  the 
"Mission  of  Destiny"  the  names  given 
to  the  Irish  Mission  by  President  Covey 
at  the  time  it  was  made  an  independent 
mission  in  1962. 
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A  "Mission  Of  Destiny" 


^  "Good  morning!  My  companion  and 

1  are  representing  Jesus  Christ  and  His 
church.  We're  here  to  tell  you  that  He 
loves  you  and  wants  you  to  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  His  true  church.  May  we  come 
inside  and  talk  to  you  for  a  few 
minutes  ?  " 

This  is  the  way  hundreds  of  Irish 
people  are  greeted  each  day  by  smiling 
missionaries  located  throughout  the 
"Emerald  Isle."  These  missionaries  are 
part  of  one  of  the  four  zones  which 
make  up  the  Irish  Mission.  Zones  1  and 

2  includes  Belfast  and  surrounding  areas. 
Zone  3  includes  the  area  30  miles  north 
of  Belfast  and  the  Isle  of  Man.  Zone  4 
is  the  largest  of  the  four  zones  taking  in 
all  of  the  Irish  Republic. 

Each  zone  comprises  four  to  six  dist¬ 
ricts,  each  district  containing  four  to 
fourteen  proselyting  missionaries,  bring¬ 
ing  the  total  missionary  force  to  one 
hundred  and  seventy.  This  complete 
force  for  good  is  capably  led  by  Pres. 
Theron  M.  Ashcroft  and  his  sincere, 
loving  wife,  who  adjust  and  modify  the 
programmes  in  accordance  with  the 
political  contentions  which  are  preva¬ 
lent  today  in  Northern  Ireland.  These 
programmes  are  also  tailored  to  the 
needs  of  the  people,  keeping  in  mind 
the  border  complications  which  add  to 
the  bigotry  and  hate  which,  for  years, 
has  existed  between  Catholicism  and 
Protestantism.  These  programmes  may 
be  classified  into  four  main  groups: 

1.  Door  to  door  trading,  employing 
visual  aids  and  placement  copies  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

2.  Street  meetings  and  surveys. 

3.  Open-houses  and  firesides  using 
films  and  discussions. 

4.  Baptismal  services  as  well  as  other 


investigator  meetings. 

All  of  the  proselyting  methods  are  pro¬ 
ving  worthwhile.  The  first;  door  to  door 
tracting,  is  probably  the  method  most 
commonly  used  throughout  Ireland. 
Hundreds  of  copies  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  are  placed  by  this  programme, 
enabling  a  good  team  of  missionaries 
to  call  back  and  teach  the  Gospel  to 
these  wonderful  people.  Flip  charts  arid 
other  visual  aids  help  to  hold  the 
people's  interest  long  enough  for  a 
strong  testimony  to  be  borne,  which 
may  open  the  heart  of  an  individual  to 
receive  the  Gospel. 

Proselyting  missionaries  may  knock  on 
as  many  as  500  doors  in  one  day.  Of 
these,  200  were  never  opened,  another 
200  were  never  opened  long  enough  to 
hear  the  wonderful  message  presented. 
Of  the  remaining  100,  85  will  listen  to 
the  testimonies  but  always  come  back 
with  that  same  trite  phrase,  "I'm  sorry 
but  I'm  not  interested."  As  many  as  5 
of  those  15  remaining  will  listen  to  the 
Gospel  message  and  skeptically  consi¬ 
der  it.  One  or  two  of  these  5  may  con¬ 
sider  the  testimonies  of  the  missionaries 
and  their  glorious  message  prayerfully. 
These  will  have  answers  to  their  pray¬ 
ers  and  will  then  join  themselves  to  the 
truth,  embracing  the  Gospel  and  all  of 
its  programmes. 

Street  meetings  and  good  weather 
seem  to  go  together.  On  warmer  days, 
the  cities  are  busy  wi-h  shoppers  and 
tourists.  This  makes  for  an  ideal  situa¬ 
tion  for  a  street  meeting.  These  meet¬ 
ings  or  surveys  are  usually  held  in  a 
wide  portion  of  the  sidewalK  in  the 
centre  of  the  city.  Colourful  pictures, 
and  Tabernacle  Choir  background  music 
help  to  get  people's  interest.  These 
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programmes  are  used  throughout  the 
Irish  Mission  also  and  are  proving  very 
effective  in  breaking  down  barriers 
between  "Mormonism"  and  the  people. 
Through  this  method,  hundreds  of  peop¬ 
le  are  exposed  to  the  Gospel  truths  tau¬ 
ght  within  Christ's  Church.  Many  copies 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon  are  placed  throu¬ 
gh  street  meetings  too,  again  enabling 
missionaries  to  return  and  teach  the 
Gospel. 

Efficiency  is  a  key  word  here  in  the  Ir¬ 
ish  Mission.  Efficiency  determines  the 
heights  of  success  that  can  be  attained. 
To  be  efficient  advantage  must  be  taken 
of  every  opportunity.  Throughout  Ire¬ 
land,  there  are  four  beautiful  chapels. 
These  are  very  effective  proselyting 
tools  if  used  properly.  All  missionaries 
are  invited  to  bring  their  contacts  to  an 
"open-house”  held  within  one  of  the 
chapels.  Here,  the  contacts  will  be  in¬ 
troduced  to  Relief  Society,  Primary, 
M.I.A.  and  Sunday  School  presidencies 
who  will  in  turn  explain  to  them  their 
particular  auxiliary,  showing  them  sam¬ 
ples  of  their  works,  such  as  quilts  from 
the  Relief  Society,  or  children  singing 
to  represent  Primary  or  Sunday  school. 
A  short  skit  from  M.I.A.  always  makes 
a  hit  with  contacts.  After  the  contacts 
have  been  introduced  to  the  Church  and 
its  auxiliary  organisations,  they  are  all 
taken  into  the  recreational  room  where 
they  see  the  film  "Man's  Search  for 
Happiness.”  This  programme  is  effec¬ 
tive  and  again,  copies  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  are  placed  and  appointments 
made. 

The  fourth  programme  or  proselyting 
tool  is  by  no  means  the  least  effective. 
This  is  the  baptismal  service  which  for 
zone  1  and  2  are  held  every  Thursday 
evening.  Here,  contacts  can  witness 
for  themselves  an  actual  baptism  by  the 
proper  authority  and  they  can  feel  the 
spirit  there  as  many  are  given  the  Holy 
Ghost. 


Branch  and  district  presidencies  or 
other  strong  members  then  welcome 
the  newly  baptised  members  into  the 
"household  of  God.”  It  is  a  spiritual 
uplift  for  everyone  there  and  helps 
convince  the  contacts  that  Christ's 
Church  is  upon  the  earth  today  in  its 
fulness,  and  that  the  authority  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  here  today. 

People  are  fast  recognizing  the  truth. 
Ireland  is  a  promising  part  of  the  vine¬ 
yard.  It  has  a  history  of  great  Church 
leaders  serving  missions  for  the  same 
cause,  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  God' 
and  to  glorify  His  name.  Men  like  John 
Taylor  and  President  David  O.  McKay 
served  in  Ireland. 

The  Irish  Mission  was  officially 
organised  in  1962,  Steven  R.  Covey  be 
ing  the  first  president  of  the  mission. 
The  Irish  Mission  is  probably  the  only 
mission  in  the  world  which  contains 
three  distinct  countries  within  its 
boundaries;  Northern  Ireland,  Free 
Republic  of  Ireland  and  the  Isle  of  Man, 
each  a  separateand  distinct  government. 

Under  Pres.  Covey  several  branches 
were  organised  and  new  chapels  built 
and  dedicated.  Next  came  Rolland  L. 
Jaussi  under  whose  direction  came  two 
more  new  chapels,  completed  and  ded¬ 
icated,  making  four,  all  located  in  the 
north.  Numbers  of  saints  kept  increas¬ 
ing  steadily,  necessitating  new  pro¬ 
grammes  and  new  ideas.  These  are 
being  met  by  Pres.  Ashcroft  under 
whose  administration  and  largely  thro¬ 
ugh  his  inspiration,  giant  strides  are 
being  made  to  achieve  stakehood  in  the 
near  future.  All  preparatory  measures 
are  being  taken  to  accommodate  this 
step.  The  Irish  Mission  has  properly 
been  named  the  "Mission  of  Destiny” 
and  the  saints  and  missionaries  feel 
they  are  destined  to  succeed.  New  pro¬ 
grammes  are  working  well  and  the 
enthusiasm  of  each  missionary  can  be 
felt  throughout  the  mission. 
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John  Taylor— First  Missionary 
Came  To  Ireland  In  July,  1840 

^  The  first  missionary  arrived  in  Ireland  on  July  29,  1840.  He  was  John  Taylor 
who  later  became  president  of  the  Church.  Two  days  later  he  and  his  companion 
baptised  their  first  convert  in  the  waters  of  Lough  Brickland.  For  the  next  120 
years  there  was  never  more  than  a  hand-full  of  missionaries  in  Ireland  at  one 
time.  Early  members  tell  of  their  excitement  and  joy  of  seeing  the  missionaries 
about  every  six  months  when  two  men  wearing  long  black  coats  and  high  hats 
came  walking  down  the  road. 

Then  in  February,  1961,  Ireland  was  included  in  the  Scottish-lrish  Mission.  The 
missionary  force  increased  from  6  to  24  and  the  membership  increased  from  540 
to  843  in  a  little  over  14  months.  The  next  big  step  in  the  progress  of  the  mission 
came  in  July, 1 962, when  the  Irish  Mission  was  organised  and  the  missionary 
force  increased  to  90  members.  The  first  missionary  conference  was  held  in  the 
Grand  Central  Hotel  in  Belfast  on  July  13,  of  that  year  and  those  present  were 
President  Henry  D.  Moyle,  Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  President  Nathan  Eldon 
Tanner,  President  Bernard  P.  Brockbank  of  the  Scottish-lrish  Mission,  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Steven  R.  Covey  of  the  newly  organised  Irish  Mission.  Since  that  time  the 
mission  has  grown  steadily  in  membership,  in  missionaries  and  in  activity. 

There  are  now  more  than  4,000  members  and  more  than  170  missionaries.  The 
accompaning  chart  shows  the  consistent  growth  in  some  of  the  activities  of  the 
Church.

^  Much  of  the  warmth  and  love  reflec¬ 
ted  in  the  Irish  Mission  Home  is  due  to 
the  work  of  Sister  Nickles  as  cook  and 
Sister  Grey  (affectionately  called  Nanny 
Grey)  as  housekeeper. 

Nanny  has  been  at  the  mission  home 
ever  since  it  was  acquired  by  the 
Church.  She  came  first  as  a  Nanny  for 
the  Covey  children  when  Pres,  and 
Sister  Covey  were  called  to  head  the 
mission.  When  the  Coveys  left,  Nanny 
had  become  so  attached  to  the  home, 
that  she  stayed  on  as  the  housekeeper. 
Her  love  for  the  home  is  shown  by  the 
way  she  keeps  things  shining  from  top 
to  bottom.  Her  words  "dear  bless  him" 


are  pronounced  on  every  Elder  who 
enters  the  doors  either  to  stay  or  for 
the  briefest  of  calls. 

Sister  Grey  has  two  married  sons 
and  a  married  daughter  and  two  boys 
at  home  with  her.  She  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Church  for  three  years 
and  delights  in  finding  new  investiga¬ 
tors  to  bring  to  Redhill  to  "open  house" 
or  to  refer  to  the  Elders  for  teaching. 
Nanny  says  that  Redhill  is  her  second 
home.  She  loves  every  inch  of  it  and  it 
shows  in  the  loving  care  she  gives  it.

five  days  of  the  week.  Often  the  dining 
room  door  is  left  ajar  so  that  the 
mission  family  can  enjoy  a  "live  con¬ 
cert"  while  eating  as  Sister  Nickles 
sings  Irish  love  songs  or  hymns  as  the 
spirit  moves  her.  She  came  to  the  mis¬ 
sion  home  in  1967  and  after  Sister 
Ashcroft  brought  an  American  cook 
book  and  a  set  of  measuring  cups  and 
spoons,  she  quickly  learned  to  cook  the 
favorite  American  dishes.  Occasionally 
she  treats  them  to  a  Fish  and  Chips 
dinner  or  some  Irish  treat  just  to  remind 
them  that  they  are  still  in  Ireland. 

Brother  and  Sister  Nickles  are  active 
members  of  the  Rathcoole  Branch.  She 
is  1st  counselor  in  the  District  Primary 
Board,  Social  Science  leader  on  the 
Belfast  District  Relief  Society  Board 
and  a  Sunday  School  teacher  in  the 
Rc;?':.cole  Branch.  She  is  also  a  Relief 


Society  visiting  teacher  and  sings  with 
the  District  Singing  Mothers  group. 
Brother  and  Sister  Nickles  have  five 
children.  The  oldest  son  is  in  America 
attending  B.Y.U.  The  next  son  is  in  the 
Air  Force.  Two  daughters  and  a  son 
are  at  home. 

Sister  Nickles  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Church  for  seventeen  years  and  has 
seen  many  changes  take  place  in  the 
Irish  Mission.

^  Robert  Hall,  the  genial  gardener, 
keeps  the  spacious  grounds  of  "Redhill" 
as  well  as  dispensing  "bits  and  pieces" 
of  information  on  good  gardening  pro¬ 
cedures.  "Bob"  as  affectionately  called 
was  born,  reared  and  still  lives  in  Dun- 
murry  about  three  miles  from  "Redhill". 
Although  71  years  of  age  he  still  rides 
his  bicycle  to  work  each  morning,  and 
even  goes  home  for  lunch  so  that  his 
wife  will  not  be  lonesome.  Their  family 
home  was  on  the  Old  Forge  Estate 
which  is  next  to  the  Lady  Dixon  Estate. 
As  a  boy  he  used  to  do  errands  and 
odd  jobs  for  the  gardener  of  Lady  Dixon 
and  finally  started  as  an  apprentice 
gardener.  When  the  gardener  at  Lady 
Dixon  died,  Bob's  father  took  the  job 
and  he  stayed  on  as  a  gardener.  After 
his  father's  death,  he  took  his  place 
and  worked  there  until  about  1947 
when  he  was  hired  as  gardener  at 
"Redhill."

affairs  of  his  staff  of  170-180  mission¬ 
aries  from  the  Home.  Here  the  Zone 
Leaders  meet  to  make  "moves,"  to  set 
policies  and  talk  over  problems.  District 
Leaders  also  bring  problems  and  seek 
advice  from  the  President.  The  Mission 
Secretary  guides  the  business  affairs 
from  the  Home,  the  Mission  Account¬ 
ant  handles  all  financial  affairs  from 
here  and  the  Rec'order  keeps  all  Church 
records.  The  Printer  takes  care  of  all 
Mission  printing  from  his  printing  office 
and  all  supplies  are  dispensed  from  the 
commissary.  The  Personal  Secretary  to 
the  President  answers  correspondence 
for  the  President, keeps  a  historical 
record  of  the  Mission,  operates  the 
switchboard,  keeps  a  personal  file  on 
all  the  missionaries  and  keeps  a  scrap¬ 
book  on  all  the  activities  of  the  Mission. 
As  wife  of  the  Mission  President  I  try 
to  keep  gears  oiled  and  moving  smooth¬ 
ly  so  that  the  work  can  go  on.  One  thing 
we  have  found  as  a  necessity  is  to  have 
a  room  "ever  ready"  for  the  sick  and 
ailing.  Whenever  things  get  too  bad  for 
the  Elders  to  handle,  there  is  a  bed 
waiting  at  "Redhill."  Few  weeks  pass 


without  our  "sick  bay"  being  filled. 

We  who  occupy  the  Home  now,  are 
grateful  to  those  who  renovated,  mod¬ 
ernized  and  decorated  "Redhill"  so 
beautifully.  Many  thanks  should  go  to 
Sister  Covey  who  supervised  this  work 
and  gave  us  this  warm,  friendly  home 
to  enjoy.  We  love  "Redhill"  with  its 
spacious  rooms  and  hallways  and  I  love 
to  share  its  warmth  and  beauty  with 
others. 

Once  a  week  an  "Open  House"  is 
held  at  "Redhill."  The  missionaries 
bring  their  investigators  or  their  newly 
baptised  members  to  enjoy  a  friendly 
evening  viewing  "Man's  Search  For 
Happiness,"  a  tour  of  "Redhill,"  ref¬ 
reshments  and  a  visit  with  the  home 
staff.  This  has  been  a  popular'  occasion 
and  most  Elders  say  if  they  can  get 
their  contacts  to  spend  an  evening  at 
"Redhill"  and  attend  a  Baptismal 
service,  it  is  pretty  certain  they  can 
baptise  them.

^-There  are  five  Relief  Societies  dep¬ 
endent  on  the  Mission,  these  are  Isle 
of  Man,  Dublin,  Waterford,  Cork  and 
Newry,  two  of  which  are  organized 
societies,  namely  Isle  of  Man  and 
Dublin. 

The  Isle  of  Man  carries  on  ably  under 
President  Mollie  Bennett.  They  carry 
out  the  Relief  Society  programme  as 
fully  as  they  can  and  the  spirit  among 
the  sisters  is  very  high.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  this  society  was  a  project 
that  enabled  them  to  visit  the  temple. 
They  are  again  working  towards  this 
goal  and  hope  to  go  again  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Dublin  Relief  Society  is  one  of 
the  oldest  Societies  in  Ireland.  It  is 
run  under  the  direction  of  Maude  Mc¬ 
Cabe,  and  throughout  the  years  has 
sustained  100%  Visiting  Teaching. 
Their  membership  has  grown  greatly 
during  this  past  year  due  to  the  many 
baptisms  which  have  taken  place  in  this 
area.

^The  Dublin  Branch  is  presided  over 
by  William  R.  Lynn  with  John  E.  Fow¬ 
ler  and  Laurence  Hudson  second  coun¬ 
selor  and  branch  clerk.  There  are  now 
107  members  in  the  branch  and  it  is 
fast  growing  into  a  strong  and  well 
organised  unit  of  the  Church.

They  wrote  to  Belfast 
asking  to  become  members  and  Elder 
Frekelton  and  Elder  Saddies  (mission¬ 
aries  from  Utah)  were  sent  down  to 
perform  the  baptisms. 

Fredrick  Baker  was  the  first  baptism 
in  Dublin.  He  was  baptised  in  the  River 
Liffy,  February,  1900.  Six  people  were 
baptised  in  March  1901.  The  Dublin 


Branch  was  organized  on  March  29, 
1901  with  nine  members.  Fredrick 
Baker  was  set  apart  as  branch  president 
with  Brothers  Eardley  and  Yorkstetter 
as  counselors.  Sister  Minnie  Baker 
acted  as  clerk.  They  continued  to  meet 
in  each  other's  homes  as  there  was  no 
hall  available. 

Relief  Society  was  organized  in  1907 
by  Bathsheba  Penrose.  Minnie  Baker 
was  president,  Marie  Yorstetter  and 
Margaret  Horlacker  counselors.  The 
present  president  of  Relief  Society, 
Sister  Maude  McCabe  is  a  niece  of 
Fredrick  Baker,  the  first  member  bap¬ 
tised  in  Dublin. 

The  small  branch  continued  to  grow 
until  it  reached  around  40  members  in 
1946.  On  July  28,  1946,  William  R. 
Lynn  was  baptised  and  a  month  later 
married  his  childhood  sweetheart,  Mau¬ 
reen  Magerly,  who  had  first  introduced 
him  to  Mormonism  as  they  played  table 
tennis  in  her  home.  A  year  later  Brother 
Lynn  was  made  an  Elder  and  sustained 
as  president  of  Dublin  Branch  with 
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Christian  F.  Steele  and  George  Bruner 
as  counselors.  At  this  time  many  of  the 
members  imigrated  to  California,  Salt 
Lake  and  England,  leaving  only  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  members  in  Dublin.  Conversions 
to  the  Gospel  came  slowly  in  this  area 
possibly  due  to  the  high  percentage  of 
devout  Catholics  who  live  there,  and 
also,  to  the  fact  that  only  two  elders 
were  stationed  there.  However,  now 
there  is  a  force  of  twenty  four  elders 


in  Dublin  and  branch  membership  has 
climbed  to  107  with  many  choice  fam¬ 
ilies  coming  into  the  Church.  All  aux- 
ilaries  are  organised  and  functioning 
well  for  the  benefit  of  the  members. 
They  have  outgrown  their  little  hall  on 
Eccles  Street  where  they  have  met  for 
many  years.  The  Church  is  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  buying  a  building  site  and 
hopes  are  high  that  they  will  be  able  to 
start  building  a  chapel  this  spring.

Primary  Through  The  Years  In  Ireland 


The  Latter-day  Saint  children  in 
Ireland  have  always  been  taught  in 
Primary,  though  it  was  not  until  the 
Irish  Mission  was  organized  in  1962 
that  the  workers  in  this  organisation 
began  to  learn  the  complete  Primary 
programme. 

Prior  to  this  time,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Priesthood,  the  children  in  the 
Church  (and  many  who  were  not  L.D.S.) 
were  assembled  together  and  taught  by 
good  women,  knowing  little  of  the 
Primary  programme  but  having  some  of 
the  spirit  of  Aurelia  Spencer  Rodgers, 
an  abounding  love  for  these  children  of 
our  Heavenly  Father;  a  strong  testimony 
of  the  Gospel  and  an  understanding  of 
what  any  children  need  to  know  to  help 
them  to  have  a  spiritual  foundation  plus 


the  basis  of  good  citizenship.  Quite  a 
few  of  these  "children,"  now  grown 
men  and  women  with  families  of  their 
own,  remember  and  thank  these  women 
for  their  patience  and  diligence  in  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  Primary  programme  as  they 
understood  it. 

In  1962  under  the  direction  of  the 
wife  of  the  first  Irish  Mission  President, 
Sister  Sandra  M.  Covey,  the  Primary 
programme  in  its  entirety  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  Irish  Mission.  Sister  Jill 
Bleakley  a  young  local  women  was 
called  to  help  Sister  Covey  in  the  initia¬ 
tion  of  the  programme.  Sister  Bleakley 
introduced  the  standard  and  taught  the 
proper  procedure  for  Primary  meetings. 
After  some  months  in  this  office  Sister 
Bleakley  was  called  to  M.I.A.  and  for  a

short  time  two  proselyting  lady  mission¬ 
aries  were  called  to  work  in  the  Primary 
organisation. 

The  next  local  Sister  called  as  the 
mission  Primary  president,  with  two 
lady  missionaries  to  help,  was  Sister 
Harriet  Morrow.  The  mission  was  then 
divided  into  two  districts  with  Sister 
Mary  Stamp  and  Sister  Dora  Bailey  as 
the  new  districts  Primary  presidents. 
These  districts  were  then  amalgamated 
again  with  Sister  Bailey  as  the  district 
Primary  president. 

After  Sister  Morrow  was  released. 
Sister  Price,  a  proselyting  lady  mission¬ 
ary,  who  was  here  with  her  husband, 
was  called  as  the  mission  Primary  presi¬ 
dent,  with  two  local  Sisters,  Sister  Ruth 
Beattie  and  Sister  Maureen  Sloan  as 
counselors. 

Under  the  new  Mission  Pres.  Rolland 


Jaussi,  Brother  and  Sister  Price  were 
assigned  to  continue  their  proselyting 
work  in  the  Isle  of  Man  and  Sister  Ruth 
Beattie  was  the  new  mission  Primary 
president.  A  short  time  after  this  the 
mission  heads  of  the  auxiliaries  were 
dissolved.  Sister  Bailey  was  released, 
having  left  with  her  family  for  the 
States,  and  Sister  Ruth  Beattie  was 
called  as  the  Belfast  District  Primary 
president. 

In  1967  under  Sister  Jaussi  the  Irish 
Mission  Primaries  were  presented  with 
the  Primary  colours  by  the  Primary 
General  Board  in  honour  of  a  17% 
increase  in  the  attendance  of  children 
at  Primary  for  the  year  1966-67. 

At  present  in  the  Belfast  District 
there  are  seven  branch  Primaries  with 
four  dependent  home  Primaries,  the 
remaining  branch  has  two  home  Prim- 
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aries.  The  District  Primary  presidency 
is:  Sister  Ruth  Beattie,  President;  Sister 
Rachel  Nickels,  1st  Counselor,  Sister 
Joan  Crawford,  2nd  Counselor,  with 
Sister  Carol  Cummings,  chorister  and 
Sister  Jacqueline  Williamson,  pianist. 

Sister  Ashcroft,  the  current  Mission 
President's  wife,  has  given  much 
encouragement  as  well  as  the  benefit  of 
her  past  experience  in  the  Primary  work. 
The  Sisters  are  dedicated  to  the  work,

HISTORY  OF  THE  ROSETTA  BRANCH 

^  The  Rosetta  Branch  evolved  from 
the  old  Belfast  Branch,  which  met  at 
13  The  Mount.  The  branch  was  divided 
creating  the  East  and  West  Belfast 
Branches;  the  former  over  which  John 
Jude  Owens  was  called  to  preside.  The 
East  Belfast  Branch  grew  so  rapidly  that 
it  also  had  to  be  divided,  thus  emerged 
the  Mount  Pottinger  and  Rosetta  Bran¬ 
ches, 

The  Rosetta  Branch  was  organised 
under  the  presidency  of  Bro.  Owens 
late  in  1962.  They  left  the  Mount  with 
a  membership  of  170  some  90  of 
which  were  active,  to  meet  in  the  British 
Legion  Hall  at  Montgomery  Road,  Bel¬ 
fast.  Because  of  successful  missionary 
and  fellowshipping  programmes  and  the 
fact  that  the  meeting  house  was  moved 
to  a  more  central  location,  the  meetings 
were  well  attended. 

Eight  short  weeks  later  saw  the 
Rosetta  Branch  evicted  and  re-housed  at 
The  Mount  because  of  the  anti-Mormon 
feeling  that  prevailed  in  the  Montgomery 
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Rosetta  Branch  presi¬ 
dency,  from  left,  Rob¬ 
ert  Andrews,  2nd  C; 
Jos  McCallum,  clerk. 
Pres.  Dermont  Shiel¬ 
ds,  David  Stewart, 
clerk;  Samuel  Doug¬ 
las,  1st  C. 


Road  Branch  committee  of  the  British 
Legion.  Sharing  the  Mount  with  another 
branch  created  cramped  conditions.  The 
building  was  inadequate  to  house  either 
one  of  the  branches  and  growth  was 
limited.  The  need  for  new  meeting 
places  was  obvious.  The  saints  prayed 
and  the  mission,  district,  and  branch 
authorities  worked  tirelessly  to  find  a 
new  place  to  meet.  Prayer  and  effort 
were  rewarded.  A  most  choice  plot  of 
land  was  secured  for  Rosetta.  On  it 
stood  a  large  house  surrounded  -by 
green,  velvety,  close-cut  lawns,  colour¬ 
ful  flower  beds,  and  much  variety  in 
trees  and  shrubbery  upon  which  grew 
all  colours  of  giant  flowers.  All  was 
enclosed  by  tidily  kept  hedges  blending 
in  a  splendor  that  touched  on  the 
spectacular.  The  house  is  called  "The 
Limes"  and  is  beautifully  situated  part 
way  down  the  neatly  tree  lined  Anna- 
dale  Avenue,  off  the  Ormeau  Road, 
Belfast. 

The  saints  rolled  up  their  sleeves  and 
went  to  work  pulling  down  walls  to 
make  a  bigger  room  for  a  chapel,  paint¬ 
ing  and  decorating,  rewiring  for  electri¬ 
cal  appliances  and  fixing  ceilings.  All 
this  was  completed  under  the  technical 
guidance  and  practical  help  of  Church 
Building  Supervisor,  Stephen  A.  James, 
a  well  respected  man  who  was  also  a 
counselor  to  Pres.  Owens.  The  saints 
gave  thanks  for  their  new  home.  On  the 
17th  day  of  March  1963,  Rosetta 
Branch  moved  into  "The  Limes"  hold¬ 
ing  the  first  Sacrament  meeting  there  in 


this  new  environment. 

President  Owens  proved  to  be  a 
great  leader.  He  is  still  loved  and  res¬ 
pected  by  all.  The  Rosetta  membership 
was  many  times  blessed  under  his  guid 
ance.  However,  in  February  1966,  Bro. 
Owens  was  called  to  preside  over  the 
Belfast  District  and  outlying  areas  and 
has  done  so  successfully  ever  since. 

The  branch  was  now  faced  with  a 
change  of  leadership  for  the  first  time 
in  several  years.  Approximately  the  first 
Sunday  in  March  of  that  same  year 
Samuel  J.  Douglas  was  called  to  pre¬ 
side  over  Rosetta  with  William  Stewart 
as  1st  counselor,  Ronald  B.  Mayne  as 
clerk;  later  joined  by  Joseph  C.  Mc¬

Due  to  subterranean  water  leak, 
which  seems  to  have  existed  for  many 
years  unknown  to  anyone,  dry  rot  and 
wood  worm  ensued.  This  was  one  of 
the  first  of  many  problems  Pres.  Sheils 
was  faced  with.  The  house  so  badly 
deteriorated  that  it  became  unsafe. 
Pres.  Sheils  decided,  in  the  face  of 
much  opposition,  to  move  the  branch 
out  of  the  house  and  into  the  barn  and 
stables  at  the  back  of  the  house.  It 
meant  tearing  down  more  walls,  re¬ 
building,  putting  windows  where  none 
had  before  existed,  painting  and  trans¬ 
ferring  floor  covering.  Now  even  those 
who  opposed  Pres.  Sheils,  appreciate 
his  wisdom.  In  the  midst  of  all  this 
activity,  a  building  programme  was 
organised  and  not  one  of  the  well  run 
programmes  of  the  Church  suffered. 
The  barn  is  used  as  a  Chapel,  the 
stables  and  loft  used  as  classrooms, 
and  the  people  look  upon  the  new  build¬ 
ing  programme  as  a  blessing.  Pres. 
Sheils  rallied  the  support  of  the  mem¬ 


bers.  Since  the  building  of  our  new 
chapel  started,  on  the  29th  of  July  1968 
when  Pres.  Ashcroft,  Irish  Mission  pres¬ 
ident,  turned  the  first  spade  of  soil  at 
the  ground  breaking  ceremony,  Rosetta 
has  kept  he  monthly  financial  commit¬ 
ment.  If  such  effort  is  continued,  the 
new  chapel  will  be  dedicated  to  the 
Lord  in  June  or  July  of  1969.  The  in¬ 
dication  is  that  such  effort  will  con¬ 
tinue. 

Since  its  existence,  Rosetta  Branch 
has  enjoyed  much  success.  It  has  pro¬ 
vided  many  district  board  members, 
district  councilmen,  district  quorum 
leaders  and  at  one  time  provided  the 
entire  district  presidency. 

Pres.  Sheils  still  presides  but  now 
has  Samuel  J.  Douglas  as  1st  counselor, 
Robert  H.  Andrews  as  2nd  counselor, 
Joseph  C.  McCallum  as  clerk  and 
David  Stewart  as  assistant  clerk.  In 
January  1969,  there  was  a  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  284  with  about  60-70  active.

^  The  Northwest  Ulster  District  of  the 
Irish  Mission  includes  six  active  bran¬ 
ches  which,  as  the  name  implies,  are 
located  in  the  northern  and  western 
areas  of  the  Province  of  Ulster  in  the 
towns  of  Larne,  Antrim,  Coleraine, 
Londonderry,  Omagh  and  Enniskellen.

The  branches  at  Londonderry  and 
Omagh  are  presided  over  by  members 
of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  and  the 
other  branches  are  under  the  direction 
of  the  travelling  elders.

LONDONDERRY  BRANCH

Instruction  was  furnish¬ 
ed  by  the  members  from  Belfast  under 
the  direction  of  Robert  Deveney.  It  was

Londonderry  Branch. 


amazing  how  the  ministers  found  this 
small  group  of  such  importance  as  to 
warrant  attacks  and  lengthy  sermons 
against  them.  But  the  "Mormons" 
seemed  to  expand  more  quickly  and 
developed  a  more  united  spirit  when 
opposed,  rather  than  in  times  of  accep¬ 
tance. 

Slowly,  but  steadily,  the  number  grew 
until  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  a 
permanent  meeting  place.  The  efforts  of 
W.  R.  Symth  during  this  period  were 
particularly  effective  in  finding  a  suit¬ 
able  hall  at  Saskville  Street.  A  period 
of  consolidation  followed,  with  the 
development  of  auxiliaries,  until  the 
Londonderry  Branch  led  the  Scottish- 
Irish  Mission  in  activity.  It  was  this 
group  activity  which  caused  the  Church 
officials  to  choose  this  branch  as  a  site 
for  a  chapel  when  the  building  prog¬ 
ramme  was  developed. 

The  period  following  was  a  testing 
one,  weeding  out  the  members  of  weak 
faith  and  strengthening  those  of  strong 
testimony.  The  12  months  allotted  for 
building  the  chapel  extended  to  3  years, 
but  it  was  eventually  completed  and 
dedicated  on  November  6,  1966,  the 
first  chapel  dedicated  in  Ireland. 

The  expected  influx  of  new  members 
has  not  materialized  yet.  None-the-less 
the  active  members  still  remain  firm  in 
the  belief  that  God  has  yet  a  great  pur¬ 
pose  and  work  to  do  in  this  part  of  His 
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vineyard.  The  branch  is  organised  under 
the  direction  of  Robert  B.  Smyth,  assis¬ 
ted  by  the  proselyting  Elders.  Relief 
Society,  Primary,  and  M.I.A.  are  func¬ 
tioning.

Island,  Florida  and  England  before  com¬ 
ing  to  Ireland.  He  and  his  wife  have 
spent  six  years  in  the  building  pro¬ 
gramme  and  the  people  of  Ireland  are 
very  fortunate  in  having  such  a  capable 
superintendent.  He  not  only  knows  and 
understands  the  building  business  but 
he  and  Sister  Barber  are  a  great 
strength  to  the  branch  and  district. 
Brother  Barber  is  serving  as  district 
councilman  and  Sister  Barber  is  in  the 
Branch  Relief  Society  presidency. 

There  are  four  other  chapels  in  Ire¬ 
land  all  of  which  had  their  ground 
breaking  ceremonies  in  rather  rapid 
succession.  The  Hollywood  Chapel  was 
the  first  to  hold  the  ground  breaking

ceremonies  and  the  last  one  to  be  ded¬ 
icated  with  the  ground  breaking  held  on 
August  5,  1961,  and  the  dedication  on 
June  4,  1967.  Londonderry  then  held 
its  ground  breaking  on  September  22, 
1962,  and  was  dedicated  on  November 
6,  1966.  Portadown  held  their  ground 
breaking  June  14,  1963,  and  the  ded¬ 
ication  June  2,  1967. 

The  cash  payments  on  the  Rosetta 
are  up  to  date  and  the  labour  commit¬ 
tment  is  only  about  7%  behind.  It  is 
hoped  the  building  can  be  dedicated  as 
soon  as  completed. 

The  building  is  of  the  Senton  type 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  a  110  in  the 
chapel  proper  and  the  over  flow  crowd 
can  be  accommodated  by  opening  the 
folding  petition  into  the  recreational 
area. 

Branch  Pres.  Dermot  Shields  has  led 
the  campaign  in  collecting  the  funds  for 
the  building  and  also  led  out  in  the 
number  of  hours  spent  in  its  construc¬ 
tion.  Since  its  beginning  he  has  aver¬ 
aged  more  than  60  hours  per  week  and 
can  be  depended  to  be  there  for  a  few 
hours  every  day.

We  are  including  them  again  this  month  and  hope 
that  you  will  all  try  these  two  delicious  recipes  sent  by  Myrtle  Twitchell  of  the 
Southwest  British  Mission. 

HEAVENLY  CHOCOLATE  PIE 

1  c  sifted  all  purpose  flour 

i  tsp.  salt 

1  c  shortening 

3  or  4  tbls  cold  water 

2  egg  whites 

t  tsp.  vinegar 

£  tsp.  cinnamon  opt. 

t  c  sugar 

Combine  flour  and  1  tsp.  salt  in  mixing  bowl.  Cut  in  shortening  until  consistency 
of  coarse  meal.  Sprinkle  water,  1  tbls  at  a  time,  over  mixture  tossing  quickly  and 
lightly  with  fork  until  dough  is  just  moist  enough  to  hold  together.  Roll  out  pastry 
to  fit  a  9  inch  pie  plate.  Fit  gently  into  plate.  Prick  generously  with  fork.  Bake  at 
450  Deg.  F.  for  12  min.  Until  golden  brown. 

Beat  together  egg  whites,  vinegar,  cinnamon  and  remaining  £  tsp.  salt  until 
stiff  but  not  dry.  Gradually  add  sugar  and  beat  until  very  stiff. 

Spread  meringue  over  bottom  and  sides  of  baked  pastry  shell.  Bake  at  325 
Deg.  F.  for  15  or  18  min.  Until  lightly  browned.  Cool.  Fill  with  chocolate  cream 
filling. 


CHOCOLATE  FILLING 

1  6  oz.  pck.  (1  cup)  semi  sweet  chocolate  bits 

2  egg  yolks 
i  c  water 

1  c  heavy  cream 

i  c  sugar  (Optional:  may  be  omitted  for  less  sweet  pie) 
i  tsp.  cinnamon 
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Women 

Melt  semi  sweet  chocolate  bits  over  hot  (not  boiling)  water  Blend  in  egg  yolks 
and  water  until  smooth.  Spread  3  tbls.  chocolate  mixture  over  cooled  meringue. 
Chill  remainder  until  it  begins  to  thicken. 

Beat  together  heavy  cream,  sugar  and  cinnamon  until  thick. 

Spread  y  whipped  cream  mixture  over  chocolate  layer  in  pie  shell.  Fold  chilled 
chocolate  mixture  into  remaining  whipped  cream  mixture.  Spread  over  whipped 
cream  in  pie  shell.  Chill  pie  at  least  4  hours  before  serving.  Make  one  9  incn  pie.

Beat  together  3  eggs 

1  c  sugar 


Melt  together 

and  cool  \  c  butter  or  margarine 

2  squares  of  chocolate 
Sift  together  1  c  flour 

1  tsp.  baking  powder 
\  tsp.  salt 

Add  1  tsp.  vanilla 

1  c  nuts 

Beat  together  and  bake  in  350  Deg.  F.  oven  about  20  min.

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Joseph  Smith  ...  His 
Source  Of  Knowledge

^  One  hundred  and  forty  nine  years 
ago  Joseph  Smith,  a  mere  boy  between 
14  and  15  years  of  age,  declared  that 
in  answer  to  sincere  prayer  he  received 
a  revelation  from  God.  His  declaration 
was  simple,  but  positive;  and  he  was 
surprised  when  men  doubted  its  truth. 
To  him  his  claim  was  but  the  statement 
of  a  simple  fact;  to  the  Christian  world 
it  proved  to  be  a  lightning  flash  that, 
striking,  weakened  their  religious  struc¬ 
ture  from  turret  to  foundation. 

Two  important  elements  in  his  first 
message  were  these:  First,  that  God  is 
a  personal  being  who  communicates 
his  will  to  man;  and  second,  that  no 
creed  in  Christendom  had  the  true  plan 
of  salvation.  Indeed,  the  "creeds  were 
an  abomination"  in  the  sight  of  God; 
and  their  "professors"  taught  "for  doc¬ 
trines  and  commandments  of  men  hav¬ 
ing  a  form  of  godliness,  but  they  deny 
the  power  thereof."  (See  Joseph  Smith 
2:19;  read  also  2  Timothy  3.) 

For  boldness  of  assertion,  as  an  un¬ 
qualified  rejection  of  prevailing  ortho¬ 
doxy,  as  a  challenge  to  ministers,  this 
claim  of  a  fair-haired,  blue-eyed  youth 
stands  without  parallel  since  the  days 
of  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Not  even  Luther's 
defiance  at  Worms  is  excepted;  for  his 
inspired  effort  at  first  was  only  to 
purify  the  church  of  corrupt  practices, 
while  Joseph  Smith  rejected  the  creeds 
as  unauthoritative  and  many  of  their 
doctrines  as  absolutely  false.

The  result  of  this  declaration  was 
Joseph's  immediate  ostracism  from  the 
religious  world.  In  a  very  short  time,  he 
found  himself  standing  alone. 

Alone — and  unaquainted  with  the 
learning  and  philosophy  of  his 
day. 

Alone — and  unschooled  in  the  arts 
and  sciences. 

Alone — with  no  philosopher  to  in¬ 
struct  him,  no  minister  to  guide 
him. 

In  simplicity  and  kindness  he  had  hast¬ 
ened  to  them  with  glorious  message;  in 
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scorn  and  derision  they  had  turned 
from  him,  saying  that  .  .  there  were 
no  such  things  as  visions  or  revelations 
in  these  days;  that  all  such  things 
had  ceased  with  the  apostles,  and  that 
there  would  never  be  any  more  of 
them."  (Joseph  Smith  2:21.) 

Thus,  Joseph  Smith  at  14  was  left 
alone  to  embark  upon  the  ocean  of 
religious  thought,  having  rejected  every 
known  vessel  with  which  to  sail,  and 
never  having  built  one  or  even  having 
seen  one  built  himself.  Surely,  if  an 
imposter,  the  bark  he  could  build 
would  be  indeed  a  crude  one. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  that  which  he 
built  possesses  an  excellence  and  sup¬ 
eriority  over  that  which  the  learned 
professors  and  philosophers  had  given 
to  the  world  during  the  preceding  hun¬ 
dreds  of  years,  men  will  be  forced  to 
say  in  surprise,  "Whence  hath  this 
man  his  wisdom!" 

It  would  appear,  then,  that  though 
he  seemed  alone  ,  he  was  alone  only 
as  was  Moses  on  Sinai;  as  Jesus  on 
the  Mount  of  Olives.  As  with  the  Mas¬ 
ter,  so  with  the  Prophet;  his  instruct¬ 
ions  came  not  through  man-made  chan¬ 
nels  DUt  direct  from  God,  the  source  of 
all  intelligence.  He  says:  "I  am  a  rough 
stone.  The  sound  of  the  hammer  and 
chisel  was  never  heard  on  me  until  the 
Lord  took  me  in  hand.  I  desire  the 
learning  and  wisdom  of  Heaven  alone." 
(Smith,  Joseph,  History  of  the  Church, 
page  423) 

The  result  of  this  divine  guidance 
was  an  assurance  of  the  righteousness 
of  what  he  taught  and  a  fearlessness  in 
proclaiming  it.  When  Joseph  Smith  tau¬ 
ght  a  doctrine,  he  taught  it  authoritati¬ 
vely.  His  was  not  the  question  of 
whether  it  agreed  with  man's  thoughts 
or  not,  whether  it  was  in  harmony  with 
the  teachings  of  the  orthodox  churches 
or  whether  it  was  in  direct  opposition 
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to  them.  What  was  given  to  him  he 
gave  to  the  world  irrespective  of  its 
agreement  or  disagreement,  of  its  har¬ 
mony  or  its  discord,  with  the  belief  of 
the  churches  or  of  the  prevailing  stand¬ 
ards  of  mankind.  It  is  interesting  as 
well  as  profitable  to  know  how  the 
advanced  thought  of  today  harmonizes 
with  what  he  taught  so  authoritatively 
over  a  century  ago.  The  guiding  spirit 
of  his  life  was  manifest  right  in  the 
beginning  and  harmonizes  with  his  won¬ 
derful  declaration  that  God  had  spoken 
to  him.  In  his  own  words:  "Whatever 
God  requires  is  right,  no  matter  what 
it  is,  although  we  may  not  see  the  re¬ 
ason  thereof  till  long  after  the  events 
transpire."  (Teachings  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  page  256) 

His  claim  to  revelation  from  God,  if 
established,  leaves  no  doubt  as  to  his 
authority  to  organise  the  Church  of 
Christ  on  earth,  and  to  administer  au¬ 
thoritatively  the  principles  and  ordin-

^  Life  is  eternal.  Death  does  not 
terminate  the  existence  of  man.  He 
lives  on  and  on.  Man  will  be  resurrec¬ 
ted  whether  good  or  evil.  His  spirit 
will  be  reunited  with  his  body  from  the 
grave,  and  if  he  has  perfected  his  life 
and  magnified  his  God-given  opportuni¬ 
ties,  that  spirit  and  body  will  be  brought 
together  in  a  new,  fresh,  never-ending 
immortality. 

The  greatest  joys  of  true  married  life 
can  be  continued.  The  most  beautiful 
relationships  of  parents  and  children 
can  be  made  permanent.  The  holy  as¬ 
sociation  of  families  can  be  never-end¬ 
ing  if  husband  and  wife  havu  been 
sealed  in  the  holy  bonds  of  eternal 
matrimony.  Their  joys  and  progress  will 
never  end,  but  this  will  never  fall  into 
place  of  its  own  accord. 

The  way  is  well-defined  and  clear. 
Eternal  marriaqe  was  known  to  Adam 
and  others  of  the  prophets,  but  the 
knowledge  was  lost  from  the  earth  for 
many  centuries.  God  has  restored  the 
truths  and  has  provided  the  way.  With 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  came  also 
the  genuine  priesthood,  and  God  has 
given  to  His  prophet  all  keys,  powers, 
and  authorities  held  by  Adam  and 
Abraham  and  Moses  and  the  early-day 
Apostles. 

Purpose  For  Temples 

God  has  restored  the  knowledge  of 
temples  and  their  purposes.  On  the 
earth  this  day  are  thirteen  holy  struc¬ 
tures  built  to  this  special  work  of  the 
Lord,  and  each  is  the  "House  of  the 
Lord."  In  these  temples,  by  duly  con¬ 
stituted  authority,  are  men  who  may 
seal  for  all  eternity,  husbands  and

wives  and  their  children.  This  is  a  fact 
even  though  unknown  to  the  masses, 
and  it  is  available  as  folks  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  need.  This  is  one 
of  the  mysteries  spoken  of  by  the  Redee¬ 
mer,  who  taught  the  multitude  in  par¬ 
ables,  saying: 

"...  I  will  open  my  mouth  in 
parables;  I  will  utter  things  which  have 
been  kept  secret  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world."  (Matt.  13:35.) 

These  priceless  truths  are  not  under¬ 
stood  by  the  casual  reader  of  the 
scriptures: 

"For  what  man  knoweth  the  things 
of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  man  which 
is  in  him?  even  so  the  things  of  God 
knoweth  no  man  but  the  Spirit  of  God." 
(1  Cor.  2:11.) 

"But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not 
the  things  of  the  Spirit  of  God:  for 
they  are  foolishness  unto  him:  neither 
can  he  know  them,  because  they  are 
spiritually  discerned.”  (Ibid.,  2:14.) 

Can  Unlock  Doors 

It  is  inconceivable  that  otherwise 
intelligent,  astute,  and  highly  educated 
people  should  ignore  or  wilfully  disre¬ 
gard  this  great  privilege.  The  doors  can 
be  unlocked.  The  gap  can  be  bridged. 
And  men  can  walk  safely,  securely  to 
never-ending  happiness,  making  their 
marriages  timeless  and  eternal. 

Explaining  the  use  of  parables,  the 
Saviour  said: 

"Because  it  is  given  unto  you  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,  but  to  them  it  is  not  given." 
(Matt.  13:11.) 

"For  this  people's  heart  is  waxed 
gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull  of  hear- 
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ing,  and  their  eyes  they  have  closed; 
lest  at  any  time  they  should  see  with 
their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears, 
and  should  understand  with  their  heart, 
and  should  be  converted,  and  I  should 
heal  them."  (Ibid.,  13:15) 

And  then  speaking  to  those  disciples 
who  were  near  Him  and  who  under- 
stood  He  said: 

"But  blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they 
see:  and  your  ears,  for  they  hear. 

"For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  many 
prophets  and  righteous  men  have  de¬ 
sired  to  see  those  things  which  ye  see, 
and  have  not  seen  them,  and  to  hear 
those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have 
not  heard  them."  (Ibid.,  13:16-17.) 

Seek  And  Search 

The  Lord  knew  that  those  who  were 
sincere  in  heart  and  who  really  wished 
to  know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom 
would  seek  and  search  prayerfully  until 
they  informed  themselves. 

It  will  be  remembered  how  the  Lord 
answered  the  hypocritical  Sadducees 
who,  trying  to  trap  Him,  propounded  this 
difficult  problem: 

The  husband  died  leaving  no  poster¬ 
ity,  and  the  wife  married  his  brother 
who  also  died  without  seed.  She  in 
turn  married  a  third  brother,  a  fourth, 
a  fifth,  a  sixth,  and  a  seventh,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  law  of  Moses,  and 
then  the  woman  of  the  seven  husbands 
died  also.  Now  the  frustrating  question 
is: 

"In  the  resurrection  therefore,  when 
they  shall  rise,  whose  wife  shall  she  be 
of  them?  for  the  seven  had  her  to  wife." 
(Mark  12:23.)  The  Redeemer's  answer 
was  clear  and  concise  and  unmistak¬ 
able: 

"Do  ye  not  therefore  err,  because 
ye  know  not  the  scriptures,  neither  the 
power  of  God."  (Ibid.,  12:24.) 

Do  You  Understand? 

And  now,  we  ask  you,  what  does 


this  mean?  The  Sadducees  were  dis¬ 
cussing  matters  about  which  they  knew 
little  or  nothing.  Was  there  accusation 
in  His  voice?  Was  he  saying  to  the 
Sadducees,  "Open  your  blind  eyes  and 
see?  Open  your  stony  hearts  and  under¬ 
stand?" 

My  friends,  do  you  understand  the 
implications  and  truth  of  this  statement 
of  the  Lord?  Though  somewhat  veiled 
in  scripture,  it  is  clear  and  understand¬ 
able  when  supported  by  modern  revela¬ 
tion. 

Dr.  James  E.  Talmage  writes:  "The 
Lord's  meaning  was  clear,  that  in  the 
resurrected  state  there  can  be  no  ques¬ 
tion  among  the  seven  brothers  as  to 
whose  wife  for  eternity  the  woman  shall 
be,  since  all  except  the  first  had  married 
her  for  the  duration  of  mortal  life  only 
.  .  .  In  the  resurrection,  there  will  be 
no  marrying  nor  giving  in  marriage; 
for  all  questions  of  marital  status  must 
be  settled  before  that  time,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood,  which

^  A  long  time  ago  I  had  the  opportun¬ 
ity  of  attending  a  stake  conference  at 
Snowflake,  Arizona.  While  there,  we 
were  invited  to  a  dinner  which  was 
being  held  for  the  Aaronic  Prieisthood 
boys  of  the  stake.  It  was  a  memorable 
occasion.  The  programme  was  delight 
ful.  Several  beautiful  numbers  were 
given,  one  of  which  was  a  solo  which 
brought  back  to  my  mind  a  number  ov 
wonderful  memories.  That  young  man 
stood  up  before  those  four  hundred  or 
more  boys  and  sang: 

A  "Mormon"  boy,  a  "Mormon"  boy, 

I  am  a  "Mormon"  boy; 

I  might  be  envied  by  a  king. 

For  I  am  a  "Mormon"  boy. 

That  song  was  written  by  Evan  Step¬ 
hens,  and  as  it  was  sung,  I  remembered 
that  as  a  boy  I  sang  this  song  also;  and 
I  had  the  opportunity  of  singing  with  a 
large  boys'  chorus  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Tabernacle  under  the  direction  of  Evan 
Stephens.  I  learned  to  honour  him  then, 
and  I  loved  this  song.  Let  me  quote 
more  of  it: 

My  father  is  a  "Mormon"  true. 

And  when  I  am  a  man, 

I  want  to  be  like  him,  and  do 
Just  all  the  good  I  can. 

My  faults  I'll  try  to  overcome, 

And  while  I  life  enjoy, 

With  pride  I'll  lift  my  head  and  say, 
I  am  a  "Mormon"  boy.

About  this  time  my  father  was  my 
Sunday  School  teacher,  and  a  little  later 
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he  became  the  instructor  in  our  deacons' 
quorum.  I  used  to  honour  him  as  I 
sang  this  song.  I  also  remembered  my 
Heavenly  Father,  and  the  command 
which  the  Saviour  gave  us  to  strive  to 
become  like  Him.  And  then  as  I  would 
sing  this  song,  not  only  would  I  have 
gratitude  to  my  earthly  father,  but  to 
my  Heavenly  Father,  also,  and  I  would 
sing,  "I  want  to  be  like  Him,  and  do 
just  all  the  good  I  can." 

Grow  Up  Fast 

As  I  listened  to  that  boy  in  Snowflake 
sing  this  song,  I  thought  how  often  it  is 
that  our  boys  and  our  girls,  when  they 
get  into  junior  high  and  possibly  into 
senior  high,  feel  as  if  they  are  growing 
up  and  must  put  away  childish  things. 
It  is  true  that  they  must  put  away  cer¬ 
tain  childish  acts,  but  other  things 
which  are  taught  them  in  childhood  are 
so  very  important  and  so  basic  that  all 
through  their  lives  they  must  remember 
them.  The  message  of  this  song  by 
Evan  Stephens  is  one  of  them. 

A  "Mormon"  boy  .  .  . 

I  might  be  envied  by  a  king. 

For  I  am  a  "Mormon"  boy. 

When  I  was  in  school  one  time,  I 
accompanied  the  class  to  Provo,  Utah, 
and  went  through  the  institution  there 
for  the  mentally  afflicted.  We  saw  one 
young  man  there  who  had  a  queer  ten¬ 
dency  in  that  he  always  wanted  to  be 
striking  himself  on  the  head.  I  remember 
as  students  how  we  thought  this  man 
was  so  to  be  pitied  because  he  did  not 
have  any  more  sense  than  to  strike 
himself  on  the  head. 
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Which  Is  Crazier? 

As  young  people  we  talked  about  it 
remembering  this  man  who  wanted  to 
strike  himself  on  the  head.  One  of  the 
students  then  said,  "Well,  which  is 
crazier,  to  be  batting  yourself  on  the 
head  all  the  time,  or  to  be  taking  things 
into  your  body  that  would  poison  you? 
Which  is  worse — to  poison  your  body 
and  defile  it,  to  make  yourself  intoxi¬ 
cated  so  that  you  do  not  know  what 
you  are  doing,  even  losing  your  self- 
control,  or  to  bat  yourself  on  the  head? 
Which  is  the  crazier  of  the  two? 

Now  think  in  terms  of  modern  science. 
Think  how  doctors  are  discovering,  de¬ 
spite  the  arguments  of  all  the  tobacco 
companies,  to  the  contrary,  that  you  do 
tend  to  develop  cancer  of  the  lung 
through  cigarettes.  Which  is  crazier,  to 
bat  yourself  on  the  head  with  a  stick, 
or  to  bring  into  your  body  these  things 
that  will  destroy  your  body?  Which  is 
crazier? 

I  ask  young  people,  can  you  see 


anything  childish  in  this  injunction  to 
avoid  these  stimulants,  these  narcotics, 
these  intoxicating  things,  which  not 
only  affect  your  body  adversely  but 
will  also  destroy  your  spirituality  and 
your  faith  in  God,  if  you  allow  them  to?

Saved  Covenant 

Undoubtedly,  the  first  husband  mar¬ 
ried  the  woman  for  eternity  by  a  cere¬ 
mony  which  was  not  limited  by  time.

^  I  testify  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  built 
upon  the  true  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
It  does  bear  His  name  and  does  show 
forth  the  works  of  God  in  it.  The  Church 
provides  for  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
needs  of  its  people.  Its  missionaries 
bear  the  Gospel  message  to  all  nations. 
It  is  set  up  after  the  organisation  of 
the  primitive  Church,  with  prophets, 
apostles,  evangelisits,  etc.,  and  with 
authority  divinely  bestowed  through  the 
priesthood  of  God  to  officiate  in  all  the 
saving  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  to  per¬ 
fect  and  exalt  man. 

We  learn  in  the  writings  of  Nephi 
that  Satan  has  no  power  over  the  hearts 
of  people  who  dwell  in  righteousness. 
The  evil  and  wickedness  present  in 
the  world  today  show  the  power  Satan 
has  over  the  hearts  of  people,  and 
therefore  the  promotion  of  righteous¬ 
ness  among  men  is  the  important  duty 
of  God's  servants,  and  thus  they  pre¬ 
pare  all  His  children  against  the  days 
of  tribulation  preceding  the  Saviour's 
coming  to  earth  again. 

Nephi  Admonished 

Nephi  again  admonished  his  people: 

"For  the  gate  by  which  ye  should 
enter  is  repentance  and  baptism  by 
water;  and  then  cometh  a  remission  of 
your  sins  by  fire  and  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

"And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  after 
ye  have  gotten  into  this  straight  and 
narrow  path,  I  would  ask  if  all  is  done? 
Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Nay;  for  ye 
have  not  come  thus  far  save  it  were  by 
the  word  of  Christ  with  unshaken  faith 
in  him,  relying  wholly  upon  the  merits 
of  him  who  is  mighty  to  save. 


"Wherefore,  ye  must  press  forward 
with  a  steadfastness  in  Christ,  having 
a  perfect  brightness  of  hope,  and  a  love 
of  God  and  of  all  men.  Wherefore,  if 
ye  shall  press  forward,  feasting  upon 
the  word  of  Christ,  and  endure  to  the 
end,  behold,  thus  saith  the  Father:  Ye 
shall  have  eternal  life."  (2  Nephi  31: 
17,  19-20.) 

King  Benjamin  Counseled 

The  beloved  King  Benjamin  counsel¬ 
ed  his  people: 

"...  I  would  desire  that  ye  should 
consider  on  the  blessed  and  happy 
state  of  those  that  keep  the  command¬ 
ments  of  God.  For  behold  they  are  bles¬ 
sed  in  all  things,  both  temporal  and 
spiritual;  and  if  they  hold  out  faithful 
to  the  end  they  are  received  into  heaven, 
that  they  may  dwell  with  God  in  a  state 
of  never-ending  happiness.  O  remember, 
remember  that  these  things  are  true; 
for  the  Lord  God  hath  spoken  it." 
(Mosiah  2:41.) 

I  would  plead  for  faith  on  the  part 
of  the  membership  of  this  Church,  the 
faith  that  is  typical  of  a  child,  teachable 
eager  to  learn,  willing  to  accept  and  to 
obey,  not  blindly,  but  with  understand¬ 
ing.  I  am  pleading  with  you  who  have 
entered  into  the  straight  and  narrow 
path  through  faith,  repentance,  baptism, 
and  receiving  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  press 
forward  and  worthily  comply  with  every 
ordinance  of  the  Gospel. 

If  a  man  were  offered  material  riches 
as  a  reward  for  years  of  devoted  service 
no  doubt  a  decision  to  accept  would 
be  promptly  given,  even  though  the 
price  to  be  paid  might  overtax  their 
strength  and  undermine  their  health. 
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God  offers  eternal  life,  glory,  exaltation, 
and  the  association  of  Himself  and  Son 
as  a  reward  to  those  who  diligently 
serve  Him  to  the  end  of  their  days. 
He  has  no  greater  gift  to  bestow.  Yet, 
because  of  the  intangible  nature  of  this 
gift  and  the  weakness  of  people's  faith, 
they  fail  to  accept  and  follow  the  con¬ 
ditions  to  obtain  this  state  of  peace  and 
happiness  in  celestial  glory. 

Open  Hearts  To  Truth 

If  men  will  open  their  hearts  to  truth, 
the  Holy  Ghost  will  stimulate  their 
faith  to  accept  the  revelations  and 
follow  the  counsel  of  divinely  appointed 
leaders.  Faith  is  a  gift  from  God,  to  be 
earnestly  sought  for.  It  cannot  be  the 
type  of  faith  exhibited  by  Thomas,  who 
would  not  accept  his  fellow  workers' 
word  that  Jesus  had  risen  and  appeared 
unto  them,  unless  he  had  the  privilege 
of  feeling  the  prints  of  the  nails  in  His 
hands  and  thrusting  his  own  hand  into 
the  side  of  the  Saviour.  It  cannot  be 
the  type  of  faith  of  those  who  seek 
after  signs  upon  which  they  might 
establish  faith. 

The  Lord  revealed  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  136  years  ago  the  Word 
of  Wisdom,  the  Lord's  law  of  health, 
showing  forth  the  order  and  will  of  God 
in  the  temporal  salvation  of  all  Saints 
in  the  last  days  and  given  for  a  principle 
with  promise.  Many  have  doubted,  and 
by  their  acts  have  refused  to  accept 
this  revelation  to  be  a  word  of  wisdom. 
The  inviting  advertising  appeal  and  en¬ 
ticing  claims  of  tobacco  interests  are 
listened  to  and  accepted  by  men  and 
women  against  their  Creator's  revealed 
truth  that  tobacco  is  not  good  for  man. 
But  now  that  science  is  proving  cancer 
to  be  linked  with  tobacco  use,  many  are 
dropping  the  habit  through  fear  of  this 
dreaded  and  often  incurable  disease. 
Why  will  men  set  at  naught  the  revela¬ 
tions  of  God  about  good  health  habits 
taught  in  the  Word  of  Wisdom  and 


yield  to  habit-forming  products  from 
plants  or  herbs  that  are  detrimental  to 
their  systems  or  bodily  functions? 

Drink  Brings  Disaster 

Daily  we  see  the  disastrous  results 
of  strong  drink — accidents  on  the  high¬ 
ways,  homes  broken,  wives  and  children 
suffering  and  in  want,  oft  times  deserted 
and  helpless,  with  no  hope  to  live 
normal  and  happy  lives.  The  Lord  has 
said, 

''That  inasmuch  as  any  man  drinketh 
wine  or  strong  drink  among  you,  behold 
it  is  not  good,  neither  meet  in  the  sight 
of  your  Father.  .  .  . 

"And,  again,  strong  drinks  are  not 
for  the  belly,  but  for  the  washing  of 
your  bodies.  (D&C  89:5,7.) 

When  these  revealed  truths  are  ver¬ 
ified  by  scientific  research  in  the  field 
of  health,  thus  becoming  actual  know¬ 
ledge,  it  makes  the  faith  of  the  so- 
called  believer  appear  weak  and  pre¬ 
sumptive,  and  also  clearly  demonstrates 
rebelious  attitudes,  prompted  no  doubt 
by  a  feeling  of  restricted  freedoms.  Of 
what  value  is  faith  if  people  have  lost

Testimony  Bearing

^  One  of  the  outstanding  characteris¬ 
tics  of  members  of  this  Church  is  test¬ 
imony  bearing.  Nearly  all  church 
speeches  include  the  bearing  of  testi¬ 
mony.  This  is  our  mission,  as  members 
of  the  Church,  to  testify  of  the  truthful¬ 
ness  of  the  Gospel  to  our  fellow  men. 

What  is  a  testimony?  We  speak  of  it 
as  a  valued  possession,  which  it  truly 
is.  Webster  says  it  is  evidence,  proof, 
a  solemn  declaration.  Then  a  testimony 
of  the  Gospel  is  your  solemn  declara¬ 
tion  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  Gospel 
according  to  your  knowledge  thereof. 

To  have  a  testimony  of  God  and 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ  can  bring  about 
the  greatest  blessing  a  member  of  the 
Church  can  attain  in  this  mortal  ex¬ 
istence.  Each  blessing  is  obtained  by 
fulfilling  the  law  upon  which  that  bless¬ 
ing  is  predicated.  The  law  upon  which 
this  blessing  is  predicated  is  given 
extensively  throughout  the  scriptures. 

In  Matthew  we  read:  "Ask,  and  it 
shall  be  given  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall 
find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened 
unto  you: 

"For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth; 
and  he  that  seeketh  findeth;  and  to  him 
that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened."  (att. 
7:7-8.) 

Wonderful  Promise 

Moroni  also  promises:  "...  I  would 
exhort  you  that  ye  would  ask  God,  the 
Eternal  Father,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  if 
these  things  are  not  true;  and  if  ye 
shall  ask  with  a  sincere  heart,  with  real 
intent,  having  faith  in  Christ,  he  will 
manifest  the  truth  of  it  unto  you,  by 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

"And  by  the  power  of  the  Holy 


Ghost  ye  may  know  the  truth  of  all 
things. 

"And  whatsoever  thing  is  good  is 
just  and  true;  wherefore,  nothing  that 
is  good  denieth  the  Christ,  but  ack¬ 
nowledged  that  he  is. 

"And  ye  may  know  that  he  is,  by 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  wherefore 
I  would  exhort  you  that  ye  deny  not 
the  power  of  God;  for  he  worketh  by 
power,  according  to  the  faith  of  the 
children  of  men,  the  same  today  and 
tomorrow,  and  forever."  (Moroni  10: 
4-7.) 

What  does  it  mean  to  knock  or  seek? 
This  is  a  way  of  saying,  "It  requires 
effort  on  your  part.  "  Study,  pray,  act — 
do  something  about  it!  Knowledge  alone 
saves  no  one.  Lucifer  knows,  and  it  is 
this  knowledge  which  is  to  his  damna¬ 
tion.  Without  proper  action,  it  can  be 
the  same  to  anyone  else. 

Personage  of  Spirit 

Moroni  said:  ".  .  .  by  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  ye  may  know  the  truth 
of  all  things."  (Ibid.,  10:5.)  One  may 
ask,  "How  does  one  receive  a  message 
from  the  Holy  Ghost?" 

The  Holy  Ghost  is  a  Personage  of 
Spirit.  We  also  have  a  spirit  body  as 
well  as  a  mortal  body.  We  were  per¬ 
sonages  of  spirit  before  we  came  upon 
this  earth. 

The  Lord  said  to  Job:  "Where  wast 
thou  when  I  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
earth?  declare,  if  thou  hast  understand¬ 
ing. 

"Who  hath  laid  the  measure  thereof, 
if  thou  knowest?  or  who  hath  stretched 
the  line  upon  it? 

"Whereupon  are  the  foundations 
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thereof  fastened?  or  who  laid  the  cor¬ 
ner  stone  thereof: 

"When  the  morning  stars  sang  to¬ 
gether,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted 
for  joy?"  (Job  38:  4-7.) 

Are  we  not  the  sons  of  God  who 
at  that  time  shouted  for  joy? 

Abraham  also  tells  us  the  following: 

"Now  the  Lord  had  shown  unto  me, 
Abraham,  the  intelligences  that  were 
organised  before  the  world  was:  and 
among  all  these  there  were  many  of  the 
noble  and  great  ones; 

"And  God  saw  these  souls  that  they 
were  good,  and  he  stood  in  the  midst 
of  them,  and  he  said:  These  I  will  make 
my  rulers;  for  he  stood  among  those 
that  were  spirits,  and  he  saw  that  they 
were  good;  and  he  said  unto  me:  Abra¬ 
ham,  thou  art  one  of  them;  thou  wast 
chosen  before  thou  wast  born." 
(Abraham  3:22-23.) 

Describes  Spirit  Body 

Before  we  came  on  the  earth,  we 
were  all  spirits.  What  is  a  spirit?  We 
use  the  word  "spirit"  to  describe  any¬ 
thing  and  everything,  alt  elements  that 
are  not  mortal — so  we  had  a  non- 
earthly  body.  We  were  nevertheless 
individuals.  We  had  the  power  and 
ability  to  see,  think,  act,  make  decis¬ 
ions.  We  even  took  part  in  that  great 
war  in  heaven,  as  a  result  of  which 
Lucifer  was  cast  out  of  heaven. 

Our  spirit  body  has  the  same  shape 
and  form  as  the  physical  body.  The 
spirit  body  then  has  arms,  legs,  a  head, 
and  a  mind. 

When  we  came  to  earth,  we  took 
upon  us  a  physical  or  mortal  body  of 
flesh  and  bones.  The  separation  of 
these  two  bodies  we  call  death.  Through 
the  atonement  of  Christ  these  two 
bodies  will  be  reunited  again.  This  we 
call  the*  resurrection. 

In  coming  into  mortality  we  forget  all 
from  the  previous  life  for  a  wise  purpose 
in  the  Lord.  In  effect,  a  barrier  or  veil 


is  placed  between  the  spirit  mind  and 
the  mortal  mind. 

I  think  if  we  wilt  apply  some  of  the 
laws  of  electronics,  that  is,  radio  and 
television,  we  wilt  be  aided  in  a  poss¬ 
ible  understanding  of  how  we  can  re¬ 
ceive  a  message  from  the  Holy  Ghost. 
We  have  a  spirit  mind  and  a  mortal 
mind.  Our  spirit  mind  can  receive  mess¬ 
ages  from  the  Holy  Ghost,  who  is  a 
spirit. 

Holy  Ghost 

In  a  room  now  there  are  many  waves 
going  by  of  sound,  of  pictures,  and 
even  of  coloured  pictures.  We  cannot 
detect  them  with  our  mortal  eyes  or 
ears,  but  if  we  set  up  a  receiving  set 
and  put  it  in  tune,  then  we  pick  up 
the  sound  or  pictures  by  the  mortal 
ears  or  eyes.  Similarly,  the  Holy  Ghost 
may  be  constantly  sending  out  messages 
tike  a  broadcasting  station.  If  you  put 
yourself  in  tune,  that  is,  knock  or  ask 
or  seek,  you  may  receive  the  message. 
It  may  be  as  if  you  were  to  open  an 
imaginary  window  or  door  between 
your  spirit  mind  and  your  physical  mind 
and  permit  the  message  to  come 
through.  Spirit  can  talk  to  spirit,  and 
you  are  part  spirit — just  open  that 
imaginary  door  and  let  the  mortal  mind 
receive.  To  open  it  requires  study, 
prayer,  action  or  works,  or  knock,  and 
it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

There  is  no  salvation  with  just  know¬ 
ledge  alone — for  ".  .  .  the  devils  also 
believe,  and  tremble,"  says  James 
(James  2:  19),  then  adds,  "But  wilt 
thou  know,  0  vain  man,  that  faith  with¬ 
out  works  is  dead?"  (Ibid.,  2:20.) 

Get  that  knowledge  that  you  may 
have  a  testimony.  Knowledge  from  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  sure.  When  it  comes  to 
you,  you  know  and  cannot  deny  it. 
Moroni  said:  "And  by  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  ye  may  know  the  truth  of  all 
things."  (Moroni  10:5.) 
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Teach  Children  To  Walk  Uprightly

^  While  the  people  of  Israel  were  on 
the  plains  of  Moab,  in  the  last  part  of 
the  fortieth  year  of  the  Exodus,  shortly 
before  Moses  was  taken  from  them  and 
Joshua  led  them  over  Jordan  to  their  pro¬ 
mised  land,  Mose  delivered  a  series  of 
marvelous  discourses  to  the  people.  He 
reviewed  the  experiences  and  events  of 
the  past  forty  years  and  admonished 
and  exhorted  Israel  to  obey  and  appre¬ 
ciate  and  keep  faith  with  God,  who  had 
preserved  them  as  a  people  through 
their  wanderings  in  the  wilderness  from 
Sinai  to  Jordan.  He  reminded  them  of 
the  magnificence  of  their  blessings  at 
Sinai,  repeated  for  them  the  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments,  and  said  to  them: 

"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  ye  heard 
the  voice  out  of  the  midst  of  the  dark¬ 
ness,  (for  the  mountain  did  burn  with 
fire,)  that  ye  came  near  unto  me,  even 
all  the  heads  of  your  tribes,  and  your 
elders; 

"And  ye  said,  Behold,  the  Lord  our 
God  hath  shewed  us  his  glory  and  his 
greatness,  and  we  have  heard  his  voice 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire:  we  have 
seen  this  day  that  God  doth  talk  with 
man,  and  he  liveth."  (Deut.  5:23-24.) 

Pledge  Obedience,  Loyalty 

After  bearing  this  great  testimony, 
the  people  pledged  themselves  to  obed¬ 
ience  and  to  loyalty.  They  said  to 
Moses:  "Go  thou  near,  and  hear  all 
that  the  Lord  our  God  shall  say:  and 
speak  thou  unto  us  all  that  the  Lord  our 
God  shall  speak  unto  thee;  and  we  will 
hear  it,  and  do  it." 

Moses  gave  moving  response:  "And 
the  Lord  heard  the  voice  of  your  words, 
when  ye  spake  unto  me;  and  the  Lord 
said  unto  me  I  have  heard  the  voice  of 
the  words  of  this  people,  which  they 


have  spoken  unto  thee:  they  have  well 
said  all  that  they  have  spoken. 

"0  that  there  were  such  an  heart  in 
them,  that  they  would  fear  me,  and 
keep  all  my  commandments  always, 
that  it  might  be  well  with  them,  and 
with  their  children  for  ever!"  (Ibid., 
5:27-29.) 

The  scripture  teaches  us  that  on 
that  occasion  Moses  "stood  between 
the  Lord"  and  the  people  to  show  them 
"the  word  of  the  Lord."  So  President 
McKay  has  stood  between  us  and  the 
Lord  to  show  us  His  word.  Our  hearts 
have  responded.  Surely  many  of  us 
have  covenanted  anew,  as  did  Israel  of 
old:  "Go  thou  near,  and  hear  all  that 
the  Lord  our  God  shall  say:  and  speak 
thou  unto  us  all  that  he  shall  speak  unto 
thee;  and  we  will  hear  it,  and  do  it." 
And  as  we  so  affirm  our  faith  and 
sustain  our  prophet,  is  there  an  echo  in 
your  heart  as  there  is  in  mine  of  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  to  Israel? 

"0  that  there  were  such  an  heart  in 
them,  that  they  would  fear  me,  and 
keep  all  my  commandments  always, 
that  it  might  be  well  with  them,  and 
with  their  children  for  ever!" 

He  Wants  Our  Hearts 

The  Lord  wants  more  from  us  than 
these  moving  expressions  of  conviction 
and  covenant.  He  wants  more  than 
expressions  of  gratitude  and  testimony 
and  commitment.  He  wants  us  to  fear 
Him,  to  love  Him,  to  keep  all  His  com¬ 
mandments  always.  He  wants  our 
hearts. 

In  the  64th  section  of  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants  is  recorded:  "...  I, 
the  Lord,  .  .  .  require  the  hearts  of 
the  children  of  men.'  (D&C  64:22.  His 
promise  to  those  who  give  Him  their 
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hearts  is  certainly  the  same  as  it  was 
to  ancient  Israel — that  we  may  expect 
His  blessings  to  be  with  us  always,  and 
with  our  children. 

What  a  marvelous  promise!  What  a 
magnificent  and  moving  covenant  God 
has  made  with  us — worth  everything — 
worth  our  love,  our  obedience,  our  faith; 
worth  our  hearts. 

What  really  happens  when  Israel  gives 
God  its  heart?  What  happens  when 
men  honour  their  heritage  and  divine 
possibilities,  love  Him  and  obey  His 
commandments?  There  were  certain 
humble  Nephites  not  many  decades  be¬ 
fore  the  advent  of  Christ  who  met  this 
test,  who,  in  the  midst  of  affliction  and 
persecution,  followed  a  course  and 
achieved  the  objective.  I  read  from 
Helaman,  the  third  chapter,  these  mov¬ 
ing  words:  .  .  they  did  fast  and  pray 

oft,  and  did  wax  stronger  and  stronger 
in  their  humility,  and  firmer  and  firmer 
in  the  faith  of  Christ,  unto  the  filling 
their  souls  with  joy  and  consolation, 
yea,  even  to  the  purifying  and  the 
sanctification  of  their  hearts,  which 
sanctification  cometh  because  of  their 
yielding  their  hearts  unto  God."  (Hela¬ 
man  3:35.) 

Humble  Yourselves 

King  Benjamin,  in  concluding  his 
magnificent  sermon,  pursued  the  course 
God  has  set  out  for  His  prophets.  He 
instructed,  he  enjoined,  he  reaffirmed, 
he  testified,  and  he  promised.  He  said 
to  the  people:  ".  .  .  humble  yourselves 
even  in  the  depths  of  humility,  calling 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord  daily,  standing 
steadfastly  in  the  faith  of  that  which 
is  to  come,  ..."  and  "if  ye  do  this 
ye  shall  always  rejoice,  and  be  filled 
with  the  love  of  God,  and  always  retain 
a  remission  of  your  sins;  and  ye  shall 
grow  in  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of 
him  that  created  you,  or  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  that  which  is  just  and  true. 

"And  ye  will  not  have  a  mind  to 
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injure  one  another,  but  to  live  peace¬ 
ably, and  to  render  to  every  man  accord¬ 
ing  to  that  which  is  his  due."  (Mosiah 
4:11-13.) 

Remember  God's  promise  to  Israel? 
Note  this:  "And  ye  will  not  suffer  your 
children  that  they  go  hungry,  or  naked; 
neither  will  ye  suffer  that  they  trans¬ 
gress  the  laws  of  God,  and  fight  and 
quarrel  one  with  another,  and  serve  the 
devil,  who  is  the  master  of  sin,  .  .  . 

"But  ye  will  teach  them  to  walk  in 
the  ways  of  truth  and  soberness;  ye 
will  teach  them  to  love  one  another, 
and  to  serve  one  another."  (Ibid.,  4: 
14-15.) 

So  have  come  the  marvelous  bless¬ 
ings  and  promises  of  God.  In  1833,  in 
Kirtland,  after  a  great  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  at  a  conference  held  there,  the 
Lord  gave  to  Joseph  Smith  a  revelation 
we  now  know  as  section  90.  In  it  he 
gave  some  further  counsel  relevant  to 
our  theme,  and  a  marvelous  promise. 
He  said:  "Search  diligently,  pray  al¬ 
ways,  and  be  believing,  and  all  things 
shall  work  together  for  your  good,  if 
ye  walk  uprightly  and  remember  the 
covenant  wherewith  ye  have  covenanted 
one  with  another."  (D&C  90:24.) 
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^  Gay  umbrellas,  coloured  travel  pos¬ 
ters,  candlelit  tables  and  girls  in  nation¬ 
al  costume  created  a  really  sunny 
Continental  atmosphere  at  Woodsetton 
on  February  7th,  but  outside  it  looked 
more  like  a  scene  from  the  film  "Dr.

The  harmony  of  Joseph  Smith's 
teachings  with  those  taught  by  the 
Saviour  and  his  apostles;  the  reason¬ 
ableness  of  his  assertion  that  men  must 
be  called  of  God  to  officiate  in  things 
pertaining  to  God;  the  complete  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  Church:  its  government, 
laws,  and  wonderful  adaptations  to  the 
needs  and  to  the  advancement  of  the 
human  family — these  and  many  other 
phases  of  this  great  latter-day  work, 
when  even  only  partly  understood,  lead 
thinking  persons  to  ponder  upon  the 
stories  of  the  prophet's  wisdom. 

The  marks  of  his  influence  upon 
religious  thought  are  manifest  on  every

en  over  a  century  ago  is  dissipating  the 
darkness  that  has  enthralled  the  minds 
of  men  for  ages. 

When  we  look  through  the  vista  of 
a  century  and  a  half  and  see  the  boy 
prophet  standing  alone  in  the  midst  of 
a  tempestuously  religious  world,  de¬ 
claring  that  God  had  spoken  to  him  and 
that  there  was  not  an  authorized  Church 
of  Christ  upon  the  earth;  when  we 
know  that  to  make  good  his  claim,  he 
must  give  to  the  world  something  sup¬ 
erior  to  that  produced  by  the  philosophy 
of  the  ages  and  the  best  wisdom  of 
man;  when  we  realize  how  impotent 
he  was  to  do  this  if  dependent  alone 
upon  his  own  learning  and  wisdom;  we 
cannot  help  but  conclude,  since  he  has 
given  to  the  world  something  which 
stands  today  in  brilliancy  and  sublimity 
superior  to  anything  proclaimed  by  hu¬ 
man  wisdom,  that  surely  he  was  indeed 
the  Chosen  Prophet  of  the  latter-day.

Can  God 
be  pleased  with  people  of  little  or  no 
faith? 

Type  Of  Faith 

Listen  to  the  words  of  Alma: 

"Yea,  there  are  many  who  do  say:  If 
thou  wilt  show  unto  us  a  sign  from 
heaven,  then  we  shall  know  of  a  surety; 
then  we  shall  believe. 

"Now  I  ask,  is  this  faith?  Behold,  I 
say  unto  you,  Nay;  for  if  a  manknoweth 
a  thing  he  hath  no  cause  to  believe, 
for  he  knoweth  it. 

"And  now  as  I  said  concerning  faith 


— faith  is  not  to  have  a  perfect  know¬ 
ledge  of  things;  therefore  if  ye  have 
faith  ye  hope  for  things  which  are  not 
seen,  which  are  true."  (Alma  32:17-18, 
21.) 

^And  this  is  the  type  of  faith  that 
Latter-day  Saints  should  have,  and  re¬ 
cognize  that  scripture  is  from  God, 
revealed  through  the  Holy  Ghost  for  the 
blessing  and  for  the  good  of  God's 
children,  and  being  our  Creator,  cert¬ 
ainly  He  would  not  give  us  any  principle 
or  reveal  any  truth  that  was  not  for  our 
good.

^  "I  have  just  read  your  article  of  the  Pestering  Mormons'  in  the  Corby  Leader 
(February  21),  to  which  you  gave  a  front  page  spread." 

So  began  the  letter  of  a  father  to  the  editor  of  the  Corby  Leader.  The  letter 
was  in  answer  to  that  "front  page  spread"  headed,  "Pestering  Mormons  Under 
Fire." 

The  newspaper  story  quoted  an  urban  councillor  and  a  vicar  speaking  out 
viciously  against  "young  American  Mormons". 

Mr  Jack  Stevens,  the  councillor,  "has  called  for  a  stop  to  their  onslaught  on 
unsuspecting  people'  in  the  town. 

Mr.  Stevens  accused  the  Mormons  of  "applying  the  'hard  sell'  to  Christianity" 
His  attack  has  been  backed  up  by  the  Rev.  Ted  Bale,  Vicar  of  St.  Peter  and  St. 
Andrew  on  the  towns  Beanfield  Estate. 

"He  said  'They  are  more  difficult  to  get  rid  of  than  a  door-to-door  salesman  or 
an  encyclopedia  salesman,"' 

Mr.  Stevens  claimed  that  once  inside  homes  "they  (the  Mormons)  were  very 
persistent  and  it  was  very  difficult  to  get  rid  of  them." 

Mr.  Bale  told  his  church  followers  that  the  Mormons  were  not  members  of  the 
World  Council  ol  Churches  "because  of  their  'outrageous'  beliefs."  He  further 
said  "The  Mormons  are  plausible  and  dedicated.  I  cannot  help  but  admire  their 
enthusiasm — but  far  from  the  Christian  faith."  .  .  .  they  are  very  enthusiastic  and 
dedicated." 

We  reprint  herewith  the  letter  to  the  editor. 

"MY  SON  IS  A  MORMON— AND  PROUD  OF  IT." 

"I  have  just  read  your  article  of  the  "Pestering  Mormons"  in  the  Corby 
Leader  (February  21),  to  which  you  gave  a  front  page  spread. 

"I  am  a  Scotsman  born  and  bread.  I  was  married  in  the  Church  of  England 
during  the  last  war,  while  in  the  Indian  Ordnance  Dept.,  to  a  Military  Nursing 
Service  Sister  when  we  were  both  in  service  in  India.  We  are  the  parents  of  one 
of  your  'Pestring  Mormons.' 

"Both  my  wife  and  myself  are  still  C  of  E,  but  we  both  believe  in  religious 
freedom,  of  thought  and  speech,  and  the  right  for  every  man  and  woman  to  make 
up  their  own  mind  as  to  religious  beliefs  and  paths  they  wish  10  follow. 

"The  'Pestering  Mormon,'  my  eldest  son,  Robin,  was  brought  up  and  went  to  a 
council  school  here  in  Paisley.  He  served  his  apprenticship  as  an  engineer  here 
too.  Aye,  and  like  any  other  robust  schoolboy.  I've  Known  him  to  come  home 
snorti.  g  a  shiner.

"Not  that  he  was  a  troublemaker,  but  he  didn't  run  away  from  it  and  lots  of 
times  it  was  in  defence  of  his  younger  brothers  or  sister. 

"During  his  teens  he  could  have  gone  like  so  many  teenagers  and  run  with  a 
gang,  but  he  was  a  lover  of  sport,  full  of  life,  always  ready  to  help,  bubbling  with 
laughter  and  always  saw  the  funny  side  and  the  bright  side  of  life 

"My  son  turned  to  the  Mormon  religion,  was  baptised  into  that  faith,  gave  up 

smoking,  stopped  drinking  tea,  coffee  and  settled  himself  down  to  live  up  to 

the  beliefs  he  had  in  the  religion  of  his  choice. 

"He  brought  his  Mormon  friends  to  our  home,  both  Scotch  and  American.  He 
tried  to  convert  my  wife  and  I  to  the  Mormon  faith,  but  my  wife  was  too  strong 
and  rigid  in  her  ways  of  the  C  of  E,  and  I  was  fond  of  my  smokes,  pints,  tea  and 
coffee.  For  another  thing,  I  would  have  found  the  Mormon  faith  too  hard  to  live 
up  to. 

"Robin,  like  most  young  men,  wanted  to  see  a  bit  of  the  world,  so  he  saved  up 
and  with  our  blessing  set  off  for  Alberta,  Canada,  knowing  that  if  it  was  not  to 

his  liking  he  could  always  come  back  to  his  home  in  Scotland. 

"He  had  his  tough  times,  but  we  didn't  know  about  them  until  much  later. 
However,  he  made  good  and  stuck  rigidly  to  his  faith.  Then  he  decided  to  go  on 
a  mission  for  two  years  for  the  Mormon  Church.  He  didn't  know  where  but  his 
Church  decided  to  post  him  to  the  Central  British  Mission  in  England. 

"He's  among  you  in  Corby.  He  loves  you,  and  he  has  told  us  in  his  letters  home 
how  really  heartwarming  the  people  of  Corby  are  and  that  quite  a  big  percentage 
of  the  Corby  population  are  Scots,  or  of  Scots  descent. 

"Slam  him,  slam  my  son  Robin,  in  your  newspapers,  but  remember,  even  the 
Son  of  Man  was  held  to  ridicule  for  preaching  to  the  people  His  own  beliefs,  but 
He  was  never  shaken  or  turned  away."

Visitors  Centre  To  Rise 
On  Historic  Temple  Site 


^  A  further  step  in  making  historic 
Nauvoo,  Illinois,  a  noted  tourist  mecca 
was  taken  with  the  recent  announcement 
of  construction  of  a  new  imposing  two- 
story  Visitors  Centre  scheduled  to  begin 
this  summer. 

Dr.  J.  LeRoy  Kimball,  president  and 
chairman  of  Nauvoo  Restoration,  In¬ 
corporated,  a  non-profit  corporation 
sponsored  by  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  said  ground 
breaking  is  scheduled  for  May  24,  with 
prominent  national  and  Church  officials 
participating. 

The  two-story  structure,  155  foot 
square,  will  be  constructed  in  red  brick 
typical  of  other  buildings  of  the  Nauvoo 
period.  It  will  be  on  a  16  acre  plot  at 
the  intersections  of  Main  St.  and  Young, 
Partridge  and  Hibbard  Streets. 

Planned  for  the  new  Visitors  Centre 
will  be  two  theaters,  a  large  library  of 
data  about  Nauvoo,  a  lecture  hall, 
lounges,  and  administrative  offices,  all 
designed  to  tell  the  historic  story  of 
the  founding  of  Nauvoo  by  the  Mormons 
in  1839.  Many  of  the  activities  of  the 
Saints  in  Nauvoo  period  of  1839-1846 
will  be  recorded  for  tourists. 

"The  new  Visitors  Centre  will  be  on 
a  site  which  provides  a  panoramic  view 
of  the  restored  community  and  the 
Mississippi  River  as  it  winds  around 
the  knoll  the  city  is  built  on,"  says  Dr. 
Kimball. 


"In  the  Nauvoo  Visitors  Centre  we 
will  orient  the  tourist  to  the  city  and 
show  him  a  30-minute  film  about  Nauvoo 
and  its  history.  After  the  film  the  visi¬ 
tors  will  board  buses  which  will  take 
them  to  the  points  of  interest  through¬ 
out  the  city." 

Plans  for  the  new  Visitors  Centre 
were  drawn  by  Steven  T.  Baird,  Salt 
Lake  City  architect. 

Also  under  consideration  is  a  partial 
restoration  of  the  Nauvoo  Temple  on 
the  original  temple  site.  When  it  was 
completed  it  was  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
posing  structures  in  America.  The  part¬ 
ial  restoration  is  planned  for  the  near 
future. 

Dr.  Kimball  said  he  envisions  even¬ 
tually  construction  of  a  Nauvoo  Temple 
Square  similar  to  the  famed  Salt  Lake 
Temple  Square. 

Nauvoo  is  expected  to  attract  nearly 
half  a  million  tourists  a  year  by  1974, 
he  said.  Nearly  150,000  visitors  reg¬ 
istered  there  last  year. 

Dr.  Kimball  explained  that  the  new 
Visitors  Centre  will  greatly  increase 
the  tourist  potential  of  Nauvoo,  which 
will  in  turn,  provide  opportunity  to  tell 
the  story  of  the  Mormons  who  built  up 
the  city  under  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith.  At  the  peak  of  Mormon  activities 
there,  Nauvoo  was  the  largest  city  in 
Illinois,  and  one  of  the  twenty  largest 
in  the  United  States.

*  Elaborate  plans  are  nearing  com¬ 
pletion  for  the  dedication  of  the 
beautiful  new  Visitors’  Centre  locat¬ 
ed  adjacent  to  the  London  Temple 
at  Newchapel,  Lingfield,  Surrey,  on 
Saturday,  14  June  at  3.30  p.m. 

All  members  of  the  Church  in  the 
British  Isles  and  friends  are  invited 
to  attend  the  open  air  service.  Seat¬ 
ing  will  be  provided. 

Elder  John  Longden,  Assistant  to 
the  Twelve,  will  dedicate  the  Centre. 
A  large  choir,  composed  of  singers 
from  the  wards  and  branches  in  the 
southern  part  of  England,  will  pre¬ 
sent  the  special  music. 

It  is  anticipated  1,000  persons  will 
be  present  for  the  dedication  service 
according  to  Pres.  Joseph  Hamstead 
Jr.,  London  Stake,  chairman  of  the 
committee  planning  for  the  signifi¬ 
cant  event. 

The  new  one  story  building  re¬ 
places  the  unit  which  had  served 
to  greet  visitors  to  the  London 
Temple  site  since  the  temple  was 
dedicated  in  1958  by  President  David 
O.  McKay.  The  prophet  broke  ground 
for  the  temple  in  August  1953  as 
the  world-famous  Tabernacle  Choir, 
then  on  tour  in  Europe,  sang  beauti¬ 
ful  music.

The 
artistry  depicts  highlights  of  the 
Church  in  Great  Britain,  the  history 
of  the  Church,  the  purpose  for  tem¬ 
ples  and  why  the  Church  builds 
them,  the  first  baptisms  in  England, 
in  the  River  Ribble,  and  a  score 
more. 

Two  top  attractions  will  be  the 
showing  of  a  new  movie,  produced 
by  the  Church,  "In  This  Holy  Place,” 
and  a  large  mural  which  shows  the 
firmament  with  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  and  Sidney  Rigdon  receiving 


the  7th  Section  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  and  the  explanation  of 
the  three  degrees  of  glory. 

The  film  will  be  shown  in  the 
Centre’s  50-seat  theatre.

WORLD  OF  TRIBULATION 

During  the  past  months  I  have  been 
most  apprehensive  of  mankind's  welfare 
in  a  world  of  tribulation  and  of  false 
ideals.  With  the  increase  in  crime,  the 
disrespect  for  law  and  order,  the  ever- 
increasing  divorce  rate,  resulting  in 
broken  homes;  the  immorality  with  all 
its  attendant  evils;  the  precious  princip¬ 
les  associated  with  man's  freedom  thr¬ 
eatened  with  repudiation,  if  not  abon- 
donment,  it  is  time  that  men  and  women 
the  world  over  should  become  more 
thoughtful,  more  prayerful,  more  earnest 
than  ever  before  in  seeking  the  causes 
of  this  world's  disaster,  and  bravely 
and  heroically  choose  a  better  course  of 
life. 

This  is  a  time  when  mankind  should 


turn  their  thoughts  to  the  teachings  of 
Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  in 
larger  numbers  than  the  world  has 
heretofore  witnessed  conform  thereto 
their  attitudes  and  actions.  Unless  mul¬ 
titudes  of  men  and  women  so  change 
their  hearts  and  lives  the  world  will 
continue  to  be  in  turmoil,  and  our  pre¬ 
sent  civilization  be  threatened  with 
disintegration. 

It  is  a  deplorable,  but  recognizable 
fact,  that  men's  hearts  all  too  generally 
are  turned  from  and  not  toward  God. 
Self-promotion,  not  God's  glorification, 
is  the  motivating  factor  in  most  people's 
lives.  Irreverence  is  all  too  manifest. 

NEED  FOR  GODLINESS 

The  world  needs  more  godliness,  and 
less  godlessness;  more  self-discipline. 
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less  self-indulgence;  more  power  to  say 
with  Christ,  "Father,  not  my  will,  but 
thine  be  done."  Christ  came  to  bring 
peace.  Rejection  of  His  way  of  life  has 
made  strife  and  contention  rampant. 
Man,  not  the  Lord,  has  brought  deadly 
conflicts  and  subsequent  misery.  Wars 
spring  from  wickedness  of  unrighteous 
leaders.  Not  until  freedom  triumphs, 
and  a  just  peace  comes  may  we  hope 
for  the  end  of  wars  and  for  "good  will 
among  men." 

Today,  when  these  facts  are  so  strik¬ 
ingly  manifest,  let  all  sincere  men  reco¬ 
gnize  the  evil  conditions  that  have 
caused  wars,  and  resolve  with  God's 
help  to  banish  them  forever.  There 
must  come  a  victory  of  right  and  free¬ 
dom  over  iniquity  and  oppression;  I 
repeat,  war  will  never  be  vanquished 
until  men  change  their  hearts  and  es¬ 
tablish  new  ideals. 

An  essential,  fundamental  element  in 
the  building  and  in  the  perpetuity  of  a 
great  people  is  the  home.  The  strength 
of  a  nation,  especially  of  a  republican 
nation,  is  in  the  intelligent  and  well- 
ordered  homes  of  the  people.  In  the 
well-ordered  home,  we  may  experience 
on  earth  a  taste  of  heaven.  It  is  there 
that  the  babe  in  a  mother's  caress  first 
experiences  a  sense  of  security;  finds 
in  the  mother's  kiss  the  first  realization 
of  affection;  discovers  in  mother's  sym¬ 
pathy  and  tenderness,  the  first  assur¬ 
ance  that  there  is  love  in  the  world. 

I  remember  during  World  War  II, 
conditions  made  it  necessary  that  I 
share  a  Pullman  car  with  40  soldier 
boys —  they  were  gentlemen,  and  a 
credit  to  any  nation.  In  the  course  of 


conversation,  one  of  them  remarked  to 
me:  "My  dad's  hair  is  white,  too." 
Then  he  added  in  a  tone  which  express¬ 
ed  the  depth  of  his  feeling:  "How  I 
should  like  to  see  that  old  gray  head 
this  morning!"  He  and  his  companions 
were  enroute  for  an  encampment  to 
complete  their  training  before  embark¬ 
ing  for  duty  overseas.  They  had  enlisted 
to  defend  not  only  the  free  agency  of 
man,  but  the  rights  and  sanctity  of 
home  and  loved  ones.  Such  an  affection 
for  home  and  loved  ones  as  felt  by  that 
soldier  boy  will  make  death  preferable 
to  surrender  to  an  enemy  who  would 
destroy  home,  and  all  that  true  American 
soldiers  hold  dear. 


ASSUME  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Seeking  the  pleasure  of  conjugality 
without  a  willingness  to  assume  the 
responsibilities  of  rearing  a  family  is 
one  of  the  onslaughts  that  now  batter 
at  the  structure  of  the  American  home. 
Intelligence  and  mutual  consideration 
should  be  ever  present  factors  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  coming  of  children  to  the 
home. 

It  is  important  for  young  people  to 
realize  that  intelligent  homebuilding 
begins  with  a  young  man  and  a  young 
girl  in  their  teens.  Often  the  health  of 
children,  if  a  couple  be  blessed  with 
such,  depends  upon  the  actions  of 
parents  before  marriage.  In  the  press, 
from  the  pulpit,  and  particularly  in  the 
home,  there  should  ring  more  frequently 
the  message  that  in  their  youth  boys 
and  girls  are  laying  the  foundation  for 
their  future  happiness  or  misery.  Every 
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young  man,  particularly,  should  prepare 
for  the  responsibility  of  fatherhood  by 
keeping  himself  physically  clean  that 
he  might  enter  into  that  responsibility — 
not  as  a  coward  or  deceiver,  but  as  one 
honourable  and  fit  to  found  a  home. 
The  young  man  who,  in  unfitness,  takes 
upon  himself  the  responsibility  of  father¬ 
hood  is  worse  than  a  deceiver.  The 
future  happiness  of  a  wife  and  his 
children  depends  upon  the  young  man's 
life  in  youth. 

Let  us  also  teach  girls  that  mother¬ 
hood  is  divine,  for  when  we  touch  the 
creative  part  of  life,  we  enter  into  the 
realm  of  divinity.  It  is  important,  there¬ 
fore,  that  young  womanhood  realize  the 
necessity  of  keeping  their  bodies  clean 
and  pure  that  their  children  might  enter 
the  world  unhampered  by  sin  and  dis¬ 
ease.  An  unshackled  birth,  and  an  in¬ 
heritance  of  noble  character  are  the 
greatest  blessings  of  childhood.  No 
mother  has  the  right  to  shackle  a  child 
through  life  for  what  seems  in  youth  to 
be  a  pleasant  pastime,  or  her  right  to 
indulge  in  harmful  drugs  and  other 
sinful  practices.  Those  who  are  to  be 
the  mothers  of  the  race  should  at  least 
so  live  as  to  bear  children  who  are  not 
burdened  from  birth  by  sickness,  weak¬ 
ness,  or  deformity,  because  the  parents, 
in  fiery  youth,  as  Shakespeare  said  "with 
unbashful  forehead  woo  the  means  of 
weakness  and  debility." 

UNCHASTITY  DOMINATING  EVIL 

A  dominant  evil  of  the  world  today 
is  unchastity.  I  repeat  what  appeared 
over  the  signature  of  President  Joseph 


F.  Smith  while  he  was  living:  "No  more 
loathsome  cancer  disfigures  the  body 
and  soul  of  society  today  than  the 
frightful  affliction  of  sexual  sin.  It 
vitiates  the  very  fountains  of  life  and 
bequeaths  its  foul  effects  to  the  yet 
unborn  as  a  legacy  of  death."  He  who 
is  unchaste  in  young  manhood  is  un¬ 
true  to  a  trust  given  him  by  the  parents 
of  the  girl;  and  she  who  is  unchaste  in 
maidenhood  is  untrue  to  her  future  hus¬ 
band,  and  lays  the  foundation  of  un¬ 
happiness,  suspicion,  and  discord  in  the 
home.  Do  not  worry  about  these  tea¬ 
chers  who  talk  about  inhibitions.  Just 
keep  in  mind  this  eternal  truth  that 
chastity  is  a  virtue  to  be  prized  as  one 
of  life's  noblest  achievements.  It  con¬ 
tributes  to  the  virility  of  manhood.  It  is 
the  crowning  virtue  of  womanhood,  and 
every  red-blooded  man  knows  that  is 
true.  It  is  a  chief  factor  to  a  happy 
home.  There  is  no  loss  of  prestige  in 
maintaining  in  a  dignified  way  the 
standards  of  the  Church.  You  can  be 
"in"  this  world  and  not  "of  the  world." 
Keep  your  chastity  above  everything 
else!  God  has  commanded  that  we  be 
chaste —  "Thou  shalt  not  commit  ad¬ 
ultery!"  said  the  Lord  at  Sinai. 

Degenerating  forces  in  the  world  are 
rampant,  but  they  can  be  resisted  if 
youth  will  cherish  right  thoughts  and 
aspire  to  high  ideals.  The  age-old  con¬ 
flict  between  truth  and  error  is  being 
waged  with  accelerating  fury,  and  at 
the  present  hour  error  seems  to  be 
gaining  the  upper  hand.  Increasing 
moral  turpitude  and  widespread  disre¬ 
gard  for  the  principles  of  honour  and 
integrity  are  undermining  influences  in 
social,  political,  and  business  life. 
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MARRIAGE  IS  OF  GOD 

The  exalted  view  of  marriage  as  held 
by  the  Church  is  given  expressively  in 
five  words  found  in  the  49th  section 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants.  "Mar¬ 
riage  is  ordained  of  God."  That  revela¬ 
tion  was  given  in  1831  when  Joseph 
Smith  was  only  25  years  of  age.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  circumstances  under  which 
it  was  given,  we  find  in  it  another  ex¬ 
ample  among  hundreds  of  others  cor¬ 
roborative  of  the  fact  that  he  was 
inspired  of  the  Lord.  Before  us  are 
assembled  thousands  of  presiding  offic¬ 
ers  in  stakes,  wards,  quorums,  and  aux¬ 
iliaries,  to  whom  we  say,  it  is  your 
duty  and  mine  to  uphold  the  lofty  con¬ 
ception  of  marriage  as  given  in  this 
revelation,  and  to  guard  against  en¬ 
croaching  dangers  that  threaten  to  lower 
the  standard  of  the  ideal  home. 

It  is  said  that  the  best  and  noblest 
lives  are  those  which  are  set  toward 
high  ideals.  Truly  no  higher  ideal  re¬ 
garding  marriage  can  be  cherished  by 
young  people  than  to  look  upon  it  as  a 
divine  institution.  In  the  minds  of  the 
young,  such  a  standard  is  a  protection 
to  them  in  courtship,  an  ever  present 
influence  inducing  them  to  refrain  from 
doing  anything  which  may  prevent  their 
going  to  the  Temple  to  have  their  love 
consummated  in  an  enduring  and  eter¬ 
nal  union.  It  will  lead  them  to  seek 
divine  guidance  in  the  selection  of  their 
companions,  upon  the  wise  choice  of 
whom  their  life's  happiness  here  and 
hereafter  is  largely  dependent.  It  makes 
their  hearts  pure  and  good;  it  lifts  them 
up  to  their  Father  in  Heaven.  Such  joys 
are  within  the  reach  of  most  men  and 


women  if  high  ideals  of  marriage  and 
home  be  properly  fostered  and  cherish¬ 
ed. 

The  signs  of  the  times  definitely  in¬ 
dicate  the  sacredness  of  the  marriage 
covenant  is  dangerously  threatened. 
There  are  places  where  the  marriage 
ceremony  may  be  performed  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night  without  any 
previous  arrangement.  The  license  is 
issued  and  the  ceremony  performed 
while  the  couple  waits.  Many  couples, 
who  have  been  entrapped  by  such 
enticements,  have  had  their  marriages 
end  in  disappointment  and  sorrow.  In 
some  instances,  these  places  are  noth¬ 
ing  more  than  opportunities  for  legaliz¬ 
ed  immorality.  Oh,  how  far  they  fall 
below  the  true  ideal!  As  far  as  lies 
within  our  power,  we  must  warn  young 
couples  against  secret  and  hasty  mar¬ 
riages: 

INSIDIOUS  INFLUENCES 

It  is  vital  also  to  counteract  the  in¬ 
sidious  influences  of  printed  literature 
that  speaks  of  the  "bankruptcy  of 
marriage,"  that  advocates  trial  marriag¬ 
es,  and  that  places  "extra-marital  rela¬ 
tions"  on  a  par  with  "extra-marital 
friendships." 

Parenthood,  and  particularly  mother¬ 
hood,  should  be  held  as  a  sacred  obliga¬ 
tion.  There  is  something  in  the  depths  of 
the  human  soul  which  revolts  against 
neglectful  parenthood.  God  has  implan¬ 
ted  deep  in  the  souls  of  parents  the 
truth  that  they  cannot  with  impunity 
shirk  the  responsibility  to  protect  child¬ 
hood  and  youth. 
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There  seems  to  be  a  growing  tendency 
to  shift  this  responsibility  from  the 
home  to  outside  influences  such  as  the 
school  and  the  Church.  Important  as 
these  outward  influences  are,  they  never 
can  take  the  place  of  the  influence  of 
the  mother  and  the  father.  Constant 
training,  constant  vigilance,  companion¬ 
ship,  being  watchmen  of  our  own  child¬ 
ren  are  necessary  in  order  to  keep  our 
homes  intact. 

The  character  of  the  child  is  formed 
largely  during  the  first  12  years  of  his 
life.  During  that  period  he  spends  16 
times  as  many  waking  hours  in  the 
home  as  in  school,  and  126  times  as 
many  hours  in  the  home  as  in  the 
Church.  Children  go  out  with  the  stamp 
of  these  homes  upon  them,  and  only  as 
these  homes  are  what  they  should  be, 
will  children  be  what  they  should  be. 

Luther  Burbank,  the  greatplant  wizard 
and  scientist,  most  impressively  empha¬ 
sizes  the  need  for  constant  attention  in 
the  training  of  a  child.  He  says: 

"Teach  the  child  self-respect.  Train 
it  in  self-respect  just  as  you  train  a 
plant  in  better  ways.  No  self-respecting 
man  was  ever  a  grafter.  Above  all,  bear 
in  mind  repetition — the  use  of  an  in¬ 
fluence  over  and  over  again,  keeping 
everlastingly  at  it. 

"This  is  what  fixes  traits  in  plants, 
the  constant  repetition  of  an  influence 
until  at  last  it  is  irrevocably  fixed  and 
will  not  change.  You  cannot  afford  to 
get  discouraged.  You  are  dealing  with 
something  far  more  precious  than  any 
plant — the  precious  soul  of  a  child  I" 


There  are  three  fundmental  things  to 
which  every  child  is  entitled:  (1)  A  re¬ 
spected  name,  (2)  A  sense  of  security, 
(3)  Opportunities  for  development.  The 
family  gives  to  the  child  his  name  and 
standing  in  the  community.  A  child 
wants  his  family  to  be  as  good  as  those 
of  his  friends.  He  wants  to  be  able  to 
point  with  pride  to  his  father,  and  to 
feel  an  inspiration  always  as  he  thinks 
of  his  mother.  It  is  a  mother's  duty  so 
to  live  that  her  children  will  associate 
with  her  everything  that  is  beautiful, 
sweet  and  pure.  And  the  father  should 
so  live  that  the  child,  emulating  his 
example  will  be  a  good  citizen,  and,  in 
the  Church,  a  true  follower  of  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

A  child  has  the  right  to  feel  that  in 
his  home  he  has  a  place  of  refuge,  a 
place  of  protection  from  the  dangers 
and  evils  of  the  outside  world.  Family 
unity  and  integrity  are  necessary  to 
supply  this  need. 

He  needs  parents  who  are  happy  in 
their  adjustment  to  each  other,  who  are 
working  hopefully  toward  the  fulfillment 
of  an  ideal  of  living;  who  love  their 
children  with  a  sincere  and  unselfish 
love;  in  short,  parents  who  are  well- 
balanced  individuals,  gifted  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  insight,  who  are  able  to 
provide  the  child  with  a  wholesome, 
emotional  background  which  will  con¬ 
tribute  more  to  his  development  than 
material  advantages. 

THREATENING  MENACE 

Divorce  almost  invariably  deprives 
children  of  these  advantages.  Just  re- 
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cently  I  received  a  heart-breaking  letter 
from  a  boy  nearly  eight  years  of  age 
whose  parents  are  divorced  from  which 
I  quote.  "Dear  David  0.  McKay:  I  am 
having  a  problem  and  it  is  about  Mom 
and  Dad.  They  are  divorced  and  we 
(meaning  his  brother  and  sister)  want 
to  be  back  together.  Can  you  solve  my 
problem?  I  love  you.”  What  a  tragedy 
for  that  child,  and  what  unhappiness 
this  separation  has  caused  the  children! 

The  increasing  divorce  rate  in  the 
United  States  today  is  a  threatening 
menace  to  this  Nation's  greatness.  The 
increase  throughout  the  United  States, 
and  in  our  own  State,  in  the  percentage 
of  divorces  is  alarming! 

In  the  light  of  scripture,  ancient  and 
modern,  we  are  justified  in  concluding 
that  Christ's  ideal  pertaining  to  mar¬ 
riage  is  the  unbroken  home,  and  con¬ 
ditions  that  cause  divorce  are  violations 
of  His  divine  teachings.  Except  in  cases 
of  infidelity  or  other  extreme  conditions, 
the  Church  frowns  upon  divorce,  and 
Authorities  look  with  apprehension  upon 
the  increasing  number  of  divorces  am¬ 
ong  members  of  the  Church.  A  man  who 
has  entered  into  sacred  covenants  in 
the  House  of  the  Lord  to  remain  true 
to  the  marriage  vow,  is  a  traitor  to 
that  covenant  if  he  separates  himself 
from  his  wife  and  family  just  because 
he  has  permitted  himself  to  become 
infatuated  with  a  pretty  face  and  come¬ 
ly  form  of  some  young  girl  who  flattered 
him  with  a  smile.  Even  though  a  loose 
interpretation  of  the  law  of  the  land 
would  grant  such  a  man  a  bill  of  divor¬ 
cement,  I  think  he  is  unworthy  of  a  re¬ 
commend  to  consummate  his  second 


marriage  in  the  Temple.  And  any  wo¬ 
man  who  will  break  up  her  home  be¬ 
cause  of  some  selfish  desire,  or  who 
has  been  untrue  to  her  husband,  is  also 
untrue  to  the  covenants  she  has  made 
in  the  House  of  the  Lord.  When  we 
refer  to  the  breaking  of  the  marriage  tie, 
we  touch  upon  one  of  the  saddest  ex¬ 
periences  of  life.  For  a  couple  who 
have  basked  in  the  sunshine  of  each 
other's  love,  to  stand  by  and  see  the 
clouds  of  misunderstanding  and  dis¬ 
cord  obscure  the  lovelight  of  their  lives, 
is  tragedy  indeed.  In  the  darkness  that 
follows,  the  love  sparkle  in  each  other's 
eyes  is  obscured,  and  to  try  to  restore 
it  is  fruitless. 

MARRIAGE  IS  SACRED 

To  look  upon  marriage  as  a  mere 
contract  that  may  be  entered  into  at 
pleasure  in  response  to  a  romantic 
whim,  or  for  selfish  purposes,  and 
severed  at  the  first  difficulty  or  mis¬ 
understanding  that  may  arise,  is  an 
evil  meriting  severe  condemnation,  es¬ 
pecially  in  cases  wherein  children  are 
made  to  suffer  because  of  such  separa¬ 
tion.  Marriage  is  a  sacred  relationship 
entered  into  for  purposes  that  are  well 
recognised — primarily  for  the  rearing  of 
a  family.  A  flippant  attitude  toward 
marriage,  the  ill-advised  suggestion  of 
"companionate  marriage,”  the  base, 
diabolical  theory  of  "free  sex  experi¬ 
ment,”  and  the  ready-made  divorce 
courts,  are  dangerous  reefs  upon  which 
many  a  family  bark  is  wrecked. 

In  order  to  lessen  the  breaking  up  of 
homes,  the  present  tendency  toward  a 
low  view  of  marriage  should  be  sub- 
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stituted  by  the  lofty  view  of  marriage 
which  Jesus  the  Christ  gives  it.  Let  us 
look  upon  marriage  as  a  sacred  obliga¬ 
tion  and  a  covenant  that  is  eternal,  or 
that  may  be  made  eternal. 

Teach  the  young  of  both  sexes  in  the 
responsibilities  and  ideals  of  marriage 
so  that  they  may  realize  that  marriage 
involves  obligation,  and  is  not  an  ar¬ 
rangement  to  be  terminated  at  pleasure. 
Teach  them  that  pure  love  between  the 
sexes  is  one  of  the  noblest  things  on 
earth,  and  the  bearing  and  rearing  of 
children  the  highest  of  all  human  duties. 
In  this  regard  it  is  the  duty  of  parents 
to  set  an  example  in  the  home  that 
children  may  see  and  absorb,  as  it 
were,  the  sacredness  of  family  life  and 
the  responsibilities  associated  therewith. 

STATE  OF  MUTUAL  SERVICE 

The  number  of  broken  marriages  can 
be  reduced  if  couples  realized  even 
before  they  approach  the  altar  that 
marriage  is  a  state  of  mutual  service, 
a  state  of  giving  as  well  as  of  receiving, 
and  that  each  must  give  of  himself  to 
the  utmost.  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe 
wisely  writes:  "No  man  or  woman  can 
create  a  true  home  who  is  not  willing 
in  the  outset  to  embrace  life  heroically, 
to  encounter  labour  and  sacrifice.  Only 
to  such  can  this  divinest  power  be 
given  to  create  on  earth  that  which  is 
the  nearest  image  of  heaven,"' 

Another  condition  that  contributes  to 
the  permanence  of  the  marriage  conve- 
nant  is  marriage  in  the  Temple.  Before 
such  a  marriage  is  consummated,  it  is 


necessary  for  the  young  man  and  young 
woman  first  to  obtain  a  recommend 
from  the  Bishop.  They  should  go  to  him 
in  person,  and  the  Bishop  who  does 
his  duty,  will  instruct  the  couple  regard¬ 
ing  the  sacredness  of  the  obligation 
that  they  as  young  people  are  going  to 
assume,  emphasizing  all  the  safeguards 
that  have  been  named  before.  There  in 
the  presence  of  the  Priesthood,  the 
young  people  before  taking  upon  them¬ 
selves  the  obligation  of  marriage,  re¬ 
ceive  instructions  upon  the  sacredness 
of  the  duty  which  is  before  them;  and, 
further-more,  whether  they  are  prepared 
to  go  in  holiness  and  purity  to  the  altar 
of  God  and  there  seal  their  vows  and 
love. 


PRINCIPLE  OF  PURITY 

Finally,  there  is  one  principle  which 
seems  to  me  to  strike  right  at  the  base 
of  the  happiness  of  the  marriage  rela¬ 
tion,  and  that  is  the  standard  of  purity 
taught  and  practiced  among  true  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Church.  In  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  there 
is  but  one  standard  of  morality.  No 
young  man  has  any  more  right  to  be 
unchaste  than  has  a  young  girl.  That 
young  man  who  comes  to  the  Bishop 
and  asks  for  a  recommend  to  take  a 
pure  girl  to  the  altar,  is  expected  to 
give  the  same  purity  that  he  expects  to 
receive. 

For  the  proper  solution  of  this  great 
problem  of  the  mounting  divorce  rate, 
we  may  turn  with  safety  to  Jesus  as 
our  guide.  He  declared  that  the  marri¬ 
age  relation  is  of  divine  origin,  that 
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"marriage  is  ordained  of  God,"  that 
only  under  the  most  exceptional  con¬ 
ditions  should  it  be  set  aside.  In  the 
teaching  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  the 
family  assumes  supreme  importance  in 
the  development  of  the  individual  and 
the  society.  "Happy  and  thrice  happy 
are  they  who  enjoyed  an  uninterrupted 
union,  and  whose  love,  unbroken  by 
any  complaint,  shall  not  dissolve."  The 
marriage  ceremony  when  sealed  by  the 


authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  endur¬ 
es,  as  do  family  relationships,  through¬ 
out  time  and  all  eternity.  "What  there¬ 
fore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no 
man  put  asunder." 

God  bless  us  to  look  more  earnestly, 
prayerfully,  and  sincerely  upon  the  sac¬ 
redness  of  the  home  and  the  marriage 
covenant,  I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Amen.

Declares 

The  Church 
Is  A  Bold 
Prophetic 
Inspired  Religion 

Mere  obedience  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Church  in  church 
attendances  and  abstinence  from 
harmful  substances  does  not  entitle 
one  to  Church  membership.  While 
these  traits  are  important  and  should 
be  a  part  of  one’s  training  and  dis¬ 
cipline,  the  membership  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  go  on  into  perfection. 

President  Hugh  B.  Brown,  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency, 
said  at  the  Saturday  morning  session 
of  General  Conference  that  as  the 
Apostle  Paul  directed: 

"Therefore  leaving  the  principles 
of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  let  us  go 
on  unto  perfection;”  (Hebrews  6:1) 


President  Hugh  B.  Brown 


that  the  members  "are  to  cooperate 
with  God  in  His  avowed  purpose  to 
bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man." 

He  emphasized:  "This  divine  part¬ 
nership  is  not  simply  a  philosophy 
of  life,  it  is  a  divine  plan  or  blue¬ 
print  of  life — preexistent  life,  mortal 
and  post  mortal.” 

ETERNAL  PROGRESSION 

President  Brown  said  the  Gospel 
is  a  "system  of  continuing  education 
resulting  in  eternal  progression. 
Education,  is  in  fact,  a  part  of  our 
religion,  for  we  believe  the  Glory  of 
God  is  intelligence.” 
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He  quoted  the  Lord  as  saying, 

“And  I  give  unto  you  a  command¬ 
ment  that  you  teach  one  another  the 
doctrine  of  the  kingdom.” 

President  Brown  turned  to  two 
Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Church 
which  indicate  our  faith  in  the 
atonement  of  Christ  and  its  univer¬ 
sal  application  and  our  belief  in 
continued  revelation.  Thes  articles 
are: 

“We  believe  that  through  the 
atonement  of  Christ,  all  mankind 
may  be  saved,  by  obedience  to  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 
And: 

“We  believe  all  that  God  has 
revealed,  all  that  He  does  not  re¬ 
veal,  and  we  believe  that  He  will  yet 
reveal  many  great  and  important 
things  pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of 
God.” 

SAVIOUR  CHIEF  CORNERSTONE 

President  Brown  declared  that 
“orthodox  Christianity  maintains 
that  there  can  be  no  current  revela¬ 
tion;  that  no  revelation  has  been 
given  since  the  crucifixion  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  death  of  the  Apostles, 
and  none  would  be  given  in  the 
future.  .  .” 

He  said  “we  claim  the  Church  is 
built  upon  the  foundation  of  divinely 


inspired  apostles  and  prophets  with 
Jesus  Christ  Himself  as  the  chief 
cornerstone. 

“Generally,  a  Prophet  is  one  who 
predicts  future  events  .  .  .  that  will 
come  to  pass  .  .  .  that  is,  in  part,  the 
office  of  a  prophet — in  part  what  is 
expected  of  him.  But  a  prophet 
should  be  primarily  a  teacher  of 
men  an  expounder  of  the  things  of 
God. 

“The  inspiration  of  the  Almighty 
must  give  him  understanding,  and 
when  given  he  must  declare  it  fear¬ 
lessly  to  the  people  of  his  age  and 
to  future  generations.  He  must  be  a 
Seer  that  can  help  others  to  see,  a 
teacher  sent  of  God  to  instruct  a 
people,  to  enlighten  an  age.  This  is 
the  primary  office  of  a  prophet  .  .  .” 

GOD  .  .  .  AKIN  TO  US  .  .  . 

President  Brown  declared  that  “for 
us,  God  is  not  an  abstraction;  He  is 
not  an  idea  a  metaphysical  principle, 
an  impersonal  force  or  power.  He 
is  a  concrete,  living  person,  and 
though  in  our  human  frailty  we  can¬ 
not  know  the  total  mystery  of  His 
being,  we  know  that  He  is  akin  to 
us  for  He  is  revealed  to  us  in  the 
divine  personality  of  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ,  and  He  is,  in  fact,  our  Father. 

“Any  persons  conception  of  deity 
must  come  within  his  mental  hori- 
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zon  which  is  determined  by  the  de¬ 
gree  of  his  intelligence.  Man,  by 
his  reasoning,  naturally  endows  God 
with  his  own  noblest  and  highest 
ideals,  which,  if  he  be  studious  and 
devout,  are  ever-growing.  Intellec¬ 
tual  activity,  then  produces  an  ever- 
changing,  ever-growing,  concept  of 
God.  Once  the  mind  has  grasped  the 
idea  of  God  it  will  burn  and  glow 
and  seek  to  assimilate  and  radiate, 


to  adore,  and  to  emulate.” 

President  Brown  bore  testimony 
“that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
does  not  belong  simply  to  an  anti¬ 
quated  world  that  has  passed  away; 
it  is  a  real  and  powerful  force  in 
our  world  here  and  now,  a  force 
that  invests  our  individual  lives  with 
meaning  and  purpose.”

President  Dyer  Warns 

'New  Morality, 
Not  The  Way 
Of  The  Lord 


★  President  Alvin  R.  Dyer,  counsel¬ 
or  in  the  First  Presidency,  forcibly 
struck  at  man’s  so-called  “The  New 
Morality”  which  he  emphatically  de¬ 
clared  are  the  trends  which  the  Lord 
warned  His  people  would  penetrate 
in  the  last  days  “seeking  to  dest¬ 
roy  the  souls  of  men.”  President 
Dyer  addressed  the  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing  session  of  General  Conference. 

The  Prophet  Nephi  warned  also: 

“Woe  be  unto  him  that  harkeneth 
unto  the  precepts  of  men,  and  de- 
nieth  the  power  of  God  and  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.”  (II  Nephi  28:26) 

President  Dyer  declared: 

“The  ‘New  Morality’  denies  distin¬ 
ctions  between  right  or  wrong,  good 
or  evil,  substituting  a  code  which 
decides  the  right  or  wrong  of  be¬ 
havior  according  to  human  need, 
regardless  of  what  need  is  distorted 
to  be  ...  It  could  lead  to  a  society 
burdened  with  mass  control  based 
upon  principles  of  unrighteous  dom¬ 
inion  over  the  individual. 

SEX  EDUCATION 

He  listed  the  first  of  these  “de¬ 
ceptive  and  shadowed  objectives” 
of  a  well  propagandized  programmes 
is  “Sex  Education”  or  “Family  Life 
Education”  which  places  emphisis 
on  raw  sex  in  the  school  classroom, 
creating  widespread  contention, 
causing  deep  concern  among  parents 
and  leaders. 
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“This  matter  needs  the  serious 
concern  of  an  aroused  public  to 
deny  the  use  of  such  materials,  and 
more  firmly  establish  sound  moral 
teachings  in  the  fields  of  physiology 
and  hygiene,  as  now  provided  by 
school  law.” 

President  Dyer  struck  out  also  at 
the  “misguided”  sex  education  pro¬ 
grammes  in  the  classroom  which 
some  declare  will  “lessen  sex  ignor¬ 
ance,  reduce  illegitimate  pregnancy, 
venereal  disease,  and  related  pro¬ 
blems,  has  no  basis  for  sound  con¬ 
clusions. 

“ACTUAL  EXPERIENCE  HAS  PRO¬ 
VEN  THE  RESULTS  TO  BE  JUST  THE 
OPPOSITE.” 


“NEW  MORALITY” 

He  said  the  “New  Morality”  re¬ 
quires  young  people  solve  their  own 
sex  problems  without  the  help  of 
the  teacher  or  parents  with  the 
student  deciding  what  is  or  is  not 
moral  and  whether  morality  is  in¬ 
volved. 

“The  most  surprising  and  devast- 
ing  of  all  is  the  effort  that  is  being 
made  to  isolate  sex  education  as 
being  completely  devoid  of  moral 
responsibility,  fear,  inhibitions,  and 
emotional  restraints.” 


President  Dyer  quoted  the  “sad” 
statistics  of  one  of  the  other  coun¬ 
tries  that  have  been  saturated  with 
sex  education  in  the  school  class¬ 
room: 

85  per  cent  of  the  people  believe 
in  sex  relations  without  marriage. 

98  per  cent  have  pre-marital  re¬ 
lations. 

50  per  cent  of  the  brides  are  preg¬ 
nant  when  married. 

The  majority  of  women  want  free 
and  unrestricted  abortions. 

Striking  next  at  “Sensitivity  Train¬ 
ing”  President  Dyer  said  that  this  is 
a  tool  “used  to  ends  that  are  incon¬ 
sistent  with  Gospel  principles.  Cer¬ 
tain  methods  of  sensitivity  training 
develop  a  form  of  induced  hysteria 
meant  to  break  down  morals,  man¬ 
ners,  and  the  traditions  of  civility. 
Such  approaches  can  do  infinite 
harm,  especially  to  young  people.” 

OWN  FREE  AGENCY 

“The  greatest  gift  from  God  unto 
His  children  is  that  of  persona! 
agency.  It  is  the  foundation  of  spiri¬ 
tual  culture,  the  principle  upon 
which  our  Constitution  was  founded, 
and  is  the  underlying  obligation  of 
our  School  System  to  maintain,  yet 
we  see  it  being  jeopardized  in  the 
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teaching  methods  of  “sensitivity 
training.” 

“Sex  education  and  sensitivity 
training  teaching  methods,  when 
abusively  used  not  only  break  down 
barriers  of  privacy,  but  provide  the 
techniques  for  mass,  rather  than 
personal  decision.  This  tends  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  agency  of  man  and  is 
therefore  evil  in  concept. 

“Church  behavioral  methods  such 
as  Testimony  Meetings,  Priesthood 
and  Missionary  Report  Meetings, 
Oral  Evaluations,  and  Self-evalua¬ 
tions  and  Confession  emphasize  the 
importance  of,  and  preserves  the 
right  of,  the  individual. 

“It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that 
sensitivity  training  has  been  ruled 
out  as  a  teaching  method  in  our 
Church  Institutes  and  Seminaries.” 

President  Dyer  cited  another 
deadly  movement  as  that  asking  for 
greater  flexibility  in  marriage  laws, 
“which  attempt  to  liberalize  that 
which  is  already  immorally  liberal.” 


REBUKES  TRIAL  MARRIAGES 

He  quoted  a  Ministry  of  Educa¬ 
tion’s  medical  officer  who  describ¬ 
es  “unchastity  as  not  in  his  view 


‘unchaste,’  as  associated  with  out- 
of-wedlock  immoral  activity.” 

One  noted  judge  said,  “if  people 
spent  as  much  time  contemplating 
marriage  as  they  do  buying  a  car  or 
a  house  they  would  be  better  off.” 

Next  rebuking  was  for  the  “trial 
marriage”  and  its  effect  upon  mor¬ 
als.  “The  very  idea  of  it  fits  the 
‘New  Morality’  concept  and  becomes 
a  part  of  evil  principles  we  must  be 
alert  to.” 

President  Dyer  said  “The  Youth 
for  Alcohol”  movement  is  gaining 
momemtum  and  it  is  quite  obvious 
that  such  a  programme  “would  only 
intensify  the  misery  that  it  would 
erroneously  try  to  correct. 

“We  must  not  be  insensible  to 
evil  influences  that  are  being  thrust 
upon  us  by  the  perverted  principles 
of  Sex  Education,  Sensitivity,  Train¬ 
ing,  Youth  for  Alcohol  and  any 
flexibilities  in  the  sacredness  of 
marriage,  which  are  challenging 
moral  decency  and  righteousness. 
We  must  unite  our  efforts  to  vigo¬ 
rously  oppose  such  programming. 

“.  .  .  We  must  walk  in  paths  of 
righteousness  and  keep  close  to 
that  way  of  life  found  in  the  pattern 
of  the  Gospel,”  he  said  in  closing. 
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Elder  Benson 
Warns  Of 
Cleansing 
Coming  Among 
The  Church 
Membership 


it  No  matter  how  much  individual 
apostasy  may  occur  among  Church 
members — the  Church  itself  shall 
endure  and  remain  intact,  the  Lord 
promised  when  He  restored  His 
Church  in  these  latter-days. 

“Our  task,  then,”  according  to 
Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  ‘‘is  to  see 
that  we  personally  endure  to  the 
end  in  faithful  fellowship  with  the 
Church.” 

Speaking  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  General  Conference  in  April  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Elder  Benson  noted 
that  the  Lord  distinguishes  between 
the  Church  and  its  members.  He 
said  that  while  the  Church  is  made 
up  of  mortals — no  mortal  is  the 
Church. 

Elder  Benson  warned  that  “there 
is  a  cleansing  coming"  as  he  com¬ 
mented  upon  some  members  of  the 
Church  who  are  not  in  harmony  with 
the  Church.  He  said  unless  they  re¬ 
pent,  they  will  be  missing  when  the 
final  membership  records  are  made 
up. 


TARES  AMONG  THE  WHEAT 

He  quoted  the  late  President  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Jr.  with  regard  to  the 
tares  among  the  wheat  and  wolves 
within  the  flock: 
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“The  ravening  wolves  are  amongst 
us,  from  our  own  membership,  and 
they,  more  than  any  others,  are 
clothed  in  sheep’s  clothing  because 
they  wear  the  habiliments  of  the 
priesthood  .  .  .  We  should  be  careful 
of  them.” 

Next  he  quoted  President  David 
O.  McKay: 

“The  Church  is  little,  if  at  all, 
injured  by  persecution  and  calumnies 
from  ignorant,  misinformed  or  mal¬ 
icious  enemies.  A  greater  hindrance 
to  progress  comes  from  faultfinders 
shirkers,  commandment-breakers, 
and  apostate  cliques  within  its  own 
ecclesiastical  and  quorum  groups.” 

The  Prophet  Nephi  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon  also  spoke  thusly: 

“.  .  .  they  have  all  gone  astray 
save  it  be  a  few,  who  are  the 
humble  followers  of  Christ;  never¬ 
theless,  they  are  led,  that  in  many 
instances  they  do  err  because  they 
are  taught  by  the  precepts  of  men.” 

IN,  BUT  NOT  OF  WORLD 

Elder  Benson  noted  that  the  Sav¬ 
iour  taught  “that  we  should  be  in 
the  world  but  not  of  it.”  Elder 
Benson  added,  “there  are  some  in 
our  midst  who  are  not  so  much 
concerned  about  taking  the  Gospel 
into  the  world  as  they  are  about 
bringing  worldliness  into  the  Gos¬ 
pel.” 


The  first  commandment  given  to 
man,  Elder  Benson  said,  was  to  mul¬ 
tiply  and  replenish  the  earth  with 
children. 

“That  commandment  has  never 
been  altered,  modified,  or  cancell¬ 
ed.”  In  Psalms  127:3,  5  we  are  told 
“Lo,  children  are  a  heritage  of  the 
Lord  .  .  .  Happy  is  the  man  that  hath 
his  quiver  full  of  them.’  ’ 

“The  world  teaches  birth  control 
.  .  .  We  know  that  every  spirit  as¬ 
signed  to  this  earth  will  come 
whether  through  us  or  someone 
else  .  .  .  The  Lord  did  not  say  to 
multiply  and  replenish  the  earth  if 
it  is  convenient,  or  if  you  are 
wealthy,  or  after  you  have  gotten 
your  schooling.  .  .  . 

"And  so  far  as  limiting  the  pop¬ 
ulation  in  order  to  provide  plenty  is 
concerned,  the  Lord  answered  that 
falsehood  in  the  Doctrine  and  Cov¬ 
enants  when  He  said. 

“For  the  earth  is  full,  and  there  is 
enough  and  to  spare;  yea,  I  prepar¬ 
ed  all  things,  and  have  given  unto 
the  children  of  men  to  be  agents 
unto  themselves.”' 


THREAT  OF  SEXUAL  IMPURITY 

Elder  Benson  declared  the  major 
reason  why  there  is  famine  in  some 
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parts  of  the  world  is  because  evil 
men  have  used  the  vehicle  of  gov¬ 
ernment  to  abridge  the  freedom  that 
men  need  to  produce  abundantly.” 

Sexual  impurity,  declared  Elder 
Benson,  is  another  threat  today.  He 
quoted  again  from  President  Clark: 

“Many  influences  (more  than  ever 
before  in  my  lifetime)  are  seeking 
to  break  down  chastity  with  its 
divinely  declared  sancitity. 

“In  school  rooms  the  children  are 
taught  what  is  popularly  called  the 
‘facts  of  life’.  Instead  of  bringing 
about  the  alleged  purpose  of  the 
teaching,  that  is,  strengthening  of 
the  morals  of  youth,  this  teaching 
seems  to  have  had  directly  the 
opposite  effect.  The  teaching  seems 
merely  to  have  whetted  curiosity 
and  augmented  appetite  ...  A  mind 
engrossed  in  sex  is  not  good  for 
much  else. 

Elder  Benson  declared  that  “a 
word  on  chastity  can  be  given  in 
one  sentence,  two  words:  be  chaste! 
That  tells  everything.  You  do  not 
need  to  know  all  the  details  of  the 
reproductive  processes  in  order  to 
keep  clean  .  .  .” 

Sex  education  he  emphasized, 
“belongs  in  the  home,  where  it  is 
the  responsibility  of  parents  to  see 


that  children  are  taught  this  vital 
and  important  subject.” 


DANCING  AND  DRESS 

President  Clark  also  spoke  clearly 
on  other  subjects  in  this  vein,  said 
Elder  Benson  as  he  quoted: 

“A  tremendous  amount  of  the 
modern  art,  of  the  modern  litera¬ 
ture  and  music,  and  the  drama  that 
we  have  today  is  utterly  demoraliz¬ 
ing — utterly.” 

Elder  Benson  asked:  Have  you 
noticed  some  of  our  Church  dances 
lately?  Have  they  been  praiseworthy 
lovely,  and  of  good  report?  “I  doubt 
whether  it  is  possible  to  dance  most 
of  the  prevalent  fad  dances  in  a 
manner  to  meet  LDS  standards.” 

“What  about  modesty  in  dress? 
When  was  the  last  time  you  saw  a 
high  school  girl  wearing  a  dress 
that  covered  her  knees?” 

Elder  Benson  closed  quoting  Pres¬ 
ident  George  Q.  Cannon: 

“If  the  breach  is  daily  widening 
between  ourselves  and  the  world.  .  . 
we  may  be  assured  that  our  progress 
is  certain,  however  slow.  On  the 
opposite  hand,  if  our  feelings  and 
affections  our  appetites  and  desires, 
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are  in  unison  with  the  world  round 
us  and  freely  fraternize  with  them 
.  .  .  we  should  do  well  to  examine 
ourselves.  Individuals  in  such  a 
condition  might  possess  a  nominal 
position  in  the  Church  but  would  be 
lacking  the  life  of  the  work,  and, 


like  the  foolish  virgins  whoslumber- 
ed  while  the  bridegroom  tarried, 
they  would  be  unprepared  for  his 
coming  .  .  .”

★  I  enjoy  reading  the  scriptures. 
You  know,  they  seem  to  have  quite 
a  human  touch.  You  remember 
Peter  saying  after  the  Saviour’s  re¬ 
surrection,  and  in  His  absence,  “I 
go  a  fishing.”

— that  is  the  way  to  fish.  He  taught 
them  how  to  be  fishers  of  men,  to 
cast  their  nets  under  the  direction 
of  the  Saviour.  I  would  like  to  take 
the  next  part  of  this  great  message 
that  the  Saviour  left  with  Peter  on 
how  to  be  an  effective  missionary. 
This  was  now  the  third  time  that 
Jesus  showed  Himself  to  His  dis¬ 
ciples  after  that  He  was  risen  from 
the  dead.  Jesus  saith  to  Simon 
Peter,  “Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  me?” 

These  scriptures  are  well  known 
to  all.  This  is  a  very  important  ques¬ 
tion  for  each  one  of  us.  May  1  ask 
each  of  you,  “Do  you  love  the  Lord?”

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lambs."  The  Lord  can  tell  if  we  love

"He  saith  to  him  again  the  second 
time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  me?  He  saith  unto  him,  Yea, 
Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
He  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep. 

"He  saith  unto  him  the  third, 
time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  me?

thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.” 
(Ibid.,  21:15-17.  Italics  added.) 

Can  you  picture  this  great  scene 
of  that  powerful  Peter  being  asked 
these  simple  questions?  And  the 
Lord  had  a  way  of  knowing  how 
deep  the  love  was  within  Peter  and 
how  to  teach  him  the  way  to  show 
his  love  for  Jesus  Christ. 

We  show  and  prove  our  love  by 
feeding  the  lambs  and  the  sheep. 
There  are  over  three  billion  people 
on  the  earth  today,  and  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  rate  of  teaching,  over  two  and 
a  half  billion  of  God’s  children  will 
never  be  taught  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  What  if  you  were  to  live  on 
this  earth  and  never  had  a  chance 
to  hear  and  be  taught  the  true  way 
of  life? 

Our  task  is  great.  Teachers  are 


needed.  Every  member  of  this 
Church  that  has  a  testimony  and  is 
converted  is  urgently  needed.  The 
lambs  and  the  sheep  are  hungry 
for  the  bread  of  life,  for  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  We  can  show  our 
love  by  following  the  prophet  of 
God,  "By  every  member  being  a 
missionary"  to  bring  one  or  more 
souls  into  the  Church  each  year.  It 
is  great  to  have  a  prophet.  Have  you 
followed  the  prophet? 

I  find  people  occasionally  worried 
and  concerned  about  whether  some¬ 
one  else’s  convert  is  fully  converted. 
They  are  more  concerned  some¬ 
times  about  this  than  about  feeding 
and  teaching  their  own  friends  and 
neighbours  the  Gospel.  I  learned  a 
lesson  about  this  point  in  the  mis¬ 
sion  field. 

The  missionaries  baptised  a  little 
Scottish  boy,  very  shabbily  dressed, 
from  a  very  poor  home,  family  con¬ 
ditions  almost  as  bad  as  you  could 
find.  I  asked  the  missionary,  "Why 
did  you  baptise  this  boy?”  "Well,  he 
is  a  good  boy.”  The  boy  brought  his 
entire  family  into  the  Church.  His 
father  was  an  alcoholic.  He  failed  to 
bring  money  home  .  .  .  Well,  the 
story  has  a  beautiful  ending.  Today 
the  boy’s  father  is  the  bishop.  I 
learned  not  to  judge  the  conversion 
of  someone  else.  The  Lord  will  hold 
the  person  responsible  that  improp¬ 
erly  brings  someone  into  this 
Church,  and  him  alone. 
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Now  what  have  we  to  teach  the 
people?  You  know,  the  Saviour  gives 
us  this  great  message.  We  don’t 
have  to  guess  at  what  to  teach.  The 
Saviour  said  .  .  Go  ye  into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature. 

“He  that  believeth  and  is  baptised 
shall  be  saved;  .  .  (Mark  16:  15- 
16.)  And  then  he  gives  us  the  key. 
Jesus  said:  “Teaching  them  to  ob¬ 
serve  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  .  .  .”  (Matt.  28: 
20.) 

Our  job  is  to  teach  the  people  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  Jesus 
Christ  has  commanded.  We  are  to 
teach  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue, 
and  people  the  commandments  given 
by  Christ. 

The  Prophet  Ether  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon  is  an  excellent  example  of 
a  good  effective  missionary.  “.  .  .  he 
could  not  be  restrained  because  of 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  which  was  in 
him. 

“For  he  did  cry  from  the  morning, 
even  until  the  going  down  of  the 
sun,  exhorting  the  people  to  believe 
in  God  unto  repentance  lest  they 
should  be  destroyed,  saying  unto 
them  that  by  faith  all  things  are 
fulfilled — ’’  (Ether  12:2-3.) 

Here  are  some  of  the  things  that 
Jesus  commanded: 


“Let  your  light  so  shine  before 
men,  that  they  may  see  your  good 
works,  and  glorify  your  Fatherwhich 
is  in  heaven.”  (Matt.  5:16.) 

Teach  them  to  search  the  scrip¬ 
tures;  they  contain  the  programme 
that  God  has  provided  for  His  chil¬ 
dren. 

Teach  your  fellow  men  to  have 
faith  in  the  Living  Personal  God  as 
found  in  the  scriptures. 

Teach  your  neighbours  and  friends 
that  they  were  created  in  the  image 
and  likeness  of  God,  their  Heavenly 
Father. 

Teach  them  to  have  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God  and  the 
Saviour  and  Redeemer  of  the  world. 

Teach  them  to  repent  from  sin 
and  evil  and  to  seek  first  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  and  His  righteousness. 

Teach  them  baptism — the  same 
baptism  that  Jesus  exemplified  as 
He  went  down  into  the  water  at  the 
river  Jordan  under  the  hands  of 
God’s  authorised  servant,  John  the 
Baptist. 

Teach  them  that  they  must  be 
born  of  the  spirit  and  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Jesus  said,  “.  .  .  Except 
a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God.”  (John  3:5.) 
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Teach  them  to  love  God  and 
neighbour. 

Teach  them  to  pray  from  their 
hearts  to  a  Living  God  and  a  Heaven¬ 
ly  Father. 

Teach  them  that  revelation  from 
God  to  man  has  never  ceased  if  man 
desires  to  know  and  receive  the 
heavenly  blessings  and  witnesses. 

Teach  the  people  to  pray  to  God 
and  ask  for  His  blessings  through 
the  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Teach  them  to  be  kingdom  build¬ 
ers.  Remember  the  Lord’s  Prayer — 
.  .  When  ye  Pray,’’  the  Lord  said, 
“After  this  manner  therefore  pray 
ye.  .  . 

“Thy  kingdom  come.’’  Anyone 
praying  after  the  manner  of  Jesus 
Christ  prays  to  be  a  kingdom  build¬ 


er.  “Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.’’ 
(Matt.  6:7,  9-10.) 

Teach  them  to  have  joy  and  hap¬ 
piness:  long  suffering,  goodness, 
meekness,  temperance,  love,  peace, 
and  faith;  these  are  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit. 

Teach  them  the  value  and  power 
of  the  priesthood  of  God,  and  that 
it  has  been  restored  to  The  earth. 

When  you  teach,  follow  the  Sav¬ 
iour’s  counsel  and  “let  your  light 
shine.’’  Pray  always  before  you  teach 
for  faith,  wisdom,  and  the  inspira¬ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  What  a 
marvelous  experience  to  teach  the 
Gospel  under  the  inspiration  of  the 
Holy  Spirit!  What  great  joy  comes 
from  feeding  the  lambs  and  the 
sheep.

it  Primary  presidencies  will  no  longer  be  known  as  “partners”  announced 
Gen.  Pres.  LaVern  W.  Parmley  at  the  annual  Primary  Conference  held  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 

Other  Primary  changes  noted  at  the  two-day  conference  of  the  auxiliary 
included: 

Primary  presidencies  no  longer  will  be  able  to  choose  which  groups 
they  would  supervise  for  now  the  duties  of  each  are  specific. 

Presidents  will  be  in  charge  of  Trail  Builders,  Cub  Scouts  and  secretaries. 
First  Counselors  will  have  charge  of  Sky  I  et-Pi  lots ,  music,  Children’s 
Friend  and  Penny  Parade.  Second  Counselors  will  supervise  Lihoma  girls, 
In-service  teaching,  Sacrament  Meeting  and  the  reverence  programmes. 

Sister  Parmley  said  a  new  pioneer  programme  suggested  for  ward  and 
branch  production  in  July,  tells  of  the  hardships  of  pioneer  children  and 
helps  children  understand  the  challenges  these  children  faced.  Children 
dramatise  various  pioneer  situations  while  the  story  is  told. 

A  new  songbook  and  In-service  teaching  manual  will  be  ready  for  use  by 
September. 

Next  year’s  reverence  programme  theme  will  be  “My  Heavenly  Father 
expects  me  to  be  reverent.”  The  theme  will  be  developed  in  the  weekly 
three-minute  reverence  demonstrations.

He  said  those  who  give  themselves  to  help  children  radiate  something 
special — especially  in  teaching  children  to  find  God  and  to  talk  with  Him 
in  prayer. 

Elder  Hunter  also  noted  that  the  percentage  of  attendance  at  Primary  is 
higher  than  any  of  the  other  auxiliaries  of  the  Church. 

He  told  the  Primary  workers  that  their  efforts  “create  the  desire  for 
young  men  to  hold  the  priesthood  and  to  accept  the  call  to  go  on  missions. 

“Your  willingness  to  help  them  turns  the  hearts  of  boys  and  girls  toward 
the  temples  of  God  when  they  reach  those  important  years.” 

Bishop  Robert  L.  Simpson  of  the  Presiding  Bishopric  admonished  all 
workers  in  the  Primary  Association  to  become  as  little  children.  Take  time 
out  to  observe  little  children,  was  his  advice.  By  so  doing  that  they  might 
gain  some  of  the  basic  attributes  needed  to  reach  the  children  effectively, 
he  said.

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Washington  Temple 
To  Reflect  Architecture 
Of  Salt  Lake  Edifice 


^  The  architectural  design  for  the 
Washington,  D.C.  Temple  has  been 
approved  by  the  First  Presidency. 

The  edifice,  described  by  the  team  of 
architects  responsible  for  the  design  as 
"majestic"  and  "timeless,"  will  be 
erected  atop  a  hill  on  a  57  acre  tract 
near  Silver  Spring,  Md.,  adjacent  to 
the  nation's  capital. 

The  architectural  team  prepared  the 
design  with  the  following  five  objectives 
in  mind: 

1.  The  Washington  Temple  represents 
visually  the  Church  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  United  States.  It,  therefore,  will 
be  a  majestic  edifice. 

2.  The  temple  has  a  "timeless" 
quality  in  its  design — relation  to  the 
past,  present  and  future. 

3.  This  temple  will  be  immediately 
recognised  as  a  Mormon  temple.  It 
suggests  and  brings  to  mind  the  best 


known  and  most  easily  recognised  sy¬ 
mbol  of  the  Church — the  Salt  Lake 
Temple — by  means  of  a  new  and  unique 
expression  and  form  without  the  design 
being  a  literal  copy  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple. 

4.  The  temple  visually  expresses  re¬ 
lationship  to  Deity.  The  total  building 
as  well  as  each  element  contributes  to 
this  aspiring  quality. 

5.  The  site  is  unparalleled  in  beauty 
and  spiritual  quality.  The  building  is 
beautiful  from  all  directions  and  dist¬ 
ances.  The  location  suggests  a  symme¬ 
trical  form  with  elevated  mass  having 
straight  line  forms  and  simple  planes 
and  surfaces  making  possible  the  use  of 
white  marble  as  an  exterior  material. 

The  architectural  team,  all  prominent 
Utah  architects,  are  Fred  L.  Markham, 
Provo;  Keith  W.  Wilcox,  Ogden;  Henry 
P.  Fetzer  and  Harold  K.  Beecher,  Salt 
Lake  City.  Mr.  Markham  was  chairman 
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Aproved  design  for  the  Washington,  D.C.  Temple,  16th  in  the  world,  to  be 
erected  on  a  57-acre  site  near  Silver  Spring,  Md.  Construction  to  begin  next  spring 
on  the  white  marble  structure. 


of  the  committee  which  worked  in  co¬ 
operation  with  Emil  B.  Fetzer,  Church 
architect. 

The  building  will  be  designed  and 
erected  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Church  Building  Committee  of  which 
Mark  B.  Garff  is  chairman. 

Mr.  Garff  says  it  is  expected  plans 
will  be  completed  and  construction  may 
begin  in  about  one  year. 

The  wooded  hilltop  on  which  the 
temple  will  be  erected  rises  120  feet 
above  the  surrounding  terrain. 

Ground  was  broken  and  the  site  ded¬ 


icated  by  Pres.  Hugh  B.  Brown,  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency,  at 
appropriate  services  on  Dec.  8.  He  was 
acting  under  assignment  from  President 
David  0.  McKay,  95-year-old  Church 
leader.  Approximately  3,500  members 
of  the  Church  assembled  for  the  ded¬ 
icatory  services  conducted  by  Pres. 
Milan  D.  Smith  of  the  Washington 
Stake,  who  was  later  named  chairman 
of  the  Washington  Temple  District. 

The  temple,  sixteenth  to  be  erected 
by  the  Mormon  Church  throughout  the 
world,  will  serve  238,000  members  living 
in  the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  in  38  stakes  and  12 
missions.

★  This  is  the  Lord’s  way  of  advising  us  to  save  “for  a  rainy  day.” 

A  “rainy  day”  could  be  a  flood,  a  tornado,  an  earthquake,  a  fire, 
war  or  it  may  just  be  an  emergency  of  a  more  personal  kind,  such  as  a 
serious  and  lenghty  illness,  an  accident,  or  anything  which  brings 
about  a  loss  of  employment,  and  which  results  in  a  diminished  or  no 
income. 

Suppose  just  such  an  emergency  should  fall  upon  your  family, 
how  long  could  you  sustain  yourselves  through  the  supply  of  food 
commodities  stored  in  your  larder?  A  day,  a  week,  a  month,  six 
months,  a  year?  Specifically,  since  1937,  Church  members  have  been 
admonished  to  plan  and  provide  for  their  families  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency. 

Admittedly,  storage  conditions  and  facilities  vary  from  country  to 
country  under  economic  and  climatic  forces,  but  there  are  still  many 
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“LET  EVERY  HEAD  OF  EVERY  HOUSEHOLD  SEE  TO  IT 
THAT  HE  HAS  ON  HAND  ENOUGH  FOOD  AND 
CLOTHING  AND,  WHERE  POSSIBLE,  FUEL  ALSO  FOR 
AT  LEAST  A  YEAR  AHEAD.”

items  that  may  be  stored  under  determined,  thoughtful  planning  and 
budgeting. 

Just  suppose  your  bishop  or  branch  president  were  to  ask  you  to 
sustain  your  family  through  the  next  two  weeks  without  further 
shopping  from  this  very  moment.  What  would  be  your  reaction,  and 
that  of  your  family?  Most  likely  you  would  undergo  some  quick 
planning  and  changing  of  diet  to  make  your  supplies  stretch  over 
the  desired  period,  unless  you  have  already  been  following  and 
practicing  a  planned  food  storage  programme. 

It  is  suggested  that  you  begin  TODAY,  analysing  your  family’s 
needs  for  a  week,  then  as  soon  as  possible,  have  your  larder  stored 
with  sufficient  quantities  of  food,  etc.  to  sustain  you  a  week.  As 
soon  as  that  goal  is  achieved,  plan  and  achieve  a  goal  of  double  the 
amount,  or  two  weeks  supplies.  Next  prepare  for  a  month  of 
supplies.  During  all  of  this  carefully  use  a  dating,  and  or  rotating 
system,  so  that  the  foods  you  store  away  do  not  "rot”  on  the  shelf 
but  are  part  of  the  food  storage  programme. 

With  world  conditions  as  they  are  these  days,  an  emergency 
situation  could  arise  at  anytime.  Therefore,  it  behooves  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Church  to  follow  the  counsel  given  and  be  prepared  the 
best  we  can  for  just  such  an  emergency. 
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This  food  storage  programme  is  one  facet  of  the  huge  Priesthood 
Welfare  Programme  of  the  Church  established  in  1830.  Since  that 
year  the  Church  has  encouraged  its  members  to  establish  and  main¬ 
tain  their  economic  independence.  The  Church  encourages  thrift  and 
fosters  the  establishment  of  employment-creating  industries;  it  has 
stood  ready  at  all  times  to  help  needy  faithful  members. 

The  aim  of  this  great  programme  is  to  help  the  people  to  help 
themselves. 

May  we  also  remind  that  the  greatest  storehouse  in  the  whole 
Church  is  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 

Wheat  is  the  staff  of  life  and  the  Church  strongly  urges  its  stor¬ 
age.  Yes  it  can  be  stored  in  England.  It  is  available  through  the 
Deseret  Enterprises,  Ltd.  288  London  Road,  Mitcham,  Surrey.  How¬ 
ever,  wheat  of  the  Turkey  red  variety  should  be  stored  for  this  is  a 
clean,  hard  and  dry  grain,  which  will  keep  for  several  years  if 
stored  properly. 

Wheat  may  be  milled  into  whole  wheat  flour  or  cereal  and  can  be 
sprouted  for  an  edible  green  food. 

The  Millennial  Star  prints  herewith  several  suggestions  regarding 
home  food  storage  plus  the  comments  and  experiences  of  some 
families  who  have  already  developed  such  a  plan  in  their  homes 
here  in  Great  Britain.  As  further  information  becomes  available  it 
will  be  passed  along  to  our  readers.

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How  We  Built

^  We  started  building  our  food  store 
two  years  ago,  when  we  moved  into 
our  present  home,  by  buying  a  little 
extra  each  month  and,  whenever  pos¬ 
sible  in  bulk  from  a  'cash  and  carry'. 

"We  also  found  that  the  local  super¬ 
market  often  had  special  offers  that 
were  more  economical  than  the  'cash 
and  carry'.  Each  tin  or  package  is  mark¬ 
ed  with  the  year  and  quarter  as  it  is 
placed  in  the  store.  As  each  weeks 
normal  groceries  are  purchased  the 
equivalent  is  used  from  the  store  and 
replaced  by  the  weeks  purchases,  thus 
ensuring  at  all  times  a  fresh  food  store. 

"A  research  programme  was  carried 
out  by  a  consumers  group  into  the 
length  of  storage  time  for  various  tin¬ 
ned  foods.  (See  the  table). 

"Assuming  they  will  be  kept  in  a 
warm  climate  at  about  65  degrees  F. 


remember  to  make  some  allowance  for 
the  time  they  have  been  kept  in  the 
shop.  The  periods  of  time  indicated 
show  the  time  before  some  deteriora¬ 
tion,  usually  in  colour  occurs. 

"We  have  been  mindful  of  the  use  of 
liquids  in  our  daily  diet.  Included  in 
our  store  is  100  gallons  of  water  (in 
cold  and  hot  water  tanks  plus  stored 
water  in  polythene  containers).  This  is 
about  the  practical  limit. 

"Fruit,  vegetables  (green)  and  meat, 
have  been  stored  for  vitamin,  mineral 
and  protein  content.  Fish  has  also  been 
given  priority  because  of  its  high  food 
value.  Dehydrated  foods,  potatoes  and 
soups  in  particular,  are  able  to  be 
stored  easily  in  large  quantities  and 
provide  excellent  nourishment.  Sugar 
proved  to  be  a  difficulty,  but  one  gallon 
cans  of  syrup  were  found  to  be  accep¬ 
table.  Vitamins  and  seeds  (for  future 
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Sis.  Sylvia  Sweeney  replaces  her  wheat  grinder  to  her  food  larder.  She  dates 

each  item  as  it  is  stored. 
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propagation)  have  also  been  stored  and 
are  very  small  in  bulk. 

"Candles,  washing  powder,  soap, 
fuel,  clothing,  etc.,  can  also  be  stored, 
but  we  at  least  are  concentrating  on 
our  food  store  at  present. 

"Last  but  perhaps  most  important, 
wheat,  for  bulk,  protein,  and  because 
the  Lord  has  said,  'wheat  is  for  man' 
.  .  .  we  elected  to  store  in  ten  gallon 
polythene  containers  (each  holds  100 
pounds)."

^  "I  first  started  on  my  store  cupboard 
when  I  was  married.  My  mother-in-law 
gave  me  £5  to  start  one.  I  shop  at  a 
supermarket  where  often  their  own 
brands  are  much  cheaper  and  they  also 
do  large  size  tins. 

"A  good  way  to  start  a  store  cup¬ 
board  is  to  buy  each  week  the  'special 
offers'  that  most  grocers  have.  These 
are  often  soup,  tinned  fruit  and  fruit 
juices — and  they  store  very  well.  If 
one  just  buys  a  few  special  offers  a 
week,  one  soon  has  a  reasonable  store. 

"Most  towns  have  a  'cash  and  carry' 
store  which  sell  wholesale  groceries. 
These  are  very  worthwhile  for  members 
of  the  Church  as  food  (virtually  any¬ 
thing)  can  be  bought  in  bulk  and  at  a 
much  reduced  price,  eg.,  drinking  choc- 
late  in  12  lb.  tins,  28  lbs.  of  Cheddar 
cheese,  one  gallon  of  washing-up  liquid 
and  orange  squash  concentrate,  ^  cwt. 


sack  of  salt,  almost  anything  you  can 
think  of. 

"Of  course,  the  obvious  question  is 
where  to  keep  it  all.  I'm  lucky  in  that  I 
have  plenty  of  space.  I  have  a  large 
kitchen  and  I  keep  a  lot  of  it  in  there, 
especially  tins.  We  have  a  boarded  loft 
over  the  entire  area  of  the  house  and 
also  a  separate  one  over  the  garage. 
This  is  useful  for  keeping  things  used 
less  often,  such  as  candles,  soap, 
powder,  toilet  paper,  cooking  oil,  all  of 
which  can  be  bought  wholesale  and  in 
bulk  at  a  'cash  and  carry'. 

"I  also  have  a  deep-freeze  which  in 
regards  to  storage  is  the  most  valuable 
and  useful  thing  I  have.  I  can  keep  food 
in  it  for  up  to  three  years — ready-made 
dishes,  fish  (bought  wholesale  in  40  lb. 
lots)  cheese,  bread,  various  fruits  (not 
bananas — they  go  black),  which  can  be 
bought  in  season  when  they  are  cheaper 
and  stored,  and  home  grown  apples 
which  can  be  sliced  and  stored,  also 
sausages  and  any  sort  of  meat.  Many 
firms  supply  wholesale  meat,  one  of 
the  well-known  ones  being  Merry  Mon¬ 
arch  which  supply  as  many  cuts  of 
meat  as  you  have  room  for,  including 
mince  in  93  lb.  packsl  MacFisheries 
often  have  cheap  lines  in  chickens  and 
I  usually  buy  a  half  dozen  of  these  at 
a  time.  When  one  buys  a  deep-freeze 
always  buy  the  biggest  you  can  afford — 
you'd  be  amazed  at  how  easy  they  are 
to  fill.  The  running  cost  is  minimal  and 
you  can  insure  against  loss  of  contents 
due  to  power  failure  for  about  £1  a 
year.  Of  course,  it  also  means  that  you 
can  have  an  inexhaustable  supply  of 
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lollies  and  ice  creams  during  the  sum¬ 
mer!  Frozen  vegetables  can  also  be 
bought  in  5  and  10  lb.  bags  and  you 
can  get  giant,  catering  size  steak  and 
kidney  pies  enough  for  30  people, 
which  are  very  useful  either  in  times 
of  famine  or  if  a  crowd  of  people 
suddenly  descend  on  youl 


"I  don't  think  you  can  ever  say  you 
have  enough  food,  it's  amazing  how 
soon  a  family  could  demolish  a  supply 
of  food  if  the  family  had  no  other  food 
source  available. 

"I  know  that  Deseret  Enterprises  Ltd. 
keep  sacks  of  corn  and  wheat."

^  Earlier  this  year  the  Thames  Valley 
District  Relief  Society  were  privileged 
to  have  as  their  guest  speakers  Sister 
Lilian  Paterson,  president  of  the  London 
Stake  Relief  Society  and  her  counselor, 
Sister  Jean  Rourke.  The  two  visiting 
sisters  adressed  the  leadership  meeting 
of  the  Thames  Valley  District. 

The  entire  evening  was  devoted  to 
the  Church  Food  Storage  plan  as  it  is 
suitable  for  Britain.  Sister  Paterson  ex¬ 
plained  the  reasoning  and  need  for 
storage  and  cited  prophecies  of  famines 
to  come. 


Sister  Rourke  presented  a  practical 
demonstration  and  talk  on  the  essentials 
and  necessities  to  store. 

While  some  of  the  sisters  came  to 
this  leadership  meeting  knowing  perhaps 
a  little  of  the  need  for  food  storage, 
after  this  meeting  all  the  sisters  re¬ 
turned  home  with  a  real  desire  to  begin 
storing,  said  Sister  Madeleine  Brighty, 
Thames  Valley  District  Relief  Society 
president.  She  said  she  hoped  the 
sisters  through  England  would  become 
"enthused”  enough  about  food  storage 
that  each  family  would  embark  on  the 
programme. 
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2  5  Story 
Church  Office 
Building 
To  House 
All  Auxiliaries 


^  The  First  Presidency  has  decided 
construction  will  begin  this  summer  on 
a  new  25  story  general  Church  office 
building  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  high-rise  building  will  be  located 
on  the  same  block  and  immediately 
north  of  the  present  Church  Administra¬ 
tion  Building.  It  will  be  erected  under 
the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
Church  Building  Committee. 

The  building  is  for  single  occupancy 
— to  be  used  exclusively  for  Church 
departments  and  auxiliaries,  which  are 
now  housed  in  the  Church  Adminstra- 
tion  Building  and  many  other  buildings 
about  the  city. 

The  Relief  Society  will  continue  to 
occupy  its  own  building  on  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  the  same  block. 

The  General  Authorities,  including 
the  First  Presidency,  Council  of  the 
Twelve  Apostles,  Assistants  to  the 


Twelve,  Patriarch  to  the  Church,  the 
First  Council  of  Seventy  and  the  Presi¬ 
ding  Bishopric,  will  continue  to  occupy 
the  present  Church  Adminstration  Build¬ 
ing  at  47  East  South  Temple  Street. 

George  Cannon  Young,  prominent 
Salt  Lake  architet,  is  designer  of  the 
modern  structure.  The  building  will  be 
erected  over  the  three-story  under¬ 
ground  parking  plaza.  When  the  plaza 
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^  Proposed  new  25-story  general  office  building  the  Church  will  erect  adjacent  to 

Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake  City.  At  left  is  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  and  right  Hotel 
Utah.  George  Cannon  Young  is  architect. 


was  constructed  in  1964-65,  the  foot¬ 
ings  and  steel  columns  upon  which  the 
new  office  building  will  be  built  were 
installed. 

The  building  will  include  wings  four- 
story  high  to  the  east  and  west  of  the 
centre  tower.  Construction  will  be  of 
welded  steel,  with  a  facing  of  pre-cast 
stone  in  white  quartzite.  Floors  will 
be  of  cellular  steel,  with  a  concrete 
wearing  surface. 


The  double-T,  hollow-core  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  exterior  surface  of  the  build¬ 
ing  will  provide  built-in  sun  control. 

The  building  will  have  two  fronts — 
north  and  south — with  the  columns  of 
the  colonade  on  each  side  being  four 
stories  high.  The  main  front  of  the 
building  will  be  to  the  south  facing  a 
landscaped  plaze  between  the  new 
structure  and  the  Church  Adminstra- 
tion  Building. 
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General  Information  For  Food 
Storage  In  Britain 


^  Store  foods  in  as  dry  and  cool  a 
place  as  possible.  Do  not  allow  to  freeze 
and  keep  airtight.  If  no  other  place 
available,  place  against  outside  wall  in 
winter,  inside  wall  in  summer. 

Temperatures  are  very  important,  40 
degrees  to  60  degrees  F.  is  ideal,  but 
no  higher  than  70  degrees  F. 

Date  supplies  as  you  buy  them. 

Don't  store  foods  that  are  not  usually 
eaten,  introduce  them  into  diet. 

Always  keep  tins  and  bottles  wiped 
clean,  if  insects  invade,  remember 
some  foods  (i.e.  flour)  absorb  smells, 
so  remove  them  before  using  sprays. 
Grains  can  be  fumigated  in  oven  at 
lowest  heat  for  20  minutes. 

Dried  fruits — Wrap  in  muslin  and  dip 
in  boiling  water  for  6  seconds,  thorou¬ 
ghly  dry  before  resealing. 

If  tins  bulge  DO  NOT  USE,  rusting 
is  alright  if  there  are  no  perforations, 
but  use  as  soon  as  possible. 


Replace  food  in  store  every  6  months 
although  at  40  degrees  F.  it  wilf  keep 
2  years  or  maybe  longer. 

Turn  tins  over  (top  to  bottom)  every 
3-6  months  to  avoid  settling  of  solids, 
evaporated  milk  should  be  turned  every 
month,  shake  well  before  opening. 

Tinned  beans  or  peas  should  be 
brought  to  boiling  point  for  20  minutes 
before  being  eaten  if  stored  6  months 
or  more. 

Remember  to  store  baby  foods  for 
infants  or  the  elderly. 

Fats  and  oils  bought  ready  sealed  will 
keep  many  years  if  left  sealed  in  a  cool 
place.  To  store  own  butter  melt  till  oil 
separates  from  curd,  pour  off  oil  into 
airtight  containers,  store  away  from 
light,  use  curd  in  cooking. 

Pack  dried  fruits  (raisins  etc.)  loosely 
in  clean  dry  jars.  Place  in  coolest  oven 
without  lids  for  20  minutes  then  seal. 
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Dried  yeast  will  keep  3  months  or 
everlasting  yeast  can  be  started.  (Recipe 
at  end). 

Eggs  can  be  stored  in  water  glass, 
but  don't  wash  eggs  or  protective  film 
will  be  destroyed.  Atlantic  sailors  have 
kept  eggs  fresh  by  smearing  them  with 
vaseline. 

Peanut  butter  is  important  in  our  diet. 
(One  sandwich  provides  1/5th  of  days 
protein)  it  will  keep  indefinitely  in  orig¬ 
inal  containers  if  in  cool  dark  place,  it 
MUST  be  stored  away  from  light. 

Cheese  bought  whole  with  rind  on 
will  keep  indefinitely  if  wrapped  in  vine¬ 
gar  cloth.  Rewrap  every  6-8  months. 

Dehydrated  foods  retain  flavour  and 
nutritive  value,  they  keep  indefinitely  if 
packed  (still  in  original  sealed  packets) 
into  airtight  containers. 

Peas  and  beans  (whole  or  split)  need 
no  fumigant,  but  seal  in  airtight  con¬ 
tainers. 

Grains  such  as  rice,  oats,  etc.,  treat 
as  for  wheat. 

Baking  powder  keeps  in  original 
containers  if  metal  or  glass,  NOT  card¬ 
board. 

Cold  storage  is  good,  but  remember 
there  may  be  a  power  failure. 

Salting  and  brining  is  another  way 
of  storing  if  there  is  a  garden  surplus. 

Cabbages  keep  fresh  by  packing  them 


head  down  in  a  trench  dug  in  the 
garden. 

Save  seeds  from  one  year  to  the  next. 

Onions  store  best  hung  up  so  that 
the  air  can  circulate  round  them. 

Root  vegetables  keep  if  covered  with 
earth  and  straw  in  the  garden,  but 
remember  to  provide  ventilation. 

Honey  may  be  stored  as  a  change 
from  sugar,  but  it  must  be  bought  from 
a  reputable  dealer.  Clover  honey  is 
recommended  because  moisture  content 
is  low.  Bought  honey  is  already  prepar¬ 
ed  for  storing.  Keep  away  from  light. 

We  cannot  hope  to  store  adequate 
water  supply.  Hot  or  cold  tanks  will 
give  emergency  supplies,  KNOW 
WHERE  YOUR  VALVE  CONTROLS  ARE 
If  using  hot  water  tank  for  emergency 
supply  don't  have  fire  burning,  switch 
off  emersion  heater.  Refrigerators  will 
give  limited  supply.  Use  all  empty  jars 
for  storing  water,  cook  as  for  bottling 
tomatoes,  store  away  from  light. 

Water  can  be  purified  by  boiling  for 
5-10  minutes,  if  no  heat  available  use 
household  bleach  containing  hyperchlo¬ 
rite: 

Use:  One  drop  to  each  quart  clear 
water. 

Three  drops  to  each  quart  cloudy 
water. 

Thoroughly  mix  and  leave  30  min- 
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utes,  if  not  distinct  taste  of  chlorine, 
redose. 

Tincture  of  iodine  may  also  be  used 
for  small  quantites: 

Use:  2-3  drops  to  each  quart  clear 
water. 

8-10  drops  to  each  quart  cloudy 
water. 

Purification  tablets  should  be  part 
of  our  store  cupboard,  they  can  be 
bought  from  most  camping  stores. 

Water  can  be  bought  ready  sealed 
for  storing  but  it  is  expensive. 

We  can  live  on  wheat,  milk,  sugar, 
salt  and  vitamin  tablets.  A  years  supply 
for  one  woman  would  be  300  lbs. 
wheat — 100  lbs.  powdered  milk — 100 
lbs.  sugar — -5  lbs.  salt — 365  Multiple 
vitamin  tablets.  A  man  would  need 
more,  a  child  less  than  this  amount. 

Care  of  Wheat.  Even  if  it  is  impract¬ 
icable  to  store  huge  quantites  of  wheat, 
it  is  very  wise  to  have  some  stored. 
English  wheat  will  not  store,  the  mois¬ 
ture  content  is  too  high.  American  or 
Canadian  wheat  can  be  bought  from  a 
miller  (moisture  content  not  more  than 
10%). 

Never  wash  wheat,  clean  it  over  a 
fine  sieve.  It  must  be  clean  and  dry  and 
packed  into  metal  containers,  (square 
ones  stack  easier  and  do  not  waste 
space).  DO  NOT  stack  directly  on 


cement  floors,  use  wooden  slats  to 
avoid  sweating. 

If  fumigation  is  desired  use  dry  ice 
(ozs.  in  five  gallon  container)  on  bottom 
of  container,  wheat  on  top,  don't  seal 
till  ice  evaporates,  approximately  30 
minutes. 

Buy  a  good  hand-grinder  in  case  of 
power  failure. 

White  flour  and  granulated  sugar 
should  be  dry  and  packed  into  dry  glass 
or  metal  containers  and  sealed.  Sugar 
will  keep  well  and  retain  food  value  if 
dry  and  stored  away  from  light.  DO 
NOT  store  more  flour  than  you  would 
use  in  one  year. 

Store  iodized  salt  in  plastic  contain¬ 
ers.  Iodine  may  cause  discolouration 
but  will  not  effect  salt  and  gives  a 
needed  mineral. 

Skim  or  not-fat  powdered  milk  stores 
longer  than  full  cream  and  there  is  only 
a  little  difference  in  food  value.  It  must 
be  dry  and  airtight,  it  will  keep  up  to 
2  years  at  70  degrees  F. 

A  few  vitamins  are  damaged  by 
heat  or  light,  so  store  in  dark  bottles  in¬ 
side  cartons.  Gelatine  capsules  keep 
longer  than  tablets. 

Many  foods  are  damaged  by  light, 
and  all  by  heat  and  damp  so  keep  your 
store  of  food  dry  and  cool  and  in  dark¬ 
ness,  and  remember  we're  storing  for 
famine,  not  feasting.

BOTTLED  FOODS 


All  fruits,  vegetables  and  meats  properly  processed  in  glass  jars  will  keep 
equally  as  long  as  canned  goods — if  STORED  IN  A  COOL,  DARK,  DRY  PLACE. 

Those  highly  acid  and  pigmented  fruits  listed  under  "Canned  foods;  short  shelf 
life'  'can  be  kept  longer  if  stored  in  glass  jars.

This  diet  supplies  approximately  2,300  calories  per  day,  which  is  the  recom¬ 
mended  need  of  a  16-20  year  youth,  or  a  25  year  old  woman,  This  would  supply 
approximately  94  grams  of  protein  a  day,  7.6  grams  of  fat  and  444  grams  of 
carbohydrate. 


The  emergency  diet  for  a  woman  would  cost  about  £20. 

Additional  foods  would  add  variety  to  this  diet — giving  greater  security  (physi¬ 
cally  and  mentally)  and  better  balanced  diet.

Stir  all  ingredients  well,  put  them  in  a  warm  place  to  raise  until  ready  to  mix  for 
baking.  Leave  a  small  amount  of  the  everlasting  yeast  for  a  start  next  time,  keep 
in  a  cool  place  until  a  few  hours  before  ready  to  use  again.  Add  the  same  ingredi¬ 
ents  to  the  yeast  for  the  next  baking. 
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A  Homemaker  Talks 
About  Her  Store  Cupboard 
And  Ours 

By  Sister  Sadie  Patricia  Eagland,  Leeds 


^  A  short  time  after  I  became  a 
member  of  The  Church  I  heard  of  the 
home  storage  programme  and  began 
buying  a  few  extra  items  each  week  as 
I  did  my  shopping. 

1  put  a  date  on  all  the  things  as  I 
store  them  in  my  larder,  this  way  I 
use  them  in  their  correct  rotation.  The 
felt  tipped  pens  of  today  are  one  easy 
means  of  dating  the  tins. 

At  first  I  was  only  concerned  with 
filling  the  cupboards  in  the  kitchen. 
When  these  cupboards  were  completely 
stocked  floorboards  were  placed  in  the 
loft  and  a  room  was  boarded  with  hard- 
board  and  shelves  fitted  to  give  ample 
storage  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
my  family. 

It  was  not  long  before  I  realised  that 
this  was  just  another  different  way 


of  housekeeping,  the  only  safe  and  sen¬ 
sible  way  to  cater  for  families  in,  the 
latter-days.  I  have  been  following  this 
pattern  for  nearly  eight  years  and  I  find 
it  very  rewarding  and  a  lot  easier  to 
cater  for  my  family. 

I  have  learned  that  if  a  store  space 
is  dry  and  does  not  get  too  warm 
during  the  summer  months  then  it  is 
ideal  for  food  storage.  I  have  found 
that  dampness  and  mice  are  the  worst 
enemies,  so  my  advice  is  to  keep  all 
things  in  tins  and  foil  the  mice.  I  have 
found  that  tinned  and  dried  goods  will 
keep  almost  indefinitely  under  these 
conditions. 


GOOD  ADVICE 

I  remember  a  Bro.  P.  Jenson  who 
gave  us  excellent  advice  on  what  to

store.  He  said,  "store  what  you  eat  and 
eat  what  you  store,"  thus  keeping  every¬ 
thing  in  rotation. 

Space  can  present  a  problem.  Extra 
cupboards  will  help  at  first  but  as  the 
family  grows  up  and  leaves  home  one 
or  two  of  the  bedrooms  can  be  conver¬ 
ted  into  storage  space.  A  dry  cellar  is 
ideal  for  storage.  If  the  space  problem 
in  your  home  cannot  be  solved  and 
realizing  how  important  this  comman¬ 
dment  is  to  have  a  stock  of  foods  on 
hand  for  any  emergency,  then  pos¬ 
sibly  one  answer  would  be  to  locate  a 
more  suitable  home  and  effect  a  change. 

As  money  is  also  another  big  item 
which  determines  the  scope  of  the 
home  storage  programme,  I  believe 
all  members  of  the  family  should  become 
a  part  of  the  project.  Other  members  of 
the  family  cannot  leave  it  all  up  to  the 
mother  of  the  home.  I  have  learned 
that  if  your  store  cupboard  cannot  be 
increased  from  the  usual  housekeeping 
accounts  then  the  extra  money  has  to 
be  earned  and  this  can  be  discussed 
at  the  Family  Home  Evening.  A  good 
way  to  increase  the  income  is  baby¬ 
sitting  which  can  be  done  by  any  re¬ 
sponsible  member  of  the  family.  Also 
a  paper  round  is  a  good  source  of  re¬ 
venue  which  older  sons  or  daughters 
can  manage.  More  efficient  housekeep¬ 
ing,  more  home  dressmaking  is  often 


necessary  because  money  saved  is 
worth  more  than  money  earned  under 
present  high  taxes. 


MUST  BE  PREPARED 

We  are  the  instruments  the  Lord  has 
to  use  to  usher  in  the  Millennial  reign 
thus  we  must  be  prepared  to  do  His 
work.  We  don't  want  to  fail  Him  be¬ 
cause  we  are  short  of  food. 

I  like  what  the  Prophet  Nephi  tells 
us  in  the  Book  of  Mormon  that  the 
Lord  never  gives  us  a  commandment 
without  He  prepares  a  way  for  us  to 
accomplish  the  thing  which  He  has 
commanded.  This  applies  just  as  much 
in  1968  as  it  did  in  600  B.C.  Once  we 
start  to  obey  the  commandment  to 
store  foods  it  is  surprising  how  we 
progress  and  enjoy  it.  Our  home  stor¬ 
age  programme  has  given  my  family  a 
source  of  comfort  knowing  that  we 
have  a  supply  to  meet  emergencies  and 
that  this  supply  is  steadily  growing. 

(Mrs.  Eagland  was  a  former  hotel 
manageress  in  Harrogate.  She  and  her 
brother  now  cater  for  factory  canteens. 
She  is  first  counselor  in  the  Leeds 
Stake  Relief  Society  presidency  and  Is 
responsible  for  catering  for  all  stake 
affairs.)

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Report 
on  the 
Student 
Convention

★  John  Madsen  said  it  was  the  finest 
student  convention  that  he  had  ever 
attended;  those,  however,  who  had  less 
comparative  experience  could  just  de¬ 
scribe  it  as  fine,  pure  and  simple. 

Bro.  Madsen  had  set  the  mood  in 
the  devotional  assembly.  Co-ordinator 
of  the  British  Seminary  District,  he 
talked  of  the  coming  revelation  of  all 
knowledge,  denied  the  need  for  dicho¬ 
tomy  between  spirit  and  intellect,  and 
challenged  us  to  use  all  our  enthusiasm 
in  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

Following  this  opening  was  a  seque¬ 
nce  of  graded  group  activities  leading 
to  greater  involvement  with  the  pro¬ 
blems  of  maintaining  attitudes  and 
standards  in  college.  Robert  Moore, 
Scarborough  Branch  president  and  stu¬ 
dent  at  North  Riding  College  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  spoke  of  the  need  for  greater 
involvement  in  the  community;  Gwen 
Cannon,  editor  of  the  Youth  Section  of 
the  Millennial  Star,  spoke  of  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  integrating  demands  of  both 
Church  and  college;  and  Pres.  J.  W. 
Child,  of  the  British  South  Mission  and 
Church  Sponsor  to  the  organisers — the 
Deseret  Club  in  the  University  of  Ox¬ 
ford — spoke  of  the  student's  primary 
responsibility  before  the  Lord.  He  diffe¬ 
rentiated  between  matters  of  principle 
and  matters  of  preference.  The  remarks 
of  these  three  were  in  turn  considered 
by  the  Conventioners  in  small  groups 
before,  as  a  reconvened  body,  they 
discussed  with  the  speakers  the  pur¬ 
port  and  implications  of  the  remarks 
they  had  heard. 

A  fringe  panel,  consisting  of  Elder 
Marion  D.  Hanks,  Joseph  Hamstead,  a 
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Students  at  annual  convention  at  Leicester  Stake  Centre.  (Photo  —  Roger  J.  Ball) 
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biochemist,  and  president  of  the  London 
Stake,  and  two  recent  graduates: 
Christopher  J.  Freeman  (in  Petrology 
from  Imperial  College)  and  Gilbert 
J.  R.  L.  McCabe  (Modern  Languages 
from  Christ  Church,  Oxford)  discussed 
evolution,  censorship,  contraception, 
abortion,  exegesis  and  church  adminis¬ 
tration,  amongst  other  topics.  Again 
and  again  the  necessity  of  coming  in 
faith  to  a  personal  decision  was  em¬ 
phasised  as  conventioners  appreciated 
the  freedom  offered  in  the  Church 
positions. 

Workshop  situations,  devised  by 
David  Foote  of  Glasgow  University, 
were  presented  to  the  groups:  drugs, 
morality,  missionary  work,  the  challenge 
of  maintaining  spirituality  were  con¬ 
sidered.  Ronald  Asher  of  Manchester 
University  conducted  the  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  session  which  concluded  with  the 
sacrament  and  testimony  bearing.  Be¬ 
fore  this  Pres.  Frederick  W.  Oates,  Sun¬ 
derland  Stake,  had  spoken  about  com¬ 
passion,  and  Pres.  George  I.  Cannon  of 
the  Central  British  Mission,  showed 
aspects  of  the  proposition  "They  Taught 
as  Teachers".  The  chairman  of  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee,  Peter  L.  Joyce  of 
Wadham  College,  Oxford,  spoke  on  the 
theme  "Must  We  Compromise?".  The 
nature  of  truth  and  the  necessity  of 
keeping  the  Holy  Spirit  emerged  from 
a  talk  closely  argued  from  the  Olive 


Leaf.  And  of  course  Elder  Hanks  spoke: 
amongst  other  things  challenging  stud¬ 
ents  to  share  the  insight  of  Dickens, 
of  Yeats,  of  Alma;  challenging  us  to 
make  these  either  the  best  or  worst  of 
times. 

Michael  G.  Jones  of  the  Queen's 
University,  Belfast,  had  worked  hard  on 
sports  activities;  pre-breakfast  runs  and 
basketball,  and  games  of  hockey  and 
netball  as  well  as  workouts  in  the 
gym.  He  was  assisted  in  these  by 
Heather  Jennings  from  the  Lady  Mabel 
College  of  Physical  Education. 

The  conventioners  really  enjoyed 
themselves  in  a  Community  Service 
Project,  digging  gardens  and  getting  to 
know  the  old  people  they  were  visiting. 
Kay  Moorby — worked  with  the  stake 
catering  committee  under  Sister  Con¬ 
stance  Hill  and  succeeded  in  breaking 
down  what  reserve  was  left  in  having 
the  conventioners  involve  themselves  in 
free  dramatic  expression. 

The  ball  was  a  joint  Gold  and  Green 
with  the  Sunderland  Stake  MIA,  and  a 
great  success.  Other  social  activities 
were  the  responsibility  of  Peter  Davies 
from  the  Huddersfield  Polytechnic.  A 
happening  happened  to  open  the  con¬ 
vention,  and  a  barbecue  on  Sunder¬ 
land's  Roker  Beach  kept  it  moving  well. 
And  so  on.

^  Living  on  the  edge  of  the  jungle  in 
a  barbed  wire  compound;  carrying  a 
machine  gun  as  personal  equipment, 
changing  cars  and  routes  daily  on  re¬ 
petitive  journeys;  expecting  danger  and 
living  with  it  was  a  way  of  life  for 
the  William  Brown-Lees  in  the  1950's 
in  Malaya.  It  was  during  this  period 
when  Communist  forces  were  making 
subversive  but  determined  attacks  on 
the  organised  governmentthere.  Brother 
Brown-Lee  went  to  Malaya  as  an  ac¬ 
countant  for  a  tin  mining  group  but  his 
duties  were  soon  extended  to  production. 
He  even  served  as  an  assistant  on  board 
the  dredges,  a  boat-like  device  which 
floats  on  its  own  lake  and  extracts  the 
alluvial  tin. 

His  talents  were  put  to  good  use  in 
the  community,  as  well.  He  became  the 
Honorary  Inspector  of  Police,  Honorary 
Game  Warden,  Protector  of  the  Abori¬ 
gines,  and  Protector  of  the  new  village 
of  Bali.  He  was  the  assessor  of  the 
Criminal  Court  of  Appeal  and  Superv¬ 
isor  of  the  first  free  elections. 

Living  abroad  was  not  a  new  experi¬ 
ence  for  the  Brown-Lees.  Five  months 
after  his  marriage  to  Gillian  Smith,  Bill 
was  sent  to  West  Africa  by  the  West 
African  Shipping  Company  as  part  of 
the  west  coast  staff.  Later  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Ghana,  where  his  wife  joined 
him. 

Brother  Brown-Lee  was  born  in  Leigh, 
Lancashire,  a  cotton  and  mining  town 
of  65,000  people.  He  commented  that 
due  to  his  family's  frequent  moves  he 
attended  many  and  varied  schools. 
When  he  reached  college  age  his  in- 
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terests  were  in  engineering  and  foot¬ 
ball.  He  played  in  trials  with  both  Man¬ 
chester  City  and  the  Bolton  Wanderers. 

In  1947  at  the  end  of  the  war  he 
joined  the  forces.  He  claims  he  has  a 
near  record  for  a  short  army  career.  He 
was  a  soldier  for  256  days,  became  ill, 
and  received  a  medical  discharge. 

This  same  year  he  took  his  first  job 
as  a  wage  clerk  and  checker  for  a 
building  and  civil  engineering  company. 
He  worked  for  this  firm  for  three  years 
and  ended  his  time  with  them  as  cash¬ 
ier/accountant.  Later,  he  was  involved 
in  the  quarrying  and  re-construction  of 
a  city  sewage  scheme  and  open  cast 
coal  mining  in  which  after  his  own  12- 
hour  shift,  he  would  drive  an  excavator 
and  bulldozer. 

At  nineteen  he  was  chairman  of  a 
Youth  Board  on  which  'his  future  wife 
also  served.  She  had  been  a  student  at 
the  New  Physical  Education  College. 
They  were  married  a  year  later  at 


Rochdale,  Lancashire. 

From  these  interesting  beginnings 
Brother  Brown-Lee  rose  to  be  Managing 
Director  of  Impress  Printing  and  Design, 
chairman  of  Marketing  Design  and 
Display  Ltd.,  and  was  an  executive  of 
Target  Press  Ltd.  He  has  now  been  ap¬ 
pointed  Regional  Manager  for  the  South 
West  Region  of  the  newly  organised 
Printing  and  Publishing  Industry  Train¬ 
ing  Board  at  Bristol. 

The  Brown-Lees  were  contacted  by 
the  missionaries  in  December,  1962 
and  became  members  of  the  Church  in 
February,  1963.  Brother  Brown-Lee's 
leadership  abilities  were  soon  recogni¬ 
sed  and  he  was  appointed  as  a  coun¬ 
selor  in  the  Branch  Presidency  within 
three  months  of  his  baptism.  He  has 
served  in  the  Midlands  West  District 
Presidency  and  has  been  President  of 
the  High  Wycombe  Branch.  He  is  on 
the  board  of  Desert  Enterprises  Ltd., 
Great  Britain,  and  serves  as  an  advisor 
to  the  Millennial  Star.

LENARD  DOYLE  ROBISON 

Mission  President 

^  Pres.  Robison  was  born  at  Garrison, 
Utah  in  1917,  and  spent  his  early  life 
on  a  ranch  near  Willards  Creek.  In 
1924  the  family  moved  to  Snake  Valley 
where  he  was  obliged  to  walk  2\  miles 
in  order  to  attend  a  little  one  roomed 
school  house.  A  year  later  the  family 
moved  again,  this  time  to  Spring  Valley 
where  he  rode  on  horseback,  5  miles 
to  and  from  school  in  Shingle  Creek. 
When  he  began  the  tenth  year  of  his 
education  it  became  necessary  to  travel 
an  even  greater  distance  to  continue 
his  education,  so  he  went  to  live  with 
his  aunt.  Following  his  graduation  from 
Baker  High  School  in  1934,  he  attended 
the  L.D.S.  Business  College  in  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Four  years  later  he  married  LaVon 
Irene  Wade,  and  took  his  beautiful 
young  bride  to  the  Nevada  Ranch  which 
he  co-partnered  with  his  brother.  There 
he  continued  to  work  with  livestock 
as  he  had  in  his  youth,  and  Sister 
Robison  set  about  making  a  home  for 
herself  and  her  new  husband.  Later 


they  were  blessed  with  two  fine  sons, 
Norman  Lenard  and  Lowell  James,  both 
of  whom  filled  honourable  missions  and 
returned  home  to  marry  and  complete 
their  college  education,  as  well  as 
giving  active  service  in  the  Church. 
Pres,  and  Sister  Robison  now  have  two 
grandsons,  one  aged  3  years  and  the 
other  only  a  few  months.

^  Just  outside  of  Harrogate,  York¬ 
shire  on  the  road  to  Leeds,  at  the 
summit  of  a  hill  is  the  North  British 
Mission  Home,  “Rossett  Green”. 

“Rossett  Green”,  built  in  1904  by 
Sir  Norman  Ray,  Member  of  Parliament, 
for  his  summer  dwelling,  was  staffed 
by  a  full  complement  of  maids,  cooks, 
and  gardeners  until  it  was  purchased 


Branch,  also  in  Relief  Society,  and  has 
been  a  counselor  and  President  of  the 
Reading  District  Primary.  While  resid¬ 
ing  at  York  she  has  continued  to  work 
in  all  these  auxiliaries.  At  the  present 
time  she  is  President  of  the  Hull  Dis¬ 
trict  Y.W.M.I.A. 


by  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  and  turned  over  to  the  North 
British  Mission. 

The  first  Mission  President  to  live  in 
the  home  was  Pres.  Grant  S.  Thorn,  in 
1962.  Pres,  and  Sister  Thorn  moved  into 
the  house  after  it  was  remodeled  and 
decorated  by  the  Church. 

The  servants’  quarters,  a  medium 
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sized  house  on  the  corner  of  the 
grounds,  serves  as  living  quarters  for 
the  Elders  of  the  mission  staff,  and  the 
converted  stables  serve  as  print  shop, 
and  storage  area  for  the  mission  home. 

In  the  main  house,  the  old  billiard 
room  has  been  converted  into  a  modern 
and  efficient  office  where  there  are 
offices  for  the  Mission  Secretary,  the 
President’s  Secretary,  and  the  Mission 
Recorder.  The  President’s  office  is  a 
converted  study  with  two  walls  bearing 


pictures  of  all  the  missionaries  serving 
in  the  North  British  Mission. 

In  the  summer  of  1965  “Rossett 
Green”  became  the  centre  of  activity 
when  the  North  British  Mission  and  the 
Northeast  British  Mission  were  com¬ 
bined  under  the  leadership  of  Wilford 
H.  Payne.  This  beautiful  home  which 
had  previously  been  the  mission  home 
of  the  Northeast  British  Mission  be¬ 
came  the  mission  headquarters  for  the 
newly  organised  North  British  Mission.

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20,000  Members  Within  Mission 


^  The  North  British  Mission  reaches 
from  the  Scottish  border,  coast  to 
coast  as  far  south  as  Sheffield.  Within 
the  mission  area  which  includes  the 
Manchester,  Leeds  and  Sunderland 
Stakes  are  20,000  members  who  make 
up  75  congregations.  Many  of  these 
congregations  are  housed  in  the  25 
new  chapels  which  have  been  built  in 
the  last  five  years. 

The  North  British  Mission  is  a  cradle 
of  modern  Israel.  It  is  almost  as  if 
the  Lord  held  Britain  in  His  hands.  In 
an  otherwise  darkened  world,  He  pre¬ 
pared  its  people  to  receive  the  Gospel; 
and  when  liberty  and  industry  and  re¬ 
ligious  reformation  had  been  establish¬ 
ed  here,  He  whispered  to  His  prophet; 


"Let  my  servant  Heber  go  to  England 
and  proclaim  my  Gospel  and  open  the 
door  of  salvation  to  that  nation.” 

The  man  the  Lord  had  called  was 
Heber  C.  Kimball,  an  apostle.  Penniless, 
he  came  with  Orson  Hyde,  Willard 
Richards,  Joseph  Fielding  and  three  other 
missionaries  to  England.  When  they 
arrived  at  Liverpool,  in  councils  of  pray¬ 
er,  pleading  with  the  Lord  to  bless 
their  labours — they  received  inspiration 
to  continue  to  Preston  Lancashire.  It 
was  July  22,  1837,  and  as  their  coach 
entered  the  town  where  they  would 
first  declare  the  Gospel  in  this  land, 
they  saw  an  election  banner  in  the 
street  and  joyfully  accepted  ‘it  as  an 
omen.  It  said:  "Truth  Will  Prevail.”

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"Amen,”  they  cried,  "Truth  will  prevail." 

Elder  Fielding’s  brother  was  a  min¬ 
ister  in  Preston.  Through  the  mail  he 
had  heard  of  the  Restoration  and  with 
his  congregation  had  been  praying  for 
the  messengers  who  would  come  and 
teach  them  of  it.  He  invited  the  breth¬ 
ren,  without  their  asking,  to  preach  to 
them  on  Sunday,  the  next  day.  So  in 
the  Vauxhall  Chapel  at  3.00  p.m.,  Elder 
Kimball  rose  before  an  unusually  large 
gathering  and  declared  "that  an  angel 
had  visited  earth  and  committed  the 
everlasting  Gospel  to  man."  “Glory  to 
God"  his  hearers  exclaimed. 

The  elders  kept  preaching,  that  even¬ 
ing  and  the  next  Wednesday,  until  the 
Reverend  Fielding)  realised  that  the  be¬ 
lievers  would  soon  leave  his  congrega¬ 
tion.  But  the  restoration  had  already 
been  declared  and  the  first  baptism  set 
for  the  following  Sunday.  It  was  agreed 
that  Elder  Kimball  should  baptise  in  the 
River  Ribble,  not  far  from  Preston. 

Elder  Kimball  baptised  nine  indivi¬ 
duals  the  following  morning,  before 
over  7,000  people  who  had  gathered  on 
the  banks  to  watch.  Calls  came  from 
everywhere  to  preach,  but  the  elders 
could  not  fill  them  all.  By  Christmas 
day,  there  were  two  dozen  branches 
flourishing,  and  they  met  in  the  famous 
Preston  "Cockpit"  for  the  first  British 
Mission  Conference. 

Then  the  apostles  came;  ultimately 
eight  were  here  at  once.  They  left  their 
homes  scarcely  well  enough  to  walk  or 


left  destitute  families,  sometimes  both. 
John  Taylor  and  Wilford  Woodruff  came 
first,  three  days  before  the  first  Scottish 
baptism,  and  Elder  Taylor  stayed  to 
work  in  Liverpool.  He  addressed  a  con¬ 
gregation  there  that  had  heard  a  per¬ 
verted  form  of  the  Gospel  from  an 
enemy  of  the  Church,  and  he  baptised 
many.  He  taught  his  wife’s  family  and 
they  believed.  Their  name  was  Cannon: 
they  were  the  parents  of  George  O. 
Cannon,  who  was  first  counselor  to 
three  Church  Presidents,  and  the  pro¬ 
genitor  of  a  great  Latter-day  Saint  pos¬ 
terity. 

Those  who  have  visited  John  Ben- 
bow’s  farm  know  that  only  divine  guid¬ 
ance  could  have  led  Elder  Woodruff  to 
that  obscure  place.  Even  today,  with 
highways  and  detailed  maps,  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find.  Yet  he  walked  26  miles, 
slept,  rode  35  miles  on  a  coach  and 
walked  15  miles — and  at  last  was 
moved  to  call  at  the  home  of  a  wealthy 
farmer,  John  Benbow.  It  turned  out  to 
be  the  meeting  place  for  an  indepen¬ 
dent  church  group,  600  strong,  45  of 
them  were  licensed  preachers — called 
the  United  Brethren.  Elder  Woodruff 
declared  to  the  man  who  welcomed  him 
that  he  had  “been  sent  to  him  by  the 
commandment  of  God  ...  to  preach  the 
Gospel  of  life  to  him." 

He  preached  on  the  farm  and  else¬ 
where  in  the  village,  baptising  all  but 
one  of  the  600  United  Brethren.  A 
certain  irate  rector  dispatched  the  con¬ 
stable  to  arrest  Elder  Woodruff — the 
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constable  agreed  to  let  Elder  Woodruff 
preach  his  scheduled  sermon  before 
taking  him — and  afterwards  he  volunte¬ 
ered  for  baptism.  Then  the  rector  sent 
his  two  clerks  to  spy.  They  volunteered 
also.  In  all,  over  1,800  souls  were  bap¬ 
tised  in  the  small  pond  at  Benbow’s 
Farm. 

By  April,  1840,  eight  apostles,  Brig¬ 
ham  Young,  Heber  C.  Kimball,  John 
Taylor,  Wilford  Woodruff,  Orson  and 
Parley  P.  Pratt,  George  A.  Smith  and 
Willard  Richards  were  in  Britain.  The 
full  mission  organisation  was  instituted 


and  the  Millennial  Star  was  begun.  In 
spite  of  the  growing  opposition,  there 
were  more  and  more  baptisms — and  at 
the  mission  conference  2,500  members 
and  80  branches  were  reported. 

Inspiring  stories  of  the  missions  here 
in  the  British  Isles  do  not  stop  with 
these  auspicious  beginnings,  but  space 
prevents  the  telling  of  more.  But  all 
the  events  of  the  great  era  that  began 
here,  in  the  North  British  Mission  in 
1847  led  to  a  glorious  climax,  the  ded¬ 
ication  of  the  London  Temple. 


North  British  Mission  Home  and  Office. 
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A  Special  Message  From 
Pres.  Lenard  Robison 


★  When  we  accepted  the  call  to  preside  over  the  North  British  Mission, 
it  was  with  great  fear  and  trembling.  We  reallised  the  great  task  was  far 
greater  than  we  had  ever  experienced.  But  we  truly  had  a  sincere  desire 
in  our  hearts  and  dedication  to  the  Lord's  work  to  go  and  do  our  very 
best  to  help  the  Lord's  work  progress  here  in  the  Motherland,  this  great 
land  of  England. 

We  feel  it  the  greatest  privilege  of  our  lives.  Our  lives  have  been 
greatly  enriched  and  made  much  better  and  happier  through  mingling  wtih 
you  wonderful  people  of  the  North  British  Mission. 

It  is  a  very  gratifying  experience  to  watch  our  young  missionaries  grow 
from  anxious  youths  to  mature  adults.  Perhaps  the  mission  field  is  a  harsh 
training  ground  for  this  process,  but  it  is  quite  thorough.  There  is  great 
wisdom  in  sending  late  teenagers  and  early  twenty  year  olds  on  missions, 
both  for  the  excellent  service  they  render  for  the  Church  and  for  the 
testimonies  and  knowlege  they  receive  through  this  service  for  others. 
They  actually  arrive  here  very  inexperienced  for  their  assignments.  The 
kind  of  experience  they  lack  is  the  type  that  can  only  be  had  in  the 
mission  field.  The  humility  and  self  discipline  necessary  to  be  a  successful 
missionary  is  largely  acquired  here.  In  a  testimony  meeting  an  Elder  who 
had  served  a  two  year  assignment  in  the  U.S.  Army,  said  it  was  easier  to 
be  a  good  soldier  than  a  good  missionary. 

Just  how  successful  a  missionary  is,  is  left  up  to  him.  It  is  God’s 
plan  that  we  stand  on  our  own.  No  one  can  give  us  happiness,  a  testimony 
of  the  Gospel  or  exaltation.  You  cannot  buy  honesty,  an  honourable 
companion  in  marriage  or  a  college  degree.  All  these  important  items  and 
many  others,  one  acquires  on  his  own.  And  I  know  of  no  more  wonderful 
place  for  any  young  man  or  woman  to  get  better  training  in  all  of  these 
than  right  here  in  the  North  British  Mission.  Here  they  learn  to  meet  the 
realities  of  life.  There  are  few  limits  in  this  life  for  the  person  who  has 
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sufficient  of  two  attributes,  humility  and  self-discipline.  That  is  what  we 
see  develop  in  these  fine  young  missionaries  as  well  as  a  great  love  for 
others. 

To  us  our  young  missionaries  are  10  feet  tall,  not  in  stature  but  in 
what  they  are  and  what  they  stand  for. 

It  is  wonderful  to  be  here  in  England  where  we  can  share  the  greatest 
gift  any  one  can  possibly  have,  that  of  a  testimony  of  the  truthfulness  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  To  be  able  to  share  it  with  the  English  people  is 
wonderful.  We  pray  continually  that  God  will  touch  the  hearts  of  these 
people,  give  them  a  sincere  desire  to  know  of  this  truth.  We  pray  that 
they  will  pray  for  guidance  in  seeking  it,  that  it  might  become  a  part  of 
their  great  lives,  also 

I  know  without  a  shadow  of  doubt  that  God  lives.  He  does  hear  and 
answer  our  prayers.  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  gave  His  life  to  atone  for  our 
sins,  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  return  back  into  His  presence  if  we 
are  obedient  to  His  commandments.  I  know  that  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
was  an  instrument  in  His  hands  in  restoring  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  its  fulness  to  the  earth  once  more.  We  have  a  living  Prophet  standing  at 
the  head  of  our  Church  today,  our  beloved  David  O.  McKay,  who  does 
receive  revelation  from  God  and  governs  the  Church  in  this  last  dispen¬ 
sation. 

It  is  our  sincere  humble  prayer  that  the  Lord  will  be  able  to  touch  the 
hearts  of  His  sons  and  daughters  here  in  this  great  land.

Navy)  served  his  apprenticeship  and 
returned  years  later  to  bombard  the 
town.  Cockermouth  is  the  birthplace  of 
Wordsworth,  the  famous  poet  whose 
name  is  indelibly  written  into  the  hearts 
and  heritage  of  the  British  people.  Also 
within  the  branch  boundary  is  the 
small  hamlet  of  Eaglesfield,  the  birth¬ 
place  of  John  Dalton,  the  first  man  to 
split  the  atom. 

The  Branch  is  relatively  young,  being 
formed  in  1962.  But  in  those  seven 
years  the  membership  has  reached  101 
members.  Elder  Jensen,  a  full-time  mis¬ 
sionary  is  presently  serving  as  the 
Branch  President  and  Peter  Styles  as 
the  Branch  Clerk.

Dur¬ 
ing  the  ensuing  12  months  converts 
were  made  and  members  met  in  a 
small  room  in  the  town.  Slowly,  but 
surely  the  membership  increased,  and 
all  saved  and  worked  to  create  a 
Building  fund.  A  meeting  was  held  at 
the  Wright  Street  Church  room  when 
some  35  members  attended  to  hear  the 
Church  Authorities  announce  plans  for 
a  chapel  to  be  built,  and  to  take  a 
vote  from  the  members  to  sustain 
this  project. 

A  piece  of  land  was  finally  found 
suitable  (The  owner  had  always  ex¬ 
pressed  the  wish  that  a  Church  would 
be  built  on  this  land)  and  the  Church 
authorities  purchased  it. 

Elder  Clifford  Johnson  and  his  wife 


arrived  in  Southport  from  Idaho,  U.S.A. 
Elder  Johnson  worked  as  the  Building 
Supervisor.  The  first  sod  was  cut  in 
1962  and  work  proceeded  swiftly  until 
Elder  Johnson  fell  from  the  scaffolding, 
breaking  his  back  and  suffering  other 
injuries.

^  During  Christ’s  ministry  there  had 
been  some  not  possessed  of  faith  who 
declared  themselves  about  the  Master. 
In  His  home  country  of  Nazareth  they 
had  said  in  derision: 


“Is  not  this  the  carpenter’s  son?  is 


not  his  mother  called  Mary?  and  his 
brethren,  James,  and  Joses,  and  Simon, 
and  Judas?  .  .  .  And  they  were  offended 
in  him.’ 

The  Master  sadly  replied: 

“A  prophet  is  not  without  honour 
save  in  his  own  country,  and  in  his 
own  house.’’  (Matthew  13:55,57.) 

On  another  occasion  they  said  of 
Him  in  scorn: 

"The  Son  of  man  came  eating  and 
drinking,  and  they  say,  Behold  a  man 
gluttonous,  and  a  winebibber,  a  friend 
of  publicans  and  sinners  .  .  .”  (Ibid., 
11:19.) 

In  Jerusalem  the  scribes  which  came 
down  said, 

“He  hath  Beelzebub,  and  by  the 
prince  of  the  devils  casteth  he  out 
devils.”  (Mark  3:22.) 

“THOU,  ART  THE  CHRIST” 

In  contrast  to  these  unsavory  epith¬ 
ets,  His  faithful  followers  such  as  Peter, 
the  chiefest  of  the  apostles  declared: 
“Thou  are  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 
living  God.”  (Matt.  16:16) — and  from 
his  faithful  Martha,  “Yea  Lord:  I  believe 
that  thou  art  Christ,  the  Son  of  God, 
which  should  come  into  the  world.” 
(John  11:27.)  And  from  another  of  His 
disciples  after  He  had  seen  and  handled 
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the  Risen  Lord,  Thomas  impressed  his 
testimony  with  these  simple  words: 
‘‘My  Lord  and  my  God!”  (Ibid.,  20:28.) 
The  measure  of  difference  between 
those  two  groups  of  individuals  who 
answered  the  query,  “What  think  ye 
of  Christ?”  (Matt.  22:42.)  was  the 
quality  of  which  the  Master  had  spoken 
of  in  His  great  Sermon  on  the  Mount: 
‘‘Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart:  for 
they  shall  see  God.”  (Ibid.,  5:8.) 

Our  responsibility  as  members  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  to  declare 
the  mission  of  the  Saviour  was  im¬ 
pressed  upon  us  in  a  council  meeting 
when  President  David  O.  McKay  made 
this  significant  statement: 

‘‘This  is  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  it  is  our  obligation  to  preach  to  the 
world  that  He  is  the  Son  of  God,  our 
Redeemer  and  our  Saviour — not  just  a 
great  teacher,  but  in  reality  the  Son 
of  our  Father  in  heaven,  and  the  Re¬ 
deemer  of  the  world;  that  He  has 
broken  the  bands  of  death  and  has 
brought  resurrection,  that  through  Him, 
by  obedience  to  the  Gospel,  we  will 
gain  eternal  exaltation  in  His  kingdom. 
May  the  Lord  give  us  power  and  in¬ 
crease  our  ability  to  represent  Him  in 
the  world.” 

In  that  memorable  Wentworth  Letter, 
historically  important  to  the  Church, 
where  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  ans¬ 
wered  the  query  as  to  what  the  Church 
believed,  was  the  statement:  "We  be¬ 
lieve  in  God,  the  Eternal  Father,  and  in 
His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the  Holy 
Ghost.” 


SACRED  SYMBOLISM 

The  symbolism  of  our  belief  and  our 
declaration  to  the  world  is  to  be  found 
everywhere.  As  I  saw  the  pictures  of 
the  Swiss  Temple,  I  read  the  words 
above  the  entrance  and  again  recalled 
that  on  many  of  our  other  sacred 
structures  are  those  significant  words: 
“Holiness  to  the  Lord.” 

As  you  walk  on  the  temple  grounds 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  look  upon  the  west 
towers  of  the  great  Salt  Lake  Temple, 
and  just  underneath  the  battlements 
will  you  see  the  dipper  pointing  to  the 
North  Star — the  symbolism,  as  explain¬ 
ed  by  Truman  O.  Angell,  the  architect 
of  the  temple,  in  an  article  written  in 
The  Millennial  Star  for  the  British 
Saints,  suggesting  that  through  the 
priesthood  of  Almighty  God  the  lost 
may  find  their  way.  As  you  go  into  the 
great  Salt  Lake  Temple,  you  will  see 
what  the  pioneers  did  to  symbolize 
every  move  they  were  to  make  through 
that  sacred  building.  Even  on  almost 
every  doorknob  there  has  been  cast 
in  the  beauty  of  their  artistry  those 
same  words,  "Holiness  to  the  Lord.” 
By  that  symbol  every  door  in  the  tem¬ 
ples  of  our  God,  indeed  every  step  we 
take  in  life,  is  opened  to  those  who  go 
forward  in  "Holiness  to  the  Lord!” 

The  dreariest  prospect  that  can  be 
imagined  to  those  who  have  not  only 
these  symbols  to  constantly  remind 
them,  but  also  the  testimony  of  that 
humble  boy  who  told  of  the  coming  of 
the  Father  and  the  Son  in  very  person 
to  converse  with  Him,  who  bore  testi¬ 
mony  that  other  worthies  came  and 
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Elder  Harold  B.  Lee 


restored  their  powers,  and  their  keys  of 
the  priesthood — the  dreariest  prospects 
of  those  of  this  Church  who  have  those 
testimonies  and  that  knowledge  given 
them,  is  that  to  be  found  in  the  Lord's 
castigation  of  those  who  have  been 
given  a  divine  calling  by  a  divine  com¬ 
mand  and  have  disobeyed  when  He 
said:  “They  who  are  not  chosen  have 
sinned  a  very  grievous  sin  in  that  they 
are  walking  in  the  darkness  at  noon¬ 
day.”  (D&C  95:6.)  Then  He  added,  “If 
ye  keep  not  my  commandments,  the 
love  of  the  Father  shall  not  continue 
with  you,  therefore  ye  shall  walk  in 
darkness.”  (Ibid.,  95:12.) 

SIGNIFICANT  STATEMENT 

Under  the  caption  of  an  article, 
“What  Makes  Men  Strong?"  J.  Edgar 


Hoover,  the  head  of  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  made  this  significant 
statement: 

“When  a  man  leans  on  his  own 
understanding,  when  he  lives  by  his 
own  strength,  when  he  boasts  of  pro¬ 
bing  the  mysteries  of  the  atom,  the 
depths  of  the  sea,  or  the  secrets  of 
outer  space,  he  forgets  God  and  claims 
he  is  his  own  master.  The  result  is 
untold  suffering.  Even  though  one’s 
position  is  maintained,  even  though 
material  wealth  increases,  a  success 
quickly  turns  to  failure  when  God  has 
been  forgotten.  There  is  no  peace  of 
mind,  no  personal  satisfaction,  no  per¬ 
sonal  experience  of  inward  joy.To'trust 
in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart’  is  a 
mark  of  strength,  and  it  is  the  only  path 
to  happiness,  success,  and  true  ful¬ 
filment.” 

I  contrast  the  fearful  Peter  who,  on 
the  night  of  the  betrayal,  denied  that 
he  had  known  the  Saviour,  with  that 
Peter  who  on  another  occasion,  after 
he  had  witnessed  the  appearances  of 
the  Master,  in  jail,  being  readied  for 
another  inquisition  by  His  unjust  cap- 
tors.  He  was  not  suprised  when  an 
angel  touched  him  and  said,  “Arise  up 
quickly,”  and  the  shackles  fell  from 
him,  and  when  he  went  to  the  door  he 
found  it  open.  He  went  to  the  outer 
court,  and  it  was  open;  then  he  went 
to  the  home  of  his  friends,  and  they 
were  surprised  because  from  the  time 
of  his  imprisonment  they  had  been  pra¬ 
ying  that  the  Lord  by  his  matchless 
powers  would  undo  the  mischief  that

APRICOT  JAM 

1  Gallon  Apricots-canned 

1  No.  2  can  crushed  pineapple 
10  Cups  of  Sugar 

2  or  3  pkgs  of  orange  jelly. 

Cook  apricots,  pineapple  and  sugar  until  fairly  thick.  Stir  often.  Remove 
from  heat  and  add  jelly.  Store  in  jars  in  refrigerator  or  seal  in  sterilized 
jars. 

FRENCH  DRESSING 

1  Large  onion  grated 
1  cup  sugar 
1  tsp.  salt 
4  tsp.  pepper 
i  tsp.  dry  mustard 

1  tsp.  dry  horseradish,  or  fresh  if  available 

1  large  bottle  of  catsup 

Use  catsup  bottle  as  measure  filled  with  salad  oil.  Use  same  bottle  and 
fill  with  vinegar. 

Combine  ingredients.  Stir  vigorously  and  serve  over  lettuce  or  tossed 
salads. 

BAKING  POWDER  BISCUITS 

2  cups  flour 

3  tsp.  baking  powder 
1  tsp.  salt 

3  tablespoons  sugar 

6  tablespoons  shortening  (Butter  or  Margarine) 
f  cup  milk 

Sift  the  dry  ingredients  together.  Cut  in  the  shortening  until  coarse. 
Add  milk,  mix  with  fork  until  dough  follows  fork  around  bowl.  Turn  out 
on  floured  board  and  pat  into  a  circle  §  inch  thick.  Cut  into  circles  with 
biscuit  cutter.  Bake  in  500  oven  for  12  minutes.  Handle  the  dough  very 
lightly  and  quickly.  This  is  the  secret  of  light  fluffy  biscuits.  Serve  with 
above  apricot  jam  and  butter.

1  cup  flour 

1  tsp.  salt

1  cup  milk 

M  cup  brown  sugar 
If  cup  hot  water

1  tsp.  vanilla 

2  tablespoon  melted  shortening 

1  cup  cocoa 
nuts 

Mix  cake  mixture,  turn  into  square  pan  about  size  8x8x2.  Then  mix 
brown  sugar,  cocoa  and  sprinkle  over  batter,  then  pour  water  over  that 
and  bake  at  375  degrees  for  40  to  50  minutes. 

JUMBO  RAISIN  COOKIES 

2  cups  raisins 
1  cup  water 

Boil  for  5  minutes,  then  let  cool. 

1  cup  shortening 

2  cups  sugar 

Cream  together  and  add  3  eggs  that  are  well  beaten. 

1  tsp.  vanilla 
4  cups  flour 
1  tsp.  baking  powder 

1  tsp.  cinnamon 

2  tsp.  salt 
1  tsp.  soda 

i  tsp.  cloves 
Sift  together 

Mix  all  together,  add  1  large  pkg.  of  choc,  chips  (Polka  dots),  and  1 
cup  nuts,  (if  desired  glacier  cherries  or  etc.)  Drop  by  tsp.  on  cookie 
sheet.  Bake  375  to  400  degree  oven  for  15  minutes.

CONTRASTING  INCIDENTS 

I  am  thinking  now  of  two  contrasting 
incidents.  A  dear  friend  received  one 
of  those  fateful  messages:  "We  regret 
to  inform  you  that  your  boy  has  been 
killed  in  action.”  I  went  to  his  home, 
and  there  I  saw  the  shattered  family, 
possessed  of  all  the  things  that  money 
could  buy — wealth,  position,  the  things 
that  the  world  would  call  honourable, 
but  there  they  were  with  their  hopes 
and  dreams  shattered  around  them, 
grasping  for  something  that  they  had 
not  lived  to  obtain  and  from  that  time 
on,  seemingly  did  not  obtain.  The  com¬ 
fort  which  they  could  have  known  was 
not  there. 

I  contrasted  that  with  a  scene  I  wit¬ 
nessed  up  in  the  LDS  Hospital,  when 
one  of  our  dear  faithful  mission  presi¬ 
dents  was  there  slowly  dying.  He  was 
in  extreme  pain,  but  in  his  heart  there 
was  a  joy  because  he  knew  that  through 
suffering  oftimes  men  learn  obedience, 
and  the  right  to  kinship  with  Him  who 
suffered  beyond  all  that  any  of  us  can 
ever  suffer.  He,  too,  knew  the  power  of 
the  risen  Lord. 

Today  we  should  ask  ourselves  the 
question,  in  answer  to  what  the  Master 
asked  of  those  in  His  day,  “What  think 
ye  of  Christ?”  We  ought  to  ask  as  we 
would  say  it  today,  "What  think  we  of 
Christ?”  and  then  make  it  a  little  more 


personal  and  ask,  "What  think  I  of 
Christ?”  Do  I  think  of  Him  as  the  Re¬ 
deemer  of  my  soul?  Do  I  think  of  Him 
with  no  doubt  in  my  mind  as  the  one 
who  appeared  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith?  Do  I  believe  that  He  established 
this  Church  upon  the  earth?  Do  I  accept 
Him  as  the  Saviour  of  this  world?  Am 
I  true  to  my  covenants,  which  in  the 
waters  of  baptism,  if  understood,  meant 
that  I  would  stand  as  a  witness  of  Him 
at  all  times,  and  in  all  things,  and  in 
all  places,  wherever  I  would  be.  even 
until  death?” 

Many  times  we  have  heard  and  sung 
that  hymn, 

“That  I  might  have  seen  his  kind  look 
when  he  said, 

'Let  the  little  ones  come  unto  me.’ 

"I  should  like  to  have  been  with  him 
then.” 

HEBER  C.  KIMBALL  WROTE: 

Some  have  said  they  would  have 
liked  to  live  in  the  days  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  so  that  they  could  have  been 
his  defenders.  Heber  C.  Kimball  wrote 
this: 

"Let  me  say  that  many  of  you  will 
see  the  time  when  you  will  have  all 
the  trouble,  trial,  and  persecution  you 
can  stand,  and  plenty  of  opportunities 
to  show  that  you  were  true  to  God  and 
His  work.  This  Church  will  have  many 
close  places  through  which  it  will  have 
to  pass  before  the  work  of  God  is 
crowned  with  victory.  To  meet  the 
difficulties  that  are  coming,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  you  to  have  a  knovHedqe 
of  the  truth  of  this  work  for  yourselves. 
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The  difficulties  of  this  work  will  be  of 
such  a  character  that  a  man  or  woman 
who  does  not  possess  this  personal 
knowledge  will  fall.  Remember  these 
sayings,  for  many  of  you  will  live  to 
see  them  fulfilled.  The  time  is  coming 
when  no  man  or  woman  will  be  able  to 
endure  on  borrowed  light.  Each  will 
have  to  be  guided  by  the  light  within 
himself.  If  you  do  not  have  it,  you  will 
not  stand.” 

After  some  of  the  persecutions  and 
the  evidence  of  the  power  of  evil  over 
our  first  missionaries  in  London,  these 
missionaries  returned  to  the  Prophet  to 
seek  an  answer  as  to  why  these  ex¬ 
periences  with  evil  spirits  had  come 
to  them.  Had  they  done  something 
wrong  that  the  evil  had  thus  tried  to 
overthrow  them?  And  the  Prophet  re¬ 
plied,  ”1  rejoiced  when  I  heard  of  your 
experiences  because  I  have  passed 
through  similar  experiences,  and  I  want 
to  say  this  to  you:  the  nearer  a  person 
approaches  the  Lord,  a  greater  power 
will  be  manifested  by  the  adversary  to 
prevent  the  accomplishment  of  his  pur¬ 
poses.” 

That  is  what  the  Master  meant  when 
He  said: 

"Blessed  are  ye,  when  man  shall  re¬ 
vile  you,  and  persecute  you,  and  shall 
say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you 
falsely,  for  my  sake. 

"Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad:  for 


great  is  your  reward  in  heaven:  for  so 
persecuted  they  the  prophets  which 
were  before  you.”  (Matt.  5:11-12.) 

STRONG  STALWARTS 

I  have  heard  some  of  the  testimonies 
of  men  like  Brother  Hugh  B.  Brown  and 
Brother  Adam  S.  Bennion,  and  Brother 
Richard  L  Evans,  who,  when  they  were 
called  to  their  high  places  have  been 
subject  to  the  trials  of  the  power  of 
evil.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
but  that  they  were  near  unto  the  Lord, 
and  the  devil  knew  it  and  was  trying  to 
confuse  them  and  if  possible  destroy 
them. 

You  and  I  stand  in  this  day  when  we 
are  basking  in  the  sunshine  of  great 
plaudits  of  the  people  all  over  the 
world.  We  rejoice  that  the  persecution 
which  used  to  be  is  not  now,  and  yet 
I  am  sobered  by  the  warning  that  the 
Master  gave  when  He  warned: 

"Woe  unto  you,  when  all  men  shall 
speak  well  of  you!  for  so  did  their 
fathers  to  the  false  prophets.”  (Luke 
6:26.) 

May  I  say  to  all  of  us,  each  of  us 
individually,  let  us  not  forget  that  the 
measure  of  our  acceptance  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  our  God  will  be  our  answer  to 
the  question  which  we  must  make 
honestly  to  ourselves:  "What  think  I 
of  Jesus  Christ?  What  kind  of  a  testi¬ 
mony  do  I  have  of  the  divinity  of  His 
mission?"

*  Stake  and  ward  clerks  plus  sec¬ 
retaries  of  the  auxiliaries  and  priest¬ 
hood  units  have  received  first  hand 
instruction  for  better  recordkeeping 
by  a  representative  of  the  Presiding 
Bishopric's  Office. 

The  past  several  weeks  Ronald 
E.  Urry  has  been  in  the  British  Isles 
helping  correlate  supply  orders  and 
to  instruct  clerks  and  secretaries 
for  a  more  uniform  record  keeping 
programme. 

Bro.  Urry  emphasized  the  import¬ 
ance  the  Lord  has  placed  upon 
records,  stating  that  the  records 
kept  today  become  history  tomor¬ 
row.  Accuracy  and  neatness  in  all 
records  was  stressed.  He  also  noted 


that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  stake  clerk 
to  teach  and  train  all  secretaries  in 
the  ward  so  that  there  will  be  uni¬ 
formity  in  record  keeping. 

"KEEP  YOUR  RECORDS  CURRENT” 
was  the  suggestion  of  Bro.  Urrry,  so 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  the 
time  comes  for  the  annual  report  or 
the  Form  E  (Ward  Report)  it  can 
be  easily  compiled. 

He  advised  stake  and  ward  clerks 
that  just  listing  speakers  in  Sacra¬ 
ment  Meetings  and  Conferences  is 
not  enough  for  the  record.  A  brief 
resume  of  their  talk  (three  or  four 
sentences,  depending  upon  the 
nature  of  the  talk)  should  be  inserted. 


"Chastity 
Will  Never 
Be  Outdated"

★  The  present  world  situation  is 
not  unlike  that  which  prevailed  in 
Athens,  as  portrayed  in  Paul’s  great 
sermon  preached  on  Mars’  hill.  As 
he  stood  there,  his  spirit  stirring 
within  him  as  he  beheld  the  city 
given  wholly  to  idolatry,  he  cried: 

...  Ye  men  of  Athens,  I  per- 
ceve  that  in  all  things  ye  are  too 
superstitious. 

“For  as  I  passed  by,  and  beheld 
your  devotion,  I  found  an  altar  with 
this  inscription,  To  the  Unknown 
God.  Whom  therefore  ye  ignorantly 
worship,  him  declare  I  unto  you.” 
(Acts  17:  22-23.) 

Following  this  poignant  but  deser¬ 
ved  thrust,  Paul  declared  that  God 
had  made  the  world  and  all  things 
therein  and  was  therefore  Lord  of 
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heaven  and  earth,  that  both  he 
(Paul)  and  his  hearers  were  the 
offspring  of  God,  in  whom  they 
lived  and  moved  and  had  theirbeing. 

To  us  it  seems  almost  incredible 
that  in  Paul’s  day  men  could  leave 
believed  that  graven  images  of  gold 
or  silver  or  stone  fashioned  by  men’s 
device  were  gods.  And  yet,  the  evid¬ 
ence  indicates  that  many  today  are 
as  far  afield  in  their  concepts  and 
belief  in  God  as  were  the  Athenian 
philosphers  and  populace  in  that  day 
so  long  ago  when  Paul  chided  them 
on  Mars’  hill  about  worshiping  a 
god  whom  they  admittedly  did  not 
know;  for  instance  (and  now  I  cite 
these  examples  not  by  way  of  con¬ 
tention  but  to  illustrate  how  the 
concepts  of  men  of  the  world  differ 
from  the  true  concepts  of  the  living 
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and  true  God),  in  a  modern  book 
an  eminent  scientist,  whose  purpose 
is  altogether  commendable,  wrote 
the  book  to  prove  that  there  is  a 
God  and  in  that  book  appears  this 
statement: 

CAN  NOT  VISUALIZE  GOD 

“Any  effort  to  visualize  God  re¬ 
veals  a  surprising  childishness.  We 
can  no  more  conceive  Him  than  we 
can  conceive  an  electron.”  (Lecomte 
de  Nouy,  Human  Destiny,  p.  188.) 

And  then  to  account  for  the  birth 
and  development  of  moral  man,  the 
author  says  that  he  was  forced,  and 
I  quote,  to  admit  “that  the  only 
possible  logical  interpretation  ofthe 
facts  coincided  with  that  which  re¬ 
cognized  the  existence  of  God;  .  .  . 
We  therefore,”  I  continue  to  quote, 
“used  the  consecrated  name  (God), 
but  avoided  as  much  as  possible 
any  anthropomorphic  idea.”  (Ibid., 

pp.  201-202.) 

Another  writer  says  this:  “Man 
makes  God  in  his  own  image.  .  .  . 
When  man  believes  that  God  is 
personal,”  he  says,  “he  believes 
rightly  [But]  to  say  that  God  is 
‘a  person'  is  no  doubt  an  error.” 
(Maude  Royden,  The  Garvin  Lectures 
1949,  p.  45.) 

A  TRAGEDY  OF  TODAY 

These  statements  indicate  that 


their  authors  and  those  who  hold 
their  views  neither  know  nor  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  living  and  true  God 
preached  by  Paul  and  Joseph  Smith. 
Is  it  not  a  great  tragedy  for  men 
today  to  be  walking  in  such  darkness 
when  they  might  be  walking  in  the 
light  if  they  would  but  look  and  see? 
This  situation  brings  to  mind  the 
Saviour’s  statement:  “The  light 
shineth  in  darkness,  and  the  dark¬ 
ness  comprehendeth  it  not;  .  .  .” 
(D&C  88:49.) 

In  connection  with  this  statement 
the  Lord  adds  another  phrase  which 
I  love.  “.  .  .  nevertheless,”  he  says, 
“the  day  shall  come  when  you  shall 
comprehend  even  God,  being  quick¬ 
ened  in  him  and  by  him.”  (Idem.) 

This  world  would  be,  comparativ¬ 
ely,  a  heaven  if  men  could  be 
brought  to  understand  and  know  the 
living  and  true  God.  They  who  are 
able  to  receive  and  who  do  receive 
the  restored  truth  concerning  God 
are  literally  transformed  by  their 
knowledge  of,  and  faith  in,  him. 
They  are  drawn  upward  from  the 
carnal  state  of  fallen  men,  as  it 
were,  and  brought  back,  to  a  degree 
at  least,  into  the  presence  of  God. 
They  develop  unshakable  faith  in 
him.  They  seek  him  with  certain 
confidence.  They  put  their  trust  in 
him,  and  he  never  fails  them.  In  him 
are  their  hope  and  their  strength. 
Envy,  greed,  hate,  lust,  and  unright¬ 
eous  ambition  flee  from  them.  They 
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grow  in  virtue,  patience,  brotherly 
kindness,  charity,  and  love,  and  their 
eyes  are  single  to  the  glory  of  God. 
The  principle  objective  in  their  lives 
becomes  to  keep  the  commandments 
of  God,  thus  ridding  themselves  of 
sin,  for  they  realize  that  no  unclean 
thing  can  enter  into  his  presence; 
and  to  return  into  that  presence  be¬ 
comes  the  supreme  faith  and  hope 
of  their  existence. 


KNOWLEDGE  TRANSFORMS  LIFE 

Into  their  hearts  comes  a  great 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  their 
fellow  men.  They  set  about  not  to 
conquer  them,  not  to  take  advantage 
of  them,  not  to  gain  temporal  and 
worldly  power  at  their  expense,  but 
to  take  to  them  the  glorious  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  living  and  true  God 
which  they  themselves  possess. 
This  they  do  that  their  fellows  may 
experience  and  enjoy  the  transfor¬ 


mation  which  has  come  into  their 
lives. 

There  is  nothing  other  than  a 
knowledge  of  the  living  and  true 
God  which  will  give  men  incentives 
strong  enough  to  induce  them  to 
root  out  their  lives  the  wickedness 
which  has  brought  us  to  the  brink  of 
the  cataclysm  on  which  we  totter. 

Earnest  attention  of  God’s  revela¬ 
tions  of  Himself  is  of  first  import¬ 
ance  to  every  human  being.  To 
disbelieve  in  Him,  in  the  light  of  the 
plain  and  certain  knowledge  He  has 
revealed  of  Himself  and  which  is 
available  to  us,  is  a  great  evil  for 
which  men  will  be  held  accountable. 
Full  acceptance  of  Him  would  work 
in  every  man  the  same  transforma¬ 
tion  it  worked  in  the  people  of 
Enoch,  in  Saul  of  Tarsus,  in  Alma, 
in  Joseph  Smith  and  his  followers — 
a  transformation  which  will  event¬ 
ually  come  and  which  will  establish 
peace  on  the  earth.

Missionary

^  I  should  like  to  speak  to  Lori  and 
to  Park,  to  Charlotte  and  to  Annette, 
to  Jack,  to  Brook,  to  Becky,  and  to  Kirk, 
to  Joan,  to  Norman,  and  to  Ann,  to 
Suzette,  and  to  Carol  Gay,  and  to  Don, 
to  Dale,  and  to  LeGrand,  and  to  Henry 
and  to  David — I  could  go  on  and  on  and 
on  naming  the  children. 

Some  of  them,  when  given  opportun¬ 
ity,  would  arise  to  their  feet  and  say 
something  like  this:  “I  believe  the 
Gospel.  I  believe  that  Joseph  Smith 
was  a  Prophet.”  And  then  they  qualify 
it  by  saying,  “I  do  not  know  yet  that 
it  is  true,  but  I  believe  it.”  It  would  be 
my  desire  to  say  something  to  them 
concerning  this  qualifying  statement, 
and  I  should  like  to  say  it  in  simple 
language  so  they  can  understand. 

The  power  to  bear  testimony,  the 
ability  and  the  feeling  of  being  able  to 
say  that  one  knows  that  Jesus  is  the 
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Christ  and  that  the  restoration  of  the 
Gospel  has  come  through  the  hands  of 
Joseph  Smith,  comes  entirely  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  That  power 
does  not  come  through  any  education 
or  through  any  special  preparation  on 
the  part  of  the  recipient  in  earthly 
things,  but  rather  it  whispers  into  the 
heart  of  the  one  who  wants  to  know, 
and  once  whispered  and  once  under¬ 
stood,  that  person  may  stand  and  say 
as  surely  as  I  or  anyone  else  may  stand 
and  say  it,  that  he  knows  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ.  For  the  Spirit  bears  the 
witness,  and  it  comes  to  everyone  that 
in  truth  desires  it. 

EACH  CAN  KNOW 

I  think  that  is  the  great  message  of 
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Joseph  Smith  himself.  He  was  only 
fourteen  years  of  age,  and  he  walked 
into  his  mother’s  home  one  morning 
and  said,  “Mother,  I  have  learned  for 
myself  that  Presbyterianism  is  not 
true.’’  Well,  each  of  our  children  is 
not  going  to  receive  a  vision  such  as 
Joseph  Smith  received,  but  each  can 
have  the  whispering,  and  each  can 
know  just  as  surely,  no  matter  what  his 
age.  He  does  not  have  to  grow  to  be  an 
adult  to  have  this  knowledge. 

I  can  remember  when  I  was  a  small 
child  at  the  Lowell  School  up  on  D 
Street  and  Second  Avenue,  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Four  of  us  boys  were  gathered  in 
the  corner  by  the  school  fence,  two  of 
us  were  Latter-day  Saints,  and  two  of 
us  were  not.  The  two  who  were  not 
were  baiting  the  two  Latter-day  Saints. 
One  of  them  (it  was  not  I,  although  I 
might  have  had  the  courage  to  do  it) 
turned  on  these  other  boys  and  said, 
“Well,  we  have  the  truth,  and  you 
haven’t  and  that  is  all  there  is  to  it.” 
And  that  is  all  there  was  to  it,  too. 
He  did  not  know  why  he  knew  it,  but 
he  did  know  it.  He  was  going  to  learn 
why  later.  All  children  will  learn  to 
understand  that  whispering  someday, 
and  only  by  that  whispering  can  you 
children,  wherever  you  be,  know  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ.  You  may  pile  up 
evidence  and  knowledge,  but  only  by 
that  spirit  will  you  know  it. 

Now  the  spirit  does  not  always 
whisper.  Sometimes  it  leaves  one,  and 
then  one  is  left  to  his  own  resources. 


Then  enters  free  agency.  I  should  like 
to  say  to  my  children,  my  grandchildren 
and  yours,  that  you  can  be  determined 
to  know  about  this  thing  by  your  own 
desire.  You  do  not  have  to  take  some¬ 
one’s  else  word  about  it.  Say  to  your¬ 
selves,  “I  know  that  this  is  so.  I  be¬ 
lieve  it,  and  I  am  going  to  abide  by  it.” 
As  you  get  that  determination  and  say 
it,  somehow  the  spirit  will  re-enter  into 
you  and  fortify  you  in  it. 


GAINED  EVIDENCE 

There  will  be  times  when  the  spirit 
will  not  come  to  you.  Here  are  some 
evidences  which  eventually  will  grow 
into  your  hearts  until  they  will  sustain 
you  when  the  spirit  is  not  present. 
There  is  the  evidence  which  you  will 
gain  from  the  Book  of  Mormon.  When 
you  read  that  book,  it  will  be  an  evid¬ 
ence  to  you.  Coupled  with  it  will  be 
evidences  found  in  the  ancient  Old 
Testament  of  how  the  Lord  dealt  with 
his  ancient  people.  You  will  discover 
that  it  is  very  similar  to  the  way  he 
dealt  with  those  in  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
The  pattern  of  the  New  Testment  will 
be  an  evidence  to  you,  for  like  that 
pattern  the  Church  today  is  established.

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Steps  To  Missionary  Work

it  I  am  confident  that  there  are  thou¬ 
sands  of  members  of  the  Church  that 
have  a  sincere  desire  to  do  missionary 
work,  but  don’t  know  what  to  do  or  how 
to  do  it.  How  then  can  a  member,  re¬ 
gardless  of  age  or  sex,  become  an 
effective  missionary  within  the  meaning 
of  the  prophet’s  admonition — Every 
Member  a  Missionary? 

You  ask,  what  can  I  do?  Well,  you 
can  find  persons  who  would  like  to 
know  more  about  the  Church.  But,  how 
can  I  find  such  persons?  The  following 
three  ways  are  pretty  much  the  basis 
of  the  Every  Member  a  Missionary 
Programme. 

First,  ask  people  what  they  know 
about  the  Church  and  if  they  would 
like  to  know  more — yes,  ask  the  golden 
questions. 

Second,  take  your  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bours  to  church  meetings  and  socials. 

Third,  live  the  Gospel.  As  yourfriends 
and  neighbours  feel  your  love,  they  will 
want  to  know  more  about  the  Church. 

MISSIONARIES  WILL  TEACH 

All  three  of  these  ways  are  part  of 
the  referral  programme  as  you  arrange 


for  the  missionaries  to  teach  the  inter¬ 
ested  persons.  When  you  find  interested 
persons  either  by  personal  contact, 
over  the  telephone,  or  by  correspon- 
dance,  bring  them  into  your  home,  pre¬ 
ferably  in  a  group  and  ask  the  mission¬ 
aries  in  to  give  them  the  discussions. 
If  they  are  out  of  the  area,  have  your 
bishop  give  you  the  name  and  address 
of  the  nearest  stake  or  mission  to 
where  the  interested  person  lives  and 
send  the  referral  to  the  stake  or  mis¬ 
sion  president  together  with  details  of 
how  you  secured  the  name  and  other 
pertinent  information. 

Let  me  elaborate  on  the  three  ways 
you  can  find  persons  who  want  to  know 
more  about  the  Church,  by  giving  you 
a  few  interesting  examples: 

First,  ask  the  golden  questions  as 
you  meet  people  personally  or  over 
the  telephone  or  through  the  mail.  I 
have  never  embrassed  myself  or  the 
person  I  have  asked.  A  few  weeks  ago 
I  was  registering  in  a  motel  in  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina.  I  asked  the  golden 
questions  of  the  young  man  at  the  desk. 
He  was  not  interested,  but  the  young 
man  standing  behind  him  overheard 
our  conversation.  He  had  been  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  was  impressed,  and  wanted 
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to  know  more.  I  told  him  we  had  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Raleigh,  and  he  gave  me 
his  name  and  address.  He  was  very 
interested  in  having  the  missionaries 
call  and  tell  him  more  about  the  Church. 

I  immediately  turned  this  golden  con¬ 
tact  over  to  the  missionaries. 

USE  THE  TELEPHONE 

A  bishop’s  wife  in  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
wanted  to  do  missionary  work  but  didn’t 
know  how  or  when  she  could  find  the 
time  and  still  take  care  of  her  young 
family.  The  missionaries  suggested  that 
she  telephone  proselyte,  ask  the  golden 
questions  over  the  telephone  from  her 
own  home  in  the  evening  after  the 
children  were  in  bed.  She  told  me  that 
the  missionaries  showed  her  how  and 
that  it  was  thrilling  and  most  rewarding 
and  not  embarrassing.  She  found  many 
interested  persons  for  the  missionaries 
to  teach. 

During  the  last  year,  thousands  of 
letters  have  been  written  asking  the 
golden  questions.  Many  have  responded, 
asking  that  the  missionaries  call  on 
them,  others  have  asked  for  literature 
or  the  Home  Study  guide —  discussions 
by  mail.  Recently  a  woman  from 
Oceola,  Iowa,  wrote  us — ”  I  am  so  glad 
that  you  are  sending  me  these  discus¬ 
sions.  I  thank  you.  Would  it  be  too 
much  to  ask  you  to  send  me  more  of 
Joseph  Smith’s  works?” 

Now  the  second  way  of  finding  inter¬ 
ested  persons  is  by  taking  your  friends 
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and.  neighbours  to  church  meetings  and 
socials.  In  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky, 
the  Relief  Society  needed  an  organist. 
The  president  asked  a  nonmember 
friend  to  help  them  out.  She  replied  she 
would  be  glad  to,  and  before  long  she 
became  interested,  was  taught  the  Gos¬ 
pel  by  the  missionaries  and  was 
baptised. 

SINGING— ANOTHER  MEANS 

In  the  Southern  States  Mission  a 
young  girl  was  walking  home  with  a 
friend  and  began  humming,  ”Come, 
Come,  Ye  Saints.”  Her  friend  said,  “My 
that's  a  beautiful  melody.  What  is  it?” 
The  girl  told  her  about  it  and  made  a 
date  to  take  her  to  a  church  service. 
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After  attending  a  few  times  she  arran¬ 
ged  for  the  missionaries  to  teach  her 
family.  The  family  have  all  been  baptised 
and  are  happy,  doing  their  part  in  build¬ 
ing  the  kingdom. 

I  mentioned  living  the  Gospel  as  the 
third  way  to  find  interested  persons. 
About  ten  days  ago  I  was  showing  a 
man  and  his  wife  from  Iowa  around 
Temple  Square.  They  were  very  interes¬ 
ted  and  particularly  so  when  Brother 
Alexander  Schreiner  took  an  active 
interest  in  them,  showing  them  the 
organ  and  how  it  is  played.  Brother 
Schreiner  really  went  the  extra  mile.  I 
asked  them  if  they  knew  any  members 
of  our  Church  in  Iowa.  They  replied, 
yes,  a  wonderful  family.  Recently  when 
a  friend  of  theirs  had  a  baby,  this  family 
took  the  children  of  the  woman  who 
was  having  the  baby  into  their  home 
while  the  mother  was  in  the  hospital. 
Both.  Brother  Schreiner  and  the  Iowa 
family  were  evidencing  their  love  of 
their  fellow  men.  These  incidents  have 
been  an  important  factor  in  interesting 
this  couple.  They  expressed  a  desire  to 
know  more  about  the  Church. 

A  short  time  ago  while  having  dinner 


in  a  New  York  restaurant,  we  asked 
our  waiter,  a  very  fine  man,  the  golden 
questions.  He  replied  enthusiastically 
that  he  had  been  to  Utah  and  California 
and  had  met  several  Latter-day  Saint 
families,  was  very  much  impressed  with 
their  way  of  life,  and  would  like  to 
know  more  about  the  Church.  He  gave 
us  his  address  in  Brooklyn  and  seemed 
anxious  to  have  the  missionaries  call 
at  his  home  and  give  him  and  his 
family  the  discussions.  We  promptly 
gave  this  good  referral  to  the  mission 
president  in  New  York. 

Most  of  us  have  unusual  experiences 
with  people  becoming  interested  and 
wanting  to  know  more  about  the 
Church.  The  Lord  has  said,  “Be  ye 
strong  from  henceforth;  fear  not  for 
the  kingdom  is  yours."  (D&C  38:15.) 
So  let’s  not  fear  henceforth — ask  the 
golden  questions,  take  your  friends  and 
neighbours  to  Church  meetings  and 
socials,  and  live  the  Gospel.  As  you 
do  these  things,  you  will  find  many 
persons  who  are  interested  in  knowing 
more  about  the  Church,  and  you  will 
be  a  missionary  within  the  meaning 
of  the  prophet's  admonition — Every 
Member  a  Missionary.

Lord  to  great,  inspired  men.  These  will 
give  you  renewed  assurance.  Archaeo¬ 
logical  discovery,  that  is,  the  digging 
in  ancient  mounds  to  find  evidences  of 
what  kind  of  people  lived  there,  will 
further  your  belief,  because  slowly  but 
surely,  as  these  evidences  come  forth, 
they  bear  their  silent,  dusty  witness  of 
the  truth  of  the  Gospel. 

One  of  the  most  noble  witnesses  and 
one  of  the  most  assuring  and  convinc¬ 
ing  witnesses  is  the  lives  of  your  own 
parents.  Watch  them  live,  watch  how 
the  Gospel  touches  their  hearts  and 
makes  them  gentle  and  kind.  That  is 
the  surest  evidence  that  it  is  a  power 
beyond  any  earthly  conception — its 
effect  upon  the  lives  of  your  own  folk 
and  those  you  see  around  you  who  are 
trying  to  work  righteousness. 

OTHER  EVIDENCES 

Another  evidence,  as  you  get  older, 
will  be  the  evidence  you  will  see  in 
the  effort  of  the  Church  to  help  its  own 
through  the  welfare  programme.  Such 
altruistic  things  can  come  only  from 
those  who  want  to  practise  and  believe 
the  truth.  This  great  evidence  will  also 
bear  its  witness  to  you  as  you  get  older 
and  take  part  in  it;  as  you  go  to  the 
cannery  or  as  you  go  to  weed  the  beet 
fields  and  help  harvest  the  peas.  Those 
evidences  will  come  to  you  because  of 
your  actions  in  that  programme. 

Then,  of  course,  you  are  going  to 
have  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  fun, 
but  you  are  going  to  see  the  evidence 
of  the  auxiliary  programmes  of  the 


Church.  How  they  touch  your  lives, 
starting  with  childhood  and  taking  you 
through  to  adulthood,  giving  you  ideals 
and  knowledge  of  how  to  handle  your¬ 
selves  and  your  companions,  how  to  be 
happy  and  joyful,  and  how  to  enjoy 
that  portion  of  the  gospel,  for  the 
gospel  is  a  happy  thing.  And  the  Mutual 
Improvement  Associations  and  the 
Primary  will  contribute  evidences  within 
your  ability  to  understand  if  you  will 
but  heed. 

And  finally,  not  finally  but  somewhere 
along  the  line,  each  young  man  will  be 
given  the  priesthood.  And  then  he  will 
have  a  chance  to  practise  the  power 
which  will  eventually  take  him  into 
the  presence  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 
You  will  not  know  much  about  it  at 
first,  for  it  will  be  evidenced  by  such 
simple  acts  as  the  passing  of  the  bread 
when  the  sacrament  is  administered  in 
honour  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  Later 
on  you  will  be  able  to  baptise,  and, 
too,  you  will  be  able  to  lay  on  hands 
for  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  after  that  you  will  be  able  to  ad¬ 
minister  to  your  own  sick.  And  still 
you  will  not  know  what  power  is.  Fin¬ 
ally  you  will  feel  it,  and  you  will  learn, 
when  you  become  old,  that  eventually 
it  will  take  you  into  the  presence  of 
your  Father  in  heaven. 

Determination  does  it,  my  young 
friends.  Be  determined  that  you  are 
going  to  get  these  evidences  into  your 
hearts,  and  then  pray  to  the  Lord  that 
He  will  give  you  the  Spirit  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.

Truly  Places  For  Worship

^  Reverence  embraces  regard,  defer¬ 
ence,  honour,  and  esteem.  Without  some 
degree  of  it  there  would  be  no  courtesy, 
no  gentility,  no  consideration  of  other’s 
feelings  or  of  other’s  rights.  It  is  the 
fundamental  virtue  in  religion.  Rever¬ 
ence  is  one  of  the  signs  of  strength, 
irreverence  one  of  the  surest  indica¬ 
tions  of  weakness.  No  man  will  rise  high 
who  jeers  at  sacred  things.  The  fine 
loyalties  of  life  must  be  reverenced,  or 
they  will  be  foresworn  in  the  day  of 
trial. 

Many  years  ago  I  walked  with  a 
group  through  those  old  halls  of  West¬ 
minister  Abbey.  Everybody  spoke  in 
whispers.  In  one  place  we  were  asked 
to  take  off  our  shoes.  It  was  more  to 
save  the  old  floor,  though,  than  to  pay 
deference  or  reverence  to  the  room. 

PROPER  REVERENCE  INVITED 

At  another  time  when  I  was  on  a  trip 
round  the  world,  my  companions  and  I 
visited  some  of  the  temples  of  Budha 
and  Shinto.  We  had  to  take  our  shoes 
off  before  we  entered.  We  are  not  going 
to  worship  houses,  and  we  certainly 
do  not  wish  to  violate  the  command  of

God  to  worship  images,  but  we  do  want 
to  be  courteous,  deferential,  reverent, 
when  we  enter  the  presence  of  our  Lord, 
to  whom  all  should  give  reverence. 

If  you  were  invited  to  go  before  a 
Governor-general,  before  one  of  Royalty 
you  would  prepare  in  dress  and  in 
attitude  so  as  to  appear  properly  in  his 
presence.  Our  houses  are  dedicated  by 
the  Priesthood,  and  our  chapels  are 
consecrated  for  the  worship  of  the 
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Lord,  and  we  give  them  over  to  Him.  It 
is  not  just  a  mere  act,  and  I  promise 
you,  that  the  Lord  will  be  there  and  we 
shall  feel  His  presence,  if  we  approach 
Him  properly.  That  is  a  fact  because  He 
lives,  and  this  is  His  Church,  and  you 
are  His  servants  by  divine  right. 

WE  CAN  TRACE  AUTHORITY 

I  know  the  world  thinks  we  are  un¬ 
reasonable,  fantastic  in  our  ideas  when 
we  tell  them  that  there  is  no  other 
authorised  Church,  but  that  is  true.  The 
Priesthood  came  direct  from  our  Lord 
and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the 
great  High  Priest,  and  He  authorised 
Peter,  James  and  John,  on  whom  He 
bestowed  that  Priesthood,  to  bestow  It 
upon  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith;  and 


John  the  Baptist,  who  held  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  to  bestow  the  Aaronic  Prie¬ 
sthood  upon  Joseph  Smith.  Joseph 
Smith  did  not  take  it;  it  came  direct, 
and  the  members  of  the  priesthood  can 
trace  their  ordinations,  probably  within 
eight  steps,  right  back  to  the  Saviour 
Himself. 

When  we  go  into  the  chapel,  let  us 
go  in  there  realising  that  we  are  in  the 
presence  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and 
we  sit  and  commune  reverently  from 
within.  Happines  is  from  within.  It  must 
be,  as  one  of  the  brethren  said,  an 
individual  matter.  What  right  have  I  to 
go  into  a  chapel  and  speak  in  loud 
tones  and  disturb  somebody  who  is 
communing,  probably  praying  in  his 
heart?

Man's  Role — Go 
Ever  Forward

^  We  proclaim  the  scriptural  and  in¬ 
spiring  doctrine  that  man  should  look 
up,  not  down  for  his  source,  for  he  is 
of  divine  lineage;  that  man  is  innocent 
at  birth,  which  is  the  antithesis  of  the 
ball  and  chain  doctrine  of  original  sin 
and  innate  wickedness. 

“Every  spirit  of  man  was  innocent  in 
the  beginning;  and  God  having  redeem¬ 
ed  man  from  the  fall,  men  became 
again,  in  their  infant  state,  innocent  be¬ 
fore  God."  (D&C  93:38.) 

Man  faces  a  vista  of  limitless  de¬ 
velopment,  eternal  progression,  if  he 
will  cooperate  in  winning  mastery  over 
himself  and  the  universe.  We  believe 
that  man's  earth  life  was  made  possi¬ 
ble  by  Adam's  role  in  a  foreordained 
plan  which  included  the  provision  for 
man  to  come  face  to  face  with  both 
good  and  evil  and,  under  the  eternal 
law  of  free  agency,  elect  good  or  evil 
without  compulsion,  knowing  however 
that  under  the  immutable  law  of  the 
harvest  he  must  abide  the  consequen¬ 
ces  of  his  choice,  must  reap  as  he 


sows.  Free  agency  is  prerequisite  to 
any  character-building  plan,  and  while 
with  free  agency  any  plan  is  inevitably 
crammed  with  risk,  we,  with  all  the 
sons  of  God,  accepted  that  risk  and 
shouted  for  joy  at  the  prospect  of  earth 
life.  The  Lord  said  to  Job, 


WE  "SHOUTED  FOR  JOY" 

“Where  wast  thou  when  I  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  earth?  .  .  . 

“When  the  morning  stars  sang  to¬ 
gether,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted 
for  joy?"  (Job  38:4,7.) 

“If  God  is  in  fact  our  Father,  then  we, 
Father  and  children,  belong  to  the  same 
society  of  eternal  intelligences.  Among 
them  He  is  supreme,  He  is  the  most 
advanced,  most  powerful,  and  most 
intelligent. 

“Now  the  Lord  had  shown  unto  me, 
Abraham,  the  intelligences  that  were 
organised  before  the  world  was;  and 
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among  all  these  there  were  many  of 
the  noble  and  great  ones  .  .  . 

"I  am  the  Lord,  thy  God,  I  am  more 
intelligent  than  they  all.”  (Abraham 
3:22,19.) 

When  we  say  man  may  become  like 
our  Father,  we  do  not  mean  to  humanize 
God,  but  rather  to  deify  man — not  as 
he  now  is  but  as  he  may  become.  The 
difference  between  us  is  indescribably 
great,  but  it  is  one  of  degree  rather 
than  of  kind. 

“But  as  many  as  received  him,  to 
them  gave  he  power  to  become  the 
sons  of  God,  ...”  (John  1:12.) 

CONTINUING  PROCESS 

To  the  Latter-day  Saints  salvation  or 
being  saved  does  not  imply  a  sudden 
transformation  or  metamorphosis  into 
something  entirely  unlike  one’s  nature 
nor  can  it  be  achieved  by  mere  mental 
assent  or  sudden  conversion.  It  is 
rather  a  continued  process  of  becoming 
or  unfolding  pursuant  to  law  and  divine 
plan,  of  bringing  one’s  life  into  har¬ 
mony  with  eternal  and  inexorable  law. 

We  believe  that  in  his  infinite  and 
eternal  development  toward  a  Godlike 
status,  man  moves  toward  and  through 
a  turnstile  called  death;  that  there  is 
no  interruption  of  life  at  this  portal, 
for  eternity  is  indefinitely  prolonged 
time.  We  believe  that  man,  after  pass¬ 


ing  through  this  turnstile,  will  continue 
his  eternal  journey  from  the  point 
where  his  actions  in  this  life  have 
brought  him.  “Whatever  principle  of 
intelligence  we  attain  unto  in  this  life, 
it  will  rise  with  us  in  the  resurrection.” 
(D&C  130:18.)  To  deny  the  possibility 
of  eternal  progression  is  to  accept  the 
awful  alternative  of  eventual  stagnation 
which  would  be  damnation.

We  believe  that  being  saved  involves 
education,  that  man  cannot  be  saved 
in  ignorance  any  more  than  he  can 
be  saved  in  sin,  for  as  the  glory  of 
God  is  intelligence,  or  light  and  truth, 
so  the  degree  of  our  intelligence  will 
be  the  measure  of  our  glory.  Neither 
the  ignorant  nor  the  sinner  would  be 
comfortable  or  at  home  in  heaven.  This 
concept  glorifies  intelligence  as  well  as 
righteousness.  But  let  us  not  confuse 
mere  knowledge  with  intelligence.  The 
knowledge  of  which  we  speak  must 
seek  enlightenment  and  be  applied 
with  wisdom.  The  knowledge  that  will 
save  us  is  not  mere  know-how,  certain¬ 
ly  not  cunning  or  mental  agility  or 
sagacity;  it  is  not  just  erudition.  The 
wise  man  may  not  be  learned,  and  the 
learned  are  not  always  wise.  The  intelli¬ 
gence  which  is  the  glory  of  God  is  all 
knowledge  (and  knowledge  is  power) 
applied  with  supreme  wisdom  and  total 
righteousness. 
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One  Of  The 
Great  Evils 
Of  Today 
Sexual 
Immorality

Sexual  immorality  is  a  viper  that  is 
striking  not  only  in  the  world,  but  in 
the  Church  today.  Not  to  admit  it  is  to 
be  dangerously  complacent  or  is  like 
putting  one’s  head  in  the  sand.  In  the 
category  of  crimes,  only  murder  and 
denying  the  Holy  Ghost  come  ahead  of 
illicit  sexual  relations,  which  we  call 
fornication  when  it  involves  an  un¬ 
married  person,  or  the  graver  sin  of 
adultery  when  it  involves  one  who  is 
married.  I  know  the  laws  of  the  land 
do  not  consider  unchastity  as  serious 
as  God  does,  nor  punish  as  severely  as 
God  does,  but  that  does  not  change  its 
abominableness.  In  the  eyes  of  God 


there  is  but  one  moral  standard  for 
men  and  women.  In  the  eyes  of  God 
chastity  will  never  be  out  of  date. 

The  natural  desire  for  men  and  wo¬ 
men  to  be  together  is  from  God.  But 
such  association  is  bounded  by  His 
laws.  Those  things  properly  reserved 
for  marriage,  when  taken  within  the 
bonds  of  marriage,  are  right  and  pleas¬ 
ing  before  God  and  fulfil  the  command¬ 
ment  to  multiply  and  replenish  the 
earth.  But  those  same  things  when 
taken  outside  the  bonds  of  marriage 
are  a  curse. 

No  sin  is  causing  the  loss  of  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  among  our  people 
more  today  than  sexual  promiscuity.  It 
is  causing  our  people  to  stumble, 
damming  their  growth,  darkening  their 
spiritual  powers,  and  making  them  sub¬ 
ject  to  other  sins. 


SIN  TREATED  FLIPPANTLY 

Recently,  a  young  man  commented 
that  if  he  quit  reading  books,  watching 
TV,  seeing  movies,  reading  newspapers 
and  magazines,  and  going  to  school, 
there  was  a  chance  he  might  live  a 
clean  life.  And  this  explains,  in  large 
part,  the  extent  to  which  thin  insidious 
evil  has  spread,  for  the  world  treats 
this  sin  flippantly.  These  evil  forces 
build  up  your  lust  and  then  fail  to  tell 
of  the  tragic  consequences.  In  so  many 
movies  the  hero  is  permitted  to  get 
away  with  crime  so  long  as  he  can  joke 
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about  it,  or  explain  he  was  powerless 
to  do  anything,  or  else  at  the  close  of 
the  movie  show  forth  one  minimal 
virtue  that  is  supposed  to  cover  over 
the  grossest  of  sin.  Many  of  our  pro¬ 
minent  national  magazines  pander  to 
the  baser  side,  but  then  try  to  cover 
for  themselves  by  including  other  art¬ 
icles,  too. 

So  garbled  in  values  have  our  morals 
become  that  some  youth  would  not  dare 
touch  a  cigarette  but  freely  engage  in 
petting.  Both  are  wrong,  but  one  is  in¬ 
finitely  more  serious  than  the  other. 

Parents  should  give  their  children 
specific  instructions  on  chastity  at  an 
early  age,  both  for  their  physical  and 
moral  protection  I  commend  to  you  as 
a  basis  for  judgment  pertaining  to  the 
matter  of  chastity  a  statement  written 
by  Mrs.  Wesley  to  her  famous  son 
John:  “Would  you  judge  of  the  lawful¬ 
ness  of  pleasure?  Take  this  rule:  Now 
note,  whatever  weakens  your  reason, 
impairs  the  tenderness  of  your  con¬ 
science,  obscures  your  sense  of  God, 
takes  off  your  relish  for  spiritual  things, 
whatever  increases  the  authority  of  the 
body  over  the  mind,  that  thing  is  sin 
to  you,  however  innocent  it  may  seem 
in  itself." 

SOME  STEPS  TO  AVOID 

May  I  sugest  some  steps  to  avoid 
the  pitfalls  of  immorality: 

(1)  Avoid  late  hours  and  weariness.

The  Lord  said  retire  to  your  bed  early 
(D&C  88:124),  and  there  are  good  re¬ 
asons  for  that.  Some  of  the  worst  sins 
are  committed  after  midnight  by  tired 
heads.  Officers  in  the  wards  and  stakes, 
branches  and  missions  should  not  keep 
our  people,  especially  our  youth,  up 
late  at  night  even  for  wholesome  re¬ 
creation. 

(2)  Keep  your  dress  modest.  Short 
skirts  are  not  pleasing  to  the  Lord,  but 
modesty  is.  Girls,  do  not  be  an  entice¬ 
ment  for  your  downfall  because  of  your 
immodest  and  tight-fitting  clothes. 

(3)  Have  good  associates  or  don’t 
associate  at  all.  Be  careful  in  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  your  friends.  If  in  the  presence 
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of  certain  persons  you  are  lifted  to 
nobler  heights,  you  are  in  good  com¬ 
pany.  But  if  your  friends  or  associates 
encourage  base  thoughts,  then  you  had 
best  leave  them. 

(4)  Avoid  necking  and  petting  like 
a  plague,  for  necking  and  petting  is  the 
concession  which  precedes  the  com¬ 
plete  loss  of  virtue. 

(5)  Have  a  good  physical  outlet  of 
some  sport  or  exercise.  Overcome  evil 
with  good.  You  can  overcome  many 
evil  inclinations  through  good  physical 
exertion  and  healthful  activities.  A  heal¬ 
thy  soul,  free  of  the  body-and-spirit- 
dulling  influences  of  alcohol  and  tobacco, 
is  in  better  condition  to  overthrow  the 
devil. 

THINK  AND  BE  CLEAN 

(6)  Think  clean  thoughts.  Those  who 
think  clean  thoughts  do  not  do  dirty 
deeds.  You  are  not  only  responsible 
before  God  for  your  acts  but  also  for 
controlling  your  thoughts.  So  live  that 
you  would  not  blush  with  shame 
if  your  thoughts  and  acts  could  be 
flashed  on  a  screen  in  your  church. 
The  old  adage  is  still  true  that  you  sow 


thoughts  and  you  reap  acts.  You  sow 
acts  and  you  reap  habits,  you  sow 
habits  and  you  reap  a  character,  and 
your  character  determines  your  eternal 
destiny.  "As  a  man  thinketh,  so  is  he." 
(Prov.  23:7.) 

(7)  Pray.  There  is  no  temptation 
placed  before  you  which  you  cannot 
shun.  Do  not  allow  yourself  to  get  in 
positions  where  it  is  easy  to  fall.  Listen 
to  the  promptings  of  the  Spirit.  If  you 
are  engaged  in  things  where  you  do 
not  feel  you  can  pray  and  ask  the  Lord’s 
blessings  on  what  you  are  doing,  then 
you  are  engaged  in  the  wrong  kind  of 
activity. 

Yes — avoid  late  hours;  dress  modes¬ 
tly;  seek  good  associates;  avoid  necking 
and  petting;  have  a  good  physical  out¬ 
let;  think  good  thoughts;  pray. 

May  the  Lord  bless  us  as  a  people. 
We  have  taken  upon  us  sacred  cov¬ 
enants.  We  must  be  faithful.  We  are 
in  the  world,  it  is  true  ,but  we  must 
not  partake  of  the  evils  of  the  world. 
Let  us  be  ever  on  guard  against  the 
flattery  of  prominent  men  in  the  world, 
false  educational  ideas,  and  sexual  im¬ 
purity.

^  I  have  great  faith  in  the  fulfilment  of 
the  prophecies.  I  think  of  the  words  of 
Jesus  as  He  walked  along  the  way  to 
Emmaus  following  His  crucifixion.  The 
eyes  of  the  two  disciples,  as  you  will 
recall,  were  holden  that  they  could  not 
recognise  Him,  and  as  He  heard  them 
talking  of  the  things  that  had  been  done 
in  Jerusalem,  (His  cruifixion),  He 
answered,  .  O  fools,  and  slow  of 
heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets 
have  spoken:"  And  then  He  explained 
to  them  from  the  scriptures  the  words 
of  Moses  and  the  prophets  how  that 
they  had  all  testified  of  Him  and  of 
His  work.  Then  we  are  told  He  opened 
their  understanding,  that  they  might 
understand  the  scriptures.  (See  Luke 
24.) 


And  then  we  have  the  words  of  Peter 
in  which  he  said, 

"We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of 
prophecy:  whereunto  ye  do  well  that 
ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that 
shineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the  day 
dawn,  and  the  day  star  arise  in  your 
hearts: 

"Knowing  this  first,  that  no  prophecy 
of  the  scripture  is  of  any  private  inter¬ 
pretation. 

"For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old 
time  by  the  will  of  man:  but  holy  men 
of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved  by 
the  Holy  Ghost."  (II  Peter  1:19-21.) 
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And  that  is  what  makes  the  word  of 
prophecy  more  sure  than  anything  else 
in  all  this  world. 


ANALYSE  PROPHECIES 

We  ought  to  analyse  the  prophecies 
with  respect  to  this  great  latter-day 
dispensation  and  the  preparation  for  the 
coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  as  He  test¬ 
ified  to  Caiaphas  that  He  would  come 
in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 

I  submit  to  you  a  statement  about 
the  need  of  a  prophet.  This  is  from  a 
minister.  While  I  was  in  the  South, 
two  conventions  were  held  by  one  of 
the  large  churches  in  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
and  in  one  of  them  Bishop  Warren  A. 
Candler,  among  other  things,  made  this 
statement: 

“We  need  the  reappearance  of  pro¬ 
phets  sent  from  God.” 

Then  Dr.  Ainsworth  discussed  the 
condition  of  the  world  and  the  need  of 
something  to  arrest  the  world  from  its 
present  decadent  condition,  and  said: 

“Never  in  the  nation’s  history  was 
the  arresting  voice  of  a  prophet  of  God 
more  needed  than  it  is  today." 


QUOTES  MINISTER  IN  ENGLAND 

Then  here  are  the  words  of  a  minister 


in  England  some  years  ago: 

“We  all  recognise  that  something  has 
got  to  be  done,  for  at  the  moment  we 
are  in  a  plight  where  our  earthly  leaders 
falter,  our  people  drift  and  die.  We  can¬ 
not  forget  that  when  the  blind  set  out 
to  lead  the  blind,  chances  are  that 
both  will  find  themselves  in  a  ditch. 
A  dictator  being  out  of  the  question, 
what  about  a  prophet?  The  prophet 
never  is  self-appointed.  It  is  well  to 
keep  that  in  mind.  Nor  is  he  chosen  of 
his  fellows.  Always  he  is  heaven-sent; 
yet  I  am  cheered  at  the  thought  that  he 
has  the  knack  of  appearing  at  the  right 
time.  That  being  so,  I  incline  to  the 
belief  that  our  prophet  must  surely  be 
getting  ready  for  us.  Let  us  not  forget 
that;  hope  and  pray  as  we  will  for  his 
coming.  Men  have  an  old  habit  of 
greeting  the  true  prophet  with  stones. 
We  need  not  be  surprised  if  an  old- 
fashioned  welcome  awaits  the  prophet 
of  our  day.  No  one  can  say  when  such 
a  prophet  will  come,  but  of  our  need  of 
him  there  is  no  question." 

We  find  people  today  who  say,  “Well, 
we  could  accept  your  message,  but  we 
cannot  believe  that  Joseph  Smith  was 
a  prophet."  If  they  believe  in  the  pre¬ 
existent  life,  they  could  then  under¬ 
stand.  When  Jeremiah  was  called  as  a 
boy  to  be  a  prophet,  he  could  not 
understand  it,  and  the  Lord  said  to  him, 

“Before  I  formed  thee  in  the  belly 
I  knew  thee;  and  before  thou  earnest 
forth  out  of  the  womb  I  sanctified  thee, 
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and  I  ordained  thee  a  prophet  unto  the 
nations."  (Jer.  1:5.) 

PROPHETS  PREVIOUSLY  KNOWN 

The  Lord  not  only  knew  Jeremiah, 
but  he  also  knew  Joseph  Smith.  Three 
thousand  years  ago  the  Lord  revealed 
unto  Joseph  who  was  sold  into  Egypt, 
that  in  the  latter-days,  out  of  his  loins, 
he  would  raise  up  a  choice  seer  and  a 
prophet  like  unto  Moses.  (2  Nephi  3:11, 
14-17.) 

And  we  read  in  holy  writ  that  there 
was  no  prophet  in  all  Israel  like  unto 
Moses  because  Moses  talked  with  God 
face  to  face,  and  that  is  the  kind  of 
prophet  the  Lord  promised  Joseph  he 
would  raise  up  out  of  his  loins  in  the 
latter  days,  and  that  Joseph  Smith  was 
this  promised  prophet  is  our  testimony 
to  the  world.  The  things  that  Jesus  and 
the  prophets  declared  would  have  to 
be  accomplished  before  His  coming, 
could  not  be  accomplished  without  a 
prophet  through  whom  the  Lord  could 
work. 

We  read  in  Malachi  where  the  Lord 
said  through  His  prophet  that  He  would 
send  a  messenger  to  prepare  the  way 
for  His  coming,  and  swiftly  He  would 
come  to  His  temple.  Who  but  a  prophet 
could  be  this  messenger?  Has  there 
ever  been  a  time  that  He  came  swiftly 
to  His  temple?  How  could  the  temple 
be  prepared  for  His  coming  without  a 
prophet?  This  promise  has  reference  to 


His  second  coming,  for  Malachi  adds: 


SWIFTLY  TO  HIS  TEMPLE 

"...  who  may  abide  the  day  of  his 
coming?  and  who  shall  stand  when  he 
appeareth?  for  he  is  like  a  refiners 
fire,  and  like  fullers’  soap.”  (Mai.  3:2.) 

So  in  His  last  coming,  He  will  come 
swiftly  to  His  temple.  He  will  come  to 
sit  in  judgment,  as  Malachi  saw,  and 
Malachi’s  thought’s  going  along  that 
same  line,  saw  the  coming  of  the  great 
and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  in  the 
latter-days  when 

".  .  .  all  the  proud,  yea,  and  all  that 
do  wickedly,  shall  be  stubble:  and  the 
day  that  cometh  shall  burn  them  up, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  that  it  shall 
leave  them  neither  root  nor  branch.” 
(Ibid.,  4:1.) 

And  then  he  goes  on  to  say  that 
before  that  day  he  would  send  Elijah 
the  prophet  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children.  Now  why  does 
not  the  world  believe  that  Elijah  will 
come?  They  can  believe  that  he  was 
taken  to  heaven  in  the  clouds  of  hea¬ 
ven,  in  a  flaming  chariot,  and  here  is 
the  promise  that  he  should  come  in 
the  latter  days.  And  we  bear  witness 
that  Elijah  did  come,  and  because  of 
the  knowledge  and  the  information  he 
brought,  we  continue  to  build  temples 
and  do  this  great  work  that  is  being 
done  in  the  temples  of  the  Lord. 
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CALL  TO  REPENTANCE 

When  Peter  was  speaking  to  those 
who  had  put  to  death  the  Christ,  he 
said, 

“Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  conver¬ 
ted,  that  your  sins  may  be  blotted  out, 
when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall 
come  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord; 

“And  he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ, 
which  before  was  preached  unto  you.” 
(Acts  3:19-20.) 

Now,  remember  he  had  already  been 
among  them.  He  had  already  been 


crucified,  and  here  is  the  promise  of 
Peter  that  the  Lord  would  send  him 
again,  but  he  adds: 

“Whom  the  heaven  must  receive  until 
the  times  of  restitution  of  all  things, 
which  God  hath  spoken  by  the  mouth 
of  all  his  holy  prophets  since  the  world 
began.”  (Ibid.,  3:21.) 

Now  can  one  believe  the  Holy  Bible 
and  not  believe  that  one  of  the  pre¬ 
paratory  things  for  the  coming  of  the 
Redeemer  of  the  world  would  be  a 
“restitution  of  all  things  which  God 
hath  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy 
prophets  since  the  world  began."

in  guidance.  I  read  a  verse  from  the 
Gospels: 

.  .  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
is  come,  he  will  guide  you  into  all 
truth:  for  he  shall  not  speak  of  himself; 
but  whatsoever  he  shall  hear,  that  shall 
he  speak:  and  he  will  shew  you  things 
to  come.”  (John  16:13.) 

Mark  the  words  "he  will  guide  you 
into  all  truth  .  .  .  and  he  will  shew 
you  things  to  come."  Of  all  the  leaders 
who  have  lived  upon  the  earth,  only 
Jesus,  the  Lord,  could  make  a  promise 
like  that.  These  words  are  tremendously 
important  and  reassuring,  especially  to 
those  who  are  striving  for  a  better  life. 
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THE  BEACON  LIGHT 

Christ’s  plan  of  salvation  came  to 
light  gradually  through  holy  prophets. 
Back  of  them  is  Jesus  Christ,  the  light 
of  the  world,  and  the  greatest  of  all 
the  prophets.  His  Gospel  is  the  beacon 
light.  The  voice  of  the  prophets  is  the 
voice  of  God  to  generations  past, 
present,  and  future.  These  prophets 
came  as  they  were  needed.  They  were 
chosen  before  they  were  born.  Their 
messages  were  always  vital,  important, 
and  timely.  Their  testimonies  were 
strong  and  fervent.  They  called  people 
to  repentance.  They  rebuked  sin  in 
high  places.  Their  mission  was  to  purify 
and  regenerate  the  human  family  and  to 
turn  the  hearts  of  men  to  God,  who  is 
the  Creator,  the  Ruler,  and  the  Giver  of 
life.  These  living  oracles  seldom  argu¬ 
ed.  They  announced  and  interpreted 
God’s  will  and  made  no  compromise 
whatever  with  worldly  standards  and 
patterns,  however  glowing  and  colour¬ 
ful  they  might  appear. 

You  will  realise  the  significance  of 
Paul's  question  put  to  Agrippa  and  the 
others:  “Believest  thou  the  prophets?” 
Paul  believed  the  prophets.  He  quoted 
their  words  to  justify  and  substantiate 
his  claims.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
warnings  and  admonitions  of  the  pro¬ 
phets,  had  they  been  duly  regarded  and 
respected,  would  have  transformed  the 
world,  and  evil  forces  operative  in 
public  life,  now  and  in  the  past,  would 
have  been  far  less  powerful. 


FOLLOW  THEIR  TEACHINGS 

We  believe  in  prophets.  We  believe 
the  only  safe  course  for  us  is  to  follow 
the  admonition  of  the  prophets.  Said 
Jesus: 

“Wherefore,  behold,  I  send  unto  you 
prophets,  and  wise  men,  and  scribes: 
and  some  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and 
crucify;  and  some  of  them  shall  ye 
scourge  in  your  synagagues,  and  per¬ 
secute  them  from  city  to  city.”  (Matt. 
23:34.] 

And  then  his  concluding  words:  “That 
upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous 
blood  shed  upon  the  earth,  .  .  .”  (Ibid., 
v.  35.]  The  deniers  of  God’s  servants 
were  to  answer  for  their  repudiation  of 
the  prophets.  Had  the  Jews  believed 
John  the  Baptist  and  heeded  his  admon¬ 
itions,  many  people  (more  than  did], 
would  have  believed  on  Jesus  the 
Christ.  But  they  rejected  him  and  malig¬ 
ned  him.  He  was  put  in  prison,  like  his 
predecessors,  and  finally  put  to  death, 
but  they  could  not  entirely  destroy  his 
influence  nor  his  memory.  The  common 
people,  the  meek  and  the  lowly,  listen¬ 
ed,  They  heard  his  words  and  accepted 
his  divine  calling  and  followed  him.  But 
the  magistrates  and  the  rulers,  the 
high  and  the  mighty,  the  professional 
religionists,  were  not  among  the  mul¬ 
titude  which  followed  him  to  the  River 
Jordan,  but  Jesus  came,  and  Jesus 
was  baptised  by  this  great  prophet,  the

ic  I  would  like  to  point  out  some  of 
the  laws  upon  which  happiness  is 
based.  I  will  suggest,  first  that  we 
must  have  faith  if  we  are  to  be  happy. 
We  must  have  faith  in  God  the  eternal 
Father:  that  He  is  actually  and  literally 
the  Father  of  our  spirits;  that  He  loves 
us  arbundantly;  and  that  He  controls 
within  His  hands,  so  to  speak,  the  de¬ 
stiny  of  man  and  of  nations.  We  must 
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have  faith  that  all  will  go  well  under 
His  divine  directorship;  and  that  His 
divine  plan  will  ultimately  be  fulfilled. 

We  must  have  faith  in  Jesus  Christ: 
faith  that  He  is  our  Lord,  our  Master, 
our  Saviour,  our  Redeemer,  our  Advo¬ 
cate  with  the  Father.  We  must  have 
faith  that  through  the  atoning  blood 
which  He  spilled,  He  gave  us  immor¬ 
tality.  We  will  rise  from  the  grave;  we 
will  live  again. 

Also,  we  must  have  faith  in  the 
Gospel  plan  of  salvation  which  He  pro¬ 
claimed  and  an  assurance  that  if  we 
render  obedience  to  that  Gospel  plan 
we  shall  come  back  into  the  presence 
of  God  and  receive  a  glorious  exalta¬ 
tion  and  a  fulness  of  joy. 

We  must  have  faith  in  our  fellow 
men. 


FAITH  MOST  IMPORTANT 

We  must  have  faith  in  ourselves: 
faith  that  we  can  accomplish  the  things 
which  we  righteously  take  into  our 
hearts  to  accomplish.  I  know  that  we 
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may  meet  many  disappointments;  but  if 
we  are  to  be  happy,  we  cannot  take  them 
too  seriously.  We  must  take  them,  so 
to  speak,  on  the  chin,  and  then  with 
faith  in  our  hearts  continue  forward. 

Along  with  that  faith,  we  must  have 
courage — courage  to  meet  the  world 
with  all  of  its  perplexing  problems 
from  day  to  day.  We  must  do  away  with 
all  fear  that  is  within  our  hearts.  Fear 
is  a  destroyer  of  happiness.  It  confuses 
the  mind.  It  brings  about  many  distress¬ 
es.  We  must  remember  and  do  as  God 
told  Joshua:  .  .  Be  strong  and  of 

a  good  courage;  be  not  afraid,  neither 
be  thou  dismayed:  for  the  Lord  thy 
God  is  with  thee  withersoever  thou 
goest."  (Joshua  1:9.)  That  is  my  faith. 

GOOD  HEALTH  NECESSARY 

I  believe,  also,  that  another  basic 
root  of  happiness  is  good  health.  It  is 
quite  essential  to  a  fulness  of  joy.  God 
has  blessed  us  with  good  health,  and 
it  is  our  job  to  live  in  such  a  way  as 
to  maintain  that  health  that  we  may 
have  an  abundance  of  joy  continuously. 

I  know  there  are  some  people  who  are 
handicapped  with  poor  health,  and  they 
are  still  able  to  control  their  thoughts 
and  minds  in  such  a  way  that  they  still 
experience  a  great  amount  of  joy.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  far  easier  to  experience  a 
fulness  of  joy  if  our  health  is  good. 

I  believe  that  one  of  the  basic  roots 
of  happiness  is  work.  When  God  gave 
Adam  the  commandment  that  he  should 


earn  his  bread  by  the  sweat  of  his 
face,  and  also  proclaimed  that  the 
noxious  weeds  and  other  similar  things 
that  were  placed  upon  the  earth,  and 
the  troubles  that  we  meet,  are  here  for 
our  own  good,  God  proclaimed  a  great 
truth.  I  know  of  no  thing  which  gives 
more  joy  to  our  hearts  than  to  have  a 
job  that  we  like,  and  to  do  that  job 
efficiently  and  well.  An  indescribable 
amount  of  peace  and  satisfaction  comes 
into  one's  heart  through  work  well 
done. 

President  David  O.  McKay  has  ment¬ 
ioned  one  very  definite  item  basic  to 
happiness.  It  is  service.  Joy  comes  as 
a  result  of  serving  our  fellow  men.  We 
serve  our  God  through  service  to  his 
children.  There  is  nothing  sweeter  in 
all  the  world  than  spiritual  blessings 
which  come  as  the  result  of  losing 
our  lives  for  the  Master's  sake,  with 
the  promise  that  someday  we  shall 
receive  eternal  life. 


OBEDIENCE  NECESSARY 

The  last  basic  item  that  I  will  men¬ 
tion — and  it  is  rather  inclusive  and  a 
very  large  one,  if  we  are  to  be  happy 
today,  tomorrow,  next  week,  continuou¬ 
sly,  and  eternally — is:  We  must  keep  all 
of  God’s  commandments.  In  other 
words,  we  must  render  obedience  to 
.  .  .  every  word  that  proceedeth  forth 
from  the  mouth  of  God.”  (D&C  84:44.)

^  Wonderful  summer  weather  prevailed 
as  1,400  members  and  friends  heard 
Elder  John  Longden  dedicate  the  beau¬ 
tiful  new  London  Temple  Visitors’ Centre 
at  New  chapel,  just  north  of  East 
Grinstead,  on  June  14. 

The  Saints  came  by  coach  and  car 
from  throughout  the  British  Isles  for 
the  most  significant  Church  event  to 
transpire  here  since  the  London  Temple 
was  dedicated  in  1958. 

Following  the  open-air  service,  on 
the  lovely  grounds  conducted  by  London 
Stake  Pres.  Joseph  Hamstead  Jr.,  Elder 
Longden,  an  Assistant  to  the  Twelve, 
snipped  a  blue  ribbon  and  the  £100,000 
centre  was  opened. 

Sharing  the  speaker’s  rostrum  was 
Pres.  Dougald  C.  McKeown  of  the 
London  Temple. 

Elder  Longden  declared  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is

in  the  world  to  create  love  and  to  teach 
all  to  live  the  golden  rule.  He  cited 
three  great  documents  which  encourage 
mankind  to  so  live.  These  are  the  ten 
commandments,  as  given  to  Moses,

the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  given  by 
Jesus  the  Christ,  as  He  lived  in  mortal¬ 
ity,  and  the  third,  the  Articles  of  Faith — 
a  statement  of  belief  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  as  contained  in  the  Wentworth 
Letter,  known  as  the  Articles  of  Faith, 
written  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

"There  are  many  here  today  who 
have  searched  and  received,  for  as 
the  Saviour  said  in  His  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  ‘blessed  are  they  who  hunger 
and  thirst  after  righteousness,  for  they 
shall  be  filled.'  We  are  here  today  to 
testify  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  on  the  earth.” 

Following  his  recitation  of  the  13 


Articles  of  Faith,  Elder  Longden  declar¬ 
ed  "the  Gospel  is  here  to  dispell  self¬ 
ishness,  greed  and  other  evils,  for  its 
principles  can  be  applied  in  any  country, 
land  or  nation." 

Elder  Longden  said  "The  Church  ex¬ 
tends  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  ali  and 
we  are  a  witness  that  through  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  all  who  will 
believe,  repent  and  are  baotised  may 
receive  a  new  birth,  a  new  1'^  " 

Elder  Longden  said  if  the  pattern  of 
such  other  centres  is  followed  thousan¬ 
ds  of  tourists  and  members  will  visit 
this  centre  each  year.  "We  extend  the 
hand  of  fellowship  regardless  of  age,

size,  colour.  We  hope  they  will  come  to 
learn  of  the  glorious  temple,  of  the 
Church  and  the  Gospel." 

He  spoke  of  Latter-day  Saints  living 
a  "practical  religion,  not  one  that  is 
adhered  to  only  on  Sunday  morning, 
but  every  hour  of  every  day,  every  day 
of  the  week,  bringing  joy  and  happiness 
into  the  lives  of  those  who  live  it.  For, 
Jesus  Christ  is  at  the  head  of  the 
Church,  He  is  the  author  of  truth,  the 
fountainhead,  and  President  David  O. 
McKay,  the  96-year-old  present  day 
prophet,  holds  the  mantel  of  authority 
for  its  direction  here  upon  the  earth." 

Elder  Longden  was  accompanied  by 


his  wife,  Sis.  LaRue  Longden  who  serv¬ 
ed  many  years  as  a  counselor  in  the 
YWMIA  General  Presidency. 

Pres.  McKeown  welcomed  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  the  new  Centre  to  the  Temple 
grounds  and  extended  the  hand  of 
fellowship  to  the  friends  ar.d  neigh¬ 
bours. 

He  said,  "we  make  the  statement  of 
our  beliefs  with  no  apology  to  anyone. 
We  believe  that  God  made  us  in  His 
image,  that  we  are  His  children,  and 
that  He  wants  us  to  join  together  for 
time  and  all  eternity.  We  believe  that 
Jesus  died  for  all  men."

Bro.  and  Sis.  O.  David  Merrill, 
directors  of  the  Centre,  escorted  the 
special  guests  and  the  press  through 
the  building.  It  will  be  open  daily  from 
10  a.m.  until  sunset,  announced  Bro. 
Merrill.

it  The  appointment  of  three  additional 
brethren  to  help  direct  the  proposed 
expanded  Seminary  programme  of  the 
Church  in  the  British  Isles  has  been 
announced  by  Dr.  Harvey  L.  Taylor, 
administrator  of  Church  Schools,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  Dr.  William  E. 
Berrett,  administrator  of  Seminaries 
and  Institutes  of  Religion. 

Appointed  are  J.  Wesley  Christensen 
as  Division  Coordinator  of  Seminaries 
in  the  newly  created  Scotland-lreland 
District;  David  P.  Parkinson  and  James 
R.  Moss  as  home  study  supervisors. 

John  M.  Madsen,  Division  Coordina¬ 
tor  in  England  and  Wales,  introduced 
and  implemented  the  Home  Study  Sem¬ 
inary  Programme  in  August  1968  in  the 


Leicester,  Leeds  and  Manchester 
Stakes.  Early  morning  seminaries  were 
conducted  in  the  Glasgow  and  Paisley 
Wards  of  the  Glasgow  Stake  along 
with  the  Hyde  Park  and  Epsom  Wards 
of  the  London  Stake  and  the  Hayes 
Branch  of  the  British  South  Mission.

While  we  were 
there,  we  met  Brother  and  Sister  Newel  Cahoon  who  are  temple  workers 
from  Logan,  Utah.  After  the  sessions  were  over,  Sister  Cahoon  invited  us 
to  visit  the  Manor  House  on  the  temple  grounds.  Such  joy  it  was  to  walk 
through  the  beautiful  rooms,  up  the  grand  staircase  admiring  the  artistry 
of  the  carved  wood  present  throughout.  It  was  evident  that  Sister  Cahoon 
loved  each  nook  and  corner  as  she  guided  us  through.  Her  favourite  spot, 
however,  was  the  large,  old  kitchen,  that  was  “hers”.

Now  it  smelled  of  freshly 
baked  bread  and  good  things  to  eat  as  it  must  have  done  in  yesteryear. 
She  insisted  that  we  take  with  us  on  our  long  journey  home,  generously 
buttered  slices  of  whole-wheat  bread  and  delicately  flavoured  banana 
bread.  It  tasted  like  manna  from  heaven.  We  were  sent  happily  on  our  way 
filled  with  the  warmth  of  friendship  of  this  choice  couple  as  well  as  with 
the  delicious  home-baked  bread. 

No-Knead  Whole  Wheat  Bread 

2  cups  warm  milk  (you  can  use  powdered,  skim  milk.) 

6  Tablespoons  fat 

1  cup  brown  sugar,  honey  or  treacle 

2  eggs 

7  cups  whole  wheat  flour 

1  ounce  of  dry  yeast,  dissolved  in  i  cup  of  warm  water  with  1  teaspoon 
sugar.  Let  it  stand  for  ten  minutes. 

Mix  ingredients  with  a  spoon.  Let  rise  about  ten  minutes  then  mix  well 
again.  Put  into  well  oiled  pans  and  let  rise  one  hour.  Bake  at  450  degs.  for 
15  minutes.  Reduce  heat  to  350  degs.  and  bake  for  45  to  50  minutes.

Blank  amazement  registered  on  the  child’s  face.  “You  mean  you  and 
uncle  Frank  don’t  talk  to  heavenly  father  together?”  Benita  gave  a  mute  nod. 

“Well  I  can’t  remember  everything  because  mummy  usually  helps  me 
but  I’ll  try.  First  you  kneel  down  and  put  your  hands  together  and  shut 
your  eyes.  That’s  so  you  can  see  Heavenly  Father  in  your  special  eye.  Now 
do  you  know  that  heavenly  father  is  listening?” 

Eager  to  get  out  of  the  room  Benita  assented.  At  first  as  the  boy  prayed 
Benita's  mind  wandered  and  she  heard  little  of  the  earnest  requests  to 
bless  mummy  and  daddy  look  after  granny,  thank  you  for  having  the  best 
football  in  the  gang,  then  suddenly  Benita  sat  up  straight  as  the  names  of 
her  family  registered  on  her  mind.  Neal  was  saying  “and  please  bless 
auntie  Nita  and  make  her  want  to  say  her  prayers,  tell  her  that  you  love 
her  like  you  love  me  then  uncle  Frank  and  Sally  and  Sue  and  Wendy 
won’t  be  unhappy  any  more.” 

After  Neal  had  finished  Benita  felt  strangely  touched  and  more  at  peace 
then  she  had  done  for  a  long  time.  “Why  did  you  say  that  uncle  Frank  was 
unhappy?”  She  asked  the  little  boy  as  she  tucked  him  in.  “He  said  at 
testimony  meeting  would  we  all  pray  for  you  because  he  loved  you  and 
was  sad  because  you  were  sad”  came  the  sleepy  reply. 

Benita  prepared  supper  in  a  thoughtful  mood  and  that  night  when  Frank, 
as  was  his  custom,  asked  her  to  join  in  their  family  prayer  she  didn’t 
refuse  as  she  normally  did,  nor  did  she  miss  the  significant  glance  which 
her  family  hopefully  exchanged  when  she  walked  into  the  sitting  room  with 
Frank.  The  peace  and  sincerity  impressed  her  and  it  became  a  habit  to  sit 
in  at  their  nightly  devotions  until  one  wonderful  night  Benita  found  herself 
praying  with  them.  Although  all  her  battles  were  not  yet  over  by  any 
means  but  after  that  night  Benita  never  looked  back  and  when  she  was 
baptised  three  months  later  the  whole  family  shared  a  happiness  which 
they  all  agreed  was  parallel  to  none.  How  do  I  know  all  this  you  ask.  Well  if 
a  daughter  doesn’t  know  her  mother  who  does?  Incidently  all  this  happened 
many  years  ago  and  tomorrow  Neal  and  Wendy  get  married,  but  thkat’s 
another  story. 
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it  “.  .  .  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom, 
let  him  ask  of  God  that  giveth  to  all 
men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not, 
and  it  shall  be  given  him  .  .  .”  This 
one  scripture  started  Joseph  Smith 
on  his  mission  on  this  earth.  Was 
he  given  wisdom  in  answer  to  his 
prayer?  I  would  rather  think  he  was 
given  knowledge  first,  for  wisdom 
comes  from  the  application  of  know¬ 
ledge.  Knowledge  comes  in  various 
ways:  by  learning  from  a  teacher  or 
a  lecturer  at  school  or  college; 
spiritual  knowledge  by  reading  the 
scriptures;  knowledge  also  comes 
through  experience. 

To  illustrate  this  let  us  take  a 
small  toddler  and  his  mother:  The 
mother  leaves  the  poker  in  the  fire 
and  soon  it  gets  red-hot.  She  takes 
it  out  of  the  fire  and  lays  it  in  the 
hearth  to  cool.  The  toddler,  seeing 
that  his  mother  has  handled  the 
poker,  picks  it  up  but  at  the  wrong 
end  and  is  burned.  Some  months 
after  the  mother  makes  the  same 
mistake  with  the  poker  and  as  be¬ 
fore  lays  it  in  the  hearth  to  cool. 
The  toddler  goes  to  pick  it  up  but 
remembers  that  the  last  time  he 
picked  it  up  he  was  severely  burned 
so  he  goes  away  from  the  hearth 
and  leaves  the  poker  alone.  He  had 
acquired  knowledge  from  experience 
and  applied  it  and  so  had  used  wis¬ 
dom.  His  mother  had  acquired  know¬ 
ledge  but  had  not  used  it  and  thus 
had  lacked  wisdom. 
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Joseph  Smith,  when  he  prayed  in 
the  grove,  obtained  the  knowledge 
that  the  Father  and  the  Son  were 
real  personages.  Afterwards,  speak¬ 
ing  of  prayer,  he  said  he  had  know¬ 
ledge  that  he  would  have  a  manifes¬ 
tation,  had  had  the  wisdom  to  ask 
for  one  and  in  consequence  Moroni 
appeared  to  him. 

Let  us  now  consider  works.  James 
2:20,  “.  .  .  But  wilt  thou  not  know, 
o  vain  man,  that  faith  without  works 
is  dead?”  And  James  2:14  “What 
doth  it  profit  my  brethren,  though  a 
man  say  he  hath  faith  and  have  not 
works?  Can  faith  save  him?" 


I  will  illustrate  this  by  a  story:  A 
group  of  small  boys  were  playing  in 
a  stream,  but  the  best  of  them 
could  only  swim  about  three  strokes. 
A  short  distance  below  where  they 
were  was  a  treacherous  hole  much 
beyond  their  depth.  Into  this,  one  of 
the  boys  accidently  fell.  He  was 
helpless  to  save  himself  and  for  a 
moment  his  companions  stood  and 
watched  him  struggling.  One  boy, 
though,  had  the  wit  to  seize  a  long, 
loose  stick  from  a  fence  nearby  and 
held  it  out  to  the  boy  in  the  water 
who  grasped  it  firmly  with  both 
hands  and  was  dragged  to  the  shore. 

All  the  boys  said  that  the  boy 
owed  his  life  to  the  boy  who  had 


used  the  stick.  This  is  a  fact,  but 
to  look  at  it  another  way,  if  the  boy 
in  the  water  had  not  helped  himself 
by  grasping  the  stick  he  would  have 
drowned. 

Jesus  is  the  boy  on  the  bank,  the 
stick  is  the  Gospel,  the  means  of 
salvation,  the  hope  of  Eternal  life. 
The  boy  in  the  water  is  mankind  and 
must  grasp  the  means  of  salvation, 
the  stick,  hold  on  to  it,  and  not 
merely  look  at  Jesus  on  the  bank 
and  say,  “I  believe.”  but  must  use 
wisdom  and  apply  knowledge  by 
living  every  principle  of  the  Gospel 
and  help  himself  by  making  belief 
a  reality  through  works. 

Mankind  is  not  pulled  ashore  in 
spite  of  itself.  Knowledge  is  ob¬ 
tained  by  doing  the  will  of  God; 
Love  of  God  is  not  shown  in  words 
but  in  works. 

Eternal  Life  is  the  result  of  using 
wisdom,  by  applying  knowledge  of 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel  and 
translating  them  into  works. 

The  Borough  of  Huddersfield  has 
a  coat  of  arms  which  has  a  motto 
in  latin,  “Juvat  Impigros  Deus”,  the 
translation  of  which  I  would  like  to 
leave  with  you: 

“God  helps  those  who  help  them¬ 
selves.”

^  I  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel,  to  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  our  Redeemer,  to  the  call  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  the 
establishment  of  this  work  in  the  dis¬ 
pensation  in  which  we  live,  known  as 
the  Dispensation  of  the  Fulness  of 
Times.

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Seeds  Of  Distrust, 
Doubt  Sown  By  Many

^  The  work  of  the  Church  is  a  work 
of  conversion.  We  seek  for  conversion 
of  ourselves,  of  our  children,  and  of 
all  mankind  who  will  listen  to  us — 
conversion  to  the  point  where  we  and 
they  will  be  willing  to  accept  the 
teachings  and  commandments  of  the 
Lord  our  Saviour  and  by  following  them 
work  out  our  salvation.  As  the  Lord 
says  here,  .  .  it  is  not  the  will  of 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  that 
one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish.” 
D&C,  18:14.) 

But  in  spite  of  all  the  work  that  is 
done  in  the  Church  in  the  way  of 
conversion  and  teaching,  and  so  much 
wonderful  work  is  done,  there  are 
some  instances  where  people  go  in 
reverse  and  fall  away.  Sometimes  they 
accept  the  teachings  of  false  leaders 
and  false  teachers  who  lead  them 
astray. 

Often  I  have  asked  myself  why  it  is 
that  some  people  apostatise  from  the 


truth.  I  have  never  believed  that  a  per¬ 
son  falls  away  suddenly,  all  at  once, 
any  more  than  a  person  who  has  been 
righteous  and  honest  all  his  life  would 
go  out  and  suddenly  rob  a  bank.  There 
is  some  preparatory  work  done  in  ad¬ 
vance.  There  is  some  “softening-up” 
process  which  leads  to  the  apostate 
condition.  Big  sins  generally  are  pre¬ 
ceded  by  little  ones,  and  I  believe 
that  this  is  true  with  respect  to  people 
who  fall  away  from  the  truth. 

SEEDS  OF  DOUBT 

Seeds  are  sown,  seeds  of  doubt, 
disbelief,  distrust,  disrespect.  These 
seeds  are  watered;  they  arc  nutured, 
and  finally  they  become  fully  developed 
until  they  produce  their  evil  fruit. 

Who  sows  these  seeds  of  doubt  and 
distrust?  They  are  sown  in  many  ways. 
I  might  mention  a  few. 

I  have  heard  of  a  man  who  claims 
to  be  a  very  good  Latter-day  Saint. 
He  claims  that  he  loves  the  Church, 
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but  he  also  loves  the  world,  and  he 
lives  as  close  as  he  possibly  can  to 
the  line  of  disobedience  without  act¬ 
ually  violating  the  letter  of  the  law.  He 
does  not  realise  that  he  must  avoid 
even  the  very  appearance  of  evil.  He 
does  not  realise,  possibly,  that  by 
living  as  close  to  the  line  of  disobedi¬ 
ence  as  he  can,  he  sows  seeds  of 
doubt  and  distrust  in  the  minds  of 
others. 

There  are  those  who  live  in  open 
rebellion  against  the  word  of  God 
and  violate  the  commandments  con¬ 
tinuously  and  intentionally,  and  of 
course  they  always  leave  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  others,  with  some  disrespect 
for  them  themselves. 

FROM  WITHIN 

And  then  there  are  the  seeds  that 
are  sown  by  some  of  our  teachers  and 
preachers  within  our  own  organisation, 
who  like  to  advance  some  new  doct¬ 
rine,  or  some  new  interpretation,  or 
some  speculative  theory,  or  advance 
something  that  is  sensational,  because 
to  advance  the  sensational  seems  to 
feed  their  ego  inasmuch  as  they  be¬ 
come  the  centre  of  a  discussion. 

Most  of  our  teachers  and  preachers 
are  wonderful.  They  teach  the  truth; 
they  bring  about  conversions  in  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  those  who  listen 
to  them.  But  there  are  these  few  teach¬ 
ers  who  sow  seeds  of  doubt  by  spec¬ 
ulative  and  unsound  doctrines,  and  as 
they  do  so  they  “soften  up/’  to  use 
the  army  expression,  some  of  their 


hearers  who  might  later  be  taken  over 
by  the  apostate  teachers  who  come 
among  them. 

It  is  my  full  belief  that  whenever 
any  of  us  accept  a  position  of  any 
description  in  the  Church,  we  accept 
along  with  it  the  responsibility  of  that 
office,  whatsoever  it  may  be.  I  believe 
that  if  a  person  accepts  a  position  as 
a  teacher  in  one  of  our  organisations, 
or  if  he  accepts  the  responsibility  of 
preaching  from  the  pulpit,  such  person 
accepts  the  responsibility  which  goes 
with  that  call.  He  becomes  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  Church  in  that  position. 
Every  teacher  and  every  preacher  there¬ 
fore  is  duty-bound,  upon  accepting  such 
a  call,  to  represent  the  official  views 
and  doctrines  of  the  Church,  and  to 
teach  those  official  doctrines  in  his 
class  or  from  the  pulpit,  with  the  one 
thought  in  mind  that  conversion  is  to 
come  about  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  listen  to  him.  I  do  not  believe  that 
conversion  to  the  truth  comes  through 
the  teaching  of  half-truths  or  untruths. 

PLACES  TO  TEACH  TRUTHS 

Our  classrooms  and  our  assembly 
rooms  have  been  built  at  great  expense 
with  only  one  thought  in  mind,  and 
that  is  that  in  them  we  may  teach  the 
truth  so  that  we  may  convert  those 
who  come  there,  so  that  they  in  turn 
will  live  the  Gospel  and  work  out  their 
salvation  in  the  earth. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  classrooms 
or  the  pulpits  of  our  Church  are  for 
laboratory  purposes  in  which  to  ex-

periment  with  new  doctrines  and  spec¬ 
ulative  notions.  They  are  exclusively  for 
the  use  of  those  who  are  willing  to  con¬ 
vert  men  and  women  and  boys  and 
girls  to  the  truth. 

There  is  only  one  man  in  all  the 
world  who  has  the  right  to  introduce 
a  new  doctrine  to  this  Church,  and 
that  man  is  the  President  of  the  Church. 
So  teachers,  until  you  become  the 
President  of  the  Church,  will  you  be 
willing  to  content  yourselves  with  the 
present  officially  accepted  doctrines 
of  the  Church? 

2.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  can  es¬ 
cape  the  responsibility  of  starting 
someone  off  on  the  wrong  way  if  we 
teach  wrong  principles.  I  do  not  be¬ 


lieve  that  any  of  us  can  afford  to  take 
that  responsibility. 

3.  I  do  not  believe,  therefore,  that 
we  can  bring  into  our  classes  or  our 
sermons  views  and  doctrines  which 
are  not  accepted  and  officially  advocat¬ 
ed  by  the  Church. 

4.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  teacher 
in  any  organisation  has  the  right  to 
discard  the  prescribed  lesson  course 
and  substitute  in  its  place  magazine 
articles,  philosophical  discussions, 
lectures,  or  any  other  extraneous 
matte;*. 

NCT  ACCEPTED  TRUTH 

5.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  can  bring 
into  our  classrooms  or  sermons  the 
philosophies  and  doctrines  of  uninspired 
men  of  the  world,  no  matter  how  well 
educated  they  may  be,  and  present 
them  as  accepted  truth. 

6.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  accept 
every  thecry  advanced  by  men  of  sci¬ 
ence  as  though  it  were  true.  These 
men  change  their  minds  much  too 
often  for  that. 

7.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  bring 

into  our  classes  and  sermons  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  other  churches  teach 

them  as  accepted  truth. 

8.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  teach 
the  doctrines  of  the  B ritish-l srael  or 
similar  organisations,  sensational  tho¬ 
ugh  they  may  be,  p-^senting  them  to 
our  people  as  though  they  were  true. 
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9.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  give 
time  in  our  classes  to  discussions  of 
the  alleged  interpretations  of  the 
measurements  of  the  Great  Pyramid 
of  Egypt,  fantastic  and  unreliable  as 
they  so  often  are. 

10.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  ac¬ 
cept  the  current  views  that  the  lost  ten 
tribes  have  been  found  in  the  northern 
nations  of  Europe,  or  that  they  have 
been  named,  indexed,  and  classified. 

11.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  can 
accept  the  peculiar  notion  that  the 
mythical  Odin  of  the  North  was  in 
reality  the  Saviour  of  the  world  per¬ 
forming  His  work  among  the  northern 
nations  of  Europe  or  the  ten  tribes. 

12.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  give 
credence  to  the  highly  speculative 
theories  about  Book  of  Mormon  geo¬ 
graphy. 

13.  I  do  not  believe  that  there  were 
two  Hill  Cumorahs,  one  in  Central 
America  and  the  other  one  up  in  New 
York,  for  the  convenience  of  the  Pro¬ 
phet  Joseph  Smith,  so  that  the  poor 
boy  would  not  have  to  walk  clear  to 
Central  America  to  get  the  gold  plates. 

BELIEVE  THE  PROPHET 

14.  I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good 
Latter-day  Saints  and  question  the  in¬ 
tegrity  of  Joseph  Smith. 

15.  I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good 


Latter-day  Saints  and  question  the  test¬ 
imony  of  the  eleven  witnesses  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon. 

16.  I  do  not  believe  you  have  a  test¬ 
imony  of  the  truth  if  you  question  the 
accuracy  of  the  translation  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon. 

17.  I  do  not  believe  you  have  the 
facts  or  are  being  honest  with  your¬ 
self  if  you  question  the  Manifesto  as 
it  appears  in  the  Doctrine  and  Coven¬ 
ants. 

18.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  try  to 
establish  our  personal  fads  as  Church 
doctrine.  I  do  not  believe  my  eternal 
salvation  will  be  affected  in  any  way 
if  I  eat  white  bread  or  white  sugar.  I 
do  not  believe  the  doctrines  of  the 
Church  are  in  any  way  involved  in 
whether  my  whole  wheat  is  stone- 
ground  or  steel-cut. 

19.  I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good 
Christians,  regardless  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  if  we  refuse  to  believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  died  on  the  cross.  I  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  anyone  can  be  a  good  Christian, 
regardless  of  denomination,  if  he 
questions  the  reality  of  the  literal, 
physical  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
on  the  third  day  after  His  crucifixion. 

20.  I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good 
Christains  of  any  denomination  and 
reject  the  Old  Testament.  I  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  we  can  be  good  Christains  of 
any  denomination  and  reject  the  epist¬ 
les  of  the  New  Testament. 
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PROPHET  RECEIVES  REVELATION 

21.  I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good 
Latter-day  Saints,  or  that  we  are  loyal 
to  this  Church,  if  we  accept  alleged 
revelations  of  men  and  women  who 
claim  to  have  received  them  for  the 
membership  of  the  Church  when  we 
know  that  the  Lord  designates  the 
President  of  the  Church  as  the  only 
one  on  earth  to  whom  He  will  reveal 
His  mind  for  the  Church  at  large. 

22.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  can  be 
good  Latter-day  Saints  or  good  Christi¬ 
ans  of  any  denomination  and  accept 
the  teachings  of  some  that  death  was 
a  mistake,  that  it  can  be  avoided,  and 
that  we  can  achieve  immorality  with¬ 
out  passing  through  death,  just  by 


following  the  teachings  of  some  false 
prophet. 

23.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  can 
ignore  the  teachings  of  the  Saviour 
when  He  said, 

“.  .  .  there  shall  be  no  disputations 
among  you,  as  there  have  hitherto 
been;  neither  shall  there  be  disputa¬ 
tions  among  you  concerning  the  points 
of  my  doctrine,  as  there  have  hitherto 
been. 

"For  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he 
that  hath  the  spirit  of  contention  is 
not  of  me,  but  is  of  the  devil,  who 
is  the  father  of  contention,  and  he 
stirreth  up  the  hearts  of  men  to  con¬ 
tend  with  anger,  one  with  another." 
(3  Nephi  11:28-29.)

^  I  quote  a  text  by  which  we  may  test 
ourselves  today  and  always  as  to 
where  we  stand  with  reference  to  our 
faith  and  belief  in  God.  It  is  the  25th 
verse  of  the  64th  Section  of  the  Doc¬ 
trine  and  Covenants: 

"Wherefore,  if  ye  believe  me,  ye 
will  labour  while  it  is  called  today." 

In  the  two  paragraphs  which  precede 
it,  the  Lord  makes  clear  three  things: 
First,  the  meaning  of  the  word  today 
as  used  in  the  text;  second,  certain 
things  which  His  people  should  do  to¬ 
day;  and  third,  some  events  which

will  come  to  pass  tomorrow.  Here  are 
His  words: 

"Behold,  now  it  is  called  today  until 
the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and 
verily  it  is  a  day  of  sacrifice,  and  a 
day  for  the  tithing  of  my  people;  for 
he  that  is  tithed  shall  not  be  burned  at 
his  coming. 

"For  after  today  cometh  the  burning 
...  for  verily  I  say,  tomorrow  all 
the  proud  and  they  that  do  wickedly 
shall  be  as  stubble;  and  I  will  burn 
them  up,  for  I  am  the  Lord  of  Hosts; 
and  I  will  not  spare  any  that  remain 
in  Babylon." 
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And  then  follows  our  text: 

"Wherefore,  if  ye  believe  me,  ye 
will  labour  while  it  is  called  today." 
(Ibid.,  64:23-25.) 

TODAY— ALL  IMPORTANT 

I  have  in  my  heart  a  desire  to  em¬ 
phasise  the  importance  of  doing  the 
will  of  God  now  while  today  lasts. 
Perhaps  more  hangs  upon  what  a  man 
does  during  the  short  period  of  his 
mortal  probation  than  upon  his  per¬ 
formance  in  any  other  period  of  equal 
duration  since  the  spirit  hosts  took 
sides  in  the  great  war  in  heaven. 

Amulek,  Alma's  missionary  compan¬ 
ion,  speaks  to  this  subject  as  follows: 

".  .  .  now  is  the  time  and  the  day 
of  your  salvation;  .  .  . 

"For  behold,  this  life  is  the  time 
for  men  to  prepare  to  meet  God;  yea, 
behold,  the  day  of  this  life  is  the  day 
for  men  to  perform  their  labours. 

.  .  therefore,  I  beseech  of  you 
that  ye  do  not  procrastinate  the  day 
of  your  repentance  until  the  end;  for 
after  this  day  of  life,  which  is  given 
us  to  prepare  for  eternity,  behold,  if 
we  do  not  improve  our  time  while  in  this 
life,  then  cometh  the  night  of  dark¬ 
ness  wherein  there  can  be  no  labour 
performed."  (Alma  34:  31-33.) 


CONTINUE  TO  THE  END 

Nephi  taught  this  same  doctrine  and 
went  one  step  farther.  He  declared 
that  we  must  not  only  labour  in  this 
life,  but  that  we  must  also  continue 
that  labour  until  the  end  of  life.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  gate  by  which 
one  enters  upon  the  straight  and  nar¬ 
row  path  is  repentance  and  baptism  by 
water  and  of  fire  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  then  continued: 

"And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  after 
ye  have  gotten  into  this  straight  and 
narrow  path,  I  would  ask  if  all  is  done? 
Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Nay;  .  .  . 

".  .  .  ye  must  press  forward  with  a 
steadfastness  in  Christ,  having  a  per¬ 
fect  brightness  of  hope,  and  a  love  of 
God  and  of  all  men.  Wherefore,  if  ye 
shall  press  forward,  feasting  upon  the 
word  of  Christ,  and  endure  to  the  end, 
behold,  thus  saith  the  Father:  Ye  shall 
have  eternal  life."  (2  Nephi  31:19-20.) 

"And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I 
know  by  this  that  unless  a  man  shall 
endure  to  the  end,  in  following  the 
example  of  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 
he  cannot  be  saved."  (Ibid.,  31:16.) 


COUNSELS  MORONI 

Mormon’s  performance,  along  with 
his  counsel  to  his  son  Moroni,  is  an 
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heroic  example  of  one’s  continuing 
unto  the  end  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances.  You  will  recall  that  it 
was  Mormon  who  led  the  degenerate 
Nephites  in  their  final  struggle  against 
the  Lamanites.  And  a  discouraging  and 
thankless  job  it  was!  As  he  approached 
the  inevitable  end,  he  wrote  to  his  be¬ 
loved  son  Moroni,  advising  that  he 
had  just  fought  an  important  battle  in 
which  he  did  not  conquer,  and  in  which 
three  of  his  most  valiant  leaders  and 
a  great  number  of  his  choice  men  had 
been  killed.  He  continued, 

“And  now  behold,  my  son,  I  fear  lest 
the  Lamanites  shall  destroy  this  peo¬ 
ple;  for  they  do  not  repent,  and 
Satan  stirreth  them  up  continually  to 
anger  one  with  another. 

"Behold,  I  am  labouring  with  them 
continually;  and  when  I  speak  the  word 
of  God  with  sharpness  they  tremble 
and  anger  against  me;  and  when  I  use 
no  sharpness  they  harden  their  hearts 
against  it;  wherefore,  I  fear  least  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  hath  ceased  striving 
with  them. 

“For  so  exceeding  do  they  anger 
that  it  seemeth  me  that  they  have  no 
fear  of  death;  and  they  have  lost  their 
love,  one  towards  another;  and  they 
thirst  after  blood  and  revenge  contin¬ 
ually.”  (Moroni  9:3-5.) 

Then,  notwithstanding  these  discoura¬ 
ging  circumstances,  he  declares  his 
intention  to  continue  to  labour  and  en¬ 


courages  his  son  Moroni  to  do  likewise. 
Listen  to  his  plea  and  take  courage 
therefrom: 

A  FURTHER  PLEA 

“And  now,  my  beloved  son,  notwith¬ 
standing  their  hardness,  let  us  labour 
diligently;  for  if  we  should  cease  to 
labour,  we  should  be  brought  under 
condemnation;  for  we  have  a  labour 
to  perform  whilst  in  this  tabernacle  of 
clay,  that  we  may  conquer  the  enemy 
of  all  righteousness,  and  rest  our  souls 
in  the  kingdom  of  God.”  (Ibid.,  9:6.) 

In  the  light  of  these  teachings,  it 
would  seem  to  be  most  unwise  to 
rely  upon  the  doctrine  of  the  so-called 
second  chance  and  wait  until  after 
death  to  perform  our  good  works.  I  am 
acquainted  with  the  doctrine  that  those 
who  have  had  no  opportunity  to  hear 
and  receive  the  Gospel  in  this  life  will 
have  that  opportunity  in  the  world  to 
come,  and  I  rejoice  in  it.  I  rejoice  in 
the  vision  and  the  revelation  received 
by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  on  the 
21st  day  of  January  1836,  which  teaches 
this  doctrine.  The  Prophet  reported 
that  vision  and  that  revelation  in  part 
as  follows: 

“The  heavens  were  opened  upon  us, 
and  I  beheld  the  celestial  kingdom  of 
God,  and  the  glory  thereof  ...  I  saw 
the  transcendent  beauty  of  the  gate 
through  which  the  heirs  of  that  kingdom 
will  enter,  which  was  like  unto  circling 
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flames  of  fire;  also  the  blazing  throne 
of  God,  whereon  was  seated  the  Father 
and  the  Son.  I  saw  the  beautiful  streets 
of  that  kingdom,  which  had  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  being  paved  with  gold.  I  saw 
Fathers  Adam  and  Abraham,  and  my 
father  and  mother,  my  brother,  Alvin, 
that  has  long  since  slept,  and  mar¬ 
velled  how  it  was  that  he  had  obtained 
an  inheritance  in  that  kingdom,  seeing 
that  he  had  departed  this  life  before 
the  Lord  had  set  His  hand  to  gather 
Israel  the  second  time,  and  had  not 
been  baptised  for  the  remission  of  sins. 

“Thus  came  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
unto  me,  saying — 

ALSO  HEIRS 

‘“All  who  have  died  without  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  this  Gospel,  who  would  have 
received  it  if  they  had  been  permitted 
to  tarry,  shall  be  heirs  of  the  celestial 
kingdom  of  God;  also  all  that  shall  die 
henceforth  without  a  knowledge  of  it, 
who  would  have  received  it  with  all 
their  hearts,  shall  be  heirs  of  that 
kingdom,  for  I,  the  Lord,  will  judge  all 
men  according  to  their  works,  according 
to  the  desire  of  their  hearts.’”  (D.  H. 
C.  2:380.) 

All  this  I  accept  with  joy.  However, 
it  does  not  teach,  and  I  have  never 
found  anything  in  the  scriptures  nor 
in  the  teachings  of  the  prophets  which 
encourages  me  to  believe,  that  those 
who  have  the  Gospel  taught  to  them 


here  will  be  able  to  make  up  their  loss 
if  they  choose  to  wait  for  the  next  life 
to  obey  it.  I  would  not  advise  anyone 
to  take  that  chance.  As  I  understand 
the  scriptures,  taking  such  a  hazard 
would  be  fatal. 

Amulek,  after  speaking  of  “the  night 
of  darkness  wherein  there  can  be  no 
labour  performed,”  added: 

“Ye  cannot  say,  when  ye  are  brought 
to  that  awful  crisis,  that  I  will  repent, 
that  I  will  return  to  my  God.  Nay,  ye 
cannot  say  this;  for  that  same  spirit 
which  doth  possess  your  bodies  at  the 
time  that  ye  go  out  of  this  life,  that 
same  spirit  will  have  power  to  possess 
your  body  in  that  eternal  world. 

“For  behold,  if  ye  have  procrastinated 
the  day  of  your  repentance  even  until 
death,  behold,  ye  have  become  subject¬ 
ed  to  the  spirit  of  the  devil,  and  he 
doth  seal  you  his;  therefore,  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  hath  withdrawn  from  you, 
and  hath  no  place  in  you,  and  the  devil 
hath  all  power  over  you;  and  this  is  the 
final  state  of  the  wicked.”  (Alma  34: 
34-35.) 

PARABLE  OF  THE  VIRGINS 

On  this  point  of  deferring  obedience 
to  the  Gospel,  we  might  with  profit 
consider  the  Saviour’s  parable  of  the 
ten  virgins.  I  do  not  remember  any 
provision  being  made  in  that  parable 
for  the  five  foolish  virgins  to  enter 
into  the  marriage  at  a  later  time.  I  do 
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remember,  however  that  after  the  door 
was  shut  they,  having  in  the  meantime 
filled  their  lamps  with  oil,  came  saying, 
"Lord,  Lord,  open  to  us,”  and  that  his 
answer  was,  "Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I 
know  you  not."  (See  Matt.  25:  1-13.) 

In  1831  the  Lord  continued  with  the 
lesson  He  had  in  mind  to  teach  with 
this  parable.  Speaking  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph,  He  specified  some  of  the  bless¬ 
ings  to  be  received  by  the  five  wise 
virgins.  Said  He: 

"And  at  that  day,  when  I  shall  come 
in  my  glory,  shall  the  parable  be  ful¬ 
filled  which  I  spake  concerning  the  ten 
virgins. 

For  they  that  are  wise  and  have 
received  the  truth,  and  have  taken  the 
Holy  Spirit  for  their  guide,  and  have 
not  been  deceived — verily  I  say  unto 
you,  they  shall  not  be  hewn  down  and 
cast  into  the  fire,  but  shall  abide  the 
day. 

And  the  earth  shall  be  given  unto 
them  for  an  inheritance;  and  they  shall 
multiply  and  wax  strong,  and  their 
children  shall  grow  up  without  sin  unto 
salvation. 

"For  the  Lord  shall  be  in  their  midst, 
and  his  glory  shall  be  upon  them,  and 


he  will  be  their  king  and  their  law¬ 
giver."  (D&C  45:56-59.) 


LABOUR  ALL  YOUR  DAYS 

No  mention  is  made  in  this  revelation 
of  the  whereabouts  of  the  foolish 
virgins.  Said  the  Prophet  Joseph, 

"If  men  would  acquire  salvation  they 
have  got  to  be  subject,  before  they 
leave  this  world,  to  certain  rules  and 
principles,  which  were  fixed  by  an  un¬ 
alterable  decree  before  the  world  was. 

"Otherwise  the  disappointment  of 
hopes  and  expectations  at  the  resurre¬ 
ction  would  be  indescribably  dreadful." 
(D.  H.  C.  6:50-51.) 

In  view  of  these  teachings  and  the 
many  others  which  carry  the  message 
that  today  is  the  day  for  us  to  perform 
our  labours,  it  would  seem  to  be  wis¬ 
dom  on  the  part  of  every  soul  who  has 
been  taught  the  Gospel,  to  here  and 
now  make  a  daily  conscious  and  sincere 
effort  to  live  it.  And  this  effort  should 
continue  to  the  end  of  mortal  life. 
Failing  to  make  such  an  effort,  a  person 
identifies  himself  as  one  who  does  not 
believe  the  Lord,  for,  said  He,  ".  .  .  if 
ye  believe  me,  ye  will  labour  while  it 
is  called  today."

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Every  Latter  Day  Saint 

Should  Lead  Life  of

+  It  seems  to  me  that  the  life  of  a 
Latter-day  Saint  is  intended  to  be  a 
life  of  dedication  and  of  consecration 
to  the  things  of  God.  The  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  a  programme  for  the 
perfecting  of  the  individual  member  by 
his  adherence  to  the  principles  of  that 
Gospel.  It  is  designed  to  teach  us  to 
forget  ourselves,  to  be  unselfish.  I 
have  come  to  think  that  selfishness  on 
the  part  of  those  of  us  who  are  in¬ 
clined  that  way  is  one  of  the  great 
deterrents  to  our  progress  and  to  the 
realisation  of  a  divine  destiny. 

Let  us  be  determined  to  overcome 
selfishness  and  personal  aggrandise¬ 
ment  by  sharing  with  others  that  which 
we  have,  by  dedicating  ourselves  to 
the  work  at  hand  which  we  have  to  do, 
through  dedication  of  our  talents,  our 
time,  our  substance,  our  tithes,  and 
our  offerings,  our  love,  our  goodness 
and  kindness  one  to  another,  always 
seeing  the  good  that  always  may  be 
found  in  others. 

When  we  partake  of  the  sacrament, 


we  presumably  take  upon  us  the  name 
of  Christ.  We  agree  to  do  as  He  would 
do,  to  act  as  He  would  act: 

'.  .  .  by  love  serve  one  another. 

For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one 
word,  even  in  this;  Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour  as  thyself.”  (Gal.  5: 
13-14.) 


THE  REWARD 

The  reward  of  unselfish  service  has 
been  told  us  by  the  Lord  when  He 
has  said  that  .  .  whosover  will  save 
his  life  shall  lose  it:  and  whosoever 
will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake(l  take  it, 
in  his  service  and  the  service  of  his 
fellow  men)  shall  find  it.”  (Matt.  16: 
25.) 

The  sweetness  and  the  joy  of  life  is 
found  when  we  are  willing  to  deny 
ourselves  for  the  good  and  the  benefit 
of  others.  Service  to  others,  service 
in  the  Church,  giving  of  our  substance, 
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Dedication,  Consecration 


is  part  of  the  life  of  a  Latter-day  Saint, 
We  are  taught  that  sacrifice  brings 
forth  the  blessings  of  heaven.  In  no 
other  way,  as  I  see  it,  can  the  Lord 
raise  up  a  people  who  will  be  fit  for 
the  kingdom,  who  will  have  it  ready 
for  His  coming.  By  offering  Himself  as 
a  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  world 
and  the  redemption  of  mankind  from 
death,  Jesus  set  an  incomparable  ex¬ 
ample  to  us  in  the  way  of  sacrifice  and 
of  love  for  others. 

Again,  when  Abraham  and  Sarah 
were  commanded  of  the  Lord — reques¬ 
ted  at  least — to  give  as  a  sacrifice, 
their  son  Isaac,  we  can  imagine  what 
must  have  gone  through  their  minds. 
Nevertheless,  they  met  the  test.  The 
Lord  did  it  to  see  how  much  they  loved 
Him.  Abraham  was  sustained,  I  am 
sure,  by  an  unwavering  trust  in  God. 
I  am  sure  that  Abraham  knew  that  to 
accomplish  His  purposes,  God  could, 
if  he  desired,  raise  up  Isaac  from  the 
dead,  even  after  He  had  died.  But 
what  a  lesson  that  is  in  service,  of 
dedication,  of  consecration  of  that 


which  he  dearly  loved!  No  wonder  that 
Abraham  was  called  a  "friend  of  God." 

ANOTHER  EXAMPLE 

An  opportunity  to  demonstrate  his 
love  of  the  Lord  was  given  to  another 
man.  He  had  great  possessions,  and  he 
had  a  chance  to  test  his  unselfishness 
when  he  asked  of  the  Lord,  "What 
shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?"  [Luke 
10:25.)  Now  this  man  had  done  many 
good  things.  He  had  kept  most  of  the 
commandments,  I  understand,  but  he 
had  become  selfish  because  of  his 
great  possessions.  Evidently  he  thought 
more  of  them  than  he  did  c?  eternal 
life,  because  when  told  by  the  Saviour 
that  in  order  to  gain  eternal  life  he 
should  sell  whatsoever  he  had  and  give 
to  the  poor  and  take  up  the  cross  and 
follow  Him,  he  was  sad,  and  according 
to  the  record,  ".  .  .  went  away  grieved: 
for  he  had  great  possessions."  (Mark 
10:22.)  He  had  not  learned  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  dedication  and  of  consecration. 

Contrast  this  man  with  a  certain 
poor  widow  who  cast  into  the  treasury 
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her  two  mites,  which  made  a  farthing 
— all  that  she  had.  Her  contribution 
amounted  to  very  little  in  monetary 
value,  about  one  half  of  a  penny  of 
our  money,  but  it  was  not  the  small¬ 
ness  of  her  offering  that  made  it  es¬ 
pecially  acceptable  unto  the  Lord  as 
He  witnessed  her  placing  her  money  in 
the  treasury,  but  it  was  the  spirit  of 
sacrifice  that  she  had  shown.  As  He 
observed  others  throwing  their  money 
into  the  treasury,  the  record  states- 

.  .  he  called  unto  his  disciples, 
and  saith  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  that  this  poor  widow  hath  cast 
more  in,  than  all  they  which  have 
cast  into  the  treasury: 

"For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their 
abundance;  but  she  of  her  want  did 
cast  in  all  that  she  had,  even  all  her 
living.”  (Ibid.,  12:43-44.) 

DEDICATION  IS  REAL  NEED 

Dedication,  it  seems  to  me,  in  some 
form,  is  the  real  essence  of  all  religion. 
Dedication  to  the  will  of  the  Lord  and 
to  His  work  is  the  religion  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints.  In  this  dispensation 
of  the  Gospel,  thousands  have  met 
he  test  when  called  upon  to  sacrifice 
their  personal  positions,  their  time, 
and  even  their  lives,  in  order  to  esta¬ 
blish  and  defend  the  kingdom  of  God 
upon  the  earth. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  permitted 
himself  to  be  taken  by  the  mob  and 
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be  put  to  death,  and  along  with  him, 
Hyrum,  whose  life  was  lost  by  an 
assassin's  bullet,  and  in  the  same 
room  at  the  same  time,  Dr.  Willard 
Richards  and  John  Taylor,  who  refused 
to  leave  him,  and  Dan  Jones,  and 
others  who  were  loyal  and  devoted  and 
would  have  given  their  lives  gladly  in 
preference  to  the  Prophet's  life.  They 
set  an  example  for  us  in  this  dispen¬ 
sation!  There  is  scarcely  an  end  to 
the  list  of  those  who  have  done  like¬ 
wise  or  who  stand  now  willing  to  do 
all  that  is  required  of  them.  A  spirit  of 
dedication,  willingness  to  serve  in  any 
capacity  and  to  sacrifice,  if  necessary, 
characterizes  the  true  Latter-day  Saint. 

It  was  not  long  ago  that  I  was  in 
one  of  the  stakes  in  southern  Idaho.  I 
was  asked  to  interview  five  young 
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men  between  twenty-five  and  thirty-five 
years  of  age,  most  of  them  married 
and  having  one  or  two  children,  to  see 
if  they  were  ready  to  receive  an  office 
in  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  for 
which  they  had  been  recommended.  I 
received  the  thrill  of  my  life.  Somehow, 
I  decided — I  don’t  know  whether  I 
made  a  mistake  or  not — but  I  decided 
to  see  what  the  depth  of  their  willing¬ 
ness  to  sacrifice  was.  As  each  one 
came  into  the  room,  I  sat  down  with 
him,  introduced  myself,  and  became 
better  acquainted  with  him. 

Then  I  stated  that  the  Church  had 
acquired  a  great  tract  of  land  in  Brush 
Creek  and  wished  to  prepare  it  for 
settlement  for  the  Saints.  The  water 
had  to  be  brought  on  to  it,  the  brush 
had  to  be  cleared  and  the  land  leveled, 
homes  built,  schools  erected,  and  all 
things  must  be  done  from  scratch.  It 
would  be  no  easy  thing.  I  said:  “If 
you  were  asked  to,  would  you  take 
your  wife  and  family  and  leave  what 
you  have  and  go  to  Brush  Creek  and 
settle  it?”  Every  one  of  those  young 
men  said  yes. 

DEDICATION— CONSECRATION 

I  said:  “What  would  your  wife  think 
about  it?”  In  every  case  they  said,  in 
effect,  “I  am  sure  she  would  feel  as  I 
do,  that  if  the  Church  required  it,  we 
would  go.”  Then  I  explained  that  I  had 
concocted  the  story. 

I  felt  like  putting  my  arms  around 
each  of  those  young  men.  I  commended 


them,  and  then  I  got  down  on  my 
knees,  and  I  thanked  the  Lord  for 
such  young  men  of  this  day  who  were 
ready  to  dedicate,  to  consecrate,  to 
leave  all  that  they  had  and  go,  no 
matter  where  they  may  be  called  to 
go  and  build  up  Zion.  That  is  the  test 
that  we  all  should  be  ready  to  meet. 

There  is  a  veritable  army  of  men  and 
women  such  as  these  in  the  quorums, 
in  the  missions,  and  in  the  wards  and 
stakes,  and  in  all  places,  where  they 
serve  without  a  thought  of  compen¬ 
sation.  There  is  no  end  to  the  list — 
the  home  teachers,  who  do  good  jobs, 
all  of  those  who  serve,  all  of  you.  It 
is  commendable,  and  it  must  be  pleas¬ 
ing  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  Among 
them,  not  to  be  overlooked,  are  those 
much  unnoticed,  unsung  men  and  wo¬ 
men,  who  day  after  day,  month  after 
month,  year  after  year,  labour  in  the 
temples  of  the  Lord,  giving  vicarious 
service  on  behalf  of  the  dead.  Along 
with  them  are  those  who  do  research 
work,  hiding  behind  desks  and  files, 
where  nobody  knows  about  them,  spen¬ 
ding  hours  and  money  and  time  and 
energy  that  the  work  might  be  per¬ 
fected. 

It  is  one  thing,  you  know,  to  do 
something  for  those  who  can  return  the 
goodness  and  who  can  than!:  you,  but 
these  people — this  great  army  of  those 
who  do  vicarious  service,  who  do  not 
expect  a  return  in  thanks,  at  this  time 
at  least — |  think  win  our  most  sincere 
commendation  and  our  admiration  for 
that  type  of  dedication. 
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President  McKay's 
Message  To  Y  W  M  I  A 


*  A  message  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  YWMIA  and  its  accomplishments 
during  its  first  century  was  sent  the  women’s  auxiliary  by  President 
David  O.  McKay.  The  Prophet’s  letter  was  read  during  the  opening  session 
of  the  annual  conference  by  Gen.  Pres.  Florence  S.  Jacobsen. 

“It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  thousands  upon  thousands  of  souls 
who  have  been  influenced,  who  have  in  turn  instilled  faith  and  the  highest 
ideals  of  womanhood  in  their  children  and  their  children’s  children  by 
teachings  and  inspiration  of  this  organisation.” 

President  McKay  said  the  highest  ideal  today  is  love  as  it  may  be 
expressed  in  marriage  and  home  building. 

The  96-year-old  prophet  appealed  to  the  young  women  of  the  Church 
to  “resist  the  temptations  of  the  world  that  may  come  under  the  heading 
of  ‘vanity.’” 

He  said,  “there  is  a  beauty  every  girl  has — a  gift  from  God  as  pure 
as  sunlight,  and  as  sacred  as  life.  It  is  a  beauty  that  all  true  men  love, 
a  virtue  that  wins  men’s  souls.  That  beauty  is  chastity.  Chastity  without 
skin  beauty  may  enkindle  the  soul;  skin  beauty  without  chastity  can 
kindle  only  the  eye.” 

The  President  blessed  and  commended  the  young  women  of  the  Church 
for  their  faithfulness.

^  One  hundred  years  ago  President 
Brigham  Young  was  inspired  of  the 
Lord  to  call  his  children  and  wives 
together  and  to  organise  them  into 
what  the  Prophet  called  the  Young 
Ladies  Department  of  the  Cooperation 
Retrenchment  Association. 

“Retrench  in  everything  that  is  bad 
and  worthless,  and  improve  in  every¬ 
thing  that  is  good  and  beautiful,”  were 
his  instructions. 

It  began  with  his  family,  but  through 
the  years  the  depth  and  scope  of  the 
Retrenchment  Association  grew,  mak¬ 
ing  it  Church-wide  and  its  name  later 
changed  to  the  Young  Women's  Mutual 
Improvement  Association.  With  that 
expansion  came  the  annual  conferen¬ 
ces  of  the  Association.  Wise  leader¬ 
ship  saw  the  wisdom  and  potential  of

the  Association  and  soon  the  Young 
Men’s  MIA  was  formed  as  a  compan¬ 
ion.  Together  the  two  youth  arms  of 
the  Church  have  become  as  stalwart 
beacons  pointing  the  way  to  Eternal 
Life  and  Salvation  to  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  young  men  and  women. 

Through  numerous  activities  in 
drama,  music,  speech,  sports  under 
the  influence  of  Gospel  standards  the 
youth  have  remained  true  to  the  teach¬ 
ings  and  thus  each  generation  has 
produced  the  next  generation’s  leaders. 

This  the  Centennial  Year  the  YWMIA 
flavoured  the  annual  MIA  June  Con¬ 
ference  with  “scenes”  from  1869  with 
the  YWMIA  executives,  Gen.  Pres. 
Florence  S.  Jacobsen  and  her  counsel¬ 
ors  Sis.  Margaret  R.  Jackson  and  Sis. 
Dorothy  P.  Holt,  dressed  in  costumes 
of  that  early  Pioneer  period. 
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Sis.  Jacobsen  baked  a  150  lb.  cent¬ 
ennial  cake  for  the  three-day  Lion 
House  reception.  The  cake  was  baked 
in  the  Lion  House,  Brigham  Young's 
home,  next  door  to  the  present  Church 
Administration  Building  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

It  is  expected  that  centennial  balls, 
patterned  after  the  grand  ball  of  the  June 
Conference,  will  be  held  around  the 
world  on  regional,  inter-stake  or  stake 
levels  and  mission  (district)  levels,  on 
November  28,  the  actual  Centennial 
date.  Floor  shows  are  to  be  costumed 
dances  of  a  century  ago. 

During  this  year’s  70th  annual  MIA 
June  Conference  thousands  of  mem¬ 
bers  and  visitors  were  entertained 
through  the  unique  LDS  Roadshows, 
seeing  five  original  productions  select¬ 
ed  from  several  states  and  the  Quartet 
Festival  when  10  different  groups  per¬ 
formed  each  of  the  two  evenings  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 

Magnificent  colour  and  precision  was 
exhibited  by  6,500  young  men  and  wo¬ 
men  as  they  danced  on  the  green  at  the 
University  of  Utah  Stadium,  also  cent¬ 
ennial-oriented. 

A  600-voice  girls  chorus  from  64 
stakes  and  the  45-minute  film  telling 
the  story  of  the  YWMIA  and  entitled, 
“Pioneers  in  Petticoats”  were  special 
features  of  the  conference.  (The  film 
is  to  be  made  available  throughout  the 
Church)  The  chorus  introduced  the  new 
song,  “The  Glory  of  God  is  Intellig¬ 
ence.” 

A  special  centennial  plate,  an  attrac¬ 
tive  gold  medallion  to  be  worn  as  a 


necklace  or  on  a  charm  bracelet,  an 
attractively-decorated  linen  towel  with 
a  centennial  design  and  a  special  de¬ 
sign  for  making  of  a  centennial  quilt, 
are  also  available.

Supt.  Ashton,  a  personal  friend  of 
the  late  Homer  C.  “Pug”  Warner,  has 
directed  the  regional  and  All-Church 
YMMIA  Athletic  programmes  since 
1940  and  has  been  chairman  and  dir¬ 
ector  of  the  All-Church  Athletic  pro¬ 
gramme  for  eight  years. 

Bro.  Cummings,  has  been  assistant 
director  of  defense  research  and  en¬ 
gineering  for  intelligence,  reconnais- 
ance  and  electromagnetic  ware  with  the 
Department  of  Defense.

it  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  second 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency,  cou¬ 
nseled  officers  and  teachers  at  the 
Young  Women's  MIA  Centennial  Sun¬ 
rise  Service  of  June  Conference  that: 

“As  leaders  it  is  our  responsibility 
to  study  and  know  and  understand  the 
Gospel,  to  understand  the  purpose  of 
life  and  one's  mission  here  upon  the 
earth,  and  by  living  and  teaching  these 
truths  help  those  with  whom  we  are 
privileged  to  work  to  understand  and 
gain  a  testimony  of  these  things.” 

Further  he  said  the  YW  leaders  have 
a  responsibility  to  help  the  youth  of  the 


Church  realise  the  stability,  and  anchor 
these  truths  provide  when  facing 
temptations  and  frustrations  in  the 
world  today. 

“Let  us  fully  realise  and  accept  the 
fact  that  if  we  have  no  leadership 
deliquency  and  no  adult  delinquency 
we  need  not  worry  about  juvenile  del¬ 
inquency." 

President  Tanner  said,  “We  must  do 
all  in  our  power  to  help  the  girls 
realise  what  a  great  honour  and  priv¬ 
ilege  it  will  be  to  be  a  Celestial  Queen 
in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven.”

“The  MIA  today  has  not  lost  nor 
should  ever  lose  the  purpose  and  in¬ 
spiration  that  prompted  its  foundings.” 

President  Alvin  R.  Dyer  of  the  First 
Presidency  told  co-workers  in  the  MIA 
at  the  organisation’s  annual  conference 
that  "in  this,  the  final  dispensation  of 
the  Gospel,  the  doctrines  and  principl¬ 
es  of  salvation  have  been  given.  The 
happenings  of  'last  things'  will  trans¬ 
pire  to  culminate  God’s  work. 

"Because  of  this,  the  programming  of 
the  Church  must  maintain  its  tempo  in 
the  fight  against  evil  to  safeguard  its 
members  from  the  deceptions  of  evil.” 

He  warned  the  leaders  of  the  Church 
youth  that  "if  we  yield  to  things  of  an 
evil  nature,  then  we  too  become  evil 
in  that  performance.” 

President  Dyer  outlined  three  of  the 
calamities  which  have  come  upon  man 


and  which  can  destroy  the  soul  of  man 
when  the  precepts  of  men  rather  than 
the  commandments  of  God  are  follow¬ 
ed. 

The  first  calamity  he  said  is  im¬ 
morality  consisting  of  premarital  sex, 
infidelity  and  adultery;  the  second,  the 
harmful  indulgences  of  drugs,  alcohol 
and  tobacco,  and  the  unrighteous  dom¬ 
inion  over  the  lives  of  men,  as  the 
third. 

He  declared  that  the  pattern  of  these 
commandments  as  found  in  the  Church 
must  be  followed  if  we  are  not  to  be 
deceived. 

ELDER  LEE 

^  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve,  warned  MIA  leaders 
that  "there  is  a  dangerous  tendency 
to  compromise  Church  doctrines  and 
standards  to  satisfy  the  world  when 
only  God  can  change  these  things. 
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“It  is  becoming  popular  to  challenge 
doctrines  and  standards  under  the 
guise  of  so-called  academic  freedom.” 

Elder  Lee  said  another  tendency  is 
that  of  “thinking  it  wholesome  to  dis¬ 
sent  against  Church  institutions  and 


authorities.” 

He  also  advised  that  the  home  is  the 
most  basic  and  vital  of  all  institutions 
and  that  “every  Church  activity  and 
function  should  be  planned  to  streng¬ 
then,  never  weaken,  the  home.”

*  This  super-smooth  chocolate  rich  fudge  does  not  need  to  be  beaten. 
Makes  about  ilb. 

1  cup  (6oz.  package)  semi-sweet  chocolate  pieces 
1/3  cup  plus  1  tablespoon  sweetened  condensed  milk 
Pinch  of  salt 
i  teaspoon  vanilla 

3  tablespoons  ground  nuts  (if  desired) 

In  top  of  double  boiler  melt  chocolate  over  hot  water;  stir  a  few  times. 
Remove  from  heat. 

Stir  in  condensed  milk,  salt,  vanilla  and  nuts,  if  used.  Stir  only  until 
smooth.  Turn  into  waxed  paper-lined  container.  Press  into  block  1"  high. 
Refrigerate  until  firm,  about  2  hours. 

Invert  container  on  cutting  board.  Lift  off  container.  Peel  off  paper. 
With  a  sharp  bladed  knife  cut  fudge  into  serving  pieces.  Store  in  airtight 
container.

1  -  10  oz.  package  frozen  strawberries  (defrosted) 

1  cup  sugar 

2  egg  whites 

1  tsp.  salt 

i  cup  heavy  cream  (whipped)

Place  defrosted  berries,  sugar,  egg  whites,  lemon  juice  and  salt  in  a 
large  bowl.

^  It  was  a  meeting  of  hearts  and 
hands  when  Mrs.  Brian  (Bernice)  West 
stepped  off  the  chartered  British  air¬ 
liner  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

There  to  greet  her  was  LeEtta  Pratt, 
a  tall,  suntaned  girl,  who  as  a  mission¬ 
ary  11  years  ago,  called  at  the  West 
home  in  Bristol,  England. 

The  meeting  in  Salt  Lake  June  24 
was  under  much  different  circumstan¬ 
ces,  with  Sister  West  now  a  member 
of  the  Church  and  on  her  way  to  attend 
the  annual  MIA  June  Conference  of 
the  Church.  Eleven  years  ago  she  and 
her  husband  knew  little  about  the 
Church. 

"We  felt  awkward  and  considered  it 
inconvenient  to  join  the  Church  at 
that  time,"  Sister  Ward  recalled. 

Today  she  and  her  husband,  a  stat¬ 
ionery  salesman,  are  MIA  supervisors 
in  the  Southwest  British  Mission,  a 
position  they  have  held  the  past  nine 
years.  They  also  travel  extensively 
throughout  the  British  Isles  in  connection 
with  MIA  work  and  last  June  were  in 
charge  of  an  MIA  workshop  for  youth 
leaders  from  throughout  Europe,  held 


in  the  Swedish  Mission.  She  and  her 
husband  were  married  in  April  1960  in 
the  London  Temple. 

Sister  Pratt,  formerly  of  Downey, 
Idaho,  and  now  of  Salt  Lake  City,  who 
with  a  companion  called  at  the  West 
home  on  a  cold,  snowy  day  in  January 
1958,  holds  a  similar  position  to  that 
of  Sister  West  in  the  Young  Women’s 
Mutual  Improvement  Association.  She 
is  Bonneville  Region  director  of  the 
YWMIA  in  Salt  Lake  City,  with  specific 
assignment  over  Sports  Camp  activities 
for  young  girls.

Sister  West  proudly  discussed  her 
mission’s  MIA  programme,  now  running

“The  MIA  has  helped  our  youth  to 
remain  close  to  the  Church  and  has 
instilled  in  them  the  desire  to  be 
married  in  the  temple,”  she  said.  “The 
girls  Campcrafter  programme  is  used 
in  every  branch.”

^  The  Saints  in  Great  Britain  were 
brought  into  the  picture  of  the  great 
educational  programme  of  the  Church 
recently  when  Dr.  William  E.  Berrett, 
administrator  of  Seminaries  and  Insti¬ 
tutes  visited  in  London.  Dr.  Berrett, was 
on  the  last  phase  of  his  globe-circling 
tour,  along  with  Sis.  Berrett,  to  give 
added  emphasis  to  the  importance  of

every  youth,  14-18  enrolling  in  the 
Seminary  programme. 

He  met  with  the  brethren  recently 
appointed  to  expand  the  Seminary  Pro¬ 
gramme  in  the  British  Isles,  stake  and 
mission  presidents,  bishops,  etc.)  The 
four  assigned  to  introduce  this  pro¬ 
gramme  beginning  in  September  are: 

John  M.  Madsen,  Division  Coordinator 
in  England  and  Wales;  J.  Wesley  Christ¬ 
ensen,  Division  Coordinator  of  Semin¬ 
aries  in  the  Scotland-lreland  District; 
David  P.  Parkinson  and  James  R.  Moss 
as  home  study  supervisors. 

Dr.  Berrett  disclosed  that  in  1969  the 
Church  was  maintaining  254  full-time 
seminaries  and  approximately  2,500 
part-time  seminaries,  with  more  than 
120,000  students  in  secondary  school 
receiving  daily  religious  instruction  in 
all  of  the  states  of  the  United  States, 
six  provinces  of  Canada,  in  Mexico, 
Guatemala,  and  at  U.S.  military  bases 
in  many  parts  of  the  world.

There  are  80  full-time  and  180  part- 
time  institutes  of  Religion  adjacent  to 
as  many  universities  and  colleges  ser¬ 
ving  the  religious  needs  of  40,000  Mor¬ 
mon  students  as.  they  attend  other  than 
Church  institutions  of  higher  learning, 

The  Church  aslo  maintains  a  system 
of  31  elementary  schools  and  second¬ 
ary  schools  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico 
in  addition  to  the  Brigham  Young  Un¬ 
iversity  at  Provo,  Utah;  LDS  Business 
College  in  Salt  Lake  City;  Ricks  College 
at  Rexburgh,  Idaho  and  the  Church 
College  at  Hawaii  at  Laie. 

The  Church  operates  the  largest  and 
most  modern  school  in  the  Tongan  Is-

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lands,  Liahona  High  School  and  nine 
elementary  side  schools  which  enroll 
more  than  1,500  students. 

The  four-year  high  school  Church 
College  of  New  Zealand,  dedicated  in 
1958,  now  enrolls  850  students. 

Four  schools  are  also  located  in  the 
American  and  Western  Samoan  Islands 
The  Mapusaga  High  School  in  American 
Samoa,  dedicated  in  1960,  has  365 
students  enrolled.  The  first  adult  edu¬ 
cation  programme  in  these  islands  be¬ 
gan  in  1963  with  80  graduating  from  a 
starting  class  of  250.  The  adult  pro¬ 
gramme  was  sponsored  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Church  school  staff 
taught  the  classes. 

Western  Samoa  has  three  schools, 
the  largest  at  Psega  near  Apia,  the 
capital  city,  with  1,400  students  en¬ 
rolled. 

A  multi-million  dollar  school  plant 
houses  the  fast  growing  Church  Coll¬ 
ege  of  Hawaii,  founded  by  the  Church 
in  1955  and  dedicated  by  President 
David  O.  McKay  in  1959.  Students 
attend  from  the  Far  East,  New  Zealand, 
Tahiti,  Hawaii,  mainland  United  States, 
and  many  of  the  South  Pacific  islands. 
Enrollment  in  1967  was  1,036  students. 

The  Papeete  Primary  School  in  Tahiti 
dedicated  in  1964  has  479  students. 

In  1964  a  new  programme  of  edu¬ 
cation  under  the  direction  of  the  Church 
the  “Association  Mormon  Educationa- 


ly  Cultural”  was  begun  in  Chile  in 
South  America  and  now  has  three  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  operating  in  the  Santi¬ 
ago  area  with  377  students  enrolled. 

Dr.  Berrett  disclosed  that  total  en¬ 
rollment  in  all  of  these  institutions 
is  200, 000, plus  BYU  with  another  22,000. 

He  said  the  Seminary  Home  Study 
programme  will  begin  in  Great  Britain 
in  September  as  a  result  of  the  fine 
response  to  the  early  morning  pro¬ 
gramme  introduced  this  past  year. Tried 
first  in  several  stakes  and  missions  in 
America,  the  home  study  programme 
is  readily  accepted  and  can  be  used 
where  there  may  be  only  a  few  students 
and  where  transportation  is  a  major 
problem. 

He  explained  students  are  given  les¬ 
son  materials  for  a  week,  in  advance. 
They  may  work  them  as  fast  or  as 
slow  as  they  wish.  Once  a  week  they 
are  to  meet  with  the  teacher  and  once 
a  month  a  whole  stake,  or  a  large 
portion  of  a  mission  will  get  together 
(usually  on  a  Saturday,  10  a.m.  to 
noon,  with  the  Seminary  supervisor) 
and  after  lunch  they  meet  for  two 
hours  of  sports  and  recreation  directed 
by  the  MIA.  While  these  activities  go 
on  with  the  students  the  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  meet  with  the  Seminary  super¬ 
visor. 

Dr.  Berrett  said  considerable  study 
was  made  into  the  programme  before

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Genealogical  Special 

He  Shall  Prepare 
A  Way 


*  Sister  Joan  Thorp  of  the  Hudders¬ 
field  Ward  has  recently  had  a  thrill¬ 
ing  experience  which  she  would  like 
to  share,  particularly  with  those  who 
may  now  express  little  interest  in 
genealogical  research.  She  writes: 

On  Christmas  Day,  1960,  the 
missionaries  came  to  our  home  for 
the  first  time  and  taught  us  the 
Gospel.  My  husband,  Harry,  and  I 
were  baptised  three  months  later 
and  the  week  after,  our  two  children 
Tony  and  Eileen. 

Of  all  the  Gospel  principles  that 
we  had  been  taught,  the  one  that 
held  no  appeal  for  me  was  Geneal¬ 
ogy.  A  visit  from  two  of  the  sisters 
in  the  ward,  however,  ended  up 
with  me  making  a  family  group  sheet 
for  my  immediate  family.  I  found 


this  to  be  easy  since  all  the  infor¬ 
mation  was  available  locally  and  did 
not  incur  any  travel  expense. 

I  hesitated  before  making  a  sheet 
for  my  grandparents  since  I  knew 
that  this  would  be  more  difficult  to 
complete.  A  lead  came,  however, 
when  I  was  visiting  an  aunt  who 
suggested  that  I  get  in  touch  with  a 
cousin  in  London.  I  had  no  previous 
knowledge  of  this  cousin  but  with 
my  curiosity  aroused  and  having 
obtained  his  address  from  my  aunt, 
I  wrote  to  him  and  explained  the 
nature  of  my  enquiries.  I  was  more 
than  surprised  when  he  replied 
shortly  to  say  that  he  was  glad 
someone  was  looking  into  the  family 
tree  again  and  he  enclosed  fourfool- 
scap  sheets  literally  covered  with 
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names  and  addresses,  and  births 
and  deaths,  that  his  father  had  com¬ 
piled  before  his  death.  He  said  that 
he  hadn’t  known  what  to  do  with 
them  but  did  not  want  to  throw 
them  away.  Hardly  suprising,  I  be¬ 
gan  to  take  a  keen  interest  in  genea¬ 
logy! 

Next  I  turned  to  my  mothers  line 
and  completed  a  sheet  on  which 
she  appears  as  a  child.  Lastsummer 
this  sheet  was  returned  to  me  stat¬ 
ing  that  she  could  now  be  sealed  to 
her  father,  whose  name  is  Ephraim 
Hirst.  Bro.  Hirst  stood  proxy  for  him 
in  the  sealing. 

Some  time  later  when  I  was  put¬ 
ting  this  sheet  into  my  Book  of 
Remembrance,  I  noticed  that  the 
date  of  baptism  for  Ephraim  Hirst 
was  down  as  1958.  This  was  two 
years  before  we  had  been  converted 
and  I  concluded  that  it  must  either 
be  a  mistake  or  else  someone  else 
was  working  on  my  direct  line.  After 
asking  Salt  Lake  to  check  on  this  I 
received  from  them  a  photostatic 


copy  of  a  sheet  where  Ephraim 
appears  as  a  child  along  with  other 
brothers  and  sisters  of  whom  I 
had  no  knowledge.  The  whole  family 
had  been  baptised,  endowed  and 
sealed  by  an  Olive  B.  White  of  Salt 
Lake  City. 

I  recently  received  a  letter  from 
Sister  White  in  which  she  says,  “I 
hired  a  professional  researcher  and 
he  has  put  into  families,  all  the 
Hirsts  around  Mirfield  and  Thornhill, 
(Yorkshire)  along  with  my  parents 
and  grandparents  who  came  from 
there.  Altogether  he  has  gathered 
hundreds  of  sheets  and  many  more 
hundreds  of  names,  and  you  can  be 
sure  Temple  work  has  been  done 
for  all  of  them.” 

All  this  must  have  happened  be¬ 
fore  we  had  even  heard  of  the 
Church.  Truly  did  Nephi  of  old  say, 
“.  .  .  The  Lord  giveth  no  command¬ 
ments  unto  the  children  of  men, 
save  He  shall  prepare  a  way  for 
them  that  they  may  accomplish  the 
thing  which  he  commandeth  them.”

it  was  adapted  because  it  had  to  be  one 
that  students  would  take  to  and  on 
their  own  initiative  complete  the 
course. 

He  noted  that  everywhere  it  has 
been  tried  the  students  really  like  it 
and  are  eager  to  participate  in  it.  As 
Church  funds  and  leadership  become 
available  it  will  be  taken  to  other 
areas,  he  said. 

Dr.  Berrett  emphasised  the  concern 
by  Church  authorities  over  the  loss  of 
youth  and  said  where  there  is  no  Sem¬ 
inary  there  is  a  greater  loss  of  youth 
"The  Seminary  programme  strengthens 
the  youth,  gives  them  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  but  in  such  a  way  of  doing  it 
that  the  youth  love  it,"  he  said. 

He  disclosed  that  850  full  time  tea¬ 
chers  are  teaching  Seminary  and  2,800 
part-time  with  more  than  4,000  teach¬ 
ers  in  the  Church  Schools  other  than 
the  BYU.  "The  full  fruits  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme  come  later  when  these  young 
people  marry  in  the  Temple,  pay  their 
tithing,  and  teach  their  children  of  the

Seminary,"  he  added. 

While  in  London,  Dr.  Berrett  met  with 
stake  and  missions  presidents  and  the 
teachers  and  bishops  of  the  wards  in 
London  Stake.  Early  morning  seminary 
was  introduced  in  the  British  Isles  the 
past  year  with  good  success.  However, 


the  transportation  being  a  chief  de¬ 
terrent,  it  is  hoped  the  home  study  plan 
will  be  participated  in  by  many  young 
people  this  year. 

The  course  this  year  will  be  on 
Church  History  using  Dr.  Berrett's  book 
“The  Restored  Church"  as  the  text. 

Dr  Berrett  emphasised  that  the  duty 
and  purpose  of  this  programme  "is  to 
save  our  youth."  Despite  the  great  pro¬ 
grammes  of  the  Church  far  too  many 
youth  are  falling  by  the  wayside  and 
greater  effort  and  means  must  be  utili¬ 
sed  to  rescue  and  save  these  youth,  he 
warned. 

He  said  this  new  programme  is 
effective  because  youth  can  gear  it 
to  their  own  circumstances,  because 
they  have  a  systematic  plan  of  daily 
scripture  study  and  it  does  bear  fruit. 

Dr.  Berrett  related  stories  of  how 
youth  in  various  places  around  the 
globe  have  sacrificed  to  enjoy  this 
programme  and  added, 

"We  love  that  for  which  we  sacri¬ 
fice  .  .  ." 

The  purpose  of  this  and  all  great 
programmes  of  the  Church  is  to  save 
souls  of  men,  he  emphasised. 

The  meeting  in  the  evening  was  for 
the  bishops  and  teachers  appointed  in 
the  wards  and  branches  of  the  London 
Stake  who  had  opportunity  of  meeting 
John  M.  Madsen,  division  coordinator 
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in  England  and  Wales  of  the  Seminary 
programme  and  James  R.  Moss,  home 
study  supervisor.  Bro.  Moss  will  dir¬ 
ect  the  area  of  the  Southwest  British 
Mission,  British  South  and  British 
Missions,  plus  London  Stake. 

Bro.  Madsen  introduced  Dr.  Berrett 
and  Bro.  Moss  to  the  group  and  brief¬ 
ly  told  how  the  Seminary  programme 
had  grown  in  the  past  year  in  the 
British  Isles. 

Bro.  Moss  said  the  recommended 
one  hour  study  period  a  day  by  the 
students  on  an  individual  basis  can  pre¬ 
pare  them  for  missions,  to  go  through 
the  temple  and  in  all  ways  better  equip 
them  for  their  years  in  the  Church,  thus 
they  become  “the  strength  of  the 
Church.”  He  said  “the  students  them¬ 
selves  will  run  the  programme,  we 
will  just  supervise.” 

Young  men  and  women  ages  14-18 
are  highly  encouraged  to  register 
with  their  bishopric  or  branch  presi¬ 
dency  for  the  1969-70  course  which 
begins  with  the  start  of  school  this 
month  (September)  and  the  course  of 
study  will  be  Church  History.

will  be  pleased  to  know  that  work  on 
the  proposed  new  25-storey  Church  Offi¬ 
ce  Building  in  Salt  Lake  City  will  begin 
soon. 

The  First  Presidency  has  announced 
that  the  low  bid  of  $31,396,000  was 
accepted  for  construction  of  the  new 
offices.  This  was  S62,000  lower  than 
the  next  lowest  bid  submitted. 

The  winning  bid  was  submitted  as  a 
joint  venture  by  two  Utah  firms,  Christ¬ 
iansen  Brothers,  Inc.,  Salt  Lake  City 
and  W.  W.  Clyde  and  Co.  of  Springville. 

President  Hugh  B.  Brown,  first  coun¬ 
selor  in  the  First  Presidency,  announ¬ 
ced  construction  will  begin  as  soon  as 
the  contractors  have  been  signed. 

The  new  25-storey  office  building,  to 
be  the  tallest  building  in  Utah,  will 
house  Church  offices  presently  scatter¬ 
ed  in  13  buildings  throughout  Salt 
Lake  City. 

George  Cannon  Young,  architect,  de¬ 


signed  the  new  building.  He  is  a  grand¬ 
son  of  Brigham  Young. 

The  structure  will  be  built  on  the 
same  block  and  adjacent  to  the  north 
of  the  present  Church  Administration 
Building  at  47  E.  South  Temple. 

President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  second 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency,  said 
the  96-year-old  Prophet,  President 
David  O.  McKay  is  “looking  forward  to 
see  the  building  started  and  com¬ 
pleted.” 

According  to  Mark  B.  Garff,  chairman 
of  the  Church  Building  Committee,  the 
building  is  designed  for  the  immediate 
anl  the  future  needs  of  the  Church.  It 
will  be  erected  under  his  supervision. 

The  main  front  of  the  building  will 
face  south  to  a  landscaped  plaza  with 
trees  and  flowers.  Wings  four  stories 
high  will  be  constructed  to  the  east 
and  west  of  the  centre  high  rise  tower. 
The  building  will  be  constructed  of 
welded  steel,  bearing  a  precast  stone 
front  in  white  quartzite.

^  In  experiences  of  mortality  we 
sometimes  suffer  from  optical  illusions; 
we  hear  noises  that  do  not  exist;  we 
experience  nocturnal  adventures  quite 
unreal,  and  distorted;  but  in  the  spirit¬ 
ual  realm  one  can  have  positive 
certainty,  for  the  Lord  has  repeated 
numerous  times  the  definite  promise 
here  expressed: 

“If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall 
know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be 
of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of  myself." 
(John  7:17.  Italics  added.) 

In  courts  of  law  the  witness  is 
asked  to  take  an  oath  that  the  infor¬ 
mation  he  is  about  to  give  is  "the 
truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
but  the  truth,"  and  the  statements 
made  are  called  his  “testimony."  In 
spiritual  matters,  we  may  likewise  have 
a  testimony.  This  sureness  of  the 
spiritual  is  unique  and  pertains  to  the 
realness  of  a  personal  God;  the  con¬ 
tinued  active  life  of  the  Christ, 


separate  from  but  like  His  Father;  the 
divinity  of  the  restoration  of  the 
organisation  and  doctrines  of  God's 
Church  on  the  earth  and  the  power  of 
the  divine,  authoritative  priesthood 
given  to  men,  through  revelations 
from  God. 

These  can  be  known  as  surely  as 
that  the  sun  shines,  by  every  respon¬ 
sible  person,  and  to  fail  to  attain  this 
knowledge  is  to  admit  that  one  has 
not  paid  the  price.  Like  academic 
degrees  it  is  obtained  by  intense 
strivings.  That  soul  who  is  clean 
through  repentance  and  the  ordinances 
receives  it  if  he  desires  and  reaches 
for  it,  investigates  conscientiously, 
studies,  and  prays  faithfully. 

AN  OPEN  DOOR 

A  sure  knowledge  of  the  spiritual 
is  an.  open  door  to  rewards  attainable 
and  joys  unspeakable.  To  ignore  the 
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testimony  is  to  grope  in  caves  of 
impenetrable  darkness;  to  creep  along 
in  fog  over  hazardous  highways.  That 
person  is  to  be  pitied  who  may  still 
be  walking  in  darkness  at  noonday, 
who  is  tripping  over  obstacles  which 
can  be  removed  and  who  dwells  in 
the  dim  flickering  candlelight  of  in¬ 
security  and  skepticism.

the  harvester  shelving  the  sickle  and 
cradle;  the  tractor,  train,  automobile, 
and  plane  displacing  the  ox  team.  It 
is  the  rich  nourishing  kernels  of  corn 
instead  of  the  husks  in  the  trough. 
It  is  much  more  than  all  else,  for  — 

"...  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they 
might  know  thee  the  only  true  God. 
and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast 
sent."  (Ibid  17:3.) 

Eternal  life  is  the  greatest  gift.  To 
obtain  it  is  not  easy.  The  price  is 
high.

Nicodemus  of  old  inquired  the  price.

You  are  a  good  man,  Nicodemus, 
honourable  and  just,  for  you  will  yet 
defend  our  Lord  before  your  colleagues, 
asking  He  be  not  condemned  without 
a  hearing.  You  are  generous,  for  you 
will  yet  bring  one  hundred  weight  of 
aloes  and  myrrh  to  His  burial.  You 
have  at  least  some  faith,  but  have 
you  courage  enough  to  face  criticism? 
You  are  identified  as  one  who  came 
under  cover  of  darkness.  In  your  sen¬ 
atorial  seat  you  and  your  colleagues 
have  impressive  powers,  making  laws 
and  controlling  destinies. 

It  is  night  now.  You  have  not  been 
seen.  You  are  addressing  our  Lord: 

"Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a 
teacher  come  from  God:  for  no  man 
can  do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest, 
except  God  be  with  him."  (Ibid.,  3:2.) 

His  ready  answer  wrinkles  your 
brow.  This  is  the  simple  total  answer 
to  the  weightiest  of  all  questions. 

"Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  thee,  Except 
a  man  be  born  again  he  cannot  see 
the  kingdom  of  God.”  (Ibid.,  3:3.)

BUT,  WHAT  OF  THE  GOSPEL 

You  are  well  versed  in  the  law, 
Nicodemmus,  but  what  of  the  Gospel? 
To  gain  eternal  life  there  must  be  a 
rebirth,  a  transformation,  and  an  un¬ 
burdening  self  of  pride,  weakness,  and 
prejudice.  You  must  begin  as  a  little 
child,  clean,  teachable.  You  seem  not 
to  understand. 

“How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he 
is  old?”  (Ibid.,  3:4.)  Your  question  is 
strange  for  a  learned  man.  Must  you 
reduce  all  to  human  logic.  Must  every¬ 
thing  be  rational  to  your  finite, 
materialistic  mind? 

He  says: 

"Come  unto  me,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest. 


“Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  ...  ye 
shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls."  (Matt. 
11:28-29.) 

He  expects  you  to  divest  yourself 
of  every  foreign  thought,  act,  and  in¬ 
clination,  and  accept  Him  and  live  His 
plan.  And  the  “rest,”  which  is  exalt¬ 
ation,  will  be  your  glory. 

But  you  still  do  not  seem  to  under¬ 
stand,  Mr.  Pharisee.  It  it  so  complex? 
Are  you  afraid  of  what  your  brother 
Pharisees  may  think  of  you,  fearful  of 
losing  your  exalted  place  in  the 
Sanhedrin?  Or,  do  you  not  see? 
Certainly  a  little  glimpse  has  been 
given  you.  You  acknowledged  the 
miracle  worker  must  be  sent  from  God, 
but  the  curtain  so  slightly  opened 
will  close  again  if  you  do  not  act 
upon  the  new  knowledge  being  offered 
you. 

BLINDED  BY  TRAINING 

You  are  highly  educated,  my  good 
man.  Many  sit  at  your  feet  to  learn. 
Does  your  superior  training  blind  you? 
Must  a  prophet  or  a  God  be  measured 
in  the  test  tubes  of  a  physical  labor¬ 
atory?  Can  you  not  accept  anything 
you  cannot  prove  by  the  rules  of  the 
schools  in  which  you  studied? 

You  are  not  accepting  it.  The  Lord 
is  postulating  again  the  necessary 
requirements: 
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“Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he 
cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God." 
(John  3:3) 

That  total  answer  came  in  one 
sentence  of  thirteen  small  words.  You 
are  wondering,  weighing,  Mr.  Rational¬ 
izer.  You  seem  impressed,  but  you  are 
bound.  How  much  you  do  not  realize! 
Did  you  expect  it  in  eloquent,  impress¬ 
ive  words?  Is  it  frustrating  in  its 
simplicity?  You  are  rationalizing,  Sir. 
You  cannot  weigh  this  on  the  scales 
of  your  secular  knowledge  and  training. 
They  are  too  crude,  mundane.  You 
need  finer  mechanism. 


HE  IS  PATIENT,  KIND 

Your  question  about  returning  to 
the  mother’s  womb  for  rebirth  —  was 
it  intended  as  a  question,  Mr.  Intellect¬ 
ual,  or  to  prove  your  superior  logic;  or 
to  point  out  that  Christ  was  irrational; 
or  was  it  mere  perplexity?  He  knows 
your  professional  background  and 
culture  and  the  analytical  training  you 
have  had.  He  is  so  kind  and  patient. 
He  will  explain  further  in  eighty-nine 


words,  sixty-five  of  which  are  one- 
syllable  ones: 

"Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except 
a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God. 

“That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh 
is  flesh;  and  that  which  is  born  of 
the  Spirit  is  spirit. 

“Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee, 
Ye  must  be  born  again. 

“The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth, 
and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof, 
but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh, 
and  whither  it  goeth;  so  is  every  one 
that  is  born  of  the  Spirit.”  (Ibid.,  3:5-8.) 

How  beautiful  —  how  forceful  — 
how  positive!  Is  there  excuse  to 
question,  to  hesitate,  to  reject?  O 
Nicodemus,  this  moment  of  crises 
cannot  last  long.  You  are  on  a  perilous 
summit.  Your  decision  can  mean  the 
difference  between  exaltation  and  a 
deprivation  greater  than  you  know. 
You  had  a  spark  of  desire.  Why  did 
you  extinguish  it?

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Prophecies  Of  Old 
Now  Being  Fulfilled

^  I  want  to  refer  to  two  prophecies 
from  the  Book  of  Mormon.  I  quote  the 
words  of  Moroni: 

"For  the  eternal  purposes  of  the 
Lord  shall  roll  on,  until  all  his  promises 
shall  be  fulfilled. 

"Search  the  prophecies  of  Isaiah  .  .  ." 
(Mormon  8:22-23.) 

Then  I  read  a  statement  from  Nephi: 

". . .  in  the  days  that  the  prophecies 
of  Isaiah  shall  be  fulfilled  men  shall 
know  of  a  surety,  at  the  times  when 
they  shall  come  to  pass. 

"...  for  I  know  that  they  shall  be 
of  great  worth  unto  them  in  the  last 
days;  for  in  that  day  shall  they 
understand  them;  wherefore,  for  their 
good  have  I  written  them."  (2  Nephi 
25:7-8.) 


We  are  all  here  today  in  fulfilment 
of  the  words  of  the  prophets,  and  I 
love  the  prophecies  of  Isaiah  because 
it  seems  to  me  that  he  lived  almost 
more  in  our  day  than  when  he  was 
actually  upon  the  earth,  because  the 
Lord  gave  him  to  see  so  many  of  the 
things  that  would  transpire  in  the 
latter  days  in  the  redemption  of  these 
valleys  and  the  building  of  this  house 
of  the  God  of  Jacob  in  the  tops  of  the 
mountains  and  the  gathering  of  Israel 
from  all  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

You  will  recall  that  when  the  angel 
Moroni  appeared  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  three  times  during  the 
night  and  the  next  morning,  and  this 
was  when  he  was  only  a  young  man 
of  eighteen,  Moroni  quoted  from  the 
eleventh  chapter  of  Isaiah  and  told  the 
Prophet  that  these  things  were  about 
to  come  to  pass,  and  I  quote  from 
that  chapter  the  following:

"And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that 
day,  that  the  Lord  shall  set  his  hand 
again  the  second  time  to  recover  the 
remnant  of  his  people  . .  . 

"And  he  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for 
the  nations,  and  shall  assemble  the 
outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather  together 
the  dispersed  of  Judah  from  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth. 

"The  envy  also  of  Ephraim  shall 
depart,  and  the  adversaries  of  Judah 
shall  be  cut  off:  Ephraim  shall  not 
envy  Judah,  and  Judah  shall  not  vex 
Ephraim."  (Isa.  11:11-13.) 


Now  we  have  lived  to  see  the  first 
part  of  that  prediction  literally  fulfilled. 
He  has  gathered  Israel  into  these 
valleys  of  the  mountains  according 
to  his  promise  He  has  set  up  an 
ensign  unto  the  nations.  It  seems  to 
me  that  no  thoughtful,  honest  person 
could  examine  what  the  Lord  has  done 
in  the  establishment  of  this  Church, 
His  kingdom  on  the  earth,  and  then 
give  any  mortal  man  or  group  of  men 
the  credit  for  what  has  been  accomp¬ 
lished.  It  has  been  the  God  of  heaven 
that  has  done  this,  according  to  the 
words  of  the  prophets. 

I  would  like  to  refer  to  the  second 
part  of  this  promise,  "and  gather 
together  the  dispersed  of  Judah  from 
the  four  corners  of  the  earth.”  There 
is  not  space  here  to  consider  fully

what  the  Lord  is  doing,  according  to 
His  promise,  in  gathering  the  Jews 
back  to  the  Holy  Land.  After  two 
thousand  years  they  now  have  a  nation 
of  their  own  and  it  is  hoped  that  with 
the  help  of  the  Lord  they  can  establish 
it  in  permanency  and  fulfil  all  the 
words  of  the  prophets. 

Then  Isaiah  says.  "The  envy  also  of 
Ephraim  shall  depart,  and  the  adver¬ 
saries  of  Judah  shall  be  cut  off: 
Ephraim  shall  not  envy  Judah,  and 
Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim.”  We  are 
from  Ephraim.  The  Lord  expects  us, 
since  we  are  the  custodians  of  His 
Gospel  as  restored  in  these  latter 
days,  according  to  my  understanding, 
to  extend  the  hand  of  friendship  to

Judah,  because  after  all  we  are  all 
descendants  of  the  prophets  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  we  come  under 
the  promises  that  through  their  desc¬ 
endants  should  all  the  nations  on  earth 
be  blessed. 

I  do  not  know  how  the  enmity  and 
the  envy  between  Ephraim  and  Judah 
can  disappear  except  that  we  of  the 
house  of  Ephraim,  who  have  the  cust¬ 
ody  of  the  Gospel,  should  lead  out 
in  trying  to  bring  to  this  branch  of  the 
house  of  Israel  the  blessings  of  the 
restored  Gospel. 

In  a  revelation  given  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  on  November  3,  1831, 
the  Lord  said: 

"Send  forth  the  elders  of  my 
church  unto  the  nations  which  are  afar 
off;  unto  the  islands  of  the  sea;  send 
forth  unto  foreign  lands;  call  upon  all 
nations,  first  upon  the  Gentiles,  and 
then  upon  the  Jews"  (P  &  C  133:8.) 

You  know  how  literally  the  Church 
has  fulfilled  that  command;  the  Gospel 
is  going  to  nearly  every  nation  under 
heaven,  and  now  into  the  Far  Eastern 
countries,  to  the  Japanese  and  the 
Chinese  and  the  Koreans  and  the 
Filipinos  and  so  forth,  and  the  Lord 
said  that  it  should  go  first  to  the 
gentiles  and  then  unto  the  Jews.  That 
is  the  command  which  the  Lord  gave 
unto  the  elders  of  the  Church  in  this 
day. 

Then  the  Lord  says: 

"And  they  also  of  the  tribe  of 
Judah,  after  their  pain  shall  be  sanc¬ 


tified  in  holiness  before  the  Lord,  to 
dwell  in  his  presence  day  and  night, 
forever  and  ever."  (Ibid.,  133:35.) 

And  it  seems  to  me  that  the  only 
way  that  the  tribe  of  Judah  can  be 
sanctified  to  dwell  in  His  presence 
forever  and  ever  will  be  when  we  bring 
to  them  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  Saviour  promised  them 
it  would  be  brought  in  the  latter  days. 

I  quote  again  the  words  of  the  Lord 
to  the  Prophet  Joseph  in  1833: 

"Therefore,  renounce  war  and  pro¬ 
claim  peace,  and  seek  diligently  to 
turn  the  hearts  of  the  children  to  their 
fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the  fathers 
to  the  children; 

"And  again,  the  hearts  of  the  Jews 
unto  the  prophets,  and  the  prophets 
unto  the  Jews;  lest  I  come  and  smite 
the  whole  earth  with  a  curse,  and  all 
flesh  be  consumed  before  me."  (Ibid., 
98:16-17.) 

As  I  understand  this  command,  we 
the  prophets  must  turn  our  hearts  unto 
the  Jews,  and  then  we  may  hope 
that  they  will  turn  their  hearts  unto 
us  because  of  the  message  that  we 
shall  bring  unto  them  through  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel  in  this  dis¬ 
pensation.  The  importance  of  this  the 
Lora  declared  in  these  word:"  .  .  .  lest 
I  come  and  smite  the  whole  earth 
with  a  curse,  and  all  flesh  be  con¬ 
sumed  before  me."

it  We  have  heard  considerable  about 
having  faith  in  the  Gospel,  living  the 
teachings  of  the  Gospel.  In  the  School 
of  the  Elders  in  Kirtland,  Ohio,  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  stated  that  there 
are  certain  fundamental  principles  ne¬ 
cessary  for  us  to  understand  respecting 
Deity  and  our  relation  to  Him.  In  order 
that  we  may  exercise  faith  in  Him  for 
life  and  salvation,  we  must  have  cor¬ 
rect  Ideas  of  His  character,  His  perf¬ 
ection  and  attributes.  The  Prophet 
listed  such  attributes  as  knowledge, 
power,  justice,  judgment,  mercy,  and 
truth. 

These  attributes  are  necessary  to  en¬ 
able  any  rational  being  to  exercise 
faith  in  God,  for  without  the  idea  of 
the  existence  of  these  attributes  in 
the  Deity,  men  could  not  exercise  faith 
in  Him  for  life  and  salvation.  Without 
the  knowledge  of  all  things,  God  would 
not  be  able  to  save  any  part  of  His 
creatures;  for  it  is  by  reason  of  the 
knowledge  of  all  things  from  the  be¬ 


ginning  to  the  end  that  enables  Him 
to  give  that  understanding  to  His 
creatures  by  which  they  are  made 
partakers  of  eternal  life. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  idea  existing 
in  the  minds  of  men  that  God  has 
all  knowledge,  it  would  be  impossible 
for  them  to  exercise  faith  in  Him. 


WHOM  WORSHIP  YE? 

Whom  do  you  worship?  Do  you  wor¬ 
ship  a  Living  God  or  an  unknown  God, 
as  the  Athenians  did? 

On  Mars’  hill,  Paul  said  to  the  Ath¬ 
enians:  . .  Ye  men  of  Athens,  I 

percieve  that  in  all  things  ye  are  too 
superstitious. 

"For  as  I  passed  by,  and  beheld 
your  devotions,  I  found  an  altar  with 
this  inscription,  TO  THE  UNKNOWN 
GOD.  Whom  therefore  ye  ignorantly 
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Understanding  Deity 


worship,  him  declare  I  unto  you. 

"God  that  made  the  world  and  all 
things  therein,  seeing  that  he  is  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in 
temples  made  with  hands; 


"Neither  is  worshipped  with  men’s

hands,  as  though  he  needed  any  thing, 
seeing  he  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath, 
and  all  things; 

"And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all 
nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the 
face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  determined 
the  times  before  appointed,  and  the 
bounds  of  their  habitation; 

"That  they  should  seek  the  Lord, 
if  haply  they  might  feel  after  him,  and 
find  him,  though  he  be  not  far  from 
every  one  of  us; 

"For  in  him  we  live,  and  move,  and 
have  our  being;  as  certain  also  of  your 
own  poets  have  said,  for  we  are  also 
his  offspring. 

"Forasmuch  then  as  we  are  the  off¬ 
spring  of  God,  we  ought  not  to  think 
that  the  Godhead  is  like  unto  gold,  or 
silver,  or  stone,  graven  by  art,  and 
man’s  device.’’  (Acts  17:22-29.) 
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WE,  HIS  OFFSPRING 

Paul  tells  us  here  that  we  are  the 
offspring  of  God.  Later  in  his  epistle 
to  the  Hebrews  he  tells  us,  "Further¬ 
more  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh 
which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave 
them  reverence:  shall  we  not  much 
rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father 
of  Spirits,  and  live?"  (Heb.  12:9.)  So 
we  are  the  spirit  children  of  God. 

In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  the 
Lord  tells  us: 

"The  Father  has  a  body  of  flesh  and 
bones  as  tangible  as  man’s;  the  Son 
also.”  (D&C  130:22.) 

John  says,  "God  is  a  Spirit:  and  they 
that  worship  him  must  worship  him  in 
spirit  and  truth."  (John  4:24.) 

Man  is  also  a  spirit  clothed  with 
flesh  and  bones,  so,  too,  is  God.  Again 
the  Lord  has  said  in  modern  revelation, 
"For  man  is  spirit.  The  elements  are 
eternal,  and  spirit  and  element,  insep¬ 
arably  connected,  receive  a  fulness 
of  joy."  (D&C  93:33.)  Birth  is  the 
uniting  of  this  spirit  and  elements  of 
physical  bodies.  Death  is  the  separ¬ 
ation.  The  resurrection  is  the  uniting 
of  the  spirit  and  the  physical  body, 
which  the  Lord  says,  "inseparably 
connected,  receive  a  fulness  of  joy." 

So  Moses  recorded  in  Genesis.  "So 


God  created  man  in  his  own  image,  in 
the  image  of  God  created  he  him;  male 
and  female  created  he  them."  (Gen. 
1:27.) 

I  ask  —  whom  do  you  worship? 
Whom  do  I  worship?  I  worship  my 
God  who  is  my  Father  in  heaven,  the 
Father  of  my  spirit,  a  resurrected, 
glorified,  perfected  man,  not  resurrec¬ 
ted  from  this  earth,  no,  but  from  some 
previous  earth  in  the  long  distant  past. 

How  do  I  know  He  is  is  a  resurrected 
man?  If  he  is  not,  I  have  no  hope  in 
the  resurrection.  Neither  then  is  Christ 
resurrected,  nor  others.  Then,  too,  are 
all  the  scriptures  false  which  are  rep¬ 
lete  with  references  to  resurrected 
arabley  connected,  receive  a  fulness 
beings  who  have  appeared  to  man? 

For  example,  as  recorded  in  Matthew: 
"And  the  graves  were  opened;  and 
many  bodies  of  the  saints  which  slept 
arose, 

"And  came  out  of  the  graves  after 
his  resurrection,  and  went  into  the  holy 
city,  and  appeared  unto  many."  (Matt. 
27:52-53.) 

As  sure  as  Jesus  Christ  is  resurrect¬ 
ed,  so  may  I  have  a  hope  in  a 
resurrection.  If  men  may  be  resurrected 
and  God  is  not,  then  man  will  have 
accomplished  what  God  has  not  and 
thus  become  greater  than  God.  This  we 
know  is  impossible.  Hence  what  men 
may  accomplish,  God  has  accomplished 
ahead  of  him  . 
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The  Sixth  Day 
Of  Creation

^  One  of  the  most  inspiring  messa¬ 
ges  in  all  sacred  scripture  is  the  story 
of  the  sixth  day  of  creation  when  God 
made  man  in  His  own  image.  He  also 
endowed  him  with  a  set  of  his  own 
attributes.  Then,  as  the  very  climax  of 
creation,  God  gave  man  dominion 
over  everything  upon  the  earth,  includ 
ing  himself.  The  dictionary  says  that 
“dominion”  means  control  or  the  power 
to  govern.  The  most  important  part  of 
the  dominion  given  to  man  was  self¬ 
dominion.  In  all  of  creation,  it  was  only 
to  man  that  God  said,  ”...  thou 
mayest  choose  for  thyself.  .  .”  (Moses 
3:17.) 

On  one  occasion  Joseph  Smith  was 
asked  to  explain  the  unusual  harmony 
existing  among  his  large  group  of 
church  members,  though  they  differed 
so  greatly  in  background,  nationality, 
and  experience.  The  Prophet  replied, 
“I  teach  the  people  correct  principles 
and  they  govern  themselves.”  (Cited 
by  John  Taylor,  JD  10:57-58.)

One  of  the  most  important  parts 
of  real  religion  is  to  qualify  ourselves 
to  govern  our  own  lives  effectively  and 
righteously.  Someone  has  said,  “He 
that  would  move  the  world,  must  first 
move  himself.” 
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We  talk  a  great  deal  about  the  fact 
that  we  have  been  given  the  priest¬ 
hood.  The  priesthood  is  the  authority 
to  act  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  But 
by  itself  that  is  not  enough.  We  must 
also  develop  the  "ability"  to  act  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord.  The  authority  can 
never  be  of  very  great  consequence 
without  the  ability.  That  is,  how  much 
benefit  would  be  derived  from  having 
the  authority  to  make  converts  without 
the  ability  to  make  converts. 


CONTROL  SELF 

The  most  inspiring  thing  about  the 
life  of  Jesus  was  not  His  ability  to 
-quiet  the  storm  or  control  the  tempest, 
but  His  absolute  conrol  of  Himself. 
The  Master  did  not  need  to  make  a 
single  mistake  in  order  to  find  out  that 
it  was  wrong. 

We  have  developed  a  fairly  good 
control  over  some  of  our  body  mem¬ 
bers;  for  example,  I  have  great  auth¬ 
ority  over  my  finger.  If  I  tell  it  to 
bend,  it  bends.  If  I  tell  it  to  unbend, 
it  unbends.  If  I  give  my  feet  an  order, 
they  obey  immediately,  and  we  will 
have  succeeded  in  our  religious  resp¬ 
onsibility  when  we  get  that  •same  kind 
of  control  over  our  thoughts,  our 
emotions,  our  tongues,  our  industry, 
our  faith,  and  our  desire  to  serve  God. 

Some  of  us  have  mistrained  our 
appetites  to  a  point  where  we  tend 


to  "think"  with  our  stomachs;  that  is, 
our  appetites  frequently  have  more 
influence  in  directing  our  lives  than 
our  reason  or  even  the  commandments 
of  God.  This  same  misuse  of  our 
powers  frequently  gives  our  fears,  our 
doubts,  our  prejudices,  our  hates,  and 
our  sex  impulses  the  control  of  our 
lives.  Before  we  can  be  successful  in 
our  God-given  dominion,  our  emotions 
must  be  brought  under  the  direction 
of  the  spirit. 


GOVERN  SELF  FIRST 

St.  Augustine  said,  "Wouldst  thou 
have  thy  flesh  obey  thy  spirit?  Then 
have  thy  spirit  obey  thy  God.  Thou 
must  be  governed,  if  thou  wouldst 
govern."  And  only  when  we  properly 
govern  ourselves  according  to  what  is 
right,  can  we  escape  the  destructive 
rule  of  our  moods  and  appetites. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh  said.  "A  man 
must  first  govern  himself,  ere  he  be 
fit  to  govern  a  family;  and  his  family, 
ere  he  is  fit  to  bear  the  government 
in  the  commonwealth." 

Each  of  us  has  been  given  a  mag¬ 
nificent  instrument  called  a  brain,  which 
was  intended  to  play  a  much  more 
prominent  part  in  our  religious  life 
than  it  sometimes  does.  The  brain, 
not  the  feelings  or  the  passions,  was 
designated  by  God  to  be  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  personality.  And  when

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Experiences  On  Temple

^  May  I  tell  you  a  story  which  bears 
repetition.  It  is  the  most  significant 
single  experience  I  have  ever  had, 
personally,  about  the  importance  of 
“one.”  It  happened  long  enough  ago 
that  I  think  the  individual  involved 
would  not  be  conscious  of  our  noting 
him,  though  I  see  no  harm  if  he  is. 

A  man  walked  into  the  temple  grou¬ 
nds  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  and  into 
the  office  in  the  Bureau  of  Information 
one  day  long  ago.  He  interrupted  a 
conversation  which  was  private  and 
serious,  and  did  it  without  apology.  He 
was  quite  an  elderly  man;  he  was  not 
what  you  would  call  an  attractive  hu¬ 
man  being.  He  was  unkempt,  unshaven; 
he  reeked  of  alcohol  and  tobacco. 

He  walked  over  to  the  desk  where  I 
sat,  pointed  his  hand  in  the  direction 
of  the  temple,  and  said,  “How  do  you 
get  in  there?”  I  assumed  that  he  was 
a  tourist,  one  of  the  infrequent  but 
occasional  few  who  do  not  understand 
the  purpose  and  the  reason  of  temple¬ 
going  and  who  have  become  affronted 
because  they  are  not  taken  into  the 


temple,  and  perhaps  had  come  to  com¬ 
plain. 

I  told  him  as  best  I  could,  or  began 
to,  the  story  of  the  temple,  but  had 
proceeded  only  a  little  distance  when 
he  interrupted.  He  waved  me  away  and 
said,  “Oh,  you  don’t  have  to  tell  me 
all  that,  I  know  that.  I  am  a  Mormon.”

"Well,”  I  said,  "if  you  are  a  member 
of  the  Church  and  you  know  all  of 
this,  what  is  it  you  want  from  me?” 
He  said,  "  Frankly,  nothing.  There  is¬ 
n’t  anything  you  have  to  give  me.  I 
am  here  because  my  wife  insisted  on 
my  coming  in,  but  I  have  fulfilled  my 
errand,”  and  out  he  went. 

MARRIED  THREE  TIMES 

I  tried  to  pick  up  the  threads  of  the 
conversation  and  finish  it,  and  later, 
as  I  sat  thinking  about  him  and  his 
story,  I  looked  out  the  window  and  saw 
him  walking  by  the  Joseph  and  Hyrum 
(Smith)  monuments  with  a  younger 
woman.  I  went  out  to  talk  with  them. 
She  identified  herself  as  his  wife.  He 
had  been  married  three  times;  each 
previous  wife  had  died  after  bearing  a 
large  family. 

There  are  two  questions  I  asked  him, 
which  I  think  each  person  would  do 
well  to  hear  answered  as  he  answered 
them.  I  asked,  in  effect,  how  he  had 
come  to  his  feeling  of  antagonism  and 
indifference.  He  told  me  that  at  age 
nineteen  he  had  been  ejected  from  a 
chapel  by  a  bishop’s  counselor  who 


had  been  summoned  because  of  the 
boy’s  trouble-making  in  class.  One  thing 
that  had  been  said,  this  man  remem¬ 
bered  for  nearly  sixty  years.  As  he 
was  thrown  out,  someone  objected. 
The  answer  that  came  from  the  coun¬ 
selor  who  had  the  task  in  hand  was, 
”Oh,  let  him  go,  he  is  just  one  kid!” 

LOVE  FOLLOWS  REPROOF 

He  went,  and  he  never  came  back, 
nor  was  there  ever  any  visiting,  never 
any  outpouring  or  increase  of  the  love 
that  should  follow  reproof,  according 
to  the  Lord  He  moved  to  another  area 
of  the  land,  married,  had  a  family;  his 
wife  passed  away  and  he  married  again, 
his  second  wife  died  after  bearing  a 
family  also  He  had  come  to  Salt  Lake 
City  at  the  insistence  of  his  third  wife, 
who,  having  been  taught  by  the  mission¬ 
aries  and  converted  to  the  principles 
of  the  Gospel,  had  brought  him  here 
hoping  that  somehow  he  might  be 
touched — he,  the  member 

This,  also,  I  would  like  to  report:  I 
asked  him  how  many  living  descendan¬ 
ts  he  had.  He  counted  them  and  ans- 
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wered,  "Fifty-four.”  I  asked  him  then, 
how  many  of  them  are  members  of  the 
Church,  and  I  expect  you  know  the  ans¬ 
wer,  though  perhaps  not  his  interesting 
expression.  He  said,  “Huh,  ain’t  any  of 
them  members  of  the  Church.  They're 
a  pretty  hard  lot.” 

This  last  question:  who  was  it  the 
bishop's  counselor  propelled  out  the 


door  that  morning?  Just  one  boy? 
Just  one?  This  one  has  in  his  own 
lifetime  become,  in  effect,  a  multitude, 
and  the  current  has  but  begun  to  run. 
and  everyone  of  them  denied,  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  own  witness,  the  love  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  brotherhood  of  the 
Saints,  the  warmth  and  strength  and 
direction  of  the  programmes  of  the 
Church.

A  Look  At  the  Church 
Building  Programme 
In  Great  Britain 


(The  Millennial  Star  herewith  acqr 
aints  its  readers  with  the  building 
programme  of  the  Church  in  Great 
Britain.) 


It  would  appear  that  the  construction 
of  the  beautiful  London  Temple  at 
Newchapel,  near  East  Grinstead,  spear¬ 
headed  the  Church  building  programme 
in  Great  Britain.  The  London  Temple 
was  constructed  during  1955-58 


The  huge  chapel  construction  pro¬ 
gramme  began  in  1961  and  since  then 
nearly  90  buildings  have  been  built  and 
dedicated.  At  present  several  are 
nearing  completion  stage  and  a  number 
are  on  the  drawing  boards  for  early 
construction.  One  of  the  most  recent 


dedications  was  that  of  the  beautiful 
new  Visitors’  Centre  adjacent  to  the 
London  Temple  with  the  service  held 
on  June  14. 

The  building  programme  in  Great 
Britain  is  ably  supervised  by  Rudger 
J.  Dent,  formerly  bishop  of  the  Ogden 
21st  Ward,  Lorin  Farr  Stake,  in  Utah. 
The  Dents  have  been  in  England  nearly 
a  year.  Bro.  Dent  was  a  successful 
building  contractor  in  Utah.  The  Dents 
have  three  sons  and  five  grandchildren. 

Bro.  Dent  succeeded  Ronald  T. 
Davis  as  British  area  supervisor,  In 
May.  Bro.  Davis  and  his  family  have 
returned  to  Canada.  He  came  to  Eng¬ 
land  in  1962  as  a  missionary,  called 
from  Calgary,  Alberta,  Canada.  He 
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Rudger  Dent,  left, 
area  supervisor, 
meeting  with  Heath¬ 
er  Green,  his  secre¬ 
tary  and  Frederick  J.

served  first  as  president  of  the  Dundee 
East  Branch  in  Scotland.  In  March  of 
1965  he  was  appointed  district  super¬ 
visor  over  half  of  England,  in  1966 
named  assistant  and  field  supervisor, 
and  assumed  overall  supervision  in 
1967  when  Orvil  Lloyd  returned  to  J:he 
States.  Bro.  Davis  was  a  member  of 
the  London  Stake  High  Council  while 
he  resided  in  Epsom  Ward. 

In  an  interview  with  Bro.  Davis  just 
prior  to  his  departure  for  Canada,  he 
reflected  upon  his  experiences.  He 
recalled  the  winter  of  1962  was  a  "real 
bad  one.  Much  of  the  construction  that 
winter  had  to  be  closed  down  because 


of  the  weather  conditions,  but  not  so 
for  the  Church  building  "programme. 
All  our  projects  stayed  open,  although 
at  times  they  moved  very  slowly.  It 
was  remarkable  that  our  footings  were 
never  affected  by  the  frost  and  cold 
of  that  winter.  The  Lord  really  blessed 
us  as  we  worked  on  the  50  buildings 
that  were  under  way." 

That  was  at  the  height  of  the  era 
when  labour  building  missionaries 
were  assigned  to  the  various  projects. 
A  number  of  these  young  men  learned 
trades  which  they  have  since  found 
useful. 
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Chapels  are  now  constructed  under 
a  contract  basis  with  the  branch  or 
ward  asked  to  contribute  labour 
according  to  the  strength  of  the  ward 
or  branch  and  for  which  the  ward  or 
branch  receives  credit  on  a  piece-work 
basis.  The  local  ward  or  branch  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  make  a  cash  contribution, 
an  amount  determined  by  the  strength 
of  its  membership. 

Priorities  in  construction  are  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Church  Building  Comm¬ 
ittee  after  Stakes  and  Missions  submit 
annually  their  requests  through  their 
respective  Regional  Representative.  In 
Great  Britain  Elder  Spencer  W.  Kim¬ 
ball  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  is 
the  Regional  Representative,  assisted 


by  Elder  John  Longden,  Assistant  to 
the  Twelve. 

Wards  or  branches  may  be  recom¬ 
mended  for  a  project  after  a  suitable 
site  has  been  located,  approved  and 
purchased;  a  high  priority  has  been 
assigned  by  the  stake  or  mission  pre¬ 
sident  and  by  the  Regional  Represent¬ 
ative;  and  the  ward  or  branch  is 
engaged  in  a  positive  and  aggressive 
fund  raising  programme  enabling  it  to 
be  fully  prepared  to  support  the 
building  project. 

The  recommendation  is  returned  to 
the  ward  or  branch  for  local  approval 
or  disapproval.  If  accepted,  the  plan 
is  put  into  the  planning  stage  and  an

architect  begins  drawing  up  the  plans 
and  preparing  cost  estimates. 

Meanwhile  the  ward  leadership 
prepares  estimates  of  cash  and  labour 
available  from  local  membership.  When 
this  is  completed  the  Church  Building 
Committee  is  again  consulted  and 
agreement  reached  as  to  what  the 
piece-work  labour  figure  will  be  and 
how  much  the  branch  or  ward  must 
raise  in  cash.  (This  cash  ratio  is  flex¬ 
ible  in  Great  Britain  but  should  be 
approximately  20  per  cent  with  a 
“realistic  effort  and  sacrifice”  upon 
the  part  of  the  local  membership.) 

The  next  step  is  a  review  of  the 
prospective  project  by  the  Regional 
Representative  who  in  turn  passes  the 


information  along  to  the  Building 
Committee.  If  this  committee  feels  the 
ward  or  branch  is  making  a  realistic 
effort  and  sacrifice  then  the  appropria¬ 
tion  is  usually  appropriated.  The  Comm¬ 
ittee  on  Expenditure  informs  the 
Regional  Representative  and  if  he  is 
satisfied  it  is  within  the  amount  the 
local  organisation  can  raise  then  an 
application  is  made  for  a  construction 
supervisor  (a  paid  employee  of  the 
Church)  and  the  go-a-head  is  given. 

Chapels  are  finished  when  the  ward 
has  paid  all  of  its  cash  assessment 
and  completed  its  labour  commitments, 
then  application  for  dedication  is  made. 

The  Church  employs  supervisors  of 
construction  who  have  been  successful 
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building  contractors,  and  men  who  like 
to  see  fine,  beautiful,  functional 
chapels  erected  to  our  Heavenly 
Father.  These  men  take  pride  in 
seeing  the  realisation  of  such  projects 
and  often  put  in  60  to  80  hours  per 
week. 

It  is  suggested  that  wards  and  bran¬ 
ches  contemplating  a  building  project 
plan  at  least  two  years  in  advance  and 
have  a  “nice  kitty  of  cash.”  When  a 
branch  has  50  people  attending  reg¬ 
ularly  then  it  is  time  enough  to  start 
searching  for  a  building  site. 

Principally  three  types  of  chapels  are 
being  erected  in  Great  Britain.  The 
Blaine  type,  costing  approximately 
£28,000  and  requiring  about  seven 
months  to  build;  the  Blaine  M-1  which 
costs  approximately  £30,000  and  re¬ 
quires  10-12  months  for  construction 
and  the  Fenton  at  near  £40,000. 

Bro.  Dent  says  that  the  Church  plans 
soon  to  have  its  own  building  oper¬ 
ations  and  maintenance  department  in 
Great  Britain. 

As  Bro.  Davis  put  it,  the  Building 
Department  is  "missionary  minded." 
The  whole  thing  we  try  to  remember 
is  that  while  we  are  building  a  building 
we  are  also  building  people,  promul¬ 
gating  the  Gospel." 

Both  he  and  Bro.  Dent  were  quick 
to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  most 
adverse  weather  conditions  there  is  a 
high  degree  of  safety  achieved  on  the 


building  projects  in  Great  Britain.  "All 
our  workers  are  cognizant  of  making 
'safety  first'  a  golden  rule.  There  have 
been  some  accidents,  but  not  one  man 
has  lost  his  life  on  a  Church  project.” 

Bro.  Davis  recalled  one  man,  Cliff 
Johnson,  fell  and  broke  his  back  on  a 
project  at  Southport.  But,  within  six 
months  he  returned  to  help  finish  the 
building.  "We  all  admired  him.” 

Bro.  Dent  noted  the  need  for  good 
knowledgable  mechanics  to  help  in  this 
great  building  programme. 

The  Church  Building  Department  is 
located  at  North  Cheam,  Surrey  at 
Haredon  House.  The  staff  includes  Bro. 
Frederick  J.  Curtis,  area  construction 
inspector  and  Bro.  Cyril  D.  Clarke, 
Epsom,  heating,  electrical  and  sound 
systems  specialty  supervisor. 

Area  purchasing  agent  and  furnish¬ 
ings  representative  is  Ben  G.  Barthol¬ 
omew,  of  Epsom,  formally  of  Salt  Lake 
City;  architectural  planning  administ¬ 
rator,  Donald  O.  Hendon  of  Cheam; 
area  architectural  planning  administra¬ 
tor,  Paul  R.  Jacobsen  with  William  K. 
Sheppard,  estimator;  Bishop  Peter  D. 
Manners,  Epsom  Ward,  as  area  financial 
department  (recently  succeeded  Willard 
L.  Van  Wagoner,  who  has  now  returned 
to  Riverton,  Utah,  with  his  family). 

Mr.  Mark  R.  Sharman  of  Devonshire 
&  Company,  London,  is  Church  legal 
council  and  Bro.  Ronald  E.  Green,  Tad- 
worth,  Surrey,  in  charge  of  the  Church 
Real  Estate  Department.

Sis.  Curtis  is  Primary  In-Service 
leader.  The  Curtis’  have  four  chidren 
the  oldest  son  is  serving  a  mission  in 
Ireland. 


Ronald  E.  Green,  in 
charge  of  the  British 
Church  Real  Estate 
Department,  dictates 
legal  data  to  Gwen 
Huggins,  secretary. 
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Bro.  Curtis  likes  the  building  progra¬ 
mme  of  the  Church  and  has  had 
numerous  experiences,  many  of  them 
faith  promoting.  One  example  is  that 
of  a  building  missionary  who  fell  from 
a  scaffold  and  had  his  arm  in  a  sling 
for  some  time.  One  night  after  a 
Sacrament  Meeting  this  young  man 
asked  Bro.  Curtis  if  there  wasn’t  some¬ 
thing  he  could  do  for  the  arm,  ‘‘since 
you  hold  the  priesthood.”  Bro.  Curtis 
says,  “We  administered  to  the  boy. 
He  came  to  work  the  next  morning 
without  the  sling  and  he  has  never 
had  further  trouble  with  the  arm.  This 
proved  to  me  that  the  Lord  does 
answer  prayer.” 


Bro.  Clarke  has  been  with  the  Church 
Building  programme  about  15  years, 
the  major  portion  of  that  time  in  New 
Zealand.  He  recently  served  as  a 
counselor  in  the  bishopric  of  the 
Epsom  Ward.

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^  Scanning  through  former  issues  of 
the  Millennial  Star  through  the  years, 
we  find  some  of  the  following  of 
interest: 

At  the  Bristol  Conference,  held  at 
Foresters’  Hall,  Sherborn  Street,  Glou¬ 
cester,  Sunday,  June  20,  1875,  under 
the  direction  of  European  Mission  Pres. 
Joseph  F.  Smith,  the  Bristol  Conference 
had  at  that  time  13  branches.  The  Con¬ 
ference  included  47  Elders,  15  priests, 
six  teachers,  four  deacons  and  185 
members  present  for  a  total  of  257. 


Pres.  Smith  said  in  the  evening 
meeting: 

“I  am  not  happy  in  my  mind  unless 
I  feel  that  I  am  in  the  line  of  my 
duty.  I  have  no  pleasure  in  anything 
that  is  not  comprised  in  the  kingdom 
of  God  —  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  those  ordinances  that  have  been 
revealed  for  the  salvation  of  mankind, 
which  demand  the  attention  of  man 
and  require  not  only  his  faith  but  his 
work. 

"If  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
what  it  professes  to  be,  and  we  know 
it  is,  there  is  nothing  beyond  its 
power,  there  is  no  labour  or  exertion 
of  ours  that  is  too  much,  for  in  return 
we  receive  from  the  hands  of  God 
the  blessings  of  eternal  life. 


"If  I  gain  the  celestial  kingdom  I 
must  have  my  family  with  me,  inasmuch 
as  they  are  worthy,  for  unless  I  could 
have  them  with  me,  they  and  I  would 
be  miserable.  If  those  that  I  love  are 
separated  from  me,  my  happiness  is 
destroyed.  There  would  be  nothing  to 
live  for,  nothing  to  labour  for.” 

“If  there  are  no  drops  of  rain  there 
will  be  no  pools  of  water.” 

"It  is  something  to  ‘know  thyself’. 
He  who  best  knows  himself  is  the 
most  unconscious  of  self.-  ...  Who 
cares  for  the  greatness  that  is  not 
inclusive  of  goodness”. . . 

“The  heart’s  progress  should  keep 
pace  with  that  of  the  mind,  and  if  a 
difference  there  must  be,  let  the  for¬ 
mer  go  a  little  ahead. 

"A  strong,  sharp,  steely  intellect 
unwarmed  by  a  humble  confessing 
heart  is  as  cold  and  unlovable  as  the 
Arctic  regions.” 

“We  were  born  pure,  but  the 
world’s  education  has  perverted  the 
simple  intentions  of  nature,  and  selfish¬ 
ness  and  artifice  is  the  result.  Does 
necessity  bind  us  to  remain  so.  I  think 
not;  we  can  train  our  dispositions  and 
be  what  we  like.

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TWO  NEW  CHAPELS  OPENED  IN  THE 
PRESTON  DISTRICT 

^  During  the  past  14  months  about 
30  members  from  COLNE  and  NELSON 
have  worked  hard  to  transform  a  group 
of  shops  into  a  chapel. 

First  the  debris  had  to  be  cleared 
from  the  former  Co-operative  store, 
which  had  been  empty  for  over  a 
year.  Marble  counters  were  removed 
and  interior  walls  knocked  down.  The 
old  steam  heating  system  was  taken 
out  and  modern  gas  central  heating 
installed.  Before  the  electrical  fittings 
were  completed,  the  members  worked 
by  the  light  of  Tilley  lamps,  often  late 
into  the  night,  ripping  out  old  fittings 
and  replacing  them  with  new  ones. 

Now  the  new  interior  contains  a 
splendid  chapel,  a  cultural  hall,  7 
classrooms,  an  office  for  the  Branch 
President,  a  kitchen,  toilets  and  a 
foyer.  Keith  Hargreaves  the  Building 
Supervisor  said  that  it  has  been  a 
big  job  and  the  members  had  tackled 
it  extremely  well. 

The  Mayor  of  Colne,  Mr.  John  Isher- 
wood,  in  declaring  the  Church  open, 
said  that  it  was  pleasing  to  see  a  new 
church  opening  when  so  many  nowa¬ 
days  were  closing.  Other  speakers 


during  the  meeting  included  District 
Pres.  Herbert  Shorrock,  Branch  Pres. 
John  Green  and  Supervisor  Keith 
Hargreaves. 

The  chapel  is  situated  halfway 
between  Nelson  and  Colne  on  the 
main  A56.  and  will  serve  the  members 
from  both  towns. 


^  August  2nd  was  the  date  for  the 
long  awaited  opening  of  the  new 
BURNLEY  chapel  in  Belvedere  Road. 
The  service  was  attended  by  the  May¬ 
ors  and  Mayoresses  of  Burnley,  Colne 
and  Nelson,  and  over  100  members  of 
the  Church. 

Burnley  Mayor,  Counsellor  Arthur 
Proctor  made  history  when  he  became 
the  town's  first  civic  leader  to  open 
a  church.  The  service  was  conducted 
by  Branch  Pres.

that  this  was  the  86th  Church  built  in 
the  British  Isles.

A  First  Visit  To

Riots  Bring  New  Experiences 
To  Missionaries  In  Ireland

Within  the  riot  area  of  Belfast, 
Ireland,  is  one  of  the  newest  branches 
in  the  Church.  The  branch  is  less  than 
two  months  old  but  many  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  are  stalwarts  fortified  with  strong 
testimonies. 

Attending  the  Belfast  Central  Branch 


on  August  10th,  Sister  Noyce  and  I  and 
our  son,  Elder  Brian  H.  Noyce,  a  miss¬ 
ionary  in  this  district,  and  his  compan¬ 
ion  Elder  Craig  Peterson,  we  found  the 
same  wonderful  spirit  and  greeting 
which  prevails  at  all  Latter-day  Saint 
gatherings. 
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Fortunately  none  of  the  Church 
members  had  been  caused  any  suffer¬ 
ing  or  misfortuune  though  many  of  the 
Central  Branch  membership  live  on 
the  Shankill  Road,  Crumlin  Road,  and 
other  streets  which  have  figured  in  the 
riot  news. 

During  the  first  riot,  the  first  week 
in  August,  the  branch  Saturday  evening 
social  was  cancelled  because  of  the 
riot.  On  Sunday  the  branch  membership 
met  conjointly  with  the  Cavehill  Branch, 
the  parent  branch,  from  which  the 
Central  Branch  was  formed  the  prev¬ 
ious  month. 

Branch  Pres.  Alan  Pritchard  is  the 
only  High  Priest  in  the  branch.  He  and 
his  family  moved  to  Belfast  only  18 
months  ago  from  Manchester,  England. 
He  noted  that  the  branch  hall  was  not 
affected  by  the  mobs,  but  the  sub-post 
office  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  build¬ 
ing  on  Shankill  Road  had  its  windows 
smashed. 

As  we  toured  the  area  we  saw  the 
block  upon  blocks  of  destruction,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  windows  broken,  several 
buildings  burned.  Residents  of  the  area 
stand  in  front  of  their  homes  with  a 
look  of  suspicion  upon  strangers 
attracted  to  the  scene,  and  wary  as  to 
“what  is  next.”  (Since  our  visit  there 
of  course,  more  serious  rioting  flared 
the  following  week,  in  which  troops 
and  arms  were  used  to  bring  an  eerie 
peace  to  the  area.) 


It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  such 
rampant  destruction  was  caused  in 
the  name  of  religion,  in  this  day  when 
man  is  said  to  be  so  civilised. 

That  Saturday  night  (Aug.  2nd)  two 
missionaries,  filled  with  the  peace  and 
spirit  of  the  Lord,  calmly  went  about 
giving  a  fifth  discussion  lesson  to  an 
investigator,  in  the  centre  of  all  the 
violence.  Elders  Peterson  and  Noyce, 
both  of  Salt  Lake  City,  continued  their 
discussion  despite  the  brick-throwing, 
screaming  atmosphere  less  than  10 
feet  from  them  in  the  street  outside 
the  windows. 

“There  was  an  awful  noise.  It 
sounded  like  a  herd  of  cattle  coming 
down  the  street,”  said  Sister  Doris 
Donaldson,  their  investigator.  (She 
was  baptised  Aug.  14).  “I  heard  the 
mob  say,  ‘let’s  put  somebody  out.’” 

“How  terrible,”  Elder  Noyce  re¬ 
marked. 

“We  looked  out  into  the  street  and 
saw  hundreds  of  people  running  past 
as  the  riot  police  charged  them,”  Sis. 
Donaldson  said. 

Her  neighbour  next  door,  Sis.  Carol 
Holmes,  who  joined  the  Church  early 
in  the  year,  was  the  only  member  of 
the  Branch  injured  in  the  riots.  The 
mother  of  three  small  children,  she 
had  some  difficulty  in  getting  the 
children  to  settle  down  that  night.  Late 
in  the  evening  she  stepped  outside  her 
front  door  just  as  the  riot  police  made 
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a  charge  on  the  mobsters.  As  the  mob 
turned  to  flee,  one  of  them  kicked  Sis. 
Holmes  on  her  ankle. 

“There  was  so  much  noise  no  one 
could  sleep.  It  was  terribly  noisy  for 
three  nights.  It  was  5  o’clock  in  the 
morning  before  I  got  to  sleep,”  said 
Sister  Holmes. 

Elder  Peterson  said  he  and  his  com¬ 
panion  saw  much  looting  going  on  in 
the  area. 

A  number  of  families  in  a  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  the  minority  (Protestants 
were  dragged  from  their  homes,  by  the 
Catholics,  their  furniture  stacked  in 
the  street  and  burned.  In  retaliation 
the  Protestants  went  to  the  area  where 
Caholics  are  in  the  minority  and  told 
them  they  had  one  hour  to  get  out. 
Later  the  same  evening  an  “exchange” 
of  houses  for  the  minorities  of  each 


area  was  arranged.  Since  then  the 
Union  Jack  has  flown  from  the  houses 
seemingly  as  a  token  of  protection. 

Also  during  this  period  of  unrest  in 
Belfast  the  Mormon  missionaries  have 
been  assisting  the  local  branch  mem¬ 
bers,  particularly  Rosetta,  to  finish 
its  new  chapel.  Generally  missionaries 
no  longer  help  with  construction  but 
because  of  a  very  rigid  construction 
schedule  missionaries  have  given  one 
half  of  their  preparation  day  in  the 
past  several  weeks  to  speed  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  chapel. 

The  proselyting  efforts  of  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  reactivation  of  a  number 
of  one-time  good  members  means  that 
the  branches  are  growing.  The  new 
Central  Branch  already  has  outgrown 
its  present  quarters  and  Pres.  Pritchard 
hopes  soon  to  have  a  larger  hall  made 
available. 


SUNDERLAND  WARD 

^  Sunderland’s  history  dates  back  to 
Saxon  times  when  it  was  known  as 
Wearmouth  and  since  that  time  it  has 
grown  to  be  the  largest  city  in  the 
county  of  Durham.  Until  recently  it  en¬ 
joyed  the  privilege  of  being  the  largest 
shipbuilding  town  in  total  tonnage  in  the 
world.  The  Church  of  St.  Peter  which 
was  built  in  the  sixth  century  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Wear  is  still  in  existence. 
A  coastal  resort,  Sunderland  has  a  very 
fine  beach  and  promenade  at  Roker  and 


Seaburn.  The  main  industries  are  ship¬ 
building  and  mining.  The  population  is 
about  200,000  citizens. 

The  Stake  House,  completed  in 
March  1965,  is  in  Sunderland.  Elder 
James  A.  Cullimore,  Assistant  to  the 
Twelve,  dedicated  it  on  Sept.  1,  1967.

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The  work  of  the  Lord  must  not  be  postponed  .  .  . 


When  the  Lord  brought 
forth  the  record  book  of 
Mormon  to  Joseph  Smith 
in  this  dispensation,  He  com¬ 
mitted  to  His  Church  with  that 
important  record  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  taking  to  the  Indian  and 
Lamanite  people  the  knowledge 
of  their  forefathers  and  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  the  Gospel,  which 
record  also  includes  the  Lord's 
promises  to  them  as  a  branch 
of  the  house  of  Israel. 

In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
section  3,  the  Lord,  after  reproving 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  for  the 
loss  of  certain  manuscripts  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  first  part  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  declared: 

“Nevertheless,  my  work  shall  go 
forth,  for  inasmuch  as  the  knowledge 
of  a  Saviour  has  come  unto  the  world, 
through  the  testimony  of  the  Jews, 
even  so  shall  the  knowledge  of  a 
Saviour  come  unto  my  people  .  .  . 


"...  through  the  testimony  of  their 
fathers  .  .  . 

“And  this  testimony  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Lamanites,  and 
the  Lamuelites,  and  the  Ishmaelites, 
who  dwindled  in  unbelief  because  of 
the  iniquity  of  their  fathers,  whom  the 
Lord  has  suffered  to  destroy  their 
brethen  the  Nephites,  because  of  their 
iniquities  and  their  abominations. 

"And  for  this  very  purpose  are  these 
plates  preserved,  which  contain  these 
records  that  the  promises  of  the  Lord 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  made  to 
his  people; 

“And  that  the  Lamanites  might  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  their  fathers,  and 
that  they  might  know  the  promises  of 
the  Lord,  and  that  they  may  believe 
the  gospel  and  rely  upon  the  merits  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  be  glorified  through 
faith  in  his  name,  and  that  through 
their  repentance  they  might  be  saved.” 
(D  &  C  3:  16—20). 

Very  shortly  after  this  revelation 


Behold. .  .go  unto  the 
Lamanites  and 
preach  my 
Gospel  unto  them 
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was  given,  the  Lord  gave  another 
revelation  that  instructed  the  Prophet 
to  open  the  work  among  the  Lamanites, 
as  we  learn  in  reading  section  28  of 
the  Doctrine  and  Convenants,  wherein 
Oliver  Cowdrey  was  called  as  the  first 
missionary  to  the  Indians  from  the 
newly  restored  Church.  The  assign¬ 
ment  reads: 

“And  now,  behold,  I  say  unto  you 
that  you  shall  go  unto  the  Lamanites 
and  preach  my  gospel  unto  them;  and 
inasmuch  as  they  receive  thy  teach¬ 
ings  thou  shalt  cause  my  church  to  be 
established  among  them  ...” 

(Ibid.,  28:8.) 

Three  others  were  later  appointed 
by  revelation  to  accompany  Oliver 
Cowdrey  on  his  first  mission  to  the 
Indian  people. 

President  Brigham  Young  gave  much 
prayerful  thought  and  attention  to  pro¬ 
moting  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians 
and  in  establishing  friendly  relations 
between  them  and  the  Saints. 


President  John  Taylor  was  greatly 
concerned  about  an  active  Lamanite 
program,  for  he  declared: 

“The  work  of  the  Lord  among  the 
Lamanites  must  not  be  postponed,  if 
we  desire  to  retain  the  approval  of 
God.  Thus  far  we  have  been  content 
simply  to  baptise  them  and  let  them 
run  wild  again,  but  this  must  continue 
no  longer;  the  same  devoted  effort,  the 
same  care  in  instructing,  the  same 
organisation  of  priesthood  must  be 
introduced  and  maintained  among  the 
house  of  Lehi  as  amongst  those  of 
Israel  gathered  from  gentile  nations. 
As  yet,  God  has  been  doing  all,  and 
we  comparatively  nothing.  He  has  led 
many  of  them  to  us,  and  they  have 
been  baptised,  and  now  we  must  in¬ 
struct  them  further  and  organise  them 
into  churches  with  proper  presidencies, 
attach  them  to  our  stakes,  organi¬ 
sations,  etc.  In  one  word,  treat  them 
exactly  in  these  respects,  as  we  would 
and  do  treat  our  white  brethen.”

President  Wilford  Woodruff  stated: 

“I  am  satisfied  that,  although  we 
have  done  a  little  for  the  Lamanies,  we 
have  got  to  do  a  great  deal  more. 
(The  Discourses  of  Wilford  Woodruff, 
p.  296.) 

President  George  Albert  Smith,  in 
reinaugurating  work  among  the  Indians 
during  his  administration,  strongly 
emphasised  the  importance  of  the 
Church  mission  to  the  Indians  in  these 
simple  yet  dynamic  words: 

"The  day  is  here  for  the  Gospel  to 
go  to  the  Lamanites,  and  we  must 
never  fail  them  again." 

This  was  later  reaffirmed  by  Presi¬ 
dent  David  0.  McKay  when  he 
emphatically  declared:  “God  would 
hold  us  accountable  if  we  failed." 

These  statements  make  unmistak¬ 
ably  clear  what  our  duty  is  to  the 
Indian  people.  We  should  not  deny 
to  them  longer  their  full  rights 
and  opportunities  for  blessings.  We 
must  always  remember,  we  alone  have 


the  authentic  record  which  furnishes 
the  true  origin  of  the  American 
Indians,  their  history  and  God’s  work 
and  gospel  teachings  among  them. 
Great  are  the  promises  of  the  Lord 
unto  the  Indians,  which  spiritual  bles¬ 
sings  this  people  alone  hold  the  keys, 
rights,  and  powers  to  grant  and  bestow 
upon  them. 

In  a  sense  I  do  not  feel  sorry  for 
the  Indian  people  because  they  are 
children  of  promise,  belonging  as  they 
do  to  the  house  of  Israel  and  are  the 
posterity  of  Abraham,  the  father  of 
the  faithful,  through  whose  lineage  the 
Lord  promised  that  all  nations  of  the 
earth  are  to  be  blessed;  therefore, 
they  are  a  chosen  race  and  people 
unto  God,  possessing  a  divine  and 
royal  heritage. 

However,  I  do  feel  sorry  about  the 
lack  of  privileges,  denial  of  citizenship 
rights,  and  insufficient  opportunities 
for  schooling  and  culture  which  con¬ 
tinue  to  shroud  them  in  darkness  and 
despair.  There  are  too  many  of  them  in 
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our  modern  day,  living  under  most 
primitive  conditions  and  circumstances 
which  destroy  faith,  initiative,  ambition, 
and  confidence. 

That  it  required  hundreds  of  years 
for  the  Indians  to  reach  their  low  state 
of  degeneracy  does  not  allow  the 
Church — or  the  nation — unlimited  time 
to  return  them  to  the  high  civilisation 
and  spiritual  activation  they  once 
enjoyed,  nor  the  opportunities  and 
blessings  of  our  present  enlightened 
era  of  scientific  knowledge,  pro¬ 
ductive  achievement  and  culture. 

Our  apparent  insufficient  interest 
and  somewhat  unsatisfactory  follow-up 
of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith’s  taking 
the  Book  of  Mormon  and  the  Gospel

to  the  Indian  as  well  as  partial  failure 
to  heed  the  counsel  of  all  presidents 
of  the  Church  in  relation  to  this  pro¬ 
gramme,  is  an  indictment  against  us 
and  represents  a  challenge  and  an 
obligation  we  cannot  afford  longer  to 
ignore. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  we  have  per¬ 
mitted  others  to  indoctrinate  them  to 
different  ways  of  life  than  that  of  their 
fathers  as  recorded  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  Our  efforts  over  the  years 
have  not  been  sustained,  but  intermit¬ 
tent,  and  each  stoppage  of  activity 
causes  us  to  lose  ground  and  permits 
others  to  become  more  firmly 
entrenched,  creating  a  serious  prosely¬ 
ting  problem  which  could  in  large 
measure  have  been  avoided.  The 
Indians  themselves  have  childed  the 
missionaries  about  such  conditions 
and  occurrences. 

Without  question  in  my  mind,  we 
must  fulfil  completely  the  Church  duty 
to  the  Indians  and  thus  lay  suitable 
plans  to  prevent  any  future  departure

I  would  like  to  bear  my 
testimony,  and  I  would 
like  to  turn  to  the  spririt 
of  love  found  in  the  Epistle  of 
John,  the  beloved  aspostle: 

“This  then  is  the  message  which 
we  have  heard  of  him,  and  declare 
unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in 
him  is  no  darkness  at  all,”  (1  John 
1:5.) 

Sometimes  we  like  to  create  a  little 
darkness  to  hide  in,  but  in  God  there 
is  no  darkness  at  all. 

“If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship 
with  him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we 
lie,  and  do  not  the  truth: 

“But  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is 
in  the  light,  we  fellowship  one  with 
another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
his  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin  .  .  . 

“And  hereby  we  do  know  that  we 
know  him,  if  we  keep  his  command¬ 
ments. 

“He  that  saith,  I  know  him,  and 
keepeth  not  his  commandments,  is  a 


liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him.” 

Very  powerful,  yet  to  the  point  and 
needs  no  private  interpretation. 

“But  whoso  keepeth  his  word,  in  him 
verily  is  the  love  of  God  perfected: 
hereby  know  we  that  we  are  in  him. 

“  He  that  saith  he  abideth  in  him 
ouuqht  himself  also  so  to  walk,  even 
as  ho  walked  .  .  . 

“He  that  loveth  his  brother  abideth 
in  the  light,  and  there  is  none  occasion 
of  stumbling  in  him. 

"But  he  that  hateth  his  brother  is  in 
darkness,  and  walketh  in  darkness,  and 
knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth,  because 
that  darkness  hath  blinded  his  eyes  .  .  . 

“Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another: 
for  love  is  of  God;  and  every  one  that 
loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth 
God. 

"He  that  loveth  not  knoweth  not 
God;  for  God  is  love  .  .  . 

"And  this  commandment  have  we 
from  him,  that  he  who  loveth  God  love 
his  brother  also.”  (1  John  1:6-7;  2:3-6, 


Whoso  keepeth  His 
word,  in  him  is 
the  love  of 
God  perfected 
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9-11;  4:7-8,  21) 

I  would  like  to  turn  to  the  Gospel 
of  John  and  read  the  Saviour’s  part¬ 
ing  words  prior  to  His  ascension, 
wherein  He  tells  Peter  how  he  can 
show  his  love  for  Him.

“He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time, 
Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?

unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest  thou 
me?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  thou 
knowest  all  things;  thou  knowest  that 
I  love  thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Feed 
my  sheep.”  (Ibid.,  21:17.)

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The  Gospel  changes  the  lives  of  people  .  .  . 


During  our  sojourn  in 
South  America  we  wit¬ 
nessed  some  significant 
changes  among  both  men  and 
nations.  But  of  all  of  the 
changes  that  occur  in  the  lives 
of  people  whom  the  Gospel 
touches,  perhaps  the  greatest 
change  occurs  in  the  life  and  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  family — the 
basic  unit  in  the  Church  and 
Society. 

A  recent  convert  expressed  it 
this  way:  “Prior  to  the  visit  of  the 
missionaries  to  my  home,  I  lived 
what  1  considered  to  be  the  normal 
role  of  a  husband.  I  held  a  job  and 
provided  for  my  wife  and  children. 
When  I  came  home  from  work,  I 
considered  myself  free  from  further 
responsibility  to  them.  If  I  wanted 
to  stay  home,  I  did.  If  I  did  not  want 
to  stay  home,  I  did  not.  Usually  it 
was  the  latter.  Much  of  my  time 
was  spent  outside  of  the  home. 


“I  considered  it  my  wife’s  responsi¬ 
bility  to  rear  the  children.  She  was  to 
see  to  it  that  they  were  fed  and 
clothed  and  cared  for.  Occasionally  she 
would  take  them  to  her  church,  but 
I  felt  that  they  should  be  completely 
free  to  make  up  their  own  minds  about 
religion,  as  I  had  been.  While  I  did 
not  openly  oppose  their  religious 
activity,  I  gave  them  no  encouragement 
whatsoever. 

“My  wife  and  I  must  have  loved 
each  other,  but  I  confess,  I  gave  little 
evidence  of  it.  I  really  considered  that 
ours  were  two  separate  worlds;  I  had 
mine  and  she  and  the  children  had 
theirs.  I  thought  that  when  the  boys 
were  older,  they  could  join  me  in  my 
activities.  But  until  then  they  belonged 
in  their  mother’s  world.  It  was  her 
duty  to  administer  what  discipline  was 
necessary.  I  did  not  meddle  in  her 
affairs,  except  occasionally  when  the 
situation  needed  my  husbandly 
authority,  and  it  usually  did  not  take 


No-one  ever  told  me 

before  that 

I  would  find  joy 
in  everyday  living 
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me  very  long  to  settle  that. 

"Well,”  he  concluded,  “that  was 
what  I  called  my  'family  life.’  As  I 
look  back  on  it  now,  it  seems  as 
though  I  were  almost  a  stranger  in 
my  own  house  and  a  part-time  husband 
to  my  wife.” 

After  such  an  admission,  I  pressed 
him  for  a  description  of  the  changes 
that  had  lately  occurred  in  his  life. 
He  gladly  explained  it  this  way: 
"While  I  was  being  taught  the  restored 
Gospel,  I  did  not  think  that  I  could 
or  would  or  even  wanted  to  change 
my  way  of  life.  Only  after  I  began  to 
study  and  pray  did  I  realise  that  a 
change  would  shortly  be  inevitable. 

"At  length  1  received  a  testimony 
that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  had 
indeed  been  restored  and  that  there 
is  a  living  prophet  on  the  earth  today. 
This  was  the  turning  point.  It  was 
after  my  baptism  that  the  changes 
really  began  to  occur  in  my,  or  more 
properly  said,  in  our  lives.  For  some¬ 


how,  now,  the  oneness  that  we  were 
supposed  to  have  in  our  life  and 
marriage  actually  became  a  reality.  I 
think  the  reason  was  that  I  began 
to  understand  the  sacredness  of  marri¬ 
age  and  the  need  of  honouring  my 
marriage  vows.  In  church  I  was  taught 
the  importance  and  joy  of  being  faith¬ 
ful  to  my  wife  and  honourable  and 
worthy  before  my  children. 

“You  know,"  he  said,  "no  one  ever 
told  me  before  that  I  would  find  joy 
in  everyday  living  merely  by  keeping 
the  commandments  of  the  Lord.  I  had 
been  taught  that  our  lot  in  this  life 
was  sorrow  and  pain  and  poverty,  that 
only  in  the  next  life  would  we  find  the 
joy  we  longed  for  here. 

"As  we  continued  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Church,  we  learned 
the  practical  application  of  active 
church  membership  and  how  the 
principles  of  theology  actually  find 
their  expression  in  everyday  life. 

"And  now,"  he  added,  "we  have

plenty  of  opportunity  to  practice  all  of 
the  virtues  we  were  being  taught  by 
accepting  calls  of  service  in  the 
Church. 

"For  the  first  time,"  he  continued, 
“I  realised  what  my  sons  could 
become.  I  realised  that  they  could  he 
reared  in  the  kind  of  atmosphere  that 
produced  the  missionaries  who  brought 
the  Gospel  to  my  home.  So  I  set  about 
to  teach  my  sons  moral  principles.  I 
taught  them  that  it  was  wrong  to  lie, 
to  swear,  to  steal,  to  break  any  of  the 
Ten  Commandments. 

“I  taught  them  love  of  neighbour,  be¬ 
cause  now  I  understood  its  application. 

I  taught  them  reverence  for  sacred 
places  and  things.  I  now  encouraged 
them  in  their  church  activity.  I  taught 
them  that  religion  was  not  just  for 
women,  that  character  and  faith  in  God 
were  the  hallmarks  of  a  real  man.  We 
began  to  have  fun  together.  I  became 
a  part  of  their  world.  I’m  even  begin¬ 
ning  to  speak  and  understand  their 
language. 


"I  cannot  begin  to  tell  you,"  he  said, 
"all  of  the  new  things  I  have  learned 
about  life  since  becoming  a  member 
of  this  Church.  I  now  know  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  life.  I  know  the  way  to  eternal 
life — the  teachings  of  the  Church,  even 
in  a  short  time,  have  taught  me  that. 

“But  it  has  been  in  our  home  that 
the  major  changes  occurred.  I  go  to 
work,  as  usual,  but  now  I  always  come 
home.  I  am  not  only  an  active  partici¬ 
pant  in  our  family  life,  but  I  also 
preside  by  right  of  holding  the  priest¬ 
hood.  And  I  think  I  am  learning  some¬ 
thing  about  exercising  authority  in 
love  and  patience  and  understanding. 

"And  you  won’t  believe  this,”  he 
continued,  "but  even  though  1  am 
busier  than  I  ever  was  (I  am  a 
counsellor  in  the  branch  presidency),  I 
seem  to  have  more  time  than  ever 
before.  Why,  I  even  find  myself 
occasionally  helping  my  wife  in  the 
kitchen,  and  that's  something  I 
thought  I’d  never  do.  Knowing  that  the 
family  unit  is  to  be  eternal  has  given 
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me  a  completely  new  view  of  the 
importance  and  purpose  of  family  life. 

"Well,”  he  concluded,  and  his  eyes 
were  moist  with  tears  of  gratitude, 
“perhaps  you  can  understand  now  why 
I  am  willing  to  serve  the  Lord,  work 
in  the  Church,  help  my  fellow  man,

and  share  the  message  that  has 
brought  such  happiness  to  my  life." 

We  have  seen  this  change  occur 
not  in  just  this  family  but  in  literally 
hundreds  of  families.  In  fact,  the 
missionaries  have  told  me  that  it  is 
a  common  experience  for  them  to 
notice  that  the  homes  of  the  people 
they  visit  get  cleaner  each  time  they 
call  to  teach  them  more  about  the 
Gospel,  and  yet,  they  have  said 
nothing  about  cleaning  the  house.  This 
is  one  of  the  miracles  of  Mormonism. 
This  and  similar  manifestations  occur 
continually. 

In  Job  we  read:  "  .  .  .  there  is  a 
spirit  in  man;  and  the  inspiration  of 
the  Almighty  giveth  them  understand¬ 
ing.”  (Job  32:8). 

What  the  light  of  the  sun  is  to  the 
flower,  causing  it  to  unfold  from  within 
and  turn  to  the  source  of  light,  so  the 
Gospel  light  is  to  the  soul  of  man.  It 
touches  the  inner  life  of  man  and  with¬ 
out  compulsion  turns  him  to  the  source 
of  light  and  truth. 
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The  simple  action  of  the  faith  of  a  youth  .  .  .

that  many  have  had  great  weights 
placed  upon  them.  In  particular, 

am  thinking  of  Joseph  Smith 
who,  as  a  boy,  ventured  into  the 
unknown,  searching  for  an 
answer  to  a  query  that  came  to 
him  pertaining  to  some  religious 
matters.  In  his  innocence,  he 
could  not  have  known  what  lay 
before  him  as  he  sought  his 
answer. 

He  said:  "While  I  was  labouring 
under  the  extreme  difficulties 
caused  by  the  contests  of  these 
parties  of  religionists,  I  was  one 
day  reading  the  Epistle  of  James, 
first  chapter  and  fifth  verse,  which 
reads:  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom, 
let  him  ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to 
all  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth 
not;  and  it  shall  be  given  him.” 
(Joseph  Smith  2:11.) 


"So,  in  accordance  with  this,  my 
determination  to  ask  of  God,  I  retired 
to  the  woods  to  make  the  attempt  .  .  . 
It  was  the  first  time  in  my  life  that  I 
had  made  such  an  attempt,  for  amidst 
all  my  anxieties  I  had  never  as  yet 
made  the  attempt  to  pray  vocally. 

"...  having  looked  around  me,  and 
finding  myself  alone,  I  kneeled  down 
and  began  to  offer  up  the  desire  of 
my  heart  to  God  ...”  (Ibid.,  2:14-15.) 

This  simple  action  of  the  faith  of  a 
youth  unfolded  great  truths  to  young 
Joseph.  It  was  a  reality  that  Satan 
stood  by  as  a  power  of  darkness  and 
tried  to  overpower  and  destroy  Joseph 
Smith,  and  he  might  have  succeeded 
had  it  not  been  that  God  heard 
Joseph’s  supplication  and  appeared  in 
the  power  of  His  light  to  dispel  the 
evil. 

Joseph  said,  "...  I  saw  a  pillar  of 
light  exactly  over  my  head,  above  the 
brightness  of  the  sun  .  .  . 

"It  no  sooner  appeared  than  I 
found  myself  delivered  from  the  enemy

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.  .  .  When  the  light  rested  upon  me 

saw  two  Personages,  whose  bright¬ 
ness  and  glory  defy  all  description, 
standing  above  me  in  the  air.  One  of 
them  spake  unto  me,  calling  me  by 
name  and  said,  pointing  to  the  other — 
This  is  My  Beloved  Son.  Hear  Him.” 

And  in  answer  to  the  question, 
“Which  should  I  join?”  came  the  reply, 
“  .  .  join  none  of  them,  for  they  were 

all  wrong;  .  .  .  'they  draw  near  to  me 
with  their  lips,  but  their  hearts  are  far 
from  me,  they  teach  for  doctrines  the 
commandments  of  men,  having  a  form 
of  godliness,  but  they  deny  the  power 
thereof.”  (Ibid.,  2:16-17,  19.)  And 

Jesus  instructed  Joseph  that  further 
direction  would  come  to  him. 

This  is  the  testimony  of  a  young  lad 
on  whom  God  placed  the  “  very  great 
weight”  of  the  restoration  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  For  the  noble 
way  in  which  he  carried  it  through¬ 
out  his  life,  we  give  him  thanks, 
honour,  praise,  and  admiration.  Though 
he  was  subjected  to  ridicule  and 


punishment,  his  testimony  remained 
steadfast  with  the  statement,  ”...  For 
I  had  seen  a  vision;  I  knew  it,  and  I 
knew  that  God  knew  it,  and  I  could  not 
deny  it,  .  .  .  ”  (Ibid.,  2:25.) 

Arthur  E.  Jensen  makes  this  signi¬ 
ficant  statement,  “The  only  way  an 
institution  .  .  .  can  grow  old  is  to  stay 
young  forever  ...  Its  officers  must 
have  ears  trained  to  catch  the 
signals,  ...” 

That  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  is  growing  old,  while 
staying  young,  cannot  be  denied.  Its 
officers  and  leaders  “have  ears  trained 
to  catch  the  signals”  of  inspiration  as 
God  reveals  them. 

George  W.  Cornell  writes,  “  Such 
were  the  humble,  ridiculed  beginnings, 
135  years  ago,  of  a  movement  that 
today  has  become  one  of  the  most 
prosperous,  diversified  and  fast  ex¬ 
panding  religious  forces  in  the  world 
.  .  .  that  it  should  have  reached  its 
present  stature  from  its  most 
unpromising  origin  is  modern  para¬ 
dox.”

Some  may  wonder  why? 

The  answer  comes  that  this  is  not 
a  work  of  man — it  is  the  eternal  work 
of  God,  re-established  in  proper  order 
and  authority  in  this  last  Dispensation 
of  the  Fulness  of  Times. 

In  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  ancient 
religious  record  of  the  inhabitants  of 
North  and  South  America,  translated 
by  the  gift  and  power  of  God  through 
Joseph  Smith,  is  an  explanation  to  the 
key  of  the  vigour  of  this  Church: 

“For  behold,  God  knowing  all  things, 
being  from  everlasting  to  everlasting 
.  .  .  sent  angels  to  minister  unto  the 
children  of  men,  .  .  . 

“And  God  also  declared  unto 
prophets,  by  his  own  mouth,  .  .  . 

"And  behold,  there  were  divers  ways 
that  he  did  manifest  things  unto  the 
children  of  men,  which  were  good;  and 
all  things  which  are  good  cometh  of 
Christ;  otherwise  men  were  fallen,  and 
there  could  no  good  thing  come  unto 
them."  (Mormoni  7:22-24.) 

It  further  states:  “  .  .  .  neither  have 


angels  ceased  to  minister  unto  the 
children  of  men  .  .  . 

“And  the  office  of  their  ministry  is 
to  call  men  unto  repentance,  and  to 
fulfil  and  to  do  the  work  of  the 
covenants  of  the  Father,  which  he 
hath  made  unto  the  children  of  men, 
.  .  by  declaring  the  word  of  Christ 
unto  the  chosen  vessels  of  the 
Lord,  .  .  . 

“And  so  by  doing  .  .  .  prepareth  the 
way  that  the  residue  of  men  may  have 
faith  in  Christ,  ..."  (Ibid.,  7:29, 
31-32.) 

Hereby  God  keeps  His  Church 
eternally  young  with  vigour  and 
power.  He  sends  His  ministering 
angels;  He  reveals  His  will  to  His 
prophets;  and  by  divers  means  mani¬ 
fests  truths  to  the  children  of  men. 

In  the  summer  of  1828,  the  Lord 
revealed  to  the  Prophet,  "...  Satan 
doth  stir  up  the  hearts  of  the  people 
to  contention  concerning  the  points 
of  my  doctrine;  and  in  these  things 
they  do  err,  for  they  do  wrest  the 
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scriptures  and  do  not  understand  them. 

‘‘Therefore,  1  will  unfold  unto  them 
this  great  mystery; 

‘‘For,  behold,  I  will  gather  them  as  a 
hen  gathereth  her  chickens  under  her 
wings,  if  they  will  not  harden  their 
hearts; 

"Yea,  if  they  will  come,  they  may, 
and  partake  of  the  waters  of  life 
freely. 

"Behold,  this  is  my  doctrine — 
whosoever  repenteth  and  cometh  unto 
me,  the  same  is  my  church."  (D  &  C 
10:63-67.) 

John  the  Baptist,  commissioned  by 
the  Saviour,  as  a  resurrected  being 
and  an  angel  of  God,  in  May  of  1829, 
ministered  unto  two  of  God’s  chosen 
vessels,  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver

Cowdery,  and  conferred  upon  them. 
"  .  .  .  the  Priesthood  of  Aaron,  which 
holds  the  keys  of  the  ministering  of 
angels,  and  of  the  gospel  of  repen¬ 
tance,  and  of  baptism  by  immersion 
for  the  remission  of  sins;  ..."  (Ibid., 
13.) 

Here  was  the  restoration  of  the 
authority  to  put  into  effect  again  the 
redeeming  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

He  again  confirmed  the  validity  of 
the  forgiveness  of  wrongdoing. 
"  .  .  .  go,  and  sin  no  more,"  was  his 
decree.  (John  8:11.)  This  we  must 
understand. 

John  Locke,  the  English  philosopher, 
expresses  it  this  way,  “Repentance  is 
a  hearty  sorrow  for  our  past  misdeeds, 
and  a  sincere  obedience  to  the  law  of 
Christ  for  the  remainder  of  our  lives." 

The  ability  to  receive  the  blessings 
of  repentance  lies  within  our  individual 
power.  It  is  a  never-ending  endeavour 
There  is  no  restriction  to  those  who 
may  achieve:  All  may  partake  of  this 
gift  from  God. 

The  promise  of  Ezekiel  is  again  made 
alive,  "  But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  from 
all  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed, 
and  keep  all  my  statutes,  and  do  that 
which  is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall 
surely  live,  he  shall  not  die."  (Ezek. 
18:21.) 

The  avenue  of  repentance  is  a 
thoroughfare  which  all  may  tread.  It  is 
the  path  to  peace. 

William  Jennings  Bryan  gave  us 
these  words: 

“I  am  glad  that  our  Heavenly  Father 
did  ndt  make  the  peace  of  the  human 
heart  to  depend  upon  our  ability  to  buy

FACTS  AND  FIGURES 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
Tynemouth  Priory  and  castle  became 
the  fortress  of  the  Earl  Toshia,  brother 
of  King  Harold  who  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Hastings.

In  672  A.D.  the  great  historian, 
BEDE  was  born  in  Sunderland  and  died 
in  Jarrow  in  735  A.D. 

The  Tyne  Bridge  the  second  largest 
single  span  bridge  in  the  world  cost 
£1,200,000,  and  contains  4,000  tons  of 
steel.  (The  Sydney  Harbour  Bridge  is 
an  exact  replica.) 

It  is  said  that  Daniel  Defoe  wrote 
“Robinson  Crusoe’'  during  his  stay  in

The  town  of  Billingham  owes  a 
great  deal  of  its  growth  to  the  presence 
of  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Ltd. 
which  first  operated  in  1913.  It  develop¬ 
ed  rapidly  to  become  the  massive 
combine  it  is  today.  Several  of  the 
ward  members  work  for  this  organ¬ 
isation,  as  do  members  from  neighbour¬ 
ing  wards. 

Billingham  has  recently  had  its 
chapel  dedicated  —  less  than  a  year 
after  the  building's  completion.  This 
says  much  for  the  hard  work  carried 
by  the  members  to  raise  funds. 


The  Billingham  Chapel  serves  people 
living  in  Stockton,  four  miles  away. 
No.  9  Finkle  Street,  Stockton,  is  the 
oldest  existing  shop  in  the  town.  It 
was  erected  in  1700  —  using  stone

Cromwell  in  1654.  In  1763  this  shop 
belonged  to  Edmund  Harvey,  a  pewter- 
er  by  trade.  He  began  a  class  for  boys 
and  he  employed  a  woman  to  take  a 
class  of  girls,  teaching  them  sewing 
and  other  household  arts  on  Sunday 
afternoons,  after  the  children  had  been 
taken  to  church  service.  Today  this  shop 
is  owned  by  a  carpet  firm  and  the  man¬ 
ager  is  Bishop  of  Hartlepool  Ward. 

BLYTH  BRANCH 

Blyth  Branch,  formerly  part  of  the 
North  East  British  Mission,  has 
recently  become  part  of  Sunderland 
Stake.  Bro.  James  Cunningham  of  the 
high  council  presently  presides  over 
the  branch.  Blyth  is  a  coastal  town, 
famous  for  its  Nautical  Training  School. 

CONSETT  BRANCH 

Consett,  under  a  number  of  names, 
has  been  on  record  since  Henry  VIII. 
In  1831  only  146  people  lived  here, 
compared  to  the  nearly  6,000  presently 
counted.  Scene  of  an  old  mining  area, 
Consett,  has  only  started  to  modernise 
itself  in  the  past  few  years.  With 
new  buildings  springing  up  everywhere 
it  still  has  nothing  to  compare  with 
Derwent  Valley  which  has  a  beauty 
all  its  own,  with  its  tree  covered  slopes 
and  rolling  moors.  From  here  it  is  only 
a  short  distance  to  some  of  the  most 
interesting  walks  through  the  old 
world  villages  of  Blanchland,  Lancester 
and  Sanhope.

Gateshead  is  situated  about  10  miles 
from  the  sea — on  the  south  bank  of 
the  River  Tyne,  adjacent  to  Newcastle 
Tyne.  A  stranger  to  the  town  may  think 
that  this  is  one  large  city  spread  on 
both  banks  but  the  people  will  soon 
make  it  quite  clear  that  Gateshead  is 
a  self-contained  town. 

The  Branch  is  making  wonderful 
progress  and  is  one  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  units  in  Sunderland  Stake. 

HARTLEPOOL  WARD 

Bishop  J.  Laurie  of  Hartlepool  Ward 
is  also  a  patriarch.  He  has  a  large 
family  all  of  whom  are  active  in  the 


Church.  Now  there  are  three  gener 
ations  of  Lauries  in  the  ward  as  two 
of  his  sons  are  married  and  each  has 
a  young  daughter. 

Hartlepool  is  now  famous  for  its 
heavy  industrial  firms  and  an  American 
company  is  constructing  a  nuclear 
power  station  not  far  from  the  town. 
However,  the  history  of  Hartlepool  goes 
back  a  long  way.  The  first  monast¬ 
ery  formed  in  the  northeast  of  Eng- 
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land  was  here,  founded  in  640  A.D. 
The  famous  St.  Hilda  was  later  abbess 
here,  before  she  moved  on  to  build 
the  abbey  named  after  her  at  Whitby 
in  Yorkshire. 


MIDDLESBROUGH  WARD 

Middlesbrough  owes  its  existence  to 
the  railway  which  links  it  to  Darlington. 
Early  in  1827  the  shareholders  of  the 
Stockton-Darlington  Railway  were  faced 
with  the  necessity  of  providing  a  port 
that  time  Middlesbrough  grew  very  ra¬ 
pidly,  and  was  granted  a  Charter  of 
from  which  they  could  ship  coal. 
Stockton  proved  too  narrow  and  in 
October  1827  it  was  decided  to  extend 
the  railway  to  Middlesbrough.  From 
Incorporation  from  Queen  Victoria  in 
1853. 

The  founders  of  the  Borough  were 
for  the  most  part  Quakers  and  it  was 
one  of  these — Joseph  Pease  who  aided 
John  Vaughan  and  Henry  Bolckow  to 
set  up  the  famous  Bolckow-Vaughan 
Steelworks  in  1841. 

Other  large  iron  foundries  soon  began 
operating,  including  the  famous  Dorman 
Long  Group  who  built  the  Sydney 
Harbour  Bridge. 

Middlesbrough  Ward  is  prominent  in 
stake  activities  but  has  lost  many  mem¬ 
bers  to  emigration.  The  first  counselor 
in  the  bishopric  is  the  exception  to 
the  rule — Bro.  Lynn  Hammond  is  an 
American,  married  to  an  English  girl 
and  has  settled  in  Middlesbrough. 


NEWCASTLE  WARD 

Newcastle  on  Tyne  is  a  cathedral 
city.  The  Chapel  is  situated  in  Fawdon 
and  was  dedicated  in  1967. 

One  of  the  main  industries  is  ship¬ 
building  and  engineering.  There  is  also 
a  very  good  shopping  centre  in 
Newcastle.  There  is  some  very  beaut¬ 
iful  scenery  along  the  Tyne  Valley  and 
extending  from  Newcastle  to  Carlisle 
there  are  many  remains  of  the  old 
Roman  wall,  built  centuries  ago.  Pract¬ 
ically  all  Geordies  (as  they  are  affec¬ 
tionately  called)  are  very  keen  foot¬ 
balling  enthusiasts  and  their  local 
football  team  won  the  European  Cup 
this  season. 

NEWTON  AYCLIFFE  WARD 

The  town  of  Newton  Aycliffe  was 
built  shortly  after  World  War  II  under 
the  "New  Towns  Act”  so  all  the 
buildings  are  comparatively  new  and 
the  Church  building  is  very  prominent.

PETERLEE  BRANCH 

Peterlee,  close  to  the  coast,  is  also 
a  new  town,  with  construction  of 
buildings  started  in  1948.  In  1956  the 
missionaries  started  tracting  in  the 
town  and  from  1957  families  joined 
the-  Church  and  became  members  of 
the  West  Hartlepool  Branch  in  the 
old  Newcastle  District.

In  1968  the  members’  dream  was 
realised  when  a  new  chapel  was  built 
on  a  beautiful  site  overlooking  the 
North  Sea.  Construction  began  in 
April  and  the  chapel  completed  in 
November  of  the  same  year  under 
the  direction  of  Elder  Desmond  Gorman, 
building  supervisor.  Present  member- 
ship  in  the  branch  is  133  and  Bro. 
Soulsby  is  serving  again  as  branch 
president. 


REDCAR  BRANCH 

Redcar  is  a  coastal  resort  area 
south  of  Teeside  (which  now  includes 
such  towns  as  Middlesbrough,  Stock- 
ton  and  Billingham). 

The  branch  is  ■  small  but  with 
stalwart  members.  Even  though  many 
of  the  members  have  emigrated  it  is 
still  a  resilient  branch.

The  chapel  in  South  Shields  is 
only  a  five  minute  walk  from  the 
beach  and  there  is  a  very  fine  Marine 
Park  nearby.  A  little  further  up  the 
coast  at  Marsden  the  cliffs  and  caves 
have  been  utilised  to  build  a  lovely 
hotel. 

South  Shields  is  an  industrial  area 
and  claims  to  have  been  instrumental 
in  building  the  first  unsinkable  life¬ 
boats.  Although  the  Tyne  lifeboat  is 
now  based  at  North  Shields,  South 
Shields  has  a  great  record  in  life 
saving  and  its  lifeguard  team  repre¬ 
sented  Great  Britain  in  Europe. 

Bishop  David  Deacon  is  a  policeman 
and  a  very  fine  athlete. 
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SUNDERLAND  WARD 

Sunderland's  history  dates  back  to 
Saxon  times  when  it  was  known  as 
Wearmouth  and  since  that  time  it  has 
grown  to  be  the  largest  city  in  the 
county  of  Durham.  Until  recently  it  en¬ 
joyed  he  privilege  of  being  the  largest 
shipbuilding  town  in  total  tonnage  in  the 
world.  The  Church  of  St.  Peter  which 
was  built  in  the  sixth  century  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Wear  is  still  in  existence. 
A  coastal  resort,  Sunderland  has  a  very 
fine  beach  and  promenade  at  Roker  and 
Seaburn.  The  main  industries  are  ship¬ 
building  and  mining.  The  population  is 
about  200,000  citizens. 

The  Stake  House,  completed  in

James  A.  Cullimore,  Assistant  to  the 
Twelve,  dedicated  it  on  Sept.  1,  1967. 
Previous  to  this  time  meetings  were 
held  at  18  Tunstall  Road,  originally  an 
old  converted  garage  which  was  ext¬ 
ended  and  made  inhabitable  by  the 
strenuous  efforts  of  the  saints  who 
spent  many  hours  cleaning  and  re¬ 
decorating. 

Pres.  Frederick  W.  Oates  (father  of 
the  present  Stake  President)  designed 
and  built  the  baptismal  font  in  this 
chapel.  It  was  here  the  saints  had  to 
undergo  a  great  deal  of  persecution 
in  the  early  days.  At  one  time  mobs 
broke  into  the  chapel  and  caused  the 
death  of  a  missionary  who  was 
standing  behind  the  door  trying  to 
prevent  the  mob  from  entering  the 
Chapel  where  a  Relief  Society  meeting 
was  in  progress.  Elder  Ralph  W. 
Hendricks  died  on  Feb.  24,  1913  from 
a  hemmorhage. 

There  is  also  a  dependent 
branch  of  the  ward  in  the  University 
town  of  Durham,  which  City  is  built  in 
a  tight  loop  of  the  River  Wear.  The 
Monks  started  building  the  beautiful 
Cathedral  there  in  997  AD  and  it  took 
40  years  to  complete.

Pop  all  these  ingredients  into  a  hotpot,  cover  with  water  and  boil  up. 

Turn  the  heat  very  low  and  simmer  for  about  two  hours,  stirring  frequently. 
Top  up  with  water  if  necessary.  Serves  3 — 4.  Economical  and  nourishing. 


“RUN  OUT  OF  BREAD”  RECIPE 

4  heaped  tablespoons  plain  flour, 

1  egg, 
milk, 

dripping  or  fat  of  any  kind  except  mutton, 

Mix  batter  as  for  Yorkshire  pudding,  but  make  it  a  little  thicker.  Heat  frying  pan 
and  smear  with  dripping,  not  too  much.  Drop  a  teaspoon  full  of  batter  into  the 
hot  pan.  Turn  when  brown.  Don't  cook  too  quickly  or  inside  will  be  soggy.  Experi¬ 
ment  by  adding  Bovril  or  tomato  sauce  or  finely  grated  cheese,  Sugar  and 
raisins  can  be  used  to  make  this  a  sweet  dish.

After  their  successful 
YWMIA  Camp  together 
last  year,  Leicester  Stake, 
London  Stake,  Sunderland  Stake 
and  the  British  South  Mission 
again  joined  forces  for  this 
year’s  camp,  held  from  August 
26  to  the  30,  at  Lathkill  Dale, 
Derbyshire. 

Nearly  70  attended  the  camp 
which  was  under  the  direction  of 
Cyndy  Sharpe  of  Leicester  Stake, 
Judith  Perry,  British  South  Mission, 
Christine  Amos,  Sunderland  Stake 
and  Pauline  Doggett  of  London 
Stake. 

During  the  week  before  camp,  these

THE  BEGINNING 

Many,  many  years  ago,  said  Grannie, 
lived  a  blacksmith  and  his  wife,  their 
son  Edward  and  their  daughter  Victoria. 
The  children  had  very  little  schooling. 
For  one  reason  schooling  had  to  be 
paid  for  in  those  days,  also  there  were 
not  so  many  schools  as  there  are 
today  and  the  children  would  have  had 
a  long  way  to  go  to  the  nearest  school. 

When  Edward  was  quite  a  small  lad, 
he  used  to  watch  his  father  work  in  the 
forge  and  as  he  watched  he  learned, 
and  as  he  grew  older  he  was  able  to 
help.  When  he  was  thirteen  years  old 
he  was  working  alongside  his  father. 

Victoria  learned  to  sew  and  to  cook. 
Her  mother  was  a  fine  seamstress  and 
had  such  elegant  taste  when  it  came 
to  trimming  bonnets.  She  used  to  make 
gowns  and  trim  bonnets  for  the  ladies 
at  the  Manor  House.  When  Victoria  was 
only  twelve  years  of  age  she  went  to 
work  at  the  Parsonage.  She  had  to 
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start  very  early  in  the  mornings  and 
clean  out  the  range.  The  range  was  a 
large  black  stove  that  was  used  tor 
cooking.  No  gas  or  electricity  in  those 
days.  She  then  polished  the  range  until 
she  could  see  her  face  in  it.  Then  she 
lit  it  and  filled  kettles  to  get  hot  water 
for  the  Parson  and  his  wife  and  family 
to  wash.  The  breakfast  had  been  made 
ready,  then  served.  After  this  beds 
had  to  be  made,  then  it  was  time  to 
prepare  vegetables  for  the  cook.  There 
were  five  children  in  the  family. 

TAUGHT  VICTORIA  TO  READ 

The  Parson  was  a  kindly  gentleman 
who  had  been  as  well  educated  as 
could  be  in  those  days.  He  came  from 
a  monied  family  and  it  was  customary 
in  those  days  that  a  son  of  a  well- 
to-do  person  entered  the  Church.  He 
spent  most  of  his  mornings  giving  les¬ 
sons  to  his  children.  Sometimes  if 
Victoria  had  time  to  spare  he  would 
allow  her  to  join  in  with  the  lessons. 
She  was  quick  to  learn  and  was  very 
proud  at  last  when  she  could  read. 

In  the  afternoon  Victoria  had  to  take 
care  of  the  children.  If  it  was  a  fine 
day  they  took  their  books  into  the  gar¬ 
den  or  into  the  meadow  beyond  the 
garden.  All  through  her  life  Victoria 


carried  the  memory  of  the  hawthorn 
hedge  and  the  buttercups  and  daisies 
that  were  in  the  meadow,  and  of  the 
tiny  stream  that  ran  at  the  bottom. 
Victoria  would  hear  the  children  read 
and  in  so  doing  learned  a  lot  herself. 
They  read  history  and  geography  books. 
Yes,  they  had  to  do  homework,  even 
in  those  days.  Victoria  would  listen 
and  do  the  household  mending  at  the 
same  time.  If  the  children  grew  rest¬ 
less  they  played  games  or  went  for  a 
walk.  After  tea,  when  the  children  had 
been  made  ready  for  bed,  Victoria 
could  go  home.  She  spent  the  rest  of 
the  evenings  helping  her  mother  with 
the  dressmaking.  Sometimes  she  read. 
She  taught  her  brother  Edward  to  read, 
also. 

The  blacksmith  prospered,  new  ham¬ 
lets  and  farms  had  sprung  up  around 
and  about  and  farmers  needed  imple¬ 
ments.  So  an  apprentice  was  taken  at 
the  forge.  He  would  learn  the  trade 
while  he  was  helping  with  the  work. 
Tom  Milner  was  his  name.  He  and 
Edward  became  great  friends. 

MOVED  TO  HERTFORDSHIRE 

As  Victoria  grew  older,  her  duties 
at  the  Parsonage  increased.  She  still 
helped  the  cook  and  waited  on  the 
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table,  but  in  the  afternoons  she  donned 
a  fancy  apron  and  answered  callers  at 
the  door.  She  carried  the  tea  tray  to 
the  drawing  room  when  her  mistress 
was  receiving  visitors. 

HEARD  GOSPEL  MESSAGE 

Victoria  was  just  seventeen  years 
old  when  the  Parson  accepted  a  new 
Church  in  Herefordshire.  The  Parson 
and  his  wife  didn’t  want  to  lose 
Victoria  so  they  persuaded  the  black¬ 
smith  and  his  wife  to  let  her  go  with 
them.  She  really  didn’t  want  to  go  as 
it  would  mean  a  journey  of  four  hours 
to  get  to  her  home.  She  would  not  be 
able  to  see  her  parents  and  brother — 
and  more  important  at  this  time,  Tom 
Milner.  The  Parson  said  she  could 
have  every  other  Sunday  free.  Victoria 
and  Tom  had  become  greatly  attached 
to  each  other.  Tom  had  now  finished 
his  apprenticeship  and  was  saving  as 
much  of  his  wages  as  he  could  so  he 
could  ask  the  blacksmith  for  his  daugh¬ 
ter’s  hand  in  marriage.  Nevertheless, 
Victoria  went  to  Herefordshire  with  the 
family,  Tom  hoping  to  have  enough 
savings  in  two  more  years  to  be  able  to 
speak  to  the  blacksmith.  Victoria  pro¬ 
mised  to  be  true  to  him  and  wait. 

Only  a  year  had  gone  by  when  some¬ 


thing  happened  to  change  their  lives. 
The  Parson  came  in  one  day  very 
angry  and  upset.  It  seemed  that  some 
missionaries  had  come  from  America 
and  were  in  the  neighbourhood  preach¬ 
ing.  Many  had  heard  their  message  and 
had  believed  and  been  baptised.  The 
Parson  had  lost  some  of  his  congreg¬ 
ation  and  didn’t  want  to  lose  more. 
He  sent  the  village  constable  to  farmer 
John  Benbow’s  farm  where  these  mis¬ 
sionaries  were  preaching.  He  told  him 
to  arrest  the  preachers  for  they  had 
no  licences  to  preach.  The  constable 
duly  set  forth  but  an  Elder  Woodruff 
politely  asked  him  if  he  would  wait 
until  he  had  given  the  Gospel  message 
to  the  congregation  who  were  waiting. 
The  constable  could  see  no  harm  in  it, 
so  he  seated  himself  at  the  back  of 
John  Benbow’s  barn,  for  that  was  where 
the  meeting  was  held.  But  the  words  he 
heard  stirred  his  heart.  He  believed 
them  to  be  true  and  asked  for  baptism. 
This  made  the  Parson  all  the  more 
angry  so  he  sent  his  two  Church 
clerks  to  spy.  Both  of  them  recognised 
the  truth  and  were  baptised. 

While  these  events  were  taking  place 
Victoria  was  writing  to  Tom  and  also 
to  her  parents  telling  them  all  that 
happening.  Tom  came  as  usual  on  Vic- 
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toria's  next  Sunday  free.  He  sometimes 
stayed  for  the  day,  or  sometimes  he 
borrowed  the  blacksmith’s  pony  and 
trap  and  would  set  off  early.  After  rest¬ 
ing  the  horse  awhile,  he  would  take 
Victoria  home  to  her  parents  to  stay 
until  the  following  day.  This  Sunday 
he  was  to  stay  and  he  would  join  the 
kitchen  staff  in  their  quarters  for  meals. 
He  was  curious  to  see  these  missionar¬ 
ies  and  wondered  how  their  Gospel 
differed  from  the  Wesleyans,  in  which 
faith  he  had  been  raised.  He  wanted 
to  go  to  hear  their  message,  but 
Victoria  held  back.  She  felt  she  was 
being  disloyal  to  her  master.  However, 
Tom  persuaded  her  that  there  was  no 
harm  in  going  to  hear  their  message. 

PARSON  UPSET 

What  a  memorable  experience.  One 
they  were  never  to  forget.  Elder  WilTord 
Woodruff  told  them  of  the  Gospel 
being  restored  to  the  earth  in  these 
latter  days.  The  barn  was  packed 
people  all  thirsting  for  the  message. 
Many  asked  for  baptism  at  the  close  of 
the  meeting. 

Tom  and  Victoria  walked  back  to  the 
Parsonage  talking  all  the  way  of  the 
wonderful  things  they  had  heard.  The 
Parson  was  extremely  angry  when  he 


discovered  that  they  had  been  listen¬ 
ing  to  the  foreign  preachers.  He  cried 
"Why  cannot  they  go  to  the  countries 
that  have  never  heard  the  name  of 
Jesus?  We  are  a  Christian  country.” 
Tom  pointed  out  to  him  most  politely 
that  each  man  was  free  to  listen  and 
choose  for  himself.  But  now,  the  once 
kindly  Parson,  flew  into  an  uncontroll¬ 
able  temper  and  ordered  Tom  from  the 
house  and  told  him  to  take  Victoria 
with  him  and  never  again  would  she  be 
allowed  to  return. 

Victoria  packed  her  boxes,  weeping 
as  she  did  so.  Her  mistress  and  the 
children  wept  with  her.  They  didn’t 
want  to  lose  their  beloved  Victoria 
and  pleaded  with  the  Parson  to  relent. 
But  still  in  a  black  rage  he  would  not 
even  listen.  It  was  a  saddened  Victoria 
who  went  back  with  Tom  to  her  parents. 

The  blacksmith  was  most  indignant 
that  his  daughter  had  been  so  rudely 
dismissed,  but  he  was  also  apprehen¬ 
sive  that  Tom  and  Victoria  were  so 
full  of  this  new  Gospel  mesage.  "We 
have  our  Bible,"  he  said.  "We  want  no 
more.” 

At  this  point  Grannie  saw  the  last  of 
the  listening  children,  William,  fall  a- 
sleep  after  valiantly  trying  to  keep  his 
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eyes  open.  She  would  let  them  stay 
until  their  mother  returned  from  Re¬ 
lief  Society,  then,  full  of  sleep,  they 
would  be  lovingly  bundled  into  their 
night  clothes  and  into  bed. 

Grannie  rocked  herself  slowly,  the 
rest  of  the  story  unfolded  itself  in 
her  mind. 

MESSAGE  IMPRESSED 

Tom  Milner  could  not  forget  the 
message  he  had  heard  at  the  Benbow 
farm.  He,  with  Victoria  and  her  family, 
had  many  discussions  concerning  it. 

As  soon  as  he  could,  Tom  returned 
to  the  neighbourhood  where  he  again 
spoke  to  the  missionaries  and  to  con¬ 
verts.  Before  returning  home,  he  was 
baptised.  He  taught  Victoria  and  her 
family  all  he  could  of  the  restored 
Gospel.  After  two  months  had  gone  by, 
travelling  missionaries  in  response  to 
Tom’s  request,  called  at  the  forge.  They 
found  the  family  and  friends  willing 
and  eager  to  listen  to  their  message. 

The  blacksmith  and  his  family  em¬ 
braced  the  Gospel.  Tom  was  tireless  in 
his  efforts  to  spread  the  good  word  and 
work.  One  morning  in  early  spring  of 
1846  having  the  blessing  of  the  black¬ 
smith,  Victoria  and  Tom  were  married 


in  the  little  village  Church  where  Vict¬ 
oria  had  previously  worshipped.  Their 
thoughts  must  have  gone  out  to  the 
village  nearby  and  to  the  family  she 
had  worked  for  and  had  parted  from  so 
sadly.  Victoria  wore  a  dress  and  bonnet 
and  cape  that  Mama  had  made  for  her. 
The  dress  was  of  wool,  brown  with 
three  flounces  each  edged  with  blue 
velvet  ribbon,  her  cape  was  brown  with 
blue  embroidery,  her  bonnet  was  trimm¬ 
ed  with  forget-me-nots,  a  blue  velvet 
ribbon  met  under  her  chin  and  tied  in 
a  bow. 

SAILED  FOR  AMERICA 

A  few  weeks  later  Tom  and  Victoria 
left  the  village  and  their  loved  ones 
and  journeyed  to  Liverpool  where  they 
stayed  with  members  of  the  Church 
until  one  day  in  June  they  boarded 
the  ship  "Britannia”  to  go  to  America 
to  help  with  the  building  of  Zion. 

The  journey  took  a  month  and  must 
have  been  uneventful  as  only  little 
mention  was  made  of  this  in  Victoria’s 
diary.  They  arrived  in  New  York  and 
then  journeyed  to  Iowa  City  with  the 
other  Saints.  This  was  the  centre  of 
the  gathering  for  the  journey  across 
the  plains  to  the  Salt  Lake  Valley. 

Here  they  tarried  awhile  to  make 
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preparations.  Plans  were  made  by  the 
authorities  that  were  to  serve  them 
well.  Seeds  of  all  kinds  had  to  be 
carried  and  tools  packed  to  cultivate 
land  on  the  journey.  This  was  to  pro¬ 
vide  food  for  the  Saints  who  would 
follow.  Captains  were  appointed  to  be 
in  charge  of  parties.  Guards  were 
chosen.  Their  hours  of  duty  were  such 
that  at  all  times  they  should  be  on  the 
alert  for  attacking  Indians. 

READY  FOR  OVERLAND  TREK 

Tom  and  Victoria  were  fortunate  to 
obtain  a  wagon.  Tom’s  knowledge  of 
horses  and  the  ability  to  repair  wagon 
wheels  made  him  a  valuable  member 
of  the  party.  He  had  with  him  all  the 
tools  of  his  trade.  Victoria  had  few 
possessions.  She  had  linen  goods  that 
had  been  obtained  in  preparation  for 
her  marriage  and  Mama  had  given  her 
lengths  of  material  together  with  the 
trimmings  to  enable  her  to  make  her 
clothes  when  she  reached  her  destin¬ 
ation.  Foodstuffs,  such  as  flour  and  salt 
were  taken  and  the  necessary  pots  to 
use  for  cooking.  This  was  all  so  far 
removed  from  the  life  Victoria  had 
known  at  her  home  and  at  the  Parson¬ 
age.  Nevertheless,  Victoria  made  the 
best  of  what  she  had. 

The  journey  was  long.  Many  were 


sick  and  headquarters  were  established 
on  the  way  that  took  care  of  the  sick 
until  they  were  well  enough  to  join 
another  party  of  the  pioneers. 

They  had  several  skirmishes  with  the 
Indians  but  because  of  the  constant 
guard  no  serious  damage  was  caused. 
Victoria  did  not  comment  too  much  on 
the  journey  but  said  that  they  were  all 
thankful  for  the  Sabbath  when  a  halt 
was  called  and  the  day  spent  in  prais¬ 
ing  the  Lord.  Each  evening  they 
repaired  any  damage  to  the  wagons 
and  the  Saints  would  sing  and  be 
happy  and  take  encouragement  from 
one  another. 

They  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  in 
July  1847  and  great  was  the  rejoicing. 
Thanks  and  gratitude  were  expressed 
to  the  Lord  for  their  safe  arrival.  Then 
work  was  started  in  earnest. 

RECALLED  LETTERS 

Grannie  recalled  the  letters  that 
were  sent  home  to  England. 

The  originals  were  now  no  more  but 
copies  had  been  made  and  were  trea¬ 
sured  by  their  descendants. 

Dear  Mama  and  Papa  and  Edward, 

We  have  arrived  in  safety  in  the  Salt 
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Lake  Valley,  thanking  God.  Everyone  is 
busy  preparing  the  land,  ready  for 
planting  seeds.  Streams  have  been 
dammed  to  irrigate  the  land.  Tom  is 
anxious  to  build  us  a  home  before 
winter  so  he  chops  trees  in  his  spare 
time.  I  help  all  I  can,  my  hands  would 
not  now  be  suitable  for  sewing  fine 
linen. 

This  is  a  beautiful  valley.  President 
Brigham  Young  wants  to  make  a  fine 
city  here  with  wide  straight  roads. 

ANOTHER  LETTER 

Dear  Mama,  Papa  and  Edward, 

It  was  good  to  hear  from  you  after 
such  a  long  time.  Soon  there  will  be 
improvements  in  the  letter  carrying  so 
we  can  hear  from  each  other  more 
often. 

We  now  have  our  house.  It  is  made 
with  logs  and  has  three  rooms.  The 
brethren  help  one  another.  We  had 
help  and  when  the  house  was  complet¬ 
ed,  Tom  helped  others  to  build.  Houses 
are  springing  up  in  every  direction. 
When  there  is  time,  Tom  with  the  help 
of  others,  will  build  a  forge  as  he  has 
much  work  to  do  with  making  farming 
implements. 

Plans  are  going  on  for  building  a 
temple.  Brethren  will  give  their  time 
to  it  every  tenth  day. 


We  are  happy.  Our  only  regret  is 
that  we  have  left  our  loved  ones  be¬ 
hind.  Tom  says  to  tell  you  that  should 
you  care  to  make  the  journey  to  join 
us,  the  way  is  much  improved  now  and 
you  are  greatly  needed  here  to  assist 
in  the  building  of  a  fine  city  and  of  a 
temple. 

EDWARD  TO  JOIN  THEM 

Dear  Mama  and  Papa  and  Edward, 

We  are  overjoyed  with  the  news  that 
Edward  is  to  join  us.  Tom  says  to  tell 
him  that  the  new  forge  is  very  large, 
with  plenty  of  room  for  him  as  a  part¬ 
ner. 

I  am  happy  to  tell  you  that  by  the 
time  Edward  joins  us,  there  will  be  a 
nephew  or  niece  to  greet  him,  also. 
Dear  Mama,  I  wish  you  were  here 
more  than  ever.  The  good  sisters  of  Re¬ 
lief  Society  will  help  all  they  can,  I 
know.  My  neighbour  is  a  Sister  Jones 
from  Wales.  She  is  a  sweet,  kind  soul 
and  will  come  to  attend  to  me. 

Tom  and  I  have  made  plans  for  our 
child.  If  he  be  a  son,  he  shall  be  named 
William  for  Papa,  if  a  daughter,  then 
Hannah  for  you,  Mama.

Harry  W.  J.  Jones  comes  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Stake  Patriarch  well  known  and 
well  loved  throughout  the  Midlands 
area,  having  served  as  2nd  Counsellor 
to  Pres  Dunyon  and  Pres  Cannon  in  the 
Central  British  Mission.  Together  with 
his  wife  Gladys  and  their  children,  Jill 


and  Terry,  they  joined  the  Church  in 
Worcester  in  1952  and  have  been 
actively  engaged  ever  since.

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Let  us  read  the  words  of 
the  Saviour  as  recorded 
in  the  eighth  chapter  of 
the  Gospel  according  to  St. 
John:  "...  If  ye  continue  in  my 
word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples 
indeed:  “And  ye  shall  know  the 
truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free.”  (John  8:31-32.) 

And  again  in  the  17th  chapter 
of  John,  He  said: 


“And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they 
might  know  thee,  the  only  true  God, 
and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast 
sent.”  (Ibid.,  17:3.) 

The  first  scripture  quoted  is  a 
promise  that  if  we  continue  in  His 
word  we  shall  know  the  truth  and  gain 
freedom:  and  the  second,  that  it  is  life 
eternal  to  know  God.  Each  of  these 
scriptures  envisions  and  requires  an 
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‘The  world  is  too  dangerous  for  anything  but  truth, 
and  too  small  for  anything  but  brotherhood.’ 


eternal  quest;  because  gaining  a  com¬ 
plete  knowledge  of  truth,  or  of  God,  is 
an  infinite  undertaking. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  stated  that 
we  live  in  tremendous  times — we  live 
in  the  most  significant  period  in  the 
records  of  the  human  race.  This  is  con¬ 
firmed  by  our  best  scholars  through¬ 
out  the  world,  as  they  review  for  us 
the  historic  evolutions,  revolutions,  and 
reformations  of  the  past.  Civilised 
people  everywhere  are  becoming 
aware  of  the  ever-expanding  com¬ 
plexity  of  our  civilisation  and  of  the 
almost  miraculous  advancement  and 
improvement  in  the  fields  of  travel  and 
communication,  not  only  on  an  inter¬ 
national  but  on  an  interplanetary  basis. 
This  knowledge  causes  us  to  refer  to 
our  time  and  our  accomplishments  as, 
in  modern  vernacular,  “out  of  this 
world.1'  That  phrase  becomes  almost 
literal. 

In  the  midst  of  the  rapid  and 
unprecedented  advance  and  discovery 
in  many  branches  of  science,  we  ask 
you,  is  it  not  reasonable  to  expect 
some  new  activity,  some  new  thought, 
some  new  revelation  in  the  most 
important  dimension  of  human  life  — 
the  spiritual  dimension? 

A.  Paul  Davis  tells  us,  “The  world  is 
too  dangerous  for  anything  but  truth 
and  too  small  for  anything  but  brother¬ 


hood.”  There  must  be  social,  moral, 
and  spiritual  solidarity  in  a  world  which 
is  in  hourly  danger  of  extinction  by 
bombs,  missiles,  and  atomic  fallout. 

Many  people,  including  some 
students  and  scholars,  are  unaware  of 
the  fact  that  also  in  the  fields  of 
theology  and  religion  there  have  been 
revolutionary  changes  of  thought,  and 
they  are  of  even  greater  consequence 
— greater  because  this  area  embraces 
all  other  fields  of  interest  and  activity. 

The  most  intriguing  and  significant 
aspect  of  a  man’s  search  for  truth  is 
his  continuing  and  compelling  attempt 
to  explain  himself  and  his  relation  to 
the  universe  which  envelops  him,  to 
find  the  cause  behind  the  phenomena 
of  life.  The  questions  of  whence  and 
why  and  whither  have  persisted 
through  the  ages. 

Any  open-minded  search  for  truth 
requires  courage,  constancy,  and 
humility.  To  quote  an  ancient  prayer: 

“From  the  cowardice  that  shrinks 
from  new  truth, 

From  the  laziness  that  is  content 
with  half  truth, 

From  the  arrogence  that  thinks  it 
knows  all  truth, 

O  God  of  truth,  deliver  us.” 

Any  thoughtful,  prayerful  search  for 
and  that  He  is  a  person,  that  His  glory 
is  intelligence,  and  that  He  has  a  will, 
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a  purpose,  and  a  plan  in  creating  the 
universe  and  providing  for  man's  earth 
life. 

God  is  more  than  personality  as  we 
know  it;  He  is  that  in  perfect  degree 
which  our  best  is  in  imperfect  degree. 
To  have  faith  in  a  personal  God,  who 
can  be  referred  to  as  “Father”  gives 
man  a  sense  of  dignity  and  holds 
before  him  an  ideal  toward  which  to 
strive.  Continuing  in  that  faith  one 
gets  progressive  answers  to  the  dis¬ 
turbing  questions  of  source,  purpose, 
and  destiny. 

In  Bible  times,  the  prophets  were  the 
leaders  of  thought.  In  a  sense  they 
were  the  spiritual  scientists  who 
tapped  the  inexhaustible  reservoirs  of 
truth  through  the  simple  media  of 
of  direct  revelation  from  God. 

True  religion  is  a  vital  function  in 
human  living,  and  its  teachers  and 
disciples  should  seek,  understand,  and 
advocate  revealed  truth.  This  truth 
demands  our  allegiance  and  will  lead 
men  to  the  promised  freedom. 

If  religion  is  to  keep  pace  with  other 
human  interests  and  refute  the  false 
charges  of  communism  that  there  is 
no  God,  that  Christ  is  a  myth,  that 
religion  is  an  opiate,  we  must  re¬ 
examine  our  prescribed  beliefs  as  set 
forth  in  formulated  creeds;  we  must 
compare  our  organisations  and  pro¬ 


cedures  and  our  theology  with  the 
teachings  of  the  Holy  Bible.  Let  us 
seek  to  find  a  church  with  an  organi¬ 
sation  that  is  identical  with  that  set 
up  in  the  New  Testament. 

And  in  our  search  for  truth,  we  must 
purge  ourselves  of  prejudice,  for  that 
closes  the  mind.  Prejudice  has  been 
defined  as  a  “vagrant  opinion  without 
visable  means  of  support.”  Let  us 
return  then  to  a  prayerful  study  of  the 
Old  and  the  New  Testament,  and  have 
faith  in  the  God  of  the  Holy  Bible  who 
was  known  to  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Jacob  as  Jehovah,  and  to  Peter,  John 
and  Paul  as  the  Messiah.  Such  a  study 
will  reveal  that  God  is  not  a  sovereign 
autocrat,  but  a  loving,  personal  Father. 
This  belief  in  the  universal  Fatherhood 
of  God  forms  the  basis  tor  our  faith 
in  the  universal  brotherhood  of  man. 

Our  friends  no  doubt  ask  what  is 
the  Mormon  creed.  Although  we 
announce  no  formal  creed,  the  founder 
and  first  president  of  the  Church  did 
set  forth  as  an  epitome  of  the  tenets 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  thirteen  concise 
statements  known  as  the  Articles  of 
Faith.  These  include  fundamental  and 
characteristic  Gospel  doctrine  as 
taught  by  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  former  days.  The  first  of  these 
articles  declares: 
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Theology  may  be  only  dictation, 
but  religion  requires  action. 


“We  believe  in  God,  the  Eternal 
Father,  and  in  His  son,  Jesus  Christ, 
and  in  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

That  statement  should  reassure 
some  of  our  friends  who  have 
wondered  whether  or  not  the  Mormons 
are  Christians. 

That  these  articles  are  not,  and  were 
not  intended  to  be,  a  complete  and 
final  exposition  of  beliefs  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  we  receive  and  expect 
continued  revelation.  In  fact,  we  say  in 
another  Article  of  Faith: 

"We  believe  all  that  God  has  re¬ 
vealed,  all  that  He  does  now  reveal,  and 
we  believe  that  He  will  yet  reveal 
many  great  and  important  things  per¬ 
taining  to  the  Kindom  of  God.”  (Ninth 
Article  of  Faith). 

These  articles  are  authoritative;  how¬ 
ever,  they  form  but  an  outline  for  the 
study  of  the  theology  of  the  Church. 

Theology  as  a  science  has  been 
defined  as  that  branch  of  classified 
knowledge  which  deals  with  God  and 
man,  their  relationship  and  the  co¬ 
operative  purpose.  While  theology  may 
appeal  primarily  with  the  mtellect, 
religion  touches  the  heart,  and  it  in¬ 
spires  men  to  live  in  accordance  with 
the  knowledge  gained. 

Theology  may  be  only  diction,  but 
religion  requires  action.  Religion  is 
man’s  endeavour  to  adapt  himself  to 


the  facts  of  existence  as  revealed  by 
the  Author  and  Creator  of  all  that  is. 
It  differs  from  other  such  endeavours 
in  that  it  seeks  the  adaptation  of  the 
whole  of  life  to  ultimate  facts. 

Now,  as  God  is  the  fountain  of  truth 
and  knowledge,  the  source  of  wisdom, 
and  as  theology  and  religion  are  pri¬ 
marily  concerned  with  the  existence 
of  and  our  relationship  to  Deity,  does 
it  not  seem  obvious  that  this  combined 
subject,  theology  and  religion,  when 
accurately  defined  and  understood,  is 
the  queen  of  all  the  sciences?  It 
embraces  all  truth  and  therefore  in¬ 
cludes  all  other  sciences. 

It  deals  with  man’s  origin,  purpose, 
and  destiny,  with  the  principles 
governing  the  creation  of  worlds,  with 
God’s  eternal  laws  which  are  often 
called  the  laws  of  nature.  God  Himself 
has  from  the  beginning  been  the  Great 
Scientist,  and  He  has  taught  men  by 
personal  manifestations  as  well  as  by 
ministration  of  His  appointed  servants. 

But  here  as  elsewhere,  when  the 
student  comes  to  the  edge  of  know¬ 
ledge,  he  must  lean  on  faith  and  con¬ 
tinue  his  quest.  He  must  “trust  the 
soul’s  invincible  surmise,”  as  did 
Columbus.  If  science  is  built  upon 
facts,  its  architect  is  faith. 

As  Dr.  Talmage  has  eloquently  said, 
“Though  the  veil  of  mortality  with  all 
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its  obscurity  may  shut  the  light  of  the 
divine  presence  from  the  sinful  heart, 
that  separating  curtain  may  be  drawn 
aside  and  a  heavenly  light  may  shine 
into  the  righteous  soul.  By  the  listening 
ear  attuned  to  the  celestial  music,  the 
voice  of  God  has  been  heard  declaring 
His  personality  and  will;  to  the  eye 
that  is  freed  from  the  moats  and 
beams  of  sin,  single  in  its  search  after 
truth,  the  hand  of  God  has  been  made 
visable;  within  the  soul  properly  puri¬ 
fied  by  devotion  and  humility,  the  mind 
of  God  has  been  revealed.” 

The  honest  investigator  must  be 
prepared  to  follow  wherever  the  search 
of  truth  may  lead.  Truth  is  often  found 
in  the  most  unexpected  places.  He 
must,  with  fearless  and  open  mind 
‘‘insist  that  facts  are  far  more 
important  than  any  cherished,  mistaken 
beliefs,  no  matter  how  unpleasant  the 
facts  or  how  delightful  the  beliefs.” 

Quoting  Lowell: 

“New  occasions  teach  new  duties; 

Time  makes  ancient  good  uncouth; 

They  must  upward  still,  and  on¬ 
ward,  who  would  keep  abreast  of 

Truth:” 

As  God  is  our  Father  and  the 
source  of  all  truth,  as  we  are  all  pri¬ 
marily  interested  in  attaining  eternal 
life  and  as  it  is  eternal  life  to  know 
Him,  surely  an  open-minded  and 


courageous  study  of  Him  and  His 
divine  plan  with  respect  to  our  salva¬ 
tion  will  be  the  most  interesting  and 
permanently  rewarding  of  all  ventures 
into  the  vast  realms  which  invite  man’s 
questing  spirit.  It  was  doubtless  a  con¬ 
templation  of  this  majestic  theme  that 
gave  us  the  rhapsody  recorded  in 
John.  He  said: 

“Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of 
God,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what 
we  shall  be:  but  we  know  that,  when 
he  shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like  him; 
for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.”  (1  John 
3:2.) 

The  restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
which  we  proclaim,  when  understood 
and  accepted,  will  unite  all  men  in  a 
common  cause,  and  then  only  will  all 
new  scientific  discoveries  be  utilised 
for  the  benefit  of  mankind  Then  we 
shall  have  peace.  A  knowledge  of 
truth  will  help  men  to  be  free,  whether 
it  come  by  direct  revelation  as  in  the 
case  of  the  prophets,  from  the  written 
word  of  God  as  recorded  in  the  scrip¬ 
tures,  revealed  as  a  result  of 
research  in  the  laboratory,  in  the 
flight  of  the  astronaut  as  he  circles  the 
globe,  or  as  revealed  to  a  prayerful 
youth  upon  his  knees  in  the  sanctuary 
of  a  grove.

We  live  in  a  world  of  fear 
today.  Fear  seems  to  be 
almost  everywhere  pre¬ 
sent.  But  there  is  no  place  for 
fear  among  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  among  men  and  women 
who  keep  the  commandments, 
who  place  their  trust  in  the 
Almighty,  who  are  not  afraid  to 
get  down  on  their  knees  and 
pray  to  our  Heavenly  Father. 

I  remember  an  incident  in  the 
life  of  the  prophet  Joseph.  God 
bless  his  memory!  He  had  been 
persecuted  with  his  people,  driven, 
and  at  this  particular  time  he  was 


in  Liberty  Jail,  incarcerated  upon 
trumped-up  charges.  Finally,  when 
it  seemed  as  though  he  could  stand 
it  no  longer,  he  cried  out  in  the 
anguish  of  his  soul,  as  recorded  in 
the  121st  section: 

"O  God,  where  art  thou?  And  where 
is  the  pavilion  that  covereth  thy  hiding 
place? 

“How  long  shall  thy  hand  be  stayed, 
and  thine  eye,  yea  thy  pure  eye,  behold 
from  the  eternal  heavens  the  wrongs 
of  thy  people  and  of  thy  servants,  and 
thine  ear  be  penetrated  with  their 
cries?  (D&C  121:1—2.)

And  you  will  recall,  the  word  came 
back  to  him: 

“My  son,  peace  be  unto  thy  soul; 
thine  adversity  and  thine  afflictions 
shall  be  but  a  small  moment; 

“And  then,  if  thou  endure  it  well, 

God  shall  exalt  thee  on  high;  thou 
shalt  triumph  over  thy  foes."  (Ibid., 
121:7-8.) 

Then  the  Lord  pointed  out  to  this 
great  man,  this  prophet  of  God,  that 
all  these  things  had  been  given  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  experience,  of 
helping  to  build  him  for  the  great 
responsibilities  that  lay  ahead  of  him. 
How  sweet  and  reassuring  are  the 


words  of  the  Lord  on  that  memorable 
occasion  as  he  counselled: 

"...  know  thou,  my  son,  that  all 
these  things  shall  give  thee  experience, 
and  shall  be  for  thy  good. 

"...  therefore,  fear  not  what  man 
can  do,  for  God  shall  be  with  you  for¬ 
ever  and  ever.”  (Ibid.,  122:7,9.) 

The  Lord,  speaking  to  His  sons  of 
this  dispensation  and  the  membership 
of  his  Church,  gave  the  following 
admonition  in  another  revelation: 

“Fear  not  to  do  good,  my  sons,  for 
whatsoever  ye  sow,  that  shall  ye  also 
reap;  therefore,  if  ye  sow  good  ye  shall 
also  reap  good  for  your  reward. 

“Therefore,  fear  not,  little  flock;  do 
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good;  let  earth  and  hell  combine 
against  you,  for  if  ye  are  built  upon  my 
rock,  they  cannot  prevail. 

"...  perform  with  soberness  the 
work  which  I  have  commanded  you. 

“Look  unto  me  in  every  thought; 
doubt  not,  fear  not.”  (Ibid.,  6:33-36.) 

You  will  also  recall  the  admonition 
He  gave  to  the  early  disciples  of  this 
dispensation,  recorded  in  the  Lord’s 
preface  to  the  Book  of  Command¬ 
ments,  the  first  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants: 

“And  they  shall  go  forth  and  none 
shall  stay  them,  for  I  the  Lord  have 
commanded  them.”  (Ibid.,  1:5.) 

So  among  the  Latter-day  Saints, 
particularly,  there  should  be  no  fears, 
even  in  a  world  where  many  people 
are  concerned  about  atom  bombs,  the 
hydrogen  bomb;  where  many  are  fear¬ 
ing  Communism  and  some  are  talking 
fearfully  of  a  depression.  There  need 
be  no  fear  in  the  hearts  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

People  who  live  the  gospel,  who 
keep  the  commandments,  who  trust  in 
God  and  do  that  which  is  right,  need 
never  fear  because  God  speaks  peace 
to  the  honest  in  heart  through  His 
Spirit.  Said  the  Lord  in  the  11th  section 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants: 

“And  now.  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 


thee,  put  your  trust  in  that  Spirit  which 
leadeth  to  do  good-yea,  to  do  justly 
.  .  .  to  judge  righteously;  and  this  is 
my  Spirit.  (Ibid.  11:12.) 

On  another  occasion  the  Lord 
declared: 

"The  weak  things  of  the  world  shall 
come  forth  and  break  down  the  mighty 
and  strong  ones,  that  man  should  not 
counsel  his  fellow  man,  neither  trust 
in  the  arm  of  flesh."  (Ibid.,  1:19; 
bold  added.) 

Our  Heavenly  Father  is  continually 
mindful  of  us.  It  is  His  “work  and 
glory"  to  make  the  exaltation  of  man 
possible.  The  course  which  He  has  out¬ 
lined  is  simple,  yet  able  to  make  men’s 
stature  reflect  confident  living  free 
from  fear.  Hear  His  words: 

“Let  him  trust  in  me  and  he  shall 
not  be  confounded  ...”  (Ibid.,  84ri  1 6.) 

There  may  come  persecution;  there 
may  come  opposition;  there  may  come 
reverses;  there  may  come  criticism 
and  misrepresentation.  Our  motives 
may  be  questioned.  We  may  be 
attacked.  But  if  we  place  our  trust  in 
the  Almighty  and  do  that  which  is 
right,  there  will  come  an  inner 
assurance,  an  inner  calm,  a  peace  that 
will  bring  joy  and  happiness  to  our 
souls. 


look  unto  me  in  ever 
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here  was  a  little  band  of 
struggling  people  in  Har¬ 
mony,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1829.  There  was  not  yet  a 
a  Church;  there  was  not  yet  a 
published  Book  of  Mormon. 

There  was  a  man  with  a  story, 
and  the  Spirit  of  God  moved 
upon  them  and  bore  witness  that 
he  was  telling  the  truth,  and  so 
they  rallied  to  him  and  gave  him 
their  allegiance  and  asked  him 
what  they  must  now  do. 

The  answers  he  gave  them  were 
the  answers  which  made  possible 
for  them  the  greatest  gift  of  God 
to  man — happiness  here,  quiet 


conscience,  truth,  and  eternal 
opportunities  for  creative  expres¬ 
sion  ultimately  in  the  kingdom  of 
God  with  our  Heavenly  Father. 

To  this  struggling  little  band,  beset 
and  sore  tried,  and  I  am  sure  some  of 
them  seriously  concerned,  came  these 
words: 

"Fear  not  to  do  good,  my  sons,  for 
whatsoever  ye  sow,  that  shall  ye  also 
reap;  therefore,  if  ye  sow  good  ye  shall 
also  reap  good  for  your  reward. 

"Therefore,  fear  not,  little  flock;  do 
good;  let  earth  and  hell  combine 
against  you,  for  if  ye  are  built  upon 
my  rock,  they  cannot  prevail."  (D&C 
6:33-34.) 

In  1831  there  was  a  Church  and  a 


by  Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks,  Assistant  to  the  Twelve 
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published  Book  of  Mormon,  an  organi¬ 
sation  with  officers,  but  the  little 
Church  was  in  its  formative  period. 
There  was  imposition.  There  was 
already  serious  mobbing.  There  was 
disbelief  and  great  antagonism. 

In  that  day  to  his  people,  through 
the  Prophet,  the  Lord  said: 

“Wherefore,  be  cf  good  cheer,  and 
do  not  fear,  for  I  the  Lord  am  with 
you,  and  will  stand  by  you;  and  ye 
shall  bear  record  of  me,  even  Jesus 
Christ,  that  I  am  the  Son  of  the  living 
God,  that  I  was,  that  I  am,  and  that  I 
am  to  come.”  (Ibid.,  68:6.) 

Through  all  the  books  of  recorded 
revelations  of  God  to  man,  one  may 
read  again  and  again  the  marvellous 
message  of  fearlessness,  of  faith,  of 
courage,  of  testimony,  of  a  sound, 
strong  mind.  The  words  of  Paul  to 
Timothy,  his  son  in  the  Gospel,  give 
strength  and  courage  and  ought  to  lay 
foundations  for  us  to  stand  up  where 
we  are  and  bear  our  own  witness  of 
faith  and  not  of  fear. 

Said  Paul  to  Timothy,  as  well  you 
know,  “For  God  has  not  given  us  the 


spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power,  and  of 
love,  and  of  a  sound  mind.”  (2  Tim. 
1:7.) 

Out  of  the  ancient  record  words  well 
know,  again  to  all  of  you,  words  of  faith 
and  assurance:  "Yea,  though  I  walk 
through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of 
death,  I  will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art 
with  me;  ..."  (Psalm  23:4). 

Through  all  the  dealings  of  God  with 
man  there  have  been  trials  and 
troubles  and  afflictions  and  impositions 
and  apprehensions,  and  there  have 
been  the  repeated  assurances  of  God 
to  Man  that  he  should  be  of  courage 
and  not  fear. 

There  is  one  other  citation  in  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  which  I 
would  note,  and  one  from  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  The  section  known  as  thirty- 
eight  has  in  it  some  of  the  great 
literature  of  the  restoration,  in 
my  estimation,  and  among  the  state¬ 
ments  of  faith  and  assurance  God  gave 
us  this  magnificent,  simple  and  won¬ 
derful  one:”  ...  if  ye  are  prepared 
ye  shall  not  fear."  (D&C  38:30.) 

Alma,  teaching  the  people  out  of  his 
own  experience,  and  some  of  it  had

been  less  than  admirable  in  his  youth, 
answered  in  a  most  marvellous  way 
what  the  preparation  is  that  we  must 
have  if  we  are  to  stand  without  fear. 
In  the  fifth  chapter  of  the  book  of 
Alma  are  these  wonderful  words,  and 
they  are  written  (spoken  in  their  time) 
to  those  who  had  once  experienced  a 
change  of  heart. 

Alma’s  question  to  them  is"  ...  if 
you  have  experienced  a  change  of 
heart,  and  if  you  have  felt  to  sing  the 
song  of  redeeming  love,  I  would  ask, 
can  you  feel  so  now?  And  then  these 
questions: 

“Have  ye  walked,  keeping  yourselves 
blameless  before  God?  Could  ye  say, 
if  ye  were  called  to  die  at  this  time, 
within  yourselves,  that  ye  have  been 
sufficiently  humble?”  .  .  . 

“Behold,  are  ye  stripped  of  pride? 
I  say  unto  you,  if  ye  are  not  ye  are  not 
prepared  to  meet  God.  Behold  ye  must 
prepare  quickly;  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  soon  at  hand,  and  such  an 
one  hath  not  eternal  life. 

“Behold,  I  say,  is  there  one  among 
you  who  is  not  stripped  of  envy?  I 


say  unto  you  that  such  an  one  is  not 
prepared;  .  .  . 

“  ...  is  there  one  among  you  that 
doth  make  a  mock  of  his  brother,  or 
that  heapeth  upon  him  persecutions? 

“Wo  unto  such  an  one,  for  he  is 
not  prepared,  ...”  (Alma  5:26-31). 

The  Lord  has  given  us  in  his  great 
goodness  and  gracmusness  a  founda¬ 
tion  of  firmness  upon  which  we  may 
stand,  if  we  will,  without  fear,  but  with 
faith,  based  on  preparation,  a  prepara¬ 
tion  which  He,  through  His  prophets, 
has  clearly  spelled  out. 

If  you  have  had  a  testimony  of  the 
gospel,  if  you  have  felt  in  your  heart 
this  great  stirring,  moving,  satisfying 
love  of  God,  do  you  have  it  now?  Are 
you  obedient?  Do  you  keep  the  com¬ 
mandments  of  God? 

He  talked  of  humility  and  of  faith¬ 
fulness.  He  talked  of  weeding  out  of 
our  lives  pride  and  envy,  persecutions 
and  mockery.  I  offer  these  simple 
suggestions — over-simplified  and  only 
in  headline — as  to  what  we  may  do  to 
have  faith  and  weed  out  fear.

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“Brother  Jones,  we’re  your 
new  Home  Teachers  from  the 
Brighthorpe  Ward.  My  name  is 
David  Jackson,  and  this  is  my 
young  companion  Peter  Thom¬ 
son. 

“May  we  come  in  and  speak 
with  you  for  a  while.  Thank  you. 

“Brother  Jones,  we  are  on  a 
special  assignment  from  the 
Stake  President  ...” 

So  the  first  step  in  a  new  and 
exciting  London  Stake  programme 
is  taken  by  our  two  Home  Teachers, 
Elder  Jackson  and  Deacon  Peter 
Thomson,  calling  at  the  door  of  an 
inactive  brother  in  the  Adult 
Aaronic  Priesthood. 

We  call  it  a  new  programme,  for 
although  the  idea  of  working  with  in¬ 
active  and  semi-active  brethren  is 
almost  as  old  as  the  Church  itself,  a 
new  approach  has  been  made  to  the 
method  of  re-activation  by  the  London 
Stake  Adult  Aaronic  Priesthood  Com¬ 
mittee — headed  up  by  the  Stake  Presi¬ 
dent's  1st  Counsellor  Donald 
Hemingway. 

And  we  call  it  exciting,  for  although 
it  has  been  in  action  for  only  a  few 
weeks,  already  the  results  show  that 
our  inactive  brethren  CAN  be  brought 
back  into  the  Church — using  the  right 
approach  and  maintaining  the  right 
attitude  and  pressure. 

The  idea  is  based  around  an  inten¬ 
sive  14-week  Home  Teaching  campaign. 

And  before  anyone  says,  "Oh,  that's 
impossible  for  us.  We  couldn't  involve 
our  Wards  in  a  14-week  programme," 
consider  the  end  result  .  .  .  and  then 


ask  yourselves  again,  "Is  the  pro¬ 
gramme  worthwhile?" 

In  fact,  the  Home  Teachers  are  the 
KEY  to  the  whole  programme.  With¬ 
out  their  continued  support  and 
activity,  the  re-activation  schedule 
would  be  broken  and  the  programme 
would  grind  to  a  halt. 

BUT  IT  WORKS  .  .  . 


“Brother  Jones,  we  understand  from 
Bishop  Smith  that  you  were  baptised 
into  the  Church  about  three  years  ago 
and  that  although  you  were  active 
when  you  first  joined,  you  have  been 
finding  it  very  difficult  to  get  to  Church 
during  the  past  couple  of  years. 

"We  believe  that  you  were  ordained 
to  the  office  of  a  Teacher  in  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood. 

"We  would  like  to  try  and  help  you 
overcome  your  problems,  Brother 
Jones,  and  in  five  weeks  time  we  will 
be  starting  a  six-week  series  of 
seminar  lessons  held  one  night  during 
the  week  in  the  home  of  Brother 
Atkinson. 

"We  are  inviting  seven  or  eight 
brethen,  just  like  yourself,  and  their 
wives  to  attend  the  seminar  in  the 
homely  surroundings  of  Brother 
Atkinson’s  lounge. 

“We  would  like  to  challenge  you  to 
make  the  effort  to  attend  this  seminar 
with  your  wife  on  the  Friday  evening. 
We  don’t  want  you  to  give  us  your 
answer  now  .  .  .'but  we  would  like  to 
leave  with  you  this  little  pamphlet 
entitled,  ‘Can  we  help  YOU?’ 

We  would  like  to  ask  you  to  read 
it  through,  and  talk  about  it  with  your 
wife  and  your  family.

“There  are  five  little  lessons  inside 
the  pamphlet,  and  each  one  answers 
a  question  which  we  are  sure  has 
come  into  your  mind  at  sometime 
during  your  membership  in  the  Church 
and  has  bothered  you.” 


One  of  the  problems  which  we  had 
to  face  in  the  London  Stake  was  the 
fact  that  many  of  our  Adult  Aaronic 
brethen  who  had  become  inactive 
found  it  difficult  to  talk  about  the 
Gospel  with  their  Home  Teachers.  They 
were  embarrassed  by  a  discussion 
about  God,  and  they  didn't  want  to 
kneel  in  prayer. 

We  felt  that  if  our  Re-activation 
Programme  was  to  work,  then  the  first 
move  was  to  re-light  the  spark  of 
Gospel  thinking,  Gospel  talking,  Gospel 
praying  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
Adult  Aaronic. 

No  blatant  .  .  .  “Brother  Jones,  we’re 
holding  a  Priesthood  Seminar  for  you 
and  all  the  other  inactive  brethen  in 
five  weeks  time,  how  about  coming  .  .  . 

This  would  be  the  wrong  approach — 
and  the  wrong  attitude. 

No — we  wanted  to  quicken  their 
spirits  once  more  with  genuine  Gospel 
discussions  in  their  homes. 


“Perhaps,  Brother  Jones,  we  could 
talk  about  the  first  of  these  mini¬ 
lessons  this  evening?  It’s  entitled 
‘Why  Bother  With  Me?’ 

“As  we  visit  many  of  our  families, 
we  find  that  the  father  of  the  family, 
who  has  been  inactive  for  a  number  of 


years,  will  often  ask  us,  ‘But  why 
bother  calling  on  me  .  .  why  do  you 

continue  to  visit  my  home  .  .  .  surely 
there  are  others  who  need  your  help 
more  than  I  uo.’ 

“And,  Brother  Jones,  our  answer  is 
always  the  same  ...  we  bother  be¬ 
cause  you  ARE  our  brother.  God  is  our 
Heavenly  Father.  He  is  the  father  of 
our  spirits,  of  all  of  us  .  .  .  and  that 
makes  you  and  I  brothers,  Brother 
Jones — that’s  why  we  bother. 

“Have  ycu  got  a  Bible  handy?  Per¬ 
haps  you  would  like  to  turn  to 
Hebrews,  Chapter  12  and  Verse  9  .  .  . 

“You  see,  Brother  Jones,  this  verse 
of  scripture  teaches  us  that  we  are 
all  sons  and  daughters  of  God  .  .  .  that 
He  is  your  Father  and  my  father. 

“And  Jesus  Christ  tells  us  quite 
clearly  in  the  Bible  that  we  must  love 
our  brother,  and  do  all  that  we  can  to 
help  him. 

"Now  would  you  like  to  turn  to 
John,  chapter  4,  verse  20  and  21,  and 
read  that  passage  for  us,  please  .  .  .  ” 


For  four  weeks  we  ask  our  London 
Stake  Home  Teachers  to  visit  with  one 
or  two  inactive  or  semi-active  Adult 
Aaronic  Priesthood  families  .  .  .  calling 
on  them  once  a  week  for  four  weeks, 
and  each  time  talking  to  them  about 
the  forthcoming  seminar  and  discus¬ 
sing  with  them  one  of  the  mini-lessons 
in  the  pamphlet. 

The  “Can  we  have  YOU?"  pamphlet 
was  written  by  the  London  Stake  Adult 
Aaronic  Priesthood  Committee,  and  is 
designed  to  re-introduce  Gospel  dis¬ 
cussions  into  the  homes  of  those 
brethen  who  have  got  out  of  the  habit 


of  talking  about  God,  got  out  of  the 
habit  of  opening  their  Bible  or  Book 
of  Mormon,  got  out  of  the  habit  of 
saying  prayers. 

Brother  Jones  has  got  to  be  made  to 
feel  important  again,  to  feel  needed  — 
just  as  he  was  when  he  was  first 
taught  the  Gospel  by  two  missionary 
Elders  who  called  on  his  home  come 
hail,  snow  and  high  wind. 

On  the  last  of  the  four  “build-up" 
visits,  the  Home  Teachers  automati¬ 
cally  make  arrangements  to  call  for 
Brother  and  Sister  Jones  on  the  first 
evening  of  the  Seminar  the  next  week 
and  take  them  to  the  home  of  Brother 
Atkinson. 

The  Seminar  lasts  for  six  weeks,  and 
the  speakers  are  selected  from  the 
Stake  Presidency,  the  Stake  Patriarchs, 
the  Temple  President,  the  Stake  Adult 
Aaronic  Committee  and  the  Stake  High 
Council. 

The  Seminar  evening  comprises  an 
hour-long  talk  on  the  Gospel,  thirty 
minutes  of  questions  and  15  minutes 
of  socialising  afterwards  with  a  soft 
drink  and  a  biscuit  or  two. 

During  the  whole  of  this  six-week 
period  we  expect  our  Home  Teachers 
to  bring  their  families  to  the  Seminar, 
to  sit  with  them  during  the  evening 
and  encourage  them  to  participate  in 
the  question  time  discussion  period. 

Afterwards  they  take  the  families 
home,  talking  with  them  about  the 
lesson,  asking  them  if  they  have 
questions  that  didn’t  receive  an 
answer  .  .  .  and  make  arrangements  to 
call  for  them  again  the  next  week  and 
take  them  to  the  next  lesson. 

The  six  lessons  are  designed  to  take 
the  Adult  Aaronic  brethen  back  to  the 
simple  Gospel  teachings  that  they  first 
received  from  the  missionary  Elders 
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and  right  up  to  lessons  on  the 
Melchizedek  Priesthood,  its  power  and 
authority — and  al!  its  blessings. 

The  whole  purpose  of  this  Re¬ 
activation  Programme  is,  of  course,  (a) 
to  bring  the  brethen  back  into  activity 
again,  (b)  to  advance  them  through  to 
the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  and  (c)  to 
get  them  to  the  Temple  for  their  own 
endowments. 

When  the  six-week  seminar  has  been 
completed,  the  Home  Teachers  take 
over  again  with  four  Follow-Up  lessons, 
which  they  give  in  the  home  of  the 
family.  These  lessons  are  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  seminar  discussions,  ending 
— on  the  fourth  week  after  the  seminar 
— with  the  ultimate  lesson.  "Why  I 
should  go  to  the  Temple." 

These  four  follow-up  lessons  are  in 
far  greater  detail  and  depth  than  the 
five  mini-lessons  of  the  “Can  We  Help 
YOU?"  pamphlet,  and  take  20  to  30 
minutes  to  give  in  the  home. 


And  the  result? 

Two  features  have  resulted  from  the 
Adult  Aaronic  Seminar  Programme  run 
in  the  London  Stake. 

First,  we  have  discovered  that  a 
very  real  and  very  strong  attachment  is 
being  built  between  the  Adult  Aaronic 
brethen  and  the  Home  Teachers  who 
have  been  calling  on  their  homes 
regular  for  14  weeks. 

This,  of  course,  is  the  basis  of  a 
rehabilitation  programme  such  as  we 
are  running. 

The  second  result — and  one  that  is 
very  exciting,  as  far  as  we  are  con¬ 
cerned — is  that  it  IS  bringing  inactive 
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brethen  and  their  wives  back  into  the 
Church. 

In  one  of  our  Wards,  for  instance, 
ten  families  started  the  course  of  14 
weeks,  and  all  ten  remained  through¬ 
out  the  course  and  remained  active 
after  the  course  had  been  completed. 
Two  of  the  brethen  were  advanced 


to  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  at  the 
end  of  the  programme. 

With  great  joy  in  our  hearts,  we  can 
testify  to  you  that  this  programme  .  .  . 
this  new  and  exciting  programme  for 
the  re-activation  of  our  Adult  Aaronic 
brethen,  works. 


Next  month

Many  long  years  ago,  or  so  the 
legends  say,  kilted  clansmen 
strode  through  the  Scottish  High¬ 
lands — giant-sized  men  who  were  proud 
and  courageous  defenders  of  truth, 
fearless  and  mighty  in  battle,  kind  and 
gentle  to  the  ones  they  loved — a  noble 
creed  for  those  wonderful 
yore. 


Today  that  same  type  of  creed  has 
been  adopted  by  the  fifteen  missionary 
districts  in  the  Scottish  Mission  as  they 
accept  the  challenge  of  their  new 
proselyting  programme,  "Gathering  of 
the  Clans." 


New  Scottish  clan  names  now 
designate  the  several  districts  as  the 
new  clan  members  unite  themselves  into 
a  force  for  good.  Tartan  ties,  patterns  of 
unity  from  their  adopted  families,  are 
now  worn  to  all  district  meetings. 

A  coat-of-arms,  distinctive  to  each 
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district  is  placed  on  a  background  of 
tartan  and  hung  proudly  in  these 
meetings. 

This  new  programme  has  brought 
added  excitement  and  the  desire  to 
fulfil  our  divine  callings  to  the  best  of 
our  ability  here  in  Scotland. 

The  elders  and  sisters  are  now  truly 
aware  of  this  great  land,  its  history,  and 
its  people. 

But,  along  with  the  excitement  and 
added  desire,  a  spiritual  note  is  also 
found  in  this  programme. 

"Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole 
armor  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
withstand,  in  the  evil  day." 

(Eph.  6:13).  Ours  is  great  battle, 
not  unlike  the  mighty  clansmen’s  in 
days  gone  by — Paul  declares,  "For  we 
wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood, 
but  against  principalities,  against 
powers,  against  spiritual  wickedness 
in  high  places."  (Eph.  6:12). 

Yes,  ours  is  a  battle  royal  but  we 
in  the  Scottish  Mission  are  aware  of 
the  magnitude  of  this  battle.  And 
through  diligence,  through  preparation, 
knowing  truth,  and  by  taking  with  us 
the  ‘shield  of  faith,’  we  know  "ye 
shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery 
darts  of  the  wicked."  (Eph.  6:16). 
What  a  wonderful  heritage  is  ours  in 
Scotland.  The  blood  of  Israel  is  strong  in 
this  fair  land — the  saints  are  strong  in 
their  testimony  of  the  gospel  as 
restored  through  a  modern  prophet, 
Joseph  Smith.  The  clans  WILL  be 
gathered  as  this  wonderful  new 
programme  suggests — for  we  of  the 
Scottish  Mission  love  this  restored 
gospel  and  we  know  that  as  we 
unite  as  did  our  forefathers  that  we  will 
triumph  over  the  adversary  and  bring 
the  gospel  message  to  the  clans  of 
Scotland. 
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t  school  I  am  studying 
Religious  Knowledge  for 
my  A  levels,  and  m  the  New 
Testament  section  of  our 


studies  we  are  working  our 
way  through  St.  John's  Gospel,  which 
contains  many  of  Christ's  outstanding 
teachings. 

The  most  important  of  these  are  in 
Christ's  teachings  about  himself  .  .  .  the 
“I  am  "  saying. 

To  many  people  these  sayings  are  obscure. 
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This  is  because  they  are  full  of  sym- 
Jewish  audiences,  so  you  need  to 
know  a  bit  about  Jewish  ideas  in  order 
to  understand  the  meaning  of  some 
bolish.  Jesus  was  a  Jew  and  spoke  to 
of  the  “I  am  ...  sayings. 

The  full  list  of  saying  is  .  .  . 

“I  am  the  Bread  of  Life.’ 

“I  am  the  Light  of  the  World.” 

“I  am  the  Door.’ 

“I  am  the  Good  Shepherd.” 

‘I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life.” 

“I  am  the  Way,  the  Truth  and  the  Life.” 
‘‘I  am  the  True  Vine.” 

Unfortunately,  we  have  not  yet 
reached  the  15th  chapter,  where  the 
last  saying  is  found,  so  I  will  have  to 
omit  that  one  in  my  talk. 


n  the  6th  chapter  of 
John,  verse  35,  we  read, 
^  “And  Jesus  said  unto 
g)  them,  I  am  the  bread  of 
life:  he  that  cometh  to 
me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that 
believeth  on  me  shall  never  thirst. 

In  order  to  understand  this  saying 
we  must  go  back  a  little.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  chapter  is  the  story  of  the 
miracle  of  the  feeding  of  the  five 
thousand,  when  Jesus  fed  the  multi¬ 
tude  with  five  loaves  and  two  fishes. 
Later,  the  people  sought  Him  out,  but 
He  said  to  them,  “Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  ye  seek  me,  not  because  ye 
saw  the  miracles,  but  because  ye  did 
eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were  filled” 
(v26).  They  had  come  to  Him  because 
of  the  physical  blessings  that  He  gave 
to  them. 

Jesus  had  great  difficulty  in  teaching 


the  people  because  they  had  the  wrong 
conception  of  the  Messiah.  They  were 
looking  to  Him  as  their  Messiah 
because  of  the  physical  things  He  did 
for  them,  but  Jesus  tried  to  show  them 
that  He  had  come  for  their  spiritual 
aid.  What  they  should  have  wanted  was 
eternal  life  and  fellowship  with  God. 

Having  just  satisfied  their  physical 
hunger  with  bread,  He  now  said  to 
them,  “I  am  the  bread  of  life.” 

He  can  satisfy  our  spiritual  needs.  If 
we  partake  of  Him  we  will  never 
hunger  for  spiritual  sustenance  again. 
Ac  bread  sustains  the  physical  body, 
so  Christ  is  necessary  for  spiritual  life. 

In  verses  47  to  51  Jesus  says, 

“Verily,  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He 
that  believeth  in  me  hath  everlasting 
life. 

“I  am  that  bread  of  life. 

“Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the 
wilderness,  and  are  dead. 

“This  is  the  bread  which  cometh 
down  from  heaven,  that  a  man  may  eat 
thereof,  and  not  die. 

“I  am  the  living  bread  which  came 
down  from  heaven;  if  any  man  eat  of 
this  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever:  and 
the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  flesh, 
which  I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the 
world.” 

Jesus  uses  the  comparison  with 
manna  because  it  was  near  the  time 
of  the  Feast  of  the  Passover  when 
Jewish  minds  would  be  full  of  the 
stories  of  the  time  in  the  wilderness. 
When  their  ancestors  were  starving, 
God  provided  Moses  with  manna  to 
feed  them  .  .  .  but  they  were  now 
dead — the  physical  sustenance  was  of 
no  lasting  benefit. 

But  if  people  will  partake  of  Christ, 
the  living  bread,  then  they  shall  ive 
for  ever. 
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the  next  “I  am  ...  ” 
saying  is  found  in 
chapter  8,  verse  12. 

“Then  spake  Jesus 
again  unto  them,  say¬ 
ing,  I  am  the  light  of  the  world;  he 
that  followeth  me  shall  not  walk  in 
darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of 
life.” 


To  understand  this  it  is  necessary 
to  know  a  little  about  the  Jewish  Feast 
of  Tabernacles.  At  one  point  in  the 
feast  four  giant  candles  were  lit  in 
memory  of  the  people  being  led  in  the 
wilderness  by  the  pillar  of  light  from 
God.  As  the  candles  were  lit,  Jesus 
stood  up  and  said,  “I  am  the  light  of 
the  world." 

What  he  was  really  saying  was  that 
just  as  the  pillar  of  light  had  led  their 
ancestors  in  the  wilderness,  so  is  He 
the  guide  of  all  men. 

But  there  is  a  lot  more  to  this,  be¬ 
cause  there  is  a  lot  of  symbolism 
attached  to  light. 

Today  we  often  use  the  expression, 
"I  am  completely  in  the  dark,"  meaning 
"I  don’t  understand."  Darkness  has 
always  stood  for  ignorance  and  evil — 
like  the  Dark  Ages,  the  Prince  of  Dark¬ 
ness — being  lost  or  bewildered. 

This  was  the  state  of  the  people 
to  whom  Jesus  was  talking.  They  had 
lost  contact  with  God,  with  all  the 
resulting  evils. 

But  today  we  also  say  that  some¬ 
thing  is  enlightening,  meaning  that  it 
informs  or  instructs;  and  light  has 
always  stood  for  everything  good  and 
clean  and  right. 

As  the  light  of  the  world,  Jesus  is 
a  revelation  of  God  .  .  .  God  revealing 
Himself,  so  His  children  would  no 
longer  be  ignorant  of  Him. 

So  Jesus  is,  in  effect,  saying,  "I  am 


a  revelation  of  God.  Through  me  you 
can  know  God.  I  am  the  leader  and 
guide  of  all  mankind.  I  am  necessary 
for  spiritual  life  and  eternal  salvation." 


I  hen  in  chapter  10,  verse 
9,  Christ  said, 

“I  am  the  door:  by  me 
if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved.’ 

The  dictionary  definition  of  "door" 
is  "any  means  by  which  to  go  in  or 
out;  way  to  get  something;  access’" 

Christ  is  the  means  by  which  we 
can  find  access  to  God  and  obtain 
eternal  life. 

But  in  verse  7  we  read, 

"Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the 
door  of  the  sheep." 

This  brings  more  significance  to 
Christ  saying  that  He  is  the  "door.n  In 
the  East  the  door  the  sheepfold  was 
merely  an  opening  in  the  wall,  so  the 
shepherd  would  lead  his  sheep  into 
the  fold  and  then  lie  across  the  open¬ 
ing — literally  forming  the  door  with  his 
own  body.  In  this  way  he  could  protect 
the  sheep  and  prevent  them  from 
wandering  away  and  getting  lost.  The 
sheep  could  move  about  freely  within 
the  fold,  protected  from  all  danger  by 
the  shepherd. 

I  am  sure  you  can  already  see 
Christ's  meaning.  He  often  referred  to 
the  people  as  "sheep"  and  in  the  same 
chapter  He  refers  to  Himself  as  the 
shepherd.  Not  only  is  He  therefore  the 
means  by  which  we  can  obtain  eternal 
life,  but  if  we  become  one  of  His 
sheep  He  will  protect  us  and  keep  us 
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safe  by  becoming  one  of  his 

followers  we  have  Him  as  our  guardian, 
not  only  against  outside  evils  but  so 
that  we  cannot  lose  ourselves  in  sin 
and  weakness. 


he  idea  of  Christ 

being  the  shepherd, 
which  is  indicated  by 

his  saying  "I  am  the 
door,”  is  more  plainly 

stated  only  two  verses  later  in  John 

10,  11  and  14. 

“I  am  the  good  shepherd:  the  good 
shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep. 

"I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know 
my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.” 

The  Eastern  shepherd  knew  each  of 
his  sheep  by  name,  and  knew  every¬ 
thing  about  each  of  them.  The  sheep 
in  turn  knew  him  and  would  follow 
the  sound  of  his  voice  as  he  walked 
along  in  front  of  them.  It  was  a  very 
personal  relationship. 

This  is  the  kind  of  relationship  we 
can  have  with  Christ  if  only  we  will 
allow  Him  to  be  our  shepherd  and 
guide  us. 

In  the  Book  of  Mormon,  Alma  speaks 
of  Christ  as  the  good  shepherd  and 
gives  this  warning,  found  in  chapter  5, 
verses  37  to  39, 

”0  ye  workers  of  iniquity;  ye  that 
are  puffed  up  in  the  vain  things  of  the 
world,  ye  that  have  professed  to  have 
known  the  ways  of  righteousness, 
nevertheless  have  gone  astray,  as 
sheep  having  no  shepherd,  notwith¬ 
standing  a  shepherd  hath  called  after 
you  and  is  still  calling  after  you,  but 
ye  will  not  hearken  unto  his  voice! 


“Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the 
good  shepherd  doth  call  you;  yea,  and 
in  his  own  name  he  doth  call  you, 
which  is  the  name  of  Christ;  and  if  ye 
will  not  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the 
good  shepherd,  to  the  name  by  which 
ye  are  called,  behold,  ye  are  not  the 
sheep  of  the  good  shepherd. 

“And  now,  if  ye  are  not  the  sheep 
of  the  good  shepherd,  of  what  fold  are 
ye?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the 
devil  is  your  shepherd,  and  ye  are  of 
his  fold." 

Christ  says, 

‘  My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I 
know  them,  and  they  follow  me: 

“And  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life: 
and  they  shall  never  perish,  neither 
shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my 
hand”  (John  10:27-28). 


Sn  the  11th  chapter  of 
John  we  read  of  the 
death  of  Lazarus,  and  in 
verse  17, 

“Then  when  Jesus 
came  he  found  that  he  had  lain  in  the 
grave  four  days  already.” 

So  Lazarus  was  well  and  truly  dead! 
But  in  speaking  to  Martha  .  .  . 

“Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Thy  brother 
shall  rise  again.” 

But  Martha  did  not  understand,  so 
He  explained,  in  verses  25  and  26. 

"  I  am  the  ressurrection,  and 

the  life:  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he 
live. 

“And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth 
in  me  shall  never  die.” 

This  is  a  claim  to  divinity.  God  is  the 
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giver  of  life,  and  here  Jesus  is  claim¬ 
ing  that  He  can  do  this  also  .  .  .  and 
He  proves  it  by  bringing  Lazarus  back 
from  the  dead. 

He  said,  "I  am  the  resurrection,"  and 
by  his  own  resurrection  He  made  it 
possible  for  all  mankind  to  be  resur¬ 
rected  ...  so  He  is,  in  fact,  "the 
resurrection"  for  all  of  us. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  prophet 
Abinadi  said, 

"And  if  Christ  had  not  risen  from  the 
dead,  or  have  broken  the  bonds  of 
death  that  the  grave  should  have  no 
victory,  and  that  death  should  have  no 
sting,  there  would  have  been  resur¬ 
rection. 

"But  there  is  a  resurrection,  there¬ 
fore  the  grave  hath  no  victory,  and  the 
sting  of  death  is  swallowed  up  by 
Christ.”  (Mosiah  16:7—8) 

Jesus  conquered  death,  and  by  His 
death  on  the  cross  He  gave  life  to 
mankind  .  .  .  eternal  life.  And  this  was 
particularly  true  in  the  spiritual  sense, 
for  the  people  had  turned  away  from 
God  and  were  spiritually  dead.  Jesus 
had  come  to  bring  them  back  to  God 
and  therefore  was  giving  them  spiritual 
life. 


i  n  chapter  14,  verses 
4  to  6,  we  read, 

“And  wither  I  go  ye 
know;  and  the  way  ye 
know. 

“Thomas  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  we 
know  not  whither  thou  goest;  and  how 
can  we  know  the  way? 

“Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way, 
the  truth  and  the  life:  no  man  cometh 


unto  the  Father,  but  by  me.” 

This  is  the  most  wonderful  and 
meaningful  of  all  the  "I  am”  sayings. 
It  is  easier  to  explain  if  I  take  each 
part  separately. 

You  will  notice  that  Christ  said,  "I 
am  the  way"  not  "I  can  show  you  the 
way"  or  "I  can  teach  you  the  way." 
The  only  way  to  God  is  through  Jesus 
Christ.  He  does  not  simply  teach  us 
the  way  so  that  we  can  follow  it, 
making  Him  unnecessary  once  we 
know  what  to  do  ...  He  IS  the  way 
and  we  cannot  reach  God  without  Him. 

Just  as  a  mountain  guide  cannot 
just  point  out  the  path  on  the  map  and 
leave  the  climb  to  you,  but  must  take 
you  up  and  you  must  be  attached  to 
him,  so  it  is  with  Christ. 

In  the  same  way  He  said,  "I  am  the 
truth."  We  think  of  truth  as  being 
something  abstract  and  intangible,  but 
in  actual  fact  truth,  in  the  end,  is  a 
person — God:  and  Jesus  is  one  with 
God.  God  is  the  living  image  of  pure 
truth,  and  so  is  Christ. 

Christ  also  said,  "I  am  the  life.”  He 
is  life  itself,  the  source  of  life,  and 
indeed  we  know  that  He  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  the  creation  of  this  world. 

So  the  only  way  we  can  return  to 
God  is  through  Christ,  and  the  way  we 
go  through  Christ  is  by  adhering  to 
the  truth  and  thus  becoming  one  with 
Him,  so  that  we  may  inherit  the  life  He 
offers  us.
